Bridgman ; information of French, Spaniſh, and Daxiſb Plots, beſides 
the great Plot of the Papiſts and Biſhops to bring in Popery, and the 
King and his Evil Councellors, to -deſtroy Priviledges and Parliaments, 
and to fire the City, and cut the-Throats of the Citizens. 

Now all theſe Plots Centred in this one Point, that the Kingdom be- 
ing in fuch extreme Danger, not only {rom Foreign Enemies, but Do- 
meſtique, the People could have no manner of Security for their Lives, 
Liberties, Eſtates or Religion, unleſs the King would truſt the Parlig- 
ment with the Power of the Sword, the Militia of the Kingdom, the 
Navy, Forts, Garrifons, Caſtles, Magazines and Stores, and mare eſpe- 
cially the Tower of Loxdox, and the Towns of Portſmouth and King- 
fon upon Hull ; that fo by ther Order and Appointment ſuch Per- 
ſons as His Majeſty thought fit to beſtow thoſe Truſts upon might be 
diſplaced, and fuch as the Parliament could confide in, the Creatures 
of the FaQtion, might have thoſe important Truſts and Charges con- 
ferred Toon them.

For when afterwards they 
came to break out into a Rebellion themſelves, certainly not leſs hor- 
rible and deteſtable, ſince they pretended to be acted by a Religion 
which hitherto had decried Popery upon the very ſcore of allowing 
Principles of Rebellion, depoſirg and murthering Lawful Princes, the 
Parliament in their Papers, Antwers and Declarations, ſecretly reflected 
upon'the King ; and by their impudent Agents and Emiſlaries, and the 
allowed Scriblers and News-Printers, the very Peſts of the Age, openly 
publiſhed, that the Rebellion in reland began by his knowledge and 
connivance, and by that means they laid all thoſe Maſlacres and Mur- 
thers which were there moſt barbarouſly committed, at His Majeſties 
door, and by heightning the Infamous aCtions of the Rebells there, with 
the moſt aggravating Circumſtances of Inhumanity and Cruelty, whilſt 
they ſecretly inſinuated the King to be concerned in them, they cer-: 
tainly robbed him of the Hearts and Hands,the Allegiance and Aﬀections 
of his Subjects. | 

I cannot therefore but eſteem it a Duty which common humanity 
challenges from all mankind, to indeavour the vindication of the inju- 
red kad oppreſſed ;- but I look upon my felt as under the fevereſt Ob- 
ligations of Chriſtianity, Conſcience, Truth and Juſtice, to clear the Re- 
putation of this Royal Sufferer, from the horrible Detractions, Slanders, | 
and Calumnies, with which thoſe brutiſh Rebels did not only blemiſh 
his Life and Actions, but have moſt barbarouſly perſecuted his Inno- 
cent Memory, indeavouring therefore to make him appear Criminal, 
that their hands which- were died in his Sacred Blood might appear 
leſs Guilty.

much taken notice of, and obſerved, even at the Court, as a Perſon of yn- 
common Abilities ; and the gaining of him to the Kings Intereſt was,. by

to the advancement of the Kings Intereſt and Service. 

But how unſucceſsful this Procedure -of gaining Men of Ability by 
Preferments, and rebating the Edge of Popukr Spirits by Honors and 
Advancements to Places of Truſt, proved to the Intereſt of the King, not 
only the Event, but Reaſon, upon which it is Naturally Founded, does 
moſt plainly manifeſt : for Ambition, or the natural Defire of Honour,

will nat anly be ill repreſented, but by how much the greater his Inzereſt, |

However, it ſeems, theſe were not the Sentiments at that time of thoſe

' produce the very ſame or worſe miſeries, then thoſe which they pretend 
to redreſs ; and purſuing his ingenious diſcourſe, he offered ſome Expe- 
dients ſo rational and perſuaſive towards a Mediation, and Reconcile- 
ment of the preſent Differences, and ſome things ſo appoſite to the 
reſent jun&ture of Afﬀairs, as Extremely raifed the value of his Pru- 
þ roy and” Wiſdom in the Eſteem of the Lord Treaſurer, who daily 
diſcovered more and more-the penetrating Abilities of his M.nd,ming- 
led with a folid firmneſs of Reaſon and Judgment. 
It will eafily be believed, that the Lord Zreaſurer, having, as he could 
not but conclude, found a Jewel fit tor a Princes Cabinet, was not Lack- 
ward in reprefenting Sir Zhomas Wentworth to his Majeſty with a © hara- 
cr no ways difadvantagious to him ; nor was there any great difliculty 
to introduce. him -into his Majeſties Eſteem and Favour, who was al:ca- 
dy polke(ſed with a belief and knowledg of his Merit, and how ſerviccable 
{a Perſon of his Intereſt and Qualifications might be-to. his Afiairs. 
| He was no ſooner come under the warm >. 'w/hax of Majeſty, but he 
'was made ſenſible of the Beams of Honour which are derived from rhe 
; Royal Fountain of it; and in a little time he was created Baron Wen. 
worth ; and the Aſcendant of his wiſdom.daily gaining upon his Majeſties 
Favour and Eſteem, he was ſhortly advanced to the Honour of Viſcount 
Wentworth of Wentworth Woodhouſe, made one of his Majeſties moſt Ho- 
norable Privy y-Council , Lord Lieutenant of the County of Tork, and 
'Lord Prefident of the Court and Council of the North, 
_ . And here give me leave to mention a little and in appearance a trifling 
accident of Honour, which proved the great, if not. the only occaſion 
of his Ruin; among the reit ot his Hanours he had the Title of Baron 
of Raby, ati Honour to which Sir #7exry Yazxe one of his Majeſtics Se 
cretaries of State, who was poſlz(ſed of the Caſtle of Raby and the De- 
meaſns thereunto belonging, had ſame pretenſions,. and was not a little 
ambitious of ; but being overſhadowed by this lofty and ſpreading Ce- 
dar, he was ſo ſtung with the diſappointment, and fo thirſty of Revenge, 
that though he warily tmothered his Reſentments, yet he was ever an 
Enemy to this Noble Lord, and as it. appeared tor his fake to his Royal 
Maſter; and as it may from/hence'be not improbably, conjectured, judg- 
ing himſelf tar more nearly intereſted in the Ruin of this great Perſon 
than any other , he fatiated: his private Revenge by the pretence of 
Publick Juſtice;and wken in all likelyhood the Earl muſt have Eſcaped the

It happened, that in ſome of the divertive. Entertainments of their 
agreeable Converſation, theſe Two Great Men falling upon the Diſcourſe 
ot the r Humor in the Commons Houſe, which the Lord 7req- 


furer wiſely judged could never either portend, or. promote any real ad- 
vantage to the Nation ; Sir Thomas declared himſelf to be in his Judgment 
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My Lord Wentworth being now made one of his Majeſties Privy Coun» 
cil, gave ſuch daily Teſtimonies of his ſingular Wiſdom, as ſoon recom- 
mended him to the Obſervation of that Great Man William Laud then 
Biſhop of London, and afterwards Archbiſhop of Canterbury; and that 
Diſcernment of each others Merits, which generally in great Minds 
produces Emulation, Envy, and too commonly Averſion and Animoſi- 
ty begat in them a Friendſhip, which being cemented by the common 
bong of Loyalty and Fidelity to their great Maſters Service and Intereſt, 
proved ſo firm andindiffolyable , as to have no other Period but that of 
their Untimely Deaths. 

Nor did Fortune, who ſeemed now wholy imployed in beftowing her 
treacherous Careſſes upon this Noble Lord, ſtop here, for he was in a 
little time advanced to be Lord Lieutenant of 7reland,; one of the Truſts 
and Honours, as near the wearing of a Crown, as any thing can be, 
that is not aQtually poſſeſſed of one : when he came to that Government 
he found all things in great Diſorder, the Revenue 'ſolow that 7reland 
was a Burthen to the Crown of England, which by his Wiſe Manage- 
ment, he not only took off, but ſo improved the Trade of the Nation, 


to ſupport it ſelt, but to lend ſupplies to England. 

And as he was an Extraordinary Zealous promoter of the Intereſt and 
Glory of the Eſtabliſhed Church and the Proteſtant Epiſcopal Party, for 
which poſſibly there was a ſtricter bond of amitie between him and the 
Arch-Biſhop , he did by the aſſiſtance of that grear Metropolitane,

his Government taken off, and even before the blood was cold which 
dyed his bluſhing Scaffold, but that Kingdom was all in a blaze, and 
from thence ſuch ſparks of Jealoufie flew over- into England, as ſet this 
miſerable Nation intoſuch an Univerſal Conflagration, as was not Extin- 
guiſhed but with whole Rivers of Blood ; which one may fay not altoge- 
ther Poerically ſeemed to be facrificed by the Revenging Deity, to the 
Manes of this Illuſtrious Man. |

ar the ſaid Earl of Strafford the Sixteenth day of February, in the Twelfth Year 
of bis n»w Majeft ies Reign,aſſuming to bimſelf a power avove and againſt Law, took upon 
him by a general Warrant under hu band, to give power to the Lord Biſhop of Down, 
and Connor bu Chancellor,or Chancellors,to their ſeveral Officers thereto to be appointed, 
to attach and arreſt the Bodiesof all ſuch of the meaner alt pans ſort, who after Citation 
ſhould either refuſe to appear before them, or appearing ſhould omit, or deny to perform, or 
undergoe all lawful Decrees, Sentences, and orders, iſſued, im ſed, or given out againſt 
them, and them to commit and keep in the next Goal, until they "ay either perform 
ſuch ſentences, or put in ſufficient Bail to ſhew ſome reaſon before the Councel Table, of 
ſuch their contempt aud neglett , and the ſaid Earl, the day and year laſt mentioned, 
ſugned and iſſued a Warrant to that effeit, and made the like Warrant to ſend to all other 
| Biſhops and their Chancellors in the ſaid Realm of Ireland to the ſame effeft. 

10 That the ſaid Earl of Straftord being Lord Lieutenant, or Deputy of Ir2land, 

rocured the Cuſtomes of the Merchandize exported out , and imported into that Realm to 
be farmed to his own uſe. 

And in the Ninth Tear of bis now Majefties Reign, he having then intereſt in the 
ſaid Cuſtomes (to advance hu own gain and lucre ) did cauſe and procure the native 
Commodiries of Ireland, to be rated in the Book of Ratcs for the Cuitomes ( ac- 
cording to which the Cuſtomes were uſually gathered) at far greater values and prices 
than in truth they were worth (that is to ſay) every Hide at twenty Shillings , 
which in truth was worth but five Shillings, every ſtone of Wool at thirteen ſhil- 
lings four-pence, though the ſame ordinarily were worth but five Shillings, at the 
| utmoſt but nine Shillings ; by which means the Cuſtome, which before was but 
a twentieth part of the true value of the Commodity, was inhanſed ſometimes to 
a fifth part, and ſometimes to a fourth, and ſometimes to a third part of the true 
yalue, to the great oppreſſion of the Subjects, and decay of Merchandizg. | 

11 That the ſaid Earl, in the Ninth Year of his now MajeSties reign,did by his own 
will and pleaſure, and for hu own lucre reſtrain the exportation of the Commoditzes of that 
" Kingdome without bus Licence, as namely Pipe-ſtaves, and other Commodities, and then 
raiſed great Sums of 7oney for Uicenſong of exportation of thoſe Commodities, and diſ- | 
penſation of the ſaid reſtraints impoſed on them, by which means the Piye-ſtaves were 
raiſed from four pound ten ſhillings ;, or five pound per thouſand to ten pound, and ſome- 
times eleven pound per thouſand ; and other Commodities were inhanced in the like pro- 
portion, and by the ſame means by him the ſaid Earl. 

12 That the ſaid Earl being Lord Deputy of Ireland, on the ninth day of January | 
| in the Thirteenth Tear of his Majeſties Reign, did then under colour to Regulate the Im- 
| portation of Tobacco into the ſaid Realm of 1rcland iſſue a Proclamation in bis Majeſties 
Name,prohibiting the importation of Tobacco without licence of him and the Councel there, 
from and after he rſt day of May, Anno Dom. 1638. after which reſtraint the ſaid 
Earl, notwithitanding the ſaid reſtraint, cauſed divers great quantities of Tobacco to be |. 
imported to his own uſe, and fraughted divers Ships with Tobacco, which he imported to | 
his own uſe : and that if any Ship brought Tobacco into any Port there, the ſaid Earl and 
bis Agents uſed to buy + BY to bis own uſe, at their own price. And if that the ow- 
ners refuſed to let him have the ſame at under values, then they were not permitted to 
vent the ſame ;, by which undue means, the Earl having gotten the whole Trade of To- 
Fore into his - 4 hands,he fold it at great and exceſſive prizes,ſuch as he lift to impoſe 

or his own profit. | 

And the heed to aſſure the ſaid Monopoly of Tobacco, he the ſaid Earl on the three and 
twentieth day of February, sn the Thirteenth Tear aforeſaid, did iſſue another Procla- 
marion, commanding that none ſhould put to Sale any Tobacco by whole ſale, from and af- 
ter the laft day of May, then next following, but what ſhould be made up into Rolls, and 
| the ſame Sealed with two Seals by himſelf appointed, one at each end of the Roll. . And ſuch 
| as was not Sealed to be ſeiſed, appornting f.1 pence the pound for a reward to ſuch per- 
ſons as ſhould ſeize the ſame : and the per ſons in whoſe cuſtody the unſealed Tobacco ſhould 


be 
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be found, tobe committed to Goal, which la#t Proclamation was covered by a pretence for 
the reſtraining of the Sale of unwholeſome Tobacco, but it was truely to advance the ſaid 
Monopoly. 

ich Proclamation, the ſaid Earl did rigorouſly put in execution, by ſeizing the 
Goods, Fining, Impriſoning, Whipping, and putting the offenders againſt the ſame Pro- 
clamation on the Pillory, as namely Barnaby Hubbard, Edward Covena, John Tu- 
"men, and divers others : and made the Officers of State, and Juſtices of Peace, and 
other Officers to ſerve him in compaſſing and executing theſe unjuſt and undue courſes, by 
which Cruelties and unju#t Monopolies, the ſaid Earl raiſed 100000 li. per annum gain 


the Merchants in general, yet drew down the impoFt formerly taken on Tobacco from ſox 
pence the pound to three pence the pound, it being for his own profit ſo to do. 

And the ſaid Earl, by the ſame, and other rigorous and undue means, raiſed ſeveral 
other Monopolies and unlawful exattions for his own gain, viz. on Starch, Iron-pots, 
Glaſſes, T, TS and ſeveral other Commodities. 

13 That Flax being one of the principal and native Commodities of that Kingdome of 
Ireland, the ſaid Earl having gotten 6 fs quantities thereof into his hands, and growing 
on his own Lands, did iſſue out ſeveral Proclamations, VIz. one dated the one and twen- 
rieth day of May, in the Eleventh of his Majefties Reign, and the other dated the one 
and thirtieth day of January, in the ſame year, thereby preſcribing and injoyning the 
working . Ga lax into Yearn and Thread, and the ordering of the ſame in ſuch ways 
wherein the Natives of that Kingdom were unprattiſed and unskilful : which Proclama- 
#ions ſo iſſued, were by his Commands and Warrants to his Majeſties Ju#tices of Peace, 
and other officers, and by other rigorous means put in execution, and the Flax wrought 
or ordered in other manner than as the ſaid Proclamation preſcribed, was ſeized and 1m- 
ployed to the uſe of him and his agents, and thereby the ſaid Earl endeavoured to gain, 
and did gain in effeft the ſole Sale of that Native Commodity. 

14 That the ſaid Earl of Straftord, by Proclamation dated the Sixteenth of Ofto- 
ber, #n the Fourteenth Tear of his Majeſties Reign, did impoſe upon the Owners, Ma- 
Fers, Purſers, and Boats-ſwains of every Ship, a new and wlawful Oath, viz. that 
they (two or more of them) immediately after the arrival of any Ship within any Port 
or Creek in the ſaid Kingdom of Ireland, ſhould give in a true in-voice of the outward 


of the ſaid Goods, as far as to them ſhould be known, the names of the ſeveral Merchants 
Proprietors of the ſaid Goods, and the places from whence they were fraughted, and whi- 
ther they were bound to diſcharge : which Proclamation was accordingly put in executi- 
on, and ſundry perſons enforced to take the ſaid unlawful Oath. 

15 That the ſaid Earl of Strafford T' rapereaſly and wickedly deviſed and contrived 
by force of Armes in a warlike manner to ſubdue the Subjeits of the aid Realm of Ire- 
land, 0 bring them under his Tyrannical er and will, and in purſuance of his wicked 
and Trayteroms purpoſes aforeſaid, the ſazd Earl of Strafford in the Eighth Year of his 
MajeFties Reign, did by his own Authority, without any warrant or colour of Law, tax 
and impoſe great Sums of «Money upon the Towns of Baltemore, Baudenbridge, Ta- 
lowe, and - ions other Towns and Places in the ſaid Realm of lreland, and did cauſe the 
ſame to be levied upon the Inhabitants of thoſe Towns / Troops of Souldiers, with Force 
and eArms, in a warlike manner. And on the Nint ay of March, in the Twelfth 
Year of his now Majefties Reign, Traiterouſly did give Authority unto Robert Savile, 
a Sergeant at Armes, and to th Cordes *L Companies of Souldiers, in ſeveral parts 
of that Realm, to ſend ſuch numbers of Souldiers to lye on the Lands and Houſes of ſuch 
4s would not conform to his orders untill they ſhould render obedience t0 bus ſaid orders and 
warrants, and after ſuch ſubmiſſion (and not before) the ſaid Souldzers to return to 
their Garriſons. eAnd did alſo iſſue the like Warrants unto divers others, which War- 
rants were in Warlike manner, with Force and Arms put in Execution accordingly, 
and by ſuch W arlike means did force divers of his eAajeities Subjetts of that Realm, 
to ſubmit themſelves to his unlawful Commands. | 

, And in the ſaid Twelfth Year of his Majeſties Reign, the ſaid Earl of Straftord did 
Traiterouſly cauſe certain Troops of Horſe and Foot, armedin Warliks manner, and in 
Warlike aray, with Force and Armes to expell Richard Butler from the poſſeſſion of 
Caſtle-Cumber, #2 the Territory of Idough, in the ſaid Realm of Ireland, and did like- 


to himſelf. And yet the ſaid Earl though inbanced the Cnſtomes, where it concerned |

And the ſaid Earl in like W. arlike manner, bath during his Government of the ſaid 
Xinodom of Ireland, ſubdued divers others of his Majetties Subjetts eaſily to bis Will, 
and thereby, and by the means aforeſaid, bath levied War within the ſaid Realm againſt 

his —_ and his Liege People of that K _— 

' 16, That the ſaid Earl of Strafford, the Two and twentieth Z February, #n the Se- 

venth Tear of his now Majeſties Reign, intending to oppreſs the ſaid Subjeits of Ireland, 

did make a Propoſition, and obtained from his Maje$tie an allowance, That no Complaint 

of Injuſt ice or Oppreſſion done in Ireland, ſhould be received in En gland again#t any, un- 

leſs it fir#t appeared, that the Party firſt his addreſs to him the ſaid Earl : and the 

Ka Earl having by ſuch uſurped, tyrannical, and exorbitant Power, expreſſed in the for- 

mer Articles, deftroyed the Peers and other Subjetts of that Kingdom of Irelandin their 
Lives, Conſciences, Land, Liberties, and Eſtates, the ſaid Earl tothe intent the better to 
maintain and ſtrengthen his power, and to bring the People into a diſaffettion of his Ma- 
jeſtie, as aforeſaid, did uſe his Majeſties Name in the execution of bis ſaid power. 

And to prevent the Subjetts of that Realm of all means of Complaints to his Majeſty,and 
of Redreſs againſt him and his Agents, did iſſue a Proclamation, bearing date the Seven- 
teenth day of September, in the Eleventh Tear of his Majeities Reignythereby command- 
ing all the Nobility,Undertakers,and others who held Eſtates and Offices in the ſaid King- 
dome, (except ſuch as were imployed in his Majeſt ies Service, or attending in England 
by his Special Command) to make their per ſonal Reſidence in the ſaid Kingdom of Ireland, 
and not depart thence without Licence of himſelf. 

And the ſaid Earl hath ſince iſſued other Proclamations to the ſame purpoſe, q means 
whereof the Subjetts of the ſaid Realm are reſtrained from ſecking Relief againſt the op- 
preſſions of the ſaid Earl, without his Licence : which Proclamation the ſaid Earl bath 
by ſeveral rigorous wayes, as by Fine, Impriſonment, and otherwiſe, put in execution on his 
Majeſt ies Subjeft s,as namely, one arTy,and others, who came over only to complain 
of the Exorbitances and Oppreſſions of the ſaid Earl. 

17. That the ſaid Eal having by ſuch means as aforeſaid, ſubverted the Government 
and Lawes of the Kingdom of Ireland, did in March #n the Sixteenth year of his e Ma- 
jefties Reign, in Scaudal of his «MajeSty, of all bis Kingdoms, and in further Execution 
of his a purpoſes aforeſaid, ſpeaking of the Armies in Ireland, declare, That his 
eMajefty was ſo well pleaſed with the Army of Ireland, and the conſequence thereof that 
his HMajeity wonld certainly -make the ſame a pattern for all his Three Kingdoms. 

18 That the ſaid Earl of Strafford, for the better effetting of his Trayterons deſigns, 
| and wicked purpoſes, did indeavour to draw dependency upon himſclf of the Papiſts im both 
Kingdoms of England and Ireland, and to that end during the time of Government in 
Ireland, be reftored divers Frieries, and eMaſs-houſes, (which had been formerly ſup- 
preſied by precedemt Deputies of that Kingdom, two of which houſes were in the City of 
Dublin, and had been aſſigned to the uſe of the Univerſity there) to the pretended Own- 
ers thereof, who have ſince imployed the ſame to the Exerciſe of the Popiſh Religion. 
And in the «Moneth of May and June laſt, the ſaid Earl did raiſe an Army in the 
ſaid Realm, conſiſting of Eight thouſand Foot, all of which, except one thouſand,or there- 
abouts, were Papifts, and the ſaid One thouſand were drawn out of the Old Army there, 
conſiſting of Two thouſand Foot 5, and in their places there were a thouſand Papiſts, or 
thereabouts put into the ſaid Old Army by the ſaid Earl. G 

And the more to ingage and tye the new Army of Papifts to himſelf, and to encourage 
them, and to diſcourage and wear out the Old Army, the ſaid Earl did ſo provide, That 
the ſaid New Army of Papiſts were duly payed, and had all Neceſſaries provided for 
them, and permitted the Exerciſe of their Religion, but the ſaid Old Army were for the 
ſpace of one whole Year and upwards unpaid. | 

And that the ſaid Earl being appointed a Commiſſioner with Eleven ſederal Counties in 
the Northern Parts of England, for Compounding with Recuſants for their Forfeitures 
due to bis eMajety , which Commiſſion beareth date the Eighth day of July, in the Fifth 
Year of his Maje$ties Reign that now is, and being alſo Receiver of e Compoſition Mo- 
ney thereby ariſing, and of other Debts, Duties, and Penalties for his Majeſties Uſe, by 
Letters Patents dated the y. day of the ſaid July : he, to engage the ſaid Recuſants io 
him, did compound with them at low and wnder Rates, and provided, that they ſhould be 
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diſcharged of all proccedings againit them, wn all bus Majeſties Courts , both Temporal 
and EccleſiaFtical, in manifeſt breach of, and contrary to the Lawes and Statutes of this 

Realm, in that behalf efabliſhed. 

19. That the ſaid Earl having Taxed and Levied the ſaid Impoſutions, and raiſed 


| the ſaid Monopolies, and committed the ſaid Oppreſſions in his Maje#ties Name, and as 
| by bis Majeſt ies Royal Command, he the ſaid Earl im May the 15th Year of bis Maje- 


ies Reign, did of bis own authority contrive and frame a new and unuſual Oath, by the 


| purport whereof among many other things,the party taking the ſaid Octh,was to ſwear that 


be (hould not proteFt againſt any of his Majeſties Royal Commands, but ſubmit themſelves 
in all Obedience thereunto. Which Oath he ſo contrived to enforce the ſame on the Subje8s 
of thescottiſh Nation,inhabiting in Ireland,and out of a har: ed to the ſaid Nation,and to 
put them to # Diſcontent with bis MajeFty, and hs Government there, and compelled di- 
vers of his Majeſties ſaid Subjetts there to take the ſaid Oath, ſome be grievouſly Fined 
and Inpriſoned, and others be deftroyed and Exiled, and namely the 10th of OCober, 
Anno Dom. 1639. he fined Henry Steward and his Wife, who refuſed to take the ſaid 
Oath, 5000 pounds apiece, and their two Daughters and James Gray, 3000 pounds a- 
piece, and Inpriſoned them for not paying the ſaid Fines. The ſaid Henry Steward?s 
Wife and Daughters,and James Gray, being the Kings Liege People of the Scottiſh Na- 
tion ;, and divers others be uſed in like manner : And the ſaid Earl upon that occaſion did 
declare, That the ſaid Oath did not onely oblige them in point of Allegiance to his 
Majeſt y, and acknowledgment of his Supremacy only, but to the Ceremonies and 
Government of the Church eſtabliſhed ; or to be eſtabliſhcd by his Majeſtics Royal 
Authority 3 and ſaid, That the refuſers to obey , he would proſecute to the 


20. That the ſaid Earl in the 15 and 16 Years of his Majeſties Reign, and divers 
years paſt, laboured and endeavoured to beget inhis e Majeſty an ill Opinion of his Sub- 
jetts, namely, thoſe of the Scottiſh Nation, and divers and ſundry times, and eſpecially 
ſince the Tacification made by his Majeſty with his ſa1d Subje&s of Scotland in Summer, 
in the 15th Tear of his Majeſties Reign ;, he, the ſaid Earl did labour and endeavour to 
per ſwade, incute,and provoke his pa 4 to an Offenſrve War againſt his ſaidSubjett s of 
the Scottilh Nation: And the ſaid Earl by his Counſel, Aft ions and Endeavours hath been 
and is a principal and chief Incendi of the War and Diſcord between his eAlajeſty and 
his Subjetts of England. 4nd the ſaid Subjetts of Scoiland,and hath declared and adviſed 
bis Majeſty, That the Demand made by the Scots in this Parliament were a ſuffi- 
cient cauſe of War againſt them. 

The ſaid Earl baving formerly expreſſed the height and rarcor of bis mind towards 
bis Subje&s of the Scottiſh Nation, v1z. the tenth day of October, n the 15 year of his 
Maieſbies Keign, he ſaid that the Nation of the Scots were Rebels, and Traytors, and be 
being then about to come to England, be then further ſaid, That if it pleaſed his Mater 
(meaning his MajeSty) to ſend him back again, he would root out of the ſid Kingdome 
(meaning the Kingdom of Ireland) the Scottiſh Nation both root and branch. 

Some Lords and others, who bad taken the ſaid Oath in the precedent «Article onely 
excepted : and the ſaid Earl hath cauſed divers of the ſaid Ships and Goods of the Scots 
tobe ſtayed, ſeized,.and moleſted, to the intent to ſet on the ſaid War. 

2.1. That the ſaid Earl of Straftord, ſhortly after bis Speeches mentioned in the la$t 
precedent Article, to wit, in the fifteenth year of his Majeſties Reign, came into this 
Realm of England, and was made Lord Liewtenant of Ireland, and continued bis Go- 
vernment of that Kingdom: one Depmty : At hu arrival here. finding that his Maje$ty 
with much wiſedom and goodneſs had compoſed the troubles in the North, and bad made a 
Pacification with his Subjeits of Scotland ; he laboured by all neans to procure his Ma- 
jeſty to break that Pacification, incenſing bis Majeſty againſt his Subjctts of that King- 
dome, aud the proceedings of the Parliament there. 

Azad having incenſed bis Majeity to an offenſvve War againft his ſaid Subjetts of 
Scotland, by See and by Land, and by pretext thereof, to raiſe Forces for the mainte- 
nance of that War, be counſelled his Majeſty to call a Parliament in E.ngland,yet the ſaid 
Earl intended, if the ſaid proceedings of that Parliament ſhould not be ſuch as would 
Fand with the ſaid Earl of Strafford's miſchievous deſicns be would then procure his Ma- 
feſty to break he ſame 3 and by ways of Force and Power, to raiſe Moxies upon the ſaid 
| Subjetts of this Kingdom. | 
And for the-incouragement of his Majeity to hearken to his advice, he did before bis 


Majeſty and his Privy-Councel, then ſitting in Comrel, make a large Declaration, 
Vol. Il. | D that 
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that be would ſerve his Majeity in any other way, in caſe the Parliament ſhould not ſup- 
| 


bim. 

PY 22. That in the month of March, before the beginning of the laſt Parliament, the ſaid 
Earl of Strafford went into Ireland, and procured the Parliament of that Kingdome to 
declare their aſſiſtance in a War againſt the Scots. And gave direttions for the raiſing 
of an Army conſifting of $000 Foot, and 1000 Horſe, being for the moFt part Papiits, 
as aforeſaid, And confederating with one Sir George Radcliffe, did together with him 
the ſaid Sir George, Trey conſpire to employ rhe ſaid Army for the ruine and 
deftruition of the Kingdome of England, and of his Majeſties Subjetts, 'and of altering 
and ſubverting of the Fundamemal Laws of this Kingdome. 

And ſhortly after, the ſaid Earl of Strafford returned into England, wid to ſundry 
perſons declared his opinion to be, T hat his Majeſty ſhould firſt try the Parliament 
here, and if that did not o ly him according to his occaſions, he might uſe then 
his Prerogative as he pleaſed, to levy what he needed, and that he ſhould be ac- 
quitted both of God and man, if he took ſome other courſes to ſupply himſelf, 
though it were ”m__ the will of his Subjects. 

23. That upon the thirteenth day of April laſt, the Parliament of England met, and 
the Commons houſe (then being the repreſentative Body of all the Commons in the K ing- 
dome) did according to the truſt repoſed in them, enter into debate and conſideration of 
the greas grievances of this Kingdome, both in reſpett of Religion, and the publickJiberty 
of the Kingdome, and his Mojeſty referring chiefly to the Earl of Straftord, and the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the ordering and diſpoſing of al matters concerning the Par- 
liament : He the ſaid Earl of Strafford, with the aſſiſtance of the ſaid Archbiſhop, did 
procure his Majeſty by ſundry Speeches and Meſſages, to urge the ſaid Commons beuſe to 
enter into ſome reſolution for his Majeſties Supply, for maintenance of his War againſt 
his Subjefts of Scotland, before any courſe was taken for the relief of the great phe. pr. 4 
ſing Grievances, wherewith this Kingdom was then afflicted. Whereupon, a demand was 
then made from bis Majeſty, of 12 Subſidies, for the releaſe of Ship-money only ; and 
while the ſaid Commons then aſſembled (with expreſſions of great affeition to his Maje- 
ſty and his ſervice) were in debate and conſideration of ſome ſupply, before reſolution by 
4 des made, be the ſaid Earl of Strafford, with the help and aſſi#tance of the ſaid Arch- 
biſhop, did procure his Majeſty to diſſolve the laſt Parliament, upon the 5 day of May 
laſt : and upon the ſame day the ſaid Earl of Strafford did T' no_—_—_ » Falſely, and 
Maliciouſly endeavour to incenſe bis Majeity againſt his loving and fait fat Subjetts,who 
had been Members of the ſaid Houſe of Commons, by telling his Majefty, they ad deni- 
ed to ſupply bim. And afterward upon the ſame, did Treacherouſly and Wickely Coun- 
fel and Adviſe his «Majeſty to this effeft, viz.. That having tried the affettions of 
his People, he was looſe and abſolved from all rules of Government, and was to 
do every thing that power would admit, and that his Majeſty had tried all ways 
and was refuſed, and ſhould be acquitted both of God and man, and that he had 
an Army in Ireland ( m—_— the Army above mentioned, conſiſting of Papiſts, 
his dependants as is aforeſaid) 
obedience. 

24 That in the ſame month of May, he the ſaid Earl of Strafford, Falſely, Treache- 
rouſly, and Maliciouſly, publiſhed and declared before others of his Majefties Privy- 
Corncel, that the Parliament of England had forſaken the King, and that in denying to 
ſupply the King, they had given him the advantage to ſupply himſelf by other ways : and 
devers other times he did Maliciouſly, Wickedly, and Falſely publiſh and declare, that 
ſeeing the Parliament had refuſed to ſupply his Majeſty in the ordinary and uſual way,the 
King might provide for the Kingdome im ſuch ways, as he bold fit, and that he was 
20t to ſuffer himſelf to be ma$tered by the frowardneſs of the People. | 

And having ſo maliciouſly ſlandered the ſaid Houſe of Commons, he did with the 
help and advice of the ſaid Arahb; |

was held four Years in the Lord Fazlkland's time, and the four years wherein the 
Lord Loftus and the Earl of Cork were Lords Jultices there, and it held for the 
remaining year only, after the Earl of Strafford came thitherz but the Earl of 
Cork, having ſpared thoſe Towns for the benefit of himſelf and Tenants during 
the time of his being Juſtice : The Earl of Strafford reduced the Aſſeſements to 
what it was made by the Lord Falkland, and gave way that Sir William St. Lieger, 
Lord Preſident of Munſter, to take the ſame Arrerages, in fatisfaCtion of a Debt 
due unto him by His Majeſty, and he is confident no force was uſed in levyin

He denied Licence only to Three, the Earl of Cork, the Lord Mount-Norris, and 
Sir Frederick, Hamilton ;, To the two former, in regard of Criminal Suits then 
againſt them in the Ca##le-Chamber ; To the other, by ſpecial Command from His 
Majeſty ; but ſo ſoon as Sir Frederick ſaid he would Complain of the Earl,he made

Parry was queſtioned at the Council-Board for Mifdemeanors, and to ayoid Sen- 
tence, ſecretly went out of the Kingdom ; and at his return, for that and other 
Offences, was Fined and Impriſoned, to the Sentence thereof he refers,and knows 
| of no other that were Impriſoned, as by the Article is Charged. 

To the Seventeenth, he ſaith, It's like he might ſay (for the better encourage- 
ment of the Officers and Souldiers of the Old /rsſh Army, in diſcharge of their 
yeral Duties) that. His Majeſty was ſo well ſatished in the way and pains they took 
in uſing and praQtizing of their Arms, that in that Point he would ſet them as a 
Pattern to be imitates z and conceives it would not be ill if they were fo,they be- 
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'ing in the Opinion of thoſe that have ſcen them Exerciſe, very Able and Expert 


Souldiers ; he ſpake not other words, or to other purpoſe. 

To the Eighteenth, he ſairh, When the Earl of Cork, was one of the Lords 
Juſtices, he [ized ſome Houſcs in Dublin, pretending they belonged to J. ſuirs 
and Fryers, without Legal Proceedings, which, npon Suits proſecutcd at Council- 
Board, were, according to Juſtice, reſtored to the Owners ; but how ſince jm- 
ployed the Earl'of Strafford knoweth not, but endeavoured the utmolt he could 
to maintain that Seizure. Touching the 8000 men, he ſaith, They were raiſed 
according to the King's Warrant, and that the ſaid Earl left the Care thercot ro 
the Earl of Ormond and others, and what number are Proteſtants, what Papi#ts, he 
knoweth not, but bclieveth ſuch a Body cannot be there raiſed, without many 
Papiſts; the greateſt number of the Captains and Officers are Proteſtants, choſen 
by the ſaid Earl. The 1000 man were drawn out of the Old, to make Officers 
for the New Army, and believeth the 1000 put to the Old Army are Proteſtants, 
in regard by his expreſs Order no Papiſt is to be admitted there a Common Sol- 
dier. He never preferred any Captain, Lieutenant or Enſign to be of that Army 
that was a Papi#t, and conceives they are duly paid; and believes thoſe newly 
raiſed exerciſe the Religion no otherwiſe than was praCtiſed before the Earl's 
coming thither : He was a Commiſſioner to Compound with the - Recuſants for 
their Forfeitures, and endeavonred to be informed of the utmoſt yalue of their 
Eſtates; in four years he brought that Revenue from 2300 /. to be between 11 


which faithful dealings, for His Majeſty, he procured the hard Opinion of the 
Recuſants throughout the Kingdom ; that out of thoſe Compoſitions he hath 
paid near 1000001. into the Exchequer; and they had no other Priviledges than 
what was exerciſed in the Commiſſion, and in former like Commiſſions, and as are 
in the preſent Commiſſion to the Lord Treaſurer, and others, 
To the Nineteenth, he ſaith, The lz|t Summer was twelve months, when the

they might give Teſtimony of future Obedience to His Majeſty; whereupon an 
Oath was by the Advice of Council of State framed, and chearfully taken by thoſe 
Scotch Gentlemen, and generally by all the Nation in Jreland, as the Earl con- 
ccives to their advantage, and the ſatisfaftion of others; he believes that ſome 
were Sentenced for refuſing it, but none were otherwiſe exiled. The Earl in his 
Vote ſaid, That he would endeavour, that all of that Nation ſhould rake that 
Oath, or leave the Kingdom, all which was done by His Majeſties DireCtion and 
Approbation ; and it was not contrived to the intents in the Article Charged, 
but to prevent their adhering to the Covyenanters then in open Arms, and not con- 
cerning the Ceremony or Government of the Church. 

To the Twentieth,he ſaith, Thar in the Year 1638. the Earl was in Ireland, 
when Preparations were made for War, and Summons ſent to the Nobility of this 
Kingdom : In the Year 1639. a General was appointed, and an Army drawn to 


ed that the Article of Pacification had been broken on both Sides, and ſo diſtem- 
pered, thatit was held fit an Army in Ergland ſhould be raiſed, to ſuppreſs the 
Covenanters, if the buſineſs could not with Honour and Safety be otherwiſe 
compoſed.

Council : Whereupon His Majeſty appointed a Council of War, and it, was held 
neceſſary to borrow 200000 1. upon good Security, till the Supplies by the Par-

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He never ſaid the Scorch Nation wereRebels,but was e- 
ver perſwaded that many of them are moſt Loyal Subjects. 
Thoſe that raiſed Arms, when they were at ſuch diſtance from His Majeſty, 
he might ſay they were no leſs than Rebels and Traytors ; by Warrant from the 
Lord Admiral, he cauſed divers Ships and Goods to be ſeized, but not'with an in- 
tent to ſet on the War, butas much asin him lay to bring all to fair Accommoda- 
tion, without expence of blood. fie! (- 
To the 21th, he faith, The pacification was broken hefore he came oyer, as 
in the Anſwer to the former Article he moved His Majeſty for a Parliament in 
land, but not with ſuch intent as in the Article, but out of a deſire to have 
ſettled a right Underſtanding between the King and His people. It may be, he 
ſaid, (though he remembreth it not) that if the Parliament would not Supply 
His Majeſty, he would ſerve His Majeſty in any other lawful way ; being well 
aſſured that His Majeſty would not imploy him, nor any man elſe, in any 
other kind, | | 
'To the 22th, he faith, According to His Majeſties Inſtructions; he did ſet 
forth to the Parliament of 1reland, the State of the Aﬀairs as they then ſtood, and 


py Government, as by the Act and Remonſtrance appears in Print ; He, by His 
Majeſties DireCtion, then gave Order for the raiſing of 8000 Men, who ſtill re- 
main in the King's pay, and were ſent into V/ſer to ſecure thoſe Parts, or to land 
in Scorland, to divert the Earl of Argile, in caſe he joyned with the Covenanters 
Army againſt the King ; but it was mentioned in the King's Letter, 2, eIarri:, 
1639. he had purpoſely given out, That they ſhould join with the King's Army 
at Berwick, to colour other Deſigns ; but the true cauſe of their Levying was 
made known to be as aforeſaid unto the Earl of Ormond; Sir Fohn Barlace, and the 
Marquiſs of Hamilton, and Earl of Northumberland, at the time of the writing the 
Letter, and he denies the words charged in the Articles, or any other words to 
ſuch intent and purpoſe. 

To the 23th, he faith, The matters of the Parliament were no otherwiſe re- 
ferred to him, than to the reſt of the Council, that coming ſick from Treland a- 
bout ten days after the Parliament were ſet, and after the Treaty with the Earl 
of Dunfermline, Lord Lowdon, Scorch Commillioners, was broken off,and the Ar- 
my preparing, and the Parliament not ſupplying Monies as His Majeſty deſired , 
His Majeſty adviſed what might move them to preter His. Supply ; 'in debate 
whereof, he humbly adviſed His Majeſty, by a Meſlage to the Houle, to lay down 
Ship-Money, and promiſe never to demand it, and give way to reverſe the Judg- 
ment by a Writ of Error in Parliament, and to promiſe a Redreſs of Grievances 
when they ſhould be prepared. And ſecondly, "That they would preſently agree 
upon ſuch Supply as ſhould maintain His Army, for reducing the Scors to their 
Obedience, wherein their Safety and His Honour was concerned : His Majeſty 
aſſented conditionally, that he might have 12 Subſidies ; the Earl beſought Him 
that it might not paſs as a Condition,but to Relinquiſh Ship-Money, and put him- 


it to Mr. Secretary Yane to deliver to the Houſe of Commons : He deſired to 
know if His Majeſty would not take leſs than 12, His Majeſty Anſwered, He 
feared leſs would not ſerve His Occaſions; The Karl of Srrafford beſought His 
Majeſty to atcept of Eight, ſo His Majeſty aſſented, and deſired Mr. Secretary to 
ſignifie ſo much, as occaſion ſhould be offered ; but whether he did fo or not the 
ſaid Earl knoweth not. The Houſe of Commons being in debate two days,and not 


the Clock in the Morning, thefaid Earl being ſick, came late, and was told, (as 
he remembreth) by the Earl of Bark: fhjre, the King had declared 'His Reſolution | 
to Diſſolve the Parliament; the Earl of. Srr.aford beſought His Majeſty to (Far 
the Advice of 'His Council, and firſt of thoſe that were Members of the Houſe of 
Commons; by whom the reſt might the better be guided : Mr. Secretary Winde- 
bank Gaid; He feared the Houſe would firſt be Anſwered of their Grievances, and 
Voted for a'Breach of the Parliament. Mr. Secretary Yarxe, in oppoſite terms, 
faid, That there was no hope that they would give the King. a Penny, and there- 
fore abſolntely-Voted for a Breach. And the Earl of Strafford conceiving His 
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Houſe of Commons by Mr. Secretary ane, did, in His Majeſties turn, deliver his 
Vote for Breach of the Parliament, which otherwiſe he would not haye done; 
it being contrary to what he Reſolved when he came thither, and like Opinion 
was delivered by the reſt of the Lords, being about twenty, except two or three 
at the moſt. The Parliament being Diſſolved, His Majeſty deſired Adyice of His 
| Council, How money might be raiſed, affirming, That the Scorch Army was rea- 
dy to enter into the Kingdom 5 The ſaid Earl, in preſetice of others in the Coun- 
cil, delivered his Opinion, That in a Caſe of abſolute and unayoidable neceffity, 
which neither would nor could be prevented by ordinary remedies, provided by 
the Laws, nor all His Majeſties other means 1ufficient to defend the Common- 
wealth Himſelf, or their Lives. and Eſtates from an Enemy, without force of 
Arms, either aftually entred, or daily expected to Invade the Realm ; He con- 
ceived that His Majeſty was abfolved from ordinary Rules, and might uſe (in as 
moderate a way the neceſſity of the Canſe would permit) all ways and means for 
defence of Himſelf and Kingdom, for that he conceived in ſuch extretmity, Salws 
Populi was Supreme Lex, provided it were not colourable, nor any thing demand- 
ed 1 ed to other uſe, nor drawn into Example, when Law and Juſtice might 
take ; and that when Peace was ſettled, Reparation was to be given bo par- 
ticular men, otherwiſe it would be unjuſt, This was not officiouſly declared but 
in Council, forced by the duty of the Oath of a Counſellor, which is, that he ſhall 
in all things to be moved, treated and debated in Council, faithfully and truly de- 
clare his Mind and Opinion according to his Heart and Conſcience z which Oath 
the ſaid Earl took, and humbly prays their Lordſhips Conſideration there- 
of; He denieth the words in the Article, or any words to the intent thereby 
ed 


Tothe 24th, he faith, He delivered his On with fuch Cautions and Re- 
ſtritions, as in the Anſwer to the Precedent Article, and is well affured his Dif- 
courſe at all times hath been without ill Intentions to either of the Houſes of Par- 
liament, which he eyer did, and ſhall think and ſpeak of with all Reverence. He 
denies that he knew of the Publiſhing or Printing of the Book, nor who cauſed it 
to be Printedor Publiſhed, for at that time he was ſick in his Bed, more like to 
die than tolive. | PA 

To the 25th, he faith, Ship-Money was levied, and adjudged to be due, before 
his coming over, Sheriffs were then called up as before, and not otherwife. If 
any were ſued in Star-Chamber, it was without any particular indeayour of his : 
It appearing at the Board, That the Mayor and Sheriffs of Londen had been flow 
in ColleCting Ship-Money, he ſaid, They were but Miniſterial, and ought to |. 
ExaCt, and not diſpute the King's Writs, and that if th their remiſneſs the 
King ſhould be leſs able to provide for the Publick Safety,when any Forreign Ar- 
my was ready to enter the Kingdom, they might deſerve to be Fined and Ran- 
ſomed ; which he ſpake more to haſten than of purpoſe to adviſe any ſuch 
Proſecution ; but denies the other words, being, under favour, ſuch Expreſſions 
as he is not accuſtomed unto.

But this ſluggiſh Creature the Mob3/e, is then 
certainly moſt Dangerous, when like the Unſtable Element it does Re- 
ſemble, it is raiſed by the Turbulent breath of Sedition, to overflow the 
Bounds of Duty, and outrage all that is called Juſtice; and there wanted 
not ſuch ſpirits, who by ſpreading theſe Rumors of the Diſcontents of the

* To this the Earl replyed, that their Lordſhips might obſerve, that it | 
bore Date Feb. 22, 1640. which was ſince his Impeachment, and that it 
is followed by Faftion and Contederacy, and a ſtrong Conſpiracy againſt 
him, as if he had time and opportunity he could make it appear. 

And indeed the Complaints of the /7ri/þ Nation againſt him who had 
in all things endeavoured to promote and advance their Trade and Ma- 

nufaC&tures, could not be very valuable, ſince they made any alteration 

of their ancient Cuſtoms, how fooliſh and unreaſonable ſoever, a great 

Grievance and Occaſion of Complaint ; and there is Extant in the Paper- 

Office, a Petition to reverſe an Order. of the Council-Board forbidding 
them to plough with their Horſes tyed only to one anothers Tails, and 
to uſe the Engliſh way of Traces for their more commodious performing 
the ſervice of their Tillage. 

But his laſt expreſſions put the Managers intoa great heat, and Mr. 

Glyn cryed out, My Lords theſe words are not to be ſuffered, charging 
the Houſe of Commons with Faction, Correſpondency and Conſpiracy, 
we deſire your Lordſhips Juſtice in this, ſo watchful were they to catch 
at any ſeeming advantage even of an incautelous Expreſſion, 

But the Noble Priſoner, with his wonted Temper replyed, God for- 
bid I ſhould think there was or could be any thing in that Houſe, or 
any Member of it,but that which agrees with Truth, Juſtice and Equi- 
ty, ang turning to the Lords, proteſted he had no intention to reflect 

either upon the Lords Houſe in Jreland, or the Commons here, but 

upon certain Perſons that were not Members of the Commons Houſe 

here, that held Correſpondency with ſome in 7reland that are no 

Members of the Houſe there. 

Then the Remonſtrance of the Commons Houſe in 7reland was read, 

being in Effe& the ſame with that from the Lords. 

The next thing which was inſiſted on, was the point of the Revenue, 
which they endeavoured to prove he had not advanced by the Teſtimony 

of Sir Edward Warder,Sir Robert Pye and the Lord Mountnorris ; to which 
my Lord made appear that he found the Crown indebted 100000 /. at 
his Entrance, but had ſince improved the Revenue fo that 7reland was 
able to ſubſift without being as it had been in the time of his Predeceſ- 
ſors a burthen to Exgl/and, and that at his coming over he left x 000007. 
in the King's Exchequerz;and in Fine the Managers did as good as give 
him the point;for they confeſſed, that it was not to be denied but the Re- 
venue was encreaſed by fuch means as my Lord Strafford hath increaſed 
it,but that it was not the Natural Revenue but theBounty of theCountry 
that ſupported the Charge before my Lord came to the Government, ſo 
that to fay /reland did not ſupport it ſelf before, in thegeneral ſence is un 
true , but to fay in a ſpecial fence that the King's proper Revenue did not 
ſupport fit, his Lordſhip fays true. . From whence the Earl inferred that 
therefore it was not material to infiſt upon it. 

| They then Charged him with receiving 2.40001. of the King's Reve- 
nue and making uſe of it, which in Effect he did not deny, it being a 
particular Favour of the King to permit him fo to do, and that he gave 
| good ſeturity for the money and had alſo repaid it. 

The Managers here took exceptions at the Earl's interlocutory diſcourſes 
to which he anſwered, applying himſelf to the Lords, That he ſhould 
| willingly fubmit to the Order of their Lordſhips; only there were ſome 
| things put upon him which were not in the Charge, to which he craved 

Liberty to recolle& himſelf to make his Defence, making proteſtation as

hoped to regain the ſame good opinion of the Houſeof Commons which 
he once had when he was once a Member of it, being he was ſtill the fame 
perſon both in Opinion and Intention. | 


This the Managers oppoſed, and urged to have him anſwer immediate- 
ly, defiring if he did not anſwer, then he might be precluded from any 
tuture Anſwer. re 


Upon which herenewed his Requeſt, but withal deſired their Lord- 
ſhips, if it could not be granted to bear with many infirmities both of his 
Body and Mind which were very. great, and which did plead tor a little ; 
Favour and Compaſlion. .. He faid, the Houſe of Commons proceeded! 
with Juſtice according to their Information, but that he knew it was in | 
the Hearts of all that heard him,that he ſhould have'time to clear a truth, 


& that no perſoh could he thought deny it,and therefore humbly prayed 
he might not be ſurprized. - 


Hereupon the Lords adjourned to their Houſe for half an hour, and 
at their return Ordered him to make his Anſwer preſently, which to the 


My Lords, 


* Shall never do other than readily obey whatſoeyer your Lordſhips ſhould pleaſe 
I to command me, my heart paying you Obedience ; and fo in truth ſhall eve- 
ry thing that proceeds from me. The queſtion ( I obſerve ) is matter of Truth, 
or not Truth, in the Preamble ( as they call it) of this my Anſwer ; and to that 
with all the Humility and Modeſty in the World, I will apply my ſelf, as not 
conceiving it any way becoming me to ſpeak any thing of Sharpneſs in any kind, 
but with all Humility andReverence to bear all theſe Afliftions,with acknowledg- 


ment unto Almighty God, and to lay them ſo ro my pet te Co they may pro- 


vide for me in another World, where we are to expect the Conſummartion of 
all Bleſſedaeſs and Happineſs. And therefore to lay aſi@ all theſe Aggrava- 
tions by words, Fherewith 1 have been ſer forth to your Lordſhips ( only with 
this ) that I truſt I ſhall make my ſelf appear a perſon otherwiſe in my Diſpoſiti- 
ons and Actions, than I have been rendred ;- and ſhortly and briefly, 1 ſhall fall | 
upon the very pa, as near as I can, that were mentioned by that Noble Gen- 
tleman; and if 1 ſhould forget any, I deſire to be remembred of them, that 1 
may give the beſt Anſwerl can on a ſuddain ; with this Proteſtation, That if I 
had hzd time, 1lſhould have given a far clearer Anſwer,than on the ſudden I ſhall 
be able to do. " 

I will take them as they lye in Order : And the firſt thing in this Anſwer is , 
That 1n Ireland, by my means, many good Laws were made for increaſe of the 
King's Revenue,and for the good of the Church and Commonwealth and this I 
humbly conceive, was not denied dire@tly, only it was inferr?d, That Laws 
were of no uſe where Will was put above Law. | 

That theſe Laws were made, the AQts of Parliament that are extant, and vi- 
ſible things, do make appear ;, For (though I might expreſs it darkly, by reaſon | 
| underſtood not matters of Law ) the Truth of itis, before ſuch time as I came 
there, the Statutes of Wills and Uſes, and Fraudulent Conveyances, were not of 
force in Ireland; by which there was a very great miſchief that fell many waysz 


Statutes, no man knew when he had a good Title; and, old Entayles would be 
ſet.on Foot, and by that means the later Purchaſer avoided; by which means 
there was a great loſs and prejudice to the King in his Wards; which by theſe 
Lawsare ſetded, and the Laws of 1reland brought much nearer the Laws of Eng- 
land than before. And in this point I conceive I am not abſolutely gainſayed, 

but 


, 
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but only conditionally, that is, that notwithſtanding this, I have ſet up another | 
Government, Arbitrary, and Tyrannical. To which, I ſhall not now trouble 
your Lordſhips with an Anſwer, that being in the particulars of my Charge. And 
thus 1 think the firſt to be fairly and clearly Anſwered. 

Then, that there were more Parliaments in the tim? of my Government, 
than in 50 years before. There were two in my time ; and jf I might call Wir- 
neſſes, it would appear, that there were not ſo many wichin that time before ; 
but being not material ro my Defence or Condemnation, I will not trouble your 
Lordſhips with proof, unleſs you will require it; I having them here, that 1 
think can make it good, And whereas in my Anſwer I deny that I ever had hand 
in any Project or Monopoly ; and that I did prevent divers, that otherwiſe 
would have paſled : I ſaid that, under favour, with all duty and confidence ; I | 
muſt ſtill affirm it, That I never had hand or ſhare in any manner of Monopoly 
or Project whatſoever, unleſs the Tobacco-buſineſs were a Monopoly, which 
under favour, I ſhall clear not to be ; but that being part of my Charge, I think 
iT my 2p now to give Anſwer unto it z; but- will fatisfie your Lordſhips in 
that behalf, in proper time and place : But more then that of Tobacco, I ſay 
abſolutely and directly, I never had my hand or ſhare in any _— or Project ; 
nay, I did, as much as I could, Oppoſe all of them, particularly the Monopoly 
of Iron-Pots ; for which, 1 reſerve my ſelf to Anſwer as part of my Charge : 
And a new Book of Rates, whereby it was propoſed, That the Rates of the 
King's Cuſtoms might be encreaſed. And this I did Oppoſe and Diſavow, al- 
beit I was a ſharer in the Farm, and conſequently ſhould have had the Benefit and | 
Advantage of it for my proportion ; and by the King's Gracious Goodneſs 
( when His Majeſty came to be more fully and clearly informed of it ) it was ſtop- 
ped, and never went on : And this I will make appear in that point of the Arti- 
cles that concern theCuſtoms, 

The Fourth is, That I havenot had any greater Power, or larger Commiſſion, 
then my Predeceſſors in that Government have had ; which I conceive, under fa- 
your, 1s not controyerted, but granted, and therefore ſtands good to me ; or if it 
wer econtroverted, I am able to make it appear, that I have brought in nothing 
gore than was formerly accuſtomed in the point of the Deputics Commiſſion. 

The next thing in my Anſwer is, That the Revenue of /r:[and was never able 
to Support it ſelf before my coming thither ; and that I ſay ſtill, with all Humi- 
lity and Duty, 1s true: AndI truſt to make it apparently -rtrue preſently, if 
Your Lordſhips wilt give me leaye to call for, and examine my Witneſſes. It be- 
ing the Proofs Your Lordſhips will look to, and not to what was only alledged by 
that Worthy Gentleman : And further than Your Lordſhips ſhall find proved, 1 
deſire not to he believed. 

The proof cffered againſt me, is by Sir Edward Warder, and Sir Robert Pye,who 


{upply the 7riþ- Afﬀairs, ſaving only for the Maritime occaſions. And this I believe 
to be true 3 for they be Gentlemen of Credit that ſpeak it: and I will bzheve them 
on their Words, much more on their Oaths. 
But (under favour) there was for Eight Years together before my coming, a 
Contribution of 20000 /. a Year paid by the Country ; which was no parrt of the 
King's Revenue;nor asI conceive, ever came into Accompr, nor was paid into the 
Exchequer, as-will appear on the Fifteenth Article; but was a Gift of the Country, 
and applyed to the King?s Occaſions : and that determined, the Revenue fell ſhort 
20000 l. of the Charge. 

Beſides, when I came into Treland, the Crown was extreamly indebted, above 
(asI think (not to ſtand on particular Sums and Pence) 100000 {. Sterling. And 
by the Gentleman*s own ſaying, when I came out of Ireland, 1 left 100000 |. in the 


too000 [. Debt paid, 100000 |. left in the Kings Cofters; (For it appears by Sir 
Adam Loftus, that there was 100000 /. in- the Exchequer when 1 came from 
thence) There was 150co {. employed for buying Land, that yields the King 
20001. a Year.+ And ſo much of my Lord of Ormond as yields 2500 |. a Year : 
So that the Accompts will ſhew the beſtowing of the Subſidies, with as much Ad- 
vantage 2s might be, for the King's Service. That the Revenue was ſhort, I could 
make appear clearly. The occaſion that no Money came our of the Exchequer, 


teſtified, That from the Year 1621. nothing went out &f the Kings Exchequer to | 


King's Coffers : And if any ask where the Accompt for the Subſidies is, There is | 
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of it ; which he thought was no ll bargain. Ir is true, (1 fay) the money ſpoken 


was accidental, by a Contribution of the Country, no Revenue of the Kings. And 
if that had not been ſupplyed, there had been no poſlibility of defraying the Orci- 
nary Charges of the Crown our of the Revenue ; and that is the Point wherein I 
differ from the Gentl-man, his meaning being, That the ordinary Revenue of the 
Kingdom could nor. bear the ordinary Charge of the Kingdom. And I deſire 
that Sir Adm Loftus and Sir Robert Dillom,may be examined upon ſuch queſtions as 
ſhall be propounded inthis point. 


And wheteas it is ſaid, I was ſhort in the Shipping ; I affirm, that under favour, 
I was not, Iris true, that in the time of the late Jultices, my Lord of Corke, and 
my Lord Loftus, the laſt years Charge of the Shipping was paid forth of Treland : 
But it is as true, that when the Kingdom underwent the Charge,they leſlened the 
Charge of the King's Army, by ſtriking 500 off from the Army ; and transferred 
the Charge of their pay, to the eaſing of the King's Reyenue on .the Navy. But 
that Charge being now increaſed again, and brought to the former certainty, 
| conceivel might truly ſay, There was in my time an eaſe to the Crown of &ng- 
land, ( all things conſidered ) which formerly it had not : Ir being not withthe 
rejudice of the King's Service elſewhere, or leſſening the ſtanding Army, which 
in all times hath been the ſtrongeſt ſupport of the Kings Juſtice, and Miniſters 
there ; and which it deeply concerns the Crown of England,to keep in ſuch a Con- 
ditioa, that they may be reſponſible to the King for the Services he jhall Tom- 
mand : So that though the Shipping Charge was paid the laſt year, yet ſo paid, 
that the King's Army was weakened 500 Foot ; whereas now It is paid, and the 
King's Army raiſed to a certainty again 3 and a Change is made to the better ; 
for inſtead of 500 Foot, there is 600 Horſe. And that I fay, my Lord of Corke | 
remembers very well, there being Letters of his, That Sir Perce Crosby his Regi- 
ment, ſhould be put off, and the money for maintenance thereof, ſhould go ro 
defray the Charge of the King's Ships, for guard of the Coaſt. 


And yet the Charge is much more now than it was; for the Charge was then 
only two Whelps, as my Lord Mountnoryis ſaid : 'And now there be three Ships. 
The Swallow, a Ship of the Third Rank, and two leſſer Velſlels ; ſo that I con- 
cievemy Anſwer, in my ſenſe, was true. 

For the matter of having money out of the Exchequer, I conceive my Anſier- 
to contain no matter of Untruth ; for I had out of the Exchequer only 150co /. 
and for that the King will be anſwered 2coo/. a year good Fee-farm Rent,in lieu 


of by Sir «Adam Loftus, was borrowed on my own, and Sir George Rarcliff*s 
Bond, to be paid upon fight. At that time (1 praiſe God)I had Credit for 
20000 l. and at this time ( | thank God for that too ) I have not Credit for 20 d. 
Gods . Will be done, I offey it. But this money is honeſtly and juſtly paid ; 
Where is the Crime then ? might not I borrow of a Gentleman that would truſt 
me with money, but it muſt be an Offence ? Is it true, it was of the King's mo- 
ney ; butthe King had no uſe for it at that time. Had not 1 made uſe of it, it 
muſt otherwiſe have lain in the Exchequer, and yeilded no profit ; and beſides, 
I borrowed ir of one that was Accomptable for it. 

Burt ſince I am put to ir, I will ſhew that which will clear it from being a Crime 
indeed 3 which according to the Duty I owe unto His Majeſty, my Maſter, his 
Command hitherto have I kept private to my ſelf: And that is the Kings War- 
rant, being all of His own Hand-writing. 

Sir eAdam Loftus, being then Vice-Treaſurer, and now demanded the queſti- 
on, Whether that Warrant was produced to him at the borrowing of the money, 
confeſſed, that my Lord of Strafford never told him of the Warrant. 


"The Warrant was read; containing a Licence to make uſe of 40000 1, of 
His Majeſties Treaſure , now in the hands of His Majeſties Vice-Treaſurer, 
for three years; Provided, that for Security, there be always left in the hands 
of the Comptrollers, a Stock of Tobacco, amounting to 40000 1. at the leaſt ; 
witha direction to conceal this particular favour to him, that it might not be 
brought into precedent ; then his Lordſhip proceeded, 


There 
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There was accordingly ſo much Tobacco left. But, by what Law I know 
not, The Magazines are ſeized on by Order from the Commons Houſe of Par- 
liament, my Goods poſſeſſed, and given over to others, to fell at their own pri- 
ces; my People impriſoned, as if they had been Traytors Goods, and as if an 
Inquiſition had been found upon me as a Traytor. And this is my Misfortune, 
to be very hardly dealt withal by the Commons Houſe there, to ſay no more, 
And whereas by the Kings Goodneſs I had liberty to take 40000 /. I took but 
24000 1. And where I had liberty. to take it for three years (which expires not 
till Michaelmas next )1 paid it in long before the time. And by this one particu- 
larl hope it will appear to Your Lordlhips, and the Gentlemen of the Houſe of 
Commons, how Noble it will be to believe Charitably of me, till they hear 
all can be ſaid; forl truſt, in the whole courſe of this Trial, to appear an ho- 
neſt man. 

And whereas I faid, I never had but 150001. out of the Exchequer, and yet 
had 240001. borrowed as aforeſaid. The King Commanded me I ſhould not 
take notice of His gracious Favour ; and therefore I conceive, that in Duty to 
my Maſter I ought not to have taken notice of it, otherwiſe my Anſwer ſhould. 
have clearly and plainly expreſt it : 1 never having Diſobeyed his Majeſty, nor, by 
the Grace of God, never wall. 

For the 70co [. for the Guard of the 7r:ſh Coaſt, that was mentioned already ; 
and 1 ſhallnot need to Anſwer it further. 

To the point of reſtoring the Poſleſlions of the Church in a great meaſure; 1 
ſay, there was not only a Reſtitution, but a Preſervation by an Act of Parliament, 
for preſerving the Poſſeſſions of the Church from being miſ-uſed by the preſent 
Incumbent, to the prejudice of the Succeſſors ; which ACt, I wiſh werein England : 

But that I conceive not to be Controverrted, but granted me. 

Bat it is ſaid, The Poſleſſions of the Church were reſtored in an Illegal way, to 

leaſe my Lord of Canterbury: To which 1 Anſwer, The Gentleman indeed 
bake it, but there is no proof of it, neither hath he offered any proof, and till 
it be proved, I conceive it not fit to trouble Your Lordſhips with Anſwering it : 
I have done nothing in Church or Common-wealth, but Juſtly and Uprightly. 

Albeit I conceive it a hard caſe, that having the Honour to be the Kings Depu- 
ty ſitting in Council, where there be Twenty who Voted as well as my {clf, That 
I ſhould be noted to Anſwer for them all, though I did conſtantly ſubmit my (elf 
to the Major part. 

And as to my Lord of Canterbury, I beſeech Your Lordſhips to think, That 
what 1 have done for-the Church of Ireland, was out of a faithful Conſcience to 
God Almighty, out of adcſire to increaſe the Religion I Prof-ſs, and which 1 
will witneſs with my Blood, by the bleſſing of Almighty Gcd, if there ſhould be 
occaſion. And when I have done it with reſpect to that Piery of His Gracious 
Majeſty, which I would faithfully pay Him. 1 deſire it may not be put upon me, 
as done in an reſpect only to my Lord of Canterbury, where no ſuch thing 1s pro- 
| ved : No, Idid it out of Conſcience,my Duty to God, to the King, and to the 
People, that they might be inſtrufted in the way to Eternal Life. And I beſeech 
Your Lordſhips to believe, 1 have a Heart alittle greater than to do any ſuch | 
thing to pleaſe any man living, with Modeſty be it ſpoken. 

For the Building of Churches, I confeſs,l built not any ; and in my Anſwer 1 
ſay no more, but that Churches were built ; which the Worthy Gentleman ac- 
knowledged in ſome part. I confeſs they were not Built by me, or at my par- 
ticular Charge ; nor do I ſay otherwiſe in my Anſwer : And it had been a vain 
thing to have ſaid it, though I had done it my ſelf. 

But it is ſaid, the Anſwer is not right, in f{aying there be divers Worthy 
Church-men preferred; and three are 1nſtanced in, Biſhop Arherton, the Biſhop 
of D. and one Gwyn : To this I beſeech Your Lordſhips, that I may be bold to let 
the Gentlemen know, That Biſhopricks not in the gift of the Deputy, but of the 
King ; and that he is not Reſponſible for what the King doth. 

Bur not deſiring to deny any thing that is true, I confeſs, I think Biſhop Ather- 
ton was unknown to His Majeſty; and that I my ſelf recommended him to the 
wy wes z and at that time I thought the Biſhop a Perſon fit for that Charge : 
But fuppoſe he had a ſecret fault of his own; (God knowes it was unknown to 
me) may not a man be deceived in his Jadgment of a man, but this ſhall be turned 
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| dom Mr. Tilſon, now Biſhop of Elphin, and ſometimes Fellow of Univerſity Col- 


againſt him? It is a very eaſie thing for a man to cover his faults from the eye of 
the World ; I thought him not a Vicious man, he proved fo, and he bad his me- 
'rit, he ſuffered for it : And unleſs I had the Infpec&tion of Almighty God, I ſup- 
poſe, this cannot be laid to my Charge ; if any private End or Reſpect ſhould ap- 

ar in the doing of it,l deſire no more of Your Lordſhips Faycur ; and 1 protects, 
| bad rather be out of the World, than not have the Favour of Your Lordlhips, 
and the Honourable Houſe of Commons ; of whom 1 defire, that they would hear 
me with that Equity that they hear every thing. 

For the Biſhop of D. all that is mentioned againſt him is, That he is Impeached 
of High Treaſon by the Commons Houſe of Parliament in reland : And how the 
Biſhop will acquit himſelf I know not ; but for that, the Biſhop muſt Anſwer for | 
himſelf, not I, 

This Biſhop hath lived in my Houſe a long time,as my Chaplain ; and I humbly 
recommended him to that Biſhoprick, taking him (and I hope he will ſo approve 
himſcif) to be a very Learned man, and that I think no body will deny : cer- 
tainly he hath the Elements to make him a very Worthy Church-man as moſt I 
know. 

For that Gwyn, I profeſs I never heard of him before, nor do I know him ; 
' But recolleCfting my thoughts, I think he was recommended to me by my Lord of 

D. for in Matters of the Church I did ufe that Gentleman ; and if 1 were to begin 
the World again, I would uſe him ill, holding him a very honeſt Worthy Man : | 
And I think there was ſome ReCtory ox Impropriation that the Earl of Corke had 
poſſeſſion of,which was reſtored to the Church; and it was of ſo ſmall and trivial 
2 value, that they knew not who to pet to ſerve the Cure; and on that occaſion 
this man was recommended to it : And I think, that if it ſhall come to be examin- 
ed, Thirty pounds a Year will go far in his Preferment. And if ſuch a thing 
ſhould happen, and miſcarry in his hands, it is no fuch hainous Crime as is 0b- 
jected. 
| But I defire teave to ſhew what I have done in this kind inſtead of this Mr. Gwyn , 
and Your Lordſhips may fee a Lift of thoſe I have preferred to the Church of Jre- 
land, and perhaps they may be known to ſome of Your Lordſhips, and to many 
Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons. And firſt I fay, I preferred Mr. Gray, and 
have done for him according to the means I had by the Favour and Goodneſs of 
the King ; perhaps he hath that which is worth 3, or 4, or 50o 4. a Year by my 
Gift. And this Mr. Gray (if I be not miſtaken) was ſometimes Chaplain to a No- 
ble Perſon that ſits on the Earls Bench ; and if it were material further to enquire 
of him, I might give fatisfaftion what he is. 1 likewiſe brought into that King- 


tedge of Oxford, a moſt Worthy, Honeſt, Religious Perſon he isz and thoſe thar 
know him, I am ſure will give him that Teſtzmony. 1 likewiſe preferred Dr. 
«Margetſon, Dean of Chriſts Church ; he was of Cambridge, and a Worthy man. 
Mr. Forward, Dean of Drummore, an Oxford man z who it he were known, would 
appear worthy of that Preferment. Mr, Dean Creſsy, an Oxford man. Mr.Roade, 
Dean of Derry, a Cambridge man, of Sydney Colledge. Dr. Wentworth, Dean of 
Armagh, of Oxford. Dr. Price, Dean of Conanght, of Chriſts Church in Oxford. 
Mr. Thorpe, a Cambridge man. I preferred likewiſe one Mr. Parry, whom | found 
in Ireland; but all the reſt I brought, and ſent for out of England : Nay, I ſent for 
them, and did thofe things for them before they did ask the Queſtion, or knew of ! 
it; That being a means, under Gods Bleſling, to conform that Kingdom to the ! 
Church of England. And theſe, and far greater numbers than theſe, to my beſt 
Judgment has Underſtanding, I made uſe of as Inſtruments ro Gods Glory, His 

true Service, and the reducing of the People to the Profeſlion of the ſame Reli- 
gion thar's here in Englend;, and for no other end. But concerning my Carriage 

of the Truſt repoſed in me by the King, touching theſe Eccleſiaſtical Preferments, 

I defirenoother Teſtimony or Witnefs for me, but the Lord Primate of Ireland, 

who is ſick, and cannot come hither : To whom I will q_ whether I bave not 

in my preferring to the Church Preferments, carried my elf with all clearneſs and 

care I could po oy 
| To the point of increaſing of Proteſtants; if Your Lordſhips pleaſe to hear any 
thing in that kind, 1 ſhall call my Lord Diller, and Sir Adam Loftus, who if they |

ſhould be asked, Whether there be more Proteſtants in D#bli» now than when 
| | | 
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l firſt came thither ? I doubt not but they world give an account of a greater 
number. 

My preferring of none but Proteſtant Officers, if I miſtook not,the Noble Gen- 
tleman did acknowledge, meaning Hr. Pym. 

To the diſpoſing of the Army without Grievance to the Subject ; I leave that, 
(which was ſpoken with ſo mach Adyantage and Ability, above any thing that 
trom ſuch a poor man as my ſelf, could be expected) and proceed to that which 
was proved ; obſerving, T hat one only Teſtimony was produced, (viz.) Alder- 
man F. who ſaid, they have a ſpecial Charter at Dublin to exempt them from Bil- 
letting of Soldiers. But whether it be fo or no, it hath ever been denyed by the 
Deputies: And by his own Conteſlion,the Foot-Companies of my Lord of Fauk- 
land were Billetted in Dublin. And whereas it was faid they had Lodgings, not 
Money, That was altered upon a Compoſition with the Soldiers, who can expc& 
only Lodging ; bur if for the Eaſe of the Town they will allow the Soldier Money, 
and leave him to provide for himſelf, it is all one. 

For the Horſe Troops, My own 1s, and ever fince I was there, hath been Bil- 

letted in Dmblin. And it 1s in the power of the Deputy to Garriſon part of 
the King's Army where he pleaſes, and without controverſie, hath been fo at all 
times. 

And I deſire that my Lord Ranulagh may be asked, Whether the Soldiers of the 
Company he hath, be not Billetted in Athlone, at leaſt ſome part of it. Ir is true, 
my Lord of Faukland*s Troop was not Billetted in Dxblin ; but they were in the 
Counties round about, which was more chargeable. 

And beſides, here is produced but one ſingle Witneſs; and I hope my own An- 
ſwer may ſtand equal, and in as much Credit, as a ſingle Teſtimony, that on the 
matter, confeſſes the thing in a great part. 

For the increaſe of Shipping, the Gentleman queſtion'd it not; and really there 
is now 100 Tun for one, that was there before my coming. And if I had time to 
ſend into Ireland for the Certificates of the Officer of the Ports, (the Surveyor, 
I think) who views the Ports once a Year, it ſhould appear to Your Lordſhips, 
that I have not abuſed you, nor the Honourable Gentlemen that hear me. And 
whether that be an Argument that the Trade and Wealth of the Kingdom is im- 
proved, (1 appeal to all that hear me) when the Shipping doth ſo much increaſe : 
And the Cuſtoms, which were not aboye 13000 [. a year,are come to 4ooco }, and 
that on the ſame Book of Rates. 

Concerning the Sentencing of Jurors, and the queſtioning of them in the S:ar- 
' Chamber, 1It 1s true, divers of their Sentences were paſt : And to thoſe Sentences 
I refer my ſelf, till ſomething be proved againſt the Truth and Juſtice of them. 
And I think it will ſtand with Your Lordſhips Goodneſs, to judge the beſt of the 
Court of Caſtle-Chamber, wherein the Deputy hath but one Voice, They bein 
the King's Miniſters, and ſtanding upon their Oathes to do their Duties : But I 
think in my Conſcience, there was the greateſt reaſon in the World to ſentence 
thoſe Perſons. And when it comes to be examined, it will prove ſo. And un- 
lefs a ſtriCt hand be in that kind held upon the Natives, the Prieſts ſhall carry 
them againſt all things that can be. For either they do not, or will not, under- 
ſtand their Evidence : fo that it begets one of the moſt crying Sins in Ireland. 
And if ſome Examples have been made, they are upon ſtrict Grounds and Reaſons 
of State. For if Jurors going directly and manifeſtly contrary to their Evidence, 
be not puniſhed, that high and ancient Trial by Jury, will fall. And is it not 
ordinary in Ezzlard to have Juries Sentenced for not finding according to the Evi- 
dence ? But T any one hath not been Juſt, upon inſtancing of the particulars, I 
will Anſwer for his Vote as wellas I can : For it muſt ſtand or fall according to 
the Merit of the Cauſe, 

Bur one thing which I obſerve the Gentleman to ſay, is very Conſiderable; for 
he tells what was ſpent there this laſt Year. This I have little to Anſwer for : 
| For when 1 came out of Ireland, there was 100000 /. in the Exchequer ; and how 

it hath been ſued, I know not, but it hath not been done by my Warrant or 
Direction ; yet I doubt nor but it will appear, when examined, that it hath been 
faithfully and juſtly diſpoſed, But I am not to Anſwer for it, only I can ſay, That 
when I came out of that Kingdom, the Kingdom was ſo far from being 60000 !. 
- _ (as ſome fuch thing was ſpoken) that there was 100000 /. in the King's 
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And for the 50000 /. received by me in England, Mr. Vice-Treaſurer in Ireland 


| is Accomptable for it, though Mr. Vice-Treaſurer never touched the money, and 
my ſelf as little. And Mr. Vice-Treaſurer diſcharges himſelf of it by Warrants | 


iſſued from me, and charged it upon other Accomptants ; who when they come 
to Account, I doubt not but a good Account will be given. Though (under fa- 
your of the Gentleman) of the 5oooo {. 14000 1. is yet unpaid, only there is an 
Aſſignment. But it lies on him and his Credit for diſcharge of the Kings Seryice: 
And it muſt lye on him, or on ſome other perſon, if himſelf have nothing left 
him, 

And whereas it is ſaid, the money I had as borrowed, was taken out when the 
King's Army was in want, I deſire Your Lordlſhips to obſerve, It was two Years 
ago when I had this money z and then there was 100000 {. in Surpluſage. And 
though the King gave me Liberty, of His Goodneſs, to uſe it three Years, it was 
not wanting to the Army when it ſtood in need of it. 

The next thing urged, was my Cozenage in the Cuſtom-houſe ; and that 1 
had there Cozened the King notably, 5 or 6000 /. a year deep. 

To Anſwer this, l reſerve my ſelf till I come to the particular Article ; but 

deſire leave with all Modeſty to ſay, That it ſhall appear I have not Cozencd, 
nor deceitfully abuſcd His Majeſty fora Farthing Token, neither in that, nor in 
any thing elſe. And that there isno other Allowance, nor Defalcation by the 
Grant wherein I am Intereſſed for 15600 /. a year, and 80001. Fine, then was 
allowed to the former Farmers, that had it at the Rent of 130001. a year. And 
that I have made the King a much more profitable bargain than he had, or could 
have without It. 
The next was for the Revenues of the Church, That they were got without 
Rules of Juſtice; And were an Offering of Rapine. And that I had an Eye to 
my own Preferment, in the Perſon of my Lord of Camerbury : To that I have 
already Anſwered. 

And thus having run over all the Preamble, I humbly begg leave to make fome 
Obſervations upon the Teſtimonies produced, ( viz. ) That the Examinations of 
Sir John Clotworthy, and my Lord Ranulagh, 1 conceive, do not concern me. Mr. 
Barnewells was for things ſpoken when I was out of the Kingdom ; and were con- 
cerning Sir George Ratcliffe, and not me. 

For the Remonſtrances ſhewed, wherein they diſclaim the Preamble to the AR 
for four Subſidies, I beſeech Your Lordſhips to conſider, how unlikely ir is that 
I ſhould do any thing in that kinde fraudulently or ſurreptitiouſly : For by 
the Cuſtom of that Kingdom, the Laws muſt be tranſmitted hither under the 
Hand of the Deputy and Touncil, and fo paſs the Seal, and be returned to Ireland; 
when that Law was tranſmitted, 1 was here in England, as I take it: And abfo- 
lutely and direCtly, 1 proteſt I never knew any thing in the World of that Pre- 
amble, never ſaw it, nor heard of it, I think, till I ſaw it in the Copy of the Re- 
monſtrance ; I never heard it was excepted againſt, it having paſs'd the Vote, and 
three times reading, in both Houſes : And 1 would have conſented to have ir 
ſtruck out, as in truth 1 will now, being far from any thing of vanity, and not 
thinking my ſelf better or worſe by being put in or out : And if it were charged 
upon me as a Crime, or were material for me to prove it, I think I could by Wit- 
neſs in Town prove , That it was the general Vote of the Commons Houſe, and 
paſſed with as much Applauſe and Chearfulneſs,as any thing. And,if my Lord Dil- 
lon, and Sir Adam Loftus, and ſome other of the 1riſh Commiſſioners, were ex- 
amined upon Oath , I believe.they would Swear they never heard any Exceptions 
againſt it, till the timel was Impeached with High Treaſon. 

Far the Particular concerning Sir Perce Crochy, it concerned not me ; but the 
reaſon of his being put from the Board was this : All Laws muſt firſt be tranſ- 
mitted from the Deputy and Conncil ; the Bill againſt which he Voted was 
tranſmitted, Sir Pierce Crosby was there, and ſect his hand to the tranſmiſſion ; 
and becauſe he did not except againſt it then , being a Member of the Board, bur

That as conceraing Sir Pierce Crosby his agreeing to the Tranſmiſſion, if that 
be true : That there is a preparative part of the Law, and there Sir Prerce Crosby 
might ſpeak as a Councellor ; Burt there is a Legiſlative part of the Law, and that 
is done jn Parliament ; and theſe being diſtinct, if Sir Pzerce Crosby did do any 
thing at Council-Table, it deprived him not of his Liberty to ſpeak in Parliament. 
But we are informed, he gave his denial to conſent to the Tranſmiſſion. 

And if my Lord of Strafford were not guilty in his own Perſon of breach of 
Priviledge; yet if under his Government, Priviledge of Parliament be broken, 
it is no matter of Merit to ſay, be procured Parliaments. | 
' It is no Anſwer to ſay, things are not proved, when any thing we urged, is 
contained under an Article; for then he refers the proof when he comes to the 
Article; as many things concerning the Lands of the Clergy, will be made good 
in the proofs of the proper Article. ;

And if any Fine be 
put upon the Officer, then comes a command in this Commiſſion, That the Fine ſhall be 
diſcharged ; ſo he not only takes a Power to himſelf, but alſo takes the Scepter of Fuſtice 
out of the King*s Hazds ;, for by this means there us an impoſſibility the Subjett ſhould have 
the Fuſt ice that my Lord knows is due to him ; and be knows it right well : for when he 
was a Member of the Houſe of Parliament , it was his own motion, who now ſttnds at 
the Barr, That all the Officers and Miniſters of State, ſhall ſerve the King according to 
that Law, and he u the fir#t Officer and Miniſter of State, that breaks it ,, and in the 
moſt tranſcendent degree that ever it was broken. 

My Lords, He Toth in this, as much as in him lies, ſay to the Laws, Do your worſt; 
You can but Fine, and that you can do ſhall come to nothing ;, the Fine ſhall not be paid, 
The Officer ſhall not obey you. 

If this bad been a ſingle Af , we ſhould never have accuſed him of this Treaſon, 
though it comes very High, and very Tranſcendent. But the Oppreſſions and Injuſt ice, 


the Counſels and Speeches that we preſent to Your Lordſhips, we preſent them not ſingly, 
BY. as. together ,, deſigning and noting ,, what a Treaſonable purpoſe and diſpoſition is 
in bim. | 
2. My Lords, The next thing, he doth when he is in the North among the Juſtices of 
the Peace, and the People attending for Fuſtice, you ſhall ſee what Encouragement he 
gives them to look for it and how foul a thing he dares to fling on the Sacred Majeſty 
that did advance him. He tells the Juſtices that were to do Juſtice, and the People that 
were to receive Tuftice, That ſome of the Fuſtices were all for Law, but they ſhould find, 
The King's little Finger is heavier than the Loyns of the Law. Tour Lordſbips 
confader what a tranſcendent Speech this was, out of whoſe Month it came, what 
fs je? 58 6D happened upon it ; nothing could move this Lord to utter it : but bis Will 
and bis Violence muſt out, though he burſt a Kingdom in pieces for ut. 
3. The next thing 1s this, When be goes into Ireland you will find his Temper and 


Spirit not « whit Allayed 1, but now being furtber from His Majeſties Perſon, he ts 
higher in his Power _ in his Will, It is true, that Kingdom was annexed to this many 
years 40 3 but they that now poſſeſs the greateſt part of it, are Subjetts of this Kingdom, | 
deſcended from them that went from hence thither. Yet he tells them in a ſolemn Speech, | 
not jacionhy but ſolemnly, That Ireland is a Conquered Nation, and the King might | 
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(hall inſiſt, -and give ſome diſtribution of them. And I think the beſt waywill be thi! ;) gg 
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1641. 14 with them what he would; and that their Charters were nothing worth, and bind the 

Kinz no longer than he pleaſes. Surely (My Lords) We might ſee what he would do if be 
had Power. But God be bleſſed, we find not the diſpoſution any where reſented by His 
Majeſty and we hope that ſuch Councels ſhall never have Avieft ts ſo good and gracious 
an Ear. 

4. The next thinr, he ſtays not in words, but will be as good as his word if hecan 
and be begins high. For that we preſents next, is a Peer f the Kingdom thruſt out of 
his Poſſeſſion by my Lord of Strafford*s Order ; and when he Sues at Law for recovery of 
his Right, my Lord Threatens him. Truly Threatnings are not good, in ſuch a caſe, 
where a man Sues for Fuſtice, And from himthat ought to Adminitter fuftice, and fur- 
ther him in it 5, yet be Threatens bim Impriſonment, to which Peers are not ordinarily 
liable. 


Firſt my Lord tells bim, He will not have Law nor Lawyers queſtion his Orders ;, he 
might debar the ers in gr Caſes, but why a man ſhould have a Spleen at the Lam, 
that bis Orders ſhould not be examined by, that 1 know not. And he goes higher ; for 
when there was an occaſion to ſpeck.of an Att of State, he tells him, That he will make 
him and all lreland know, that as long as he had the Government there, any Aft of 
State made, or to be made, ſhould be as binding as an Aft of Parliament. 

' - My Lords, He cannot go bigher in Speeches than this, That an eAtt of State of 
his own making y and his own Power , ſhould be as binding as an eAtt of Parlia- 


ment. 


Nay, he tells them in Parliament, That they were a Conquered Nation, and muſt ex- 
pet Laws as from a Conquerour. 

5. Next we ſhall ſhew divers Inftances wherein he exerciſes Power over the Lives, 
Lands, and all that 1s the Subjetts;, deducedinto ſeveral Articles, VIz. the 5th, the 6th, 
the 7th, and the 8th. | | 

In particular, one I ſhall be bold to open, That i the Caſe of my Lord Mountnorris, 
another Peer of that Kingdom, and a great Officer there. Some words fel from that 
Lord, ſpeaking of one that had trodden on my Lord of Strafford"s Toe, That he hoped 
the Party did it not in Revenge ;, for he had a Brother that would not have ſouzbr ſuch a 
Revenge. For theſe words, cat a private Table, half a year , yea ſeven months 
before, my Lord of Strafford calls & Council of War, and Juages his Lordfhip to death. 

My Lords, 1: # no wonder that he would maks the King*s little Finger ſo heavy, 


that could make hs own Toe heavy enough to tread the Life of a Peer dey oe 
| Feet. * 


And be did not ar” give Sentence in that Caſe, but cauſed Execution tobe done in ang- 
ther Caſe, upon one D. who was condemned by Martial Law, and hanged at Cublin, 


where there was no W ar at all. 
Other particulars will follow when I fall upon proof. 
9. Then he comes to make Laws ;, and that 1s in the 9th Article. By the Laws 
of En gland and Ireland too, the EccleſiaFtical Power us diſtinit from the other, it not 
extending to the Impriſonment of the Perſon, but us to attend the Kings Courts, and to 
| | receive direttions from thence ;, yet he makes a Warrant to the Biſhop of Downe, (and 
he made it to others too.) That if any of the poorey ſort did not appear upon the Biſhops Ci- 
tation, or not obey when they did appear, they ſhould be Attached and Impriſoned ; Here 
he makes a Law of himſelf, and ſubjetts the Liberties of the Subjetts to his own Plea- 
ſure ;, but this was for the poorer ſort of People, thourh Juſtice ſees no difference in mat- 


ters of Eftate, betwixt Poor or Rich : But when he bath brought it on the Poor, be 
will afterwards bring it on the Rich. 


10. The next is a Power of laying Impoſitions on the Subjefts : Firſt he 1s a Farmer 
of the Cuſtoms, he puts exceſſive Woes Bs the RE. ; that which # worth but 
55. as the Hydes, he will bave valued at 20S. and the Wool, which is worth 5 s. he will 
bave it valued at 13 S. 4 9. and by this be takes away, in effett, whatſoever the Com- 
| modity is worth ;, for the Cuftoms come very near the Value. | | 
Another particular in this I ſhall be bold to open, and 1 bope his Lordſhip will provide 
| . | fo give an Anſwer, He hath advanced by this the King's Cuſtoms, and a Rent of 13501. 
55 encreaſed to the Crown: But it will appear to your Lordſhips, that the Crown hath 
loft, and he only hath gained. And whereas my Lord of Strafford ſays there was no 


other Defalcations in his Patent, than in the farmer, that will fall out to be otherwiſe ;, 
for this is the State of the bargain. | 
P here was a former Rent of 9700 I. which the Dicke of Buckingham paid our of this

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Farm. On the Earl of Straftord*s Patent that Rent ss reſerved, and as much #5 came 
t0 13501. more, but in lieu of 13501. advanced to the King, my Lord of Stafford 
hath in bis Graat the Surpluſage of Wines (which were not in the Duk?”s Patent ) worth 
3400 |. a year, beſides a Rent paid for the Term cf the Wine of 14001. A14 whereas 


Leaſe, which anioxrted to 15061. a year ; my Lord of Strafford myſt have a d:f 1lca- 


gus and Straniford 25co |. a year,ſo here is above 5000 |. 2 year leſs to the Crown, in 
| lieu of the advance of 13501. a year beſides the increaſed Cuſtoms amounting to 12000 1, 
a year : And yet he again bath far exceeded this proportion. We ſay further, be doth 
not only impoſe on the Subjetts, but takes away that which & the Subjetts utterly and cn- 
tircly, as in the caſe of the Flax. Ir is true, the Employment of it belongs to Women ;; 
but it 18 the greate#t Commodity ( one of them ) of that Kingdom, and of greateſt profer; 
the Revenue of the Cuſtom of it being 800 1. a year ;, and thu he hath gotten imto his 
own hands and poſſeſſion. T hu he got from the Natives, and took, it to himſelf. He 
doth for that purpoſe, iſſue out a Proclamat;on, That they ſhall uſe it im ſuch a way where- 
in the Natives were unskild, and if it were not ſo done, ut ſhould be ſeized : and it was 
ſeized accordingly,yea their Houſes broke open,and theirG oods taken away, and brought to 
my Lord of Strattord?s Houſe,where they were employed in his works. The like we ſhall in- 
ſtance in Tobacco. | 

15. Next we ſhall ſhew to Your Lordſhips how he bath levied War wpon the King's 
Subjetts. We opened m the beginning, what au Arbitrary Furisd:tion he ſet up ;, here 
we ſhall ſhew how he uſed it by a mecr courſe of Enmity and HoFtility. For (My Lords) 
this was the conrſe , If a Decree or Order were made by him, and not obeyed, he iſſues 
a Warrant to the Serjeant at Arms, to go to the next Garriſon, and take So!durs , 
with an Officer, and carry them to the Houſe of the party in queſtion; it 1s no matter 
where it was, but to the Houſe of them that were pretend: d to ve aiſobedicnt, they were 
t0g0: If the Decree had been to raiſe ſo much 947 or to put parties in poſſeſſion. 
Tn plain terms, the Soldiers were to lye like Free-booters, «nd Exnrtmics 07 the King's 
People toeat themup. They have kelled their Sheep, their Oxen, a:d they have lain 
not on the parties only, but on their Tenants, till the party comes in and rcnders himſelf. 
They have burrt their Houſes, taken their Wives, and Friends, and carried them a- 
way, till Obedience was rendered, and this ts a levying of War pon the Ring 1, For the 
King and the People are both ſo united in Aﬀettion and Right of Law, that there cannot 
| be Violence offered ro the King, but it redounds to the People ; nor can any Oppreſs the Peo- 
ple in this ſort, but it redounds to His eAlajeſty. Beſiaes, it is contrary to a Law 
of that Kingdom :;, whereby it is Enatted, That if any perſon ſhall aſſeſs Horſe or Foot, 
0n any of the King's People, without their conſent, it 1s High Treaſon. 

The next thing we ſhall go to, is the Favour he ſhewed to the Papiits, in their Com- 
poſitions and Exemptions from all penalties of Law ; for they were expreſly not to be pro- 
ceeded againſt, nor to be Conviited;, and ſo that which hath influence s to Religion anc! 
Reformation, is quite taken away, and nothing but matter of Profit 15 |: ft. 

The next Article is that that concerns the Kingdom of Scouland. Firſt he begins 
with them in Ireland ; contrives an Oath, which is ſet forth inthe Articles, That 
they ſhall obey the Kins*s Royal Commands without exception. This he eſe? fy ning 
and Impriſoning them that diſobeyed him: And ſoin all the other particulars when his Pro- 
clamations were broken,his courſe was by Fine and Impriſonment to enforce an Obedience, 

My Lords, He doth not only wall them in their Eſtates,. but ſtrives to unfufe into 
His e Majeſty an ill Opinion of them; he provokes and mcites Him by all his Arguments, 
to lay down bis Mercy and Goodneſs, and Faſtice, and to fall into an offenſive War a- 
gainſt that Kingdom. He gives out, that the Nation of them ( not this or that man ) 
are Rebels and T, raytors : And if it pleaſe the King to bring him back to the Sword(indeed 
he is fit for that, it is a violent weapon ) he will-rovt out the Scottiſh Nation, Branch 
and Root ;, ſome few excepted of thoſ that had taken th: Oath. 
| When he comes into England, be finds that His Majefty,mith great Wiſcom, had 

' pacified thoſe Storms and Troutles that threatned us there: Tet be duth incenſe the King 
ftill to follow this to an Offenſive War, and ? 1-004 » He plots to call a Parliament, 
but with an intertion ( if 'it 79 not his deſign ) it ſhould be broken, and be would 
ſer up other ways of force to raiſe Moneys of the Kin:dom ;, and this fell out unhappily : 
For thus far bis project rockythe Parliament was broken,and broken at the very time when 


there was no defalcation of the Cuſtoms of Loncon-Derry and Colerane #7 the Dukes | 


tion for them: And then the Seizures, which were 500 l. a year \, and for Knockyer- 


the Suvjett was in debate and conſideration,how to have yielded Supply to Flis Majeſty. 
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But that be might break it , be falſly informs the Kins , That the Parliament had 
denied to Supply him, there is his Counſel, that the Parliament had forſaken the King; 
and now the King having tryed his Peo e,might uſe all other ways for the procuring and 
raiſing of moneys \, and the ſame day wherein that Parliament was unhappily Diſſolved, 
he gives his further Connſel to His 77 os 68" becauſe no man can pat ſuch a $ pirit 
of "Malice into the words beſides himſelf, I ſhall take the boldneſs to read ) That having 
tryed the eAfﬀettions of his People , he was looſe and abſolved from all Rules of  Go- 
vernment ; and he was to do every thing that Power would admit. eAnd that His Ma- 
jeſty had tryed all ways, and was refuſed, and ſhould be acquitted both of God and Man. 
eAnd that His Majeity had an eArmy mn Ireland,which he might employ to reduce this 
Kingdom. It is added in the printed Book ( to reduce them to Obedience ) I know not 
who Printed it , tut the Charge is only(to reduce this Kingdom.) 


eAnd (My Lords) you may pleaſe td conſider , what a ſad time this man took to re- 
ff upon theſe bad Councels, when our Hearts were ſwoln with Sorrow for that unhap 
breach of the laſt Parliament. e And what doth he adviſe the v3. 8 what poſitions of- 
fers he ! That he was abſolved from all Rules of Government. If there be no Rule of Go- 
vernment, ( My Lords ) where is the Rule of Obedience ? for how ſhall the People know 
to obey, when there is no Rule to dirett them what to obey ? He tells the King he was re- 
fuſed, which was untrue ; for he was not refuſed to the laſt breath we had in Parliament : 
but we ſpake in that point, how to ſupply the King, and to prefer it at that time, before 
the Complaints of our juſt Grievarces. 

But what doth he fall into? that which in another eArticle we charge him with, a Plot 
and Conſpiracy betwixt him and Sir George Ratcliffe to bring in the Iriſh Army for our 
Confuſion, to root out our Laws and Government ;, a pernicious Counſel. He ſays not 
you ſhall do it 5, but he that. perſwades it , doth as much as if in expreſs terms he had 
counſelled the ating of it. Doth'he mean that we ſhould be to his Iriſh Pattern ;, (for 
ſpeaking of the Irilh Army conſiſting of Papiſts and his Adberents, he ſaid, that be 
would make it a Pattern for all the Kingdoms ;, ) did he mean to reduce us to the Pat- 
tern that he bath placed in Ireland ? Surely he meant to redixce us to a Chaos arid Con- 
fuſion. He would have us without all Rules of Government ;, and theſe be the meant,wick- 
ed and cruel Conncels, and the Cruelty of an Army inſpired with his Spirit, and con- 


ſifting of Papiſts, Enemies of our Religion : And what Mercy could we of this Religion 
expett from Popiſh Enemies with Swords in their hands ? That cannot but ſtrike all Eng- 


liſh Hearts with Horrour and Dread, that an rift eArmy ſhould be bronght into Eng- 
land ro reduce the Subjetts of England. 7J hope we never were. ſo far gone in any thing, 
4s that we ſhould need an Army to reduce us. I cannot biit ſay here i the Counſel of 
Haman, when he would in one day cut off all the Jewiſh Nation, and have the King 
intend a Favour to him. The King propounds a queftion , What ſhall be done to the 
man whom the King will Honour ? Haman thought in his heart, Whom will the King 
Honour but my ſelf ? And ſo my Lord of Strafford baving raiſed this Army, it was 
ſet up by him, and if ſuch a Counſel as this was entertained, into whoſe hands ſhould it 


be put ? (here were Haman's thoughts ) who ſhould have the Power of it, bat he that 
hath inſpired it, and ſince maintained it ? 


Truly ( My Lords) it was a deſperate Counſel, and methinks the Counſel of Achi- 
tophel might have been compared to it © for when he had ſtirred up the Rebellion of Ab- 
folom again#t his Father, he perſwades Abſolom to that which might breed an irre- 
concilable hatred between them. Tet a Father and a Son might be reconciled. But he that 
| aheres to the Son in this caſe, might not ſo eaſily forgive. Therefore this Lord falls 

upon a Counſel which he thou:ht would never be forgiven, A Connſel of irreconcilable 
difference, to ſubdne us by Force and Power ;, endl away all poſſibility of Addreſ- 
fing our Complaints to the King, as he had done from thoſe of Ireland ; when he not only 
foreſtalls therr Complaints, but by a Proclamation takes order, that none ſhould come o- 
ver too, without his Licence ', which was in effe, that none ſhould complain of his Op- 
preſſion without his good liking, | 

Some viole;,t Speeches he uſes, ſuitable go theſe Counſels, That no geod would be done 
upon the Aldermen, till they were hanged ; That the French King employed Commi(ſa- 
ries to looke into mens Eſtates ; which will be inſiſted upon in their proper oe. | 

Next, be levied eight pence a 7 for maintenance of the Trained- Soldiers , againſt 


| the Will of the Country, which he ſaid was done by the conſem of the Lords of the great

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Councel ;, which we kyow is untrue. And we ſball prove it untrue inthe other part, where 
he ſays, it was done frecly , by conſent of the Gentlemen of the Country : eAlrſt of 
them that did conſent, were his own Friends and Papiſts. But the Petition of the Coun- 
try, (45 10 that part of it that concerns a Parliament ) he rejetted , becauſe be would 
have no Parliament. And he prefers another in the name of the Country, and that he 
calls, The Petition of the Country. 
eAnd now I ſhall apply 7:y ſelf to the proofs ; and ſhall rake care to offer nothin7, but 
what will fall out to be proved.. Ard ſhall firft apply my ſelf to the firſt Article, con- 
cerning the Commiſſion for the North parts \, where an Arbitrary Power was th:reby grant- 
ed, as is uſed in the Star-Chamber and Chancery, 
In the opening of it, firſt we ſhall produce the Commiſſion of $ Car. and that of 13 
differs but little from it. We ſhall ſhew that theſe Clauſes were procured by him to be 
inſerted upon occaſion of a Gentlemans, Sir Thomas Gore being Fined in the Court of 
Star-Chamber there, and his being «Arreſted by a Warrant from my Lord Went- 
worth here in London. We do not go about to prove that he ſolicited for this Com- 
miſſion, but that he expreſſed his deſire of it ; and upon that it was granted. 
We ſhall prove that it was executed in this high manner, that when Prohibitions have 
been taken out, he hath paniſhed the partier, ſome he hath threatned ; Nay, Money hath 
been given to thoſe that were Defendants in the Prohibition. And we ſhall offer this too, 
The Fudge is dead before whom it was; but upon occaſion of a Prohibition, he went to 4 
Fudge, a Reverend and fuſt man, Mr* Juſtice Hutton ; what was ſaid privately be- 
tween them, we camot tell ;, but we ſhall prove, that Mr. Juſtice Hutton complained 
with Tears in his Eyes, how that Lord uſed+ him avout a Prohivition : And ſo w2 ſhall 
leave this Article with this, We ſhall not go about to prove Decrees, for which he 
might bave Colour ; but for theſe Clauſes becould have. no Colour , they never being 
in any Commiſſion before. 


Then the firſt Article of the Charge was read, to which the Reader, 
for avoiding Repetition, is referred. 

The Commitllion granted 2x March, 8 Car. toa&t according to Courſe 
of Star-Chamber, was read, and they inſiſted upon the 1 9th Artick,where 
it was provided, Fines impoſed ſhould not be leſs than thoſe by Att of Par- 
liament ; upon Article 23. for Injunitions to ſtay proceedings in any Court 
at Common Law ; Article 28. for the Power of the Serjeant at Arms to 
attach in any place in the: Realm of England ; 29 Article, That no Prohi 
bittons ſhould lie in the Courts at Weſtminſter. 

To theſe John Gower depoſed, That his Father was Arreſted in Lon- 
don, appealed to the Council, pleaded the Precintts of the Ceutrt did not Ex- 
tend ſofar ; that the Earl fell on his Knees and beſought the King, That if 
his Inſtruftions would not reach to bring in a Delinquent that ſhould ſtep over 
the Water, he might leave the Service, and lay his Bones in his own Cot- 
tage. Evers Gore ſwore to the ſame effect. 

Fohn Muſgrave depoſed a Prohibition in the Caſe of Muſzrave ahd YVaux, 
which the Lord Preſolent ſaid he would not obey. 

F. Thorp depoſed, That my Lord told him he-was one that oppoſed him, 
that he ſhould hereafter hear further fas him; That his Lordſhip put him 
oat of the Commiſſion of the Peace, but he could not ſay he puniſh:d him for 
the Prohibition ; That he durſt not move for any Prohibitions, knowing wel 
the price of my Lord Strafford's diſpleaſure. That for ſaying in the Traverſe 
of an Indiftment, That the bare Indiftment was no Evidence to the Petit 
| Jary, and that he appealed to the Judges, he was ſent for by a Purſevant, 
and that my Lord told him, he would teach him to know there were other 
men for him to 5 pany to, viz, the Prefident and Council. That for this ops 
poſing the Furiſdittion of the Court at York, he was bound to the Behaviour, 


and forced to make ſubmiſſion at the Seſſions. 


Then 
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1647. | Then my Lord was called upon for his anſwer ; hedefired a little time 
to retire to reſt and peruſe his Notes ; which the Managers oppoſed ; 
but the Lords allowed him to do it at the Barr. | 
After a little Reſpite he made his Defence, Fe ſaid there was a great 
difference between Treaſons and Miſdemeanors ; that there was nothing in 
this that can be Treaſon, and that if a Thouſand Miſdemeanors will not make 
| one Felony, 2.8 Miſdemeanors could not be heightned into Treaſon; That if his 
Accuſations be not Treaſon, he onght to be admitted Conncel ; that he had no 
leave to ſummon a Witneſs till Friday laſt, which was a little ſevere, how- 
ever he anſwered, 

That as to the Inſtruttions and Commiſſion he did not procure them, or knew 
auy thing of them ; that the Commiſſion was renewed of Courſe, Sir Arthur 
Ingram gorng out, and Sir John Melton ſucceeding as Secretary. That the 
the King's Councel of the Fee offer ſuch things as may advance the King's Ser- 
vice, and that from them it paſſes to the Lord Keeper or Chancellor ; That he 
gave no Direftions about it, nor was any proof offered that he did : as to the 
Execution he never did Aft, nor ſtay a minute as Prefident after that Coms 
miſſion granted, which appears by the Date, which was 21 March, 8 Car. 
and he went towards Ireland July following ; and being neither privy to the 
taking ont the Commiſſion nor Execution, he appealed to their Lordfhips and 
hy the Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, Whether he could be Criminal; 
That if there be an Error in a Fudge, ſo that he gives a Sentence otherwiſe 
| than a man of better Underſtanding conceives Reaſon for, there is no cauſe it 
| ſhould be heightned to a Treaſon, to take from him his Life and Honor mere- 
ly becauſe he was no wiſer. That what Mr. John Gore ſpeats to is not in his 
Charge. That to what Muſgrave depoſet?, he can ſay nothing but by way of 
Divination, that he is but a fingle Witneſs, ſpeaks not to the Charge ; that 
what he ſayes will hardly comrvince a man of a Treſpaſs, it being \ $lrgr 
0n a Rule in our Law, Boni Judicis eſt ampliare Juriſdictionem, as far as 
| in Reaſon and Juſtice they may. As to Thorp's Teſtimony which he ſpeaks 
to, was before the Commiſſion, 8 & 13 Car. and ſo is not within the Charge, 
Witneſſes for | This he proved, that from Fuly 8.1633. he was out of England, and re- 
turned not till 1639. by Mr. Slingsby his.Secretary, Mr. Railton,and Mr. 
ton and Little. | Tho. Little, but not upon Oath.

To this the Managers rejoyned, That whereas he ſaid the Charge is not 
Treaſon, i the Fatt appear ſatisfattion will in good time be given , That 
though this particular is not Treaſon, yet all the parts of it amount to 
the ſubverſion of the Laws of the Kingdom, that is preſt as Treaſon and this 
as an Evidence. | 

Then they fell upon that Exprefſionin the charge Art. 2. that at a Pub-

poſitively averred it to be as my Lord had declared, at which the manage! s 
took great Exceptionſaying, He did his duty well being a Member got to info: m 
the Flouſe befere.

He depoſed poſitive- 
ly, That he heard the words, but the occaſion he did not remember , but 
being waa. as to the occaſian a little after, he anſwered , That 
before my Lord went tolreland he made a Speech to the Countrey,and deſired 
them to go on in their Service, and to break out in theſe words; which as it 
contradicted the tormer Evidence as to the Occaſion, ſo he contradicted 
himſelt, faying but juſt before he could not well remember the Occaſion. 

Sir #/illiam Ingram depoled the words, but could not remember the 
Occaſion. 

To this the Earl replied, 7hat admitting the words ſpoken, yet they were 
not Treaſon, and reterred that asa point of Law in due time to be argued

ted their Lordſhips to confider. He ſaid, That though the words were 
ſpoken, yet were they not Treaſon ; and had they been Treaſon, yet by Pro- 
viſo of Stat. of Ed. 6. the Information ought to be within 30 dayes ; He 
inttanced in the Lord Cook in Catvin's Caſe, 20 H. 6. 8. Dyer 360. to 
prove that the Laws and Cuftoms of Ireland are diverſe from the Lawes 
of England ; That he ſhould do Extreamly ill to the Flonour of the Engliſh 
Nation, and to the memory of divers of their Lordſhips Anceſtors,if he ſhould 
not fay and think that Ireland is a Conquered Nation. He initanced in 
the Stat. 11 Eliz. where at the Attainder of Shan Oneal the ſamous Re- 
bel, it is faid that all the Clergy were aſſembled in Armagh at the time 
of the Conqueſt ; That King Aemry the Second is in the Statute called the 
firſt Conqueror of reland; That all Hiſtories acknowledg it: That ke | 
ſpoke the Words to magnifie the King's Grace and Goodneſs, and that there 
was then no offence taken at them. For the other words, That the King 


there is no Offence in them. As to the words ſpoken to the Recorder of 
Dublin, he did with the greateſt-aſſevetarion utterly deny the ſpeaking of 
them: Mr. Slingsby his Secretary ayerred the fame,and that the firſt words 
were ſo well taken, that he was thereupon invited to the Mayor's Houſe 
at a publique Entertainment. yk 

To their Charters being void, he ſaid, it was Evident they were ſo in 
point of Law, as he was informed by the King's Council, for their Non-per- 
formance of the Truſt repoſed in them, appealing to my Lord: of Cork 
that the reaſon of it was, that moſt of the Aldermen were Kecufants, ana 
would Plead their Charters againſt the Orders of the Board, by which means 
many great diſorders were continued. 

The Managers Urged, That this juſtified a part of the Charge, that 
Charters were adred b the Board ; whereas the Council-Table hath no 


ther ill Uſage and Extortion were not prattiſed under colour of them, ana 
that they were complained of as grievances in Parliament, which the Lord 
Dillon averred to be true. To-which the Earl added, 7hat he did it in 


favour of the Proteſtants, who were by theſe Charters depreſſed by the Ro- | 
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\maniCatholicks, and that he looked upon this which was objetted as a 
Crime, as a ſervice to the Proteſtant Religion. He ſaid, it would perhaps 
be well known hereafter when he was in his Grave, that his great fault was 
his great zeal to bring them to conform to the Church of England. That 
notwithſtanding this they ſtill enjoy their Charters : and for his 
ſaying Ireland was a conquered Nation, it was upon the Occaſion of preſſing 
them to ſupply the Crown ; for that if the Kingdom of England fhcu!: 
ſtill be put to the Charge, and the whole Expence reft on the 
Conqueror, you might very well think you are ſo dealt with as never any other 
Conquered Nation had been ; adding, There were Copies of his Speech that 
would juſtifie what he ſaid, and that the Speech was in Ireland. That 
my Lord Ormond told him it was ill reſented, To which he anſwered, 
Truly my Lord you are a conquer d Nation, but you ſee how T ſpeak it and no 
otherwiſe, The Lord Dillon averred, that he ſtood under the Cloth of 
State, but did not hear the words, That they ſhould expe*t Laws as from a 
Conqueror. The Lord Ranulagh remembred the firſt words but not their 
laſt. Sir George Wentworth ſaid, That he brought the Speech to the King, 
an in that there was no ſuch word. 


The Managers then Urged, That though this was not in that Speech yet 
ſome thing was then ſpoken though in a milder ſemte, but it was ſpoken after 
upon Occaſion of a Petition delivered by the Commons, after they had given 
the King the Sut fidies, concerning tbeir Laws. 
To this Mr. Fitzgarret depoſed, That there was fuch a Petition, and

matters not determined by At of Parliament ; that Prerogative is a part 
of the Fundamental Law, as well as the Property of the Subjeft ; That he 
had alwayes wiſhed for an harmony between them, and that they might keep 
in their wonted Channel, if either of them riſe above their due heights, no- 
thing could be expetted but ſubverſion of the Common-wealth either by Ty- 
ranny or Rebellion ; That prerogative was like the Firſt, liberty of the ſubject, 
like the 2d Table,either both or neither can be preſerved, That Prerogative 
as long as ii goes not againſt the Law of the Land, is the Law of the Land, 
and binding, being made to prevent a temporary miſchief before an Att of 
Parltament cangive Remedy. He excepted againſt the Lord Killmallock's 
ſwearing Sir George Ratclift to be his Ecchogit being impoſſible to ſwear his 
thouzhts. Againſt Mr. Hoy and Sir Pierce Crosby as perſons concerned 
againſl him, in point of Intereſt,and toiMr.

and Injuſtice having thrown him into a deſperate ſickneſs,committed againApr. 
the 11th,let out May the 2d by reaſon of Sickneſs ; recommitted the zothof 
January following becauſe he had not ſued out his Pardon; and there coati- 
nued till March 1637. | 

The Lord Dillon depoſed much to the ſame efte&t, only he ſaid my 
Lord gaveno Vote in the Sentence.

This Day the 1 3th Article was read, wherein the Earl of Strafford | 
was Charged with _— the Natives of Ireland #pon working of Flax in | 
a way unknown to them, and ſeizing their Goods upon pretence of their diſe- | 
beying his Orders,to his own Tſe, whereby Thouſands were undone. To prove | 
this, his Proclamations were read, as alſo a Warrant to one Benjamin 
Croky and his Deputy, to ſeize all Tarn made contrary to Proclamation. 

To this Benjamin Croky ſworn, depoſed, That he did ſeize Tarn, and 
it was taken from him by one Joleph Carpenter, who converted it to my | 
Lord's Looms. | 

Sir John Clotworthy depoſed, That he ſaw the Proclamation and War- 
rant being a Juſtice of Peace, and Examined ſeveral People who were abu- 
ſed ; which Examinations be ſent 0 the COIN, for which he was ſe- | 
verely threatned, and hardly Eſcaped being ſent for by a Serjeant at Arms : 
that upon theſe Proclamations the Markets were deſerted, and they ſold it 
privately to avoid ſeizare ; thereupon the Officers came to him for aſſiſtance, 
and threatned the Conſtables, and broke open Cheſts, that he took away the 
Tarn from them, and reſtored it to the Proprietors ; That this made great 
Diſorders, and many People were ſtarved , loſing all they had provided for 
their half Tears Rent. 

The Lord Ranulagh depoſed, That at Athlone Complaints were made 
to him of one Dennis who had ſeized agreat quantity of Tarn; that concei- 
ving it an abuſe, he ſent a Gentleman to inform the Lord Deputy, to whoſe 
Intention he thought this proceeding not agreeable; and that my Lord with- 
drew the Warrants. , 

Then part of the Remonſtrance of the Commons in reland was read, 
ſhewing, That the Parlroants by ſeizing, the Tarn deſtroyed the Market , 
that the Merchants meeting the People at private Foaſes, they way-layd 
them and took away their Tarn and Cloth, ſeizing on all, not eaving the 
poor people ſo much as to cover their nakedneſs ; That they tcok away their 
Tron Pots upon a pretence of another Proclamation, and by this cruelty ex- 
ceeding Pharoah, their poor Children were forced to eat Graſs with the 
Beaſts, where they lay down and died by Thonſands, as will be proved þ 
20 Thouſand ; . That the Fudges procured the Lord Lieutenant to Recall the 
aforeſaid Proclamations. | 

Mr. Fitzgarret A That Tarn and Cloth were the ſtaple Commadi. 
ties of Ulſter, that the Proclamation and Execution of it impoveriſhed that | 
whole Province, That the Officers uſed extreme cruelty, and that one Dr. | 
Cook told him he thouzht inhis Conſcience many T/ Jealande were Famiſhed: 


To this the Earl anſwered, Here was ſomething like oppreſſion But nothing

That his 

principal dehign was to fo the prejudice of the Hoollen ManufatF ure 

of England , the Wool of Ireland increaſing; and he thought, to ſet up 
the Linnen Trade would advance Ireland, and not prejudice the clothing 

Trade of England. That he loſt 3000 |. by attempting it ; that he 

cannot be accountable for the abuſes of -the Officers , of whom Croky 

was the chief , now a Witneſs againſt him, as my Ranulagh has ' 
informed their Lordſhips. That he cannot conceive ſo many Thouſands 

ſhould be ſtarved by his Looms, when the whole yearly value came not to 

above 16 or 1700 |, He is ſorry f that Remonſtrance of the 

Commons, thinking he had merited a better opinion from that Kingdom, 
and having a little fortune there honeſtly got, could not but wiſh 
well to it ; and he hoped when milinformations were cleared, Fill to re- 
gain their good efleem, where to the beſt of his Conſcience he had done Fu- 
tice and deſerved well. That Mr. Fitzgarret [peaks by Report, which is 
no proof, and the Commons Remonſtrance being be a Charge, and not upon 
Oath, he.conceives cannot be the proof of a Charge , concluding as he 
began, That there might be oppreſſion in the Execution, but nothing of 
Treaſon in himſelf or the reſt of the Council. 


Treaſon, though a high aud wilful overthrow of the fundamental Rules of 
Juſtice in the K ies, af wes evident, that a good intention is no excuſe to 
the taking away mens Goods and applying them to his own Uſe ; that the good 
Company be ſpeaks of, is only to ſay, he is not the only perſon that deſerves 
puniſhment, and he is the leſs innocent for miſguiding and drawing others in- 
to ſuch Attions. . That he that Commands is more guilty then he that Exe- 
cutes. He ſayes, it was recalled after two years; this was rhe Effett of 


tht tumults and this, ſo that it ſeems he could go no further, and ſo he left 


off. That its likely the Commons Remonſtrance went upon good information, 
and that all he faid, did not amount to an Excuſe, having no command as in 
the Caſe of the Tobacco. 

Mr. Glyn added, That my Lord confeſſing be loſt 3000 1. convinces the 
foint he denyes, which was, that it was not to advance Trade but for his 
own profit, though it proved not ſo ; which the Earl Explained, that he made 
Cloth 6 or 7 years, and the Cloth it ſelf, not the Tarn, was worth 1700 |. 
per annum ; for the Tarn was not worth 40951. and in that time he might 
very well ah 3000 |.

That he had 
laid Soldiers upon one Francis Ditton, ove Conolly and Luke Borne, who 
could not be brought in by any other means. That bis warrant was general, 
the Soldiers foot, the number left to his diſcretion, that my Lord never 
ſpake to him about complaints made of him ; that the Secretaries would de- 
mand why he did not put the Warrant in execution, he ſaid they were poor 
men, but it never came to my Lord's hands that he knows, the greateſt 
uumber laid was 5, and an Officer. Patrick Gaugh, depoſed he had ſeen the 
Warrant Signed Wentworth on the top, and a Seal to it; that the Exe 
cution was a conſtant Courſe for contempt, that the Soldiers were inſo- 
lent, that lying upon one Betn, they took other mens Cattel, Burnt part of 
his Houſe, ſold 1 Corn to buy Beer, but there was noſuch liberty given by 
the Warrant.

Patrick Clear depoſed, That Soldiers were laid upon one Agnes White

Nicholas Ardagh depoſed to the ſame efte&, for debt upon a Paper- 
Petition. 

Edmond Bern confirmed the Inſolence of the Soldiers, that he was forced 
to flie into Holland, and loſt 500 1. by this means. 

Robert Kennedy depoled the fame as to Bern, but that my Lord was gone 
to England,rhat he did not ſee the Warrant, but 'wondred at the Courſe, it ha- 
ving never been done ſo before the Lord Strafford's time. 

Mr. Little atteſted for the Earl that He never made any Warrant to 
Pigot or to Savil, nor entred them in his Book, or ever ſaw ſuch Harrant 
or Entre. 

The Lord Ranulagh depoſed, That he had heard ſomething of it upon 
complaint of one Davis,that by combinaticn of the Serjeant and his Adverſary, 
he had Soldiers laid upon him, which he told the ſaid LordRanulagh,was by a 
Warrant Dormant from the Lord-Depaty Wansford.

Tames Naſh depoſed, That in the Caſe of Mac-Carty, my Lord after ob- 
taining two diſmiſſions of the Suit, Decreed for Sir James Craig 5496 l, 
againſt Mac-Carty, and on this Decree an Order to diſpoſſeſs him of all 
his Fathers Eſtate; That Mac Carty Petitioned for Licence to come into 
England, but was denied both by the Lord Deputy and Sir Chriſtopher 
Wainsford. 

Henry Parry depoſed, That his Lord and Maſter the Lord Chancellor 
Ely being committed to the Caſtle of Dublin, the Earl ſent for him,and com- 
manded him to attend the Judges to be Examined about ſome Papers ſeized; 
that he attended 6. dayes, but his Lord having occaſion to make uſe of his 
Friends intereſt, ſent him over into England to Sollicit His Majeſty for 
Relief, that here he was attached by Mr. Secretary Cook's Warrant ; that 
he entred into Bond before he could be diſcharged of the Meſſenger to return 
into Ireland ; That after his Return, he was Fined 5001. and ordered to ac- 
knowledg his Offence at the Board ; and that he was impriſoned and utterly 
ruined ; that his Fine was reduced to 2501, that he paid 184 1. 

Sir Robert Smith depoſed, That having a Command from the Houſe of 
Commons inTreland to come over hither, he was denyed Licence, and a Re-| 
ſtraint was laid upon Shipping upon that account. Mr. Fitzgarret depoſed 
to the ſame Ee 

Then the 1ri/þ Remonſtrance was read, importing the Fears they had 
of the Proclamation, prohibiting their coming to Eng/and to obtain Re- 
dreſs of their Grievances from His Majeſty. 


After ſome Recolle&ion, the Earl made his Defence, That he might

From whence he inferred, That this being required by the Law of the 
Land, by the Requeſt of the Iriſh, according to the Lord Faulkland's former 
1 inſtruttions, and juſtified by the King's Letter, he truſted it would not appear 
to their Lordſhips ſo great a Crime as at firſt it might ſeem.

Mr. Whitlack preſently laid hold'of this, and faid, This juſtifying hw 
Offence againft Law in that Great Preſence, was a great aggravation of his 
Crime. That it is well known a new Oath cannot be impaſed without Aſſent 
in Parliament, it is Legiſlativa Poteſtas; That he obtained the King's 
Letter upon Miſ-information ; As to Steward s Sentence, his fault is the 
greater for drawing others to joyn with him in it. That the Oath injoyned 
in England, ſeems to have followed the Precedent of Ireland ; that thouzh 
Salmon miſtakes the time, he does not miſtake the ſubſtance ; and that 
though my Lord Strafford's Witneſſes do not remember the Words about the 
Scots, it 75 no impeachment of the Witneſſes againſt him, that dc. Con- 
cluding, That thrs adminiſiring an Oath, was aſſuming a Power above Re- 
gal; for this is not penes Poteſtatem'Miniſtri.

For proof, the Earl of 7raquair depoſed, That the Earl ſaid, that the 
Tnreaſonable demands of Subjeits in Parliament, was a ground for the

The Lord Conway depoſed, That in private diſccurſe about the 12, Sub- 
fidies, the Loryl Strafford ſaid words to this Effett, That the King had need, 
and if the Parliament would not ſupply the King, though he hoped th:y 
would, the cauſe being juſt and lawful, the King was juſtified before God and 
man if he ſought means to help himſelf, though it were againſt their Wills. 

Sur Henry Vane depoſed, that the Lord Strafford ſaid, In caſe the Par 
liament tid not ſucceed he would be ready to aſſiit His Majeſty in any other 
way. 
Sir Robert King depoſed to Sir George Ratcliff's words about 30000 
men, and 400000 1, and that the King could not want Money, he had an 
Army. 

The Lord Ranulagh depoſed to the ſame Effe& concerning Sir George 
Radcliff. 

Sir 7ho. Barrington depoſed, That on private diſcourſe about the Par- 
lament, Sir George Wentworth ſaid, The Commonwealth was ſick of Peace, 
and will not be well till it be Conquered again. 

Sir Robert King further ſaid, That the Lord Ranulagh was diſpleaſed at 
Sir George Ratclift's words, conceiving it was an intention to raiſe Money 
forcibly inEngland,avd that they muſt turn their Swords upon them from whom 
they were deſcended, and cut their Throats for their own Safety ; which the 
Earl confirmed, by offering to ſell the ſaid Lord his Eſtate in Ireland, though 
he thought they would be quieter there than in England. From whence the 
Managers inferred his Deſign was againſt England. 

To prove this Deſign, Sir 7ho. Joris depoſed, That he heard my Lord 
Strafford ſay ſomething of the Parliaments forſaking the King. 

"The Earl of Briſtol depoſed, That diſcourfing of the Diſtradtions of the 
Times, the Mutiny of the Soldiers, and Danger o a War with Scotland, he 
Propoſed the Summoning a new Parliament, as the beſt way to prevent thoſe

was intended to raiſe Money by Extraordinary wayes ; but that the Iriſh 
Army was to land in the Weſt of Scotland, and he hath not heard that theſe 
Forces were to be imployed in England to compel or awe the Subjeits to pay 
Taxes impoſed. 

Sir Henry Vane depoſed, That upon debate of the Queſtion, Whether 
Offenſive or Defenſive War, the Earl ſaid, Your Majeity (having tryed 
all wayes, and being refuſed, in caſe of Extream Neceſlity, for the Satety 
of the Kingdom, you are looſe and abſolved from all Rules of Govern- 
ment, you are acquitted before God and Man ; You have an Army in 
Treland, you may imploy it to reduce this Kingdom. But he will not in- 
terpret whether my Lord meant England or Scotland; but afterwards he 
ſaid pofitively to reduce this Kingdom, applying it to England. 


Straflord had a ſtrong Deſign and Endeavour to Subvert the Fundamental 
Laws and Government of England, and to bring in an Army upon us to force 
this Kingdom to ſubmit to an Arbitrary Power.

As v0 the ſecond Meſſage and raiſing a Tax without lawſul Warrant, he 
ſaid, That on Debate of the buſineſs, of 200 preſent, not above 3 or 4 
Diſſented , but that they did totally lay afide the Petition, and gave 
him Commiſſion to ſignifie to his Majeſty how willing they were to contri- 
bute a Months pay to the Train Bands ; which he did faithfully deliver, 


and named divers who gave their conſent who were free from the impu- 
tation of Popery as any in the County. 


ing to the Account his Lordſhip had given,that if he thinks 200 Gentlemen 
Except 4 or 5 he dares ſwear not 10 the whole Vote of the Company war, hat 
it ſhould be delivered according to the ſubſtance of th: Petition, the laſt 
Clauſe left out. 


To this Sir Paul Neal was Examined, Who atteſted it was accord. 


Sir Edward Osborn averred, That all but about Tex did conſent to a] 
Months pay and to leave out the Clauſe, and not above 4 or 5 Gentle-, 
men opened their mouths againſt this conſent in words, their hearts he 
knows not. 

Sir William Pennyman atteſted the fame, And that divers who had 
ſet their hands to the Petition did retratt it, himſelf for one, and ſeve- 
ral Members of the Houſe whom he would name if their Lordſhips 
thought fit , but it was waved, and as Sir Edward Osborn ſaid, 5 
fore the Crowd was ſo great that at the delivery of the Meſſage by my 
Lord to the King he _ not come near to hear, whence my Ind obſerved 
it was not done in a Corner when Perſons of their quality could not come 
near. 

Sir William Savil atteſted the ſame, 4» effett as to retratting the Pe- 
tition,the number of Diſſenters, and that my Lord delivered it in his hearing 
faithfully to his Majeſty, and with much more advantage then the Petition 
was drawn, and that he believes verily a months pay was the intention of 
them all, and where he lived it was paid very willingly and no complaints 
of want of ' Money. Sir William Pennyman, Sir Edward Osborn atteſt- 
ed to that point. 

Sir Edward Rhodes atteſted much to the ſame purpoſe, And that the 
Hall being appointed for the place of Debate of this Aﬀair, My Lord 
Strafford took notice that he was not fairly dealt with to have a Petition | 
| drawn without his conſent and the buſineſs concluded before the time and 
out of the place 55g and that of 3000 Gentlemen he thinks not ſo 
many as 2.0 did diſaſſent. 

Sir Thomas Danby atteſted the ſame, only upon Mr. Maynard's que- 
{tion, Hhether two Soldiers were not hang d for mutinying for want of 
pay? which they would not have done, if they had been well paid, Sir 
Thomas anſwered, he could not ſpeak to that without prejudice to him- 
ſelf he being queftioned for hanging men by Martial Law.

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Sir George Wentworth of Woolley atteſted the ſame, As to retratting the 
Petition, and my Lords delivering it by word of mouth, &c. 

My Lord then proceeded to the matter of Sir William Pennyman's 
Warrant, and declared, 7hat upon the complaint of thoſe who maintained 
the 2. Regiments at Yarum and Richmondſhire, deſiring that common 
Tuſtice might be done in the common misfortune , he did, divers of the 
Lords being at Rippon, humbly preſent to the King and great Council 
of Peers at York, That it was Fuſtice and Reaſon, that the reſt of the 
Countrey ſhould contribute towards the Charge for the - common benefit, or 
elſe ſucceſſively relieve thoſe Regiments; this he moving, his Mayeſty was 
pleaſed to offent and gave direftion he ſhould proceed; upon which he ſaid, 
Then if my Lords approve of it, I ſhall ſee it done acccrdingly. 

That divers of the Lords ſaid Tes, and he took it for granted ; but un- 
derſtanding that ſome of their Lordſhips at Rippon were Iiatisfed that it 
was ſaid to be the Att of. the Great Council, the laſt day they met he gave 
an account of it, and moved the King to know whether the Warrant ſhould 
be recalled, and ſome Lords ſaying the Great Council had no power to Levy 
money ; to which he anſwered, the Warrant was not to levy money, but to 
enjoyn the Parties to do their Duties, or pay the money : at which time the 
King was pleaſed to Command him to go on, and no perſon ſpake to the con« 
trary, which he took for conſent ; that all he got by it was to have his own 
Tenants charged, who otherwiſe would not have paid a Farthing, and that 
it was done for the eaſe of the Countrey, and ſo taken, it being much more 
for their Eaſe to pay that money, then to relieve thoſe Regiments, ſome of 
them being to march 70 Miles, Sir Edward Osborn, Sir William Penny- 
man and Mr. Roger Strickland atteſted this, and that by all parties it was 
look't upon as an Eaſe and Benefit. As for Sir Edward Osborn's Warrant 
and Mr. Y oward's and the Musketteers, he made no Warrant, gave no di- 
rections. 

But he conceives he hath done nothing but what he was impow'red by his 
Commiſſion, a Clauſe of which was, For the better Execution of this our 
Commiſſion, We do further give and grant to you full power and Au- 
thority trom time to time, and at all times at your diſcretion, to com- 
mand and require of and from all our Lieutenants and Deputy-Lieu- 
tenants in our ſeveral. Counties of this our Realm and Dominion of 
Wales, and of and from every or any of them, to ſend to you, or ſuch 
place as you ſhall appoint, ſuch number of able men for War, as well Horſe- 
men as Foot-men in the ſatd Connties reſpetively, or otherwiſe ſufficiently 
Armed and furniſhed, as you in your diſcretion ſhall appoint and re. 
quire. 

And he did not ſend to pay money, but to relieve them by turns ; and if 
they found it for their. Eaſe, they might do their duty, which by Common 
Allegiance is due, or be at the Charge to have it done for them. 

And then he inſiſted upon another Clauſe which is according to the 
Statute of 11.7. 7. in theſe words. 

And further, Our pleaſure is, and we do give and grant for us our 
Heirs and Succeſſors, That whatſoever you, or any other perſon or 
perſons of what degree ſoever, by your Commiſſion, Warrant or Com- 
mand ſhall do by Virtue of this Our Commiſſion or Letters Patents, 
or according to the InſtruQtions aforeſaid, or the purport of this Our 
Commiſſion touching the Execution of the Premiſſes, both you and the 
faid perſons in ſhewing forth theſe our Letters Patents, or theConſtar,or 
Inrollment thereof, thall be diſcharged and acquitted againſt Us, Our

Upon Thurſday the Committee of Managers having declared, that for 
ſome private Reaſons they would wave the Debate of the 28h 
Article ; Sir Walter Earle oftered ſome obſervations upon the 224 Article, 
and deſired to be heard by their Lordſhips, conceiving they would do 
much to ſtrengthen the Evidence, whereby they had endeavoured to 
prove that the Earl of Strafford had real deſigns of Landing the 1ri/þ 
Army in England, in Order to prove what was charged upon him, to 
the ſubduing ofthis Kingdom. Though, as my Author fayes, had Sir 
Walter contulted his own Reputation, which by-ſo weak a Charge ſuf 
fered more then the Earl's, againſt whom it was intended, he might with 
more advaritage -both to himſelf and the cauſe he managed, have better 
ſpared his endeavours. His Reaſons were theſe : 

Firſt, that it appears by the Earl's Commiſſion and Inſtruttionsthat he had 
power to Land his Army either in Wales, or in any part of England 
or Scotland, according to his Diſcretion ; and from thence he inferred, that 
this Clauſe was wholly ſuperfluous, unleſs there had been ſome ſuch Purpoſe or 
Deſign intended Secondly, That two dayes before the Date of the ſaidCommiſſion, 
Letters were diſpatched to the Barks of Bridgwater and Pembroke, from 
Sir Francis Windebank Secretary of State, to affiſt my Lord of Worceſter 
in Levying m_—_ the King's Service, and theſe might well 
to have been intended to joyn with the Iriſh Army upon their Landing, Thirdly, 
That my Lord Ranulagh at the raifing of the Iriſh Army, had expreſſed 
ſome fears of ſuch a defign and Intention, for the imploying of that Army. 
Fourthly, That the Town of Ayre in Scotland, where the Lord Strafford 
pretended to Land the Iriſh Forces, was fortified with Bullwarks, a Gar- 
riſon and a Block-Houſe, which would prohibit his landing there, and that 
the Barr or entrance into the Haven was very dangerous and ſhallow, 
That the Earl of Argyle's bounds were a great way diſtant, and divided

. To this the Earl replied, That his Commiſion was the ſame verbatim, 
with my Lord of Northumberland's for England; that it was drawn up 
by the Council-Board here, and ſent over to him ; ſothat it could be no worſe 
deſign in him then in the Earl of Northumberland, Zord ' General of the 
Engliſh Army, nor any larger Power given him by it then to my Lord 
| Gezeral. That as to the Letters to the Earl's of Pembroke and Bridgwater, 
this was the firſt time, that he ever heard of ſuch Letters, nor did they 
.concern him more then any other Member of the Houſe ; and for my Lord 
' Ranulagh, he was not bound to purge him of all his fears; that he had his

there was never ſuch a thing as a Block-Houſe, nor then any Garriſon at 
Aire; but to remove all Scruples(for indeed theRoad or Landing place is not 
there ſafe ) he declared,that it was his Intention to have Landed ſome Miles 
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above Aire, and to have made himſelf Mater of the Town, and then to have 
made it a Magazine; and for the Earl of Argyle's Bounds, he hoped the 
Gentlemen knew, that they were not to come on foot out of Ireland, but had 
Ships to waft and tranſport themſebves,aud that one of the Earl of Argyle's 
prime Houſes at Roineth, was within ſome few Miles of the ſame Frith, 

The Lord Digby ſeeing Sir Walter Earle on ground, did handſomly 
bring him off, and told the Lords, That all their proofs for that- Article 
were ay}. ready,and that this was only a Superfetation of the Charge,and 


| that in ſuch a matter of Treaſon, they muſt ſometimes content themſelves to 


make uſe of dark Probabilities. 

Mr. Glyz then moved, That the Earl might reſume his Defences and ſumm 
up the Charge, that ſo the Proceſs might be cloſed as to matter oj 
Fatt. 


To which the Earl replyed, That in his Circumſtances all ſlackneſs was 
ſpeed enough ; that the matter touched him narrowly, in no leſs then his 
Life and Eſtate," and which he valued mach above them, his Honour and 
Pofterity, and he confeſſed he had no defire to ride Poſt in an Afﬀair of that 
Nature and Conſequence to him; and that he did werily believe that the 
Gentlemen at the Bar, if they were in his Caſe, would think all the time 
they could obtain little enough, except their greater Abilities and abler 
Fadgments could ſooner diſpatch the matter then he found himſelf able to do: 
py jon Fo he humbly appyyed himſelf to their Lordſbips, that, the Re- 
mainder of that day might be granted him, tv recover his wafted ſtrength, 
and recollet his Thoughts and Spirits,and that to morrow he would make his 
laf# Reply for himſelf. This was oppoſed by the Committee,asvery prejudi- 
<ial, Expenſive of time, and that it was only to ſpin out unneceſſary 
Delayes ; but after above an Hours debate, the Lords thought it con- 
venient to grant his Lordſhip that Liberty,and it was Ordered he ſhould 
appear the next Day. 


Upon Friday morning about 8 of the Clock the Lieutenant of the 
Tower, and the Gentlemen of my Lord's Chamber came to the Hall, 
and gave Information to the Lords upon- Oath, that the Ear} was the 
laſt night taken with a Violent Fit of the Stone, and that it was impoſſi- 
ble for him to make his. appearance, being indeed not able to ſtir out of 
his Bed. | | 

The Commons ſeemed much diſſatisfied at this diſappointment, and 
Mr. Glyn ſaid, That it appeared rather an Effett of Wilfulneſs than Weak- 
weſs ; for otherwiſe he might have ſent a Dr. of Phyſick to teftifie the truth 
of the matter. | 

But the Lord Steward made anſwer , That poſſibly a Dr.could not be 
procured ſo early in the morning, not was it poſſible for any Phyſitian to give 
a certain Judgment concerning, a man's diſability by the Stone, becauſe their 
zs no outward ſymptom that appears. ved | 

Mr. Glyn then moved, That if he did not appear on Saturday morning, 
he ſhould loſe the Privileds of Jpraking any thing further in his own Defence 
| afterwards, and that they might be permitted to proceed. 

The Lord Steward replyed, That the Lords had appointed Four Fl 
their Number, to go to the Tower, and learn the true Cauſe of the Earl's 
ſtay ; and that if by any means he were able, he ſhould be obliged to ap- 
pear this day ; if not, Humanity and Common Equity would excuſe him. 
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The Commons were it ſeems very uneaſy at this delay, tor re 
ſorting to their Houle atter Noon, a Conterence was reſolved upon with 
the Lords, the Heads of which were, 7hat Mr. Pym ſhculd repreſent to 
their Lordſhips the pretiouſneſs of time, conſidering the great neceſitties of 
the Kingdom, how much time hath already been ſpent in this Tryal, and if 
more ſhould, how prejudicial it might prove to the Kingdom; and therefore 
to defire that to morrow may be a peremptory Day for the-Earl to be heard 
if he will come ; otherwiſe that the Committee may procced to the Replt 
cation on the whole matter ; and the Earl to be abſolutely concluded , for 


ſaying any more to the matter of Fact. 


To this the Lords anſwered by Meſſage by Baron Fender and Mr. 
Heath, That they have Conſidered of the Meſſage, and Reſolved, That if 
the Earl of Straftord come tomorrow morning he may proceed according to the 
Former Order ; if he comes not, that then the Commons may proceed to 
Summ up the Evidence as to matter of Fatt, and the Earl of Strafford to 
be concluded as to matter of Fatt. | 

Some Lords went by Order to the 7Zower, who at their return certifi- 
ed, That they found two Phyſitians. with him, of whom they inquired, whe- 
ther the ſlate of his health would without danger of his Lif: permit him to 
appear the next day at the Hall; who informed them, That he had been 
very ill, but yet they judged hemight appear. | 

In the Atternoon a Rumor was ſpread abroad the Town that he was 
Dead ; at which, ſome who were Strangers to his Merit and Innocence, 
ſeemed Exceedingly to rejoyce, ſo ſtrangely doth the Fickle Genius of 
the Populace ſeem ro delight it ſelf with the Calamities and Misfortunes 
even of the greateſt Pertonages, and- whilit weak underſtandings and 
ſtrong Prejudices filled them with Fears, Jealouſics, and apprehenſions 
of Dangers from the Lite of this Noble Innocent, they ſeemed ſo deſi 


] rous of his Death as by their wiſhes to anticipate his Fate. 


Upon Satzrday he appeared at the Bar, expe&ing when he ſhould be 
commanded to ſumm up his Defence in order to the Commons Replicz- 
tion, when Mr. Glyz begun to offer ſome new proof concerning the 2 3d. 
Article; but this the Earl oppoſed alledging the Proceſs was already cl:jed, 
and that by the Order of the Lord's, who had given him notice that he was 
now to pet "is and make his laſt. Defence as to the Charge 'in matter of Fatt, 
or otherwiſe to be concladed. 

Mr. Glyn replied, That the Proceſs was not clo/ed ſo long as the evidence 
was not ſummed up, and that it did not become a Priſoner at the Bar to pre- 


| ſcribe a method to the proceedings of the Commons of England. To this the 


Earl anſwered, That he thought it flood him in hand as nearly to defend his 
life, as it did any perſons to purſue it; Tet he was willing they ſhould 
bring in new Proofs, provided that he were allowed the Liberty to make re- 
plies, and make uſe of fome new Witneſſes in ſome Articles that concerned his 
Tuſtification. 

The Lord Newark upon this conteſt moved that the Lords might

- After near two hours ſtay, the Lord's returned, and the Lord Steward 
commanded the Order, which they had agreed upon, to be read; which 
was to this effect. 

That it was granted to the Committee for the Commons to bring in new 
Proof concerning the 23d Article, ſo they conceived in Juſtice they could wot 
deny the Lord Strafford liberty to make his reply and examin Witneſſes ; 
and that if they were ready he Pould produce them; And that if they went to no 
other Articles, neither ſhould his Lordſkip; Fut if they did, that then he 
might have the ſame freedom according to Common Juſtice to offer what he 
bad further to any other Articles, 

The Committee conſtrued the Order in favour of themſelves, and de- 
clined all the other Articles except the 2 34,concluding,that the Earl was 
reſtrained by it from all Articles but that. On the other fide he ſaid, That 
he conceived the Order was for bim, and that fince they had pict't out their 
Article it was againſt Common Equity totye up his hands, and not admit of 
a Common Rule for them both. 

They replyed, That when that Article was proſecuted, they had reſer- 
ved their further Witneſs till another time. He anſwered, That he had 


[Ireland being /o ſhort, To which they returned, That the Fuſe had 


for theirs. | 
. Upon this new Conteſt, the Lords adjourned again to their ownHouſe, 
and after two Hours hot Debate between themſelves, they returned, 


ſhould wave the new proofs, and go immediately to what follows in the 
Proceſs; or Secondly, if they declined that, the Lord s conceived themſelves 
common Judges to both, and ſo would not deny the Lord of Strafford the 
liberty of pitching upon what Articles he pleaſed asthey had. done; or 
Thirdly, That both of them ſhould name their Witneſſes inſtantly at the 
Bar. « | 

At this the Commons. ſhewed great diſſatisfa&tion, yet they deſired 
the Earl to name his Witneſſes, if he would receive any benefit of the Order. 
He anſwered, That he would nominate after them in regard they were firſt 
in the Order. They replyed, That the knew their Article, they did not 
know bis; He ſaid he would bring F poacy about the 2. 5. 13. and 15. 
Articles, and deſired, that they would proceed to the Nomination. Burt 
they told him, 7hey could not ſubmit to the Order without the advice of 
the whole Houſe. | 

Then ſuddenly a mighty Noiſe followed of the whole Houſe of 
Commons,alling out Withdraw Withdraw; which they did with thoſe 


Houſes broke up without ſo much as adjourning theCourt,or appointing | 
the next time of Meeting ; nothing but anger and reſentment ſeemed | 
to ſit upon mens faces, and a certain diſmal ExpeCtation of the Effe&ts 
of a for wanker State. 

The Violent men of the Houſe of Commons who Proſecuted the 
Earl, began now to apprehend they might meet with a Diſſappoint. 
ment in their Expectations, and that the Earl did not ſtand ſo Crimi- 
nal in the apprehenſions of the greateſt part of the Lords , as they 
had endeavoured to render him, but that ſome Beams of Innocence be- 


gan to ſhine from him,cven under the black Clouds which they had raiſed 
| againſt 
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«yainit his Reputation ; and judging after all this Noiſe of High Treaſon 
Which they had raiſed, and which filled the moſt obſcure Corners of the 
Nation,& was become the great expectation of the World, that if he ſhould 
come to be cleared by tlie tuffrage of his Peers, not only his Glory and 
Reputation would appear more bright, by ſo black a foil, but their Re- 
putation and Intereſt muſt for ever ſet and fink in the Opinion of the 
vulgar, who are apt roMeaſure ACtions by their ſucceſs; and Conſequently 
that this would give ſuch a blow to their yet Infant Deſigns, as muſt 
render them aborrive in their very Embrie;therefore no ſooner were they 
retired in the forementioned diſorder and heat,but they fell upon a new 
Method to effe& the Ruin of this Great Man. That which they preten- 
ded was deſigned to be offered as further proof of the 234 Article, and 
wherein they thought the Lords had not done them Juſtice, was 
a certain Paper which Sir Henry Yane Jun. pretended to bave found in his 
Father's Cabinet,being aN te or ſhartMemoires,of what paſſed at a Junto 
of the private Committee for the Scotch affairs, charging the Earl of 
Strafford,LordArch-biſhop ofCaxterbury and LordCottingtox with an inten- 
tion then mentioned of bringing in the 7-iſb Army, and full of pernicious 
counſell to the King, and ſhnderous words again {t the Commons in the 
laſtParliament. This pretious Relique Sir Henry diſcovered to Mr. Pym, 
whereupon a Bill of Attainder, which Mr. Pym had ready tor the Pur: 
poſe was immediately voted to be read, and fo eager were they upon 
the Chace, that contrary to Parliamentary Cuſtom and Reaſon, which 
in things of moment ought to govern by that ſtanding Rule, Deliberar- 
dum ejt diu quod ſtatuendum eſt ſemel, it received a ſecond reading. 
| Sunday now proved no day of reſt, the concerned were buſie to 
ſpread terrors and affrightments in the minds of thePeople,all the diſcourſe 
was ofthe Breach like to enſue between the Two Houſes, and licentious 
Tongues were not ſparing to declare; 7hat fince the Zouſe of Commons 
had woted the Bill of Attainder, they would alſo declare all his adherencs 
Traitors. 

Many big words were ſpoken, and it was reported that ſome of the 

| Nobility ſhould fay, That it was unnatural to have the Head governed by 
the Members; that they hated Rebellion no leſs than Treaſon ; hat the ſame 
Eloodwhich Ennobled their Anceſtors,run alſo in their Veins, and they would 
wever permit themſelves to be ſuppreſſed by a popular Faftion. 
And certainly many of the Lords began to ſee through theDiſguiſe,anc 
that they could- not Condemn the Earl of S:rafford in the Legal way of 
Procedure upon Conftru@ive,or as it was then called,accumulative Trea- 
ſon, butthey muſt let looſe fuch a furious Lion as would devour them, 
and their Poſterity ; and this was the fear of the Earl's Enemies, for had 
it come toa Period upon the Trial, . it was the General belief he would 
uppnithe Honour of the Peerage have been found Not Guilty.

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dence, as the Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons ſhould do theirs, for © 


ſtand what was expetted from him, and whether new matter might be alledged 
on either fide 2 The Lord Steward replying, 7hat if there be any 


That he was in all things ready to manifeſt his Obedjence to their Lordſhips, 
and will offer no new matter unleſs it ariſe fromthe other ſide. . 
And then he proceeded to ſumm up his Evidence as followeth. 


May it pleaſe your Lordſhips. 

T. falls to my turn, by your Lordſhips leave and favour, to preſume to put 
you in'mind, and to repreſent to you, the Proofs, as they have bcen offered, 
which I ſhall do to the beſt of my Memory, with a great deal of Clearneſs. 

I ſhall deſire ta repreſent them neither better nor worſe, then they are in them- 
ſelves, and, 1 wiſh, the like Rule may be obſerved on the other fide ; For, in the 
proceeding of this Cauſe, I heard them alleadge, that, as they conceived, divers 
Articles were fully proved ; Whence I conceive;there was nothing fully Proved. 
,. My Lords, my Memory is weak, my Health hath been impaired,and I have not 
had foch quiet thoughts, as I deſired to have had, in a buſineſs of ſo great and 
weighty importance to me: And therefore I ſhall moſt humbly beſeech your 
Lordſhips, that by your Wiſdom, your Juſtice and Goodneſs, I may be ſo much 
bound to you, as to have my Infirmities ſupplyed by your better Abilities, better 
Judgments, and better Memories. s 

My Lords, The Charge I am to Anſwer, is a Charge of High-Treaſon; and, 
that which makes ic the moſt grievous of all,it is an Im ent of Treaſon from 
the Honourable Houſe of Commons : Were not that in the Caſe, my Lords, it 


| would not preſs ſo heayy and ſore upon me, as now it doth, having the Autho- 


rity and Power of their Names upon 1t ; Otherwiſe, my Lords, the Innocency,and 
the Clearneſs of my own heart trom ſo Foul a Crime, is ſuch, that I. muſt with 
Modeſty ſay, if I had no other fin to anſwer for, it would be eaſily born. 

My Leeds as I went along Article by Article, Theſe Gentlemen. were pleaſed 
to ſay, They wete no Treaſdns in themſelves, but Conducing to the Proof of 
Treaſon : and, moſt of the Articles being gone over, they come to the Point at 
laſt. And hence, my Lords, I have all along watched, to ſee if that I:could find

difference between Miſdemeanors, and between relonies and Treaſons ; How is it 
poſſible that ever Miſdemeanors ſhonld make Felonies, or a hundred Felonies/ make 
a Treaſon ?

- where there is not a Principal in the Caſe? No Treaſon, I hope, ſhall be found

They ſay well, That if a man be taken threatning of a man to kill him, Con- 
ſpiring his death, and with a Bloody Knife in his hand, theſe be great Argu- 
ments to convince a man of Murder. - But then, under fayour, the man muſt 
be killed ;; for, if the man be not killed, the murder is nothing. So; all theſe

: My Lords, I have learnt that in this Caſe, which I did not. know before, that 
there be Treaſons of two kinds ; there be Statute-Treaſons, there be Treaſons | 
at.

My Lords, I confeſs it ſeems very ſtrange to me, that there being a ſpecial |

in regard he is of another Body : So that, my Lords, I do acknowledge entirely, 
you are my Judges, and do, with all chearfulneſs in the World, ſubmit my ſelf 
unto you; thinking, that I have great cauſe to give God thanks, that I have you 
for my Judges, and, God be praiſed it is ſo; and, Celebrated be the Wiſdom 
of our Anceſtors that have ſo ordained it. 

* My Lords, I ſhall obſerve theſe Rules ; Firſt, I ſhall (as I hop? ) clear my ſelf 
of Statute Treaſon, and then ſhall come to Conſtructive Treaſon, or Treaſon at 
the Common-Law. | | 

The firſt point they Charge me withal of Treaſon, is upon the Fifteenth Ay- 
ticle;, Wherein nevertheleſs, before 1 come to Anſwer the particulars, I muſt hum- 
bly inform your Lordſhips,that, in that Arr:cle, two of the moſt material Charges 
are waved in the firſt part z that piece of the Charge that ſounds fo, high, con- 
cerning a Miſcarriage in me, in Levying Money upon the Town of Baltemore, Ban- 
denbridge, Talow, of that I hear nothing, andI ſhall mention it only thus farr, 
humbly to remember your woo gy that, in that particular, I truſt I have ſpo- 
ken nothing, that ſhould merit leſs belief of your Lordſhips : For my part, it is 
far from me, to put you upon any prejudice, by any means whatſoever ; I look 
onely to the preſerving of my ſelf, if it may be wirhout prejudice and hurt to any 
living Soul. . 

Then they likewiſe wave another picce of the Charge, and that is,that I ſhould, 
by force of Arms, diſpoſſeſs divers perſons in the Territory of 1dengh ; and well 
they may , for, in truth, there is nothing at all of it that I am to Anſwer, it being 
wholly done by the Order of Chancery,and I having no more todo with it,than a- 
ny man that hears it : the Matter that ſtays with me in this Article, is, the al- 
leadged Warrant to Mr. Savill Serjcant at Arms, and the Execution of it, for 
har ſhall humbly beſcech your Lordſhips,I may mind you,with all humility,that 
that Warrant is not ſhewed ;, and, Ido think, that my Lords the Judges do, in 
the Tryals before them, obſerve, that Deeds are to prove themſelves in ordinary 
Tryals, betwixt Men and Men; Now, how much more in a Tryal for life, and, 
which is more than that (though my Misfortune will have me to own it) in the 
Tryal ofa Peer ? 

The Witneſſes, my Lords, ſay, They have ſeen ſuch a Warrant ; But, no 
Witneſs ſayes, he knows it, and will Swear it tobe my Hand and Seal ; or, that 
I ſet my Hand or Seal to it; for, it may be Counterfeited, for any thing they 
know. 

For Mr. Savill, upon Oath, 1 thought (under Favour) he ought not to be ad- 
mitted againſt me ; for, he Swears direCtly to juſtife himſelf : for if there be no 
ſuch Warrant, he is anſwerable for the Fact, not I. But, my Lords, admit there 
were ſuch a Warrant, I humbly conceive, I gave your Lordſhips a very clear and 
full Anſwer to it; 1 ſhewed you (and proved it, as I conceive ) that- the Seſling of 
Soldiers hath been a Coercive means uſed in Ireland always, to enforce obedience 
to the King's Authority ; I proved it to have been uſed, to fetch in the King's 
Rents ofall kinds, Contributions, Compoſitions, and Exchequer Rents, I proy- 
ed it to have been uſed, to bring in Oftenders and Rebels, and (as my Lord Ra- 
nalagh depoſcs) for any Unjuſtihable Act. Sir Arthur Terringham, for a ſmall 
Debt, which appears not to be the King's Debt ; My Lords, nothing at all is pro- 
ved againſt it, but Negatively, the Witneſles fay, they did not know ſuch a thing, 
they had not heard the like ; and, I think, none of your Lordſhips had, before 
this Cauſe; and yet that thing might be roo. 

And, my Lords; I beſeech your Lordſhips, How ſhould it be not Treaſon, to 
Aſſeſs Soldiers for the King's Debts, and yet the Aſſeſſing of Soldiers, on the 
Contempt of the King's Authority, ſhould be Treaſon ? for certainly the King's 
Authority is of far more Dignity, and more reſpect is to be had to it, then the 
"getting of a few poor Debts ; and, why it ſhould be Treaſon in one Caſe, and 
| not 1n another, methinks it is very ſtrange. 

My Lords in the next placel conceive , not in that any Conſtructian this can be 
faid to be a Levying of War againſt the King and hisPeople, being but the Imploy- 
ment of two or three Soldiers, to procure obedience to His Majeſtie*s Govern- 


_ TIA (as I conceive likewiſe) du Commiſkon to make War as I ſaw 
ol, 1I,

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Cauſe, for puniſhing the Rebels, and ſecuring the Publick Peace ; and therefore, 
How can be charged with that I have power to do? 

The worſt that can be made of it, 1s, an abſurd execution of a Power ; but, to 
make it Treaſon when I had Commiſſion and Liberty ſo to do, methinks that is 
very hard : And, it was no abſurd execution of a Power, under fayour neither, 
when I had the Precedent of all the former Deputics and Lieutenants in the 
Caſe. "WP 

My Lords, it was never Complained of all the while 1 was there, for ought 
appears to your Lordſhips ; fo, that it ſeems there was no great lanoyation, nor 
Inconvenience, for, if there were, I ſhould have heard of ir. 

But, the Statute 11. E. 1. c4.7. ſets a penalty upon any Subject, that ſhall Aſ- 
feſs without the Deputies Authority. Now I do moſt humbly beſeech your Lord- 
ſhips, that you would be pleaſed to remember that, and let me know how it 
ſhould be but Penal in a Common perſon to do it, and yer Treaſon in a 

ty « 
My Laids, I ſhall likewiſe humbly mind your Lordſhips of the Statute, or 
rather two Statutes, as I take it, whereby 1 conceive this Statute, that made 
a Treaſon in Ireland was repealed ; But, howſovever, the praCtice in all time 
hath gone quite contrary to that Statute, and the beſt Interpretation of Law is the 
Practice of Law ; and therefore the Practice having been otherwiſe, it is an Ar- 
gument very ſtrong and prevalent, that the Deputy as Chief Governour, was 
never intended to be Concluded within that Act, nor never to be brought in by 
General Words onely. 

And.that this ſhould be a Levying ofWar againſt the King,within tbe Statute of 
25 E. 3. in England, ſurely I conceive it cannot be ; for, the Burning of Towns, 
the Taking of Forts, Killing and Slaying, that I conceive to be Levying of War ; 
but, this is a ſtrange Levying of War, with two or three Soldiers to reſt in 
Peace and Quietneſs, eating on Contemners only ( and not Killing and Slaying ) 
and all ro procure Obedience to the King, . not in Liſobedience to his Command, 
If to lie upon them and eat, be High-Treaſon, in this Caſe, What ſhall become 
of a great Company of good Fellows, that at this time eat at the Charge of the 
Country * 

No, My Lords ; This, in the Caſe of a private Man,had been but a Forcible 
Entry, or a Ryort at the moſt, ifa man haddone the ſame thing Mr. Savil did 


- 


and, How ſhall this be in my Caſe High-Treaſon ? 

The next Charge, in that Caſe, 1s, concerning a Warrant to one Pipgor, 
another Serjeant at Arms,and the great and crying Miſcarriages and Miſimploy- 
ments of ſuch a Warrant, if there had been any,it was when 1 ( as your Lordſhips 
may pleaſe to remember ) was out of Ireland, and that was the Caſe of Bern, a 
very Foule Miſdemeanor, as it proved. Bur, My Lords, I being out of the King- 
dom, and no ſuch Warrant ſhown, I conceive I am abſolutely diſmiſſed as unto 
that, and have nothing to anſwer for it : there was nothing done while I was 
in the Kingdom : there is no Warrant of mine ſhown : therefore, .I conceive, 1 
ſtand clear of that likewiſe. 

But admit there was ſuch a Warrant, the Anſwer goes to that as to the teſt ; 
and certainly, I hope, will fully acquit me of this Fifteenth Article, as Trea- 


fon; And fo muſt, in humility, ſubmit to your Lordſhips wiſer and berter 
Judgments. 

The next Statute-T reaſon, is an Intendment, or Deſign, or what you will 
haveit, for bringing over the Jr:iſþ Army into this Kingdom, to reduce it, 
- to do I know not what, nor I think nobody elſe, for there is no ſuch 
thing. | 

But, My Lords, for proof in this Caſe, you have two offered there, and no 
more, under favour, atall : the firſt proof 1s the Fears and Doubts of my Lord 
Ranulagh, that tells you, he Fears fuch a thing, and Doubts ſach a thing. My 
Lords, if Fears and doubts may be ſufficient ro Condemn me for Treafon, By my 
Faith, I fearz and Doubt very much, theſe Fears and Doubts might Accuſe me, 
and Condemn me of Treaſcn more then once a Year ; But, my Lords, his Fears 
and Doubts, he may keep to himſelf, 1 hope they ſhall not be brought any way to 
the prejudice of me ; Iam, I thank God, both confident and knowing there is 


no {uch thing. The

of his own Authority, without the Deputy, it had been but a Force and Ryor; 
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The next is the Teſtimony of Mr. Treaſurer Vane ; and, the Words Mr. Trea- 
ſurer doth Witneſs againſt me in that particular, are, as | conceive, theſe ; that 
| ſhould ſay ta His Majeſty, in an Argument concerning an Ottenſive or Defenſive 
War with Scotland ; Your Majeſty hath trycd all wayes, and are refuſed, and, in 
this cxtream neceſlity, for the ſafety of the Kingdom, and Your People, You may 
imploy the /r;ſh Army to reduce this Kingdom. 

My Lords, To this I ſay, that ( under favour ) Mr. Treaſurer was in this (me- 
thoughts ) a little Dubious; he was ſomething doubtful; for, at the firit, he 
told your Lordſhips, he would deal plainly and clearly with you; that he knew 
before whom he ſpoke : and then, my Lords, itwas but to the beſt of his Re- 
membrance, that theſe, and theſe words were ſpoken. Art the laſt, my Lords, 
being put to it more, he was pleaſed to ſay, that theſe werepolitively the words, 
or ſomething to that effe&t: So,my.Lords,here is but a dubious and uncertain Wit- 
neſs, under favour, and theſe profeſſions of his ſpeaking clearly and plainly, and 
of his Conſideration before whom he was ( which are ſomething unuſual Clauſes 
to Men,that come to Swear upon Oath make me conceive him ſomething Dubious 
in this point. 

Secondly, My Lords, he isa ſingle Witneſs, and not only ſo, but, under favour, 
diſfavowed by all the reſt that were preſent at the Council; My Lord of Noy- 
thumberland remembred no ſuch thing ; My Lord Marqueſs of Hamilton remembred 
no ſuch thing ; My Lord Treaſurer remembred no ſuch thing ; my Lord Coe- 
tington is very well aſſured he ſaid no ſuch thing, for if he had, he ſhould havye ta- 
ken offence at it himſelf, which he never did. 

My Lords, in the Third place, He is pleaſed to mention, That it was in a 
Debate, Whether an Offenſive or Defentive War? and, that then I ſhould ſay, 
The King had an Army in Ireland, &c. My Lords, it falls out in time, to be as 1 
conceive, about the 5 th of e ay laſt,not many dayes ſooner or later,the Army of 
Ireland was not raiſed till June following.So it ſeems,l ſhould rell the King a great 
untruth ; that he had an Army in Irelavd,owhich he might imploy for His Service, 
before that Army was raiſed; for,it is a notorious _ and any of that Coun- 
try knows, that the Army was not raiſed till the Fifteenth of Fane as I re- 
member, 

La#tly, in farther taking away of this Teſtimony, I have proved it, by a great 
many Witneſſes, beyond all exception, that there was never any ſuch intendment 
of the bringing this Army into England , nay, that the D:ſign was quite other- 
wiſe ,, and this hath been apparently cleared before”your Lordſhipe, By the Teſti- 
mony of my Lord of Noaldatand, Marqueſs of Hamilton, Sir Thomas Lucas, 
and Mr. Slingsby , And might have bzen further juſtif®d, by the Teſtimony of 
my Lord of Ormond Preſident of e Hunſter,and Sir Fohn Burlace, Maſter of the Ord- 
nance in 1reland, if they had been here to have been produced : So that all theſe 
laid together, the we ws clear proof on my part, the producing of a ſingle 
Witneſs, which, by the Proviſoof 1 Edw. 6. cannot riſe in Judgment againſt any 
man for High-Treaſon. I truſt, all theſe laid together, 1 ſhall appear to your 
Lordihips clear and free from theſe two points, whereupon they enforce me to be 
within the compaſs of Treaſon by the Statute alleadged. | 

The Third Treafon that is laid to my Charge, is upon the 27th Article, where 
Four Muſquettiers being ſent to Egron,by Sergeant Major Yaworth, to call for their 
Eight pence a day, is preſt upon me, as a Levying of War upon the King and His 
People, and to be High-Treaſon upon the Statute of 25 E. 3. 

Theſe be wonderful Wars, if we have no greater Wars then ſuch, as four men 
are able to raiſe, by the Grace of God we ſhall not ſleep very unquictly. But, How 
do they prove this to be done by me ? they produce to your Lordihips the Warrant 
of Sir William Pennyman ; but, had no Warrant at all of mine to ſhew, 

Sir Wilkam Pennyman doth not alledge any Warrant of mine to that purpoſe; 
he ſpeaks of a General Warrant, wherein I and the Deputy-Licutenants joyn, 
for the paying of the Fortnights pay, as they call it, and that is very true ; bur, 
that I ſhould give Warrant to Levy by Soldiers, no ſuch thing is proved ; no ſuch 
thing is ſhewed z no ſuch thing is alleadged by Sir William Pernyman, that beſt 
knew it; and, ſhould do it in his own Juſtification, if there were ſuch a thing : 
but, on the other ſide, I muſt humbly beſeech-your Lordſhips, to mind you what a 
clear and full proof I made thereof to you, till you were weary, though, I think, I 
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I could have continued it a year longer if need had been, that there was nothing 


done by me in the Levying of the firſt Months pay, or the ſecond Fortnighrs pay, 


| but with full conſent of the Country, nothing being of Conſtraint,nothing being 


of force put upon them. 

The Second Point was a Warrant ſhewed to your Lordſhips, or at leaſt pre- 
tended from Sir Edward Osborne the Vice-Prefident, wherein he charges them to 
obey and perſae the ſubſtance and direftion of his Warrant, on pain of Death ; 
and this muſt likewiſe be laid to me: My Lords, I confeſs | have faults enough, 
more than a good many,: though I truſt neither ſo crying nor grievous, as ſome 
would pretend them to be ; bur, Faults I haye, more then too many, I need not 
take nor add to my ſelf other Mens ; but, whether this be a Fault or no, I cannot | 
undertake to Judge. But certainly, 1 am inno Fault : for, I was at when 
this Warrant iſſued from Mr. Vice-Preſident; and, 1 dare ſay, he is a Gentle- 
man ſo worthy and noble, and fo great a Lover of Truth, that let him be examin- 
ed upon Oath, if he ſball nor abſolutely clear me from Privity or DireCtion of it, 
I fo much rely on him, that I will be thought Guilry before your Lordſhips tor 


{ this Charge: Now, my Lords, having gone over all that firſt part, which 1 


thought fir to apply my ſelf ro, and that is Statute-T reaſon, There is no Statute- 
Treafons in the whole Charge, nor colour or pretence thereof, ſave onely that 
of Newcaftle which was waved. 

In thefe, my Lords, I hope I am clear before your Lordſhips ; and, furel am, 
they give me little difquier, for, in good faith, I am clear in my own poor 
Judgment. . | 

—_ comes in the ſecond Condition of Treaſon in the Charge, and that is 
Conſtruttive Treaſon ; and, it is laid down 1n the firſt Arricle of the General 
Charge. 

For. my Lords, I muſt tell you, the Firſt Articles, exhibited, are Grounds and 
Foundations whereupon the reſt are gathered, and ro which they reſort and ap- 
ply themfelves ſeverally. 

I do conceive my ſelf, in a manner, by themſelves, clear of ſeyen of theſe,for, 
they have, in a manner, relinquiſhed Five of them ; So that the Firſt Article is 
the main Article whereupon I muſt be touched, and that is laid in the Charge 
thus : That I have Trayterouſly endeavoured to ſubvert the Fundamental Laws 
and Goyernment of the Realms of England and Ireland ;, and have, by Trayterous 
Words, Councils, and Actions, declared the fame; and have adviſed His Majeſty 
ro Compel his Subjects, to ſabmir thereunto by force. | 

My Lords, 1 muſt confeſs 1 have many times with my ſelf conſidered with 
wonder, at the Wiſdom of our Anceſtors, that fer the Pillars of this Monarchy 
with that fingular Judgment and Providence, that I have ever obſerved, that ſo 
oft as either the Prerogative of the Crown, or Liberty of the Subject, Eccleſiaſtc- 
cal or Temporal Powers exceed thoſe modeſt bounds fer and appointed for them, by 
the fobriety and moderation of former times, the exerciſe of it over-turn*d to 
the Prejudice and to the Detriment of the Publick Weale ; all the Strings of this 
Government and Monarchy have been fo perfetly tuned through the $kill and at- 
tention of our Fore-Fathers, that if you wind any of them any thing higher, or 
let them lower, you ſhall infallibly interrupt the ſweet accord, that ought to be 
entertained of King and People. 

Wirth this Opinion I had the honour to ſit many years in the Commons Houſe ; ; 
and, this Opinion I have carry'd along with me exaCtly and intirely for Fourteen 
Years in the King's Service; ever Reſolving in my heart Stare ſuper vias antiquas, | 
to promote, with equal care, the Prerogative of the Crown, and the Liberty of 
the Subject, to Introduce the Laws of England into Ireland, ever ſetting before 
my ſelf a Joynt and Individual well-being of King and People (for either they 
| muſt be both or neither) which made my Misfortune the greater to be now in my 
Gray Hairs charged, as an under-worker againſt that Government, a Subverter 
of that Law I woſt affefted, and a Contriver againſt that Religion, to the truth 
whereof 1 would Witneſs by the Seating of it with my Blood. 


My Lords, As to the latter part, concerning my Religion, they have quitted 
me; and I have nothing to anſwer to thar, becauſe itis waved; and, I truft, my 


Lords, 1 ſhall clear my felf in the firſt part, concerning my being a Snbvyerter of 
| | the 
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the Fundamental Laws, that I ſhall ſtand clear to your Lordſhips Judgments in 16a1 
that Caſe. AA) | 

My Lords, This Subverſion muſt be by Words, by Councils, and by Attions 
in Jreland and in England. 

My Lords, I ſhall firſt give J% an Accompt of the words , wherewithal I am 
Charged forth of Ireland; and, the firſt words are in the Third Arricle, where I 
am Charged to have ſaid, That Ireland is a Conquered Nation, and that the K ing 
may. «0 with them as he pleaſeth. And, to the City of Dublin, That their Charters 
are nothing worth, and bind the King no farther than he pleaſeth. Theſe are the words 
Charged. | 

My Lords, methinks it 1s very ſtrange, under favour, that this can be made an 
Inducement to prove this Charge, becaufe I ſaid, That Ireland is a Conquer'd | 
Nation, therefore 1 endeayour to ſubvert the Fundamental Laws when 1 ſpeak 
the Truth, for certainly it is very true, it was fo, | 
' My Lords, under favour, I remember very well, there was as much ſaid here 
at this Bar, ſince we began ;, and yet I dare well Swear, and acquit him that ſpake 
it, from intending to Subyert the Laws. 

For, my Lords, you were told, and told truly, That Ireland was a Conquered 
Nation, and that it was Subordinate to England, (and, God forbid that ir ſhould be 
otherwiſe) axd that they have received Laws from the Conqueror. 

My Lords, the words teſtified by my Lord Gormonſtone and Xilmalock, to be 
ſpoken, are not the words wherewith I am charged, an fo, under fayour, I con- 
ccive, cannot be brought to my prejudice, as to this Tryal, ard they are words 
| that are denied by me. | 

For my words concerning their Charters, your Lordſhips remember very well, 
I doubt not, wherefore | ſaid they were void , For their miſuſe of them, and thar 
I told them ſo, not with the intent to overthrow their Patents, or Charters, but 
to make them more conformable to thoſe things, that the State thought fit, for 
encreaſe of Religion and Trade,and encouraging and bringing Erzliſh into that 
"Town; And, that it was meant ſo, and no otherwiſe : Whatſoever was ſaid, it 
appears by this, their Charters were never touched nor infringed, nor medled 
withal by me, during the time I was in that Kingdom ; ſo that words ſo ſpoken, 
and to ſuch a purpoſe, that they ſhould go to prove ſuch a Concluſion, I conceive 
there is great difference betwixt thoſe Premiles, and that Concluſion. | 


| The next Charge for words in Jreland, is in the Feurth Article, where I am 
Charged to have {cid, That I would neither have Law, nor Lawyers Diſpute or ©ne- 
ſtion my Orders : and, that I would make the Earl of Cork, and all Ireland kyow, 
That as long as I had the Government there, any Aft of State ſhould be as binding to 
the Subjetts of that Kingdom, as an Att of Parliament. 
\ My Lords, I humbly beſeech your Lordſhips to give me leave to ſay for my 
{clf, rhat theſe words of the Charge are only ſworn by my Lord of Corke, and 
n2 man elſe- and, his Lordſbip appeared alittle miſtaken the other day in one 
point, on the Reading of an Order. of the Council-Board, for ſo it 2pp=ars, as 
| conceive ; ſo that for one ſingle Witneſs, and he the Party Aggrieved by theſe 
words, to be the Man that mult convince me, I conceive your Lordſhips will not } 
think that to ſtand with the ordinary Rules of Proceeding. 

For the reſt, to ſay Aﬀs of State #n Ireland ſhould be binding, ſo long as they 
are not contrary to Law, | confeſs I then conceived it had bzen no Offence, for 1

In ſeven years time, 1 ſay, theſe are all the words brought to my Charge : and, 
in truth, 1 conceive, a wiſer Man then my ſelf might be forgiven for one Error, 
or ſlip of his Tongue of that Nature in a years time, ſecing it 1s no greater 
| mea ſure, God be praiſed, than theſe zre. My 
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| % - The next Article then that I am charged withal for words, is the ſecond Ar- 
ticle, and theſe are the words that I ſhould ſay, concerning the Finger and the

My Lords, theſe being the words that paſſed from me in Ireland, there are 0- 
ther words that are charged upon me,to have been ſpoken in Erglazd ;, bur it your 
Lordſhips will give me leave( though perhaps in no very good method ) I ſhall 
not fail to touch firſt or laſt, the words in every Article. 


My Lords, I may alledge much new matter, but I will obſerve your Lordſhips 
Order punCtually,by the Grace of God,for what I may fay in that caſe,if it mighr 
be admucrted, I keep it ro my ſelf; but rhe truth is, they that do prove the words 
to be thus, That 1 would make the little finger of the Law,heavier then the King*s Loins; 
they do not tell you the occaſion ot the Speech, or what went before, or whar 
after ; for my Lords, if they had told the occaſion (which methinks they ſhould 
as well have remembred as the words) it would plainly and clearly have appzared 
ro your Lordſhips, that Sir William Pennymar's Teſtimony was moſt true, for 
the occaſion was ſuch, that to have ſaid thoſe words, had been to have ſpoken 
againſt that to which I intended the diſcourſe ; but ſpeaking them as I faid, ir 
makes very ſtrong for that purpoſe, to which 1 direfted them ; .which was to ap- 
peaſe the Counttey, and quiet the Diſcontents ; for having been double charged

My Lords, you have Sir William Pennymar”s Teſtimony, that it was ſo, and 
my profeſſion ; who ( under favour ) par 
I proteſt before God, that I ſay, 1 verily believe, or elſe I will never ſpeak it 
indeed, and there itis they have proved it tohave been {aid one way, weanother 
way,we give the occaſion of our Speech,and diſavow theirs,and ſo we muſt leaye 
it ; and howſoever, theſe words ſo ſpoken, can never be drawn ( as I humbly 
conceive ) as Premiſes to prove their Concluſions, that therefore 1 am guilty of 
High Treaſon, they have made me .guilty of a fooliſh word, and that 1 confeſs, 
ad if they pleaſe, I will confeſs ir all the day long ; for I have been fooliſh all 
the days of my life, and I hope hereafter I ſhall look unto my ways, that I offend 
not with my Tongue, for if 1 cannot rule it abroad, I will rule it within doors, 
elſe I will never ſtirr abroad, but bound it ſo to my own buſineſs and affairs, that 
I truſt 1 ſhall give no offence. 


The next Article that chargeth me with words, is the 22d Article, and theſc be

T he next is the Teſtimony of my Lord Conway, and the words that his Lord- 
ſhip teſtifies are theſe ; .That in caſe the King would not be otherwiſe ſupplyed by Sub- 
ſidies, he might ſeek, means to help himſelf, though it were againſt the will of his Subjc&@s, 
Truly, my Lords, if I ſhould acknowledge theſe words, I do not ſee how they can 
be any way Capital in my caſe; but this again is but a ſingle Teſtimony, and 
there is no other that ſays it bur himſelf, and if there be a good ſenſe given to 
them, certainly the words may very well bear it, for | think it is a very natural 
motion for any man to preſerve himſelf,though ir be to the diſliking of another; 
and why a King ſhould not do it as well as a Subject, it is ſuch a prerogative of 
Kings, as LI never yet heard of ; for I thought, though they had been Gods on 
earth, yet they are men, and have affections as men, and ſhould preſerve them-

But my Lords.all theſe come very far ſhort, to prove the words of the Charge, 
and this ( under fayour ) is all the proof as 1 have taken, thatI ſhould ſay theſe 
words before the Parliament.

My Lords, mine Anſwer ( under fayour ) to thoſe words, with your Lordſhips 
Noble permiſſion, mult be thus, That they are no way proved in the moſt mate- 
rial part of them,by any Teſtimony that hath been offered, I ſhall,as near as I can, 
repeat the proofs that were offered on this point ( for theſe Articles were 
wenges in tour or five together , ) butl ſhall apply the proofs ſeverally and 
diſtintly. 

The Teſtimony firſt given, was the Teſtimony of the Lord of Br:#0l, wherein 
his Lordſhip ſays, That in a diſcourſe, there was difference betwixt his Lordſhip 
and me, in ſome Tenents of ours. Ta whichl anſwered the other day ; that in 
diſcourſe we ſpeak not always the things we think, but many times to gain from

and deſire tobe judged according to that. 

My Lord went further, and ſays, I ſhould fay that the King was not to be 
maſtered by the frowardneſs, ar diſaffeftion of ſome particular men, and conceives 
it be meant of the Parliament. | 

My Lords, I fay ( under favour) theſe words are not within the Charge, and 
therefore I am not to be accountable for them ; beſides, it is a ſingle Teſtimony, | 
and by the proviſo of that Statute,cannot be made uſe of,to the end and purpoſe for 
which they bring them. 

My Lords, the next Teſtimony offered for proving this Charge, is the Teſti- 
mony of my Lord of Newburg, and he ſayes, That at the Council-Board, or in 
the Gallery I did ſay, that ſeeing the Parliament had not ſupplied the King , His Ma- 
jeſty might take other courſes for the defence of the Kingdom, Truly My Lords (under 
fayour) who doubts but he might, for my part, I ſee not where the offence is 
for another man to have ſaid thus, for if another man will not help me, may not 
I therefore help my ſelf? ( under favour ) I conceive there is no great weight nor 
crime in theſe words, but in theſe likewiſe he ſtands a ſingle Teſtimony. there 
is no man that joyns with him in it; and there is this in the whole Cauſe, 
concerning the words, that I think there is not any onething wherein two 
CONCUIT.

e of ana $9 RC by thoſe that Argued againſt the King in that Caſe, fay as 
much, and will undertake, if any man read thoſe Arguments, he ſhall find as 
much ſaid there, as I ſaid at Council-Board ; for there you ſhall hear, that there 
be certain Times fand Seaſons, when Propriety ceaſes, as in the caſe of Burning, 
where a Man pulls down the next Houſe, to. preſerve the whole ſtreet from 
being ſet on fire. In the caſe of building Forts on any man's Land, where it is 
for the publique defence of the Kingdom, in both theſe Caſes,Propriety doth ceaſe : 
nay, he ſays that in War, Inter Arma ſilent Leges. Now my Lords, theſe are as 
highly faid, as any thing you have heard by me, and yet certainly is no ſubyert- 
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ing of the Fundamental Laws for all that z and therefore, if a man mult be judged, 
he muſt not be judged by pieces, but by all together. 

My Lords, Wharſoever I faid at Council-Board, was led in by this Caſe, what 
a King ſhould do, in caſe of a Forreign Invaſion of an Enemy, when the ordinar: 
wayes and means of levying Money would not come in ſeaſonably to prevent miſ- 
chief, for what a King may do, in caſe of abſolute neceſſity ; certainly in theſe 
caſes, the ordinary Rules do not take place ; as this was the Caſe that let in the 
Diſcourſe, ſo 1 moſt humbly beſeech your Lordſhips ( for it is fully proved ) to 
remember what was the concluſion of that Diſcourſe ; which was, That after 
the preſent occaſion provided for, the King was obliged in Honour and Juſtice 
to vindicate and free the Liberty of the Subject from all prejudice, and harm it 
might ſuſtain in that extraordinary occaſion, and that this was to be done by a 
Parliament, and no other way but a Parliament : and the King and his People 
could never be heppy, till the Prerogative of the Crown, and the Liberty of the 
Subject were ſo bounded and known, that they might go hand in hand together, 
mutually to the aſſiſtance of one another. 

My Lords, give me that which precedes, and that which follows, ( both bein 
proved to be the Caſe in theſe words in the Charge )I think, conſidering thefe 
two, I ſhould be far from haying committed any great crime or offence, in ſaying 
| theſe words. 

But I ſay as I ſaid before, I ſhall be more wary for the time hereafter, if it pleaſe 
God to give me that Grace and Life, which I ſubmit to him, and ſhall readily 
and willingly reſign to his good Will and pleaſure ; 1 conceive rherefore, that as 
theſe words are accompanied, they be not words that do amount to Treaſon, and | 
are > qualifiyed, and ſo weakly proved, that 1 truſt they ſhall not ſtick with your 
Lordſhips. | 

The Wh words that Iam charged withal in England, be on the 25th Article, 
and that is, that I ſhould ſay, thatrhe Aldermen that would not give in the names of 
the able men of the City, deſerved to be put to Fine and Ranſome, and that no good would 
be done with them, till an example were made of them, and they were laid by the heels, and 
ſome of the Aldermen banged up. 

* In the firſt part of the Arzicle, there is ſomething, concerning my advice for 
raiſing the Money, but it is not proved thar I did any thing therein, but as others 
did, and as in former years trad been done, before my coming into the Kingdom : 
For the words, that they deſerved Fine and Ranſome, 1 confeſs, them in my 
Anſwer, juſt in the ſame manner as my Lord of Berkshire was pleaſed to teſtify 
them the other day, that is, That if they ſhould not do the thing deſired , they | 
might in my opinion, be liable to Fine and Ranſome. | 

And, my Lords, admit I were miſtaken in my opinion, ſhall it be a Treaſon 
to be miſtaken ? I fay, in my opinion, they might be lyable to Fine and Ran- 
ſome ; but what is this to Treaſon? Under favour, nothing at all as I conceive. 
For the other part, That it would never be well, till ſome of the Aldermen be hanged ; 
it proves to be teſtified by Mr. Alderman Garroway, and he owns it only for 
bimſelf; for it was not that ſome of the Aldermen ſhould be hanged, but he ſaid 
at the Bar, rl he himſelf were hanged. 

My Lords, This is a ſingle Teſtimony, and theſe words, as he ſayes, were by 
me ſpoken to the King at the Council-Board, That it would never be well till fome of 
them were banged, meaning himſelf ; Truly, my Lords, I thank God I never ſpake 
ſuch unmannerly Language all the dayes of my life, I have had more regard to my 
words than to ſay ſuch things to my Maſter ; and your Lordſhips muſt needs be 
many of you by, and I am very contident, there is not one among you, that can 
remember any ſuch words were ſpoke; for in qo faith, I did not ſpeak them : 
And my Lords, before this misfortune did befall me, I ſhould with modeſty have 
thought my ſelf a perſon on equal terms, to have been believed as well as Mr. 
CO and 1 ſpeak it with as great confidence as he, that I neyer fſpake the 
words. 

My Lords, The next is the 26th Article, and that is, that I ſhould ſay the Cir 
of London dealt peo dep the King, and they were more ready to help the Rebels, 


= to help His e Majeſty , and if any hurt came to them, they might thank, them-| 
elves. |

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My Lords, 1 am in the firſt part of this Arriele, charged to have counſelled 
and approved two dangerous and wicked Projects, the one concerning the ſtay of 
the Bullon in the Tower z the other concerning Copper-Coyr, and no proot hath 
bcen offered, that 1 either counſelled, or approved cither of thoſe two Projetts. 
And my Lords, it is proved to your Lordihips, that when the Merchants came, 
| told them, 1 knew nothing of the buſineſs as to the BuKiorr, neither indeed, did 
| ever know there was any Bullion, nor any thing of that nature in the Tower. But 
for the words, I conceive it had been no Treaſon for me to think at that time, 
that the Londoners had dealt unthankfully with His Majefty, I thought I might 
have ſaid it freely, without danger of ſuch a thought, as might conduce to the 
convicting me of Treaſon. 

But whatſoever I then thought, or on what grounds ſoever, it may be remem- 


| bred, that then 1 alledged, and now I ſpeak it, when News was brought to Tork,, 


that the Ciry had lent the King Two hundred thouſand pounds, I took notice, 

that notwithſtanding all I had thought formerly, they had now made ſuch recom- 

perice, and ſo cleared their Faith and Duty to the King, that I ſhould be their 

Servant, and lay my hand under their feet, as thoſe that heard me are able to 

ſpeak ; for though at firſt I ſaid they had dealt unthankfully with the King, yet 

afterwards I was ready and willing upon all occaſions, to teſtify the contrary of 

them, and to profeſs that I was ready to ſerve them upon all occaſions, juſt, and | 
honeſt, and honourable. 

As for my ſaying, that they were reader to help the Rebels than the King, In

My Lords, Theſe are as near 'as I can gather, all that are charged as unto 
Words, ſpoken either in Exzland or Ireland Councits, other then theſe I am not | 
charged withall, and ſo there remains nothing but my Attions; and, if 1 can free 
them as well, as I have freed the Words, 1 conceive then, under favour, I have 
fully Anſwered all, that hath been objected againſt me. 

My Lords, The firſt of theſe is the Fifth Article in the Caſe of Sentence of the 
Council of War, againſt my Lord Afountnorrs, and the Sentence of the Council of 
War againſt Denwit. 

For that of my Lord Mountnorrss, I have ſhewed plainly and clearly to your 
Lordſhips, that I was no Judge in the Cauſe, but aParty, and therefore not Re- 
ſ{ponſible for any Judgment given againſt his Lordſhip. I gaveno Vote, and ſo 
conſequently am not to Anſwer for any Guilt, if there were any ; which, under

that Oath of Allegiance, and ſecure the King of their Allegiance in that point, 
| hope I ſhould nor ſee any of them ſtay in that Kingdom, that refuſed it : and, 
there is nozproof in the World but the School-Maſter ; and,l hope your Lordſhips 
will not take him to be a good and valid proof toconvince me in this Caſe, being 
a perſon of no greater Quality, and croſſed by his fellow Witneſs : For my ſclt, 
I do abſolutely ſay, I was fo far from wiſhing ill to that Nation, or any Dillenſion 
or Diviſion between them, that I never deſired other in my heart and ſoul, but 
a firm Peace through the King's Dominions : My Counſels tended to that ; and, 
if I might ſeem to begin in a contrary way, yet the laſt reſort was, to bring all 
to quietneſs, and fo, that it ſhould be without Blood. And, I dare ſay, there 
be them that heard me ſay it many a time in the King's Council, That the King 
ſhould be in nothing ſo much ſparing and tender, as to draw any Blood in that Quarrel , 
L dare ſay, many that heard it will juſtifie me in it: And, if your Lordſhips 
will give me leave,l do think I have ſomething that might procure your Lordſhi 
belief that it was ſo; for, at that time,my Fortune ( though now by Misfortune 
it be mean enough ) was ſuch, as I needed not deſire to ſhuffle the Cards, and 
deal anew ; and eſpecially, when nothing was to be got but Blows : and, that 1 
truſt will be an Argument to your Lordſhips, that nothing was deſired by me ſo 
much as Peace ; and that under God's goodneſs, and the proteCtion and Benefit 
of His Majeſtie's Scepter, I might enjoy the little Eſtate my Anceſtors left me : 
for, it is certainly true, whatever the World may think tothe contrary, it is 
very little better from what my Father left me ; ſomething it is,and the moſt part 
of the Improvement of it was,before I came to ſerve the King ; and yet I have had 
more from the King then I deſerved in all kinds, and all the whole ſervice of my 
Life, were it never ſo many years, could not Merit, nor deſerve from him, the 
Hundred part of what Ihad from His Favour. 

My Lords, Mr. Treaſurer Vane ſays, I was in the Argument for an Offenſive 
and he fora Defenſive War, for a War both of us: And, I beſeech your Lord- 
ſhips, How ſhould it be-more Treaſonable for me, to be for an Offenſive, then 
for him to be for a Defenſive War ? for a War there muſt be, and the differ- 
ence was not great : and, for a Councellor to deliyer his Opinion, and have 


that turned upon him as Capital, to ſweep from the World himſelf and his Po- 
ſterity, isa very hard Caſe, to ſay no more of it. 


The next Article is the 21th , wherein I am Charged tobe an Enemy to Par- 
liaments; a Breaker of Parliaments ;z and did, by «9 means, ſow ill Aﬀecti- 
ons betwixt the King and His People. 


My Lords, This 1s more fully Caarges in a Subſcquent Article then this; for, 
this 1s but only for breaking of the laſt Parliament; that 1 ſhould adviſe it to be 
called, with an intent to break it, which is very unlikely ; for, that nothing in 
the World could be of ſo happy effe&t to me, as the ſucceſs of that Meeting , 
and yet I muſt deſtroy, and diſadvantage my ſelf in that, then which, nothing 
could be of more advantage then the ſucceſs of that Parliament. 


. The 22th Article is Anſwered already ; and, the 23th likewiſe. 
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In the 24th Article, comes in that of the Parliament more fully ; and there 
am Charged Falſly, and Treacherouſfly, and Malitiouſly, to have Ew before 
His Majeſties Privy-Council, That the Parliament of England had forſaken the King, 
and piven Him the Advant age to Supply Himſelf otherwayes ; and having ſo Mali- 
riouſly Slandered the ſaid Houſe of Commons, that I did, with the Advice of the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and the Lord Firch, Publiſh a Falſe and Trayterous 
Book, called, His Majeſtie*s Declaration of the Cauſes of Difſolving the laft Tarlia- 
ment,8&&; This goes very heavy upon mein the World, that 1 ſhould be a brea- 
ker of Parliaments ; a Counſellor againſt Parliaments. My Lords,there is nothing 
proved of it ;-and, I hope I ſhall be cleared by your Lordſhips, and theſe noble 
Gentlemen, and all the World, that I had no ſuch thing in my heart. 

For the Point of the Declaration, I.was at that time Sick in my Bed, and could 
do nothing in it, and therefore 1 truſt | ſhall be acquitted as to that : As to the 
Breaking of the Parliament, or any I-will to Parliaments, I bave ever honour'd 
them ; and, far be it from me to wiſh, that they may not be frequent, for the 
good of the King and Kingdom ; bur, as oft as you ſhall have it urged, and preſt 
againſt me, that I ſhould be an endeavourer to Subvert the Fundamental Lawes of | 
the Land in this kind, I beſeech your Lordſhips, call to mind what hath been prov- 
ed, that at all Publick Debates, at Council, and Privately apart, 1 have humbly 
repreſented to His Majeſty, from time to time, That Parliaments are the Only Way 
to Settle Himſelf in Quietneſs in the Kingdom, and to acquire Proſperity and Happineſs 
to Himſelf and His People : And, when you ſhall hear them preſs upon me, that 1 
have endeavoured to Subvert the Fundamental Laws of the Land, I beſeech your 
Lordſhips to call to mind, how frequently and fervently I have adviſed the King, 
to call for Parliaments, which, under God,is the great ProteCtion, and Defence of 
the Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom, 

To the 25th I have Anſwered already, and to the 26th likewiſe. 

The next is the 27th ; and, for that, I can ſay no more, then that your Lord- 
ſhips have heard the Proofs for the Levying of Money; it hath been cleared to 
your Lordſhips, that nothing was done by me, but by Conſent of the Country, 
with their Unanimous good liking, and for their benefit and advantage ; Being 
done ſo, and for ſo good ends, as | truſt thar ſhall nor be enforced againſt me; 
and, it is very ſtrange to me why it ſhould be expeRted, that if two Armies be in 
the Field, one againſt the other (as there was at York) that they ſhould be 
Govern'd with as much quietneſs, as an Atturney walking with his Writs at his 
Girdle, betwixt the King's Bench and the Common-pleas. 

For, Armies cannot be Govern'd without ſome Latitude in this kind : Inter ar 
ma Silent Leges : tightly applyed, theres truth in that. Burt, I did nothing in the 
Buſineſs, 1did nothing by Compullion, but by the voluntary liking of the Par- 
ties themſelves : and therefore, 1 conceive, that ſhall not be Charged upon me 


There remains now the 28th Article; and that is the onely Bloody Article, if it 
had been, or could be made good, that is in the whole Charge ; for, thereI am 
Charged, out of ill and wicked purpoſes (and, indeed, What can be worſe than 
Treaſon) to have Betrayed Newca#tle into the power of the Scorch Army; and, 
likewiſe, to have betrayed the King's Army at Newburn, to a diſhonourable 
Retreat. . 

My ny either of theſe had been true, I ſhould have ſaved your Lord- 
ſhips the labour. I would have given Judgment againſt my ſelf, that had been 
certain : But, my Lords, never was any Man more Innocent, therefore they may 
very well wave it. | 

Havel been all this while Charged as an Incendiary? and, Am I now come in 
the Concluſion to be charged asa Confederate ? it is wonderful ſtrange ! certain- 
ly your Articles fight one againſt another in this ; for, How can I bean Incendi- 
ary in one part, and a Conſpirator with them that Charged 'me, to be an Incen- 
diary in the other ro S | 

In good Faith, I have not been very kindly dealt withal by my Confederates, if 
they be Confederates, to Charge me as an Incendiary, that did them that Ser- 
mn ny Help, as to deliver into their hands a Town of ſuch Conſequence as 
that is. | 


No, my Lords, I wiſh all happineſs to the Nation, but, I can never wiſh ſo to 
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it, as that they ſhould take one of the King's Towns in England , if I could have 


| helped it. My Lords, it was loſt before I had the Charge of the Army, I had 


nothing to do in the buſineſs, nor am1 to give any Accompt of ir, nor is any thing 
roved. 
: And, as to the Defeat at Newburn, you yet fight one Article with another, me- 
thinks in that too;for,l am charged to be the Man,that delivered up Newcaſtle,and 
yet,all the World knows,that nothing could ſave it from being loſt, but taking a- 
way from the Scots the Paſlages at that time: So,that I ſhould uſe all means to 
prevent Men from doing that,which I meant to do for them,is verye all ſtrange to 
me. Here is no Probability, and certainly little truth in the whole buſineſs,as 
concerning my Confederating with the Scots, either for the one or the other. 
And fo, my Lords, I am come to the end of theſe 28 Articles, that were for my 
further Impeachment ; I have gone over them all : and, out of theſe now there 
remains, that other Second Treaſon, that I ſhould be guilty of endeavouring, to 
Subvert the Fundamental Laws of the Land, in the firſt of thoſe Seven Arricles. 
| My Lords, That thoſe ſhould now be Treaſon together, that are not Treaſon 
in any one part, and Accumulatively to come upon me in that kind z and, where 
one will not do it of it ſelf, yet woven vp with others, it ſhall do it ; Under fa- 
your, my Lords, 1 do not conceive,that there is either Statute-Law, or Common- 
Law, that hath declared this, endeavouring to Subyert the Fundamental Laws, to 
be High Treaſon. ; 
I ay, neither Statute-Law, nor Common-Law Written, that I could hear of; 
and, I have been as diligent to enquire of it as I could be : And, your Lordſhips 
will believe 1 had reaſon ſo todo.

Hard it is, and extream hard, in my Opinion, that a Puniſh- 
ment ſhould Precede the Promulgation of a Law ; that I ſhould be Puniſhed by a 
Law Subſequent to the Act done. I moſt humbly beſeech your Lordſhips, take 
that into Conſideration ; for, certainly it were better a great deal to live under 
no Law,but the Will of Man,and Conform our ſelves in Humane Wiſdom,as well

If I paſs down the Themes in a 
Boar, and run and Split my ſelf upon an Anchor, if there be not a Buoy to give 
me warning, the Party ſhall give me Damages; but, if it be Marked out, then it 
is at my own peril, Now, my Lords, Where is the Mark ſer upon this Crime ?

| of Strafford hath taken upon him to recolle&t -his Eyidence, and make his obſer- 
vation upon it, the moſt he could to his advantage. 

My Lords, We that are intruſted for the Houſe of Commons, ſtand here to 
recollect the Evidence on our part, and to apply it to the general Charge, and 
how far it conduces thereunto. | 

My Lord of Strafford in recallefting the Evidence of his Defence, as I did 
mention before, hath (under favour ) expreſt very much ſubcilty, and that in 
divers particulars, which I ſhall PO to your Lordſhips. 

My Lords, before I enter e recolleCtion of the proofs produced on the 
| behalf of the Commons, 1 make ſome obſervations, and give ſome anſwer 
to mm - of his ; though very diſorderly to the method I propounded 
to my ſelf. 

And Firſt, in general, it will r to your Lordſhips, (looking upon your 
Notes, and bſervio g his recolle Bn ) hacks hath uſed 2 ies of Evi- 
dence on both ſides, in ſuch manner as you know who uſed Scripture ; that is, to 
cite as mach as makes for his purpoſe,and leave out the reſt. And likewiſe,thar in | 
repetition of the Evidence , he hath miſ-recited plainly , very much of the 

roofs on both ſides, and likewiſe hath pretended ſome proofs to be for his De- 
ence, which indeed were not : and he hath taken this farther advantage ; when 
it makes for his Defence, he-hath diſjoynted the Proofs and Teſtimonies, ang ſe- 
vered them aſunder, that it might a to your Lordſhips, like Rain falling in 
drops, which conſidered in di indt rops, bring no horror, or ſeeming incon- 
{ ventence with them z but when they are gathered together into an entire body, 
they make an Inundation, and cover the Face of the Earth. He would not have 
your Lordſhips look on thoſe Teſtimonies together, bur diſtinttly and aſunder, 
which being put together, look horrid, as will appear to your Lotdſhips, when 
you duly confider of them. 

Theſe be the general obſervations, which in my Anſwer I doubt not but to 
make good - But before I ſhall enter into obſervations of what he trath ſpoken, 
| I ſhall anſwer in general to ſome things which he hath in general alledged. 

; In the ficſt place, he hath made a flouriſh this day, and ſeveral other days in 
| the way of hisDefence, That if be could have had time,be could have made things 
| appear clearer, and have produced more proofs. Give me leave to inform your 
| Lordſhips, that he is no way ſtreightned of time, for he hath been charged above 
threemon ths ſince;he knew what was laid to hisCharge,nd therefore his pretence 
of want of time,and of his Diſabilities to make betrer proofs,are but Flowriſhes. 
And it appears plainly , whatſoever he hath hadoccaſion to make uſe of , even 
the leaſt paper, though he ferched it from Ireland, there is not one wanting z he 
'hath Copies of Papers from the Council-Table, from the Parliament of Ire 
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riſh, . that if he bad had time, he could bave made it more clear. 

My Lords, He hath mentioned often this day, and oftner the days before, 
That many of the Articles laid to his Charge, are proved but by one Witneſs ; and 
thereupon he takes the advantage of the Statute of E. 6. that ſayes, e-£ max 
ou:ht not to be condemned for High-Treaſon, without two Witneſſes, My Lords, 
This is a fallacy known to his own breaſt, I doubt not, and not taught him by 
any of his Counſel, or others Learned. 

The Treaſon laid to his charge, is, The ſubvertins of the Laws ;, the Evidence 
is, the Article proved: and though ſome one Article appears to be proved but 
by one; yet put the Evidence together, you ſhall never hind it to be within the 
words or meaning of the Statute; for the Charge is proved by a hundred Wir- 


ſince, when you put them together, you will find a hundred Witneſſes, it is not 
within the words, nor meaning of the Statute, neither will his Counſel direct 
him to ſay ſo, I am confident. 

My Lords, another obſervation 1 ſhall be bold to make, is, that he was plea- 
ſed to caſt an aſperſion ( as we muſt apprehend ) upon them that are truſted by 
the Houſe of Commons this day, That we that ſtand here, alledged and affirm- 
ed things to be proved, that are not proved. He might have pleaſed to have 
ſpared that language ; we ſtand here to juſtifie our ſelves, that we do nor uſe to 
expreſs any language, but what our hearts and conſciences tell us is true ; and 
howſoever he is pleaſed to caſt it upon us, I am confident I ſhall invert it upon 
himſelf,and make it appear,that he hath been this day guilty in the higheſt degree, 
of what he moſt unjulitly layeth to our Garge. 

And now my Lords, to enter. upon particulars he hath been pleaſed to 
make it his general Theme to day ( thongh he hath not ſpoke much today bur 
what he hath ſpoken formerly ) that theſe particulars conſidered by themſelycs 
| make not a Treaſon, and therefore put together, he wonders how they ſhould make a 
Treaſon : Several mi s £4 never make a murther, and ſeveral Murthers 
can never make a Treaſon ;, and be wonders it ſhould be otherwiſe in this Caſe. My 
Lords, He ner ay ery (if my RE _ Fr® in a ho of Felony ; That 
if ab knife (hould be produced in 1 of the party ſuſpefted to have [lain the 
” TY, y bad been there ſeen before the hab, FRE a ſtrange Loving 
but there be death in the caſe, the fatt muſt be committed, elſe x 68 can be no 
wurther : but he himſelf might anſwer himſelf, for there is a great difference ; 
There cannot be murther bur there muſt be death, but he knows very well there 
may be Treaſon and yet nodeath ; it is too late to forbear queſtioning Treaſon 
for killing the King, till the King be killed: God forbid we ſhould ſtay in that 
Caſe,for the intention is the Treaſon,and:it is the the intention of the deat h of 
the Law that is in queſtion,and it had been too late to call him to queſtion,to an- 
{wer with his life,for the death of the Law,if the Law had been killed, for there 
had been no Law then; and how ſhould the Law then have adjudged it Treaſon, 
when the ſame was ſubverted and deſtroyed ? and therefore he is much miſtaken. 

The ones Traytor, in the memory of any that fits here to hear me this 
day, had a better, a fairer excuſe in this particular, than my Lord of Strafford, 
and that is Guido Faux; for he might have objected, that the taking of the 
Cellar, the laying of the Powder under the Parliament-Houſe, the kindling of 
the Match, and putring it near, are not ſo much as a miſdemeanor, if you look 
no further; for it was no offence in him to Jay Barrels uader the Parliament- 
Houſe, and to kindle the Match, and to lay it near; bur collect all together, 
that it was e4 intentione, to blow up the King and the State, there is the Treaſon : 
| |but God be bleſſed it was not effeCted ;, fo that the rule is the fame. Nay, | 
my Lord of Strafford hath not ſo much to ſay, when he is charged with a pur- 
poſe and intention to ſubvert the Law ; for to that purpoſe gave he traiterous 
Counfels, and executed ations, thereby diſcovering his intentions to deſtroy 
the Kingdom, and to deſtroy the King's claim by Law, and difcent. Ir is true, 


gives an anſwer to his firſt flouriſt, which is not ſo great an Argument as the 
greateſt Traytor might uſe for himſelf, and yer it proved Treaſon in him.

My Lords, he hath been pleaſed to divide his Treaſons into two parts, and 
his diviſion I allow of ; that is, Treaſon by Starute-Law, as he rerms it, though 
it be Treaſon by the Common-Law ; and conſtructive Treaſon : And upon that 


:{ method he hath recited the evidence produced on either part; Give me leave to 


follow and trace him alittle, and afterwards to diſcharge my own duty in taking 
my own courſe, and repreſenting the evidence as it appears, truly ; and I will a- 
void (as much as I'can) to fall inte my Lord of Srrafford*s error,in miſ-reciting a 
Particle ;, if 1 do, it ſhall be againſt my will. 

He begins with the Fifteenth Article, and pretends that that is 'not proved : 
The ground and foundation of that Article, was a Warrant iſſued out by him- 
ſelf to a Serjeant at Arms, one Savill, which gave directions and power to that 
Serjeant, to lay Soldiers on any perſon that ſhould contemn the Proceſs of the 


'| Conncil-board in Ireland; that was the effect : Now (lays he) this Warrant i not 
| produced, and adds, That the Judges will tell your Lordſhips, that if a man be charged 
| with any thing under Hand and Seal the Deed muſt be produced and proved, or elſe no 
| credit 15 to be given to it. Truly, my Lords, it is true, if it had bcen a Bond, br a 
| Deed;where thoſe that Seal it;uſe to call their neighbours to teſtify, and be Wit- 


neſſes to it, perhaps it might be a colourable anſwer, that becauſe we do not pro- 
duce the Deed, and prove it by Witneſles, you can therefore give no credit to 


4 it: But my Lords; in caſeof authority to commit High Treaſon, I ſuppoſe my 
1 Lord of Serafford, nor any other, did call witneſſes to prove the Signing, Seal- |

ing, and Delivering of the Warraar for execution of High Treaſon ; and there- 
fore it is a new way and invention found out by his Lordſhip, for ought I ſee, to 

ive authority for it ; and it is but taking away

beſeech your Lordſhips patience, tillI come to open that Article, and your Lord- 
ſhips will find the Warrant, (though it be not produced, ) proved: by three or 
four Witneſſes, and his Hand and Seal proved too. And whereas he pretends the 


1 Serjeant. at Arms is no conipetent Witneſs, becauſe he excuſes himſelf; - my Lord 
| miſtakes himſelf, for I take it to be-no excuſe, to prove a Warrant from any per- 
| fon whatſoever, if it be to commit High Treaſon : and therfore Savil's teſtimo- 


ny is the more ſtrong, being ſo far 'from excuſing, that he doth accuſe himſelf : 


| And though he is charged with laying' of Soldiers upon the King's People, con- 
| trary to an expreſs ACt of Parliament made in 18 #7.'6. yet my Lord is pleaſed | 
| (1 know not how to term it, whether it be merrily or otherwiſe) to uſe his Re- 


torick, Heje is a great levying of War, when there is not above four Muzsquetiers, or 
fix at moſt, laid upon any one man. 
| My Lords, it isa plain levying of War, and without all queſtion, and in all 
ſenſe, it is as much miſchievous to me to be ſurprized by four or ſix Muſquertiers, 
to enforce me to any thing they would have, as if there were an Army of Forty 
thouſand broughtupon me ; for if that ſtrength will but over-maſter me, it is all 
one to me, whether I be maſtered by four, or by four thouſand. And therefore 
let not this be a rule, that to ſend four, or ſix, or ten Muſquetiers up and down,

My Lords, Your Lordſhips remember what the effe& of the Warrant is ſworn 
to be, that howſoever the Serjeant at Arms, and his Miniſters that executed ir, 
brought but four, or ſix, or ten, yet the Serjeant might have brought all the Ar- 
my of Jreland, for there was authority ſo to do. 
And admitting the matter of Fact proved, he mentions an A& of Parlia- 
(hen made 11 Eliz. whereby a penalty is laid a men that ſhall lay Soldiers 
* the King's Subjefts, and yer (as my Lord obſerves ) it mut nowbe Treaſcn in 
the Deputy. 
My Lands The very caſting of an eye upon that Aft, ſhews it to beas vainly 
objected, as if he had (aid nothing ; for in truth it is no other, than as if he ſhould 
ſay, The King hath given me the Command of an Army in Ireland, and therefore I may 
turn them upon the bowels of the Kinz”s Subjets : It is no more in effect. 
| Your Lordlhips heard him the other day mentioning two Adts of Repeal, and 
I expected he would have inſiſted upon them ; but it ſeems he hath been better 


adviſed, and thinks them not worthy repetition, nor indeed are they, And if

My Lords, 1 am very ſorry to hear,that when levying of War upon the King's 
Subjcts is in agitation, and he charged with High Treaſon, he ſhould make men- 
tion of the Torkshire men, and the Army now on foot, whereby he would inſi- 
nuate, that if be be charged with High Treaſon, then th:y muſt be lik:wiſe, though 
they lye quartered, and have meat and drink with the aſlenc of the pcople z which 
= breed ill blood for ought I know, 

rom the Fifteenth Aricle he deſcends to the Three and twentieth, and that 
is the eFrticle whereby he ſtands charged with ſpeaking of Words, and giving of 
Connſel to His Majeity, to incenſe bim againſt Hs Parliament, pretending a Neceſſity, 
and telling bim, He 1s looſe, and abſolved from all Rules of Government ;, That be had 
an Army in Ireland, which he might make uſe of to reduce this Kingdom. In this he 
is pleaſed to begin with the Teſtimony ot my Lord Rgnelagh, conceiving an ap- 
rehenſion and fear in him, that the Army ſhould go over to England, which my 

rd ſays, is no more but bis ſaying, and Mr. Treaſurer Vane's. 

I pray God my Lord Ranelazh had not much cauſe to fear ; but by the ſame rule 

he may lay a charge of unwarrantable fear upon all the Commons ; for ſure the 
the Commons of England did fear it, elſe they would not make an eArricle of it : 
but my Lord Raxelagh's fear did not ariſe from a ſlight cauſe, and he ſhewed him- 
ſelf a good Common-wealths man in ky ghar a It, and he is to be commended for 
it, howſoever it be apprehended by my Lord of Srrafford. 
For his obſervation of the ſingle Teſtimony of Mr. Treaſurer Fane, give me 
leave to take the ſame latitude as his Lordſhip did ; for he ſhews to three or four 
Articles what he could have proved ; 4s to the Article concerning the Army, he 
coul4 have proved tbe deſign of it by Sir John Burlacy, end ſome others if they had been 
here. But by this rule and liberty, he hath taken to alledge what he could have 
ſhown, give me leave to tell you what we might have ſhown, and are ready to 
ſhow : we could have made it expreſs, and proved it by Notes, taken by Secretary 
Vare, the 5th of eAay, when the words were ſpoken ; which Notes ſhould haye 
been proved, if we had proceeded on the Three and twentieth Article, to corro- 
borate the Teſtimony of Mr. Secretary Fare, and that by two Witnelſes. We 
could likewiſe have Gown how we came to the knowledg of it, it being by means 
unknown to Mr. Secretary Fare, and have made him an upright Counſ:llor and 
Wirneſs : but we ſhall prove his intentions to bring in the rſh Army another 
way, when I come to open my own courſe and method. 

My Lords, he pretends theſe words were ſpoken the 5th of May, but when 
they were teſtified by Mr. Treaſurer, he did not ſpeak of the 5tþ of «Hay, and 
yet now my Lord remembers the day : and I wonder how he came to the know - 
ledge of the day, unleſs he likewiſe remembred the words. 

But that my Lord obſerves, is, That being ſpoken then, how ſhould he per ſwad: the 
King, that he had an eArmy in Ireland, when #n truth he bad none there ? for the 
Army was not on foot till a month after. [T his, my Lords, is plainly anſiwered ; and 
if he had thought of his-own anſwer, he had anſwered himſelf : for he tells you, 
That in April before, he had taken a courſe for the levying of the Army, he had nom:i- 
nated the Officers, giving direttion for raiſing it : and the day of the Rendezvors of 
the eArmy was appointed the 18th of May. And ſo in his own anſwer he makes an 
aha to the objeCtion,, and the objection is taken away.out of his own con- 
eſſion, 

From that Article he falls to the Seven and twentieth Article, whereby he

Then he deſcends to the Fourth Article, and this concerns ſome words he 
ſhould ſpeak, upon an occaſion betwixt him and my Lord of Cork, that he ſhould 


Orders. And: upon another occaſion, That he would make my Lord of Cork, and all 
Ireland know, That all Alts of State (which are Acts of Council) there made, ſhould 
be as binding as any Att of Parliament : This he ſaid was proved but by one Wit- 
neſs : and | extreamly marvel to hear him ſay ſo; for the latter words we proved 
by four, or five, or ſix Witneſſes, that is, That he would have Afts of State, as 
binding as Afts of Parliament. Whereas he ſayes, theſe are all the words produ- 
ced againſt him in the time of Seven Years Government there ; your Lordſhi 
have Feurd of many words, and if we would trouble your Lordſhips further in 
this kind, we could prove ſuch words ſpoken, as often almoſt as he remained 
dayes in Ireland, that is, for the miſ-recital. - The other part two Witneſſes 
proved ; but the reſidue, That they muF$t expett Law from the King as a Conqueror, 
That Atts of State ſhould be equal to Alts of Parliament ;, and when an Aft of Parlia- 
ment would not paſs, he would maks it good by an Af of State : Thele ſpeeches at 
other times were proved by five Witneſſes, 

Then he falls beck to the Second Arricle, touching the words, That the King*s 
little finger ſhould be heavier than the toins of the Law. 

My Lords, Theſe words were proved expreſly by five Witneſſes, to be by him 
ſpoken ; and if he had produced five hundred that had faid he did not ſpeak them, 
they had not been equivalent to diſprove five; but he produces none. Sir William 
Pennyman repeats other words, and inverts them, and none but he. Another 
party, a Miniſter, reports a report that he heard concerning theſe words, but 
my Lord, he faith, the occaſion -of the ſpeaking of them was not mentioned. 
Truly perhaps it-might be the forgetfulneſs of my Lord's memory, hut let me 
put him in mund and your Lordſhips remember thar the occaſion was exprelt by 
one, end that is Sir David Fowles, that he laying a Commar.d upon Sir David, to 
Repair a Bridge,and calling him to an account why it was not repaired, Sir David Fowles | 
told him he could not do it by Law. And therefore omitting 1t, my Lord ſaid to him, 
Sir, ſome are all for Law and Lawyers, but you ſhall know, that the King's little finger 
will be heavier than the loins of the Law. Hete is the occaſion; though he would;

he was Preſident ; that is, the Clauſe of Habeas Corpus, and Probibitions z that 
no man ſhould obtain a Prob:bition, to ſtay any Suit that ſhould be commenced 
before him,in the Council of York; That ifany man ſhould be impriſoned by any 
Proceſs out of that Court, he muſt have no Habeas Corpus. A Probibition is the 
only means to vindicate the eſtate of theSubjeCt,ifir be queſtioned without Autho- 
rity. A Habeas Corpus is the only means to vindicatehis Liberty,if he be detained 
without Law : but theſe doors muſt be ſhut againſt the King's Subjects , that if 
either hoy 26 qnenns; or reſtrained before him, there muſt be no relief. 
How far he go further lam to ſeek, there being no means for the Subject 
to relieve himſelf, if he be queſtioned for his Eſtate without Authority z no 


means to redeem himſelf, if his perfon be imprifoned without Law. And he 
had ſo incircled himſelf about, that if the Judges ſhould find the party that re- 
turns not the Habeas Corps, according to Law, there was a Power, and a War- 
rant, by the Inſtruftions, to the Barons, to diſcharge the Officers of that Fine. 


And now I refer it to your Lordſhips judgments, Whether this be not to draw 
an Arbitrary Power to himſelf.

For the execution of this Power, it is true, it is proved to be before. the In-

how he vexes the Subject) but then he goes into Jreland, and as his authority in- 
creaſes, ſo he ampliates his deſign ; and no ſooner 1s he there, but the third Ar- 
ticle is laid to his charge ; That when the City and Recorder of Dublin, the prin- 
cipal City of Ireland, preſented the Mayor, upon a ſolemn Speech and Diſcourſe 
concerning the Laws and Liberties (as your Lordſhips know that is the ſubject 
matter of a Speech at ſuch preſentments, as when the Lord Mayor of London is 
preſented to the King) I beſeech your Lordſhips, obſerve the words he then uſed, 
They were a Conquered Nation, and that we lay not to his charge, but they were to be 

overned as the King pleaſes, their Charters were nothing worth, and bind but during 
the King*s pleaſure. 

I am to ſeek, if I were to expreſs an Arbitrary Power, and Tyrannical Go- 
vernment, how to expreſs it in finer words, and more ſignificant terms than 
theſe, That the People ſhall be governed at the King*s Will, that their Charters, the 
ſinews and ligatures of their fiberties Lands, and Eſtates, ſhould be nothing worth, 
and bind no longer than the Kings pleaſure, eſpecially being ſpoken pon ſuch an occa- 
fon, and the words proved by two or three Witneſſes of Credit and Quality, 

From thence we deſcend to eFHricles, that ſhew the execution of his purpoſe. 
There are three things a man enjoys by the protection of the Law ; that is, his 
Life, his Liberty, and his Eſtate. And now, my Lords, obſerve how he invades, 
and exerciſes a Tyrannical Juri{diction, and Arbitrary Government over them 
all three. I ſhall begin with the fifth Article, that is concerning my Lord Mownt- 
norris and Dernwit. My Lord e Mountnorrs, a Peer of that Ren, was ſentenced 
to death by procurement of my Lord of Srrafford ; who, howſoever he pretends 
himſelf not to be a Judge in the cauſe, yet how far he was an Abettor, and Pro- 
curer, and Countenancer, and drawer on of that Sentence, your Lordſhips very 
well remember ; he was ſentenced to death without Law, for ſpeaking words at 
a private Table, God knows, of no manner of conſequence in the World, concern- 
ing the treading upon my Lord of Strafford*s Toe; the Sentence «6: 19a ſeven months 
aſoer the wow. poken, and contrary to Law, and himſelf being put in mind of 
it, my Lord Mountnorris deſiring to have the benefit of the Law, and yet he refu- 


And then it was in time of Peace, when all the Courts of Juſtice were open, 
and to ſentence a man to death of that Quality, my Lord of Strafford himſch be- 
ing preſent, an author, a drawer on of it, makes it very hainous. . Your Lord- 
ſhips remember this Article was fully proved, and though he pretends His Autho- | 
rity by a Letter from His Majeſty, I ſhall in due time give a full anſwer to thar, 
ſo that it ſhall riſe up in Judgment againſt him, to aggravate his offence, and that 
in a great meaſure. 

ere he exerciſ.s a power over Life, his excuſe was, That he procured a Pardon 
for my Lord Mountnorris; but the Power was exerciſed, and the Tyranny ap- 
peared to be the more ; He would firſt ſentence him to death, and then rejoyce in his 
Power, that he might ay, There remains no more but my Command to the Provoit 
Marſhal to do execution. To exerciſe a power over his life, and to abuſe him af- 
terwards, is very high; but no thanks to him that the Sentence of Death was 
not executed; it was the Grace and Goodneſs of His Majeſty,that would not ſuffer 
my Lord Mownittorris, a Perſon of that Eminence, to be put to death againſt Law. 

But the other was hanged, and as appears, againſt Law ; and though my Lord 
pretends the party was burnt in the hand, yet that was not proved, nor material :

And in truth I may not omit ſome obſervations that my Lord made this day ; | 
He hopes His eAlajeſty would be pleaſed to grant him a Pardon. | perceive he har- 
boured in his thoughts, that he might hang the Kings Subjefts when he would, * 
and then get a Pardon of courſe for it. The Lord bleſs me from his JuriſdiCtion. * 
My Lords, give me leave to go back again, here is Power over the Lives and | 
Liberties of the Subje*t; but he exerciſed likewiſe a Tyrannical Power over bis 
Eſtate. Your Lordſhips may be pleaſed to remember the fourth Article, where 
he judges my Lord of Corks Eſtate, in neither Church-land, nor Plantation-land, | 
and therefore had no pretence of a Jurifdiftion ; for it is a Lay Fee devolved by 
ACt of Parliament to the Crown; yet he deprives him of his poſſeſſion, which 
he had continued for Twenty nine years, upon a Paper-Petition, without Rules 
of Law. And whereas my Lord of Cork went about to redeem himſelf (the Law 
being every man's Inherirance, and that which he ought to enjoy) he tells him, 
He will lay him by the heels, 4 be withdraw not his Proceſs : and ſo when he bath 
judged him againſt an expreſs ACt of Parliament, and Inftruftions, and bound up 
a great Peer of the Realm, he will not ſuffer him to redeem that wrong, without 
a threat of laying him by the heels, and he will not have Law nor Lamnyers queſtion his 
Orders; and would have them all know, an Att of State ſhould be equal to an Alt of 
Parliament : which are words of that nature, that higher -cannot be ſpoken, to 


The next was my Lord Mountnorrs his Caſe, and RolFone. And here muſt 
| touch my Lord with miſrepetition. Rolſtone preferred a Petition to my Lord- 


polleſſion, though he cannot produce ſo much as one example, or precedent 
( though if he had, it would not have warranted an illegal action ) but he can- 
not produce a precedent, that ever any Deputy did determine concerning a man's 

rivate Eſtate; and if he hath affirmed ir, he proved jt not : ſome Petitions 
fave been preferred to him, but what they be on conſtar. But though never any 
knew the Deputy alone to determine matters of Land, yet he did it. 

To the Seventh Article we p—_ no Evidence ; but my Lord of Strafford 
cannot be content with that, but he muſt take upon him to make defence for 
that which is not inſiſted upon as a charge; but ſince he will do ſo,l refer it to the 
Book in Print, where he determines the Inhcritance of a Nobleman in that 
Kingdom, thatis, my Lord Dilon, by a Caſe falily drawn, and contrary to his 
conient ;, and though he deprives im not of his poſſeſſion ; yet he cauſes the 
Land to be meaſured out, and it is a danger that hangs over his head to this day. 
And had we not known that we had matter enough againſt my Lord of Strafford, 
this ſhould have riſen in judgment againſt him; bur l had not mentioned it now, 
if he had not mentioned it himſelf. 

The Eighth Article contains ſeveral charges, as that of my Lord Chancellor, 
How he impriſoned him upon a Fudgment before himſelf and the Council, how he infor- 
ced the Seal from him when he had no Authority ;, nay, though it were excepted by his 


Patent, that he ſhould no way po e of it; but he looked not to Authority, further 
than might make way to his WAll. 

Another concerns the prime Earl of that Kingdom, my Lord of Kildare, 
whom he impriſonegd, and kept cloſe priſoner, contrary to the King's expreſs 
command for his deliverance ; and in his anſwer my Lord acknowledges it, but 
ſayes, That chat Command was obtained from the King upon a miſ-infarmation. 

Theſe things 1 would not have mentioned, if he had paſſed them over; but 
fnce he givesthem in, give me leave to mention and ſay, we had- a ground to 
put them into Charge, and could have proved them, if there had been necd, 
punCtually and expreſly, and I believe, little to my Lord's adyantage. 

Bur your Lordſhips, I think, do remember my Lady Hibbors Caſe, where the 
Lady Hibbors contratts with Thomas Hibbors for his Inheritance, for 25001. exr 
ecutes the Contract by a Deed, and Fine levied, depoſits part of the Money, 
and when a Perition-was exhibited to the Lord-Deputy and Council for the very 
Eſtate, your Lordſhips remember how this came in Judgment before my Lord- 
Deputy ; there was but a Petition delivered, there was an anſwer made, and 
all the ſuggeſtions of the Petition denyed ;z yer my Lord ſpake ta Hibbers him- 
ſelf, that was willing to accept the Money, not to decline the way that be was in b 
Petition, Five hundred pound pre will do him no hurt to carry into England with him ;

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and yet, without examination of a Witneſs, a Decree was made to deprive this 
Lady of her Eſtate: and the purchaſing of this Land by my Lord of Strafe;d, 
was proved by two-Wirneſſes, though not abſolutely, yet by confeſſion or Sir 
Robert e Meredith and others, whoſe names were uſ:d in Truſt for my Lord of 
Strafford, and that it proved according to my Lord of Srrafford's Prophecy : 
__ man had five hundred pounds gain above the ContraCtt with my Lady 
Hibbots. 

But afcer the Lands were ſold for Seven Thouſand Pounds : ſo that the Lady 
Hibbots offence was her making of a bargain, whereby to gain Five hundred 


thouſand pounds, and to gain Four thouſand pounds preſently : this you ſe 
proved by Hibbors tye party, and by Mr. Hey, the Son of the Lady Hibbors. 

So that here isa determination of a Cauſe hcfore the Council-Table,touching 
Land, which was neither Plantation, nor Church- Land, without colour of the | 
Inſtructions, contrary to Law, to Statute, to Practice ; and if this be not an 
exeiciſing of an unlawful juriſdiction over the Land and Eſtates of the Subjz&, 
I know not what is. 

In his anſwer to this Caſe he did open it ( yet whether he miſtook or no I know 
not ) thathe had a Letter from the King, but he preqduces none in evidence ; 
and that is another miſrecital. 1 am ſorry he ſhould miſ-recite, and fix it upon 
the Perſon of His Soveraign in a caſe of this nature, 

Now he falls more immediately upon the Liberty of the SubjzCt, and that is 
by the Warrant mentioned in the Ninth Arricle, to be ifſucd to the Biſhop of 
Down and Conner, whereby he gives power to him and his Officers, to apprehend 
any of the King's Subjects that appeared not upon Proceſs out of his Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Qourts, expreſly contrary to Law ;z and your Lordſhips have heard how mi- 
ſcrably the King's Subjects were uſed by this Warrant, as hath been proved by a 
Gentleman of Quality, Sir James eMontromery : and howſoever he pretends ir 
was called in, it was three whole years in execution, before it was called in, 
and though he pretends his Predeceſlors did ordinarily grant Warrants of that 
nature, yet he proves no ſuch thing. -— 

My Lord Primate was examined, and he fayes, that Biſhop Morr :omery did 
tell him there was ſuch a Warrant, and one Witncls more ſpzaks of one War- 
rant, and that 1s all the Witnelles produced, and that but to be a Copy too. 
Your Lordſhips have heard how he exerciſes his juriſdiction and power over par- 
ticalars, and that in a numerous manner ; now your Lordſhips ſhall find it uni- 
verſal, and ſpread over the face of: that Kingdom that was under his juriſ.liction, 
and that is in the tenth Arricle,which concerns the Cuſtoms - where he doth im- 
poſe upon the King's Subjects a Rate and Tax againſt Law, and enforces them to 
pay it, orelfſe puniſhes them for it z which is expreſly an arrogating to himſelt 
of a juriſdiction aboye the Law. 

My Lords, in his anſwer he pretends that this is rather a matter of Fraud than 
otherwiſe: in truth and ſo it is, and that a great one roo, But as it is a fraud, 
adiſ-ſervice, and deceit to his Majeſty, ſo it is likewiſe an exerciſe of a Tyran- 
nical Jurjſdiftion over his Subjects. That ir is a fraud to his Majeſty,it plainly 
appears, for the King loſt exceedingly by it, whereas before the Rent attorded 
the King was 11050 /. there was improved by the new Leaſe, that my Lord of 
Strafford took but 13501. and I beſeech your Lordſhips obſerve how much the 
King loſt by it; for my Lord had comprehended in his new Leaſe the Impoit of 
Wine, for which the King before that time received 1400 |. a year ; and like- 
wiſe the Cuſtom of London-derry, Colerane, and Knockfergus, for which the Ring 
had reſerved 1700 l, a year, belides the moity of the ſeitures : ſo hereis 5000 /. 
that the King loſt of the old Rent expreſly : and if your Lordlhips pleaſe, ob- 
ſerve the gain and benefit my Lord of Srrafford made by it; in one year he and 
his ſharers received 39coo /. and in the laſt year 5 1000,/. and that exprcſly 
proved upon two accounts: and if this be his dealings, where is his ſervice to 
the King 1n his pretence to advance the Cuſtoms ? 

It is true, he fays, The King has five eighth parts, but it was but within theſe 
two years, the King had it not betore. And I would very gladly bave heard 
whether the King received his part of an account of 55000 /. it he had received

in impoſing and forcing to pay,for that I deſire your Lordſhips to take with you ; 
and he might as well have raiſed Nineteen ſhillings on a pound, as nine pence or 
three pence, by the ſame rule of Law. 


The next Article in number was the Eleventh, and I would be glad my Lord 
had not mentioned it ; it concerns the Pipe-ſtaves, wherein he pretends he did 
the King great Service, and that, he fays, was the reaſon of our paſſing over it : but 
that was not the reaſon , it had been a foul buſineſs if we had opened it ; but 
having enough beſides, we made not uſe of it : for the ſubſtance ot the proofs by 
multiplicity of Witneſks had been, that the parties themſelves that bought the 
Pip<-ſtaves for Four pound odd money, were fain to ſell them to his Inſtruments 
for Six pounds, and after to buy them again for Tenqounds, elſe there muſt be 
no Licence to Export them : but that I would not os mentioned, if he had 
let it ſlip over. 


I come to the Twelfth Article, and that is concerning the Tobacco, wherein he 
pretends the King's Service, and, if my memory fail me not,zhe deſire of the Parlia- 
niet , that he ſhould take this into his hands for the King. 

My Lords, Therein, under his favour, he hath miſ-recited the Evidence, and 
ſpoken that he cannot juſtifie; for he can ſhew no ſuch deſire of the Parliament. 
It is true, there was a defire of the Parliament, that the King would be pleaſed 
to take his Cuſtoms into his hands, for the advancement of his Revenue, that it 
| might go to maintain himſelf, and he might not be abuſed, and others live by it; 
but to take the Tobacco into his hands, he never did, nor can produce a Wit- 
neſs to prove ſuch their deſire; and therefore, under favour, he. fixes a wrong 
upon the Parliament, and injures your Lordſhips by his reciting that he neither 
did nor can make good; for there was no ſuch thing. 

Burt if you obſerve the courſe he takes, he makes Proclamation to hinder the 
importing of Tobacco into Ireland; that if it be imported, it muſt be ſold to 
him at his own rate ; and by theſe means he firſt hinders the liberty of the Sub- 
jet from doing what the Law allows him, and ſo takes on him an Arbitrary 
Power ; And Secondly, he = this commodity to himſelf, deceiving His 
Majeſty, to whom he profeſſeth ſo much fidelity ; for whereas there is 5000 /.

My Lord of Strafford's defence is, That it bath been uſed before bis time in Ireland ; 
wherein he hath again miſrecited z for he did not offer a proof, nor a particle 
of a proof, that ever any man did know Soldiers laid upon any party, for refu- 
ſing to _ to a Warrant, or for other contempt at Council-Table, before 
himſelf did it 3 but he offered to prove, That formerly Soldiers were ſent again#t 
Rebels, and that after they were declared to be Rebels, and that juſtly too 
and he yon an uſe and cuſtom to force men to pay Contribution- 
money, due to the King, but that was by conſent: of thepeople, who 
granted a Contribution of 20000 {. a year,for increafe of the King's Re- 
venue; and that it might not be upon Record in the Exc , and ſo chimed 
as due in time to come,. they conſented, that Soldiers ſhould be laid upon them 
that refuſed it; and the word ( Conſent ) is within the Statute of 18 H. 6, A»

Sir eArthur Terringham, the laying of Soldiers once for the payment of a ſurmm 
of Money ; but Sir e-Frthar being demanded whether it were the King's Rents, 
or comprehended within the ſame general Rule, he could make no anſwer there- 
unto. 

Your Lordſhips remember, he ſays, He did not know it, and therefore probab!

But if he produced Precedents, it could not bean authority for Treaſon, 
that if people did not appear to his Orders, he muſt levy War againſt the King's 
Subjects ; and for his extenuation of the War, that the ſame was of no grezt 

er, there being not aboye five or fix Soldiers laid at a time. Iwould to 


God, the people oppreſſed by it, had cauſe to undervyalue it © 1 am ſure four or. 


fix - 
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ſix Maſqueteers are asſtrong to oppreſs a man, as four thouſand ; fo the matter 
of Fat is ſtrongly and expreſly proved..: Beſides, though there came not above 
four or five to a houſe, yet the ——_— to the Sergeant was general ; he. 
might have brought more if he had liſted : and in truth, he brought as many 
as the Eſtate of the party would maintain. 207 

And as to the not producing of the Warrant, I have already anſwered it. If 
it were in the Caſe of a Deed wherein men call for Witneſſes, 'it were ſome- 
thing ; but God: forbid: that the Treaſon ſhould be gone, and the Traytor not 
queſtionable, if his "Warrant can be once put out of- the way. 


The-next Article which is laid to his Charge, is, For iſſuing out a Protlamation, 
and Warrant of reftraint, to inhibit the' King's Subjetts to come to the Fountain, 
their Soveraign, to deliver theic complaints of their wrongs and oppreſlions. 
Your Lordſhips have heard how he hath exerciſed his juriſdiction, and now he 
raiſes a battery to ſecure and make it ſafe. If he do wrong, perhaps the com- 
plaint may come to the Gracious Ears of a King, who is ready to give relicf, 
and therefore he muſt ſtop theſe cries, and prevent theſe means, that he may 
g00n without interruption; and. to that end he makes Propoſitions here, That 
the King's Subjetts in Ireland ſhould not come over to make complaint azainſt eMini- 
Fers of State, before an Addreſs firſt made to himſelf. It 1s true, he makes a fair 
pretence and ſhew for-it, and had juſt cauſe of approbation, if he intended what 
he pretended ; But as ſoon as he came into Jreland, what uſe made he of it ? he 
ingroſſes the proceedings of almoſt all the Courts of Juſtice into his own hands, 
and ſo pre-poſſeſſes the King by a colourable propoſition, and prevents their 
coming over before they had made theiraddreſs to himſelf, and then he becomes 
the wrong doer, and iſſues Proclamations for the hindring of the King's Subjects 
to ſeek redreſs without his leave 3 which is as great a proof of his deſign, and 
as great an injury to the people, governed under a Gracious Prince, as a heart 
can conceive. And what his intention was in exhibiting this Propoſition, it will 


| appear in the ſentence of a poor man,one David,who was cenſured,and moſt hea- 


vily Fined for coming over into England to proſecute complaint againſt my Lord 
of Strafford. It-is true, that this was not the cauſe —_— but this was the 
truth of the matter. Your Lordſhips remember a clauſe in the Order at Coun- 
cil-Board, whereby is ſet forth the cauſe wherefore the party is not Sentenced, 
which I never ſaw in an Order before, nor ſhould now, bur that - my Lord fore- 


ſaw there was danger in it, that he might be charged in this place for the fact ; 


\ and therefore puts in negatively, why the party was not cenſured, Clanſula in- 


conſulta inducit ſuſpitionem, And how defends he this Article ? he fſayes, his pre- 
deceſſors iſſued Proclamations to. hinder the King's Subjetts from going over, let they 
ſhould joyn with O-Neal, and Tirconnell beyond Sea, and ſo it might be dangerous to 
the State ; but becauſe they may joyn with Forraigners, ſhall they therefore not 
come to the King to make juſt complaint ? What this argument is, I refer to 
your Lordſhips judgments. 

Then he pretends a former precedent, affirming that the like inſtruCtions 
were given to my Lord of Fawkland ; but was there any, that none ſhould come 
to their Soyeraign, to make their juſt appeal if injured ? Surely there was never 
any ſuch Inſtruction before, and'I hop? never will be again. 


The next eMrticle is the Nineteenth : and now when he had fo plentifully ex- 
erciſed his Tyranny over the lives, the liberty, and the Eſtates of the King's 
Subjects ; A man would think he could go no further : Burt ſee a Tyranny exer- 
ciſed beyond that, and that is over the Conſciences of men : hitherto he dealt 
with the outward man, and now he offers violence to the ward man, and impoſes 
an Oath upon the King's Subjects, and ſo exercifeth a Tyranny over the Conſci- 
ences of men. 

And ſetting aſide the matter of the Oath, if he hath authority and power to 
impoſe ſuch an Oath,as he ſhall frame,he may by the. ſame power impoſe any Oath 
to compel Conſeiences. 

He pretends a Warrant from his Majeſty to do it, but the King's Miniſters 
are to {erye the King according to Law ; and 1 dare be bold to fay ( and we have 


good reaſon to thank God for it ) if any of the King's Miniſters tell him, that 


any 
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any Command he gives is againſt Law, there is no doubt but in his Goodneſs 
and Piety, he will withdraw his Command, and not enforce execution ; and 
therefore if there were an Error, the King is free, and the Miniſters to be juſt- 
ly charged with it. 

But there was no Command from the King to compel and enforce them to 
take the Oath by the Power of the Star-Chamber, to commit them to Priſon, 
ro impoſe heavy Fines, and tyrannize over them ;, all which he did in the Caſe of 
Steward. 

And now one would have thought he had aCted his part, when he had ated 
as much as lay in his own Power; and yet he goes beyond this, he was not con- 
tent to corrupt all the ſtreams (which was not a diverting of the courſe, as he 
ſpoke in his Anſwer ; for he nor only turned the courſe of the water, but chang- 
ed the nature of it, converted it into poyſon, a legal and juſt proceeding into a 
Tyrannical and Arbitrary Government, which is not turning, but corrupting of 
the clearand Chryſtal ſtreams to bitterneſs and death. ) But yet the Fountain re- 
mainsclear, and perhaps when his hand is taken off, you ſhall have the ſtreams 
run as pure and uncorrupt as ever they did. This 1s it troubles him, remove 
but this obſtacle, and the work is perfect ; and therefore now he will go about 
to corrupt. the ſtreams : if he can but infuſe his poyſon into the King's heart, 
which is the Fountain, then all is done; and now he atteropts that, and ap- 
proacheth the Throne, endeavours to corrupt the King's Goodneſs with wicked 
Counſzls ; but God be thanked he finds there too much Pliety to preyail. 

And therefore the next Arricle is that, that charges him to be an Incend:ary to 
the War betwixt the Two Kingdoms : and now I ſhall be bold to unfold the myſtery, | 
and anſwer his ObieCtion : To what purpoſe ſhould he be an Incendiary ? were it not 
better to enjoy his Eſtate in peace and quietneſs, than have it under danger of a W ar ? 
Now your Lordſhips ſhall have the Riddle diſcovered. 

The firſt thing he doth after his coming into England is, to incenſe the King to 
a War, to involve two Nations of one Faith, and under one Soyereign, to imbrue 
their hands in each others Blood, and to draw Armies into the Field. 

That he was this Incendiary, give me leave to revive your Lordſhips memories 
with the proofs which will makeit plain ; and firſt give me leave to note unto 
your Lordſhips, that His Majeſty, with much Wiſdom, did in July 1639. make 
a pacihcation with his Subjects, and even at tne very heels of this paci- 
fication , when all things were at peace, upon the Tenth of Seprember,which 
was the next month but one,your Lordihips remember the Sentence of Sreward in 
the Star-Chamber of Ireland, for not taking the Oath; your Lordſhips may call to 
mind the Language my Lord of Strafford was pleaſed ro uſe to the Scors : when 
all was in quietneſs, he then calls them no berter than Traytors or Rebels, if you will 
believe what the Witneſs teſtifies, whom my Lord is pleaſed to call a School- 
maſter : And truly admit he were ſo, becauſe he is a Schoolmaſter, therefore not to be 
believed, is a nox ſequitur. And another Witneſs, one Lofras ſpeaks to the words, 
though not in the ſame manner ; but I fay, the Tenth of September, when things 
were at peace and reſt, when the King was pleaſed to be reconciled to them by 
that Pacification, what boiled in his breaſt then, to the breaking forth of ſuch 
Expreſſions, I know not, unleſs it were an intention to be an Incendiary. 

My Lords,l muſt ſay and aftirm,and he hath not proved it to the contrary, That 
all this while (1 am confident) there was not any breach of the Pacification on 
either fide, and it Iyes on his part to prove there was : But the Parliament of 
Scotland then SIGs and making preparation for their Demands in purſuance of 
the Articles of Pacification,he coming over into Exgland in Seprember, immediatcly 
upon the Pacification anſwers, That he found things ſo diſtratted here, that it was fit 
che Scots ſhould be reduced by force, if they could not be otherwiſe : yet no breach ap- 
pears, no War was denounced, there was no intention of a War : but ſee what 
harboured in his Breaſt all the while. 


The Fourth of December following, my Lord Traquaire made his relation to | 


the Council of the Scots proceedings: and all this while: there was no Demands 
brought by the Scors themſelves, nor reaſon of their Demands brought by others, | 
though they were not prepared ; yet you have heard his advice was for an offenſive 
War, and that the Demands were a juft cauſe of the War. And though he pretends 
he ſaid no more than what the reſt of the Lords of the Council concarred with him in, 1 
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164t. will joyn in iſſue with him in that, and if ſome of your Locdſhips be not ſatisfied, 
LAY WY | you have many Noble Lords among you, from whom you may be ſatisfied that it 
is not ſo; 1 am ſure he proves it not. It js true, 1n the propoſition of the De- 
mands, ſome of the Lords of the Council did ſay, That theſe Demands bypothetically, 
if the Scots did not groe ſatisfaition by their Reaſons, were 4 juſt cauſe of War ; but 
not any Lord of the Council was of that opinion, That the very Demands, poſi- 
tively, without hearing of the Reaſons, were a juſt cauſe of War, but himſelf, 
and I believe the Noble Lords of the Council,their Conſciences can tell them,and 
I believe will deliver it to the reſt of the Peers, that I ſpeak truth. 

For the Offenſive War, he pretends a concurrence of the reſt, but it was diſap- 
proved; many were for it upon theſe terms, If they did not give Reaſons,and ſhew 
juſt cauſe for their Demands \, and many were againſt an Offenſive War xpon any terms, 
and therefore herein he fixes that upon the Lords of the Council, which he cannot 
make good, 

All this while his intentions are diſcovered by a matter precedent, but after the 
breach he diſcovers his anger further towards the Scorriſh Nation, and makes it his 
deſign to incenſe the King to this War. | 

My Lords, he is not at end yet, for he confeſſes himſelf that he adviſed the King 
to call a Parliament, and now I come to his work, of merit, but it was to his de- 
ſtruftion, and ſerves to prove this Arricle directly ; for to what purpoſe was this 
Parliament called ? Exitus ata probat ;, it was no ſooner ſet, but within three 
| Weeks a propoſition is made for Jupp'y towards a War againſt the Scots : who was 

the cauſe of calling the Parliament ? himſelf; and therefore who was the cauſe of 
this Propoſition but himſelf ? and fo the calling of the Parliament is a concurring 
evidence of his being an Incendiary to put on the War ; and it ſhall appear anon 
abſolutely, that he was the occaſion of it, though he thinks there be no proof 
of it. 

Did not he go over into Ireland, and by his ſollicitation there, Subſidies were 
granted by the Parliament, only, to maintain this War, and to ſhew their ingagemet 
in it ? and who was the occaſion of drawing them on, | refer to your Lordſhips 
judgments, by the circumſtances precedent. 
| Your Lordſhips heard his good opinion of the Scors, when he began to dif- 
courſe with the Citizens touching Money,and their affording of the King ſup- 
ply, and ſeizing the Miar, 9 giving them no better expoſitions than Rebels; for, 
faith he, you are more forward to belp the Rebels here, than to pay the King his own : 
| I know not who he meant, but certainly the Scors were in his thoughts ; ſo that | 
from the beginning he incenſed the War _—_ them: Firſt, he exclaimed againſt 
them during time of Peace. He alledges in his Anſwer, That thivgs were found in 
ſuch diſtraition, that it was fit the Scots ſhould be reduced by force : he gave advice 
precipitately without hearing the reaſons, and not concurrent to the Council, 
for an offenſive War ;, and putting all together, I refer ji to your Lordſhips judg- 
ment who is the Incendiary; for how can it be proved more clearly, unleſs it 
ſhould appear under his Hand and Seal, pi by two or three Witneſſes ? 

Now, My Lords, how comes this to be his deſign ? here the Myſtery comes 
to be unfolded. Having thus incenſed to the War, and ingaged the King to the 
uttermoſt, and having a Parliament now diſſolved without ſupply, he ſets up an 
Idol of his own creation, as a means to draw on his deſign, and that was receſſity ; 
neceſlity, is it that muſt enforce the King : what to do ? to levy Money, to uſe 
his Prerogative, to raiſe ſupplies upon His Subjects without their conſent, a- 
gainſt their Will, neceſſity muſt be his Argument, and this War muſt be the 
occaſion of that neceſſity, and without that, he cannot ſuggeſt to the King's 
ear, Or adviſe this neceſlity, till this be brought to paſs. 


And now he hath brought it to paſs, he began in the One and twentieth, Two 
and twentieth, and Three and twentieth Article, to perſwade the King, that 
Neceſſuy hath ſurprized him, by the Parliaments deſerting of him ;, that the Parlament 
had forſaken the King, in denyins Supply, and baving tryed the affettions of His People, 
he was looſe, and abſolved from all Ryles of Government ; and had an eArmy in Ireland 
which he might employ, to reduce this Kingdom. . 

That he ſpake theſe words to the King, part is proved by two concurrent 
| Witneſſes, that is, that having tryed the affettions of his People, he was now wr nag] 

abſolwy: 
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abſolved from all Rules of Government ,, which words are proved by two Witnell.s 
ot eminent quality, that is, my Lord of Northumberland, and Sir Henry Vane : 
and truly, howſocver my Lord in his Speech pretends, that the moſt material word; 
are proved but by one Witneſs, (it {ceming that ie held it not a material charge, 
that he counſelled the King that he was abſolved from all Rules of Government) } 
for my part, if your Lordihips be ſatisfied thoſe words were proved, I could wil- | 
lingly ſatisfy my own Conſcience in it, and make no great matter to quit the reſt; 
for I know not how he could expreſs it in higher terms, than that the Kino was ab- 
ſolved from all Rnles of Goverrment, for then he might dv what he would. 

Iris true, the latter words, rouching the Iriſh Army, are expreſly proved but by | 
one Witneſs, Mr. Secretary Fare; but are fortified apain with ſuch circumſtances 
as make up more than one, yea, more than two other witneſſes, if your Lordſhips 
will have the Patience to have ir repreſented, as it is proved. | 

For howſoever it be lighted by him,if your Lordſhips will call to mind the 
words of Sir George Ratcliffe, his boſome Friend, ( to whom he had contributed, 
without queſtion, his advice in all cauſes) the ſaid Sir George Ratcliffe expreſſed it 
before, and told ſome of his Friends (ſuppoſing that he never ſhould be called in 
queſtion, and that the power of my Lord of Srrafford had been enough to protect 
any thing he had done, and out of the abundance of the heart his mouth ſpake) 
the Kins muſt now want no Adoney ; if be did, no body would pity him, now he had b:s 
Sword im his hand. 

Sir Robert King proves it ſo. My Lord Ranalagh diſcoyered the ſmoke of the 
fire that he had juſt cauſe to ſuſpect, and on good grounds, I am (are; and if the 
Commons of Enzland had not julit cauſe to ſuſpect him, ( as | believe he is con- 
vinced they had good cauſe) what is the reaſon this ſuſpition ſhould be enter- 
tained at that time, my Lord of Srrafford being not then queſtioned for it ? and 
yet my Lord Ranalazh ſhould ſay, Shall we turn our Swords upon our own bowels ? 
Sha'l we brins this Army to turn the points of our blades upon that Nation from whence | 
we were all derived? and that was before any conterence with Mr. Secretary 
V ane. 

Sir William Pennyman himſelf, his own Witneſs and Friend ſays, at York,, be- 
fore my Lord of Srrafford was queltioned, that there was a common fame of bringing 
the Army into England, and there is ſomething in that ſurely ;,, and after all this, 
to produce one Witneſs that expreſly proves the very words ſpoken #7 terminis, as 
they be charged, if. your Lordſhips put the whole together, ſee whether there be 
not more than one Witneſs. 

And, under favour, my Lord Corringron, if you call to mind his Teſtimony, 1 
mult juſtify,he did declare, That he heard my Lord of Srrafford tell the King, That | 
| ſome reparation was to be made to the Subjefis Property; which muſt inftr,he had acvi/cd | 
| an Invaſion upon the Property ;, elſe by no good coherence ſhould a reparation be 
made. And thar he teſtihes this, I muſt affirm, and moſt here will affirm ir ; 

and I think your Lordſhips well remember it : and that is an addition to it; for 
if your Lordſhips caſt your eye upon the Interrogatory adminiſtred ro my Lord 
Admiral, and my Lord Corrimgron, that very queſtion is asked ; fo that his own 
Conſcience told him, he had adviſed ſomething to invade upon the People, when 
he adviſed to a reſtitution after thinzs ſhould be ſetled: and ſo I refer it to your Lord- 
ſbips conſideration, whether here be not more than one witneſs by far. 

t is true, he makes Objeftions to leſſen this teſtimony ; Firſt, That his 
Army was to be landed at Ayre in Scotland, and not here ;, and this was declared to 
Sir Thomas Lucas, Mr. Slingsby, Sir William Pennyman,and others. Secondly, That 
hers that were preſent when the words are ſuppoſed to be ſpoken, did not hear any ſuch 
woras. 

For the firſt; Perhaps the Army might be originally intended for Scorlard, and 
yet this is no contradiction, but he might intend it afcerwards for Ernzland; fure- } 
ly this is no Zogick,, chat becauſe it was intended for one place, it could never be in- 

tended for axother place; 10 his allegation may be true, and the charge ſtand true 
lixewile, : 

Beſide, that it was intended originally for Scotland, what proof makes he ? He 
told ſeveral perſons of the deſign, but I will be tryed by himfelt, he told ſome.zr was 
for Scotland ; he told others, it was for England z; and why you ſhould believe his 
relling on one ſide, more than on the other ſide, 1 know not ; though he pretends | 
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a reaſon of his ſeveral allegations, that rhe world ſhould not know bis deſien ;, but if 
ou will not believe him one way, why ſhould-he be believed the other way ? and 
if not the other way, why the firſt way ? 

For the Second, Several perſons were preſent, when the words were ſpoken touching 
the Iriſh eArmy, and they were examined, and remember not the words ;, but one nan 
may hear, though twenty do not heer ; and this is no contradiction at all : for 
thoſe perſons whom he examined, the Lord Treaſurer, Marquis Hamilton, my 
Lord Cottingron, did not hezr the words that are proved by two Witneſſes, con- 
cerning the Kin1s being looſe and abſolved from Rules of Government : and if they did 
not hear thoſe words, no marvel they did not hear the other : and therefore 
that which he himſelf pretends to be a convincing teſtimony, is nothing at all ; ſo 
that his objeCtions are clearly taken away, and the fingle teſtimony fortified with 
teſtimonies that make above one witneſs, and fo the words are fully proved. 

But to fortify the whole, I ſhall handle all theſe Articles together ; This deſign 
to ſubvert the Law, and to exerciſe an Arbitrary Power above the Law in this 
Kingdom,will (upon the proofs putting them all rogether,and not taking them in 
pieces as my Lord of Strafford hath done) appear to have been harboured in his 
thoughts, and ſerled in his heart long before it was executed. 

You ſce what his Counſels were, That the King having tryed the affeftions of his 
People, was looſe and abſolved from all Rules of Government, and might do every thing 
that power would admit ; and His eAMajeſty had tryed all ways, and was refuſed, and 
ſhould be acquitted of God and Man; and bad an Army in Ireland, mwherewith if he 
pleaſed he might reduce this Kingdom: 1o there muſt be a trial of his People, for 
Supply that 1s denyed, which muſt be interpreted, a Defettion by refuſal, and this 
refuſal muſt give advantage of neceſhty, and this neceſſity muſt be an advantage 
to uſe his Prerogative againſt the Rule of the Law, and conſent of the Peo- 
ple; this is his advice, which ſhews that this very thing that happened, did 
harbour in his thoughts long before the breach of the Parliament, and the oc- 
caſion of the Army. 

Your Lordſhips have heard it confeſſed by himſelf, Thar before this laFt advice, 
be had adviſed the calling of a Parliament : To the Parliament a propoſition, of 
Twelve Subſidies was made for ſupply, and ( which may be ſpoken with great 
aſſurance ) before they had conſulred, or given any reſolution to that propoſi- 
tion, the Parliament was diſſolved, upon a ye ge that the Supply was denied. 
Now that this was pre-deſigned by my Lord of $ 

obſerve theſe things following, that is, The words in the Two and Twentieth Arti- 
cle, That His e Majeſty was firſt to try the Parliament, and if that did not ſupply him , 
then be would ſerve the King any other way, 

His words are proved by Mr. Treaſurer, That if the Parliament ſupplyed him 
not, be would ſerve him any other way ; and this is before the Parliament ſet : now 
if your Lordſhips hear the proots of my Lord Primate, ( which my Lord of 
Strafford flights taking it ſingly ) my Lord Primate before the Parliament was 
called, when my Lord of Srrafford was in JIreland, and not yet come into this 
Kingdom, teſtifies, my Lords, ſaying, That if the Parliament will not wpply Hs 
e Majeſty, the King was acquitted before God and Man, if he took ſome other courſe 
ro ſupply himſelf, though againſt the will of the Subjefts. 4 beſeech your Lordſhips, 
—_ how he prophehies theſe things muſt come to paſs, and adviſed them ac- 
cordingly, 

My Lord Comway teſtihes, that before the Parliament fate, my Lord of Straf- 
ford ſaid, that if the Parliament would not ſupply His Majeſty, the King was acquit- 
ted before God and Man, if be took, another courſe to ſupply himſelf, though it were a- 
ogainſt the will of the Subjett, and he doubts not but the Parliament would grve, What ? 
Twelve Subſidies : and your Lordſhips very well remember, Twelve were pro- 
pounded ; but 1 beſeech you, obſerve the coherence of all ; the Parliament muſt 
be called, they mult be tryed, if they deny there is neceſlity, and this neceſli- 
ty is a Warrant for the King to proceed ; ſo that my Lord of Strafford mult be 
judged to be cither a Propher, or to have this deſign hebrehoad in his thoughts. 

Now the Parliament being broken before anſwer to the Demand given, he 
| vents his Counſel in the Three and twentieth eArricle, and how far it is proved, 
your Lordſhips have heard. Now cames the Bullion to be ſeized, rhe Copper-money 


to be adviſed, and now comes he to tell the King, that the Aldermen of London 


trafford himſelf, 1 beſeech you 
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' uſt be put to Fine and Ran/ome, and laid by the heels, and no good would be donetill |, 6 4 1. 
ſome of them be hanged, lo you hear his advice ; | beſeech your Lordſhips obſerve | (gy JV 
what ſucceſs this advice took ; Four Aldermen were inſt antly committed, and then 
the Tounſel of the Threeand twentieth Article 1s fomented. 

Firſt, He foments the War, then there is a neceflity, the def2&ion of the 
Parliament mult fer the King looſe from rules of Governme;t, and now [ce whe- 
ther the occation of the War, the calling of the Parliament, the diilolving of 
it, bz not adequate to what he propounded to himſelf, namely, to. ſer up an 
| Arbitrary Government. | 

Your Lordihips remember how freſh my Lord of ByiftoPs memory is, touch- 
ing my Lord of Strafford*s opinion upvn the difloluition of the Parliament ; how 
he declared unto my Lord of Briſtol inſtantly within three or four dayes after, 
That the King was not to be maftered by the frowardneſs of his people, or rather of 
ſome particular perſons ;, and your Lordihips remember Sir George Wentworths 
words ſpoken the very day of diſſolving the Parliament ; which may be very 
well applycd as a concurrent proof to his intentions of bringing the Army into 
En:laud. He was my Lord's own Brother, that knew much of his Counſel, and 
his words are, That the Engliſh Nation would never be well till theywere conquered 
over a74ain. Somy Lords, pur all together, if he declared his own intentions, 
it actions, in executing this Tyrannical and Arbitrary Power, if Counſels of 
as dangerous conſequence, in as high a ſtrain as can be, bz not a ſufficient Evi- 
dence ro prove an intention, and defire to ſubvert the Law, I know not what 
can prove ſuch an interpretation : - and now l refer it to your Lordſhips judgments, 
whether here be not a good proof of the Article laid to his Charge. | 


My Lords, in the Seven and Twentieth Article, he is charged with lewyinz of 
War upon the Kinz's People, by forcing them un Yorkſhire to pay ZAoney ;, to prove 
they were ſo forced, you have heard by two Witneſſes, that Sergeant- Major 
Yaworth, by Muſquetiers, four together inthe Town, and one by one out of che 
Town, did compel them to pay the fortnights contribution, elſe they were to 
ſerve ia perſon: That he did this by Warrant, is likewiſe confelled by Sir William 
Pennyman: and whether this were an authority derived from, or commanded by 
my Loxd of Strafford, that is the queſtion z and my Lords, ic is plainly proved, 
that it was commanded by my Lord of Strrafford, for Sir William Pennyman 
himſelf being examined,alledged that the Warrant was made in purſuance of the 
relation,and direction made by my Lord of Srrafford. 

Your Lordſhips heard what my Lord of Strafford did ſay before-hand, as is 
proved by two Witneſles, ( Sir William Inzram and Mr. Cholzley ) that this Mo- 
ney ſhould be paid, or leyyed on the Subjefts Goods ; Then his Declaration to 
Sir William Pennyman, ( in purſuance of which he made his Warrant ) that it was 
the aſſent of the Lords of the great Council, that this Money ſhould be levyed; 
7] and taking all together, whether it fixes it not upon him to be the Author and 
Inſtrument, it reſts in your judgments in point of Fa&: and fol ſuppoſe the 
Seven and twentieth Article reſts on him, and ſo I ſhall conclude the Evidence 
produced on the behalf of the Commons. 

And now give me leave to put your Lordſhips in mind of ſome Evidences of- 
fered by my Lord Strafford himſelf in his Anſwer, and 1n the paſſages of his 
Defence, for his clearing and juſtification, but rending direCtly co his condem- 
nation. 

I will enter upon ſome paſſages he mentioned to day, and often before z When 
he is charged with invading the Eſtates of the Peers of the Kinzdomof Ireland, and 
determining them upon Paper Petitions in an Arbitrary way * you Lord(hips have heard 
him ſpeak ir before, and repeat it this day, That he did ir ont of Compaſſion, for the 
more expeditious proceeding on behalf of the poor againſt theſe mighty : But then my 
Lords, I beſeech you, compare ſome other part of his Proceedings. Your Lord- 
ſhips remember the buſineſs of the' Flax, which concerns the poor wholly and 
univerſally; and if compaſſion had been the rule and direttion of his Actions 
towards the poor, ſurely this would have been a juſt cauſe to have commilſera- | 
red them in this caſe ; but he exerciſed his power over them, and over them | 
wholly, and over them uniyerſfally : and therefore it ſhews, it is not. his com- 
paſſion to the poor, nor reſpeCt to the rich,or mighty, that will any way reftrain | 
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or obſtruct his ways, to his own Will. And therefore you may. ſee what truth 
there is in his anſwer, by comparing one part of the Charge with another, when 
the buſineſs of the Flax brought that calamity upon theKing)?s Subjects,that Thou- 
ſands of them periſhed for lack of Bread, and dyed in Ditches.” 

Secondly, Your Lordſhips have often heard him uſe a Rhetorical inſinuation, 
wondring that he ſhould be charged with words, and they ſtrained ſo high as to 
be made Treaſon, to queſtion his Life and Poſterity, though the words might be 
ſpoken unadviſedly, or in diſcourſe, or bychance : Your Lordſhips remember the 
Fifth Article, touching his proceedings againſt my Lord Mownrnorris,where words 
were ſpoken in an ordinary Giſcourſe at dinner, and ſlight ones, God knows, of 
no conſequence at all, ſuch as another man would ſcarce have hearkened after, 
and yet my Lord extends them to the taking away of my Lord eXorntnorris his 
life; gets a Sentence of Dcath againſt him, and that agairſt Law, with a high 
hand, in ſuch a manner, s I think your Lordſhips have nor heard the like ;, and 
therefore I beſzech you, compare one part of his Anſwer with another, and ſee 
how ready he is to make uſe of any thing that may excuſe himſelf; and yet when 
he comes to aCt his power, you ſee his exerciſe of it. 

You have heard how he magnifies his Zeal for advancing the King's Benefit 
and Revenue, and his care of his Service, and would ſhelter and protect him- 
ſelf under it, to juſtifie an exorbitant action : but if your Lordſhips call to mind 
the buſineſs of the Cyſtoms for Tobacco, ( which in truth were the King's right 
and duc, and a great profit was thereby advanced ; and he truſted to advance 
it. ) The King muſt looſe of his former Rents in the caſe of Cuſtom, and re- 
ceived a ſmall Rent in the caſe of Tobacco, my Lord himſelf in the mean time 
imburſing ſuch vaſt ſummsof Money : where is then the diſcharge of his Truſt ? 
where is his care to advance the King's Rents ? to increaſe his Revenue ? Com- 
pare that part of his Anſwer with this, and ſee what credit is to be given to his 
affirmation. 

My Lords, jp TY the paſſages of his diſcourſe he inſinuates, ( and ne- 
ver more than this day ) with the Peers of the Realm, magnifying them almoſt 
to Idolatry ; and yet my Lords, when he was in his Kingdom in Ireland, and 
had power over them, what reſpect ſhewed he then to the Peers of the Kingdom, 
when he judged ſome to death, trampled upon others in miſery, committed 
them to priſon, and ſeized on their Eſtates ; where then was the Peerage he now 
magnihies * | 

And to ſhew it was an infinuation for hisown advantage, you may remember, 
when there was an unlawful Act to be. committed, thar is, the levying of Mo- 
ney in the North, What regard had he then to the Peers of the Kingdom, when 
he comes to juſtifie and boulſter up High-Treaſon it ſelf, under the name and 
authority of the great Council, where moſt of the Peers of the Realm then 
were ?- and ſo by this time I know what credit your Lordſhips give to his 
words ſpoken, when he lies under your Mercy and Power : but what do I ſpeak 
of the Peers of the Kingdom, and his uſing of them? My Lords, he ſpared 
not. his Soveraign, His Majeſty in His whole Defence ; for being charged with 
offences of a high nature, he juſtifies thoſe offences under the prerence, and un- 
der the authority of His Majeſty, our Gracious King and Soveraign, even Mur- 
ther it ſelf, in the Caſe of Dexwire, and my Lord Mountnorris. Treaſon it 
ſclf inthe Fifteenth Article by a Command in Ireland, and in the Seven and 
twentieth, by a pretended authority from His Majeſty in the face of His people ; 
he juſtifies my Lord Afountnorrts his ſentence by a Letter from his Majeſty, 
Deimit's Sentence by a Commiſſion from his Majeſty, and he read three or four 
clauſes to that purpoſe, 

My Lords, my Lord of Strafford doth very well know ( and if hedoth not 
know it, I have a Witneſs to produceagainſt him, which I will not examine, but 
refer it to his own Conſcience, that is, The Petition of Right ) That the King's 
Servants are to ſerve him according to Law and no otherwiſe : he very well knew if 
1 an unlawful act be committed, eſpecially to a degree of Treaſon and Murder, 

the King's Authority and Warrant produced, is no juſtification at all. So then, 
my Lords, to mention the King's name, to juſtifie an unlawful aft in that way, 
can do him no good ; and his own underſtanding knows, it may do the King 


| harm, if we had not ſo Graciousa King, that no ſuch thing can do harm unto. 
But, 
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But, my Lords, to produce the King's Warrant to juſtihe his aftions under | 
his Patent and Command, what is it elſe, but ſo far as in him lies, 1 the face 
of his people, to raiſe a cloud, and exhale a vapour ? To interpoſe betwixt 
the King and his Subjefts whereby the ſplendor of his Glory and Juſtice cannot 
be diſcovered to his people ? 

My Lords, what 1s it elſe, when the people make complaint againſt the Mini- 
ſters ( that ſhould execute Juſtice ) of their oppreſſion and ſlavery, and bond- 
age ? For the Miniſter, when he is queſtioned to juſtifie this under the King's 
Authority, what is it, I ſay, but as much as in that Miniſter lies, to fix this of- 
fence, to faſten this oppreſſion upon the King himſelf, to make it to be believed, 
that the occaſion of theſe their groans proceeded from his Sacred Majeſty ? yer 
God be thanked the ſtrength of that Sun is powerful enough to diſpel theſe va- 
pours, and to diſperſe . the cloud that he would have raiſed ; bur in the mean 
time, my Lord is nothing to be excuſed, 

My Lords, he may pretend zeal to the King's Service, and affection to His 
Honour, but give me leave not to believe it, ſince, when he is quelitioned by all 
the King's people, and in the face of his people, and offences laid to his charge, 
which himſelf now confeſſes to be againſt Law ; he ſhould juſtihe it under the 
King's authority ; that ſavours not of a good ſervant : I will ſay no more. 

wy Lords, he is charged with exerciſing a tyrannical power over the King's 
people,and in his Defence your Lordſhips have often hcard(and I may not omit it ) 
that he ſhelters himſelf under the proteCtion of the King's Prerogative, though 
he be charged with Tyranny of the higheſt nature that may be : ſee then how 
foul and malignant an aſpect this hath. My Lords, what is it elſe, bur to en- 
deavour, as much as in him lies, to infuſe into the King*s heart an apprehenſion, 
that his Prerogative is ſo bottomleſs a Gulf,fo unlimiced a Power, as is not to 
be comprehended within the Rules of Law, or within the bounds of Govern- 
ment ? for elſe why ſhould he mention the Prerogative, when he is charged 
to exceed the Law ? What is it elſe, bur as far as in him lies, to make the people 
believe ( for I may not forget the words he hath uſed )) by bis magnifying of the 
Prerogative, that it bath a ſpecial ftamp of Divinity on it ;, and that the other part 
of the Government that God pleaſes to put into the King*s hands, had not that 
ſtamp upon it ? as if any thing done by one, was to be juſtified by authority de- 
rived from Heaven, bur the other not, 

Theſe expreſſions your Lordſhips remember ; and I may not omit to put your 
Lordſhips in mind of them z and I can expound them no otherwiſe than, as much 
as in him lies,to make theSubject believe and apprehend, that which is the buckler 
and defence of his protection, to be the two-edged ſword of his deſtruCtion, ac- 
cording to the Doctrine he Preached ; and that that which is the Sanctuary of 
their Liberty, is the Snare and Engine of their Slavery. And thus he hath caſt a 
bone of contention, as much as in him lay, betwixt King and People, to make 
the Subjects loath that glorious Flower of his Crown,by fixing a jealouſie in them, 
that it may be a means of their Bondage and Slavery. 
| But there is ſo much Piety and Goodneſs in the King's Heart, that I hope,upon 

fair underſtanding, there will be no ſuch occaſion ; but no thanks to the party, 
that ſo much advanced*the Prerogative in the caſe and condition he ſtands in, to 
juſtify that which is laid to his Charge of High Treaſon. 

My Lords, I beſcech you give me leave; there is no rover ſafety to King 
and People, than to have the Throne incircled with good Counſellors; and no 
greater danger to both, than to have it encompaſſed with wicked and dangerous 
ones ; and yet I beſeech you call to mind; how he hath attempted to deprive the 
Subject of all means to diſcover this danger, by inſinuating to your Lordſhips, 
what a dangerous thing it were, if Counſellors ſhould be called in queſtion for giving of 
Counſel : for who then (ſaith he) would be a Counſellor ? where is your ſafeguard * 
where is the King's ſervice? Is not this, as much as in him lies, to deprive the 
People of the means whereby they muſt make themſelves happy, and whercb 
the King muſt be happy, that is, by his having good Counſellors about him 
and yet he infuſes that venom, that the que#tioning of Connſellors is dangerous both 
to King and Peers, if it ſhould be brought inzo Example. My Lords, for many: years 
by-paſt,/ your Lordſhips know an evil ſpirit hath moved amongſt us, which in 
truth hath been made the Author and ground of all qur diſtraftions, and that 1s 
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neceſlity and danger : this was the butwark and the battery that ſerves to defend 
all exorbitant actions z the ground and foundation of that great invaſion of our 
Liberties and Eſtates, the judgment in the Ship-money, and the ground of the 
Counſel given of late to do any thing, and to perſwade the King, That he was 
abſolved from all Rules of Government ; and yet your Lordſhips have obſerved in the 
courſe of his Dcfence, how often he hath raiſed rhis ſpirit, that God be thanked hath 
been laid, to the great Comfort of King and Kingdom, by your Lordſhips, and all 
the Commons in Parhament. And when he ſtands under this queſtion, and goes 
abont to juſtify his exorbitant actions, how often hath he created this Idol again ? 
and therefore 1 am afraid he diſcovers too much his own hearrt in ir. 

My Lords, I may not omit ſome other paſlages in his Defence, How he hath caſt 
Scandals = three Nations in this place ; that is, 1n his firſt day of Defence, when 
the /riſþ Remonſtrance, made by all the Commons of Ireland, was produced by 
the Commons of England; he expreſſed in a paſlion, that things were carried againſt 
him by Fattion and Correſpondence, and (if he had time he would make it appear) with 
a ſtrong Conſpiracy. Here 1s a ſcandal caſt upon the Parliament of Ireland, with a 
reflection on the Commons of England; howſoever, it is true, your Lordſhips 
may remember the recantation he made that day, which I wilt not omit, deſiring 
not to lay any thing to his charge but what is true; bur it is the refleftion of a 
ſcandal that I cannot omir to put your Lordſhips in mind of; and the rather,be- 
cauſe this Remonſtrance, preſented from the Parliament of Ireland, did bear date 
before my Lord of Strafford was charged here, which is very remarkable, viz. the 
7th of November ;, and therefore, though he pretends a correſpondence, certainly 
there could be none then, for he is not charged here till the Tenth. 

And the ſame day, juſtifying a Sentence in the Caſtle-Chamber, your Lordſhips 
remember he afhrmed, that wnleſs a ftritt hand were kept upon the Nation there, they 
would find it hard to prevent Perjury, one of the mot crying Sins in Ireland. Now to 
lay an aſperſion upon the Subjects of Ireland, being under the Government of the 
ſame King with us, how fit this is to be done by a man in that condition that my 
Lord of Strafford is, 1 refer to your conſideration. 

Another paſlage I remember, whereby in his Defence he fell npon that Na- 
tionz in an{wer of which, may not omit todo the ſervice I owe to the Commons, 
for whom I am truſted, and that is, that talking of an Arbitrary and Tyrannical 
Government, in reference to ſome Orders of the Commons-Houfe in Ireland, he 
uſed words to this purpoſe : You talk of an Arbitrary Government, look, upon theſe 
Orders, here is an Arbitrary Government : and yet when he produced the Orders, 
they.appeared to have fo much juſtice and diſcretion in them, that he can lay no- 
thing to the charge of them, though in a paſſion he is not backward to aſperſe 
them. | 

My Lords, If this Lyon (to uſe his own language) now that he is chained and 
muzled, under the reſtraint and queſtion of High Treafon, will here take the 
boldneſs to vent this Language, and expreſs this Malignity ; How would he do if 
he were unchained ? How would he devour ? How would he deſtroy ? &c. 

My Lords, Something concerns your Lordſhips ; your Lordſhips remember, 
that he was not backward in his own anſwer, to fix a Charge of High Treaſon upon 
the Lords of the Great Comncil ;, and howſoever he hath afirmed this day, I muſt 
open it again, That the Charge of the Seven and twentieth eArricle he fixes in his 

Anſwer, to be by conſent of the Lords of the Great Council, though he hath ſince 
recanted It, and yet you have heard him alledge, That he will ſtand and fall by the 
truth of his anſwer. p 

My Lords, I am now at an end. You have my Lord of S:raford here queſtioned 
for High Treaſon, for going about to Subyert the Fundamental Laws of both 
Kingdoms, in defence whereof, your Noble Anceſtors ſpent their Lives and 
Bloods. My Lords, You are the Sons of thoſe Fathers, and the fame Blood runs 
in your veins, that did in theirs ; and I am confident you will not think him fit to 
live, that goes about to deſtroy that which protects your Lives, and preſerves 
your Eſtates and Liberties. 

My Lords, You have the Complaints of Three Kingdoms preſented before 
you againſt this Great Perſon ; whereby your Lordſhips perceive that a great 
ſtorm of Diſtemper and Diſtraction hath been raiſed, that threatens the Ruin 
and Deſtruction of them all. The Commons with mach Pain and Diligence,and 
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Tempeſt ; they have ſtill and will diſcharge their Conſciences ( as much as in 
them lies) to caſt him out of the Ship, and allay the Tempeſt. They Expctt anc 
are Confident your Lordſhips will perfe&t the Work, and that with Expedition, 
leſt with the Continuance of the Storm both Ship and Tackling and Mariners, 
both Church and Commonwealch be Ruined and Deſtroyed. 


It was certainly, as appeared by the ſequel, a great miſtake in making 
this Compariſon ; and when by Tumults they threw this Noble Jonas 
overboard, they threw one of the abjelt Pilots ; the Storin being 1o fai 
from ceaſing, that from that Unhappy Moment it was changed to a 
Tempeſt, which did actually Ruin and Deſtroy both the Ship, Tackling 
and Mariners, the Church and Commonwealth. 


When Mr. Glyz had concluded his Replication, Mr. Pym ſtood up. 
and, with all the power of ſtudied and malitious Rhetorique,endeavoured 
to aggravate the Earl of Szrafford's guilt in a ſet Oration, which he 
would have made the Audience believe was the Extempore produdt of his 
Parts and Abilities, as an immediate Reply to the Earl's Detence ; but it 
was his Misfortune (which gave occaſioh to ſome of the Noble Audience 
to ſmile) to fall into a great Diſorder and Contuſion ; infomuch, that by 
pulling out his Paper to recolle& his memory and reaſſure himſelf, he 
diſcovered that it was a premeditated and Elaborate Task ; and that what 
ever the Earl had ſpoken, that was to be the anſwer, which followeth.

My Lords, 


Any dayes have been ſpent, in maintenance of the Imprachment of the 

Earl of Srrafford, by the Houſe of Commons, whereby he Iitznds charged 

with High Treaſon ; and your Lordſhips have heard his Defence with 

patience, and with as much Favour as Fuſtice would allow. We have paſſed 

through our Evidence, and the reſult of all this is, that it remains clearly pro- 

ved, That the Earl of Srrafford hath endeavoured by his Words, Actions, and 

Counſels, to ſubvert the Fundamental Laws of England and Ireland, and to intro- 
, duce an Arbitrary and Tyrannical Government. 

' This is the envenomed Arrow for which he inquired, in the beginning of his | 
Replication this day, which hath infeCted all his Blood ; This 3s that intoxicating 
Cup, (to uſe his own Metaphor) which hath tainted his Judgment, and poiſoned 
his Heart : from hence was infuſed that ſpecifical difference, which turned his 
Speeches, his Afions, his Counſels, into T reafon ; not cumulative, as he expreſt 
it, 2s if many miſdemeanors could make one Treaſon ; but formally and cflential- 
ly. It is the end that doth inform Actions, and that doth ſpecihcare the nature 
of them, making not only criminal, but even indifferent Words and Actions to 
be Treaſon, being done and ſpoken with a Treaſonable intention. 

* That which is given to mein _—_ is to ſhew the quality of the offence, how 
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| hainovs it is in the nature, how miſchievous in the effect of ir, which will beſt 
appear, if it be examined by that Law, to which he himſelf appealed, that Uni- 
verſal, that Supream Law, Salws Populi : This is the Element of all Laws, out © 
which they are derived, the end of all Laws, to which they are deſigned, and in 
which they are perfe&ted ; How far it ſtands in oppoſition ro this Law, 1 ſhall 
endeavour to ſhew in ſome conſiderations, which I ſhall preſent to your Lord- 
ſhips, all ariſing out of the Evidence which hath been opened. 


- TheFirſt is this, It is an offence comprehending all other offences ; here you 
ſhall find ſeveral Treaſons, Murthers, Rapines, Oppreſlions, Perjurtes. 

The Earth hath a Seminary Virtue, whereby it doth prodnce all Herbs and 
Plants, and other Vegetables: There is in this Crime a Seminary of all Evils 
hurtful to a State z and if you conſider the reaſons of ir, it muſt needs beſo: the 


ro their great Expence, have diſcovered the Jonas that is the Occafion of this 
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1641. | Law is that which puts a difference betwixt good and evil; betwixt juſt and un- 
LAY NWI juſt ; if you take away the Law, all things will fall into a confuſion, every man 
will become a Law to himſelf, which in the depraved condition of humane Na- 
' ture, muſt needs produce many great enormities z Luſt will become a Law, and 
Envy will become a Law, Covetouſneſs and Ambition will become Laws; and 
| what diftates, what deciſions ſuch Laws will produce, may. eafily be diſcerned in 
' the late Government of Ireland : The Law hath a power to prevent, to reſtrain, 
to repair Evils z without this, all kind of miſchiet and diſtempers will break in 
upon a State, ; | 
[t is the Law that doth entitle the King, to the Allegiance and Service of his 
People z it entitles the People to the Protection and Juſtice of the King. Ir is 
God alone who ſubſiſts by himſelf, all other things ſubſiſt in a mutual dependence, 
and relation. He was a wiſe man that ſaid, That the King ſubſiſted by the Field that 
is tilled: 1t is the Labour of the people that ſupports the Crown : If you take 
away the protection of the King, the vigor and cheertulneſs of Allegiance will Le 
taken away, though the obligation remain. \ 

The Law is the boundary, the meaſure betwixt the King's Prerogative,and the 
Peoples Liberty ; whilſt theſe move in their own Orbs, they are a ſupport and a 
ſecurity to one another; the Prerogative a cover and defence to the Liberty of 
the People, and the People by their Liberty are enabled to be a foundation to the 
Prerogative; but if theſe bounds be ſo removed, that they enter into conteſta- 
tion and conflict, one of theſe miſchiefs muſt enſue : If the Prerogative of the 
King overwhelme the Liberty of the People, it will be turned into Tyranny, if 
Liberty undermine the Prerogative, it will grow into Anarchy. 

The Law is the ſafeguard, the cuſtody of all private Intereſt, your Honors, 
your Lives, your Lihertics and Eſtates, are all in the keeping of the Law ; with- 
out this, every man hath a like right to any thing, and this 1s the condition into 
which the 1riſh were brought by the Earl of Srrafford : And the reaſon which he 
gave for it, hath more miſchief in it, than the thing it ſelf, they were a Conquered 
Nation. There cannot be a word more pregnant and fruitful in Treaſon,than thar 
word is. There are few Nations in the World, that have not been conquered, 
and no doubt but the Conqueror may give what Laws he pleaſes to thoſe that are 
conquered : but if the ſucceeding pacts, and agreements,do not limit and reſtrain 
that Right, What People can be ſecure ? Englend hath been conquered,and Wales 
hath been conquered, and by this reaſon, will be in little better caſe than Ire- 
land : if the King, by the right of a Conqueror, gives Laws to his People z ſhall 
not the People by the ſame reaſon, be reſtored to the right of the Conquered, to 
recover their Liberty if they can ? What can be more hurtful, more pernicious to 
both, then ſuch propoſitions as theſe ? And-in theſe particulars is determined 
the firſt Conſideration. |

The Second Conſideration is this z This Arbitrary Power is dangerous to the 
| King's Perſon, and dangerous to his Crown : it is apt to cheriſh Ambition, 
| Uſurpation, and Oppreſlion in great Men, and to beget Sedition and diſcontent 
in the People ; and both theſe have been, and in reaſon muſt ever be, cauſes of 
great trouble and alteration to Princes and States. 
| If the Hiſtories of thoſe Eaſtern Countreys be peruſed, where Princes order 
| their affairs according to the miſchievous Principles of the Earl of Strafford, 
looſe and abſolved from all rules of Government, they will be found to be fre- 
quent in Combuſtions, full of maſſacres, and of the Tragical ends of Princes. 
| 1 1f any man ſhould look into our own ſtories, in the times when the Laws were moſt 
| neglected, he ſhall find them full of commotions, of civil diſtempers; whereby 
the Kings that then Reigned, were always kept in want and diſtreſs; the People | 
| conſumed with Civil Wars; and by ſuch wicked Counſcls as theſe, ſome of our 
| Princes have been brought to ſuch miſerable ends, as no honeſt heart can remem- 
| ber, without horror and earneſt Prayer, that it may never be ſo again, 


The Third Conſideration is this, The Subverſion of the Laws; and this Ar- 
bitrary Power, as it is dangerous to the King's Perſon, and to his Crown, ſo is 
it in other reſpects, very prejudicial to his Majeſty, in his Honour, Profit, and 
Greatneſs z and yet theſe are the Guildings and Paintings that are put upon 
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{uch Counſels ; Theſe are for your Honour, for your Service ; whereas in truth 
they are contrary to both + Bur if I ſhall take off this varniſh, I hop? they ſhall 
' then appear in their own Native deformity, and therefore I deſire to confider 
them by theſe Rules. 

It cannot be for the Honour of the King, that His Sacred Authority ſhonld be 
uſed inthe praCtice of Injuſtice and Oppreſſion ; That his name ſhould be applyed 


Earl of S:rafford ; and yet how frequently, how preſuniptuoull y his Commands, 
his Letters, have been vouched throughout the courſe of this Defence ? Your 
Lordſhips have heard, when the Judges do Juſtice, it is the King's Juſtice, and 
this is for his Honour, becauſe He is the fountain of Juſtice : But when they do 
injuſtice, the offence is their own , but thoſe Officers and Miniſters of the King, 
who are moſt officious in the exerciſe of this ArbitraryPower,they do it common- 
ly for their advantages, and when they are queſtioned tor it, then they fly to 
the King's Intereſt, to his DireCtion : And truly my Lords, this is a very une- 
qual diſtribution for the King, that the diſhonour of evil courſes ſhould be caſt 
upon him, and they to have the advantage. : | 

The prejudice which it brings to him in regard of his profit, is no leſs appa- 
rent, it deprives him of the moſt beneficial, and moſt gertain Revenue of his 
Crown, that is, Thevoluntary Aids and Supplies of His People; His other Re- 
venues, conſiſting of goodly Demeans, and great Mannors, have by grants been 
alienated from the Crown,and are now exceedingly diminiſhed and impaired: But 
this Revenue, it cannot .be ſold, it cannot be burdened with any Penſions or 
Annuities, but comes intirely to the Crown. It is now almolt Fifteen years 
ſince His Majeſty had any Aſſiſtance from His People; and, theſe illegal wayes 
of ſupplying the King were never preſt with more Violence and Art, then they 
haye been in this time; and yet I may, upon very good grounds, affirm, That 
in the laſt Fifteen years of Queen Elizabeth, She received more, by the Bounty 
and Aﬀettion of her Subjects, then hath come to his Majeſties Coffers, by all the 
inordinate and rigorous courſes which have been taken. And, as thoſe Supplies 
were more beneficial, in the Receipt of them, ſo were they likewiſe in the uſe 
and imployment of them. : ELL 

Another way of prejudice to His Majeſties profit, is this: Such Arbitrary 
Courſes exhauſt the People, and diſable them, when there ſhall be occaſion, to 
give ſuch plentiful Supplies, as otherwiſe they would do. I ſhall need no other 
proof of this, then the 1riſh Government under my Lord of S:rrafford, where 
the Wealth of the Kingdom is ſo conſumed, by thoke horrible Exaftions and 
Burdens, that it is thought, the Subſidies lately granted, will amount to lictle 
more then half the proportion of the laſt Subſidies. The two former wayes 


| by diminiſhing his Receipts ; But, there is a third, fuller of miſchief ; and, it is 
in that reſpect, which they call Damnum emergens, by encreafing his Disburſc- 
ments : ſuch irregular and exorbitant attempts upon the Liberties of the People, | 
are apt to produce ſuch miſerable Diſtractions and Diſtempers, as will put the 
King and Kingdoms to ſuch vaſt Expenſes and Loſſes in a ſhort time, as will not 
be recovered in many years : We need not go far to ſeek a proof of this, theſe | 
two laſt years will be a ſufficient Evidence, within which time I aſſure my ſelf, 
itmay be proved, that more Treaſure hath. been waſted, more loſs ſuſtained 
by His Majeſty and His Subjects, then was ſpent by Queen El:zaberh in all the 
War of Tyron, and in thoſe many brave Attempts againſt the King of Spain, 
and the Royal Aſſiſtance which ſhe gave to France, and the Low-Countries, du- 
ring all Her Reign. =Þ 
As for greatneſs, this Arbitrary Power is apt to hinder and impair it, not | 
only at home, but abroad. A Kingdom is a Society of. men conjoyned under 
one Government, for the Common good : The World is a Society of King- 
domes and States. The King's Greatneſs conſiſts not only in His Dominion 
over his SubjeQts at home, but in the Influence which hejhath upon States abroad ; | 
That he ſhould be great even among Kings, and by his Wiſdom and Authority, 
ſoto incline and diſpoſe the Afﬀairs of other States and Nations, and thoſe great 


to patronize ſuch horrid crimes, as have been repreſented in Evidence againit the | 


are hurtful to the King's profit, in that reſpect which they call Zucram Ceſſimns, | 


events which fall out in the World, as ſhall bz for the good of Mankind, and} 


for the Peculiar advantage of His own People. This is the moſt glorious, and 
| Vol: II. A magnificent 
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magnificent greatneſs, to be able to relieve diſtrelicd Princcs, to ſupport his 
own Friends and Allies, to prevent the Ambitious Deſigns of other Kings ; 
2nd, how much this Kingdom hath been impaired 1n this kind, by the late mil- 
chievous Counſels, your Lordſhips beſt know ; who, at a near diltance, and 
with a more clear ſight, do apprehend theſe publick and great affairs, thenlI can 
do. Yet thus much I dare boldly ſay, that if his Majeſty had not, with great 
Wiſdom and Goodneſs, forſaken that way, wherein the Earl of S:rafford had 
put him, we ſhould, within a ſhort time, have been brought into that miſerable 
condirton, as to have becn uſcleſs ro our Friends, contemptible to our Enemies, 
and uncapable of undertaking any great Deſign, either at home or abroad. 


A Fourth Conſideration is, That this Arbitrary and Tyrannical Power, which 
the Earl of Srrafford did exerciſe in his own Perſon, and to- which he did adviſe 
His Majeſty, is inconſiſtent with the Peace, the Wealth, the Proſperity of a 
Nation ; It is deſtructive to Juſtice, the Mother of Peace ; to Induſtry, the 
ſpring of Wealth; to Valour, which is the aftive Virtue, whereby the proſpe- 
rity of a Nation can only be procured,confirmed, and enlarged. 

It is not only apt to take away Peace, and ſo entangle the Nation with Wars, 
but doth corrupt Peace, and puts ſach a malignity into it, as produceth the effteCts 
of War, We need feek no other proof of this, but the Earl of Strafford's 
Government, where the rſh, both Nobility and others, had as little ſecurity of 
their Perſons or Eſtates in this peaceable time, as if the Kingdom had been under 
the rage and fury of War. | 
And as for Induſtry and Valour, who will take pains for that, which when 
he hath gotten, is not his own ? or who fight for that wherein he hath no other 
Intereſt, but ſuch as is ſubjeCt to the Will of another? The ancient encourage- 
ment to men, that were'to defend their Countreys, was this, That they were 
to hazard their Perſon, pro Aris & focis, for their Religion, and for their 
Houſes ; But by this Arbitrary way which was practiſed in Ireland, and counſel- 
led here ; no man had any certainty, either of Religion, or of his Houſe, or 
any thing elſe to be his own ; Bur beſides this, ſach Arbitrary courſes have an 
ill operation upon the courage of a Nation, by embaſing the hearts of the Peo- 
ple : A ſervile condition does for the moſt part beget in men a ſlaviſh temper 
and diſpoſition. Thoſe that live ſo much under the Whip, and the Pillory, 
and ſuch ſervile Engines, as were frequently uſed by the Earl of Strafford, they 
may have the dregs of Valour, Sullenneſs and Stubborneſs, which may make 
them prone to mutinies and diſcontents; But thoſe Noble and Gallant affeCti-- 
ons, which Ja men to brave deſigns: and attempts for the preſervation or en- 
largement of a Kingdom, they are hardly capable of. Shall ic be Treaſon to 
embaſe the King's Coin, though but a piece of Twelye-pence, or Six-pence? 
and maſt it not needs be the effect of a greater Treaſon, to embaſe the Spirits 
of his Subjects, and to ſet a Stamp and charafter of Servitude upon them, where- 


by theyſhall be diſabled to do any thing, for the Service of the King and Com- 
monwealth ? 


The Fifth Conſideration is this, that the exerciſe of this Arbitrary Govern- 
ment in times of ſuddain danger, by the invaſion of an enemy, will diſable His 
Majeſty to preſerve himſelf and His Subjefts from that danger. This is the only 
pretence by which the Earl of Srrafford, and ſuch other miſchievous Counſellors, 
would induce his Majeſty to make uſe of it; andif it be unfit for ſuch an occa- 
lion, I know nothing that can be alledged in maintainance of it. 

: When War threatens a Kingdom by the coming of a Forraign Enemy,lt is no 
time then to diſcontent the people, to make them weary of the preſent Govern- 
ment, and more inclinable to a change z The ſupplies which are to come in this 
way, will be unready, uncertain, there can be no aſſurance of them, no depen- 
dance upon them, either for time or proportion : And if ſome Money be gotten 
in ſuch a way, the diſtraCtions, diviſions, diſtempers, which this courſe 1s apt 
to produce, will be more prejudicial to the publique ſafety, than the Supply 


can be advantagious to it, and of this we have had ſufficient experience the laſt | 
Summer. 


The Sixth, That this crime of Subverting the Laws, and introducing an Ar- 


| bitrary aud Tyrannical Government, is contrary to the Patt and Covenant be- 
twixt 
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twixc the King and his People ; that "which was ſpoken of before, was the le- 


| gal union of Aliegiance and ProteCtion.; this is a perſonal union by mutual 


agreement and itipulation, confirmed by Oath on both ſides : The King aad 
his People are obliged ro one another ih the neareſt relations, he is a Father and 
a Child, is called in Law pars patris : He isthe Husband of the Commonwealth, 
they have the ſame intereſts,they are inſeparable in their condition, be it good or 
evilz he is the Head, they are the Body ; there is ſuch an incorporation as can- 
not be diſſolved, without the deſtruction of both. 

When Juſtice Thorp in Edward the III. time, was by the Parliament condemn- 
ed to death for bribery, the reaſon of that Judgment is given, becauſe he tad 
broke the King's Oath, not that he had broke his own Oath, but he had broken 
the King's Oath, that ſolemn and great Obligation, which 1s the ſecu-'ty of 
the whole Kingdom : If for a Judge to take a imall fumm, in a privat: Cauſc- 
was adjudged capital, how much greater was this off-nce, whereby the Earl of 
Strafford hath broken the Kings Oath in the 'whole courſ. of his Goveramenc iu 


Ireland, to the prejudice of fo many of his Majeſties Subjects in thcic Lives, 


Liberties, and Eſtates, and to the danger of all the reſt ? 
The Doctrine of the Papiſts Fides non eſt ſervanda cum Heretics, is an abomi- 
nable DoCtrine : yet that other Tenet, more peculiar to the Jeſuits, is more 


pernicious, whereby Subjects are diſcharged from their Oath of Allegiance to | 


their Prince, whenſoever the Pope pleafeth, This may be added to make the 
third noleſs miſchievous and deſtruCtive to humane Society, than either of the 


reſt. Thar the King is not bound by that Oath which he hath taken,to obſerve! 


the Laws of the Kingdom, but may when he ſees cauſe, lay Taxes and Burthens 
upon them without their conſent, contrary to the Laws and Liberties if the 
Kingdom. This hath been Preached and publiſhed by divers; And this is 
that which bath been praCtiſed in Ireland by the Earl of Srrafford, in his Govern- 
ment there, and endeavoured to be brought into England, by his Counſel here. 


The Seventh is this ; It is an offence that is contrary to the end of Goyern- 
ment ; The end of Government was to prevent oppreilions ; to limit and re- 
ſtrain the exceſſive power and violence of great men, to open the pallages of 
Juſtice, with indifterency towards all ; This Arbitrary Power is apt to induce 
and encourage all kind of inſolencies, 

Another end of the Government, is to preſerve men in their Eſtates, to ſe- 
cure them in their Lives and Liberties ; but if this deſign had taken effect, and 
could have been ſetled in England, as it was praCtiſed in Ireland, no man would 
have had more certainty in his own, then Power would have allowed him ; but 
theſe two have been ſpoken of before ; there are two behind more important, 
which have not yet been touched. 

It is theend of Government, that Vertue ſhould be cheriit®d, Vice ſuppreſt , 
but where this Arbitrary and unlimited Power is ſet up, a way is open, n«t only 
for the ſecurity, but for the adyancement and encouraganent of evil ; ſuch men 
as are apt for the execution and maintenance of this Power, are only capable of 
preferment and others who will not be inſtruments of any unjult commands, 
who make a conſcience to do nothing againſt the Laws of the Kingdom, and 


Liberties of the Subject, are not only not paſſable for employment, bur ſubject | 


to much jealouſie and danger. 

It is the end of Government, that all Accidents and Events, all Counſels and 
Deſigns ſhould be improved to the p—_ good : But this Arbitrary Power is 
apt to diſpoſe all, to the maintainance o 
Table ; The authority of the Courts of Juſtice ; The induſtry of all the Offi- 
cers of the Crown, have been moſt carefully exerciſed in this; the Learning of 
our Divines, the Juriſdiction of our Biſhops have been moulded and diſpoſed to 
the ſame effect, which though it were begun before the Earl of Srraford's im- 
ployment, yet it hath been exceedingly turthered and advanced by him. 

Under this colour and pretence of maintaining the King's Power and Prero- 
gative, many dangerous practiſes againſt the peace and ſatery of the Kingdom, 
have been undertaken and promoted. The increaſe of Popery, and the favours 
and encouragement of papiſts have been, and ſtill are a great grievance and dan- 
ger to the Kingdom : The innovation, in matters of Religion, rae _——_—

it ſelf. The wiſdom of the Council- | 
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| none of them, That by his own Will, he may lay any Tax or impoſition upon 


of the Clergy, the manifold burthens and taxations upon the people, have been 
a great cauſe of our preſent diſtempers and diſorders ; and yet thoſe who have 
been chief furtherers and aftors of ſuch miſchiefs, have had their Credit and Au- 
thority from this ; that they were forward to maintain this power. The Earl 
of Strafford had the firſt riſe of his Greatneſs from this; and 1n his Apology and 
Defence, as your Lordſhips have heard, this hath had a main parr. 

The Royal Power and Majeſty of Kings is moſt Glorious in the Proſperity and 
happineſs of the People ; the perfection of all things conſifts in the end, for which 
they were ordained, God only in his own end, all other things have a further 
end beyond themſelves, in attaining whereof, their own happineſs conſiſts : if 
the means and the end be ſet in oppoſition to one another, it muſt needs cauſe an 
impotency and defect of both. 


The Eighth Conſideration, is the vanity and abſurdity of thoſe excuſes and 
juſtifications, which he made for himſelf, whereof divers particulars have been 
mentioned in the courſe of this Defence. 

1. That he is a Counſellor, and might not be queſtioned for any thing which 
he adviſed according to his Conſcience ; The ground is true, there is a liberty 
belongs to Counſellors, and nothing corrupts Counſels more than Fear ; He that 
will have the priviledg of a Counſellor, muſt keep within the juſt bounds of a 
Counſellor; thoſe matters are the proper Subjects of Counſel, which in their 
times and occaſions,may be good or beneficial to the King or Common-wealth z 


But ſuch Treaſons as theſe, the ſubverſion of the Laws, violation of Liberties, 
they can never be good or juſtifiable by any circumſtance,or occaſion ; and there- 
fore his being a Counſellor,makes his fault much more hainous,as being commit- 
ted againſt a greater Truſt, and ina way of much miſchief and danger, leſt His 
Majeſfies Conſcience and Judgment ( upon which, the whole courſe and frame 
of His Government,do much depend)ſhould be poyſoned arid infefted with ſuch 
wicked Principles and Deſigns : and this he hath endeavoured to do, which by 
all Laws, and in all Times hath in this Kingdom been reckoned a crime of an 
high Nature. 

2. He labours to intereſt your Lordſhips in his Cauſe, by alleadging, it may 
be dangerous to your ſelyes, and your poſterity, who by your Birth are fitteſt 
to be near His Majeſty, in places of Truſt and Authority, if you ſhould be ſub- 
ject to be queſtioned for matters delivered in Council. To this was anſwered, 
That it was hoped their Lordſhips would rather labour to ſecure themſelves, and 
their poſterity, in the exerciſe of their Virtues, than of their Vices, that ſo 
they might, together with their own Honor and Greatneſs , preſerve the 
Honor and Greatneſs, both of the King and Kingdom. 

3. Another excuſe was this, That whatſoever he - —oB& gyony was out of 
good intention, Sometimes good and evil, truth and falſhood, lye ſo near to- 
gether,. that they are hardly to be diſtinguiſhed : Matters hurtful and dangerous, 
may be accompanied with ſuch circumſtances, as may make it appear uſetul and 
convenient, and in all ſuch caſes, good intention will juſtifie evil Counſel; But 
where the matters propounded are evil in their own nature, ſuch as the matters 
are, wherewith the Earl of Strafford is charged, to break a publique Faith, to 
ſubvert Laws and Government : they can never be juſtified by any intentions,how 
good ſoever they be pretended. 

4. Healleadgeth it was a time of great neceſlity and danger, when ſuch Coun- 
ſels were neceſſary for preſervation of the State. Neceſlity hath been ſpoken of 
before, as it relates tothe Cauſe; now it is conſidered as it relates to the Perſon ; 
it there were any neceſlity, it was of his own making ; he by his evil Counſel 
had brought the King into a neceſſity, and by no rules of Juſtice can be allowed 
to gain this advantage by his own fault, as to make that a ground of his juſtifi- 
cation which is a great part of his offence. 

5. He hath often inſinuated this, That it was for His Majeſties ſervice, in 
maintainance of that Soveraign Power, with which he is intruſted by God, for 
the good of his People. The Anſwer is this, No doubt but that Soveraign 
Power wherewith his Majeſty is intruſted for the publique good, hath many glo- 
rious effects, the better to enable him thereunto ; But without doubt, this is 
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His people, without their conſent in Parliament. This hath now been hve ; 
times adjudged by both Houſes, in the caſe of the Loans, in condemning Com- | 
miſſions of Exciſe, in the reſolution upon the ſaving oftered to be ſaved to the 
Petition of Right, in the ſentence againit Marwaring, and now Lure, in con- 
demning the Shipmoney ; And if the Soveraign Power of the King, can pro- 
duce no ſuch effect as this;the Allegation of 1t is an aggravation, and no diminu- 
tion of his offence, becauſe thereby he doth labour to intereſt the King againit 
the juſt grievance and complaint of the People. 


6. This Counſel was propounded with diverſe Limitations and Proviſions ; 
for ſecuring and repairing the Liberty of the People. This implies a contra- 
dition to maintain an Arbitrary anq1 Abſolute Power, and yet to reſtrain it 
with Limitations and Proviſions ; for even thoſe limitations and proviſions , 
will be ſubject to the ſame abſolute power, and to be diſpenſed in ſuch manner, 
and at fuch time, as it ſelf ſhall determine z let the Grievances and Oppreſhons 
be never ſo heavy, the Subject is left without all remedy, but at His Majeſtics 
own pleaſure. 

7, He alleadgeth, They were but Words, and no effect followed ; this needs 
no Anſwer : bur, that the Miſerable Diſtempers into which he hath brought all 
the three Kifigdoms, will be Evidence fufficient, that his Wicked Counſels have | 
had ſuch Miſchievous Effects within theſe two or three laſt years, that many 
years peace will hardly repair thoſe loſſes, and other greet Miſchicfs which the 
Co:mmon-Wealth hath ſuſcained. 

8. Theſe Excuſes have been colle&cd out of the ſeveral Parts of his defence, 
perchance ſome others are omitted, which 1 doubt not have been Anſivered by | 
ſome of my Collegues, and are of no Importance , either to perplex or to hin- 
der your Lordſhips Judgment touching the hainouſneſs of this Crime. 

The 9th conſideration is this, T hat if this be Treaſon, in the Nature of it, it 
doth exceed all other Treafons in this, Thar in the Deſign and Endeavour of 
the Author, it was to be a conſtant and permanent Treafon ; other Treaſons 
are Tranſient, as being confined within thoſe particular Actions and Proporti- 
ons, wherein they did conſiſt, and thoſe being paſt, the Treaſon ceaſeth, 

The Powder Treaſon was full of horror and malignity, yet it is paſt many 
years ſince : The Murder of that Magnanimous and Glorious King, Henry the 
Fourth of France, was a great and horrid Treafon ; and fo were thoſe mani- 
fold. Attempts againſt Queen Elizaberh of bleſſed Memory ; but, they arc long 
ſince paſt ; the Deteſtation of them only remains in Hiſtories, and in the minds 
of men, and will ever remain : But, this Treaſon, if it had taken effeft, was to 
be a ſtanding perpetual Treaſon, which would have been in continual A, | 
not determined within one time or Age, but tranſmitted to Poſterity, even 
from one generation to another, 

The 10th Conſideration js this, That as it is a Crime odious in ithe Nature 
of it, ſo it is odious in the Judgment and Eſtimation of the Law : To alter the 
ſetled Frame and Conſtitution of Government, is Treaſon in any ſtate. The 
Laws, whereby all other parts of a Kingdom are preſerved, ſhould be very vain 
and defeCtive, if they had not a power to ſecure and preſerve thcmſclves. 

The Forfeitures inflicted for Treaſon, by our Law, are cf Life, Honor and 
Eſtate, even all that can be forfeited ; and, this Priſoner having committed fo ma- 

ny Treafons, zlthough he would pay all theſe Forfcitures, will be ſtill a D<bt- 
or to the Common-wealth : nothing can be more equal, then that he ſhould pe- 
riſh by the Jultice of that Law, which he would have Subverted ; neither will 
this be a new way of Blood, There are Marks enough to trace this Law to 
the very Original of this Kingdom : and if it hath nor been pur in Exccution, as 
he alleadgeth, this 240 years, it was not for want of Law, but, that all that 
time hath not bred a man, bold enough to commit ſuch Crimes as theſe ; which 
is a Circumſtance, much aggravating his Offence, and making him no whit 
leſs liable to puniſhment, becauſe he is the only Man , that in fo long a time 
hath revcared upon ſuch a Treaſon as this. 


It belongs to the Charge of another, to make it appear to your Lordſhips, that 
the Crimes and Offences proved againſt the Earl ot Srrafferd, are High- Treaſon 
by the Laws and Statutes of this Realm, whoſe Learning and other Abilities

this, we are to reſort to the DireCtion of the Houſe of Commons, having in this, 
which is already done, diſpatched all thoſe Inſtructions which we have re- 
ceived ; and, concerning further Proceedings for clearing all Queltions and Ob- 
jettions in Law, your Lordſhips will hear from the Houſe of Commons in Con- 
venient time. 


For this and his Speech at the beginning of the Tryal, Mr. Pym had 
the particular Thanks of the Houſe of Commons, and was Ordered to 
Print and Publiſh them. 

Thus was the proceſs cloſed as to matter of Fact; that which was 
now remaining was matter of Law, which the Lords had condeſcended 
that the Earl's Council ſhould have liberty to ſpeak to ; and accordingly 
a Meſſage was ſent from the Lords by Judge Reeves and Serjeant G/arvile 
upon Wedneſday, 14th of April, tolet them know, That their Lordſhips 
hd appointed to hear the Earl of Straftord's Council to morrow at 8 of the 
Clock concerning the matter of Law. 

The Bill ot Attainder was read again this day, and the*Houſe was 
reſolved into a Grand Committee of the whole Houſe, Mr. Peard ha- 
ving the Chair, where it was warmly debated, Mr. Se/den, Mr. Hol- 
born, Mr. Bridgman, and ſeveral others oppoſing it- 

The Commons ſent to deſire a Conference with the Lords about hear- 
ing the Earl's Council, the Heads whereof were to reprelent to their 
Lordſhips, | 

I. That it was 5 of the Clock before this intimation of their Lordſhips 
to hear the Earl of Strafford's Council came to their Hoſe. 

2. pon former Conferences heretofore had with their Lordſhips, a Sa- 
ving was made by the Houſe of Commons in that point, whether Council 
ſhould be heard or not, and 'tis not now time to conſider whether tl ey ſhould 
depart from that Saving. 

3- Great difficulties to know to what purpoſe the Council ſhall be heard, 
the Caſe not Ffated, agreed on, ormade ; then to propound the danger and 
iuconvenience is, his Council make a Caſe and ravel into all the Evidence 
in ſuch an Auditory: and whether to diſpute the Caſe as "tis alleadged in 
the Articles. : 

That the Evidence of the Faft being given, it was in propoſttion from 
the beginni; g togo by way of Bill,and that a Bill is ebibhet here for his 
Attainder ; that the proceedings by way of Bill, ſtands in no way of Oppe- 
/ition to theſe proceedings that have already been in ihis buſineſs ; that theſe 
ſeveral Conſiderations make more difficulty in this Houſe then to come to a 
ſudden and preſent Reſolution. And a Conference being had, Mr. Whit- 
lock reports it to the Commons. 

That the Lord Say told them, That they had taken into confidera- 
tion this great buſmeſs, aud were not abſolutely reſolved how to proceed, but 
that the Earl of Strafford*s Council ſhould have notice to attend here to 
morrow, and ſhould not ſpeak to any matter of Fatt, but of Law only. 

Upon Friday April 16th, the Commons fell upon the Debate about 
on laſt Conference, and concerning the Earl of Szrafford, and came to 
this Vote. 


Reſolved upon the Queſtion, 


That the endeavour of Thomas Earl of Strafford to. Subvert the anci- 
ent and Fundamental Laws of the Realms of England' and Ireland, and to 


introduce an Arbitrary and Tyrannical Government againſt Law in both 
| theſe Realms, is ſufficiently proved. 
Upon 
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Upon the Conference the Lords appointing Saturday Ten of the 
Clock tor hearing the Earl of Szrafford's Councel, it was Ordered, 7hat 
| a Committee of the whole Houſe ſhould be preſent at Weſtminiter-Hall zo 
hear the ſame. 

And accordingly. upon Saturday the 17th of April, the Court being 
fate, my Lord Steward acquainted the Earl of Szrafford, That the Lords 
had reſolved to give him a fair hearing in the matter of Law, and defired 
that his Councel might keep that Diſtance, Moderation and Reſpztt which 
was dug to the Fudicature, and not at all meddle with matter of Fadt. 


The Earl replied-, That he did in all humility acknowledg the Favour 
and Juſtice done him by the Lords, and that he never Expetted other from 
ſuch Fuſt and Honourable Perſons as their Lordſhips, in whoſe Integrity and 
Goodneſs, next under that which he had placed above, he repoſed his chiefeſt 
Confidence, and hopes of the Vindication of his Innocence ; and for his Coun- 
cel,they knew be 4 better than himſelf what concerned the point of Diſcretion 
and Reſpect due to that Ilſuſtrious Aſſembly,and that he doubted not but they 
would give all Satisfattion and Obedience that was deſired. 


Then his Councel was called to the Bar, and having permiſſion given 
them, Mr. Zaxe, the Princes Attorney, ſpoke as followeth. 


My Lords, 


Here is a Heavy Charge lyeth upon me and my Fellows, Nothing eſs 

then to defend the Life, the Eftate, the Reputation and the Poſterity 
of this Flonourable Perſon at the Bar ; and if therein we ſhall be the more 
preſſing, we hope your Lordſhips will interpret this our forwardneſs to be for 
Honeſty and Conſcience ſake in a matter that nearly concerneth both. But 
it ſhall be our endeavour to carry our ſelves with our beſt Reſpetts to your 
Lordſhips, and with all Content and Satisfattion that may Le to the Houſe of 
Commons. 
And becauſe your Lordſhips mentioned the matter of Fact, one thing 1 
dare be bold to ſay, That all the time of this Noble Lord s Defences, he did 
not ſo much as crave any of our Opinions, or acquaint us with any thing that 
tended that way ; and for the matter of Law, Thoſe Statutes cited by him- 


| /e/f, and offered to your Lordſhips Confideration, were none of our flock, but 


taken up at his own adventure : I do not ſpeak this to derogate from the per- 
tinency of thoſe Statutes, ( for they ſhall be the ſubject of my Diſcourſe) but 


ception, and his own due praiſe. 
My Lords, /t is your Pleaſure we meddle not with matter of Fact, and 
indeed we need not meddle at all with it, becauſe we hope it 7s already done, 


| and that ſufficiently to our hands ; yet the matter of Law doth ſo naturally 


ariſe out of the matter of Fatt, that of neceſſity, by your Lordſhips Favcur, 
we muſt ſometimes touch on this, if we ſpeak to that, Nor do we coxcetve 
it poſſible for us to ſpeak advantagjoully __ for the Lord Straftord's juſt 
Defence, unleſs the whole matter of Fatt be determined as either proved, or 
not proved, or at leaſt ſome ſtates of Queſtions agreed upon where we may 
fix and ſettle our Arguments. And ſo it is, my Lords, that I have choſen 
not at all td touch the Matter of Law, untill your Lordſhips ſhall be pleaſed 
to chalk me out -a Way, unleſs it be tocclear your Judgments in one Statute 
Þnly, viz. 2.5-Ed. 3: Becauſe when the ſame was alledged by the Lord Strat-

could not be convitt of Treaſon, I remember the Salvo of that Statute was 
much inſiſted upon by thoſe from the Houſe of Commons, as much conducing, to 
their Ends. 

My Lords, 1wil! firſt ſpeak of the Statute it ſelf, and then of its Salvo, 


to. 
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or Proviſion ; the Statute is, That if any man ſhall intend the Death ot 
the King, the Queen, or their Children, kill rhe Chancellor, or a Judge 


| upon the Bench, imbaſe the Kings Coyn, or counterlieit the Broad Seal, 


| Sc. he ſhall be convicted and puniſhed as a Traytor. 

That the Lord Straftord comes within the letter of this Statute, is not ſo 
much as once alledged, nor indeed can it be with any Reaſon ; All that can be 
ſaid, is, that by relation or argument a minore ad majus, he may be drawn 
thither : And that this cannot be, I humbly offer theſe Conſiderations : 

1. This is a Declarative Law, and ſuch are not to be taken by any way of 
Conſequence, Equity or Conſt1 ultion, but by the letter only ; otherwiſe they 
| ſhould imply a contradittion to themſelves, and be no more Declarative Laws, 
but Laws of Conſtrutt ion. 

Secondly, This is a Penal Law, and ſuch (if our Ground hitherto wnque- 
ftion'd, holds good) can admit of no Induttions or Inferences: for Penalties 
are to aecfonks the keeping of known Laws, not of Laws conjettural ambigu- 
ous, and by Conſequence, which perhaps the moſt Learned may not in their 
diſputes queſtion, much leſs the Subjett (who is not to interpret the Statute) 
doubt of in the point of Obedience, nay rather without doubt he is to obey 
the letter of the Statute, and conceive (and that truly) that he is not liable 
to the Penalty. | 
Thirdly, We have a notable Statute 13 Eliz. c. 2. whereby it is declared, 
That the bringing of Bulls from Rome to ſtir up the SubjeAts to Mutiny 
and Rebellion, ſhall be puniſhed as Treaſon. Now, if by znterpretation 
or by conſequence this ſenſe might have been thruſt upon preceding Statutes, 
the making this had teen ſuperfluons, and the perſons then charged with that 
Crime might have been impeached of Treaſon even before the making of this 
Aft. 

Fourthly, Anno 21 Ed. 3. we have a Statute declaring, That for a Ser- 
vant to kill his Maſter, is an ACt of Treaſon, and in the 27th Tear of the 
ſame King a Proceſs was framed againſt a man of Treaſon for Killing his 
Father, grounded upon the ſame Argument.a Majori ad Minus, but it was 
found, and the Sentence is yet in the Records, that although in the 11 of 
| Ed. 3. that Argument might have been admitted ; yet in the 27 it could 

not, by reaſon of the Declarative Law intervening in the 25th Tear. And 
this Caſe comes very home to the point in hand, 

My Lords, I will not demand what kind of Offence it may be for a man to 
| Subvert the Fundamental Laws of a Kivgdom ? the Crime doubtleſs is unna- 
| reral and monſtrous, and the puniſhment muſt keep the ſame proportion, only 
I muſt preſume to offer theſe few things to your conſideration; 1. That one 
or more Atts of Injuſtice whether malitiouſly or ignorantly done, can in no 
ſenſe of Law be called the Subverſon of the Fundamental Laws, otherwiſe 
as many Judges perhaps ſo many Traytors. Tt is very incident to Man's Na- 
ture to Err, nor doth the Lord Strafford plead his Innocence in Over- 
fizhts But in Treaſon. 2. I do remember the Caſe of John de la Pool Duke 
of Suffolk ; this man in the 26 H. 6. was charged by the Houſe of Commons 
jwith Eight Articles of Treaſon, and thoſe too very like to theſe againſt rhe 
Lord Scraftord. 1. That he had given the King bad Advices. 2. That 
he hadembaſed his Coya. 3. That he had Sefſed Men of War. 4. That he 
had given out Summary Dzcrees. 5. That he had impoſed Taxes. 6. That

he | 
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he had Corrupted the Fountain of Fuftice. 7. That he had perſwaded the 
King to unneceſſary War. 8. To the giving up Anjou in France. Ovum 
Ovo. 

And for all theſe, though he was charged with _ Treaſon for ivronging 
the Right of the Subjett, and Subverting the Fundamental Lawes of the 
Kingdom, yet after long agitation, the matter was found by the Lords in 
Parliament, not to imply Treaſon, but only Felony. Add to this another 
Caſe in the 23 H. 8. where one was charged for Subverting the Engliſh 
Laws, and yet no Treaſon charged upon him. Add to both theſe the Caſe of 
Richard Larkes pleaded at the Common-Pleas, who was charged with Treas: 
ſon for ſubverting the Law, but convitted only of Felony. By which you may 
ſee, my Lords, what to this time hath been the Judgment of ſubverting the 
Lawes. | 

Thirdly, It is very conſiderable, That the Lord Straftord is nit charged 
to have Subwerted the Laws , but only to have Intended to ſubvert the 
Fundamental Laws : and this I conceive, if there were no mere, might keep 
him free from that Statute of 2.5 Ed. 3. for although as touching the Life of 
the King, the Queen and Children, Intention is a Treaſonable Att, yet in all 
other things there mentioned, there muſt be Attion bzfides Intention : For it 
is not ſaid, That if a Man doth intend to kill a Chancellor, it ſhall be Trea- 
ſon ; but ouly if he doth kill him; and if he doth Attuaily counterfeit the 
Broad Seal : And although a man ſtould prepare a Furnace, make ready his 
Stamp, and melt his Bullion ; yet if he gives not the King's Impreſs upon 
the Coyn, all his intentions, yea his preparations will not ſerve to make up a 
Charge «f Treaſon. And this, under favour, may ſerve to anſwer the Caſe 
of Guido Faux, /ately objefted, unleſs it be alledged that the Lord Strat- 
tord had as real an intention againſt the King's Life as Faux had: for thouzh 
the Intention in that Caſe be Treaſon by the Statute, yet in all other things 
| there is no Treaſon without the Attion ; ſo immenſe and vaſt a Difference 
both is and ought to be, betwixt a Projett againſt the Royal Blood, and all 
things elſe of a lower and inferiour Nature. 

Tou ſee then, My Lords, that the body of the Statute cannot ſtrike againſt 
the Lord Straflord neither in letter nor conſequence ; this is not, that 
muſt not be. All that can be ſaid is, That yet his Fatt may be Treaſon by 
the Common Law ; For my part, I profeſs my Ignorance, who ever thought 
the Common Law might declare but never make a Treaſon ; that is, it muſt 


therefore to ſay that there is no Statute for it, is to ſay it is no Treaſon at 
all. The Statute ever 'makes the Treaſon ; and to be declared to be Trea- 
ſou either by Common Law, or by Parliament, are but two different ways of 
proceeding, and muFt both reſolve into one Principle : nay, and which comes 
home to the point, in the 21 Ed.3.to kill a man imployed in the XK ing's War, 
was Treaſon; and 23. to kill the King's Meſſenger was Treaſon by Declara- 
tion of the Common Law, but alwayes by reaſon of the Statute ; yet none of 
theſe are now Treaſon, but Felony only by reaſon of the intervening Statute 
| of 25 Ed. 3. Such hath ever been thought the force of its Letter and Decla- 
ration. 
And ſo I leave it, and will ſpeak a word or two of the Salvo, which is, 
\ That becauſe all Particulars could not be then determined,therefore what 
| the King and his Parliament ſhould declare to be Treaſonable in time to 
come, ſhould be puniſhed as Treaſon. And according to this Reſervation, 
in the $ Ric. 2. one M— was charged before the Kings-Bench,and after- 
wards referred to the Parliament, and there though the Faft was not con- 
_ 9" d We! 
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be preſuppoſed that there is a Statute whereupon to build the Declaration,and | 
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t ained in the Body of the Statute,yet becauſe of the Proviſo,it was adjudged 
T reaſon. 
In the 11th Tear of the ſame King, the Duke of Ireland, and Nevil Arch- 
biſhop of Y ork were impeached of H11gh Treaſon by Gloceſter, Arrundel and 
Warwick, and, notwithſtanding the Statute, were convitted thereof by the 
Salvo. But in the 21 of the ſame Rich. 2. the Tide turned, and the King 
had ſuch a hand with the Parliament, that the Sentence was recalled, and 
thoſe three Noblemen themſelves were adjudged Traytors. 
Again, in the Firſt Tear of H. 4. his Succeſſor, that Revocation of the 
21 Rich. 2. was repealed, and the Sentence of the 11th of his Reign Re- 
eſtabliſhed ; ſuch were the Toſſings to and fro of Treaſon ; and all becauſe of 
that uncertain Proviſo. Therefore it was, that in the ſame Parliament, 
1 H.4. a Petition was preferred by the Nobility, to have Treaſon limited 
within ſome Statute, becauſe they knew not either what to ſpeak, or what to 
do for fear thereof : And in Chap. 10. an Aft was made upon this Petition, 
That that Salvo ſhould be holden Repealed in all time to come, and nothing 
Eſteemed T reaſon, but what was literally contained in the Statute 25 Ed. 3. 
And then it is ſaid in the Record, that there was great Foy at the making 
of this A&, in that the drawn Sword hanging over every man's head by this 
ſiender thread of a Conſequence or Illation, was removed by that Att. Add 
to this, that x Maria, c. 1. the ſame is repeated, that No man ſhall be 
puniſhed in Life or Eſtate as a Traitor, but for the Crimes contained in 
the Statute 25 Ed. 3. without the leaſt mention of the pretended Salvo. 
The Earl of Northumberland's Caſe comes nigh to the point ; he was 
charged with Treaſon, 5 H. q. and if the Statute of x H. 4, c. 10. whereby 
the Proviſo is repealed, had not intervened, no doubt he had been condemned 
of Treaſon ; but he was convitt of Felony, and that becauſe he could not be 
drawn within the Letter of that Statute 25 Ed. 3, and I dare confidently ſay 
it, That fince that Af made 1 H. 4. c. 10. wbereby the Provilo is repealed, 
no man hath ever been declared a Traitor, either 3y the King or Parliament, 
except it were upon that or ſome other Statute litterally and declaratively ta- 
ken. Theſe two things 4 do offer to your Lordſhips Conſideration, that the | 
Lord Strafford cannot be Impeached of Treaſon by the Statute of 25 Ed. 3. 
and that the Salvo contained in the ſame, ſtands repealed almoſt 200 Tears 
ago. And this is all T conceive to be neceſſary for that Statute which was 
alledged by the Lord Stratford in hzs Defence for matter of Law. 


Then the Recorder Mr. Gardener ſpoke ſomething to this purpoſe, 


That what was ſpoken upon that Statute, was becauſe it ſeemed inſeparable | 
from the matter of Fatt ; That they could proceed no further till a ſtate were | 
afforded to them ; That to do otherwiſe, they conceived might be Exceeding | 
prejudicial to the Earl of Strafford : 1. In regard that they ſhould ſuppoſe 
that to be done, which is not proved to be ſo. . 2. That the matter of Law 
ariſeth ſo naturally from the matter of Fatt, that it will be impoſſible to ſepa- | 
rate them one from the other. ' 3. That it is the Courſe of all Judicatures | 
firſt to ſettle the Verdift, and upon that to fix the Arguments ; otherwiſe he | 
could conceive no poſſible Way of Proceeding : and therefore in the Lord , 
Strafford's nam? he moſt humbly intreated their Lordſhips either wholly to | 
determine the matter of Fa, not whether Treaſon or not, for then all after- 
Proceedings in Law were unneceſſary ; but whether done or not done ; or elſe | 
to give them ſome ſtates of the Que/tion whereunto they might conform them- 
ſelves. Whereupon the Court adjourned.

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But the Commons were reſolved to purſue another Method, crit 
thing now would do but the Bill of Attainder ; and accordingly upon

Upon Wedneſday, April 21. the Bill of Attainder was twice read. in 
the Morning with the Amendments, and ordered to be ingroſſed ; and 
ſo eager were they in the Proſecution, that it was read again in the 
Afternoon, and the Houſe was divided upon it; the Lord Digby and

ſo the Bill paſſed the Houſe of Commons being thrice read in one Day, 
and Mr, Pym by Order of the Houſe carried it up to the Lords, with a 
ſpecial Recommendation to their Lord(hips to give it all Expedition in

Let every man purge his Heart clear of all paſſions, ( 1 know this great and wiſe 
Body-politich, can have none, but I ſpeak, to individuals, from the weakneſs which I find 
in my ſelf; ) away with perſonal Animoſiites ;, away with all flatteries to the

It concerns his Lordſhip the higheſt that can be in the Penal Part ; ſo it doth, 
on the other ſide, as highly concern your Lordſhips and the Commons, in that 
which ought to be the tendreſt, the Judicatory within that, that Judge not 
them who Judge him, and in that which is moſt Sacred amongſt Men, the Pub- 
lick Juſtice of the Kingdom.

The Commons are concerned in their Account for what is done, your Lord- 
ſhips in that which is to be done. 

he buſineſs therefore of the preſent Conference, is to acquaint your Lord- 
ſhips with thoſe things, that ſatisfy'd the Commons in Paſling of this Bill ; 
ſuch of them as have come. within my capacity, and, that I can remember, 1

M Lords, in Judgment of greateſt Moment, there are but two wayes for 
ſatisfying thoſe, that are to give them ; either the Zex lata, the Law already 
eſtabliſhed, or elſe the nſe of the ſame Power for making new Laws, whereby 
the old at firſt received life.

and the ſame Offence; Wilful Murder in. Ireland it is Treaſon, and fo is the 
wilful Burning of a Houſe, or a Stack of Corn : In the lfle of Afar it is Felo- 
ny to Steal a Hen, but not toSteal a Horſe ; and yet the Judge in Ireland, hath 
as juſt a Ground to give Judgment of High-Treaſon in thoſe Caſes there, as 
here to give Judgment only of Felony; and in the Iſle of A4an of Felony for the 
Hen, as here for Petty-Larceny. 

My Lords, in the other Conſideration of uſing the Supream Power, the ſame 
Law gives Power to the Parliament to make new Laws, that enables the inferi- 
our Court, to Judge according to the old, The Rules that guides the Conſci- 
ence of the interiour Court is from without, the Preſcripts of the Parliamenr, 
and of the Common-Law ; in the other, the Rule is from within, that Salws 
Popul; be concerned,that there be no wilful oppreſhon of any of the Fellow-Mem- 


and Cuſtomes of the Realm as well enable the Exerciſe of this, as of the Ordi- 
nary and Jndicial Power. 

My Lords, What hath been aid, is, becauſe that this proceeding of the 
Commons by way of Bill, implies the uſe of the meer Legiſlative Power, in 
reſpect new Laws are for the moſt part paſt by Bill. 


This, My Lords, though juit and legal, and therefore not wholly excluded ;

| clarative of the Old Law, not Introduttive of a New, as the great Charter of 
| our Liberties z The Statute of Five and Twentieth year of Edward the Third 
of Treaſonsz; The Statute of the Prerogative, and of late the Petition of 
Right z if the Law were doubtful in this Caſe, they perceived the Parliament 
( where the old way is altered, and new Laws made ) the fitteſt Judge to clear 
this Doubt. 


Secondly, My Lords, they proceeded this way, to obviate thoſe Scruples and 
Delayes, which through diſuſe of proceedings of this nature, might have riſen 
in the manner and way of proceedings, ſince the Statute of the Firſt of Hey. 4. 
Cap. 17. and more fully in the Roll, number 144. The proceedings of Parlia- 
ment have uſually been upon an Indictment firſt found, though in Caſes of Trea- 
ſon particularly mentioned in the Statute of 25 Edw. 3. which had not been 
done in this caſe ; doubts likewiſe might riſe, for Treaſons, not particularly 
mentioned in the Statute of 25 Edw. 3. whether the Declaratory Power of Par- 
liament be taken away, in what manner they - were to be made, and by whom, 


but by this way of Bill ; and again, they know that whatſoever could be done 
any other way, it might be done by this. 


Thirdly, 1n reſpeCt of the Proofs and Depoſitions, that have heen made againſt 
him ; for Firſt, although they knew not, but that the whole Evidence which

Earl to the end, to compel the Subjes of Hreland to ſubmit,to the unlawful Sum- 
mons and Orders made by the Earl upon Paper Petitions, exhibited to him in 
caſe of private intereſt between party and party; this Warrant was executed by 
Savil and his Deputies, by Sefling of Soldiers, both Horſe and Foot, upon di- 
vers of the Subjects of Ireland againſt their Wills, in Warlike manner, and at 
divers times the Soldiers continued upon the parties, upon whom they were ſcf- 
ſed, and waſted their Goods, until ſuch time as they had ſubmitted themſelves, 
anto thoſe Summons and Orders. 

My Lords, This is a Levying War within the Statute of 25tþ Edw. 3. The 
words of the Statute are, If any man do Levy War againſt our Lord the King in His 
Realm, this ts declared Treaſon.

It will be granted in this Levying of War, that Forces may be raiſed, and 
likewiſe uſedin Warlike manner, and yet no Levying of War within the Statpte, 
that is, when the Forces are raiſed and employed upon private ends, either of 
revenge or intereſt, 

Before the Statute in Edw. the 1 time, the Title of a Caſtle was in difference 
between the Earls of Hereford and GlouceFer, for the maintaining of the poſſeſh- 
on on the one ſide, and gaining of it on the other z Forces were raiſed on ci- 
ther ſide of many hundred Men; . they marched with Banners diſplayed, one 
againſt another, In the Parliament, in the 2cth of Edward 1. this was ad- 
judged only Treſpaſs, and either of the Earls Fined 1000 Marks apiece. 

After the Statute in Hillary Term, in the 15th year of Edw. the 3. in the 
K ing*s-Bench Rot. 3. Nicholas Huntercome in Warlike manner with 40 men, 
armed amonegſt other weapons, with Guns ( fo ancient, as appears by that Re- 
cord, they were ). did much ſpoil in the Mannor of the Abby of Dorcheſter, 
[1n the County of Ozeford, this was accounted no Treaſon, and fo it hath beeg 
held by the Judges, That if one or more Town-ſhip, upon pretence of ſaving 


their Commons, do in a forcible and Warlike manner throw in incloſers, this is 
only a Riot, no Treaſon. |

My Lords, For the firſt, of Levying War, 1 ſhall make bold to read the caſe | 
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| The words of the Statute 25 Edw. 3. clear this point, that if any man ride| 
Armed openly or ſecretly with men at Arms, againſt any other, to kill and rob, | 


or toderain him until he hath made Fine and Ranſome for his deliverance, this 
is declared not to be Treaſon, but Felony or Treſpaſs, as the Caſe ſhall require : 
all the printed Statutes which have it covertly or ſecret, are miſprinted, for the 
words 1n the Parliament Roll, as appears in the 17th. are, Diſcoverrment ou Se- 
cretenent, Open or Secretly. 

So that my Lords, in this of Levying War, the AC is not ſo much to be con- 
ſidered, but as in all other Treaſons and Felonies, quo animo, with what intent 
and purpoſe ? 

My Lords, If the end be conſiderable in Levying War, it may be ſaid that it 
caunot be a War, unleſs againſt the King, for the words of the Statute are, 
If any man Levy War againſt the King. 

That theſe words extend further than to the perſon of the King, appears by 
the words of the Statute, which in the beginning declares it to be Treaſon, to 
compaſs and imagine the death of the King, and after other Treaſons, this is 
to be declared to be Treaſon, to Levy War againſt the Kiny ; If Levying of 
War, extend no further than to the perſon of the King, theſe wordsof the Sta- 


' tute are to no purpoſe, for then the firlt Treaſon of compaſſing the King's 


' death, had fully included it before, becauſe that he which Levics War againſt

; the Perſon of the King, doth neceſſarily compaſs his death, 


It's a War againſt the King, when intended for alteration of the Laws or 
Goverament in any part of them, or to deſtroy any of the great Officers of the 
Kingdom. This is a Levying War againſt the King. 

1. Becauſe the King doth proteft and maintain the Laws in every part of 
them, and the great Officers, to whoſe care, he hath in his own ſtead, delega- 
ted the execution of them. 

2, Becauſe they are the King's Laws, he is the Fountain from whence in their 
ſcveral Channels, they. are derived to the Subject : all our Indiftments run thus, 
Treſpaſles laid to be done, Contra pacem Domint Regis, the King's Peace for ex- 


-orbirant offences, though not intended againſt the King's Perſon, againſt the 


King, His Crown and Dignity. 

My Lords, this conſtruftion is made good, by divers Authoritics of great 
weight, eyer ſince the Statute of. 25th of Edw. 3. downwards. 

In Richard the 24 time, Sir Thomas Talbot conſpired the death of the Dukes of 
Glouceſter and Lancaſter, and ſome other of .the Peers ; for the ecffeCting of it, 


he had cauſed ſeveral People in the County of Cheſter, to be Armed in Warlike | 


manner in Aſſemblies in the Parliament, held in the 17th year of R. 2. No 
20. Sir Thomas Talbot being Accuſed of High-Treaſon for this : It's there de- 
clared, inſomuch as one ,. them was Lord High Steward of Ezoland, and the 
other High Conſtable, that this was done in deſtruCtion of the Eſtates of the 
Realm, and of the Laws of the Kingdom, and therefore adjudged Treaſon, 
and the Judgment ſent down into the King's Bench, as appears, Eaſter Term, 
in the 17th year of R, 2. in the King*s-Bench Rot. 16th, Theſe two Lords had 
appeared in the 11th of R. 2. in maintainance of the ACt of Parliament made 


in the year before, one of them was of the Commiſſioners appointed by Parlia- 


ment, and one of the Appealors of thoſe who would have overthrown 
it. 

The Duke of LancaFer likewiſe was one of the Lords, that was to have been 
Indicted of Treaſon, for endeavouring the maintenance of it ; and therefore 
ww ers of their deaths, is ſaid to be in deſtruftion of their Laws ; This 
there is declared to be Treaſon, that concerned the Perſon of the King and 
Common-wealth. 

In that great inſurre&ion of the Villains,and meaner People,in Richard the 11.

they paid for, puniſhed all theft with dearth ; here's no Intendment agaiaſt the | 


Perſon of the King ; The intent was, to eſtabliſh the Laws of Villagage and 
Servitude, to burn all the Records, to kill the Judges : This tn the Parliament 
of the 5th year of R. 2, No 31, 32. theFirſt Part, is declared to be Trea- 
ſon againſt the King, and againſt the Law.

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In the 11th year of R. 2. in Parliament, the raiſing of Forces agairſt the 
Commiſſioners, appointed by At of Parliament the year before, adjudged 
Treaſon by the Judges. : 

The Statute 1mo Mary Cap. 12, EnaCts, That if 12 or more ſhall endeayour 
by force, to alter any of the Laws or Statutes of the Kingdom, he ſhall from 
ſuch a time there limited, be adjudged only as a Felon. This AC was to conti- 
nue but to the next Parliament, it is expired, it ſhews by the words only, that 
the offence was higher before the making it. 

My Lords, In Queen Elizabeths time, Grant and divers Apprentices of Lon- 
don, to the number of 200. roſe, and aſlembled at Tower-hill, carried a Cloak 
upon a Pole inſtead of a Banner, their intent was to deliver divers Apprentices 
out of Priſon, that had been committed upon a Sentence in the Srar-Chamber 
for Riots, to kill the Lord Major of London, and for _— prizes on Victu- 
als. In Trinity Term, 37 El:z. divers of —_—_— were conſulted withal, and 
reſolved, That this was a Levying of War againſt the Queen, being intended 
againſt the Government and Officers of the Queen, and therefore Grant and 
others were executed as Traytors, 

Afterwards, in that Queens time, divers of the County of Oxford conſulted, 
to go together from Houſe to Houſe in that County, and thence to London and 
other parts, to excite them to take up Arms, for the throwing in of all inclo- 
ſures throughout England. Nothing was done, nor no aſlembly. Yet the 
Statute of 13 Eliz. Cap. 1. during the Queens Life, made it Treaſon, to in- 
tend, or adviſe to Levy War againſt the Queen. 

In Eaſter Term 39 of Eliz. all the Judges of England met about the Caſe, it 
was reſolved by them, that this was a War intended againſt the Queen; they 
agreed, That if it had been of one Townſhip or more, upon private intereſt, 
and claim of right of Common, it had not been Treaſon, but this was to 
throw in all Incloſures through the Kingdom, whereunto theſe parties ſhould 
pretend no claim. That it was againſt the Law , in regard that the Statute of 
Merton gave power of Incloſures in many Caſes : upon this reſolution Bradſaw 
and Byrtoz were executed at eAyneſtowhill in Oxfordſhire, the place where they in- 
tended the firſt Rendezyous, 

So that my Lords, if the end of it be to overthrow any of the Statutes, any 
part of the Law and ſetled Government, or any of the great Officers intruſted 
with the execution of them, This is a War againſt the King. 

My Lords, It will be further conſiderable, what ſhall be accounted a Levying 
of War, in reſpect of the Actions and things done ; there's a defign to alter 
ſome part of the Laws, and preſent Government, for the effefting thereof, 
People be provided of Arms, gathered together into Troops, but afterwards 
march not with Banners diſplayed, nor do Bellum percutere, whether the Army 
themſelyes, and gathering together upon this defign, be a War, or 
ſuch proſecution of the Deſign with force as makes it Treaſon within the Sta- 
tute * 


- Firſt, If this be not a War, in reſpect that it neceſſarily occaſions hoſtile pre- 
parations on the other ſide.

Your Lordfhips obſerve a great difference, where fix men go upon a deſign 
alone, and when ſent from an Army of ſix hundred, all engaged in the ſame ſer- 
vice, ſo many were ſent as were ſufficient to execute the Command, -if upon a 
poor man fewer, more upon a rich; if the fix had not been able, the whole 
Army muſt make it good. The reaſon that the Sheriff directed alone, or but 
with one Bayliff to do execution, is, . becauſe he hath the Command of the Law , 
the King's Writ, and the Poſſe Comitatus in caſe of reſiſtance. Here's the War- 
rant of a General of an Army ; Here's the Poſſe Exercitus, the Power of the 
Army, under the awe of the whole Army, ſix may force more then ſixty with- 
out it ; and although never above ſix in one place, yet in ſeveral parts of the 
Kingdom at the ſame time, -might be above fixty ; for ſeſling of Soldiers was fre- 
quent, it was the ordinary courſe for execution of his Orders.

This conſpiracy alone declared to be Treaſon by 
all the Judges; this was after the Statute of Queen Mary, 1o much inſifted 
upon.

One Story in Queen Elizabeths time practiſed with Forcigners, to Levy War 
within this Kingdom, nothing done in purſuance of the praftice.

Secondly, That the advice was to his Majeſty, aggravates the Offence, it was 
an Attempt which was the Offence ; it was an Attempt not only upon the King- 


dom, bur upon the Sacred Perſon and His Office too; himſelf was bois patrie, | 


he would have made the Father of it ſo to: Nothing more unnatural nor more 
dangerous, than to offer the King Poyſon to drink ; telling him that it is a Cor- 
dial is apaſling of his death : the Poyſon was repelled, there was an Antidote 
within; the Malice of the giver beyond expreſſion.

The words of the Statute are, If any Men ſhall Compaſs, or Imagine the death of 
the King ;, the words are not, If any Mar ſhall Plot, or Counſel Te Death of the 
King ;, No; my Lords, they go further than to ſuch things as are intended im- 
mediately, direftly , and determinatively againſt the Life and Perſon of the 
King, they are of a larger extent ; to compals, Is to do by Circuit, to Conſult 
or Prattife another thing directly, which being done, may neceſſarily produce 
this effect. 

However it be in the other Treafors within this Statute, yet in this , by 
the very words, there is room left for conſtructions, for neceſlary inferences 
and conſcquences. 

What hath been the Judgment and Praftice of former times, concerning 
theſe words, of compaſting the Kings Death, will appear to your Lordſhips, by 
ſome Caſes of Attainders upon theſe words. 

One Ower, in King James His time, in the 13th year of His Reign, at Sand- 
wich in Kent, ſpake thele words, That King James being Excommunicated by the 
Pope, may be killed by any Man, which killing is no Murther : Being asked 
thoſe he ſpake to, how he durſt maintain fo Bloody an Aſſertion?

| King of England, was a falſe Man, and had by Art and Subtilty, fain the Earl 
of Warwick, and the Duke of Clare his Brother, without any cauſe, who be- 
fore had been both of them attainted of High-Treaſon. | 

My Lords, This Indictment was Returned into the Kings-Bench in Trinity 
Term, in the Eighteenth year of Edward the Fourth; and, in Eafer-Term, 
the Two and twentieth of Edward the Fourth, he was outlawed, by the ſtay of 
the outlawry, ſo long as it ſeems the Judges had well adviſed before, whether 
it were Treaſon or not. 

At the ſame Seſſion Thomas Heber was Indifted of Treaſon for theſe words, 
That the laſt Parliament was the moſt ſimple and inſufficient Parliament that

This Indiftment was returned into the Kings-Bench in Trinizy-Term, in the

3. it's declared, That the Engliſh Pale was almoſt deſtroyed by 
the Iriſh enemies, and that there was no way to prevent the danger, but only, that 
the Owners reſide upon their Lands for defence,and that abſence ſhould be a for- 
feiture, This AC of Parliament in a great Council here was affirmed, as appears 
in the cloſe Roll, the 22 year of Edw. 3. Membrana 20 dorſo. 

Afterwards, as appears in the Statute of 28 Hen. 6th, in Ireland; this Hoſtility 
continued between the Engliſh Marches and the Iriſh Enemies, who by reaſon 
there was no difference between the Engliſh Marches and them in their Apparel, 
did daily (not being known to the Engliſh ) deſtroy the Engliſh within the Pale : 
Therefore it is enacted, that every Engliſh-man ſhall haye the hair of his upper 
Lip for diſtinction ſake. This hoſtility. continued until the 10tþ year of Herry 
the 7th, as appeats by the Statute of 10 H. 7th. and 17th.ſo ſucceſſively down- 
wards, till the making of this very Statute of 11 Eliz. as appears fully in the 
gth Chap. 

N 7, immediately before, and at the time of the making of this Statute, 
there was not only enmity between thoſe of the Shire-ground, that is, the Eng- 
liſþ and Iriſh Pale, but open War, and ats of Hoſtility, as appears by Hiſtory of 
no leſs Authority, than that Statute it ſelf ; for in the firſt Chapter of that Sta- 
tute, is the Attainder of Share Oneale, who had made open War, was ſlain in open 
War; it's there declared, That he had gotten by force, all the Northof J7reland , 
for an hundred and twenty miles in length; and about a hundred in breadth ; 
that he had maſtered divers places within the Engliſh Pale ; when the flame of 
this War by his death, immediately before this Statute was ſpent, yet the Fire- 
brands were not all quenched, for the Rebellion continued by Fobn Fitz-Gerard, 


the Thirteenth year of Quzen El:z. in Ireland, but two years after this of the 
Eleventh year of Queen El;z.. where they are attainted of High-Treaſon, for 
Levying of War this Eleventh year, wherein this Statute was made. 

So that my Lords, immediately before, and at the time of the making of 
this Statute, there being War between thoſe of the Shire-Grounds, mentioned 
in this Statute, and the /r;ſ-, the concluding of War, and Acts Offenſive and 
Invaſive there mentioned, can be intended againſt no others, but the 1; 
Enemies. 


the Shire-grounds, to conclude of Peace or War ;, Is to preſume, that thoſe of 
the Shire-grounds will conclude of War againſt themſelves.

eMy Lords, The Logick whereupon this Argument is framed, ſtands thus, 
becauſe the Statute of the Eleventh year of Queen Elizabeth, inflidts a penalty 
of 100 1, and no more, upon any man, thatas a Captain without Warrant, and 
upon his own head ſhall conclude of, or make War againſt the King's Enemies : 
Therefore the Statute of the 18th year of Henry the 6th is repealed which makes 
it Treaſon to lay Soldiers upon, or to levy War againſt the Kings good 
People. 

Bur, My Lords, Obſervation hath heen made upon other words of this Sta- 
tute, that is, that without Licence of the Deputy, theſe things cannot be done; 
this ſhews that the Deputy, 1s within none of the Statutes. | 

My Lords, This Argument ſtands upon the ſame reaſon with the former, be- 
cauſe he hath the ordering of the Army of Ireland, for the defence of the peo- 
ple, and may give Warrant to the Officers of the Army, upon eminent occaſi- 
ons of Invaſion, to reſiſt or proſecute the Enemy, becauſe of the danger, that 
elſe might enſue forthwith, by ſtaying for a Warrant from His Majeſty out of 
England. : 

bY Lords, The Statute of the 10th year of Henry the 7th Chap. 17. touched 
upon for this purpoſe, clears the buſineſs in both points ; for there is declared, 

hat none ought to make War upon the 7r:þ Rebels, and Enemies, without 
Warrant from the Lieutenant, the forfeiture 100 [. as here the Statute is the 
ſame with this,and might as well have been cited, for repealing the Statute of the 
18th year of Henry the 6th, as this of the 11th year of Queen Elizaberh. But 
if this had been inſiſted upon, it would haye expounded the other two clear 
againſt him. 


Objeft. My Lords, It hath been further ſaid, although the Statute be in force 
and there be a Treaſon within it, yet the Parliament hath no Juriſdiction, the 
Treaſons are commited in 7relard,. therefore not tryable here. 


Anſw. My Lords, Six Fohn Parrot, his Predeceſſor, 24 Ed. was tryed in the 
Kinos-Bench for Treaſon done in Ireland , 'when he was Deputy ; and Oruche 
in the 33 year of Queen Elizabeth, adjudged here for Treaſon done in Ireland.

Writs of Error in Pleas of the Crown, as well as in Civil Cauſes, have in all 
Kings Reigns been brought here, even in the inferior Courts of }eſtminſter-Hall 
upon Judgment given in the Courts of Treland, the prattice is ſo frequent, and ſo 
well known, as that I ſhall cite none of them to your Lordihips, no preſident will, 
I believe, be produced to your Lordſhips, that ever the Caſe was remanded back 
again into Jreland, becauſe the queſtion aroſe upon an Iriſh Statute, or Cu-

Anſw. This might be a good Plea in the Kn75-Bench, and inferior' Courts at 


WeſtminFer-Hall ;, the queſtion 1s, Whether it be ſo 11 Parliament ? The Kings 


Writ runs not within the County-Palatine of CheFer and Durham, nor within 
the Five Ports; neither did it in IVWales, before the Union of Henry the 8:hs 
time, after the Laws of England were brought into Wales, in King Edw. the 1.

6th. in Ireland, it is de- 
clared in theſe words, That Ireland is the proper Dominion of England, and uni- 
ted to the Crown of Enzland, which Crown of England is of it ſelf, and by it ſelf, 
wholly and intirely endowed with all Power and Authority ſufficient to yield to 
the Subjects of the ſame full and plenary remedy, in all Debates and Suits what- 
{ocyer. 

By the Statute of the Three and twentieth year of Henry the 8th, the firſt 
Chapter, when the Kings of Ezz/and firſt aſſumed the Title of King of Trelard, 
it is there Enacted, that Ireland 1till 1s to be held as a Crown annexed and united 
to the Crown of England. 

So that by the ſame reaſon, from this that the Kings Writs run not in Irelard, 
it might as well be held, that the Parliament cannot originally hold Plea of 
things done within the County-Palatine of Cheſter and Durham, nor within the 
Five Ports and Wales ;, Ireland, is a part of the Realm of England, as appears 
by thoſe Statutes, as well as any of them. 

This is made good by conſtant praCtice in all the Parliament Rolls, from the 
firſt to the laſt ; there are Receivers, and Tryers of Petitions appointed for 
Ireland ; for the Iriſh to come ſo far with their Petitions for Juſtice, and the 
Parliament not to. haye cognizance, when from time to time they had in the 
beginning of the Parliament, appointed Receivers and Tryers of them, is a 
thing not to be preſumed. 

An Appeal in Jreland, brought by William Lord Yeſey, againſt Fohn Fitz-

The Suits for Lands, Offices, and Goods originally begun here are many, 
and if queſtion grew upon matter in Fact, a Jury uſually ordered to try it, and 
the Verdict returned into the Parliament ; as in the Caſe of one Ballyben in the 
Parliament of the Five and thirtieth year of Edw. the 1.

My Lords, The Laws of Ireland were introduced by the Parljament of Eng- 


It is of higher Juriſdiction Dare Leges, then to judge by them. 
The Parliaments of England do bind in Ireland, if Ireland be particularly 
mentioned, as is reſolved in the Book-Caſe of the Firſt year of Henry the Se- 
venth, Cook's Seventh Report, Calvir's Caſe ; and by the Judges in Trinity- 
Term, in the Three and thirtieth year of Queen Elizabeth. The Statute of 
the Eighth year of Edward the 4th, the firſt Chapter in Jrelang recites, That it 
was doubted amongſt the Judges whether all the Engliſh Statutes, though not 
naming Ireland, werein force there? if named, no doubt. 
From King Herry the 34, his time downwards, to the Eighth year of Queen 
Elizabeth ( by which Statyte it is made Felony to carry Sheep from Hreland be- 
yond Seas ) in almoſt all theſe Kings Reigns, there be Statutes made concern- 
ing Jreland. The exerciſing of the Legiſlative Power there, over their Lives 
and Eſtates, is higher than of the Judicial in queſtion : until the 29th year of 
Edward the 3d, erroneous Judgments given in Ireland, were determinable no 
where but in England; no, not in the Parliament of Jreland, as it appears in 
the cloſe Rolls in the Tower, inthe 29th year of Edward the 3d. Memb. 12. 
Power to examine and reverſe erroneous Judgments in the Parliaments of Ire- 
land is granted ; from hence, Writs of Error lye in the Parliament here upon 
erroneous Judgments, after that time given in the Parliaments of 1reland, as a 
pears in the Parliament Rolls, of the Eighth year of Henry the 6th, No 70. in 
the Caſe of the Prior of Lenthan. Ir is true, the Caſe is not determined there, 
for it's the laſt thing that came into the Parliament, and could not be determin- 
ed for want of time, but no exception at all is taken to the Juriſdiction. 
The Ats of Parliament made in Ireland, have been confirmed in the Parlia- ! 
ments of England, as appears by the cloſe Rolls, in the Tower, in the Two and 
fortieth year of Edward the 3d. Memb. 20, Dorſo: where the Parliament in 
Ireland, for the preſervation of the Countrey from Iriſh, who had almoſt de- 
ſtroyed it, made an ACt, That all the Land-Owners, that were Engliſh, ſhould 
reſi _ their Lands, or elſe they were to be forfeited, this' was here CON-, 
firmed. 
In the Parljament of the Fourth year of Henry the 5th. Chap. 6. Acts of Par- | 
liament in /relandare confirmed, and ſome priviledges of the Peers in the Par-:

Power to repeal 1riſþ Statutes, Power to confirm them, cannot be by the{ 
Parliament here, if it hath not cognizance of their Parliaments ; unleſs it be 
aid, that the Parliament may do, it knows not what. 
Garnſey and Ferſey are under the Kings ſubjeCtion, but are not parcels of the 
Crown of England, but of the Duchy of Normandy, they are not governed by 
the Laws of England, as Ireland is, and yet Parliaments in England have uſually 
| held Plea of, and determined all Cauſes concerning Lands or Goods. In the 
Parliament, in the 33 Edward 1, there be Placita de Inſula Ferſey. And ſo in 
the Parliament, 14 Eaw. 2. and ſo for Normandy and Gaſcoigne, and always as 
{long as any part of France was in ſubjection to the Crown of England, there 
were at the beginning of the Parliaments, Receivers and Trycrs of Petitions, 
for thoſe parts appointed. ; 
I believe your Lordfhips will haye no Caſe ſhewed of any Plea, to the Juriſ- 
dition of the Parliaments of England, in any things done in any parts whereſo- 
[ever in ſubjection to the Crown of Fagione: |

Laws, the Peers there are Tryable according to the Law of England only, per 
er. 

By the ſame reaſon, the Earl of Strafford not being a Peer of Treland, is not 
tryable by the Peers of Ireland; ſo that if he be not tryable here, he is tryable no 
where. 

My Lords, In caſe there be a Treaſon and a Traytor within the Statute, and } 
that he be not tryable here for ir, in the ordinary way of Judicature, if 
that juriſdiction fail, this by way of Bill doth not; Attainders of Treaſon 
in Parliament, are as legal , as uſual by Act of Parliament, as by Judg- 
ment. 

I have now done with the Statutes 25 Edw. 3. and 18 Hex. 6, My Lord of 
Strafford hath offended againſt both the Kingdoms, and is guilty of High-Trea- 
ſon by the Laws of both. 

My Lords, In the fifth place, I am come to the Treaſons at the Common-Law, 
the endeayouring to ſubyert the Fundamental Laws and Government of the 
Kingdom, and to introduce an Arbitrary and Tyrannical Government. 

In this I ſhall not at all labour to prove, That the endeavouring by Words,Coun- 
ſels and Actions, to ſubyert the Laws,is T reaſon at the Common-Law, if there be 
any Common-Law Treaſons at all left; nothing is Treaſon, if this benot, to 
make a Kingdom no Kingdom; take the Polity and Government away, England is 
buta piece of Earth,wherein ſo many men have their Commorancy and abode, 
without ranks or diſtintion of men, without property in any thing further 
than poſleſſion z no Law to puniſh the Murthering, or robbing one another, 

That of 33 Hen. 8. of introducing the Imperial Law, ſticks not with your 
Lordſhips; it was in caſe of an Appeal to Rome; theſe Appeals in Caſes of Mar- 
riages, and other cauſes counted Eccleſiaſtical, had been frequent, had in moſt 
Kings Reigns been tolerated ; ſome in times of Popery put a conſcience upon 
them 3 the Statutes had limited the penalty to a Premnire only, neither was 
that a total ſubverſion, only an Appeal from the Eccleſiaſtical Court here in a 
ſingle Cauſe, to the Court of Rome; andif Treaſon or not,that Caſe proves 
not a I ceaſon may be puniſhed as a Felony : a Felony as a Treſpaſs, if his Ma- 
jcſty fo pleaſe ; The greater includes the leſs in the Caſe of Premunire: in the 
Iriſh Reports, that which is there declared to be Treaſon, was proceeded upon 
onlyas a TPremunre. 

The things moſt conſiderable in this is, Whether the Treafons at Common- 
Law, are taken away by the Statute of 25 Edw. 3. which is to ſpeak againſt 
both the direct words and ſcope of that Statute. . 

In it there's this clauſe, That becauſe many other like Caſes of Treaſon might fall 

out, Which are not there declared :, therefore it is enatted, That if any ſuch Caſe come 
before the Fudzes, they ſhall not proceed to Judgment, till the Caſe be declared in Par- 
liament, whether it ouzht to be adjudged Treaſon or not. 
Theſe words, and the whole ſcope of that Statute ſhews, that it was not the 
meaning to take away any Treaſons that were ſo before, but only to regulate 
the Juriſdiction and manner of Tryal. Thoſe that were fingle and certain 
Acts, as conſpiring the Kings Death, Levying War, Counterfeiring the Money, 
or Great-Scal, Killing a Judge; theſe are left to the ordinary Courts of Juſtice : 
The others not depending npon ſingle Acts, but upon conſtructions and neceſ- 
fary Inferences, they thought it.not fit to give the inferior Courts fo great a la- 
titude here, as too dangerous to the Subject, thoſe they reſtrained to the Par- 
liament. 

This Statute was the great ſecurity of the Subjects,made with ſuch wiſdom, 
a$all the ſucceeding Apes have approved it , it hath often pailed through the Fur- 
nace, but like Gold, hath Jeft little or nothing.

inſomuch that no man did know how to behave himſelf, to ds, ſay, or ſpeaks It 1s 
accorded that in n0 time to come, any Treaſon be adjudged otherwiſe, than it was ordained | 


It hath been ſaid, To whart end is this Statute made, if it takes not away the 
Common-Law Treaſons remaining after the Statute of the 25tþ of Edw. 3 ? 
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There be two main things which this Statute doth ; Firſt, it takes away for 


the future all the Treaſons, made by any Statute ſince 25 Edw. 3. tothe 1-H. 4. 


even to that time; for in reſpc&t , that by another ACt in that Parliament, the 


| Statute of 21 Rich, 2. was repealed, it will not be denyed, but that this Statute 


repeals more Treaſons than theſe of the 21 R. 2. It repcals all Statute-Treaſons 
but thoſe in 25 Eaw. 3. 


Secondly, It not only takes away the Statute-Treaſons, but likewiſe the decla- 
red Treaſons in Parliament, after the 25th of Edw. 3. as to the future, after 
Declaration in Parliament, the inferior Courts might judge theſe Treaſons; for 
the Declaration of a Treaſon in Parliament after it was made, was ſent to the 
inferior Courts, that tories quories the like Cafe fell out, they might proceed 
therein, the Subject for the tuture, was ſecured againſt theſe ; ſo that this Sta- 
tute was of great ule. 

But by the very words of it, I ſhall refer all Treaſons to the proviſion of 25 
Edw. 3. it leaves that entire, and upon the old bottom. The Statute of 1 Queen 
Mary Cap. 1. faith, That no offences made Treafon by any ACt of Parhament, 
ſhall thenceforth be taken or adjudged to be Treafon, but only ſuch as be decla- 
red and expreſſed to be Treaſon by the Statute of 25 Edw, 3. Concerning Treaſon, 
or Declar/at on of Treaſon, and no others: And further provides, That. no pains of 
Death, penalties, or forfeiture in any wiſe ſhall enſue, for Committing any Treaſon; 
other than ſuch as be in the Statute of 25 Edw. 3. ordained and provided, any Af of 
Parliamcnt.or any Diclaration,or matter to the contrary,in any wiſe notwithſt anding. 

By the firſt of this Statute, only offences made Freaſon by Act of Parliament, 
are taken away, the Common-Law-Treaſons are no ways touched, the words 
[ Andno others 7 refer till to oftences made Treaſon by At of Parliament ; 
they rcſtrain not to the Treaſons only, particularly mentioned in the Statute 
in the 25th Edw. 3. but leave that Statute entire to the Common-Law-Treafon, 
as appears by the words immediately pay =. 

By the Second Part, for the pains and forteitures of Treafons, if it intend 
only the puniſhment of Treaſon, or if it intend both Treafon and Puniſhment, 
yet all is referred to the Proviſion and Ordinance of 25 Edw. 3. any Act of Par- 
tiament, or other Declaration, or thing notwithſtanding. 

It ſaith not, other then ſuch Penalties of Treaſons, as are expreſſed and de- 
clared in the Statute of 25 Edw. 3: that might perhaps have reſtrained it to thoſe 
that are particnlarly mentioned, no, it refers all Treafons to the general Ordi- 
nation and Proviſion of that Statute , wherein the Comon-Law-Treaſons 
are expreſly kept on Foot. 

If it be Asked, What good this Statute doth, if it take not away the Com- 
mon-Law Trcaſons ? | 


1. It takes away all the Treafons made by Act of Parliament, not only ſince 
the firſt of Hr. 4. which were many, but all before x Her. 4. even until $he 
25 E. 3. by expreſs words, 


. 2, By expreſs words, it takes away all declared Treafons, if any fuch had 
been in Parliament; Thoſe for the future are likewiſe taken away ; fo that 
whereas it might have been doubted, whether the Statute of the 1 F. 4. took 
away any Treaſons, but thoſe of the 224, and 23d years of R. 2. This clears 
it, both for Treafons made by Parliament, or declared in Parliament, even to 
the time of making the Statute. 

This- is of great uſe, of great ſecurity to the SubjeCt ; fo that, as to what 
ſhall be Treaſon, and what not, the Statute of 25 E. 3. remains entire,' and fo 
by conſequence the Treaſons at the Common-Law. 

Only, my lords, it may be doubted, whether the mannerof the Parliamenta- 
ry. proceedings, be not altered by the Statute of 1 #. 4. Chap. 17. and more 
fully:in the Parliament Roll, Number. 144; that. is, whether: ſince that Statute 
the Parliamentary Power of Declaration of Treaſons, whereby the inferior 
Courts Receive Juriſdiction, be not taken away and reſtrained. only to Bill, 
that ſo it might operate no further, then to that particular contained in the Bill, 
that ſo the Parliamentary Declarations for after-times, ſhould be kept within 


the 


, 
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the Parliament it ſelf, and be extended no further : Since 1 #. 4. wehave not 
round any ſuch Declarations made, but all Attainders of Treaſon have been by 
Bill * 

If this be ſo, yet the Common-Law Treaſons ſtill remaining, there is one 
and the ſame ground of reaſon and equity ſince the 1 H. 4. for paſling a Bill of 
Treaſon, as was before, for declaring of it withour Bill. 

Herein the Legiſlative power 1s not uſed againſt my Lord of Straford in the 
Bill, its only the Juriſdiction of the Parliamenr. 

But, my Lords, becauſe that either through my miſtaking of the true grounds 
and reaſons of the Commons, or my not preſling them with apt agreements, 
and preſidents of former times, or that perchance your Lordihips, trom ſome 
other Reaſons and Authorities, more {waying with your Lordſhips Judgmicnts, 
then theſe from them, may poſſibly be of a contrary or dubious opinion, con- 
cerning theſe Treaſons, either upon the Statutes of 25 E. 3. & 18 H.6, or at 
the Common-Law. 

My Lords, If all theſe five ſhould fail , they have therefore given me further 
in Command, to declare to your Lordſhips ſome of' their Reaſons, why they 
conceive that in this Caſe, the meer Legiſlative Power may be exerciſed, 

Their Reaſons are taken from theſe three grounds ; 


1, From the nature and quality of the Offence. 


2, From the Frame and Conſtitution of the Parliament, wherein this Law is 
made, 


3. From PraCtices and Uſages of former times. 

The horridneſs of the Offence , in endeavouring the overthrowing th 
_ and preſent Government, hath been fully opened to your Loxdlhips here- 
tofore. 

The Parliament is,the Repreſentation of the whole Kingdom , -whercin the 
King as Head, your Lordſhips as the moſt Noble, and the Commons the othe1 
Members, are knit together into one Body Politick ; This dillolves the Arte- 
ries and Ligaments that hold the Sody together, the Laws ; He that takes away 
the Laws, takes not away the Allegiance of. one Subject alone, but of the whol< 
Kingdom, wnlh i 

It was made Treaſon by the Statute of 13 Eliz.for Her time,to aſſirm,that the 
Laws of the Realm do not bind the Deſcent-of the Crown ; no Law, no Deſ- 
cent at all. 

No Laws, no Peerage; no Ranks or Degrees of men; the ſame condition 
to all. 

Is Treaſon to kill a Judge upon the Bench ; this kills not Fudicem, ſed Jud:- 
cium; He that borrowed Apelles, and gave Bond to return again Apelles the 
Painter,” ſent him home, after he had cut off his Right Hand ; his Bond was 
broken; Apelles was ſent, but not the Painter. There are Twelve Men, bur 
no Law; there's never a Judge amongſt them. 

It's Felony to Imbezleany one of the Judicial Records of the Kingdom ; this 
at once Sweeps them all away, and from all, | | 
It's Treaſon to Counterfeit a Twenty ſhillings piece , here's a Counterfeiting 
of the Law ; ,we can call ;neither the Counterfeit, nor true Coin., qur 
own. | 
It's Treaſon to Counterfeit the Great-Seal for an Acre of Land; no property 
hereby is lefr to any-Land at-allz nothing 'Treaſon now, either againſt King 
or Kingdom'; no Law to punilh it. | | 

My Lords, If the Queſtion were Asked at Weſtminſter-Hall, Whether this } 
were a. Crime puniſhable in Star-Chember, or. in the Kings-Bench, by Fine or 
Impriſonment ? they would fay it went higher : If. whether Felony ? they 
would ſay, that's for an Offence only agaiaſt the-Life, or Goods of Tome One 
or few perſons ;, It would, I believe, be anſwered by the Judges, as it was b 
the Chief Juſtice Thurning in 21 KR; 2. that though he could not Judge the Caſe 
Tons there before him, yet if he were a Peer in Parliament he would fo:Ad- 

judge it. | | |

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My Lords, if it be too big for thoſe Courts, we hope it's in the right way 
here. 


». The ſecond Conſideration is from the Frame and Conſtitution of the 
Parliament ; the Parliament is the great Body Politick, it comprehends all 
from the King to the Beggar z if ſo, My Lords, as the Natural, to this Body, 
it hath power over it ſelf,and every one of the Members,for the preſervation of 
the whole ; It's both the Phyſitian and the Patient ; If the Body be diſtemper- 
ed, it hath power to open a Vein, to let out the corrupt blood for curing it telf, 
if one Member be Poyſoned or Gangred, it hath power to cut it off for the 
preſervation of the reſt. 

But, my Lords, it hath often been inculcateg, that Law-makers ſhould imi- 
tate the Supreme Law-giver, who commonly warnes before he ſtrikes. The 
Law was promulged before the Judgment of death for gathering the Sticks. No 
Law, no Tranſgreſlion, ; 

My Lords, To this rule of Law is Fruſtra legs auxilium invocat, qui in legem 
committit, from the Lex talionis z he that would not have had others to have a 


that himſelf would have done to others ? 

It's true, we give Law to Hares and Deers, becauſe they be Beaſts of Chaſ ; 
It was never accounted either cruelty or foul play, to knock Foxes and Wolyes 
on the head, as they can be found, becauſe theſe be Beaſts of Prey. The War- 
rener ſets Traps for Polcats and other Vermine, for preſervation of the War- 
ren. 

Further, my Lords, moſt dangerons Diſeaſes, if not taken in time, they 
kill; Errors, in great things, as War and Marriage, they allow no time for re- 
pentance.z it would have been too late to make a_ Law, when there had been 
no Law. 

My Lords, for further Anſwer to this ObjeCtion, he hath offended againſt a 
Law, a Law within the endeayouring to ſubvert the Laws, and Polity of the 
State wherein he lived, which had ſo long, and with. ſuch faithfulneſs protected 
his Anceſtry, Himſelf,and his whole Famuly : It was not Malwm quia probibitun, 
it was Malam in ſe, againſt the DiCtates of the dulleſt Conſcience, againit the 
Light of Nature, they not having a Law, were a Law to themſelyes. | 
ſides this, he knew a Law withour, that the Parliament, in Caſcs of this 
Nature, had Poteſtatem vite & necis. 

Nay, he well knew, that he offended the Promulged and Ordinary Rulcs of 
Law. Crimes againſt Law have been Proved,have been Confefled; ſo thar the 
Queſtion is not De calpa, ſed de pena, What degree of Puniſhment thoſe Faults 
deſerve? Wemult differ from him in Opinion, That twenty Felonies cannor 
make a Treaſon, if it be meant of equality in the uſe of the Legiſlative Power ; 
for he that deſerves death for one of theſe Felonies alone; deſcrves a Death 
more painful, and more Ignominious for all together. | 

Every Felony is puniſhed with loſs of Life, Lands and Goods; a Felony may 
be aggravated with thoſe Circumſtances, as that the Parliament with good rea- 
ſon may add to the Circumſtances of Puniſhment, as was done, in the Caſe of 
Folm Hall, in the Parliament of the 1 H. 4. who, for a Barbarous Murder, 
committed upon the Duke of Gloceſter, ſtifling him between two Feather-Beds 
at Catice, was adjudged to be Hanged, Drawn and Quartered. 

Batteries by Law are only puniſhable by Fine, and ſingle Dzmages to the 
Party Wounded. 

In the Parliament held in 1 #7. 4. Cap. 6. one Savage committed a Battery 
upon one Chedder, Seryant to Sir fohn Breokg, a Knight of the Parliament for

My Lords, Poyſoning is only Murder, yet one Richard Cooke having put Poy- 
ſon into a Pot of Pottage in the Kitching of the Biſhop of RocheFer, whereof 
two perſons dyed, he's Attainted of Treaſon, and it was Enacted, that he 
ſhould t be Boyled to death by the Statute of 22 Z7. 8. c. 9. 

By the Statute of the 25. H. 8. Elizabeth Barton the Holy Maid of Xent, for 
pretending Revelations from God, That God was highly diſpleaſed with the 
King, for being divorced from the Lady Catherine, and that in caſe he periſhed

ſatisfied the Commons in paſling the Bill, it is now left to the Judgment and 
Juſtice of your Lordſhips. ; S 


To which the Earl madeno reply, but lifting up his hands to Heaven, 
to atteſt his Innocence, and Petition ProteCtion and a more Juſt and E. 
quitable Sentence there, he ſeemed to expreſs greater Eloquence by his 
Silence, then the other had done by his Prolix Diſcourſe. 

However, that he might not ſeem wanting to himſelf, upon Friday 
he Petitioned the Lords, That he might be keard again in point of Law to 
make his Defence againſt the Bill of Attainder ; But it was denied him. 
The next Day being Saturday, the King went down to the Houſe of 
Lords, and having ſent for the Commons, he made this following Speech 
to both the Houſes. | 


' My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


Had not any intention to ſpeak of this buſineſs, which cauſes me to come 
| here to day, which is the great Impeachment of the Earl of Strafftord ; 
But now it comes to paſs, that of neceſſity I muſt have part in that FJudg- 
ment : 4 am ſure you all know that I have been preſent at the Flearing of this 
great buſineſs, from the one end to the other ; that which T have to declare 
unto you is ſhortly this. 


That in my Conſcience I cannot condemn him of Fiigh Treaſon, It is not 
fit for me to argue the buſineſs, I am ſure you will not expett it. A Poſitive 
Dottrine beſt comes out of the mouth of a Prince ; Tet I muft tell you Three 
great Truths, which 1 am ſure no body can know ſo well as my ſelf. 1. That 
I never had any intention of bringing over the Iriſh Army into England,zor 
ever was adviſed by any body ſo to do. 2. There never was any Debate be- 
fore me, neither in publick Council, nor at private Committee, of the Diſloy- 
alty, and Diſaffeftion of my Engliſh Subjefts, nor ever had I any ſuſpition 
of them. 3 . 1 was never Counſell'd by any, to alter the leaſt of any of the 
Laws of England, much leſs to alter all the Laws ; Nay, I muſt tell yu 


they had, I ſhould have put a Mark upon them, and made them ſuch an Ex- 
ample, that all Poſterity ſhould know my intention by it ; for my intention, 
was ever to Govern according to the Law, and no otherwiſe. 

I defire to be rightly keg 3-89) I told you in my Conſcience T cannot Cor- 
demn him of High Treaſon ; yet I cannot ſay I can clear him of miſdemec- 
nor: Therefore I hope that you may find a way, for to ſatisfie Juſtice and 
your own Fears, and not to preſs upon my Conſcience. My Lords, IT hope you 
know what a tender thing 3p een is. Tet I muſt delire unto you, That 
to ſatisfy my People I would do great matters. But in this of Conſcience, 0 
fear, no reſpett whatſoever, ſhall ever make me go againſt it. Certainly, 7 


have not ſo ill deſerved of the Parliament at this time, that they ſhould preſs 


me 
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this, I think no body dur? be ever ſo impudent to move me init , for if 
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me in this tender point, and therefore I canuot expect, that you will go about 


it. 
Nay, I muſt confeſs for matter of miſdemeanor, I am ſo clear in that, 


that though I will not chalk out the way, yet let me tell you, that T do think 


my Lord of Straftord, is not fit hereafter to ſerve me or the Common-wealth 
in any Place of Truit, no not ſo much as to be a High Conſtable: Therefore 
I leave it to you my Lords, to find ſome ſuch way as to bring me out of this 


great ftreight, and keep your Selves and the Kingdom from ſuch Inconvenien- 


ces. Certainly, he that thinks him guilty of High Treaſon in his Conſcience 


| may Condemn him of Miſdemeanor. 


The Houſe of Commons were ſo ſtartled and galled with this Speech, 


| that immediately upon their return to their Houle, they cryed Adjourn, 


'Þ 


Adjourn; which they did in the greateſt diſcontent imaginable : for 
they thought they had brought the King to a Concedimus omnia, and 
therefore finding themſelves under this Mittake, they betook themſelves 
to new Arts, and to effc& that by the power of Tumults, which they 
thought themſelves out of the hopes of obtaining in a Regular Method, 
All that the King got by this free Declaration of himſelf in favour of the 
Earl was, to loſe much of the aftetions of the People, whether he 
ſhould paſs the Bill or deny it. For it he paſſed it then it was tote im- 
puted to the Neceſſity ot his Afﬀairs, not his Inclinations to the good of 
his Subjets; and it he denicd it, then it muſt have been eſteemed a 
Denyal of Juſlice to his People. 

The firſt beginning of theſe tumultuarie Diſorders was upon 7hurs- 
day before, when a great many Apprentices, and looſe People beſet 


the Spaniſh Embaſſador's Houſe in Biſhop-Gate, threatning to pull down | d 


the Houſe, and kill the Ambaſſador. _ 1o appeaſe rhe Tumult, the Lord 
Mayor of London came among them, and not without a great deal of 
Difficulty perſwadcd them to retire. After he had pacified the Multi- 
tude, the Lord Mayor went into the Houſe ; at his Entrance the Am- 
baſlador met him, and deſired him to drop the point of his Sword which 
was carried betore him, acquainting him, That he was now in a place 
where the King of Spain had Furiſdittion. * That being done, he told my 
Lord Mayor, That in all his life he had not ſeen a more barbarous attempt, 
and defired to know whether Eng/and was a civilized Nation or not, where 
the Law of Nations was ſo horribly violated The Lord Mayor replied, 
That they were of the Baſe and inferior ſort of the People, and intreated the 
Tumult might not be imputed to the City. To whom the Ambaſſador 
tartly returned, That he could ſcarce tell how to acknowledg that to be a 
City, or almoſt a Society of Men, ' where there was ſo little Civility and Go- 
vernment. - The Mayor told him, The People were diſcontented becauſe 
Maſs was publiquely ſaid in his Houſe. The Ambaſſador replied, That the 
Engliſh Ambaſſador had without diſturbance the free Exerciſe of his Reli- 
gion at Madrid, and that he would rather loſe his life, then the Priviledges 
due to him by Pattion and the Laws of Nations. The Mayor replied, 7hat 
the People were the more incenſed againft him, becauſe the T.ondoners who 
were of the Popiſh Religion, were permitted to frequent his Houſe at Maſs, 
which was contrary to Law. To this the Ambaſſador faid, 7Zhat if the 
Mayor would keep them out, he would ſend for none of them ; but if they came 
within his Doors, he could neither in Conſcience to his Religion, or Honour 
to his Maſter, deny them either acceſs to his Devotions, or proteition to 
their Perſons ſo far as in him lay. In ſhort, a Guard was appointed to 
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attend his Houſe to prevent further inconveniences, and to keep the Am- 
baſſador from Afﬀronts, and the People from frequenting Maſs. 

But this Storm was no ſooner over, but upon Monday it began to riſe 
again with far greater horror and Impetnofity, and it muſt be imputed to 
the Artifice of the Earl of Strafford's Enemies, who by this means were 
reſolved to terrific the Lords into a Compliance ; for in truth the Bill of 
Attainder went on very ſlowly in the Lords Houſe, and had they not 
been driven from their Houſe by the Infolence and Menaces of the Tu- 
mults, it had never come to the Royal Aſſent, To quicken ſome there- 
fore, and affright others,5 or 6000 Porters,Carr-men and other Diſfolute 
and Rude Fellows aſſembled upon Monday after the Noiſe of the King's 
Speech was bruited abroad the Town ; and having filled the Pallace 
Yards, and poſted theraſelves at all the Entrances to the Parlament- 
Houſe, they ſtopped every Coach, crying out, Juſtice and Execution ; 
and upon a ſign given that Fuſtice and Execution was the noble Word, 
they ſent forth tuch hideous Cries, as were enough to create amazement 
in perſons of the greateſt Conſtancy. The Lord Steward coming by, his 
Coach was ſtoppd, and ſome of the moſt inſolent ſtepping to him, de- 
manded of him Fuſtice and Execution, and told him, Pokice they had al- 
ready, Execution they deſired, and would have it. He anſwered them, 
They ſhould have Juſtice, if they wonld have Patience. To which they 
replied, No, they had already had too much Patience, longer we will not 
ſtay ; and before you part from us, we will have a promiſe of Execution. He 
told them he was going ro the Houſe for that purpoſe, and that he would 
Endeavour to content them, Whereupon ſome of them cried, We will 
take - word for once; and ſo with difficulty enough he: got to the 
Houſe. 

The Lords fate till Twelve of the Clock, and moſt of them went back 
by Water ; and when the Lord Chamberlain, the Earl of Zol/and came 
out to take Coach, they redoubled their Cry, and coming up to the Earl 
of Briſto!'s Coach, ſome of them told him ; For Ton my Lord of Briſtol, 
we know you are an Apoſtate from the Cauſe of Chriſt, and our Mortal Enemy, 
we do not therefore crave Juſtice from Tou, but ſhall ſhortly crave Juſtice upon 
Tou, and your falſe Son the Lord Digby. 

Nor did they ſtop here, but having gotten a-Liſt of thoſe who Voted 
againſt the Bill of Attainder in the Houſe of Commons, they paſted u 
their Names at the Corner of the Wall of Sir-Wi{/tam Brunkard's Houſe 
in the Old Pallace-Yard, giving them the Title of Enemies of Fuftice, 
and Straffordians; adding withall this infolent Menace, That theſe and al 
other Enemies of the Common-wealth ſhou!d periſh with Straftord. 

This Popular Revenge however has done this kindneſs to thoſe Gen- 
tlemen, who durſt ſo boldly adventure the Prote&tion of Innocence, that 
it has conveyed their Names down to Poſterity ; which in after Apes 
will look upon them with the greater Honour and Veneration for the 
Indignity put upon them by the Rude Multitude, They were theſe,

Nor were they ſatisfied or reſted here,but one among ee reſt proceeded 
to the height of Impudence, crying out, as it was affirmed, F we have 
not the Lieutenant's Life, we will have the King's : and however the mat- 
ter was paſſed over, yet I find ſome traces of it, and the Examination of 
one Lilburn for dangerous words, before the Lords, who upon his laying 
that he only lates , what he heard ſome -perſons ſay whom he did not know, 
,was diſcharged for the preſent, but the Cauſe ordered to be retained-in 
the Houſe. And moſt certainly they. had ſome great Perſons who ſtood 
behind the Curtain and animated theſe Diſorders; for all this while the 
Houſe of Commons fate cloſe,as if there had been no diſturbance ; and 
while theCommotion was at the height,they were hatching the Prote/ta- 
tion, the Bill tor perpetuating the Parliament during the pleaſure of the 
Two Houſes; and buſie upon the Diſcovery of a ſtrange Þlot by a-few 
Young Gentlemen to bring up the Army ; and indeed laying the Foun- 
dations of all the Miſeries of a Future Rebellion. 

Upon Tueſday May the Fourth, there was a Conference between the nuſds 
Houſes, where the Lord Privy Seal acquainted the Commons with a Mev 7 
Meſlage from the King and Council, wherein His Majeſty takes Notice of 
the Tumults, and that it is His Majeſties Pleaſure that both Houſes take 
it into Conſideration, that ſome ſpeedy Courſe may be taken to ſettle Peace . 
and prevent the like Diſorders for the Future : He repreſented to them, 
That it was the great hinderance of their paſſing the Bill of Attainder, their 
Lordſhips being ſo encompaſſed with multitudes of People, that they could 
not be conceived to be free.. But notwithſtanding all this, the Commons 
took no notice 'of them, ſo that the Connivence it ſelf was the fame 
thing with an Encouragement. | 

His Lordſhip alſo acquainted them with a Petition or ſomething like

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Upon Wedneſday May the 5th, there happened a ſtrange hubbub in oy : 
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| ly told him that if he were not ſatisfied in his Conſcience he ought not ro 
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was upon this ridiculous occaſion, Sir Walter Erle was makinga Report 
of a Deſign to blow up the Houſe'of Commons, whereupon Mr, Mid.- 
eleton and Mr. Moyle two corpulent men, and ſome others ſtandi 
up to hear the Report, a board in-the Gallery broke and gave ſuch a 
Crack, that ſome apprehended the Houle was blown up indeed, and Sir 
Fohn Wray crying out, He ſmelt Gun-Powder, they hurried out of the 
Houſe, and frighted the People in the Lobby, who ran into the Hall 
crying out, The Parliament Houſe was falling and the Members ſlain, and 
the People running in confuſion through the Hall Sir Robert Manſel 
drew his Sword and bid them ſtand for ſhame, he ſaw no Enemy to 
hurt the Parliament and that there was no danger, but ſome of the Zea- 
lots by water gave the alarm,ſo that the Drums beat,and a Regiment of 
Trajn-Bands marched as far as Covent Garden, and the Rabble of Volun- 
teers down to the Houſe to fave the Parliament, which ridiculous Acci- 
dent thoughat preſent it occaſioned no other effe& but laughter, yer did 
ſtrangely embolden the Faftious, who now plainly diſcovered the Influ- 
|<nce they had over the Multitude, and that they were perfeQly at 
their Devotion, 

Things being in this Diſtra&ion, and few of the Lords daring to 
appear at the Houſe, yet the Bill went on but ſlowly, but.in concluſion, 
the Judges to give the better Countenance to the Matter,being demand- 
ed their opinion, and the Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's-Benchdeli- 
vering it as their Unanimous Opinion, That upon all that which their 
Lordthips have Voted to be proved, the Earl of Strafford doth deſerve 
to undergo the pains and forfeitures of High-T reaſon ; and the Bill for 
perpetuating the Parliament which was brought up from the Commons 
the day before being quickly diſpatched, read and paſſed the next, being 
Saturday May the 8th. The Bill of Attainder was alſo paſſed the Houſe 
of Lords, but yet not without Oppoſition, for all the Lords except 45 
being abſent,ot thoſe 1s was carried but by 7 Votes, 19 giving their 
Not-content, to 26 that gave their content to the paſling of this Fatal 
Bill. 

The great Difficulty after all was tobe yet overcome in procuring 
the Royal aſſent, and for this purpoſe both the Houſes attended his Ma- 
jeſty in the Banquetting-Houſe to moye him to it, to which they re- 
ceived Anſwer, That upon Monday they ſhould know His Majeſties Re- 
ſolution. p 
| All Sunday the King ſtruggled with himſelf what todo in this Afﬀair, 
and certainly never was any Poor Prince fo harraſed between the Impor- 
tunities of pretended neceſſity of-State, and the doubts of his own 
Conſcience, which told him the Earl was Innocent of what he was to 
die for; the Lord-Chamberlain told him he a&ed like Davd,and cited 
2. Chron. 19. from Verſ. the 5 to 8. and that ſhould he deny this it 
would be conſtrued that he loved his Enemies and hated his Friends, 
and that if he did not ſpeak comfortably to the People, they would de- 
| ſert him, which would be worſe then all the Evils that had befallen him 
in his life. The King ſent for the Judges and the Biſhops to aſſiſt him, 
the Biſhops referred him to.the Judges yet told: him,That, in his Con- 
ſcience he found not the Earl guilty in matter of Fatt he oyght nat to 
paſs the Bill;but for matter of Law what was Treaſon they, reterred him 
to the Judpes, who according to their Oath ought to carry themſelves 
indifferently between him and his Subje&s ; only DoQtor Fuxon reſolute- 


do 


ot 
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do it whatſoever happened, the King complained of the Judges, that 
they had not ſatisfied him, nor indeed durſt they give their Opinions 
freely for the fatisfa&tion of his Conſcience, their own Conlciences 
being over-awed and terrified , their very Courage and Reaſon, 
having deſerted them in this Common Extremity , and by their 
dubious anſwers abuſing him, as he ſaid, not cafing him of his Scru- 
ples. The general advice was to ſubmit to the preſent neceſſity, but 
how dearly both the King and they paid for making Religion truckle to 
reaſon of State, hear him ſpeak himſelf in his own Book concerning 
the Death of this Great Man. 


Looked upon my Lord of Straftord as a Gentleman, whoſe great abili- 
ties might make a Prince rather afraid, than aſhamed to imploy him, 
in the greateſt affairs of State. 
For thoſe were prone to create in him great confidence of undertakings, 
and this was like enough to betray him togreat Errors, and many Enemies : 
whereof he could not but contratt good Fore, while moving in ſo high a 
Sphear, and with ſo vigorous a Luſter, he muſt needs ( as the Sun) raiſe 
many envious exhalations, which condenſed by a Popular odium, were ca- 
pable to caſt a cloud upon the brighteſt merit and integrity. 
Though I cannot in my Tudgment approve all he did, driven ( it may be) 
\ by the neceſſities of times, and the temper of that people, more than led by 
his own diſpoſition to any height and rigor of Attions : yet I could never be 
| convinced of any ſuch criminouſneſs in him, as willingly ts expoſe his life to 
the ſtroke of Fuftice and Malice of his enemies. 

I never met with a more unhappy conjuntture of affairs, than in the Buſc- 
neſs of that unfortunate Earl ; when between my own unſatisfiedneſs in Con- 
ſcience, and a neceſſity ( as ſome told me ) of ſatisfying the importunities of 
ſome people ; I was perſwaded by thoſe, that T think wiſhed me well, to 
chuſe rather what was ſafe, than what ſeemed juft : preferring the out- 
ward peace of my Kingdoms with men, before that inward exattneſs of 
Conſcience before God. 

And indeed, Iam ſo far from excufing or denying that complyance on my 
part ( for plenary conſent it was not ) to his deſtrultion, whom in my judg- 
ment { thought not, by any clear Law, guilty of death ; that T never did 
bear any touch of Conſcience with greater regret : which, as a ſign of my re- 
entance, TI have often with ſorrow confeſſed, both to God and Men, as an 
Ait of ſo ſinful frailty, that it diſcovered more a fear of man, than of God, 
whoſe Name and Place on Earth no man is worthy to bear, who will avoid 
inconveniences of State, by Adts of ſo high injuſtice, as no publick conve- 
nience can expiate or compenſate. | 

1 ſee it a bad exchange to wound a mans own Conſcience, thereby to ſalve 
State ſores ; to calm the ſtorms of popular diſcontents, by ſtirring up a 
Tempeſt in a mans own boſom. 

Nor hath Gods Juſt ice failed in the event and ſad conſequences, to ſhew the 
World the fallacy of that Maxim, Better one man periſh ( though unjuſt- 
ly) than the people be difpleaſed or deſtroyed. 

For, in all likelihood, I could never have ſuffered with my people, great- 
er calamities ( yet with greater comfort) had I vindicated Stafford inno- 
cency, at leaſt by denying to Sign that deſtruttive Bill, according to that 
Fuftice which my Conſcience ſuggeſted to me, then I have done fince I gra- 
tified ſome mens unthankful importunities with ſo cruel a favour ; and I have 
obſerved, that thoſe, who counſell'd me to Sign that Bill, have been ſo far 
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i from receiving the rewards of ſuch ingratiatings with the People, that w1 


men have been haraſſed and cruſhed more than they: he only hath been 
leaſt vexed by them, who counſelled me, not to conſent againſt the Yote of 
my own Conſcience ; T hope God hath forgiven me and them the finful raſh- 
neſs of that buſineſs. 

To which, being in my Soul ſo fully Conſcious, thoſe Fudgments God hath 
pleaſed to ſend upon me, are ſo much the more welcome, as a means (/ hope ) 
which his mercy hath ſantlified ſo to me,as to make me repent of that anjuſt Att 
(for ſo it was tome ) and for the future to teach me, that tle beſt rule of po- 
licy is to prefer the doing of Fustice before all enjoyments, and the peace of 
my Conſcience, before the preſervation of my Kingdoms. 

Nor hath any thing more fortified my reſolutions, againſt all thoſe violent 
importunities, which fince have ſought togain a like conſent from me,to Afts, 
wherein my Conſcience is unſatisfied, than the ſharp touches T have had for 
what paſſed me, in my Lord of Straffords bulineſs. 

Not that I reſolved to have employed him in my affairs, againſt the ad-' 
vice of my Parliament; but I would not hav? had any hand-in his death, 
of whoſe guiltin:ſs I was better aſſured, than any man ltviig could | 
be. 

Nor wzre the crimes objefed againft him ſo clear, as after a long and 
fair hearing, to giv? convincing ſatisfatFion to the major part of both Houſes: 
eſpecially that of the Lords, of whom ſcarce a third part were preſent, when 
the Bill paſſed that Houſe : And for the Flouſe of Commens, many Gentle- 
men diſpoſed enough to diminiſh my Lord of Straftord's Greatneſs and Power, 
yet unſatisfied of his Guilt in Law, durſt not condemn him to dye : who for 
their integrity in their Votes, were, by poſting their Names, expoſed to the 
popular Calumny, Hatred, and Fury,which grew then ſo exorbitant in their 
clamors for Juſtice, ( That is, to have both my ſelf, and the Two Houſe's 
Vote, and do as they would have us ) that many ('tis thought ) were ra- 
ther terrified to concur with the condemning party, than ſatisfied, that of 
right they ought ſo to do. | 

And that after Act, wacating the Authority of the precedent, for future 
imitation, ſuſficiently tells the world, that ſome remorſe touched even his 
moſt implacable Enemies, as knowing he had very hard meaſure, and ſuch as 
they would be very loath ſhould be repeated to themſelves, P 
This tenderneſs and regret Tfind in my Soul, for having had any hand,and 
that wery unwillingly God knows, in the ſhedding one mans Bl:od unjuſtly 
( though under the colour of the Formalities of Fuſtice and pretences of a= 
voiding publick Miſchiefs) which may T hope be ſome Evidence before God 
and Man, to all Poſterity, that I am far from bearing juſtly the vaſt load 
and guilt of all that blood which hath been ſhed in this unhappy War ; 
which ſome men will needs charge upon me, toeaſe their own Souls, who am 


and ever ſhall be more afraid to take away any mans life unjuſtly, than to 
loſe my own. 


Nor was this all, for beſides what he faid at his own Deathhe ac- 
quainted DoCtor She/den,aſterwards Archbiſhop of Canterbury,with his 
Reſolution, if ever he was in a Condition to perform his Vows, of 
which this was one, To do publick Pennance for the injuſtice he had ſut- 


fered to be done to the Earl of Strafford, as may at large be ſeen in his 
Life written by Dr. Perinchief,fol. 119. 

Nothing was ſounded in the Kings Ears but Fears, Terrors, and 
Threatnings of Worſe and Worſe, Tumults and Rebellions from every 
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quarter of the City and every corner of the Kingdom ; and indeed the | 
King who had ſeen the effedts of them both in Scotland and England, 
could not but have very terrible apprehenſions of them. At laſt having 
wraſtled him breathleſs, . he was vanquiſhed by Importunity and necel- 
ſity, and yielded to the Paſſing of theſe two Fatal Bills by Commiſſion, 
the one for the Earl's, and the other as it proved in the Event, for his 
own Execution. 

Upon Moxday May the 10th, Mr. Maxwell Gentleman-Uſher to the 
Lords, came to acquaint the Commons with the good news that His 
Majeſties Aſſent to the two Bills was to be given by Commiſſion, and 
that their Lordſhips did expect Mr. Speaker and the Houſe of Commons 
to come up. Ir ſeems the Gentleman was ſomething tranſported, as ſure 
all the world was out of their wits, for he came without the Black 
Rod, andentred without being called in, at which there was Excepti 
ons taken ; but the News he brought was ſo agreeable, that the tran: 
ſport of it, did him the favour to take off the Reſentments of. the 
Houſe,whoat another time would not have pocketted up ſuch an aftront 
with ſilence. 

The Commiſſion was granted under the Great-Seal of England dire- 
ted unto the Lord Privy-Seal,Lord Great Chamberlain Lord Steward,or 
any two of them for paſſing the Royal Aſſent to two Bills, the one intitu- 
led, An Act of Attainder of Thomas Earl of Strafford of High-Treaſon,the 
other,An Ac to preveat the Inconveniencies which may happen by the 
untimely Adjourning, Proroguing orDiſſolying of this preſent Parlia- 
ment. The Lords being all in their Robes, and the Commiſſioners 
fate upon a Form ſtanding acrols the Houſe between the Chair of State 
aud the Lord Keeper's Woolfack, and the Houſe of Commons with their 
Speaker being come up, the Clerk of the Parliament delivercd the 
Commiſſion whereunto the Bills were annexed, upon his knee. Then 
the Lord Privy-Seal declared to both Houſes, that his Majeſty had an 
intent to have come himſelf this Day to have given his Royal Aſſent 
to theſe two Bills, but ſome important Occaſions had prevented 
him, and ſo his Majeſty had granted a Commilſion for giving the Roy- 
al Aſſent, which was delivered to the Clerk of the Parliamenr who car- 
ried it to his Table and read it, this being done the Clerk of the Crown 
read the Titles of the Bills, and the Clerk of the Parliament pronoun- 
ced the Royal Aſſent to them both ſeverally. The Bill of Attainder 
was as follows,

| The night before his Execution he ſent for the Lieutenant of the 
Tower,and asked him if he might not ſee and ſpeak with my Lord Archb:- 
ſhop of Canterbury, and being anſwered that he could not permit it 
without Order from the Parliament, Mr. Lieutenant,faid he, you ſhall

-' Tt will poſſibly be ſome fatisfaction to. the Curioſity of the Reader, to 
ſee thoſe Papers of Sir Henry Yane's, which ſeem to have been of ſuch 
conſiderable import, as to have caſt the Beam in the Fate of this great 
Perſon, and indeed I had done it in its proper place had thoſe Papers 
then come to my hands ; but however better late then not at all ; and if 
they contribute to the ſatisfation of the Inquiſitive, they are to ow the 
Obligation, as upon all occaſions I ſhall do, to the kindneſs of the Right 
Honourable Sir Francis North, Late Lord Chiet Juſtice of the Common- 
Pleas, and now Lord-Keeper of the Great +Seal of England ; who was 
pleaſed to furniſh me with a Tranſcript of ſome Memoirs of the late Earl 
of Mancheſter's, the Originals being written with the faid Earls own 
_ _ therefore in his own words take the following account of 
that Aftair. 


" Hen the King had Diſſolved the Parliament in April, 1640.

« whom nature had made his living Copy, and he takes ſuch a 
 « Courſe as might caſt the blemiſh upon his Son, yet gain the means of 
«* that Revenge which he deſigned. 

« He was then in a Treaty of Marriage for his Son, with the Daughter 
« of Sir Chriſtopher Wray, and being called upon to produce the chict 
« Writings of his Eſtate, he being then at his Country Houſe in Fezy, 
* gave his Son the Keys of his Cabinet at Whieha/l, and directed him 
« to fuch a Drawer were he ſhould find thoſe Writings which were de- 
&« fired ; but no ſooner had his Son opened the Cabinet and the Drawer 
© according to his Fathers directions, but he ſound a Paper with this 


« Indorſment. Notes taken at the Funits, This Paper, either from his 
« own Curioſity or his Fathers Direction he opens and reads ; and ha-| 
« ving a particular Acquaintance with Mr. Pym, he repairs to him with | 
« great Expreſſions of a troubled Mind, not knowing what way to ſteer 
« himſelf betwixt the Diſcharge cf his Duty to the Common-wealth and

* Mr. Pym endeavourcd to anſwer his Scruples, and having peruſed 
* the Paper, he found many Expreſſions of dangerous conſequence ;

* Parliament met, he reſolved to make uſe of them for the Service of 
<* the Publique ; and aſſured Mr. Yaze, that all tender care ſhould bc

appear greater, fo it taught all others of the Kings Friends the greatneſs 
of their danger, and the impoſſibility of ſtemming fo ſtrong a Torrenr, 
as had wrackt fo brave a perſon as the Earl of Szrafford. Nor did the 
think it any hy ay eng when they faw the King himſelf ſtoop to ſuc 
compliances, for them alfo to bend their Necks. And doubtleſs as no- 
thing can more encourage the Servants and Miniſters of any Prince, in 
circumſtances and difficulties of this nature, than the courage and re- 
ſohution of the Prince himſelf, ſo nothing can depreſs their Spirits, com- 
parably to the fear of ſeeing themſelves deſerted and left to the Fury and 
Rage of their Enemies, for adhering faithfully to, and vigorouſly proſe- 

ing the Intereſts of their Maſter. And had his Majetty made uſe of 
his Prerogative and refuſed to Paſs the Fatal Bill, it could not 
have happened worſe to him then afterwards it did, but it might have 
proved better ; becauſe they were not then in a condition to Levy a For- 
mal War againſt him as afterwards they did, his Majeſty having a very 
fue enny in the North to have them, and had the Earl ſaved 

isa Noble and Valiant General to have been at the head of them. 

- But to return to the Parliamentary Afﬀairs, the Tumults were grown 
fo inſokent, that his Majeſty beirig ſenſible of the danger of them, ſent 
a Mdſlage to the Lords about them. Upon-which the Lords deſired a 
Conference 'with the Conumons, the heads of which the Lord Privy- 
Seal delivered as follows.

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Majeſty fears the Council and the Peace of the Kingdom may be interrupt- 
ed : and therefore as a King that loves Peace, takes care that all Pro- 
ceedings in the Parliament may be ina fair temperate and peaceable manner. 
It being now time of Parliament his Majeſty will not of himſelf preſcribe 
the way, but expetts that both Houſes upon mutual Conference will adviſe 
ſuch a courſe which may belt preſerve the quietneſs of the Kingdom, 

That their Lordſhips Teſterday morning finding a Multitude in the 
Palace-Tard, did make an Order, and declared it to Ten of the principal 
| Perſons of them in the open Houſe of Parliament. 

That the Houſe of Commons being the Repreſentative Body of the 
Commons of this Kingdom, who had brought in the Bill againſt the Earl 
of Strafford, their Lordſhips thought fit to let them know, that their 
Lordſhips are going on to the final Concluſion of the great buſineſs concern- 
ing the Earl ; but are ſo compaſſed with Multitudes that their Lordſhips 
may be conceived not to be free, unleſs theſe Companies of People be ſent 
home, whoſe flocking hither doth only hinder their Lordſhips from going on 
to conclude that great buſineſs. | 

And therefore their Lordſhips deſire them to conſider with their Lord- 
ſhips, how this buſineſs of ſuch Importance may be firſt expedited and not 
interrupted by the concourſe of ſuch numbers of People, the buſmeſs ha- 
ving no other hindrance but their Concourſe about both Fouſes in this 
manner. 


But the Commons had occaſion for the Tumults, and they were not 
to be diſcouraged, and therefore inſtead of an Anſwer they at another 
Conference preſent them with the Proteſtation,of which betore. 

Amidſt all theſe concerns of greater Moment, the Faction was {till 
at leizure not only to affright their Enemies but to encourage their 
Friends. For on the one ſide, on Tueſday the 4th of May, theſe Votes 
Paſſed in favour of John Lilburn the great and avowed Enemy of Epiſ- 
copacy, for which he had been Sentenced in the Star-Chamber, and 
upon Mr. Rouſe's reporting of his Caſe to the Houſe ; 


Reſolved &c. That the Sentence in the Star-Chamber given againſt 
John Lilburn, is illegal and againſt the Liberty of the Subject, and alſo 
bloody, wicked, cruel, barbarous and tyrannical. . , 


Reſolved Sc. That Reparation ought to be given to Mr. John Lilburn 
for his Impriſonment, ſuffering and loſs ſuſteined by that illegal Sen- 
tence. 


And on the other ſide that they might bring the Biſhops under the 
Popular Odium, Mr. William Thomas in a long and ſtudied Speech, 
which was afterwards Printed and Publiſhed, endeavoured to blacken 
the whole Order to that Degree, that they might not appear fit to con- 
tinue Members of Parliament, or indeed fit to live ; for having got a 
taſt of the Blood of Srrafford, they were now meditating how to make 
the Ax taſt of the Blood of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, whom the 
Presbyterians and other SeCtaries efteemed one of their greateſt Ene- 
mies. The Speech as I find it Printed is as follows.

« further enlarge my ſelf in my enſuing diſcourſe : ) fo hath their 
« Sitting there been prejudicial and obnoxious to Kings, and Subjedts. 
« Now I deſire briefly to declare when and how the Biſhops came to be 
* Members in the Parliaments in the Houſe of the Lords, and by what 
* means they continued their Sitting there ; becauſe preſcription 15 much 
« inſiſted upon ; Although long uſage ( as King James truly delivereth ) 
* confirmeth no Right, ( if unlawful originally, or at convenient 
* times rel, And whereas it hath been demanded why the 
* firſt of our Reaſons, vzz. That it hindereth Eccleſiaſtical Vocation, 
* was not urged 600 years ago. I anſwer, there was then no cauſe ; 
* for the firſt beginning of Parliaments was not 74 years after. But if 
* this had been delivered of the lawfulneſs and conveniency of their 
<* intermedling in Temporal Afﬀairs, I ſhould have replyed, that it hath 
* been declared not only 600, but 1600 years ago, and in each Centu- 
* ry ſince. But ſuppoſing and granting that it was meant of ſuch Par- 
* liaments as were before the Conqueſt, you ſhall find that above 
* Six Hundred years ago the Prelates are # canes ( by their intermed- 
* ling in ſecular Aﬀiirs to ws. Fo Office of Epiſcopal FunQion. 
* For this we read, the ng were altogether unlearned, wanton, and 
© vitious ; for the Prelates altogether 4g the Office of Epiſcopal 
* Funaion, which was to tender the Afﬀairs of the Church, and to feed 
* the Flock of Chriſt ; lived themſelves Idle, and Covetous, - addicted 
* wholly to the Pomp of the World, and voluptuous Life , little ca- 
© ring for the Churches and Souls committed to their charge. 

* And if any ( faith Zigden ) told them that their lives ought to be 


* facred Preſcript, and virtuous example of their Elders, they would 
* ſcoffingly put them off with a | 


Nunc aliud tempus, alii pro tempore mores. 


' © Thus ( faith he ) they plained the roughneſs of their doings with 

* the ſmoothneſs of their Anſwers. Briefly, they were fo looſe and rio- 

© tous ( faith Gervafius of Canterbury , they fell fo faſt to commit 

* wickedneſs, as to be ignorant of ſinful Crimes, was then held to be a 
* great Crime it ſelf. 

* And the Clergy ( faith Malmesbury ) contenting themſelves with 

* trivial Literature,could ſcarcely hack and hew out the words of the Sa-

er with incontinency with Alwys Biſhop of Wincheſter ( obſerve 
* how one Locuſt ſtings another,) which ſhe waſht away,and cleared her 
* ſelf of, by a ſharp Tryal of Fire, Candentis Ferri, being (put accord-

* ſhares , glowing red hot, bare-footed and blind-folded, which ſhe did

* crament. Robert was then Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who inſtigated |

from the Scorch Rebellion to rhe K ing's M ather. 


« Fgith with Sy : but no leſs untruly and unjuſtly,then malitiouſly 
« 2nd enviouſly, as faith Malmesbury, ſhe being a Lady incomparable, 
« *s for Beauty, ſo for Virtue, in whole Breaſt there was a School of 
« all Liberal Sciences. And the like teſtifies /ngu/p/rrs, that had often 
« Conference with her, that as ſhe was Beautiful, and excellent welf 
« Learned, ſo in her demeanor, and whole courſe of Life, a Virgin moſt 
<« Chaſt, humble, and unfeignedly holy, mild, modeſt, faithful, and in- 
« nocent, not ever hurtful to any. And do we not read that about the 
« Year 1040, that Biſhop A/fred had his Hand deep in the Murder of 
« Prince A/fred, who, having his Eyes inhumanety put out, lived not 
< long after, in torment and grief : Some fay he died by a more horrible 
« Kind of Cruelty, as his Belly was opened, and one end of his Bowels 
« faſtned to a Stake, his Body pricked with ſharp Ponyards, till all his 
« Entrails were extracted, in which moſt Savage Torture he ended his 
« innocent Life. Theſe Biſhops little regarded Eccleſiaſtical Vocation, 
<« or Function, but Worldly Pomp and Courtly Rule. They cannot be 
<« at Aſſemblies of States, and Parliaments, but their neglefed Flock 
* muſt be ſtarved ; Theſe feed not their hungry Sheep, but hunger to 
&« feed on them ; and this Care of the World volves them in a world of 
* Cares. What hath been ſpoken of thoſe Biſhops, I wiſh had not been 
« delivered of other Latter Prelats, wherein I crave Leave to ſpeak what 
< others write. That they are grown to that Height of Idlenefs, ( the 
« Mother of Ignorance, and Luxury within themſelves, ) and by rea- 
<« fon thereof, in contempt and baſe eſtimation with the People, thar it 
«* is thought high time that blood ſhould be drawn from their ſwelling 
« Veins: I will not ( though perhaps I might ) fay with them, that 
« the Commonwealth hath little uſe of fuch ( I mean of our Lordly Bi- 
« ſhops) but for that they are fo far degenerated from the Primitive inſti- 
< tution, I wiſh there were reformation ; I ſpeak not of demoliſhing, but 
«* of Amendment, and Reſtitution, and until it appear, that the whole is 
« unſound, I ſhall not aſſent to utter extirpation, or eradication. Thus 
* much I have made bold to deliver, though not in due place, nor in 
« any purpoſe to plead againſt thoſe, or any of them, that have decla- 
«* red themſelves to be of contrary Opinion : I am not ignorant of my 
| < difability to enter the Liſts with any, or to contend with ſuch Wor- 
« thies in this or other Argument : but I hope there will not be denyed 
* to me Leave, and Liberty to declare the Cauſe and Reaſon of my Vote 
| © in this Houſe, in which I have the honour to fit as a Member : And if 
* I have erred, I have been mif-led not only by Learned Fathers, and 
* Divines, by Synods, and General Councils, but by great Lords, and 
* Barons, yea by the whole Peerage of theſe Kingdoms of England, and 
* France : Peter Lord Primandy, and Barree, who writ the French Aca- 
* demy, and dedicated the fame to Henry the Third King of Francezand 
* Poland, in that Book, and Chapter ofthe Cauſes that bred Change, 
< faith, 7hat Biſhops and Prelates neglefting their Charge to beſtow their 
* tzmes in worldly Afﬀairs, grew to Miſliking, and Contempt have procured 
* great Offences, and marvellous Trouble, which may more eafily be lament- 
* ed-then taken away, or renee, being ſuch Abuſes as have taken deep 
* Root. And what he affirmeth did the Peers of France unitely deliver, 
* That Biſhops ſhould follow St. Peter's ſteps, to win Souls, and not to med- 
* Ale with Wars and Murder of Mens Bodies. 

** But to come neer, and to ſpeak of England, Let us hear what the 
* Engliſh Lords did declare ; We read that they did Decree in the time, 

| *and 
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* and Reign of King John, That Biſhops ſhould not intermeddle in Civil 
* Afﬀairs, or Rule as Princes over their Yaſſals , and the reaſon is ren- 
* dred; for Peter ( fay they ) received no power but only in matters per- 
© taining to the Church : and further inlarging themſelves, uſetheſe 
«words : It appertains not to Biſhops to deal in Secular Afairs, ſince 
« Peter only received of our Savioura power in matters Eccleſiaſtical : 
* what ( fay they ) hath the Prelates to intermeddle with Wars 2 
* ſuch are Conſtantine's Succeſlors, not Peter's, whom as they repreſent 
* not in good Actions, ſo neither do they in Authority : fie on ſuch 
« Raſcal Ribaulds; the words in Paris, are Marcidi Ribaldi ; how un- 
* like are they to Peter that uſfurp Peter's place 2 Bur this point of in- 
* termedling in Secular Afairs ( though I have often digreſſed ) and in- 
* termingled with the former parts, is proved- in its proper place to be 
< unlawful ( v7z.) in that part that treateth thereof. Craving pardon 
< for this Deviation, Iwill purſue the preſent Argument (the obnoxiouſ- 
* neſs of their Sitting in Parliament, and to come to the points Iintend- 
*ed to inſiſt on ( viz. ) The entrance of Biſhops into the Parliament 
* Houſe,and by what means they came there and continued. That they 
© have fate there from the firſt Parliament to this 1s not denyed : But as 
* we are not now to conſider an fuerunt but an profuerunt, 1o are we not 
< to debate and diſcuſs ar fattum but an fieri debuit ; for it was the Argu- 
* ment of a Pagan (wiz.) Symmachus to the Emperor 7heodofius recorded 
* by St. Ambroſe,ſervanda eſt tot ſeculis fides noſtra, & ſequendi ſunt Ma- 
* jores noſtri qui ſecuti ſunt feliciter ſuos. Our Religion, which hath 
* continued ſo many years 1s {till to be retained, and our Anceſtors are 
* to be followed by us,who happily traced the ſteps of their Fore-fathers ; 
* but ( with 7ertullian ) nullam velo conſuetudinem defendas, if good, 
* no matter how ſhort, ſince, if bad, the longer the worſe; Antiquity 
* without truth ( as faith Cyprian ) is but ancient Error. The firſt Par- 
* lament ( asI read ) began 1116 or thereabouts, and in the Sixteenth 


| © or Seventeenth year of King Zexry the Firit, who being an Uſurper, 


* brought in by the Biſhops to the diſherifon of Robert his elder Brother, 
* admitted the ſaid Biſhops to be Members of the ſaid High Court; part- 
* Iy in gratefulneſs,but rather for that he durſt not do otherwiſe: for was 


| not Raſ/ph the then Archbiſhop of Canterbury fo proud and inſolent a 


* Prelate, that we read of him, that when Roger Biſhop of Salisbury 
* was to Celebrate. the Kings Coronation, by reaſon of the Pallie of the 
* Archbiſhop, this cholerick outdaring Prelate could hardly be intreated 
* by the Lords, to with-hold his hands from ſtriking the Crown from 


* the Kings Head 2 of ſuch Spirits were thoſe ſpiritual Prelates, and the 
* Jealouſie to loſe their pompous preheminence of Honours ;' yet had he 
* no other reaſon for this his faucineſs, and bold Attempt, but for that

* Now paſs we to King Szepher, another Uſurper , Nephew to the 
* former King Zexry, him ( though he, had an Elder Brother and be- 
* fore them both the Title of A»jou by his Wife Maud the Empreſs, as

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* alſo of his Son #erry to Jrocede) the Biſhops did advance to the 
* Royal Throne, no leſs perfidiouſly then trayterouſly, having former- 
« ly fworn to Maud the Empreſs. We are alſo to underſtand, that the 
« Biſhop of Wincheſter was his Brother, a very Potent Man in the 


{ © State; And it is worthy our Noting, that the Biſhops did endeavour 


«to falve their Diſloyalty , and Perjury , by bringing in the Sa- 
< lick Law to this Kingdom, Trayterouſly avowing, that it was baſe- 
* neſs for ſo many, and ſo great Peers to be ſubject to a woman : Nay, 
< it ſeemeth the Biſhops did not intend to be tric Subjects to him,though 
<* 2 brave and worthy Prince, ( had his Title to the Crown been as good 
<« 25 the Prelates at his Ele&ion did declare : ) for read we not that the 
« Biſhops of Salisbury, Lincoln, Ely, and others, did fortifie Caſtles a- 
«* gainſt him, and advanced to him in Armed, and Warlike manner 2 
* Nay, did not his Brother the Biſhop of Wizcheſter forſake him,and in 
* a Synod of Clergy accurſed all thoſe that withſtood the Empreſs Maxd, 
< bleſſing all that afſiſted her > Surely this Curſe ought to have fallen 
< on himſelf, and the Archbiſhop, who did trouble the Realm with 
« Fire and Sword. Sure as theſe were too great to be put out of Par- 
< liament,fo were they very dangerous therein. Unto Stephen ſucceeded 
* Henry the Second. In this time Thomas Becket was Archbiſhop of 
* Canterbury ; what his demeanor towards his Soveraigh was, and what 
«* Miſchief was by him occaſioned to the Kingdom, would take too 
* much time to declare ; though ſome Papiſts that adore him for a 
« Saint, will fay, he reſiſted on juſt Cauſe, yet I will deliver what I 
© read, and render him with the Chronicles, an Arch-Traytor, and 
< tell you that the DoCtors in Paris did Debate, whether he were dam- 
< ned for his diſloyalty, Rogerus the Norman avowing, that he deſerved 
* death, and damnation for his Contumacy toward the King, the Mi- 
© niſter of God. From him I paſs to his Son Richard the Firſt, who 
* had two Brothers, that were Biſhops, the- one of Dureſme, the other 
* of Lixcoln, and after Archbiſhop of Tork, and going to the Holy 
* Land, appainted for Governour of the Kingdom, W:/1iam Longchamp 
* Chief Juſticiar , and Lord Chancellor of Exg/and, and Papal te. 
<* This Vice-Roy, or rather King (for ſo Pars calls him) Rex & Sa- 
*cerdos, had joyned with him gh Biſhop of Dureſaz, for the Parts be- 
*yond Humber. This Kingly Bilhop (as Authors deliver) did uſe in- 
© credible Inſolence, and intolerable Tyranny , and commit a moſt Sa- 
< crilegious, and Barbarous Qut-rage upon the Perſon of Jeffery Arch- 
* biſhop of Tork, and natural Brother to King Richard the Firſt; for 
* which afterwards (being taken in 2 Cerzeſavs Apparel and Attire vehut 
* delicata muliercula ) he was baniſhed the Realm. Now as it was very 
< difficult to turn ſuch Papal Biſhops, and Regulo's out of Parliament : 
< fo certainly fuch Lord Biſhops did work there no little Miſchief to 
© Regal Power, the Subjets Liberties, and the Weal publique. Cer- 
< tainly this was not the Duty and Office of a Bidop ; ſurely the 
< Silk, and Scarlet Robes of Princes and Juſticiars, were as undecent 
* for theſe Biſhops, as was the Coat of Iron of the Biſhop of Beaveis, 
* taken Priſoner by this King, which he ſent to the Pape, with 8 Yide 
© ax tunica filii tui fit, an non; to Which he made Anſwer, That

| © he was not his Son nor the Son of the Church. For he bad put off 


* the peaceable Prelate and put on the Werlike Souldier, took 8 Shield 
* inſtead of a Cope, a Sword for a Stole, a Curace for an Albe, a Hel- 
* met for a Mitre, a Lance for a Biſhops Staff, perverting the Order, 
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* ſtrange Example, faith Malmsbury to have a King ruled by two Bre-: 


* Mens Lives, either as a Juſticiar in Court, or as a Souldier in Camp. 
* (ui fi non aliquem nocuiſſet mortuus eſt, they would 'do any thing but 
* what they ought to do ( Feed the Flock ; ) they deſire rather to Sit in 
< Parliament;then ſtand in a Pulpit,accounting Preaching ( according to 
* Biſhop Fue// ) fo far below their greatneſs, as indeed it is above their 
* goodneſs. We neither deny or reje& Epiſcopacy, or Church Govern- 
* ment it ſelf, but the Corruptions thereof; and we fay,that the Biſhops, 
Fs va: ſtifly maintained thoſe Corruptions, have intorced this our di- 
< ſtaſte. |

* did Right to the Prelates. Whereto he anſwered, What 2 do you mean 
* to deprive me of my Kingdom , and afterward Murther me , as you did 
*my Father > And indeed they performed little leſs , as ſhall hereafter 
«* appear. But now to take the particular paſlages in order. 
© In this King's Reign, Szephen then Archbiſhop of Canterbury, as we 
* read, was the Ring-Leader of Diſorders both in Church, and State ; 
*and no better was Peter Biſhop of Wincheſter ; But not to ſpeak of 
*them in particular, but of them all in general ; and that in Parliament 
* at Oxford, faith Matth. Paris, and Matth. Weſtm. came the Seditious 
«Earls, and Barons, with whom the Biſhops Pontifices (ne dicam Pha- 
« riſei, thoſe were his words) had taken Counſel againſt the King, the 
* Lord's Anointed, who ſternly propounded to the King ſundry traite- 
*terous Articles, to which they required his Afent ; but not to reckon 
* all the Points, you ſhall hear what the fame Authors deliver of their 
* Intent, I will repeat the words as I find them. Theſe turbulent Nobles, 
*#faith M. Weſt. had yet a further Plot than all this, which was firſt 
* hatched by the Diſloyal Biſhops, which was, That four and twenty Per- 
* ſons ſhould there be Choſen to have the whole Adminiſtration of the 
© King and State, and yearly appointment of all great Officers, reſerving 
* only to the King the higheſt Place at Meetings. Primus Accubitus in

* King, and People > And fo we may obſerve , That this * Traiterous 
P vas did make this King as the former had done his Father , meerly 
*'Titular. 

* From him I paſs to his Son , Edward the Firſt : In his Reign Boxz- 
" face was Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and Brother to the Queen, what 
” he, and the reſt of the Prelates did in prejudice to the Regal Au- 
* thority and Weal Publick , I will paſs over , the rather for that they 
* declare themſelves in his Son's Reign ſo wicked and difloyal, that no

« this Adam de Orleton , alias Zorleton , and his fellow Biſhops in this 
<* King's Reign, I may not ſlightly paſs over ; Therefore I deſire we may 
< take a further view of them. Firſt, of this 44am Biſhop of Zereford, 
<« we find that he was ſtript of all his Temporalties, for ſupporting the 
* Mortimers in the Barons Quarrel. He being (faith Thomas de la More) 
* 2 Man of moſt fubtil Wit, and in all wordly Policies profound, darin 

«* to dogreat Things, and Factious withal, who made againſt King Fd- 
* ward the Second a great ſecret Party. To which ZZexry Burwaſh Bi- 
*ſhop of Lincoln (for like Cauſes deprived of his Temporalties) joyned 
* himſelf, as alſo Ely, and others ; Walter Stapleton, Biſhop of Exeter, 
*2 Turn-Coat, left the Queen, and came to Exg/and toinform the King 
< of his Queens too great familiarity with Mortimer, which afterward 
«* coſt him his Head. Perhaps ſome now (as 7 homas de la More) will 
*fay, he was therein a good Man; yet I will take leave to think, nor 
* do I fear to ſpeak it, 'This was no part of Epiſcopal Function, But I 
* will paſs him by, not concluding him either good or bad, every Man 
* may think as he pleaſeth , I will declare the Traiterous and Diſloyal 
«* Actions of the other Biſhop formerly mentioned. This-Biſhop of Ze- 
* reford, whom I find called the Queens boſom Councellor, Preaching 
* at Oxford, took for the Text, My Head, my Head aketh, 2 Kings 4.19. 
* concluding more like a Butcher than a Divine, that an Akingand Sick 
«* Head of a Kingdom, was of neceſſity to be taken off, and not to be 
* tampered with, by any other Phyſick ; whereby it 1s probable , that 
* he was the Author of that Anigmatical Verſe formerly recited, E4- 
* wardum occidere, &c. And well may we believe it : for we find that 
© he cauſed Roger Baldock Biſhop of Norwich, the late Lord Chancellor, 
* to die miſerably in Newgate. Not much better were Ely, Lincoln, 
* Wincheſter, and other Bilhops, that adhered to the Queen, Mortimer, 
< andothers of her part. Nor can I commend thoſe Biſhops that were 
< for the King, and the Spexcers. The Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and 
« his Suffragans, decreeing the Revocation of thoſe Peſtilent Peers,the 
* Judgment given againſt them judged as Erronious. Thus theſe Lord 
<* Biſhops, as all in a manner, both before, and after , inſtead of Feed- 
< ing the Flock of Chriſt only, Plotted diſmal Wars, Death, and Deſtru- 
<* tion of Chriſtians. IT might tell you how in this King's Reign, as in 
* others, * they perſwaded the Lords, and Peers of the Realm, that 
<* they had Power and Right not only to reform the King's Houſe, and 
* Council, and to place, and diſplace all great Officers at their Pleaſure, 
< but even a joynt Intereſt in the Regiment of the Kingdom together 
* with the King. And now will any fay, No Biſhop, No Xing : yet one 
* word more before I part with theſe Biſhops : what Ground-work they 
< laid, and what means they uſed for the Ruine of King and Kingdom, 
<« was it not their working upon the Impotence of a Womans will, 
< inſinuating what indignity it was, that a She-Daughter of France , 
« being promiſed to be a Queen , was become no better than a waiting- 
« woman, living upon a Penſion ; and fo nouriſhing in her great Dy-

© lions hath been occaſioned. 'To fuch Miſchief do they uſe their Learn- 
< ing, and Eloquent Orations in Parliament. What Epiphanius delivered 
<* of Philoſophers, that they were 7» Re ſtulta Sapientes, ſo may we fay 
< of ſuch Biſhops, that they are 7» malo publico found, But to paſs by 
* particular Men, and Actions, I ſhall only deliver unto you ſome No- 
* table Paſſages in Parliament, Amno 1 371. The Parliament did Petition 
< the King to have them deprived of all Lay-Offices and Government, 
* they being commonly the Plotters , and Contrivers of all Treaſons, 
* Confpiracies, and Rebellions, the very Incendiaries , Peſts, and Grie- 
* vances both of the Church and State, the chiefeſt Inſtruments to ad- 
* vance the Peoples uſurped Authority, though with Prejudice of the 
* Kings (which they never cordially affe&ted) and the Arch-Enemies of 
* the Common-wealth, through their private Oppreſſion, Covetouſneſs, 
* Rebellion, and Tyranny, when they have been in Office, as may ap- 
* pear by Antiquitates Ecclefie Britannice, in the Lives of Anſelm, Bec- 
* ket, Arundel, &c; Here we ſee, that they never affeted the Autho-

* have the Keys of the Eng/i/h Kingdom hanging at their Girdles ; and 
* what they traiterouſly Conſpire among themſelves ; the fame isbound, 
* and looſed in Star-Chamber , Weſtminſter-Hall , Privy Council , and 
* Parliament. This and much more he : But as their fitting there 
* hath been obnoxious; fo it is uſeleſs as may appear by the Statute of 
« 21.8. yet in force, where it is Enacted, That as the then Lord 
* Cromwell, ſo all other that ſhould thereafter be made Vice-Gerents, 
*ſhould fit above the Arch-Biſhop in Parliament ; Nay, hold general 
* Viſitations in all the Dioceſles of the Realm, as well over - the Arch- 
* Biſhops, Biſhops, Arch-Deacons, as Laiety , to enquire and Correct 
* their Abuſes, to preſcribe Injunctions, Rules, and Orders for Reform- | 
< ing of Religion, for aboliſhing Superſtition and Idolatry , and Corre- 
* Aion of their Lives and Manners, &c. And read we not that in the 
* 37 of the King's Reign, Letters Patents were granted to Lay-men, to 
* exerciſe all manner of Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction, as the King's Officers, 
* not the Biſhops. Thus we ſee the Government of Biſhops as well as 
© their Sitting in Parliamerit, may be ſpared: And that neither have, 
©* nor heretofore had any Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction in making of Canons, 
* or Conſtitutions , but by the King's Writ , nor Promulge or Execute 
* any ſuch, without the King's Royal Aſſent and Licence, under Pain, 
* appears by the Statute of 25 of. the fame King, upon the Clergies 
* own ſubmiſſive Petition : And the Biſhops themſelves in the Proſecu- 
]© tion of this At 1603. in the beginning of King James his Reign, did 
* decree the fame, and pronounce Excommunication zpſo fatto upon all

* Now: you have ſeen their Demeanour in Parliament for Three or Four 
* Hundred years, or thereabouts. The _ hereof hath taken up 
* much time, and perhaps thereby moſt are ſatisfied, that they have been 
* hnrtful'; and therefore that it is not convenient they ſhould longer 
* continue Members of that Honorable Houſe , where they have done 
* ſuch Miſchief to King and Common-wealth : yet in regard of my Pro- 
* miſe and Undertaking to declare them Prejudicial from the Firlt Par- 
< liament to this- preſent , by Teſtimony of Credible Authors in each 
* King's Reign , as alſo to meet with an Objection , which I conceive

*I doubt not but our Gracious Sovereign,as he holdeth his Kingdoms, fo 
* poſſeſſeth the like Religious Courage, and Conſtancy. 

* But to return to our former Biſhops, viz. Cranmer, Ridley, &c. did 
* they repent them of this upon better Conſideration, and upon the 
* Death of this good King advance the Title of the Right Heir? Nothing 
* fo, for when Goeen Mary hearing that Jaze her Couſin was to be 
© Proclaimed Queen, Writ her Letter to the Lords declaring her own 
* Right, and marvelling that they fo unjuſtly attempted to put her from 
* it, contrary to their Loyalty, Allegiance and the Statute, which had 
'* formerly ſetled the Crown upon her ; They (I mean i_ 9" 2 as

that ſhall tkewiſe take it. | 

And for the promoting of the taking cf it, theſe following Directions 
were Printed together with the ſaid Prote/tation, and diſperſed through- 
out the Kingdom ; this was intended for a fatal Sh;bbolerh to know the 
ſtrength of the Faction, and to be a Mark of Diſcrimination between 
their Friends and Enemies ; and was more particularly deſigned for a 
Snare for the Orthodox and Epiſcopal Clergy ; and that Clauſe in the 
Direfions to return the Names of thoſe who refuſed to Enter into this 
Confederacy againſt the Church, made many timerous perſons doubtleſs 
do an Action, for the juſtifiablenets whereof they had no great Aſſurance.

Fourthly, That there be a Regiſter Book wherein every man taking this 
Vow or Proteſtation ſubſcribe his Name, with his own hand or mark, and 
that the Names be taken of ſuch as do refuſe the ſame. . " 

Fifthly, That all the Pariſhioners abvveſaid, whether in Town, or out 
of Town, be earne}ly requeited to be preſent at their own Pariſh Church in 
the Afternoon of that Lords Day whereon it f apo be taken, that every man 
may take it in their own place ; and if any be neceſſarily abſent, that ow 
may be defired to take jt the next Lords Day after, or ſo ſoon as may be 
with Conveniency. 

Sixthly, and laſtly, That all whom it doth not immediately concern, be 
earneftly requeFted to depart.

not only be free from all puniſhmeut, but alſo ſhall be Eſteemed to have 
done that which is for the Service of the State in diſcovery of ſo dangerous 
a Plot againFt it. And for ſuch of the Army as are, and ſhall be found no 
wayes tainted with thu dangerous Deſign, or knowing any thing thereof, 
ſhall make ſuch diſcovery as aforeſaid, as thi Houſe ſhall no wayes doubt 
of their Loyalty and Fidelity, ſo it will have an Eſpecial Care not only to 
ſatisfie all ſuch Arrears as this Houſe hath formerly promiſed to diſcharge, 
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but alſo give a fair Teſtimony of the Senſe they have of their preſent and 
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paſt Want ; And it is Ordered by this Houſe, That immediately after the 
receipt hereof, you ſhould communicate this their Declaration unto all the 
Officers and Members of the Army under your Command.

We perceive likewiſe the ſame Effetts to follow upon the Prorogation of 
the Parliament, for the Countrey by delay of Fuſtice,ſtop of Trade,keeping 
up Armes within, and ſending their Vittuals to us, is ſo exhauſted, that 
ere it be long this Remedy will be worſe then the Diſeaſe. 
Theſe Conſiderations make us to intreat your Lordſhips with all earn- 
eſtneſs to preſs for an Anſwer ; our Demands, and a Concluſion of the 
Treaty in ſuch a way as ; ago Lordſhips ſhall think fitting, having reſpett 
firſt to the Cauſe in hand, and next to the Condition of our Army and the 
Eſtate of the Country at home. 

Then his Lordſhip told them that the Scots have received an Anſwer 
from the King of thoſe Articles which his Majeſty had undertaken to con- 
feder of ; _ declared the earneſt defire that the Scots Commiſſioners 
had expreſt to the Lords Commiſſioners to have an end of the Treaty, and 
the Peace ſetled,that ſo they may return into their own Countrey. 


Hereupqn a Meſlage was ſent to the Commons to deſire a Conference 
by a Committee of both Houſes preſently touching the Treaty of both 
Kingdoms. 
| Divers Recufant Lords declared to their Houſe, that they were ready 
to take the Proteſtation, ſo much as concerns the Civil part of it, fo they 
might be diſpenſed with for the matters of Religion which binds their 
Conſciences , which the 'Houſe giving way to, the Lord Marquiſs of 
Wincheſter, the Earl of Rivers, and the Lord Aud/ley made the Proteſta- 
tion accordingly. 

It was this day Ordered, That Mr. Pym's Speeches at the beginning 
and end of the Lord Strafford's Trial, as alſo Mr. Sz. Fohx's Argument 
in Law ſhould be Printed. 

The Bill for the better Levying of Marriners was read a Third time: 
and being put to the Queſtion, It was Reſolved, That it was fit to pals 
for a Law, Nemine Contradicente. 

It was alſo Reſolved, That the Houſe of Lords ſhould become Suitors 
to his Majeſty about the Wife, Children and Creditors of the Earl o 
Stratford, that he will be pleaſed to take them into his Mercy and C he 
deration. 

There was alſo a Conference appointed to be had with the Lords, that 
ſome care may be taken of the Queen-Mother who was as — 
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the Rabble. A great Character being given of her, that ſhe was a per- 
ſon of great moderation,and had exprelled her defire to the King that he 
ſhould Govern by Parliaments, how diſhonourable it would be to this 


— — 


whither ſhe was come expecting Protection. 

They had now raiſed a Devil to affright the King,which they began to 
be affraid of themſelves, for the Tumults grew ſo high, that xo00 
Seamen being got together about the Tower, pull'd down Two Houſes, 
oppoſed the Trained-Bands who were ſent to diſperſe them, and in the 
Fray kill'd two of them and wounded others. 

Upon Report from the Committee for Religion concerning Mr. 4/þ- 
ton Vicar of Painſwick, It was Reſolved &rc. That the Vicar of Painſ- 
wick, Mr. William Aſhton is a common haunter of Ale-houſes, a com- 
mon Drunkard, a frequent attempter upon the Chaſtity of Women, and 
unfit to hold any Benefice or Promotion in the Church, and the Caſe to 
be tranſmitted to the Lords. 

I do not find this Gentleman Recorded by Mr. Whzte the Chairman 
of this Scandalous Committee, which makes me apt to believe that his 


| | Crimes were-too ſlenderly proved to indure the Light ; and well we may 


judge him innocent notwithſtanding this heavy Charge,whers even ſome 
of thoſe who were recorded in that ſhameleſs Book of Centuries who 
were Accuſed of Adultery and Drunkenneſs, had thoſe horrid Accuſati- 
ons ſupported by no other yu than only kiſing a Woman in the pre- 
ſence of Company, and the drinking only one half pint of Wine; but the 
manner was to lay all manner of Crimes in the Petition and Articles, 
and if any of the leaſt, or which they called fo, ſuch as bowing at the 
Name of Jefus, Preaching againſt Sacriledge, er for- Conformity &c. 
were proved, the Charge was ſuppoſed fufficiently made good, and they 
were Treated accordingly, as if they had been the moſt notorious Cri- 
minals and thoſe Crimes moſt notoriouſly proved.

Inſcription, 
For diſobeying and ufing ſcornful ſpeeches againſt an Order of the Upper 
Houſe of Parliament. 

In the Commons Houſe, the Petition of the UniverGty of Cambridee 
for the maintenance of. Epiſcopacy and Cathedrals were read, which as 
I find it in the Colletion of Speeches commanded to be Printed by his 
Majeſty, to let the Nation ſee that it was only the Faction that deſired 
their overthrow, and not the whole Body of the Kingdom, was as fol- 
lows.

This day, for faſhion fake, thoſe Gentlemen who deſired to ſpeak 
ſomething in defence of the Deans'and Chapters were heard before the 
Houſe of Commons ;' and after Dr. Burge/s had inveighed againſt the 
linging of the Service, alledging, That Devotion vaniſhed into Quavers, 
and that St. Paul's Hymns were Legentibus non Cantantibus, and had 
run a long Harangue upon the nevalliey uſe of Prayer, and the power 
of Preaching ; Dr. Hacker made a learned Speech in defence of thoſe Re- 
ligious Foundations, ſhewing how much they tended to the Glory of 
God, the Advancement - of True Religion, Promoting of Piety, Encou- 


ragement of Learning, and the good of the Common-wealth. The fum 
| of his Defence, -fo far as I cant colle& from thoſe broken fragments 
; wen are Entred in the Journal of 'the Houſe of Commons was. as 
ollows. | 
He ſhewed, That in the beginning of the Reformation of this Church 
| from Popery, it was Queen E/izabeths great care to place the moſt Lear- 
| ned and Able Men .in the Cathedral Churches ; and that from thence 
' the great light of the Reformed Religion ſpread it ſelf over this Nation, 
| by the conſtant preaching that was maintain'd there every Lord's Day, 
| beſides a weekly Lecture. That here were the Nurſeries and Semina- 
| ries of Learning, there being a Grammar-School to every Cathedral ; that 
the great Encouragement to Learning was the future expeQtancy of Re- 
wards, without which 'very few perſons would be induced to fit them- 
ſelves for Sacred FunCtions; that the Labour and Ind mult be great 
and long, and the Charges extraordinary, to qualifieuny Perſon for the 
Service of God and the: Church ; and that therefore theſe Encourage- 
ments are not more then enough to invite Men to theſe chargeable and 
laborious Studies. | 
Then he proceeded. to ſhew the. Primitive deſign of theſe Structures 
and Foundations, which was, That: the Colledge of Presbyters might be 
as a Synod and Council to the Biſhop, to aſſiſt him in the Exerciſe of 
his Juriſdiction ; that they were greatly for the Honour of our Religion, 
being. the firſt Monuments of Chriſtianity in our Nation, dedicated to 
the Service of God, and ſet apart for the continual Exerciſe of Chriſti- 
anity, 
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anity, continual Prayers and Praiſes being there offered up to God Al- 
mi_y for all ſorts and conditions of Men. 
Then he proceeded to ſhew the advantage of thoſe Foundations which 
the Church enjoyed by the Religious bounty of our devout Anceſtors, 
whoſe Wills ogke to be had in Veneration. As fitſt, to the. Churches 
Tennants, who had very advantageous Leaſes many , times not muc|1 
different from Inheritance, paying only one part of Seven, rather as an 
acknowledgment than a Rent. Secondly, To the Cities wherein they 
were, by the great Reſort and Concourſe of People to thoſe places, 
| Thirdly, To the Poor, who found there a conſtant relief from their Hoſ- 
pitality. Fourthly, To the King's Revenues, for that beſides their Firſt- 
fruits, Tenths, &c. no fort of Men did more readily grant Subſidies to 
+| his Majeſty, or were more willing at this time to contribute to the pub- 
lick Charges of the Kingdom. 
He truſted much, he faid, in the Honour and Juſtice of this Honou-

'| the Proteſtapt Religion,. and; not- to deſtroy it, according to the firſt 
'} Chuſe of the faid Proteſtation. But+ they ſoon found themſelves in S0-

This day one Mr. John Smith, a Miniſter in Cuſtody of the Serjeant 
Attending the Houſe, was brought to the Bar, and Committed to the 
Gate-houſe for words ſpoken againſt the Parliament.

Ordered, 7hat Michael Waferer Clerk, having been long in Cuſtody, be 
forthwith diſcharged of his Reſtraint, and that his Bond's and other Secu- 
rity given for his Attendance upon this Houſe be delivered up to him to be 
Cancelled, and his Cauſe diſmiſſed this Houſe, becauſe no Proſecutors have 
this long time appeared.

The Earl of Bath reports the Conference, 7hat the Zouſe of Commons 
have received certain Information, that on Wedneſday Night laſt paſt was 
Sevennight, Mr. Percy came to Petworth and ſent for one Robert Mer- 
ryweather and borrowed of him a Horſe to ride on the next Morning 
early, which he did, and the —_ after returned to Petworth, and 
cauſed the ſaid Merryweather to ride with him to Shoram to get a Boar 
to carry him over into France, telling him that he had dangerouſly hurt a 
Man.

hended, viz. Merryweather and Lamb, but the third ſet Spurs to his 
Forſe and eſcaped, his Horſe being wounded with a Prong. This Gentle- 
man that eſcaped is confeſt to be Mr. Percy, who had hired a Boat of Tho- 
mas Waterman of Selſey, to paſs over into France, for which he was to 
give qol. 


The deſire of the Commons was that their Lordſhips would think of 
ſome Courſe; for the Apprehending of Mr. Percy, either by ſtopping of 
the Ports, or by ſending forth their Warrants.

If the reſt of their Accuſation were no more true, or better proved 
then the firſt, of Dr. 2ty's being a Man of very Scandalous and Vitious 
life, it may very well be ſuppoſed that Dr. Z/ty was very innocent. For 
White the Chairman of one of theſe Committees who Printed the Cen- 
turies of Scandalous Malignant Prieſts, as he called the Loyal Epiſcopal 
Clergy, makes not the leaſt Mention of any thing Scandalqus or Vitious 
in his Life; and no perſon who reads that infamous Libel, can poſſibly 
believe that White would ſpare him in particulars ſo material to his De- 
ſign. But this unpardonable Offence, was, as he is there Charged, for 
affirming, not that all, but, That Parliament-men are Mechanicks and 
illiterate, and have nothing to do to intermeddle in matters of Religion.

There is nothing that does more clearly Evidence the great Conſort 
that was between the Eng/iſh Puritans and Scottiſh Presbyterians to de- 
ſtroy the preſent Church Government, than this Vote, which accord- 
ing to the uſual Hypocriſie of thoſe Men and Times, was ſtill prefaced 
with a deſign of Gods Glory and the Peace of the Church. 

This day a poor Printer was committed to the Gatze-#Zouſe for Print- 
ing an Elegy upon the Earl of Straford. 

Mr. Davenant who was taken at Feverſham in Kent , was brought 
to the Barr of the Commons Houſe, and committed to the Cuftody of 
the Serjeant, who was commanded that none ſhould be permitted to 
ſpeak with him but in the preſence of the Serjeant or one of his men. 

This day alſo the Lord Cottington reſigned his Place, and the Lord 
Say had the Seal given him, and was ſworn Maſter of the Court of 
Wards. Thus did his Majeſty endeavour by repeated Ats of Grace and 
Favour not only publique but private, to oblige a ſort of Men, who, as 
He himfelf land but tco juſtly afterwards, turned them all into 
Wantonneſs, Manifeſting to all future Ages, how impoſſible it is to ob- 
lige 1 meas Tempers, or to ſubdue a Rigid Presbyterian by the foft 
Meth s of Favours and Compliances.

I give it Tou as I take Phyfick, not for Delight, but for a Cure. A 
Cure now, the laſt and only Cure, if as I hope all other Remedies have 
been firſt tryed, then—Immedicabile vulnus, &c. but cunt prius ten- 
tanda-— 7 never was for Ruin , ſo long as 7 could hold any hope of Re- 
forming. My hopes that way are even almoſt withered. 

This Bill is intituled, An A for the Utter aboliſhing and taking 
away of all Archbiſhops, Biſhops, their Chancellors, and Gommiſſaries 
Deans, Deans and Chapters, Arch-Deacons, Prebendaries, Chanters, and 
Canons, and all other their Under-Officers.

Mr. Speaker, It now behoves us, to reſtrain the Biſhops z0 the Duties of their 
Funition, as they may never more kanker after heterogeneous extravagant E mploy- 
ments : Not be ſo abſolute, ſo ſingle and ſolitary in Attions of Moment, as Excommu- 
nication, eAbſolution, Ordination, and the like : but to joyn ſome of the Miniſtry with | 
them, and further to regulate them according to the uſage of Ancient Churches, in

When they are thus circumſcribed, and the Publick, ſecwr*d from their Eruptions, 
then (hall not I grudge them a liberal, plentiful Subſiſtence : elſe I am ſure they can ne- 
ver be given to Hoſputaltty. Pres 

eAlihough the calling of the Clergy be all glorious within, yet if they have not a 
Large, Conſiderable , outward Support , they cannot be freed from Vulgar Con- 
tempt. 

x will alwaies be fit, that the flouriſhing of the Church ſhould hold proportion with 
the flouriſhing of the Common-wealth, wherein it is. If we dwell in Houſes of Cedar, 
why ſhould they dwell in Skins? And T hope, I ſhall never ſee a good Biſhop left worſe 
than a Parſon without a Gleab. 

Certainly, Sir, this ſuperintendency of Eminent eMen, Biſhops over divers Chur- 
ches, is the moſt Primitive, the moſt ſpreading, the moſt laſting Government of the 
Church. Wherefore whileſt we are _ to take away Innovations, Let us beware 
we bring not in the greateſt Innovation that ever was in England. 

I do very well know, what very many do very fervently deſire. But let us well 
bethink,our ſelves, whether a popular Democratical Government of the Church (though 
fit for other Flaces ) will be either ſutable or acceptable tro a Regal, Monarchical Go- 
vernment of the State. 

Every Man can ſay, ( It is ſo common and known a Truth) that ſuddain and great 
Changes both in Natural and Politick Bodies, have dangerous Operations * and give 
me leave to ſay, that we cannot preſently ſee to the end of ſuch a conſequence, pm 
in ſo great a Kingdome as this, and where Epiſcopacy is ſo wrap'd and involv/d in the 
Laws of it. 

W, os Mr. Speaker, my humble Motion is, that we may puniſh the preſent Of- 
fenders, reduce and preſerve the Calling for better Men hereafter, Let us remember 
with freſh thankfulneſs to God, thoſe glorious Martyr- Biſhops, who were burn'd for our 
Religion in the Times of Popery, who by their Learning, Zeal, and Conſt ancy, upheld 
and convey'd it down to 4.

But though things ran thus down the ſtream, and that in the Com- 
mons Houſe there was no {topping the impetuous Torrent, yet in the 
Houſe of Lords it was far otherwiſe; for till they had got the Biſhops 
out of the Houſe, and into the Tower, and by Tumults and Afronts 
aftrighted many of the Loyal Nobility from their Seats, they were not 
able to accompliſh their work. | 

The Bill for diſabling the Biſhops to Sit and Vote in the Houſe of 
Lords in Parliament, came too cloſe to the Rights of the Temporal 
Lords, to be eaſily by them digeſted ; for many of them plainly faw 
that the Biſhops Sate and Voted there by the ſame Right, Law, Cu- 
ſtom and Uſage that they themſelves did ; and that thould they con- 
ſent to the taking away the Peerage of the Lords Spiritual, they muſt 


Sit there precariouſly themſelves. 

Upon the Debate of this Bill the Lord Grandiſer, Lord Viſcount 
Newark made theſe two following Excellent Speeches. 

Shall take the boldneſs to ſpeak a Word or two upon this Subject, Firſt, as 
[| it is in itſelf, then as it is in the Conſequence : For the former, I think he 
is a great ſtranger in Antiquity, that is nor well acquainted with that of their 
ſitting here, they have done thus, and in this manner, almoſt ſince the Con- 
queſt, and by the ſame Power, and the ſame Right the other Peers did, and your 
Lordſhips now do;and to be put from this their due, ſo much their due, by ſo ma- 
ny hundred Years ſtrengthened and confirmed, and that without any Offence, 
nay Pretence of any, ſeems to me to be very ſevere ; if it be jw, Idare 
boldly fay it is ſummum. That this hinders their Eccleſiaſtical Vocation, an Ar- 

ument I hear much of, hath in my apprehenſion more of- ſhadow, then 
ubſtance in it : if this be a reaſon, ſure I am it might have been one ſix hundred 
Years ago. | 

A Biſhop, My Lords, is not fo circumſcribed within the circumference of his 
Dioceſs, that his ſometimes abſence can be termed, not in the moſt ſtrict Senſe 
a neglect or hinderance of his duty, no more than that of a Lieutenant from his 
County, they both have their ſubordinate Miniſters, upon which their infla- 
ences fall, though the diſtance be remote. 

Beſides, My Lords, the leſſer muſt yield to the greater Good, to make whole- 
ſome and good Laws, forthe happy and well regulating of the Church and Com- 
mon- wealth, is certainly more advantagious to both, then the want of the per- 
ſonal execution of their Office, and that but once in three Years, and then per- 
adventure but a Month or two, can be prejudicial to either. I will go no fur- 


ther to this, which experience hath done fo fully, ſo demonſtratively.

May, | c And now, My Lords, by your Lordſhips good leave, I ſhall ſpeak to the Con- 


equence, 3s it reflefts both on your Lordſhips, and my Lords the Biſhops. Dan- 
gers and inconveniencies are ever beſt prevented e longinquo; this Preſident comes 
neer to your pg and ſuch a one, mutato nomine de vobies. Pretences are 
never wanting, nay, ſometimes the greateſt Evils appear in the moſt fair and 
ſpecious out-11des, witneſs the Ship-mony, the moſt abominable, the moſt ille- 
gal thing that ever was, and yet this was painted over, with colour of the Law; 
what Bench is ſecure, if to alledge, be to convince, and which of your Lord- 
ſhips can ſay then he ſhall continue a Member of this Houſe, when: at one 
Blow, twenty fix are cut off ? It then behoyes the Neighbour to look about 

Im,cun proximus ardet Vcalegon. 

And for the Biſhops, My Lords, in what condition will you leave them ? The 
Houſe of Commons repreſents the meaneſt Perſon, ſo did the Maſter his Slave, 
but they have none to do ſo much for them, and what Juſtice can tie them to 
the obſervation of thoſe Laws, to whoſe conſtitution they give no ' Conſent ? 
the Wiſdome of former Times, gave Proxies unto this Houle _— upon this 
Ground, that every one might haye a Hand in the making of that, which he had 
an Obligation to obey : This Houſe could not repreſent, therefore Proxies in 
Room of Perſons were moſt juſtly allowed. 

And now, My Lords, before I conclude, I beſeech your Lordſhips, to caſt your 
Eyes upon the Church, which I know is moſt dear and tender to your Lord- 
ſhips, you will ſee Her ſuffer in Her JE Members, and deprived of that 
Honor, which here, and throughout all the Chriſtian World, ever ſince Chri- 
ſtianity, She conſtantly hath enjoyed ; for what Nation or Kingdome is there, 
in whoſe great and publick Aſſemblies, and that from Her beginning, She had 
not ſome of Hers, if I may not ſay as Eſſential, I am ſure I may fay, as Integral 
Parts thereof? and truly my Lords, Chriſtianity cannot alone boaſt of this, or 
challenge it only as Hers, even Heatheaiſme claims an equal ſhare. 

I never read of any of them, Civil, or Barbarous, that gave not thus much 
to their Religion, ſo that it ſeems to me to have no other Original, roflow from 
no other Spring than Nature it ſelf. 

But I have done, and will trouble your Lordſhips no longer, how it may 
ſtand with Honor and Juſtice of this Houſe to = this Bill, ' 1 moſt humbly

The ſecond Speech about the lawfulnels 


and conveniency of their intermed- 
ling in Temporal Afﬀairs, 


My Lords, 


Shall not ſpeak to the Preamble of the Bill, that Biſhops, and Clergy Men 

ought not to intermedle in Temporal Afﬀairs. For, truly my Lords, I can- 

not bring it under any reſpect to be ſpoken of, Ought, is a Word of Rela- 
tion, and muſt either refer to Humane or Divine Law : to prove the lawfulneſs 
of their intermedling by the former, would be to no more purpoſe, than to la- 
bour to convince that by Reaſon, which is evident to Senſe. It is by all acknow- 
ledged. The unlawfulneſs by the latter, the Bill by no means admits of, for it 
exCepts Univerſities, and ſuch Perſons as ſhall have Honor deſcend upon them. 
And your Lordſhips know, that circumſtance and chance alter not the Nature 
and Eſſence of a thing, nor can except any particular from an univerſal Propo- 
ſition by God himſelf delivered. 1 will therefore take theſe two as granted, 
firſt that they ought by our Law to intermedle in Temporal Afairs, ſecondly, 
that, from doing fo they are not. inhibited by the Law of God, it leaves it at 
leaſt as a thing indifferent. And now my Lords, to apply my ſelf to the buſi- 
neſs of the Day, I ſhall confider the conveniency, and that in the ſeveral 
Habitudes thereof, but very briefly ; firſt, in that which it hath to them meecr-

me. | 
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ly as Men, qua tales; then as parts of the Common-welth : Thirdly, from the 
beſt manner of conſtituting Laws, and laſtly, from the praCtice of all times both 
Chriſtian and Heathen. 

Homo ſum nihil humanum a me alienum puts, was indeed the ſaying of the Co- 
median, but it might well have becon”d the Mouth of the greateſt Philoſopher. 
We allow to ſenſe all the Works and Operations of Senſe, and ſhall we reltrain 
Reaſon ? Muſt onely Man be hindred from his proper Actions ? They are moſt 
fit to do reaſonable things that are moſt reaſonable. For, Science commonly is 
accompanied with Conſcience; So is not Ignorance : they ſcldome or never 
meet. And why ſhould we take that capacity from them, which God and Nature 
have ſo liberally beſtowed ? 

My Lords, the Politick body of the Common-wealth is analogical to the Bo- 
dy natural : every Member in that contributes ſomething to the conſtitution of 
the whole, the ſuperfluity or defect which hinders the performance of that du- 
ty, your Lordſhips know what the Philoſopher calls dyapriay Tis gvotas, Natures 
ſin. And truely my Lords, to be part of the other Body, and do nothing be- 
neficial thereunto, cannot fall under a milder Term. The Common-wealth 
ſubſiſts by Laws and their Execution : and they that have neither Head in the 
making, nor Hand in the executing of them, confer not any thing to the being 
or well-being thereof. And can ſuch be called Members, unleſs moſt unprofita- 
ble Ones ? only fruges conſurnere nats. 

Me thinks it ſprings from Nature it ſelf, or the very depths of Juſtice, that 
none ſhould be tied by other Laws than himſelf makes, for what more Natural 
or Juſt, than to be bound only by his own Conſent ? To be ruled by anothers 
Will, is meerly Tyrannical. Nature there ſuffers Violence, and Man degene- 
rates into Beaſt. The moſt flouriſhing Eſtates were ever governed by Laws of 
an univerſal Conſtitution ; witneſs this our Kingdom, witneſs Seratus Populusq; 
Romans, the moſt glorious Common-wealth that ever was, and thoſe many others 
in Greece, and elſewhere, of eternal Memory. 

Some things, My Lords, are ſo evident in themſelves, that they are difficult 
in their Proots. Amonglit them I reckon this inconveniency I have ſpoken of : 


I will therefore uſe but a Word or two more in this Way. The long experi- | 


ence that all Chriſtendom hath had hereof for theſe 1300 Years, is certainly, 
argumentnm ad hominem. Nay, My Lords, I will go further (for the ſame Rea- 
fon runs thorow all Religions ) never was there any Nation that employed not 
their religious Men in the greateſt Aﬀeairs. But to come to the Buſineſs, that 
lies now before your Lordſhips, Biſhops have voted here, ever ſince Parliaments 
began,and long before were imployed in the Publick. The good they have done, 
your Lordſhips all well know, ard at this day enjoy : for this I hope ye will 
| not put them out, nor for the evil they may do, which yet your Lordſhips do 
not know, and I am confident never ſhall ſuffer. A polition ought not ro be 
deſtroyed by a ſuppoſition, & a poſſe ad efſe non valet conſequentia, My Lords, 1 
have done with proving of this poſitively, I ſhall vow by your good Fa- 
"_ do it negatively, in anſwering ſome Inconveniencies that may ſeem to 
ariſe, 

For the Text, No Han that Wars, intagles himſelf with the eAfﬀairs of this 
Life, which is the full Senſe of the Word, both in Greek and Latine, it makes 
nor at all > a" them, except to intermedle and intangle, be Terms equiva- 
lent. Beſides, My Lords, though this was directed to a Church-man, yet it is 
of a general Nature, and reaches to all, Clergy and Laity, as the moſt learned 
and beſ expoſitors unanimouſly do agree. To end this, Argumentum ſymbolicum non 
eft argumentativum. | 

It may be faid that it is inconſiſtent with a Spiritual Vocation; truely, My 
Lords, Grace and Nature are in ſome reſpefts incompoſlible, but in ſome others 
moſt harmoniouſly agree, it perfeCts Nature, and raiſes it to a heigth above the 
common Altitude, and makes it moſt fit for thoſe great Works of God himſelf, 
to make Laws, to do Juſtice, There is then no inconſiſtency between them- 
ſelves, it muſt ariſe out of Scripture, I am confident it doth not formally 
out of any Place there, nor did I ever meet with any learned Writer of theſe or 
other times, that. ſo expounded any Text.

But though in ſtrict Terms this be not inconſiſtent, yet it may perad- 
venture hinder the duty of their other calling. My Lords, there is not any 
that ſits here, more for preaching than I am, I know it is the ordinary means 
to Salvation, yet, I likewiſe know, there is not that full neceſhicy of it, as was 
in the Primitive Times. God defend that 1600 Years acquaintarce ſhould 
make the Goſpel of Chriſt no better known unto us. Neither, My Lords, doth 
' their Office meerly and wholly conſiſt in Preaching,” but partly in that, partly 
' in Praying, and adminiſtring the Bleſled Sacraments, in-a Godly and exemplary 


| Life, in wholſome Admonitions, in Exhortations to Vertue, dehortations from 


Vice, and partly in caſing the burdened Conſcience. Theſe, My Lords, com- 
pleat the Office of a Churchman. Nor are they altogether tied to time or 
place, though I confeſs they are moſt properly exerciſed within their own 
Verge, except upon good Occaſion, nor then the Omiſſion of ſome can be 
termed the breach of them all. I muſt add one more, an eſſential one, the 
very Form of Epiſcopacy, that diſtinguiſhcth it from- the Inferiour Miniſtry, 
the orderly and good Government of the Church, and how many of theſe, 1 
am ſure, not the laſt, My Lords, is interrupted by their fitting here, once in 3 


| Years, and then peradventure.but a very ſhort Time : and can there be a greater 


Occaſion than the common good of the Church and State ? I will tell your Lord- 
ſhips what the great and good Emperor Conſtantine did, in his expedition againſt 
the Perſians, he had his Biſhops with him, whom he conſulted with about his 
Military Afﬀairs, as Euſebizs has it in his life, Lib, 4. c. 56. 

Reward and Puniſhment are the great Negotiators in all Worldly Buſineſſes ; 
theſe may be ſaid to make the Biſhops ſwim againſt the Stream of their Conſci- 
ences, and may not the ſame be ſaid of the Laity? Have theſe no Operations, 
but only upon them ? Has the King neither Frown, Honor, nor Offices, but on- 
ly for Biſhops ? Is there nothing that anſwers their Tranſlations ? Indeed, My 
Lords, I muſt needs fay,that in Charity,it is a ſuppoſition not to be ſuppoſed;no, 
nor in Reaſon, that they will go againſt the Light of their underſtanding. The 
holineſs of their Calling, their Knowledge, their Freedoms from Paſſions and 
AﬀeCtions to which Youth is very obnoxious, their vicinity to the Gates of 
Death, which, though not ſhut to any, yet always ſtand wide open t9 old Age : 
theſe, My Lords, will ſurely make them Stecr aright. 

But, of matter of Fact, there is no diſputation, ſome of them have done ll, 


Crimine ab uno diſce omnes, is a Poetical, not a Logical Argument. Some of the 
Judges have done ſo, ſome of the Magiſtrates and Officers; and ſhall there be 
therefore neither Judge, Magiſtrate nor Officer more ? A perſonal Crime goes 
not beyond the Perſon that commirs it, nor can anothers Fault be mine Offence. 
If they have contracted any Filth or Corruption through their own , or the 
Vice-of the Times, cleanſe and purge them thorowly. But ſtill remember the 
great difterence between Reformation and Extirpation. * And be pleaſed to 
think of your Triennial Bill, which will fave you this labour for the time to 
come; fear of puniſhment will keep them in order, if they ſhould not themſelves 
through the love of Vertue. I have now, My Lords, according to my poor 
Ability, both ſhewed the Conveniences, and anſwered thoſe Inconveniencies 
that ſeem to make againſt them. I ſhould now propoſe thoſe that make for them. 
As their falling into a Condition worſe thensSlaves , not repreſented by any ; 
and then the dangers and inconveniences that may happen to your Lordſhips; 


but I have done this heretofore and will not offer your Lordſhips Cramber bis 
coftam, 


In the Commons Houſe the Afﬀair of the Captives at Algzers fell un- 
der debate, and produced theſe following Votes. 


Reſolved, &c. That his Majeſty be moved to ſend at the Charges of 
the Merchants ſome fit perſon to the Grand Seignior, to demand the Eng- 
liſh Captives in Algiers, and other the Turkiſh Dominions. 


Reſolved, &c. That in ſome convenient time a Fleet of Twenty Ships 
and Pinnaces be ſent to Algiers to afſail the Town and their Ships, if the 
Captives be not delivered upon the demand of them. 

< | Reſolved, 
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Reſolved, &c. That the Book of Rates being ſetled, One per Cent. be 
laid upon Trade over and above the Sums in the Book, to be colletted and 
imployed by Commiſſioners to be appointed by the Parliament for this 
ſpecial vfe, and continue ſo long as the Parliament ſhall think fit. 


A Meſſage was brought to the Lords by Mr. Secretary Yare to let 
their Lordſhips know, that the Sele& Committee of their Houſe have Re- 
ported what was yeſterday done at the meeting with the Select Com- 
mittee of Lords. Thereupon the Houſe of Commons having taken the 
buſineſs into Conſideration; have 


Reſolved, &c. That the whole Arrear of 120000 1. be preſently paid 
to the Scots, out of which the due Debts of the Counties are to be de- 
dutted, and for the Brotherly aſſiſtance of 300000 1. zt ſhall be ſetled and 
ſecured by the Kingdom to them. 


Reſolved, &c. That if the deduttions may withdraw more Moneys than 
the Scots can ſpare from the Disbanding, then the whole 120000 |. ſhall 
be allowed them for the Disbanding, and the Debt of the Counties be ta- 
ken upon the Kingdom for the preſent, and be firſt paid out of the Bro- 
therly aſſiſtance, 


Reſolved, &c. That when the Treaty ſhall be fully Concluded, and Pub- 
lick Faith given for Peace, and Security for Mony, both the Armies may be 
Disbanded by degrees as mony ſhall come in. 


Reſolved, &c. That the Committee ſhall have power to preſent theſe 
Heads to the Lords Commiſſioners to treat with the Scots. 


Likewiſe the Houſe of Commons deſired, that a meeting might be be- 
tween the Lords Commiſſioners and the Scotzs Commiſſioners this After- 
noon at four of the Clock, and propound theſe Reſolutions unto them. 
All which the Lords aſfented to. 


The greateſt part of this day was ſpent by the Commons in the De- 
bate of the Scottiſh Articles. 

Fikty Thoufand Pounds, and Sixty Thouſand Pounds formerly lent by 
the. City, was this day deſired to be continued a Year and a half longer, 
with promiſe to be repaid out of the four hundred thouſand pounds, vo- 
ted to be raiſed for payment of the debts of the Kingdom. 

The Bill concerning the Biſhops was this day Debated in the Houſe of 
Longs and after a long and ſerious Debate, the Houſe was Reaſſumed, 
and 1t was 


Reſolved upon the Queſtion, That the Arch-Biſhops and Biſhops ſhall 
have Suffrage and Voice in the Houſe of Peers in Parliament. 


Reſolved, &c. That the Arch-Biſhops and Biſhops ſhall not have Suf- 
frage and Voice in the Court of Star-Chamber when they are called. 


. Upon the further Debate of the Bill about Biſhops, it was this day fur- 
tncr 


| Reſolved, &c. That no Arch-Biſhop or Biſhop, or other Perſon in Holy 
Orders ſhall be Juſtices of the Peace. 


Reſolved, &c. T hat no Arch- Biſhop or Biſhop, zor other Perſons in Ho- 
ly Orders ſhall be of the Privy Council to the King, or to his Saco 
ſors.

| The Commons fell this day upon conſideration of the Cuſtomers, but 
before they came to any Vote Mr. Pym made a motion for them, offer- 
ing a Hundred Thouſand Pounds compoſition, provided they might have 
an AC of Oblivion, but the propoſition being rejected by the Houſe, it 
was Voted, 


| Reſolved,&c. That all Collefttions of any Sums of Mony by colour of Sub-\| 
fedies, Impoſts or Aids upon any Merchandize whatever, not granted by 
Parliament, are againſt the Law and ' Liberties of the Subjef. 


Reſolved, &c. That all ſuch perſons as have Colletted any ſuch Sums of 
Mony under colour of Subfidy, Impoſts or Aid upon any Merchandiſe what- 
[ay; not granted by aſſent in Parliament, are Delinquents. 


The Complaint of the Vintners againſt Alderman AZe/, and Mr. X- 
vert, for taking one peny per Quart upon all French Wines, and two 
pence per Quart upon Spaxi/h Wines, was this day debated in the Houſe 
of Commons,and upon the Debate voted Illegal, and a Bill Ordered to be 
brought in againſt the faid Alderman 4be/, and Mr. Xitvert. 

The Cuſtomers Sir Paul Pimdar, Sir Abraham Daws, Sir FohnWorſten- 
holm, and Sir John Jacob Peritioned the Houſe 'for an Ac of Oblivion, 
whereupon it was 


Reſolved, &c. That one hundred and fifty thouſand pound offered þ 
the Petitioners in ſatisfattion of their Delinquency to the Common-wealth, 
[hall be accepted ; they paying the Mony within one Month, as was expreſ- 
ſed in their Petition, and an Att of Oblivion to be paſſed, according to cer- 
tain Limitations made in the Report. 


The Limitations were, That all thoſe who had ſuffered damage by the 
Cuſtomers, either in Goods or otherwiſe, might notwithſtanding this Com- 
| poſition take their remedy at Law for Reparation. And that the petty 
Cuſtomers ſhould alſo come in upon Compoſition, and then have the benefit 
of the Att of Oblivion. | 


An Order was alſo ſent to the Maſter and Wardens of the Company 
of Vintners, to command that notice be given to the whole Company, | 
that the, Patent of 4be/ and Xilvert being Voted Illegal, they ſhould ſell 
their Wines as formerly, viz. French Wines at Six-pence per Quart, and 
Spaniſh Wines at Twelve-pence the Quart. 

This day a Commiſſion was preſented to the Houſe of Lords,direQted 
to the Lord Privy Seal, Lord Great Chamberlain, and to Earl Marſhal, 
or any two of them, to give the Royal Aſſent to three private Bills, v2z. 
One Entituled, An Ad to enable the Marqueſs of Winton to grant Eſtates 
for three Lives, or 21 years, tC. of Link in the County of Southampton, | 
&c. referving the old Rents. Another Entituled, An At for Naturali- 
2ation of Doxothy Spencer, Danghter of Henry Lord Spencer Baron of | 
Wormleighton. And the third, Entituled, An A for the enabling a Sale, 
and Leafing of Lands for payment of the Debts of Thomas late Earl of 
| Winchelſea. 

The Lords Commiſſioners in their Robes ſitting upon a Form ſet a- 
croſs the Houſe, between the State and the Keeper's Woolſack, the Houſe 
of Commons being ſent for came with their Speaker ; then the Clerk 
of the Parliament preferted upon his knee the Commiſſion unto the 
Lords Commiſſioners, and the Lord Privy Seal after he had ne” 

| he 
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the Peers, and the Houſe of Commons with his Majeſtics pleaſure here- 
in, he delivered the Commiſſion to the Clerk of the Parliament, who 
carried it to his Table and read it, which being done, the Cl-rk of the 
Crown read the Titles of each Bill ſeverally; after which the Clerk of the 
Parliament pronounced the Royal Aflent ſeverally, and then the Com- 
mons returned to their own Houſe. 

The Commons being returned, Mr. 7aylor a Barriſter, and Burgeſs for 
the Burrough of Old Windſor, was expelled the Houſe, and Voted un- 
capable of ever being a Member of Parliament, to be committed Priſo- 
ner to the Tower, during the pleaſure of the Houſe ; to be carried down 
to Windſor, there to make publick Recantation of what he had ſpoken, 
and from thence to be returned back to the Houſe of Commons to re- 
ceive further Sentence. And it was Ordered, That a Writ ſhould be 
preſently iſſued out for a new EleCtion in his Room. 

The words for which he was Expelled, and thus ſeverely treated, 
were atteſted by John Hall Mayor of Windſor, Mr. Broughtor and Mr. 
Waller, That Mr. 7Zaylor ſhould in diſcourſe about the death of the Earl 
of Strafford, ſay, That the Houſe of Commons had not his Vote to the Bill 
of Attainder againſt Thomas Earl of Strafford ; for that to do it before 
the Lords had finiſhed the Trial upon the Articles of Impeachment Exhi- 
bited by the Commons againſt him, was to commit murther with the Sword 
of Juſtice. 

An Ad for the utter aboliſhing and taking away of Arch-Biſhops, Bi- 
ſhops, their Chancellours and Commiſſaries, Deans, Deans and Chapters, 
Arch-Deacons, Prebendaries, Chanters and Canons, and other Under-Of- 
ficers out of the Church of England was read the firſt time ; and upon 
the debate of the Houſe for a ſecond reading the Houſe was divided,

them, were ſufficient ground for the abolition of them, and conſequently 
altering the Frame of the Government ; then Paritate Rationis it would 
follow, That the like or greater inconveniences would be a ſufficient 
ground for the utter abohiſhing or taking away of either or botly the 
other Two Eſtates, viz. The Lords Temporal and Commons; which 
Afſertion evidently deſtroyes the Being and Foundation of Parliaments, 
which ſure no Eng/iſhman can without Horror and Deteſtation hear. 
And indeed this very Conſequence led theſe very Perfons afterwards 
to Vote the Houſe of Lords Z/ſeleſS and Dangerous, ahd wholly ito lay 
them aſide, and diveſt them of all the Priviledges of their Peerage \in 
Parliament ; to the utter Subverſion of the Ancient Frame of the Go- 
vernment. | 

Nor indeed were theſe Inconveniencies, which they repreſent here as 
ſo Formidable and Dangerous, of any weight or moment in themſelves. 
For as to theFirſt,7he hinderance of the exerciſe of their Miniſterial Funtti- 
on. The very ſhare they havein preparing Laws,and giving their Afſent 
to them in that Station, is one of the' moſt weighty parts of their Epiſco- 
pal Function, to take Care that fuch Laws may be made in a Chriſtian 
Kingdom, as may be for the Glory of God, the Advancement of true 
Piety, and 'the Well Government of the Church. And tor any other 
parts of their Office, though they ſhould not be fo well able to perform 
them during the times of Seflion 'of Parliaments (which yet for. any 
thing made appear to the contrary they may do), Yet, the great ne- 
ceſſity and advantage'of their Legiſlative Right, may very well give a 
diſpenſation to the omiſſion of the leſs neceſlary Offices of their Fun- 
ion for ſo ſmall a time, as the Sefsions of Parliament Uſed to be, till 
theſe Men obtained of the King that perpetuating 4 C 7, of which it 
may truly te faid, That thereby he-gave them leave to put Royal Ma- 
nacles upan Majeſtie, and an opportunity after having bound him, to 
deſpoil him of his Crown and Life. _ 

But beſides, if there were any weight in this Reaſon, it muſt al- 
ways have had the fame force and ſtrength againſt Eccleſiaſticks in 
any Age, or Under any Government intermedling in Secular and Civil 
' Affairs ; ſince it could not but be as much a hinderance to thoſe of for- 
mer Apes in the Exercife'of their Miniſterial FunQtion as to theſe. But | 
the conſtant Uſage of all Ages, Places, Times, and Nations, both -Bar- | 
barous and Civil, Pagan, Jew, and Chriſtian, manifeſt, that the Univer- 
fal Wiſdom of Mankind has been of a Contrary Opinion : Religious 
Perſons, having ever had an Extraordinary Deference pw them, and 
having always been accounted Worthy for their Abilities, Wiſdome, 
Learning and Integrity, to be admitted into the Councils of Princes ; 
and having conſtantly had a great ſhare and intereſt both in the fra- 
ming Laws, and managing the Civil Polities and Governments of Na- 
Ons. 

And more particularly the - Sacred Hiſtory gives us a clear account, 
that in the Government of the Fewi/h Nation formed by God himſelf, 


the chief Prieſt was not only the Supreme Governor of that People, ©

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well in things Sacred as Civil, but the inferior Prieſts under him were | Tue, 
the fadme Temporal as well as Eccleſiaſtical matters brought before | x 6 4 i, 
them ; and the fame ObjeRtion lying as naturally and forceably againſt 
them as againſt theſe, cannot Excuſe theſe ObjeCtors from aftroating the 
Wiſdom of the Divine Legiſhtor, who Expreſly Ordered it to be ſo; 
and truly it is but in other Words the ObjeCtion of Corah and his Accom- 
plices, againſt Moſes and Aaron, Te take too much upon you ye Sows of 
Levi. | 
To the Second, which is the Solemn promiſe they who Enter into 
Holy Orders make, 7hat they will gzue themfelves wholly to that V+ 
cation. The clear ſenſe of that is, That they will principally apply them- 
ſelves to the Duties of their Calling, and not to any Secular Imploy- | 
ments, as Husbandry, Merchandizing, or other Mechanical Callings, 
as to hinder the performance of their Duty in the Offices of their 
Function ; which, as before T have ſhewed, the Biſhops by Sitting and 
Voting in Parliament, cannot be faid todo. And to make this Evident, 
[ will give a clear inſtance in the inferior Clergy: for ſuppoſe any one 
of them by his frugal Parſimony hath got a Sum of Mony, he may law- 
fully bargain, purchaſe, take and keep, a Temporal Eſtate for the future | 
ſubſiſtence of his Family ; he may lawfully Lett, Sett, Build, Leaſe, Re- |

The truth is, the Covetouſneſs of ſome of the Laity, who greedily long- 
ed to devour the Revenue of the Church ; and the Pride and Envy of 
the FaQtious Presbyterian and other diſſenting Miniſters, and not the 
Exaltation of the Biſhops, were the true Reaſons of their diſcontent ; and 
of all the diſquiets, and great diſorders which enſued this troubleſome

firſt Buſmeſs ; and alſo the Reaſons of the Fouſe of Commons why Biſhops 
ſhould net Vote in Parliament, are to be Confidered. * 


T will not be poſitive, but I have good reaſon to conjecture, That at 
this time and upon this occaſion the Lord Viſcount Say and Sea/ made 
one of his Long-winded Speeches againſt 'Biſhops, which was ſo much 
applauded by thoſe lbng Parliamentarians ; and I am the rather induced 
to believe it, in regard of an Order of the Houſe immediately following

Ordered and Declared, That regu of formal Speeches and Anſwers 
out of Papers in this Houſe, is no Parliamentary Way. 


The Houſe was not yet purged of thoſe Noble and Loyal Lords who 
were for Monarchy and Epiſcopacy, and the Supporting the Ancient 
and Fundamental Eſtabliſhment of Parliaments by the Three Eſtates of 
Lords-Spiritual, Temporal, and Commons ; and theſe long formal Spee- 
|.ches very much retarded the Proceedings and Debates of the Houſe, 
which ſeems to be the reaſon of this Order. However, take the Speech 
as I find it in ſeveral Prints, by which the Reader will ſee what the

Shall not need to begin as high as eAdam, in anſwer to what has been drawn 
down from thence,by a *Biſhop,concerning this Queſtion ; for that which is 
pertinent unto it will only be what Concerns Biſhops as they are Miniſters of 
the Goſpel,what was before (being of another Nature) can give no Rule to this, 
The Queſtion that will lye before your Lordſhips in of this Bill, is not 
Whether Epiſcopacy ( 1 mean this Hiefarchical Epiſcopacy, which the World now 
holds forth to 95 Jhll be taken away Root and Branch \, but, Whether thoſe Exu- 
rrp. and ſuper fluows Branches, which draw away the $ Rip yo mY and Fog: 
rom the right and proper uſe, whereby it becomes unfrus: 8 cat off, as t P 
to pluck, ge ndproper oj Root. Thc vl be no more bur this, we 
Biſhops ſhall be reduced to what they were in their firit advancement over the Preſby- 
ters, (which although it were but a human device for the Remedy of Schiſme, yet 
were they in thoſe Times leaſt Offenſive) or continue fill with the Addition of ſuch 
things, as their own Ambition, and the Ignorance, and Superſtition of ſucceeding Times 
did add thereunto, and which. are now continued for ſeverd Politic Ends. Things 
heterogeneal, and inconſiſtent with their Calling, and FunCtion, as they are Mi- 
niſters of the Goſpel, and thereupon ſuch, as ever have been, and ever will be, 
hurtful to themſelyes, and make them hurtful to others, in the Times and Places 
where they are continued: And theſe things alone this Bill takes away, that is, 
their Offices and Places in Courts of Judicature, and their Employments by obli- 
gation of Office in Civil Aﬀairs. I ſhall inſiſt upon this, to ſhew Firſt, how theſe 
things hurt themſelves z And Secondly, how they have made,and ever will make 
them hurtful to others. They lves are hurt thereby in their Conſciences, 
and in their Credits; In their Conſciences, by eking te admitriog thiogs,which 
are inconſiſtent with that Function and. Office, which God hath tet them 
onto. They are ſeparated unto a paciel Work, and Men mult take heed, how 
they miſemploy things dedicated,and ſet apart to the Seryice of God; They ate 
called to Preach the Goſpel, and ſet apart to the of the Miniſtry , and the 
Apoſtle ſaith, Who « ſufficient for theſe things ? ſhewing that this requireth the 
whole Man, and all is too little ; Therefore for them'to' ſeek, or take other OE 
fices which ſhall require, and tye them: to imploy their Time, and Studies in the 
Afﬀairs of this World, will-draw a guilt them, as being inconſiſtent with 
that which God doth call them and ſer them apart unto. In this Reſpett our 
Saviour bath expreſly prohibited it, telling his Apoſtles, That they ſhould oor 
Lord it over their Brethren, nor exerciſe Juriſdiction over them, as was uſt 
in Civil Governments among the Heathen : They were called &raciow Lords, 
and exerciſed Juriſdiction as Lords over others, and ſurely they might lawfully 
do ſo : but to the Miniſters of the Goſpel, our Saviour goes this Rule, I ſhall 
not be done ſo by you;, If ye ſtrive for Greatneſs, he ſhall be the Greateſt, that is 
the greateſt Servant to the Reſt : Therefore in another place he ſaith, He rbat 
patteth bis Hand to the Plow, and looketh back.to the things of this World, is not fit for 
the Kingdom of God, that is, the Preaching of the Goſpel, as it is uſnally called. 
To be thus withdrawn by intangling themſelves with the Afﬀairs of this Life, by 
the Neceffity and Duty of att Office received from Men, from the diſcharge of 
that Office, which God hath called them unto, brings a Woe npon them z Woe 
| t0 me, ſaith the Apoſtle, 1f 7 preach not the Goſpel. What doth he mean? If 1 
Preach not once a Quarter, or once a Year in the Kings Gras (9 ? No, he him- 
ſelf interpreteth it Preach the Word, Be inflent in ſeaſon, and one of ſeaſon,rebuke, 
exhort, or inſtruft, with all long-ſuffering, and doftrine. He that hath an Office, 
muſt attend upon his Office, eſpeci 7 Mee the: 38 ſtery. The Praftice of 
the Apoſtles is anſwerable to the Dire&ion, and Doctrine of our Saviour. There 
never was, nor will be, Men of fo great Abilities and Gifts as they were

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And again, when they appointed them to chooſe Men fit for that buſineſs, 
they inſtitute an Office rather for taking Care of the Poor, then they by it would 
be diſtracted from the Principal Work of their Calling ; and then ſhew how they 
ought to employ themſelves z But we (faid they) will give our ſelves continually to 
Prayer, and to the Miniſtry of the Word. Did the Apoltles, Men of Extraordinary 
Gifts, think it unreaſonable for them to be bindred from giving themſelves can- 


Widows, and can the Biſhops now think it reaſonable, or lawful for them 
to contend for Sitting at Council Tables to govern States, to turn Stateſ-men 
inſtead of Church-men, to Sit in the Higheſt Courts of Judicature, and to be 
imployed in making Laws for Civil Polity and Government ? If they ſhall be 
thought ſit toSir in ſuch Places, and will undertake ſuch Imployments, they muſt 
not Sit there as Ignorant Men, but muſt be Knowing Men 1n bulineſles of State, 
and underſtand rhe Rules and Laws of Govyerament, and thereby both their 
Time, and Studies mult be neceſſarily diverted from that which God hath called 
them unto; And this ſure is much more unlawful for them to admit of,then that, 
which the Apoſtles rejected, as a diſtraction unreaſonable for them to be inter- 
rupted by. The DoCtrine of the Apoſtles is agreeable to their PraCtice herein, 
for Paxl when he inſtruceth Timothy for the Work of the Miniſtery, preſſeth this 
Argument from Example of a good Souldier, No man that Warreth intangleth 
himſelf with the Affairs of the World : So that I conclude, That which by the Com- 
manqdment of our Saviour, by the Practice, and Doctrine of the Apoſtles, and 1 
may add, by the Canons of the Antient Councils, grounded thereupon, is prohi- 
bited to the Miniſters of the Goſpel, and ſhew'd to be ſuch a diſtration unto 
them from their Calliongs, and Function, as will bring a Woe upon them, and is 
not reaſonable for them to admit of ; If they ſhall notwithſtanding intangle 
themſelves withall, and enter into, it will briog a Guilt upon their Souls, and 
hurt them in reſpect of their Conſciences. 

In the next place ict doth blemiſh them, and ſtrike them in their Credit z ſo far 
from Truth'is that Poſition, which they deſire to poſltſs the World withal, that 
unleſs they may have theſe outward Trappings ot Worldly Pomp added to the 
Miniſtry, that Calling will grow into Contempt, and be deſpiſed. The truth is, 
theſe things caſt Contempt upon them in the Eyes of Men. They gain them Caps, 
and Courteſy, but they have.caſt them out of the Conſciences ot Men; and the 
Reaſon is this, Every thing is eſteemed es it is Eminent'in its own proper Excel- 
lency ; the Eye in ſeeing, the Ear in hearing, not in ſpeaking; The one would 


be rather Monſtrous than Comely; the other is ever acceptable being proper ; 


So is it with them, their proper Excellency is Spiritual,the Denyal of the Wcrld, 
with the Pomp and Preferments, and Imployments thereof, this they ſhould teach 
and practiſe, but when they contrary hereunto ſeek after a Worldly Excellency 


our Saviour's Precept, Fos «utem non ſic, but it ſhall not be ſo amongſt you ; in: 
ſtead of Honour and Eſteem, they have brought upon themſelves in the Hearts of 
the People that Contempt and Odium which they now ly under, and that juſtly, 
and neceſſarily, becauſe the World ſeeth that they prefer a Worldly Excellency, 
and run after it, and Contend for it, before their own, which being Spiritual, is 
far more Excellent, and which being proper to the Miniſtry, is that alone which 
will put a Value and Eſteem upon them that are of that Calling. | 


As theſe things hurt themſelves in their Conſciences, and Credit, ſo have they, 
and if they be continued, ſtill will make them hurtful to others : The Reaſon 
is, Becauſe they break out. of their own Orbe, and move irregularly ; there is a 
Curſe upon their Leaving of their own Place. The Heavenly Bodies while they 
keep within their own. Spheres give Light, and Comfort to the World ; But if 
they ſhall break out, and fall from their Regular and proper Motions,they would 


| ſet the World on fire: So have theſe done, while they kept themſelyes to the 


Work of their Miniſtry alone, and gave themſelves to Prayer, and the Miniſtry 
of the Word, according to the Example of the Apoſtles, the World received the 
greateſt benefit by them, they were the Light and Life thereof ; But whea their 
Ambition Caſt them down like Stars from Heaven to Earth, and they did grow 
once to be advanced above their Brethren, I do appeal to all, who have been 
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tinually to Preaching the Word and Prayer, by taking Care for the Tables of the 


like the great Men of the World, and to Rule and Domineer as they Contrary to |

have not been the Common Incendiaries of the Chriſtian World, neyer ceaſing 
from Contention one with another about- the Precedency of their Sees, and 
Churches, Excommunicating one another, drawing Princes to be Parties with 
them, and thereby Caſting them into Bloody Wars. Their Ambition, and In- 
rermedling with Secular Atﬀairs and State-Buſinefs, hath heen the Cauſe of ſhed- 
ing more Chriſtian Blood then any thing elſe in the Chriſtian World ; and this 
no man can deny, that is verſed in Hiſtory. But we need not go out of onr own 
Kingdom for Examples of their Infolency and Cruelty ; when they had a Depen- 
dancy hpon the Pope, and any footing thereby out of the Land, there were never 
any that carried themſelves with ſo muchScorn and Infolency towards the Princes 
of this Kingdom as they havedone. Two of them the Biſhop that laſt ſpake hath 
named,but Inſtances of many more may be given; whereof there would be no End. 


judicial to the Kingdom by their Sitting in this Houſe,and that is,they have ſuch an 
abſolute dependancy upon the King, that they Sit not here as Freemen. That 
which is requiſite to freedome,is to be yoid of Hopes,and Fears; He that can lay 
down theſe,is a Freeman,and will be ſo in this Houſe ; But for the Biſhops,as the 
Caſe ſtands with them it”is not likely they will lay aſide their Hopes, greater Bi- 
ſhopricks being ſtill in Expectancy: and for theirFears,they cannot lay them down, 
ſince their Places andSeats in Parliament are not inveſted in them byBlood,and ſo 
bereditary,but by annexation of a Barony to their Office,and depending upoa that 
Office,and thereby of theirPlaces,at the King's Pleaſure,they do not fo much as Sit 
here Dum bene ſe geſſerint,as theJudges now by your Lordſhips Petition to theKing 
have their Places granted them, but at Will and Pleafure z and therefore as they 
were all Excluded by Edw. 1. as long as he pleaſed, and Laws made Excluſo Clero, 
ſo may they be by any King at his Pleaſure in like manner,they muſt needs there- 
fore be in an abſolute dependency upon the Crown, and thereby at Devotion for 
their Votes; which how prejudicial it hath been, and will be, to this Houſe I 
need not ſay, | | 

I have now ſhewed your Lordſhips how hurtful to themſelyes and others theſe 
things, which the Bill would take away, have been z I will anſwer ſome Ob- 
jections which I have met withall, and then crave your Pardon for troubling you 
ſo long. 


Object. 1. It will of ror that they have been very antient. 
2. That they are Eſtabliſhed by Law. 
3. That it may be an Infringement to the Priviledges of the Houſe of Peers,for the 


Houſe of Commons to ſend up a Bill to take away ſome of their Members. 
To theſe 3. Objettions the Anſwer will be Eaſy. 


1, To theFirſt, Antiquity is no good Plea z for that which is by Experience 
found to be Hurtful, the Longer it hath done hurt, the more need there is now 
to remove it, that it may do no more : beſides,other Irregularities are as antient 
which have been thought fir to be redreſſed ; and this is not fo antient, but that 
it may truly be ſaid, Non fait ſic ab initio. 

2, For being Eſtabliſhed by Law, the Law-Makers have the ſame Power, and 
the _ Charge, to alter Old Laws inconvenient, as to make New that are 
neceſſary. 

3. For Privilege of the Houſe it can be no breach of it ; for either Eſtate may 
propoſe to other by way of Bill what they conceive to be for public good, and 
they have power reſpectively of accepting or refuſing. 


There are Two other Objections, which may ſeem to have more force, but 
they will receive fatisfaftory Anſwers. 


The One is, That if they may remove Biſhops, they may as well next time remove 


t. The Reaſon is not the ſame, the one ung by an Honor inveſted in their

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Although the Pope be Caſt off, yet now there is another Inconvenience no leſs pre- | 
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upon an Office, which may be taken away ; for if they be deprived of their Ot- 
fice, they Sit not. 

2. Their Sitting is not ſo Eſſential, for Laws haye been, and may be made, 
they being all Excluded ; but it can never be ſhewed, that ever there were Laws 
made by the King, and them, the Lords and EarlsExcluded. 


Obje#. The other Objection is this, That this Bill alters the Foundation of this 
Houſe, and Innovations, which ſhake Foundations, are Dangerous, 


Anſw. 1 Anſwer firſt, That if there ſhould be an Error in the Foundation, 
when it ſhall be found, and the Maſter-Builders be met together, they may, nay 
they ought rather to amend it, than to ſuffer ir to run on ſtill, to the prejudice, 
and danger of the whole Structure. 


2. Secondly, I fay this is not Fundamental to this Houſe, for it hath ſtood 
without them, and done all that appertains to the Power thereof without them ; 
yea, they being wholly Excluded, and that which hath been done for a time at 
the King's Pleaſure, may be done with as little danger for a longer time ; and 
when it appears to be fit, and for public good, not only may, but ought to be 
done altogether by the Supreme Power. 


If this Speech be well conſidered, ſetting aſide the flouriſh his Lord- 
ſhip makes with perverted Scripture, there is little in it that might de- 
ſerve any Anſwer ; for the whole is built upon theſe two falſe Founda- 
tions : 

Firſt, That the Biſhops are not one of the Three Eſtates in Parlia- 
ment ; an Opinion deſervedly Exploded both by Common and Statute- 
Law, and by all Perſons of Senſe and Honor, Except ſuch as would 
therefore have the King to be the Third Eſtate, that fo by bringing. in a 
Co-ordinacy of Power, they may the better accompliſh their Anti-Mo- 
narchical Deſigns ; or at leaſt reduce the Ancient and Imperial Crown 
of theſe Realms, to the Condition of a Yenretian Seigniory. 

The Second of his Lordſhips unſound Foundations is, That zt 7s abſc- 
lutely Unlawful for Eccleſiaſtical Perſons to intermeddle at all in Secular 
or Civil Concerns ; But his Lordihip either did not conſider, or did for- 
get that even St. Paul, by his own Confeſſion being a Tent-maker, 
wrought with his hands, which is a Secular Employ, notwithſtanding 
his Command to the Miniſters to Le i»/tant in ſeaſon,&c. and the Woe 
to them that do not preach the Goſpel, upon which his Lordſhip builds all 
his Speech. And it is obvious, that not only this hard labour muſt be a 
greater hinderance to his diſcharging his duty, than what is here alledg- 
cd againſt the Biſhops, but that Secular Employes are not abſolutely Un- 
lawtul even for an Apoſtle,much leſs a Biſhop. And abating the Unlaw- 
fulneſs, which this Inſtance for ever will ſuperſede, there can be no In- 
convenience,but may be thought abundantly Recompenſed in a Chriſtian 
Common-Wealth by the Sage and Religious Advice of theſe Learned, 
Reverend and Pious Prelates, in framing Laws for a Chriſtian Society, 
and the good Government of the State which is imbodied into the Church 
in a Chriſtian Commonwealth ; and when this is winnowed from his 
Lord{hip's Speech, all the reſt will be but Chaft. 

The Lord General produced a Letter ſent to his Excellency from 
Sir Thomas Glemham at Hull, declaring the great Diſorders, and Un- 
rulineſs of the Souldiers there, and of the Mutiny,that lately was among 
them ; in which Uproar one of their Captains was killed, and others 
threatned. And he further informed the Houſe, 7hat the Army through 
want of Money and Proviſions, is ſo diſperſed into ſeveral places, that 
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rey are no Security to thoſe Parts in caſe the Army of the Scots ſhould 
advance. 

Whereupon it was reſolved to have a Conference with the Com- 
mons about the itate, of the Army. 

Mr. Whitlock Re from the Committee to whom the Lady Z7at- 
tons Complaint againſt the Biſhop of Ely was referred, 

That Richard Cox Biſhop of Ely, in the 18 Eliz. made a Leaſe of ſome 
01d Buildings and Lands next Ely Houſe to Sir Chriſtopher Hatton Lord 
Chancellor of England, for 21 Tears, he intending. there to make a Ha- 
bitation for himſelf. That 19 Eliz. Biſhop Cox Conveyed the Inheritance 
to the Crown, the Intention of it for the Vſe of the ſaid Chancellor Hat- 
ton, to whom it came afterward. In the Preamble of that Conveyance, 
there was a Clauſe for the Biſhop of Ely and his Succeſſors to redeem the 
Premiſſes , upon the repayment of ſuch Moneys as the Lord Chancellor 
Hatton ſhould diſburſe , who disburſed in Building, One thouſand eight 
hundred and ninety pounds odd Money : Chancellor Hatton intailed the 
Premiſes, and they were after Extended for a Debt to the Queen, and 
an Att of Parliament was paſſed to Enable the Sale of them by another 
Sir Chriſtopher Hatton who was ſeized by the Entail, and who did for 
valuable Conſiderations 5 Jac. ſell the premiſſes to the Lady Eliz. Hat- 
ton the. Petitioner, who fince Expended in Building, Repairing and Im- 
proving it, Seven T houſand eight hundred pounds odd mony, and ever fince 
the purchaſe, being 34 Tears, till Nov. 14 Car. when the now Biſhop of 
Ely Dr. Wren preferred his Bill into the Court of Requeſts, to have the 
Houſe and Lands reſtored to his See by the Clauſe of Redemption in the 
Conveyance from Biſhop Cox ; pretending ſhe had notice of it ; She in 
anſwer upon Oath denies that ſhe had any notice of the Truſt, and none is 
proved by the Biſhop ; the Cauſe came to hearing in Nov. 15 Car. but 


this ſuſpending of fFudgment, my Lady complains ws a great prejudice to 
her. Whereupon it was 


in the Caſe depending between the Biſhop of Ely and the Lady Hatton, 
is an unneceſſary Delay. 


Reſolved,&c. That the Lady Hatton is a Purchaſer upon valuable Con- 
federations, and hath been at great Expences in Building, Repairing and 
Improving the ſaid Eſtate. 


Reſolved,&c. That the Eſtate of the Lady Hatton being good in Law, 
is not redeemable in Equity, nor ſubjet to the ſaid pretended Truſt. 


Reſobved,&c. That the Bill depending in the Court of Requeſts between 
the Biſhop of Ely and the Lady Hatton, ought to be diſmiſSed upon the 
merits of the Cauſe. 


After which the Lay-Preachers Spencer, Green , Robinſon, &c. who 
had been ſent for by Order of the Houſe, were called in, and Mr. Spea-

Ordered, That ſuch perſons that bring in Writs 'of Error into this 
Houſe upon a Judgment given in a Court of Juſtice , aud" if it appear

The Houſe of Commons Sitting late the laſt Night upon the Debate 
concerning, the Lord Digby, and ſome perſons calling for Candles, which 
the major part oppoſed, being inclined to riſe, but by miſtake the Can- 
dles being brought in, and Sir William Widdrington and Sir Herbert 
Price taking them from the Serjeant without a General Command,which 
occaſioned a great diſturbance in the Houſe. Mr. Z7o/lis made a Speech 
in aggravation of their Offence, ſhewing, That the Houſe: of Commons 
being a Rule and Example of Order, there ought to be no Diſorders within 
thoſe Walls ; for that if there were ſuch within, well might it be Expefted 
there would be without , and that it might: be the occaſion of ſhedding 
much blood among themſelves, if upon ſuch a difference Parties ſhould 
have fided one againſt another.

« For Col. Goring whoſe Ambition was not anſwered in being promi- 
<« ſed the Place of Licutenant General of the Army, and finding others : 
* employed whoſe perſons he diſliked, he having a full Information from 
« Mr. Percy and Mr. Jermin of all the Deſign, thought it would tend | 
* moſt to his Security and Advantage to reveal the Conſpiracy,and being 
« verſed in all the Methods of falſhood, he choſe the Time and Means

© He therefore firſt imparts it to the Earl of Newport, who was his

, So that then os TT7 w_ = thus before us, Whether a Government which 
ong Experience hath ſet ſo ill a Charatter upon, importing Danger net only to our Relt+ 
pe but the Civil State ſhould be pr longer cominut ancarſ M4, or FA atterly abo- 
liſhed? For my own part, I am of the Opinion of thoſe, who conceive that the 
ſtrength of Reaſon already ſet down in the Preamble to this Bill by Yeſterdays 
Vote, is a neceſſary deciſion of this Queſtion : For one of the main Ends for 
which Church-Government. is ſet up, is to advance and further the perfett Refor- 
mation and Growth of Religion,which we have already Voted this Government 
doth contradict ;/ ſo that'it is deſtructive to the yery efid for which ir ſhould be, 
and is moſt neceſſary and deſireable ; in which reſpect, certainly we have cauſe 


dangerous, in that it deſtroyes and contradicts it. 


In the ſecond place, we have Voted it prejudicial to. the Civil State, as having 
{o powerful and il! an influence upon vor Laws, the Prerogative of the King,and 
Liberties of the Subje, that it is like a ſpreading Leproſte, which leaves nothing 
untainted, and uninfected which it cothes hear. | | 

May we not therefore well fay of this Government, as our Saviour in the Fifth 
of Matthew if of Salt, (give me leave upon this occaſion to make ufe of Scri- 
pture, as well-as others have done in this te)where it is faid that Salt is good; 
But if the Salt bath loſt its ſavonr, wherewith will you ſeaſon it ! It «s thenceforth 
good for nothing, but to be caſt out, and trodden under foot of men : So Church-Go-

| verament, in the general, is good, and that which is neceſſary, and —_— = all 
eure ; 
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deſire; but when any particular Form of it hath once loſt its favour, by being de- 
ſtruCtive to its own ends, for which: it is {et up, (as by our Vote already paſſed 
we ſay this hath) then ſurely, Sir, we have no more to do but to caſt ic cut, and 
endeavour, the beſt we can, to provide our ſelves a better. 

But to this it hath been ſaid, That the Government now in queſtion, may be ſo 
amended and reformed, that it needs not be pulted quite down or aboliſhed, becauſe it 1s 
conceived, it hath no original ſin, or cvil in it : or if it have, it is. ſaid, regeneration 
will take that away. 

Unto which 1 anſwer, I do confent that we ſhould Co with this Government, 
as we are done by in regeneration, in which all old things are to paſs away, and 
all things are to become new ; ard this we muſt do, if we deſire a perfe&t Refor- 
mation, and growth of our Religion,or good to our Civil State. For the whole 
Fabrick of this Building is ſo rotten and corrupt, from the very Fcundation of 
it to the top, that if we pull it not down now, it will fall about the Ears of all 
| thoſe that endeayour it, within a very few years. 

The univerſal rottenneſs or corruption of this Government,will moſt evident- 
ty appear by a difquifition, into thete enſuing perticulars. 

Firft, Let us conſider in what Soil this root grows ; Is tt not in the Pop.'s Pa- 
radiſe? do not one and the {ame Principles and Greunds maintain the Papacy,or 
univerfal Bifhop, as do our Dioceſan ie meat verge Biſhops ? All thoſe autho- 
rities which have been brought us out of the Fathers and Antiquity, will they 
not as well, if not better, fupport the Popedome as the Order of our Biſhops ? 
So likewiſe all theſe Arguments for its agreeableneſs ro Monarchy, and cure of 
Schifme, do they not much more ſtrongly hold fcr the acknowledgment of the 
Pope, than for our Biſhops ? And yet have Monarchies been ever a whit the 
more abfolnte for the Pope's univerſal Monarchy ? or their Kingdoms leſs ſub- 
ject to Schiſmes and Seditions ? Wharſoever othcr Kingdoms have been, I am 
fare our Hiſtories can tell us, this Kingdom hath nct: and therefore we have 
caſt him off long ſince, as he is forrain, though we have not been without one 
in our own Bowels. For the difference between a Metropolitan, or Dioceſan, or 
univerſal Biſhop,js not of kinds, bnt of degrees : and a Metropolitan or Dioceſan 
Biſhop is as ill able to perform the duty of a Paſtor to his Dioceſs or Province, 
as the Univerſal Bifhop is able to do ir to the whole World : For the one can- 
not do but by Deputies, and no more can the other ; and therefore ſince we all 
confeſs the Grounds upon which the Papacy ſtands -are rotten, how can we deny 
bat theſe that maintain our Biſhops are fo too, ſince they are one and the ſame. 


In the ſecond place, let us conſider by what hand this root of Epiſcopacy was 
planted,and how it came into the Church. 

It is.no difficult matter to find this out; for is not the very ſpirit of this Or- 
der a ſpirit of Pride, exalting it ſelf in the Temple of God,over all that is called 
God? Firſt, exalting it ſelf above irs fellow Presbyters, under the form of a 
Biſhop ; then over its fellow Biſhops, under the title of Archbiſhops,and fo ſtill 
mounting over thoſe of its own profeflion , till it come to be Pope, and then it 
ſticks not to tread upon the necks of Princes, Kings, and Emperors, and tram- 
ples them under its Feer. Alfo thus you may trace it from it's firſt riſe, and dif- 
cern by what Spirit this Order came into the Church, and by what door, even 
by the back-door bf Pride and Ambition, not by Chriſt Jeſus. It is not a Plant 
which Gods right Hand hath planted, bur ir is full of Rottenneſs and Corrupti- 
on ; that myſtery of Iniquity, which hath wrought thus long and fo fit to be 
plucked up, and removed our of the way. | 


Thirdly, Let us conſider the very nature and quality of this Tree or Root in 
its ſelf, whether it be good or corrupt in its own nature: We all know where 
it is ſaid, A good Tree cannot bring forth corrupt Frait, nor atorrupt Tree good Fruit. 
Do men gather Grapes of Thorns, or Figs of Thiſtles ? By its Fruit therefore we 
ſhall be ture to know it ; and according as the Fruits of the Government have 
—_ amongft us either in Church or Common-wealth, > let it ſtand, or fall 
with us. ; 
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'N A S it ſelf came in by the back-door into the Church, and was brought inbyf 

the Spirit of Antichriſt ; ſo it ſelf hath been the back-door and in-let od 
all Superſtition andCorruption,into the Worſhip and Doctrine of this Church;ano 
the means of haſtening us back again to Rome, For proof of this, I appeal t- 
all our knowledges in late years paſt, the memcry whereof is ſo freſh, 1 need en 
ter into no particulars, 

A ſecond Frait of this Government in the Church, hath been the diſplacing 
of the moſt Godly and Conſcientious Miniſters ; the vexing, puniſhing, and 
baniſhing out of the Kingdom the moſt Religious of all ſorts and conditions, 
that would not comply with their Superſtitious Inventions and Ceremonies ; 
in one word, the turning the edge and power of their Government againſt the | 
very Life and Power of Godlineſs, and the Fayour and Protection of it unto all 
Profane, Scandalous, and Superſtirious Perſons that would uphold their Perty : 
Thouſands of examples might be given of this, if it were not moſt Noto- 
rious. 

A thixd Fruit hath bin Schiſm and Fraftions within our ſelves, and Alienation 
from all the reformed Churches abroad. 

And laſtly, the prodigious Monſter of the late Canons, whereby they had de- 
ſigned the whole Nation toa perpetual Slavery and Bondage to themſelves, and 
their ſuperſtitious Inventions : Theſe are the Fruits of the Government in the 
Church. Now let us conſider theſe in the Civil State : As, 

1. The countenancing all illegal Projects and proceedings, by Teaching in 
their Pulpits the Lawfulneſs of an Arbicrery Power, 

2, The overthrowing all proceſs at Common-Law, that reflected never ſo 
little upon their Courts, ' 

[th The kindling a War between theſe two Nations, and blowing up the 
Flameas much as in them lay, by their Counſels, Canons, and Subſidies they 
granted to that end. ; 

4. The Plots, PraCtiſes, and Combinations during this Parliament, in all which 
they ſeem to have been intereſted more or leſs. 

Thus have they not contented themſelves with encroachments upon our Spi- 
ritual priviledges, but have envied us our civil freedom, deſiring to make us 
grind in their Mill, as the Philiſti-ms did Sampſon, and to put out both our Eyes : 
O let us be avenged of theſe PhiliFims for our two Eyes ! 

If then the Tree be to be known by its Fruits,l hope you ſee by this time plain- 
ly the nature and quality of this Tree. - | 

In the laſt place give me leave for acloſe ofall to preſent to your conſiderati- 
on the miſchiefs, which the continuance of this Government doth threaten us 
with,if by the wiſedom of thisCommittee they be not prevented. | 

Firſt, the danger our yOu, 1 muſt ever be in, {o long as it is in the hands 
of ſuch Governors as can ſtand firmly in nothing more then its ruin ; and whoſe 
affinity with the Popes Hierarchy makesthem more confident of the Papiſts,then 
the profeſlors of the reformed Religion, for their ſafety and ſubſiſtence. | 

Secondly, the unhappy condition our Civil State is in, wbullt the Biſhops have 
Vote in the Lords Houſe, being there as ſo many obſtruCtions, in our Body Po- 
{ litick to all good and wholeſom Laws tending to Salyation. i 

Thirdly the improbability of ſetling any firm or durable Peace ſo long as the 
cauſe of the War yet continues, and the Bellows that blow up this Flame. 

Laſtly, and that whichl will aſſure you goes neareſt tomy Heart, is the check 
which we ſeem to give to Divine Providence, if we do not at this time pull down 
this Government. For hath got this Parliament been called, continued, Þreſer- 
ved, and ſecured by the immediate Finger of God, as it were for this work ? 
had we not elſe been ſwallowed up in many inevitable dangers, by the practiſes 
and deſigns of theſe men and their Party ?.Hath not God left them to themſetves, 
as well in theſe things, as in the evil adminiſtration of their Goyernment, that 
he might lay them open unto us, and lead us, as it were, by the hand, from the 
finding them to be the cauſes of our evil, to diſcern that their rooting up muſt! 
be our only cure ? Let ug notthen halt any longer between two opinions, -—_ 
wit 
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with one Heart and Reſolution give glory to God, in complying with his provi- 
dence, and'with the good fafety and peace of this Church and State, which is by 
paſſing this Bill we are now upon. 


F cannot paſs by this Speech of Sir Ferry Yane's, without a ſhort 
Animadverſion upon that threadbare Topique which he builds the whole 
Fabrique of his Harangue upon, of the Antichriſtianiſm of the very 
Order of Epiſcopacy ; which: was the general Common Place of de- 
claiming againſt the Hierarchy : and'IT do it the rather, becauſe this 
Calumny hath like-a Leproſie-infeed not only the Vulgar Minds of all 
the Schiſmaticks in- the Emg/iſh Dominions, but alſo many Perſons of 
better quality, and more abilities and opportunities to free themſelves 
from being impoſed upon by fuch fooliſh Impoſtures. 

He tells you, 7he- Roor of it was Pride, the Biſhop exalting himſelf 
above the 94g 11 the Metropolitan above the Biſhop, and ſo on. And 
that the very ſpirit of this Order is a ſpirit of Pride, Exalting it ſelf 
in the Temple of God, over all that is called God ; which is the very Cha- 
racer the Apoſtle gives of The Anti-Chriſt. 

Now that this Prelacy or Order of Epiſcopacy was not that. Antichriſt, 
is moſt manifeſt from both the Scriptures and the Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory ; 
for either the beloved Apoſtle Saint John, who lived and dyed Biſhop of 
* Epheſus, and himſelf faw and doubtleſsOrdained many of thoſe Biſhops of 
' Afia, muſt either be himſelf a member of Anti-Chriſt, or the Order is 
not. Now let the 4»ti-Epiſcopal Men take hold of which Horn of the 
Dilemma they pleaſe, I am ſure the Foundation of their Argument, and 
all the Babel of Confuſion which # built upon it, muſt fall. 

It was an unlucky appeal which in the End of his Speech he ſeems to 
make to Providence ; and the Signal Hand of Heaven in Reſtoring that 
Government and this Church, together wirh the Fatal Cataſtrophe of 
this unfortunate Gentleman and others his Colleagues, who were fo 
violently bent upon Ruin of Roof and Branch are certainly, if Arguments 
' muſt be drawn from Providence, fuch irrefragable ones in tavour of 
Epiſcopacy, as no Age Ever faw fince ſrael paſſed through the Red Sea 
' to the Land of Promiſe. 

For the Reader's better Satisfaction 1n this important Matter, the 
want of a true and good Underſtanding whereof, gave no ſmall Afſi- 
ſtance to thoſe diſmal Calamities which afterwards befell the Miſerable 
Nations, I will preſent him with a ſhort Abſtra&t of the Judgment of

Archbiſhop 7/ter, whoſe Teſtimony I rather make Uſe of in this par- 
ticular, becauſe Even the Presbyterian Faction at that time ſeemed to 
ſet a great Value upon him as a Moderate, Learned and Pious Man. 


The Reverend and Learned Prelate James Lord Archbiſhop of Armagh, 
Primate of 7reland, did in the Year 1641. when this Debate was moſt

| He further tells us that Polycarpus was then Biſhop of Smyrna, when 
St. John wrote to the Angel of the Church there,of whom Irenzxus who did 
no tonly know thoſe worthy men who ſucceeded Polycarp in that See,but alſo 
was preſent when he himſelf did diſcourſe of his Converſation with St. 
John, and of thoſe things which he heard from thoſe who had ſeen our Bleſ- 
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tinpavicele. paprupios &n9n T2 iv. Polycatpus, ſaith he, was not only 
a Diſciple of the Apoſtles, and converſed with many of thoſe who had ſeen 
Chriſt, but was alſo by the Apoſtles themſelves conſtituted in Alia Biſhop 
of the Church in Smyrna, whom we our ſelves alſo tid ſee in our Tounger 
Tears, for he continued long, and being very aged, he moſt Gloriouſly arid

Fe gives us an Account of what Trenzvs and Tertullian write concern- 
ing the Biſhops ſucceeding the Apoſtles writing againſt the Fereticks of 
thoſe Early Ages, Habemus annumerare eos qui ab Apoſtolis Inſtituti 
ſunt Epiſcopi in Ecclefiis; et Succeſſores Eorum uſq; ad nos ; qui nihil 
tale docuerunt neq; cognoverunt quale ab his deliratur, 7re#. adverſ. 
hzref. Lib. 3. Cap. 3: We are able to number thoſe who by the ApoFtles 
were Ordained Biſhops in the Churches, and their Succeſvors unto our days,

From whence it is as clear as the Brighteſt day that ever enlightned 
the World, That Epiſcopacy 1s a Government Inſtituted in the Church 
by Apoſtolical Command ; and how that ſhould be Unlawful or Anti- 
Chriſtian, without charging the Holy Apoſtles,the Pillars and Founda- 
tions of the Church, with the horrible Guilt of ſetting up Antichriſt 
and his Kingdom; I think is impoſſible to be avoided. 

And indeed fo Great, ſo Univerſal, and fo Powerful is the Truth in 
this particular, that even the greateſt Propugnators of Presbyterian Go- 
vernment and Parity have been forced to confeſs it. Petrus Molinzus in 
his Book de Munere Paſtorali, purpoſely written to defend the Presby- 
terian Government, acknowledges, 7 hat preſently after the Apoſtles time, 
or even in their time, as Eccleſraſtical Hiſtory witneſSeth, it was Ordained, 
That in every City one of the Presbytery ſhould be called a Biſhop, who 
ſhould have preheminence over his Colleagues to avoid Confuſion, which fre- 
quently ariſeth from Equality, and that truly this Form of Government all 
Churches every where recetved. 

And 7; Gore Beza in Traftatu de triplici Epiſcopatus genere, which 
he faith was of three kinds, Divine, Aumane, and Satanicat, attributing 
to the ſecond, which he calls Zumane, but as before is proved plainly, 1s 
Apoftolical at leaſt,. not only a priority of Order, but a ſuperiority of 
Power and Authority over other Presbyters, yet bounded by Laws and 
Canons provided againſt Tyranny, yet is forced to acknowledg, That of 
this kind of Epiſcopacy, is to be underſtood whatſoever we read con- 
cerning the authority of Biſhops in gnatius, and other Antient Wri- 
ters. 
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And to any perſon that will deliberately and without prejudice debate 
the matter with himſelf, it will appear, ether, that the very Apoſtles 
were of the Confederacy to ſet up Antichriſtian Government over the 
whole World, and where ever my founded Churches and Converted | 
Pagans, to bring them into Spiritual Sodom and Egypt, and Antichriſtian 
bondage - Or that the Government is Innocent, Lawful and agreeable 
to the Will of God, which muſt of Neceſſity be beſt known to thoſe 
Miraculouſly jnſpired Men upon whom the Cloven Tongues of fire de- 
ſcended, which were to lead them into all Truth ; and whether this will 
not bring in Queſtion the truth of the Promiſe, and of Him who made 
it, and by Conſequence, ſuch a Chain of Atheiſm and Impieties, as are 
not fit to be named among Chriſtians, I leave to all men to conſider and 
Judge. 
| Fl it is perfely impoſſible to conſidering Men and thinking 

inds, to apprehend, that for ſo many Hundred Years, as from the 
Apoltles Age till of late, among all the Churches of Chriſtians in the 
World, and among all the Presbyteries that in all thoſe Ages have yield- 
ed fubjeQtion and been in ſubordination to this Government of Biſhops, 
there ſhould be none found, whom either Conſcience of Duty, the Na- 
tural Love of Liberty, or that Averſion which all Mankind have to Pride 
and the Uſurpations of others over them, ſhould not once prevail with 
them to oppoſe this General DefeCtion and Apoſtacy, and Invaſion of the 
Kingdom of Chriſt and Likerty of Chriſtians. 

The Ingenuous will I hope Excuſe this Excurſion, which though it 
may appear out of my Road, is not out of my Profeſſion, nor I hope of 
any Diſadvantage to the Reader. 


Long-winded Mr.7 homas alſo took the Cudgels in this Quarrel againſt 
Church- Government, and ſhot his Bolt as follows. 


- 


Have heretofore delivered the Reaſons that induced me to yield my ſeveral 

Votes, touching the Corruption and unſoundneſs of the preſent Epiſcopacy 
and Church Government; ſo for the unlawfulneſs of their intermedling in Se- 
cular affairs, and uſing Civil Power ; as alſo the harm and noxiouſneſs of their 
Sitting as Members in the Lords Houſe, and Judges in that moſt Honourable 
and High Court : Now l crave leave to do the like in ſhewing the Reaſons of 
my Vote concerning Deans, and their Office ; I ſay that my Opinion then was, 
and now is, that as the Ofhce is unneceſlary, themſelves uſeleſs, ſo the ſubſtance 
of the one, and continuance of the other, needleſs ; nay rather, as I will de- 
clare, moſt hurtful, therefore may eaſily be ſpared, nay rather ought to be abo- 
liſhed ; my reaſons are theſe, that the Office of Deans doth neither tend or 
conduce ( as ſome haye alledged ) to the honour of God, the propagation of 
Piety, the advancement of Learning, or benefit of the Common-weal, but e 
contra, that they occaſion the diſhonour and diſſervice of God, the hinderance, 
if not deſtruction of Piety, the ſuppreſſion and diſcouragement of Learning and 
Learned Men, and the detriment and prejudice of Church and Common-weal ; 
| this I conceive ſhall make moſt apparent, if time and your patience will permit: 
But firlt | humbly craye leave (and I think it will not be impertinent) to declare 
what Deans were Originally in their firſt Birth ; Secondly, what in their en- 
creaſe and further growth ; and Laſtly, their preſent condition, being at their 
full, and, as Ithink, their final period. 

As to their Original, it is not to be denyed but themſelves and Office, are 
of great Antiquity, Saint Auguſtine declaring both 5 bur I do not ſay that it is 
an ancient Office in the Church, but what Officers Deans then were, be pleaſed 
to hear from Saint Ayguſtiz's own delivery in his Book de Moribus Eccleſia Catho- 
lice, if that Book, as alſo that of Afonachorum be his, which Eraſmwand others 
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templation, appointed Officers which they called Decanos, the Office of th:m, 
and why they were ſo called, he delivereth in theſe words as near as I remem- 
ber, Opus autem tradunt illis quos Decanos vocant, eo quod ſunt denis prepoſiti, ut ne- 
minem illorum cura ſui corporis tangat, neque in cibo, neque in veſtimento, neque ſi 
quid alind vel quotidiana neceſſitate vel mutata (ut aſſolet) valetudine, hi autem Decani 
magna ſollicitudine, omnia diſponentes & preſto facientes quicquid illa vita propter 
imbecillitatem corporis poituler, 

Here we ſee the Office of Deans in Saint eAvguſtin's time, antiquity ſufficient, 
but not antiquity, for being Officers of the Church ; therefore they do not 
rightly plead antiquity, as to the point now controyerted, the queſtion being 
whether the Office as now it is exerciſed, be the ſame that it was then ; ſure they 
ſhall find it not only different, but in a manner quite contrary ; they are deceiy- 
ed that urge it, but they are to know that this judicious Houſe is able to diſcern 
and diſtinguiſh a counterfeit Face of antiquity from the true, and in vain do 
they ( with the Gib. ) Labour to deceive us by old Sacks, old Shoes, old Gar- 
ments,o1d Boots,and 01d Bread that is dry-and-mouldy; therefore to no purpoſe, 
and cauſeleſs do they charge us to afteft Noyelty, and to offer to take away 
Church-Governors and Government. What theſe men, I mean Deans, were 
Originally, we ſee, how they came to be Presbyters, and of the Miniſters, and 
for what cauſe, I ſhall hereafter declare ; but we may not think this charging of 
us as Innovators ſtrange, when as Chriſt himſelf had his Doctrine cenſured as 
new ; what Doctrine jþ this ſaith the Jews ? Mark 1. 17, we arenot then to ex- 
pect that we ſhall eſcape the like cenſure of innovating. 

The Servant is not aboye his Lord, nor the Diſciple above his Maſter ; and 
indeed ſo Saint Paul found it, for the Greecians made the ſame demand to him : 
May we (fay they) know what this new Doctrine is, whereof thou ſpeakeſt? 
Afﬀs 17. But let us liberareanimas noſtras.;, conſcientie ſatisfaciamus, nibil in fa- 
mam laboremus , conſentiamus in eo quod convenit, non in eo quod traditum. 

But to return where I lefr, granting the Name and Office, we find them to 
be only Caterers or Stewards, to provide Food and Raiment for the Monks, 
whoſe Garments, as they were not coltly, ſo was not their fair dainty, being 
but Bread and Water, as witneſſeth Saint Ferome, Athanaſins, Theodoret, and 
others. And Surixs in the life of Pachonius, written 1200 Years ſince, teſtifi- 
eth the ſame. To have the like Imployment row, I neither deny nor envy 
them. 

Well now, Let ns ſee how they increaſed in authority, and came to be ac- 
counted Officers of great Dignity; then thus, when for the Auſterity of their 
Lives, and Opinion of their ſanctity, Princes and others did beſtow Lands and 
Revenues upon the Monks, then their prepoſirs the Deans did partake of their 
Honors and Poſleſſions, and then began the corruption and poyſoning of them; 
Tunc venenum infunditum im Decan.religio peperit divitias & filia devoravit matrem: 
Anſwerable whereto is that of Saiut Ferome, In wvitas Patrum, ſince Holy 
Church increaſed in Poſleſlions, it decreaſed in Virtues ; the like hath Saint Ber- 
nard, and many Others. 

Thus we ſee that the Spring that was clear in the barren Mountains, deſcen- 
ding down to the richer Vallies, becomes thick and muddy, and at laſt is ſwal- 
lowed by the briniſh Ocean ; Salſum perducles imbibit eAquor aquas. But to de- 
liver it ia the words of an Honourable Author ; Time, faith he, is moſt truly 
compared to a Stream that conveyeth down freſh and pure Water into the ſalt 
Sea of Corruption, which invironeth all Humane Actions, and therefore if a 
Man:ſhall not by his Induſtry, Vertue, and Policy, as it were with the Oar, 
row againſt the Stream and Inclination of Time, all Inſtitutions and Ordinan- 
ces ( be they never ſo pure ) will corrupt and degenerate ; which we ſhall ſee 
verihed in Deans, and their Officers. For now being enddwed with great Poſ- 
ſeſſions, it was ordained they ſhould be choſen out of the Presbytery to that 
place, . Ne fit Decanus niſs Presbyter, a$1 find in Saint Bernard. Well, did they 
reſt in this State and Condition ? No, they muſt be Civil Magiſtrates, Chancel- 
lors, or Keepers of the Seal, Lord Treaſurers, Privy Councellors, or what have 
they not of Lay-Offices, Dignities and Titles?

was exhorted by the Biſhops and great Men, to receive the Sacrament of Chriſts 
Body and Blood, which he trembling at, refuſed to do, whereupon the King 
admoniſhed and commanded him todo it,he promiſed him thereupon to do it the 
next Day. Being admoniſhed to make his Will, he commanded all to avoid 
the Room but one Scribe, Who begioning to write his Will in the accuſtomed 
Forms, In the name of the Father, of the Son, &c. The Dean perceiving it,com- 
manded him in a Rage to blor it out,and theſe Words only to be written : I be- 
queath all my Goods to my Lord the King, my Body to the Grave, and my 
Soul to the Devils; which being uttcred, he gave up the Ghoſt. The King 
hereupon commanded his Carcaſs to be carried in a Cart, and drowned in the 
River, Good God, what a Change is this from being bumble Servants to poor 
Monks, to become proud Prelates, Peers to Princes. Fuantum mutati ab iltis, 
nunc Cigns qui modo Corvi : They now forſake their Templa panpertatis, & Templa 
pietatis, tanquam noxia numina, and only allow and make choice of Templa honoris, 
& Templa fortune. They then took care for the poor Monaſtery, but now 
poorly care for the Miniſtery, and to ſpeak no leſs truly then plainly, they do 
either juſt nothing, or ( what is worſe ) nothing that is juſt. But not to trace

Afterwards in the ninth Chapter, I read preaching to be pert of their Du- 
ty, Concionem habeat Decanus in Eccleſia Cathedrals ſmgulis diebus dominicis. 

Thus their Office is declared to be theſe Particulars following. 

1. To rule and order the Church, and to look to the repair, and for the deco- 
ration thereof, as is alſo elſewhere enjoyned. 

2, To preſerve Diſcipline and Holy Rites. 

3. To be adjuments or aſliſtants to the Biſhops in Cathedrals, as be the Arch- | 
deacons abroad. 
Part of which Aſſiſtance is,. as ſeemeth, to preach for them, but the Biſhops 
will excuſe them that ſervice as too painful, nay forbid it as tco dangerous ; but 
though they will not buſie themſelves in preaching, Fet have they leiſure ro be 
inventive and operative in poor beggerly toys and trifles, which neither bring | 
Honour to God, nor good to the Church and People; their Preaching and 
godly Life, did anciently winn the Peoples Hezrts to love God, and them as his 
Miniſters, whom they received as Angels of God, Ambaſſadors from Heaven : 


Etures,Dignities, Titles, Places, Revenues and Priviledges wherewith the Church- 
men were anciently endowed, what hath or is likely to demoliſh them is eafie to 
conjecture; King Fames hath delivered it in theſe Words. "The natural fick- 
neſs that hath ever troubled and been the decay of all Churches ſince the begin- 
ning of the World, hath been Pride, Ambition,and Avarice, and theſe Infirmi- 
ties wrought the oyerthrow of the Popiſh Church, in this Country and di- | 
vers others; but the reformation of Religion in Scotland, was extraordinarily 
wrought by God, though many things were inordinately done by ſuch as blind- 


But leſt I ſhould forget a principal part of the Office, Church Muſick, it ſhall 
have here the firſt Place, the rather,for that as I read, the firſt coming in thereof, 
was to uſher Antichriſt; for I do find in my reading, that Ammo Dom. 666. the 
Year that was deſigned or computed for the coming of Antichriſt, Yitalian Bi- 


ſhop of Rome, brougtit into the Church ſinging of Service, and the uſe of Or- 
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gans, &c. As weread in Plat. Balexs, and others, in the life of Yitalian, who 
therefore was called the Muſical Pope, although at that time there was greater 
occaſion of Sorrow, the Loxgobards having entred and waſted Jraly, and there. 
fore faſting and praying bad been more proper then Muſick, and melodious fing- 
ing. ' Hereupon ( ſaith mine Author ) ignorance aroſe among the People, lulled, 
( as it were) aſleep by the confuſed noiſe of many Voices. This carried co- 
lour of advancing Deyotion, although it was no better ( as the caſe then ſtood) 
then the Altar creed to the unknown God, Ats 17, Hereby the Key of 
Knowledg was hid, Luke 11. When the common People underſtood not what 
was ſung, and the heat of Zeal was quenched in Men of underſtanding, whoſe 
Ears were tickled, but Hearts not touched, whileſt ( as Saint Args/tine com- 
plaineth of himſelf ) ſo moſt were more moved by the ſweetneſs of the Song, 
then by the ſenſe of the Matter, which was ſung unto them, working their bane, 
like the deadly touch of the Afpis in a tickling delight, or as the ſoft touch of 
the Hiena, which doth infatuate and Jull aſleep, and then deyoureth; if Service 
inthe Latine or unknown Tongue,whereof the ſimpleſt People underſtood ſome- 
what, was juſtly cenſured, certainly this manner of ſingigg F/alms, and Service, 
whereof the molt learned can underſtand nothing, is to be condemned I diſlike 
not ſinging, though by Muſick of Organs and other Inſtruments, but I wiſh that 
what is ſung may be underſtood ; and as Juſtinian the Emperor commanded all 
Biſhops and Prieſts, to celebrate Prayer with a loud and clear voice, non racito 
modo, that the Minds of the Hearers might be ſtirred up with more Devotion 
to expreſs the Praiſes of God; ſo wiſh I, that Service and Pſalms may be fo 


. Read and Sung, that they may be underſtood, and fo edify the Mind, as well as 


pleaſe the Ear, 

Now I am to declare that this Office doth neither tend to the Honour of 
God, the propagation of Piety, the advancement of Learning, or benefit of the 
Common-weal, but to 'the contrary, as I have delivered, rather to the diſho- 
nor, &c. But the Day being fo far ſpent, 1 will not aſume too much boldneſs 
to preſs upon your Patience, for further hearing thereof, but will crave leave 
for further rendring thereof, at fitter opportunity, and for better conveniency. 


In the Lords Houſe the Lord Biſhop of Winton reported the Confe- 
rence delivered from the Houſe of Commons touching the Canons made 
at the late Synod.

Reſolved,&c. nullo contradicente, That the ſeveral Conſtitutions and 
Canons Eccleſtaſtical treated upon by the Archbiſhop of Canterbury and 
York, Preftdents.of the Convocations for the reſpetive Provinces of Can- 
terbury and York, and the ret of the Biſhops and Clergy of thoſe Pro- 
vinces, and agreed upon with the Kings MajeFties Licence in their ſeveral 


Reſolved, &c. That theſe Canons and ConFtitutions EccleftaFtical treated 
upon by the Archbiſhops of Canterbury and York, Prefidents of the Conve- 
cations for the reſpettrve Provinces of Canterbury and York, and the reft 
of the Biſhops and Clergy of thoſe Provinces, and agreed upon by the Kings 
Majesties Licence in their ſeveral Synods begun at London and York in 
the Tear 1640, do contain in them many matters contrary to. the King's

This Day alſo a Bill againſt Ship-Money was read the firſt time. 


Mr. 7ailor late Burgeſs of Windſor was alſo this day diſcharged from 
the Tower, 


The Commons fell upon the Conſideration of Disbanding the Army, 
and it was Ordered, That the Souldiers ſhould be allowed Eight pence 
for every Fifteen Mikes, to be conducted 3oo in a Company homewards, 
and not more ; ther Arms to be all taken from them and laid up at 7ork, 
Hull,and other Convenient Places ;. the Scots and Emg/i/h to be Disband- 
ed at the fame time. 

A Petition was read, wherein Sir Will;:am Withrington and Sir Her- 
bert Price made their humble Submiſſion to the Houſe, and deſired to be 
releaſed from their Imprifonment in the 7ower, but nothing was done 
upon It. 

"he Earl of Northumberland ſent a Meſſage to the Commons, to let 
them know he had received a Letter from his Brother Mr. Henry Percy, 
and that if they would ſend ſome of their Houſe, they ſhould have an account 
of it. Whereupon Mr. ZZollis and ſome others were ſent to his Lurdſhip. 
The Letter was in theſe words, 


V Hat with my own innocency, and the violence I hear is againſt me, I find my 
VV ſelf much diſtratted, I will not ask, your Counſel, becauſe it may bring pre- 
judice upon you, but 1 will with all faithfulneſs and truth, tell you what my part bath 
been, that at leaſt it may be cleared by you, whatſoever becomes of me. 

When there was 50000l. deſigned by the Parliament for the Engliſh Army, there 
Was, 4s I takg it a ſudden demand by the Scots at the ſame time of 25000 Pounds, of 
which there was 1 5000l. ready ;, this they preſſed with much neceſſity, as the Parlia- 
ment,after an order made,did think jt fit for them to reduft 100001. out of the 5o000l, 
formerly granted ; upon which the Souldiers in our Houſe, were much Scandalized, 
among jt which 1 was one, and ſating by Wilmot and Aſhburnham, Wilmot ſtood 
up and told them, if that the Scots would procure Money, be doubted not but the Offi- 
cers of the Engliſh Army might eaſily do the like : but the firſt order was reverſed not- 
withſtanding, and 10000l. given to the Scots, this was the cauſe of many diſcourſes of 
diſlike among ft us and came to this purpoſe, that they were diſobliged by the Parliament 
and not by the King ; this being ſaid often to one another, we did reſolve that Wilmot, 
Aſhburnham,Pollard,Oneale,and my ſelf to makg ſome expreſſions of ſerving theKing in 
all things he wonld command us, that were Honourable for him and us, being likewiſe 
agreeing to the Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom, that ſo far we would Live and Die 
with him, this was agreed upon with us,not having any Communication with others,that 
I am coupled now withal;and further by their joynt conſent, T was to tell bis Majeſty thus 
much from them;but withal I was to order the matter ſo,as the King might apprehend this 
as agreat Service done unto him,at this time when his Aff airs were um ſo ill a condition, & 
they were moſt confident, T hat they would engage the whole Army thus far,but farther 
they would undertake nothing, becauſe they would neither infringe the Liberties 
of the Subjects, nor deſtroy the Laws ; to which, I and every one conſented, and 
having their Senſe, I drew the Heads up in a Paper, to the which they all approved, 
when I read it ,, and then we did by an Oath promiſe one another to be Jade and 
ſecret in all this, and did all of us take that Oath together , then I ſaid, Well Sirs,

(4) The Earl of Bath Reports the Conference Yeſterday with the 
Houſe of Commons delivered by Sir John Hotham to this EfleQt;7hat the 
Elouſe of Commons had taken into Confideration the Vaſt Charge that the 
Kingdom lyes under by maintaining the Two Armies, that they have uſed 
their utmoſt Endeavours in providing Mony for Disbanding them ; That 
Neceſſity Enforceth them to Disband the King's Army by Parts, as they 
ſhall be able to provide Money, and the Scottith Army wholly and altoge- 
ther. That in Disbanding the Army, they will firſt disband thoſe that lye 
in the moſt Southern Parts ; That they intend to Disband Five Regi- 
ments, whereof they intend that the Regiment of Hull ſhall be the firſt, then 
the Earl of Nidesdale's Company which is put under the Regiment of Sir 
Charles Vavaſor, and ſo other Regiments ſhall march firft to give way for 
the reſt to march, and that they ſhall not march above 300 in a Com- 

any. 

The Earl of Briſto/ Reported Heads which the Lords Committees drew 
up in the Morning, to be propounded at a Conference touching the 
Disbanding of the Armies ; v/z. 

That a Total Disbanding be propounded, as that mhich is thought ne- 
cefſary in the firſt place to be defired ; if for doing this they are not pro- 
vided for the preſent, this Houſe will be ready to give them all poſſible 
Aſſiſtance for perfetting this great Work. 

And that if the Commons ſhall make an Eſtimate of what will be want- 
ing to the Total Disbanding, the Houſe of Peers will joyn with them moſt 
readily ; for untill a full Diſarming and Disbanding of the Armies be 
Reſolved and Declared, it is much to be doubted, that there will be 
greater difficulty in raifing Money or getting Credit : and therefore it is 
defired to imploy all our JuSF Endeavours for a Total Disbanding of both 
Armies, 

If there be not a paſidility preſently to Disband all the Five Regi- 
ments being to be disbanded, it is held fit that it be prepounded to the 
Scots, That they at the ſame time retire at leaſt from the River Tees 
homeward, and Ship their Field Ordnance at Newcaſtle ; and that the 
Engliſh /ikewiſe retire their Ordnance and Train of Artillery. 

Mr. A/en Blany Curate of Newington in Surrey, was this Day order- 
ed to be Summoned to attend the Houſe for Preaching againſt the Pro- 
teſtation, Afhrming, That the Parliament is able to Confirm a Law, but 
not to Make a Law to bind him againſt his Conſcience ; and for offeri 
a Proteſtation-of his own to make good the 39th Article, to which he 
ſubſcribed his hand, and left it with the Church-wardens.

And further,that the encreaſe of the 
Chriſtian Faith Piety, and the Inſtruction of Youth in good Learning, and 
the Suſtentation of the Poor, ſhould be for eyer there kept, maintained and 
continued ; and the ſzid Dean, Prebends, Canons, and all other Perſons belong- 
ing to the ſaid Cathedrals and Colledges, are to be Goyerned and Ruled accor- 
ding to the Statutes preſcribed unto them, 

Sir, The Statutes are many, 1 will in brief tell you the Subſtance of ſome few 
of them. The ſaid Deans, Prebends, and Canons, are always to reſide and dwell 
in the Houſes of the ſaid Cathedrals, and thereto keep a Family, good Hoſpita- 
lity,to Feed the Poor, and to diſtribute Alms unto the needy, to be careful to 
Preach the Word of God, . In Seaſon,and out of Seaſon, and to ſow the Seed of the | 
Wecrd of God abroad, but eſpecially in the ſaid Cathedral Church, and to have 
Youth profitable taught there. And to the end that they all Serve God, as 
well at Meals, as in the Church, they arc to have a Common Table in the Com- 
mon Hall of the ſaid Cathedral, where the ſaid Canons, Scholars, Quireſters, 
and under- Officers are zppointed to Eat together,and the ſaid Dean and Chapter, 
are to give Yearly Twenty Pound to the Poor,beſide their own Poor Almſ-men, 
and Twenty Pound more Yearly towards the Repairing of Bridges, and High- 
ways thereabaurs, 

Sir, For the performance of the ſaid Statutes, and Premiſes, The ſaid 
Deans, Prebends, Canons, and Miniſters of the ſaid Cathedral do, or ought re- 
ſpectively to take an Oath;z and thereby in expreſs words do call God to wit- 4} 
neſs, and do Swear upon the Holy Evangeliſts, to Rule, Govern and behave | 
themſclves well, and fathfully ia the ſaid Church, according to the Will and it 
Statutes of the Founder, and every one of them do Swear, that he will to his I 

Vor. II. P Þ utmoſt | 
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utmoſt Power, well and faithfully, keep all and ſingular the ſaid Ordinances and 
Statutes, as much as concerns himſelf, and will procure all others as much as 
concerns them to keep the ſame inviolably,So help him God,and theſe Holy Gofſ- 
pels of God. 


Maſter Hide, You ſee wherefore the Lands were granted unto Deans and 
Chapters, what their Statutes are, and their Oaths to keep them : It might be 
thought that theſe men do know a way , another, or nearer way to Heaven 
then they teach us; or otherwiſe that they would not fit inthe Scat of Perjury, 
as it may ſeem they do, without remorſe of Conſcience : For it is notoriouſly 
known to the City of Glouceſter, and Country thereabouts, That not one 
of the ſaid Statutes before mentioned, are, or ever were, during my remem- 
brance , kept, or the matters contained in any of them, performed by any of 
the Deans or Prebends of the ſaid Cathedral ; They come indeed once a year 
to receivethe Rents and Profits of the ſaid Lands, but do not diſtribute unto 
the poor and needy, their Portion, neglecting altogether the mending of the 
High-ways and Bridges, and do'not keep any common Table at all : and inſtead 
of Preaching the Word of God themſelves, In Seaſon, and out of Seaſon, they 
are, and have been the chief Inſtruments to hinder the ſame in others. Infinite 


are the Preſſures that many Cities near unto Deans and Chapters, have endured 
by them, and their procurement. And whereas it was objected by another 
Learned Gentleman of the Long Robe, That the Deans and Chapters are a Bo- 


ny other Body Politick, or any Ciry, or Town Corporate ; I am of his opinion, 
for ſuch Lands and Poſſeſſions (if they have any) which they bought themſelves in 
right of their Corporation,or for ſuch Lands were given them for their own uſe, 
and 1 am well contented that ſuch Lands ſhould be left unto them ; but their caſe 
is far differentin my opinion ; for I have ſhewed you before, to what Godly, Pi- 
ous, and Charitable uſes rhe ſaid Lands and Poſſeſſions were granted unto them : 
And ſuitable thereunto you may call to mind the LondonersCaſe,about Londonderry 
in the Star-Chamber,where they were fined 70000 Pound to his Majeſty, and the 
ſame afterwards eſtreated into his Majeſties Exchequer. But upon the Writ of 
Extent iſſuing out thereupon, His Majeſty, as I have heard, received no bene- 
fir of any ſuch Lands, whereof the Corporation was Siezed for the maintenance 
of any Hoſpitals, Bridges, or other Charitable uſes, or ought to have done, as 
I conceive. Seeing therefore the ſaid Deans and Chapters are bur Truſtees, 
and the profits of the ſaid Lands, fo ill imployed by them, contrary to that 
truſt repoſed in them ; I am clear of opinion, that by a Legiſlative power in 
Parliament, It is fit to take them away, and to-put them into the hands of Feof- 
fes to be diſpoſed of to ſuch Pious, Religious, and Charitable uſes, as they were 
firſt intended : But it was faid by a worthy Knight, That he ſhould beunwilling 
to take away their Lands and Poſleſſions, untill he firſt knew how they ſhould 
be diſpoſed of, and how the Perſons, who were many thouſands in this Kingdom 
(as he ſaid) that would want Bread, ſhould he be provided for. Certainly 
Mr. Hide ( although that is not the work at this time ) yet I account it no diffi- 
culty to ſatisfy that worthy: Knight; for I find upon the Survey of the Lands of 
the ſaid Deanery of GlouceFter, that it hath above twelve ReCtories of good 
value, and about thirty Vicarages, Penſions, and Portions of Tithes ; which 
being at the firſt; Deo conſecrata, molt fit they ſhould be ſtill employed for the 
maintenance of the Goſpel;and therefore if thoſe Deans and Prebends being but 
Seven in all to be now taken away, will be Preaching Miniſters, there is, 1 hope, 


yet to reſerve as large a Salary as now they have for ſo many Singing Men there 
in Holy Orders that cannot Preach. And then there are left to be provided for, 
but the Organiſt,cight Singing Boys,two School-Maſters,fourPoor Almſmen,and 
ſome under- Officers, whole yearly Wages, come unto about one Hundred Pound 
per annumand the faidDean and Chapter have almoſt the third part of the Houſes 
of the City of GlouceFter , the old Rent of them being] yearly} about 175.

_—_— this 1 conceive will anſwer another ObjeCftion raiſed by a Worthy 
Knight at the Bar, touching the Poverty of the Clergy of England, if this Bill 
ſhould take effect, ſurely my Opinion is quite contrary ; and to that purpoſe, 
I call to mind the ſaying of a Learned Divine, Chaplain to a Nobleman, upon 
ſome Conference with him of our wiſhed deſire to remove Scandalous Miniſters, 
and to reduce the Impropriations of Biſhops, and Deans and Chapters to a 
Preaching Miniſtry : if thele things, ſaid he, take effeft, the Univerfities will 
not be able to ſupply the Churches : and ſurely Sir, if theſe things take effeR, I 
am confident we ſhall be ſo far from having a Poor beggerly Clergy, as that no 
Kingdom in the Chriftiar World will have a more Rich, and Flouriſhing Clergy, 
both for Nurſeries,and Incouragements of Learning,and for their maintenance in 
more plentiful manner then ir is at this preſent. Pleaſe you therefore to put the 
Queſtion, I am ready to give my aid thereunto.

To this end, ( and that we may not loſe all, by asking more then all ) I will 
be bold to offer to your conſideration, a proviſional addition or two. Such ag 
(1 hope) may both ſatisfy us and fecure our Bill, by fit amendments. 


Here was alittle interception, and then a long additional to the Bill preſented in 
Writing, for putting all Church-Government into the hands of Commiſſioners in 
every Dioceſs. I proceeded. 


Sir, there is now offered unto you, a large addition to your Bill, longer (in- 
deed) by far, then the Bill it ſelf. It feems to deſire, that a Proportional 
number of Clergy and Laity, may be Commiſlionate together, for all Eccleſi- 
aſtick Jurisdition, until a future Government be reſolved on. 

I muſt confeſs I am not ſatisfied with this way of Commiſſioners, it would joy 

me much and fatisfie me more, if as one Government goes out, I could ſee ano- 
ther come in, and that without an Inter-regnumof Commiſſioners. 
We are reſolved that the preſent way of Government is unſufferable, let it go, 
but let us have another. This I conceive to be Feaſible, and that in fewer 
-[Lines, fewer Words, then this additional Increment now offered to your Bill ; 
which in truth will make me like your Bill worſe then I did before. 


I ſhould think this a happy day, if we could fo temper this Bill, that. it might 
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This is ( within theſe Walls for ought I hear ) on all hands agreed upon : and 
then by ( unavoidable neceſſity ) this Govyerament muft be diſtributed into 
Parts, into certain Limits, Circuits and Diviſions of places, wherein ir isto be 
excrciſed, 

Unto this being granted, I do ſubjoyn three Propoſitions , and they are 
thele : 

Firſt,Our preſent Dioceſles are (for the moſt part) much too large, too vaſt ; 
I deſire therefore, That the Circuit for future Church Government, may be 
reduced to the common Boundaries and Limits of our ſeveral Shires, the dif- 
proportion from thence objected ſhall be eafily anſwered. 

Secondly, Next, in every of theſe diviſions, I delice that ſome Choice, able, 
grave Divines, ( twelve or more in a Shire ) may be by the Parhament appoint- 
ed, to be in the nature of an old Primitive conſtant Pres bytery among us, 

Thirdly, and Laftly, Becauſe all meetings of many muſt be diſorderly, and 
the rule of many cannor be without confuſion, unleſs there be one to guide and 
direct the reſt. I ſhall deſire that in every Shire, over every Presbytery, we may 
eſtabliſh one Preſident. 

A Preſident ( | ſay ) more to ſatisfie others then my ſelf. The name of B;- 
ſbop diſturbs not me; let him be a Biſhop cr an Over-ſeer,or a Preſident, or a Mode 
rator, Or a Super-intendent, Or a Ruling-elder ;, call him what you will, ſo as 
provide me one in every Shire,over every be to guide and direct the reſt. 

The different Sence (to be eaſily obſerved) and I hope not paſt our ſtrevgth 
to be reconciled, in this Houſe, concerning our preſent Church Goverament, 
is twofold. One is for Raine thereof, the other for Reforming : both are near- 
er together in Heart (1 perſwade my ſelf) then we are yet aware of. The 
nearer the better, and more eaſie compoſure both of our own ſelves here, and 
of the Churches peace throughout the Land abroad. God ſend that we may find | 
the way to Peace. 

If the right Form of Primitive Epiſcopacy were truly ſtated forth unto us, it 
would (queſtionleſs) take and lead our judgments along therewith. 

' This Biſhop was not ſo much a Lord as a Father over his charge, ruling with 
Love and tender Bowels ; whoſoever did inſtitute this Epiſcopacy, ſure 1 am, 
this Biſhop hath, and eyer had, a Preſidency before, and a Precedency over 
others of his own Order. 

He was one man choſen out among the reſt, and by the reſt put into a ſeveral 
degree(notinto a diſtinCt ſuperior Order)above the reſt «is 72 6H10xordir ad Epiſco- 
paxdum to over-ſee the reſt : and this only in matters Spiritual, nothing at all 
in affairs Temporal, or Seculac employments. 

If this Biſhop were not of Apoſtolical inſtitution, yet it is undeniable that he 
was of Apoſtolical permiſſion. For, of and 1n the ApoFolical times, all Stories, 
all. Fathers, all Ages have agreed, that ſuch Biſhops there were. | 

His Rule indeed was with conſent of his Senate, his Presbytery; Dvref;on 
was his, Coercion was ſtill their own. | C 

He had Tgzxdeiay, yea and wc9maer, both the firſt place of ſitting, and the 
chiefeſt part of the power : I ſay the chiefeſt part,l do not ſay, the greate# part 
of power. | The power, it was more eminent in him, but it was virtually reſi- 
ding and domeſticant in the. plurality of bis Aſſeſſors. 

Theſe Aſſeſſors | were the Presbyters, the Elders of the Church, of whom 
Holy Ignatius ( a Father fo primitive, that he was Diſciple to Saint Tobr the 
Apoſtle, and by ſome thought to be that very Child ( whilſt he was a Child ) 
whom our bleſſed Saviour took and ſer before his Diſciples, whereof you read 
in three of the Evangeliſts. This Jexariue (I fay) in his Epiſtle to the Tralians 
doth call theſe Elders couCiace, x) ownidpebra vs troxbre, The Conncellors and Co- 
Aſſeſſors of the Biſhop. | 

Here was in this Age (and yet this Father died a Biſhop and a Martyr before 
the laſt Apoſtle went to Heaven) here was a Fellowſhip, yet ſuch a Fellowſhip 
as deſtroyed not preſidency: and in another Epiſtle ( that to the Adagneſians ) 
you have ſuch a preſidency as doth admit alſo of a Fellowſhip. Tegxadudve 5% 
6hoxbre #35 Throw O17 &) of wpeoCuripur; is Throp owutSyis oY Smconar. The Byſbop be- 
ing Preſident (the very 'Name and Office there) «s in the place of God, and the Preſ-/ 
byters as @ Senate of the Apoſtles.

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I forbear to dilate upon this Epiſcopacy. But 1 will be bold, Ponere ob 
_—_ to ſer him before your Eyes. 1 will give him you even by way of demon- 
ration. 
Maſter Hide, your ſelf are now in this great Commictee, Mr. Speaker is in the 
Houſe, The Biſhop of our Congregation. | 

You are in your ſelves but Faowdcmbers of the ſame Houſe with us, re- 
turned hither (as we alſo are) to ſit on theſe Benches with us : until by our E- 
leftion and by common ſuffrage, you are /ncathedrated: then you have 
(and ir is fit and neceſſary, that you ſhould have) a Precedency before us, and a 
Preſidency over us. : 

Notwithſtanding this, you are not diverſified into a ſeveral diſtinct order from 
us ( you muſt not {well with that conceit ) you are ſtill the ſame Member of the 
ſame Houſe you were, though raiſed to a painful and careful degree among us, 
and above us. | 

This Biſhop had ( as your ſelf have here) poreſtatem direttivam, but not Cor- 
retivam. Correftion in our Houſe doth dwell in the General Vote, 

You know the power you have is Limited, and circumſcribed by them who 
gave It; you are no Dictator to preſcribe us our Laws; but muſt gather 
our Votes : and then your pronouncing doth fix our (not your ſingle) own Or- 
ders. 

Neither you here, ( Maſter Speaker in the Houſe ) can Degrade any one of 
us from theſe Seats,nor can you ſilence us in the due liberty of our Speech. 

Truly ($#r) as yet adviſed, 1 do heartily wiſh we had in every Shire of Eng- 
land, a Biſhop ſuch and ſo regulated for Church Government within that Sphear, 
= _ Speaker is bounded in and Limited, by the Rules and Cancels of this 

ouſe. 

That were (indeed) a well tempered and a bleſſed Reformation, whereby our 
times might be approximant, and conformant to the Apoſtolical and Pure pri- 
mitive Church. 

But this (I fear) is magis optandum quam ſperandum : yet it being the cauſe of 
God, who can then diſpair ; 

This happineſs (I mean living under Epiſcopal Preſidency, not under a domi- 
neering Prelacy) this is too high above our reach, yet ſtrong Prayers, and Hearty 
endeavours may pull the Bleſſing down upon us: In the mean time, wo is our 
Churches portion, for our Biſhop Preſident is loſt, and grown a Stranger to us, 
and inhis room is crept in, and ſtept up a Lordly Prelate, made proud with 
pompand eaſe, who negleCting the beſt part of his Office in Gods Vine-yard, 
inſtead of ſupporting the weakand binding up the broken, forrageth the Vines, and 
drives away other Labourers.

This Biſhop will have no Aſſeſſors (or if any, ſo Ginnally admitted, and ſo

Away then with this Lordly domineerer who playes the Monarch (perhaps the

Cut off the uſurped adjundts of our preſent Epiſcopacy, reduce the ancient 
Epiſcopacy, ſuch as it was, # _ ſpiritualibus, Both may be done with the 
ſame hand, and 1 think in a ſhorter Bill then is offered now by way of ad- 
dition. 

Down then with oor Prelatical Hierarchy, or Hierarchical Prelacy ( ſuch as 
now we have ) moſt of it conſiſting in Temporal adjuncts only ; the Dsana 
and the Idol of Proud and Lazy Church-men. This do, but ex lege, on this 
condition, that with the ſame hand, in the fame Bill, we do gently raiſe again 


as is venerable in its Antiquity and Purity, and moſt bchovovetnl for the Peace of 
our Chriſtendom. 
This 1s the way of Reforming: and thus by yielding to the preſent Storm, 
| and throwing that over-board which is advyefitutious, borrowed, and undue 
Peace may be bronght home unto our Church again, the beſt of that buitdi 
and the troth of AncientEpiſcopacy may be preſerved : otherwiſe we babar 
all. 
This would be glorious for us, and for our Religion : and the glory thereof 
will be the greater, becauſe it redounds unto the God of glory. 
My Motion is, that thoſe Sheets laſt preſented to you, may be laid by, 
and. that we may proceed to reduce again the old Original Epiſcopacy. | 
If this Gentleman had thoroughly conſulted the Church _ he would 
have found, both that Epiſcopacy was ever accounted a Diſtinft Order from and 
aboye Presbytery, and that the moſt Primitive Biſhops exerciſed the ſame 
Jurisdiftion and Power in the Church, even over Presbyrers themſelves, as the 
ent Engliſh Biſhops did 3 and for their Temporal Baroaies and Lordihips,! 
t was never eſteemed any ways Eſſential to the Office, but only a Concomi- 
tant Adjunct, which, by the Fundamental Conſtitution of the Government, by 
the Kings annexing Temporal Baronies to their Spiritual Office, rendred them 
one of the three Eſtares'of the Realm; And indeed it was this Temporal Ho- 
nor, and their Secular Eſtates, Landsand Tenements, which raifed the envy of 
_ «Sag Covetouſneſs of others againſt not: only the Perſons but the 
Order it felt.

* Ido confeſs, That ſome of our Biſhops have had Ambitious, Dange- 
* rous Aims, and have ſo ſtill, that in their Government there are very 
* great Enormities : But Iam not of their Opinion, who believe that 
* there is an Innate ill Quality in Epiſcopacy, like a Specitical Property, 
* which is a Refuge, not a Reaſon I hope; there is not Original Sin in 
* Epiſcopacy ; and though there were, yet may the Calling be as well 
* Reformed, as the Perſon Regenerated. Biſhops have governed the 
* Church for 1500 years without interruption : And no man will ſay, 
* but that God hath faved Souls in all thoſe times under their Govern- 
* ment; Let them be reduc'd according to the uſage of Ancient Chur- 
* ches in the beſt times ; ſo reſtrained as they may not be able hereafter 
*to ſhame the Calling. Ilove not thoſe that hate to be Reformed,

* We have often complained, That Biſhops are too abſolute, too ſin-

To effect which it is moſt agreeable to true Wiſdom and Policy, that both 
Houſes of Parliament determine and declare for the preſent, that the Laws Eſta- 
bliſhed for Church Government ſhall be obeyed : And becauſe all things in the 
firſt Reformation could not be fore-ſeen,or ſome things were neceſſarily for other 
reſpects overſeen, which Time, and great Liberty, and Light have diſcovered, 
and which may now be more fitly taken into conſideration, [That therefore both 
Houſes may be pleaſed to. move His Majeſty for the calling of a National Sy- 
nod, I mean of a Select number of Divines of all three Nations ſubject to His 
Majeſty, equally, and PETInY choſen of Moderate, and Learned Men of 
both ſides, in which may be diſcuſſed, and reſolved a ſetled and uniform Model 
of Goyernment, to be preſented unto the Parliament of all the Kingdoms, there 
to receive Strength and Approbation, | 


In which Aſſembly Godly Men, and lovers of Peace, aſſiſted by the Spirit of 
God, may doubtleſsly be induced to receive fatisfaftion -from one another in a 
Conſcientious way, and to yield to one another by the Rules of Charity for the 
publick Peace of the Church. | | h 

This ſolid courſe as it will allay the Heat and Precipitation of paſſionate Coun- 
cils, ſo it will have Authority in it ſelf, Honor in relation to other Forreign 
Churches, and ſtability in theſe reſolutions. 


I will bebold to add another Motior, that if we may be ſo happy to ſettle 
theſe troubles and ſcruples of tender Conſcience, by imbracivg this only 
Counſel, I could wiſh, that an Intimation were made to all the Reformed Chur- 
ches, thar if they pleaſe to ſend their Deputies, and to aſliſt in this Pious work, 
they ſis11 as Aſſiſtants, be admitted. And Lhope, there may ariſe from hence 
an cccaſion of re-uniring all the Proteſtant Churches at leaſt in Fundemantals ; 
Leaving to every on? a Chriſtian Liberty in thoſe Forms of Diſcipline, which 
may be moſt agreeable to their Civil Government. z which would not only 
ſtrengthen the General Cauſe of Religion, but take away that ſtrong objection 
( of the publick Enemy ) of ſuch a Diviſion amongſt our ſelves as make us ap- 
pear outwardly to be twenty Churches, or none at all ; for from this Branch of 
diviſion and ſeparation hath flown all the advantages both in the Eſtate and 
Church of the Papacy, againſt the Reformation, and the Princes profeſling one 
truth, not fenced about with one Policy.

FR from the Scomh Rebellion to the King's Murther. 


In the Parliament Roll, de eAnno 9. H. 4. Numero 21, when the Peers be- 
gan, but in a ſmall circumſtance to trench upon this priviledge of the Commons, 
there aroſe along, and an earneſt debate upon it, the iſſue of which produced 
a full declaration agreed upon, by both Houſes ; That matter of ſupply, muſt 
firſt proceed from the grant of the Commons, and then be aſlented unto by the 
Lords: ſoas if we had ſent up the preſent Bill, either with blanks for your 
Lordſhips to have filled them up, or have left you out wholly, to haye inſcried 
your own degrees and proportions ( one of which we mult have done, if we had 
not proceeded as we did ) it muſt of neceſſity have followed, that your Lord- 
(hips, contrary to the undoubred priviledge of the ſame Houſe, had originally 
granted aid and ſubſidy, and the Commons had bur aſſented. 

Before that time, though not upon ſo great an occaſion, it was declared in 
Parliament, as appears in Rotulo Parliamenti, de Anno 5. R. 2.n. 16. Thatthe 
Houſe of Commons are firft to treat of matter of ſupply, to reſolve upon it, 
and then to communicate thir reſolutions to the Peers. Now, my Lords, our 
reſolutions are moſt properly couched in a Bill, ſo as we did tranſmit the pre- 
ſent Grant of Aid and Supply to your Lordſhips in the Ancient and due 
Form. 

Burt panes your Lordſhips will ſay, you queſtion not that general right we 
have of granting Subſidies, that it is to receive its Birth, and Being from the 
Houſe of Commons z but that in this particular caſe of Poll-money, you ex- 
pect a particular ſatisfation, and much more to ſee it proved, that the Peerage 
of England were ever before rated in ſuch a Bill. 

For the firſt, my Lords, this way is an Ancient, and a known way ; it began 
in the time of that Wiſe and Victorious Prince,King E4, 3. as appears upon Re- 
cord in Rotulo Parliaments, de Anno 51. Ed. 3. Numero 19, And I aſlure my ſelf 
neer upon three hundred years continuance is able to challenge both allowance 
and imitation, from this preſent Ape.” 

During the Reign of K. 2. his Grand-child, this courſe of raiſing money by 
the Poll, was again put in practice, as an advantagious and a ſpeedy way. Your 
Lordſhips ſhall find one example of it.in the Parliament Roll, de Anno 4. Rich. 
2, 2.15. being almoſt the ſame with that rate and proportion granted in the time 
of Edward the Third. 

But that Record which comes home to this caſe, and is an identical preſident 
in the very particular before your Lordſhips to give you full ſatisfaCtion, is found 
in Rotulo Parliamenti in Parliamento 2. ( for the miſeries at home, and the cala- 
mities abroad,- cauſed in one year ſometimes two, ſometimes three Parliaments, 
in thoſe elder times ) de An. 2. Rich. 2. 7.14. where the Dukes, Earls, and Ba- 
rons are all particularly rated,and theDuke of Britain is there aſſeſſed as a Duke, 
though he were a Free Prince, and had only the Title of Earl of Richmond in 
England; Nay, my Lords, the Houſe of Commons at this time hath come far 
ſhort of the ſame preſident, in favour of the Noble Ladies : for whereas the 
Counteſſes Dowagers were rated at the ſame proportions with Earls, and 
the Widows of Barons at as high a rate as the Barons themſelves, we have now 
eaſed them of two parts of that, and only charged them with the third. 

I hope now your Lordſhips have ſeen both reaſon and preſident for our pro- 
ceedings at this time, you will be pleaſed to believe, that the Houſe of Commons 
will be as careful, and tender of your Lordſhips Rights, and Priviledges, as 
of their own. ; 

We know, my Lords, that this is the way to preſerve peace and unity between 
us,which as it is always expedient, ſo. is it at this time moſt neceſſary. For the 
two Houſes are as the two Arms of the Kingdom; if we hold faſt rogether, we 
ſhall be able to Accompliſh great things worthy to be tranſmitted to afcer-Ages, 
but if we diſſever and diſunite, we may end in ruin andcalamity.

A Meſſage was ſent to the Houſe of Commons to deſire a preſent 
Conference by a Committee of both Houſes touching Honour. 
'} The ſubject of the Conference to be, That both Houſes may Petition 
his Majeſty, that Titles of Honour may not be bought and ſold for Mony, 
but that it may be confer d by his Majeſty, as anciently it was, for Yer- 
' tre and Merit ; and alſo to conſult with the Houſe of Commons about a Bill 
for preventing of this hereafter, and, the Bill to begin from the firſt day 
of this Parliament. 
The Bills for Regulating of the Council-Board, and taking away of 
| the Star-Chamber ; and the Bilk,.concerning the High-Commilſlion Court, 
being read a third time, and upon the Queſtion were reſolved by the 
major part to paſs as Laws, and were ſent down to the Houſe of Com- 


mons. 

A Meſhge was fent to the Commons to let them know that the 
Lords had fent ſome of their Houſe to inform his Majeſty that the Bills 
were ready for his Aſſent. 

Mr. Crew and Mr. Littleton ordered to repair to the Lord Keeper, and 
to defire him from this Houſe, to deſire the Judges in their ſeveral Cir- 
cuits ſo to diſpoſe of their Journeys, that they may not Travel upon the 
Lords-Day, for the ill example that is given to the Countrey there- 
by. 
A Meſhge was ſent from the Lords to certifie the Commons, that his 
Majeſty, who intended to be at the Houſe in the morning, had put it 
off till the afternoon, at which time he would paſs the Poll-Bill, and take 
time to conſider of the other till 7zz/day. But at this the Commons 
were diſpleaſed, and Voted that they ſhould all paſs together ; and Mr.

they did, who return'd this Anſwer, That he would in his own perſon give 
- his anſwer to their defires. | | 

In the Afternoon his Majeſty coming to the Houſe of Lords, the Com- 
mori were ſent for by the Gentleman-Uſher of the Black-Rod, when the 
Bills were preſented for the Royal Aſſent, Mr. Speaker entertained his 
Majeſty with this following Speech. 
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May it pleaſe your Moſt Sacred Majeſty, 


je Government of this Common-Wealth reſts in the Rules of Order ; 
and hath ſo much affinity and conſent with the Rules of Nature, in the Go- 
vernment ofthe World, Thar the firſt Copy and mutation of the one may ſeem 
to be taken from the Original, and firſt Model of the other. 

This contemplation ( Moſt excellent and gracious Soveraign ) caſts our Eyes 
upon your Sacred Majeſty, as that Celeſtial Orbe, which never reſting with- 
out the Office of perpetual motion, to cheriſh the lower Bodies, not enriching 
it ſelf with any Treaſures drawn from below, exhales in vapours from the jn- 
ferior Elements, what in due Seaſon it returns in ſhowers. 

The application makes us conſider our ſelves, thoſe ſublunary Creatures, 
which having their Eſſence and Being from the influence of thoſe Beams ( as the 
Flowers of the Field) open to recave the Glory of the Sun. 

In this Relation, both contribute to the Common good ; your Sacred Majeſty 
as a Nurſing Father deſigned to beſtow on your People, the Bleſſing of Peace, 
and Unity; and we as the Children of Obedience return our duties and af. 
feftions in Aids and Tributes. And this compacted in one Body by the liga- 
ments of Religion and Laws,' hath been the objeCt of admiration to the whole 
World. | 

Amidſt the diſtraftion of Forreign Naticns, we only have fate under the ſha- 
dow of our Vines,and drank the Wines of our own Vintage. 

But your crafty adverſaries, perceiving that the fervent profeſſion of our 
own Religion, and the firm obſervation of our Laws, have been the Pillars of 
our proſperity, by ſubtle inſinuation, pretending a politick neceſlity to admit 
of a Moderation in our Religion, to comply with Forreign Princes, and fug- 
geſting it a Principle in the Rules of Soveraignty, to —_— and take, not 
ask and have, that it"muſt poſtulare by power, not petere by Laws, and keep 
theſe miſeries of War and Calamity, between Nation, and Nation, and put us 
in the poſture of gaze to the whole World. 

But when we behold your Sacred Majeſty deſcended from the Royal Loyns of 
that glorious King, which by his Wiſdom and Policy, firſt ingrafted the White- 
Role and the Red,upon the ſame ſtock, and ſheathed the Sword that had pierced 
the Bowels of ſo much Nobility, glutted with the Blood of People, and then 
laid the firſt hopes, of the happy Union, between the Nations. 

When our thoughts refreſh themſelves with that happy memory of that Re- 
ligious King, your Gracious Father, on whoſe Sacred Temples both Diadems 
were placed, wreathed about with this Motto, faciam eos in gentem unam, We 
cannot but believe that God and Nature ( by a lineal Succeſſion from thoſe Far 
thers of Peace ) hath ordained you that Lapis Angularis, upon which the whole 
Frame ſcttles, and put into the hands of your Sacred Majeſty, the poſſibility and 
power to firm and-ſtabliſh this happy Union between your Kingdoms, and ſo 
raiſe your memory a Statue of Glory and Wiſdom, from Generation to Gene- 
ration. * 

In all this length of time, the aſſurance of this Union and Peace hath been the 
chief object of our deſires ; Our Purſes bave been as open as our Hearts, both 
contributing to this great: Work manifeſted by ſo many Subſidies already preſen- 
ted, ſufficient in our firſt hopes for the full perfeCtion. 

But finding that fail, have again adventured upon your Peoples Property, and 
inan old and abſolute way, new burniſht by the hand of inſtant neceſſity, ex- 
preſſed to the World, the Hearts of a Loyal People ; and howſoever gilded 
with a new name of Tranquility and Peace to your Kingdoms, that with more 
eaſe the People may diſgeſt the bitterneſs of this Pill; yet ſtill our Hearts had 
the ſame aim and object. | | 

A Gift ſuitable to the neceſſity of ſo vaſt Expences that time cannot parallel 
it by any example. 

And by which, if your Sacred Majeſty vouchſafe your Royal aſſent, which 
we Humbly pray, we ſhall not doubt you may ſoon accompliſh thoſe happy et- 
felts, that may preſent your Wiſdom, the object of wonder, and your Policy 
to be.admired amongſt the Nations.

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After which his Majeity commanded the Clerk of the Parliament to 
pronounce the Royal Aſſent, which he did in theſe words, viz.

For the other two Bills, his Majeſty faid, Zrregard he had not conſide- 
red of them, being Bills of great Conſequence, he would inform himſelf con- 
cerning the particulars, and return an anſwer within few days. 

After which the Commons with their Speaker returned to their Houſe 
highly diſcontented, that his Majeſty had not paſled the other two Bills, 
for they preſently after in ſome diſorder adjourned themſelves till Mox- 
ay. 
This day alſo Commiſſary Wilmot Petitioned the Houſe,that he might 
have liberty upon Bail to go into the Country for the Recovery of his 
Health, 2 yoke very much impaired by reaſon of his Impriſonment, 
but the Houſe being already in a great Ferment, it was in an ill minute 
for him, for whatever they might have done in a better humor, his Pe- 
tition was now utterly rejected. 

The Houſe of Commons met this Morning, but being highly diſcon- 
tented at the King's delaying to paſs the two Bills for aboliſhing the 
Court of Star-Chamber and the High-Commiſſion Court, they did not fall 
upon any buſineſs ; but within an hour the Gentleman-Uſher of the 
Black-Rod came to the Houſe, to acquaint them, that the King was 
come to the Houſe of Lords, and expected their attendance. Upon their 
coming up his Majeſty ſpake as followeth. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 
Come to do the Office which I did on Saturday /aſt, to give determi- 
nation to theſe Two Bills ; but before I do it I muſt tell you, that 7 

cannot but be wery ſenſible of thoſe reports of diſcontent that I hear ſome 

have taken' for not giving my conſent on Saturday. Methinks jt ſeems 
ftrange that any one ſhould think I could paſs two Bills of that Importance 
as theſe were, without taking ſome fit time to conſider of them, for it 1s no 

leſs than to alter, in a great meaſure, thoſe Fundamental Laws, Ecclefralt i- 

cal and Civil, which many of my Predeceſſors have eſtabliſhed, &c. 

If you confider what IT have done this Parliament, diſcontent will not fit 
in your hearts, for I hope you remember that I have granted, That the 
Judges hereafter ſhall hold their places, quam diu bene ſe geſlerint, 7 
have bounded the Forreſt, not according to My right, but according to late 
Cuſtomes. 

I have eſtalliſhed the Property of the Subjetts,as witneſs the free-giving, 
not taking away the Ship-mony. 

T have eſtabliſhed by A in Parliament the Property of the Subjeft in 
Tonnage and Poundage which never was done in any My Predeceſſors time;1] 
have granted a Law for a Triennial Parliament, Jos oben way t0 an Att 
for the ſecuring of moneys advanced for the disbanding of the Armies ; 1 
have given free courſe of Juſtice againſt Delinquents ; I have put the Law 
in execution againſt Papiſts. | 

Nay, IT have given way to every thing that you have asked of me, aud 
therefore methinks you ſhould not avs 5 if in ſome things I begin to re- 
fuſe. But I hope, it ſhall not hinder your progreſs in your great Afﬀairs, 
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| and I will not ſtick upon trivial matters, to give you content ; I hope YOu 
are ſenſible of theſe beneficial favours beſtowed on you at this time. 
To conclude, Tou know by your conſent, there is a prefixed time ſet for 
my going into Scotland, and there is an abſolute neceſſity for it, I do not 
know but that things may ſo fall out, that it may be ſhortened ; therefore 
I hope you will haſten the diſpatching of thoſe great buſineſſes that now are 
neceſſary to be done, and leave trivial and ſuperficial matters to another 
meeting. 

For my part T ſhall omit nothing that may give you juſt contentment, 
and ſtudy nothing more then your happineſs, and therefore I hope you ſhall 
ſee a very good 7 eſt imony of it by paſſing theſe two Bills.

T have one word more to ſpeak unto you, and take now an occaſion to pre- 
ſent unto both Houſes , that thereby I hope all the World ſhall ſee,

vice of my Parliament, it would rather be a ſcorn then otherwiſe : There- 
fore I do propoſe it unto you, that if you will adviſe me to it, I do think it 
were very fit to be publiſhed in my name. |

« We all know how near in Blood the Prince EleQtor is to his Maje- 
< ſty. | 
* Many of us here know, what ſolemn Proteſtations have been made 
[7 in this place for the Recovery of the Palatinate, by which wy - 
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© bound in Honour to purſue it with our beſt ' Aſſiſtance, God hath 
* fo framed the powers of Man, and fo ordered the coutſe of things in 
* this World, as that in all Actions, Right, Reaſon and true Religion 
* may well hold and go together. 

« If we conſider Religion according to Reaſon of State, we ſhall find 
© that Chriſtendom divides it ſelf into two ſides ; with the Pope, againſt 
* the Pope : His Majeſty is the greateſt King of the Religion, and there- 
« fore fitteſt to be the Head of that Party ; which will add a greater 
greatneſs to him then can be gotten any other way. 

* The means of it are, firſt, to preſerve Religion ſound and entire 
* within his own Kingdom at home ; next to unite the Homogeneal 
< parts of it, pieces of the ſame, together by Alliances, by Confederati- 
* ons abroad. 

* The good effects of this German Match was loſt by the ill Counſels 
* of thoſe times : It will be an honour to us to repair it by better. 

* The reſtoring of the Prince Elector to his Territory and Dignity 
<* will reſtore Religion there, will ſtrengthen it, may increaſe it further 
* in Germany ; which conſideration is of a great and vaſt conſequence, 
* proportionable to the greatneſs and vaſtneſs of that Country ; it will 
= fkewiſe refreſh and comfort the forrowful heart of that moſt 
* Noble, Virtuous and Magnanimouſly ſuffering Queen of Bohe-

** This 15 a fit ConjunCture of time to begin it in, whilſt the King of 
© Spain hath ſo much to do of his own, as he is not able to afford his

* to abate of his former Reſolutions. 

* That which is now propounded is only a Manifeſt to expreſs and 
& declare our zeal and heartineſs to the Cauſe, and thereby to give it 
* Countenance and Reputation in the preſent Dyet at Rathbone. Repu- 
< tation in matters of State doth many times prevail as much as Sub- 
* ſtance. 

< His Majeſty's Father of bleſſed memory, and himſelf have for many 
«© years mediated and treated with the Succeſſive Emperors, by all fair 
* and amicable ways ; they have been deluded, they have been heglect- 
&* ed : It becomes us, Mr. Speaker, to be Engliſhly ſenſible of the injuſtice 
* of the Indignity. | 

* Wherefore my humble Motion is, That the Houſe will be pleaſed 
< preſently to name a ſele&t Committee, to compole a Declaration fuit- 
* able to the importance of the Cauſe. 


But the further conſideration of this matter was deferred till Wedneſ- 
day at Nine of the Clock. 


A Meſhge was alſo delivered from the King by Sir Benjamin Rudyard 
concerning the Queen-Mother, who was very deſirous to depart the 
Kingdom, only Mony was wanting to defray her charges, which would 
amount to no leſs than 10000 /. And it ſeems the Commons wete no 
leſs deſirous to have her gone, for they preſently conſented that there 
ſhould be fo much paid out of the Poll-mony for that Service.

Maſter Speaker, 
Stand not up in my own particular behalf, but in the Univerſal and 
General name of the whole Kingdom : Alas, Maſter Speaker, they de- 

pend all upon our exemplary Juſtice, which if we do fully execute, 

will not only give great and apy ſatisfattion to our Nation, but will | 
likewiſe cauſe the Land to ſmile hereafter with the Bleſſed Beams of proſ-\ 
perous Felicity : But if the leaſt Errour and ſmalleſt Deliberation be 
overſeen by us ( Oh ! It irikes my trembling, mind with horror to think 
| 08 it ) how will all things precipitate themſelves into Ruine moſt Irrevo- 
cable ; but I ſpeak not this as if any here would omit or extenuate the Su- 
premacy of Juſtice in the leaſt thought : To admoniſh you of that point, were

The Cries of the People have come 
up to me, the Voice of the whole Nation ting/es in my Ears ; and methinks 

I hear each Subjeft wiſh that we would briefly eſtabliſh the Church-Govern- 

ment with all Expedition. Let us firſt begin to confirm our Religion, and 

God will bleſs our other Proceedings the better : That was always my 

Opinion, and I am ſure the expetlation of the whole Kingdom : Fow long 

have we ſate here, and Low little have we effefted > How much time have 

we conſumed, and what little have we performed herein How long have 
we laboured in this our daily Travel, and as yet have brought forth but 
an Embryo, in what we did intend : Tis true, I confeſs, we have tormen- 
ted our ſelves with daily troubles and vexations, and been very ſolicitous 
for the welfare of the Common-wealth ; but what have we performed, what 
have we perfeited 2 I will once more relate, what my former Opinion was ; 

Let us ( I jay ) begin in the real Eſtabliſhment of our Religion, and ( as 1 

ſaid ) all our other determinations will ſucceed with a better Omen ; for 

indeed moſt of our Delingquents are linkt to this Chain, they depend moſt 
on this point ; therefore we ſhould do well to-enter ſpeedily upon the 

Work. 

Maſter Speaker, Excuſe my Zeal in this Caſe ; for my mouth cannot 
Impriſon what my mind intends to let out, neither can my tongue conceal 
that which my heart defires to promulge. Behold, the Arch-Biſhop ( that 
great Incendiary of this Kingdom ) lyes now like a Fire-brand raked up 
in the Embers; but if he ever chance to-blaze again, 1 am afraid what 
heretofore he had but in a Spark, he will fully burn down to the ground in 
a full Flame. I {%." axriny 

Wherefore, Maſter Speaker, Let us begin, for the Kingdom is pregnant 
with expettation in this point, I confeſs there are many more es 
for the Fudges and other Knights walk in Quirpo ; but they are but Thun-' 
derbolts forged in Canterbury's fire : Look upon them all but as polluted 
Rivers flowing from that corrupt Fountain. Well, is it ſo then, that all 
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depend on R2ligion > Why are we then ſo backward in not Roforming the 
Church 2 Why 7 we /tick in this point, and not rather proceed in it with 
all expedition 2 For indeed, according to the Laws of this Kingdom, as it 
hath the Dignity of Preeminence, ſo let us give it the Priority in our De- 
terminations. | 

Maſter Speaker, Think with your ſelf, I pray, in what Faftion the Church 
is now, in what Schiſm, in what Confuſion of diſtratted Settaries it is pro- 
miſcuouſly ſhaken : Behold the Papiſts will have their way, rhe Browniſts 
will have their way, the Anabaptiſts their way, the Puritan ( as ſome call 
them ) their way, the Jeſuitical Prieſts their way ; and in theſe various 
ways they make ſuch a Labyrinth of Religion, that few or none ſcarce can 
find out the right Way. It behoves us therefore, and is expedient that we 
ſhould add a Feriod to theſe Irregular ways, that the Vulgar may no longer 
wander ill in theſe diſtrafted parts. 

Maſter Speaker, 7 have now unloaded my mind of her weary burthen, 
and I beſeech you digeſt my words with your ſerious conſiderations in this 
] reſpett of eſtabliſhing the Church-Government,in true, fincere,perfeft,and un- 

poluted Religion ; which if we do perform, and fully effett, we ſhall do great 
Honour to God,get great Credit to our Selves,and give great Satisfaftion to 
the whole XK ws, 6d, 

This is my Opinion, this is my Expettation, this is my Prayer; and laſtly, 
this is my Hope.

A Conference was had with the Lords in the Painted Chamter, at the 
tranſmitting of the Impeachments of the Judges; at which time Mr. 
William Perpoint upon the reading; the Articles againſt Sir Kobert Berk- 
ley Knight, one of the Juſtices of the Court of X:»gs-Bench, made this 
Speech in aggravation of their Crumes, 


My Lords, 


* FT Am Commanded to preſent to your Lordſhips theſe Articles,with 
«* | which the Knights,Citizens,and Burgeſles of the Commons Houſe 
© ot: Parliament, in their own Name, and in the Name of all the Com- 
* mons of England, Impeach Sir Robert Berkley, Knight, one of the 
< Juſtices of his Majeſties Court of X7i»gs-Bench, in maintenance of their 
« Accufation of High Treaſon, and x, 6h great Miſdemeanours. The 
« Articles they deſire may be read. 


The Articles were read by Mr. Newport. 


* The High "Treaſon is in the firſt Article, in his Endeavours to Sub- 
« vert the Fundamental Laws of this Realm, and to introduce an Arbi- 
< trary and Tyrannical Government, which hath been lately adjudged 
* Treaſon in the Cauſe of the Earl of S:trafford. 

© The other Articles prove the firſt. By his Opinions, Certificates, 
< Judgments, by his denials of the benefits of our Laws,which have been 
* read to your Lordſhips. No Fundamental Law to the Subject is left ; 
* our Goods, our Lands, our Bodies, the peace of a good Conſcience, are 
* by-him given up to Arbitrary Tyrannical Government. 

* Nothing hath been omitted to make a Judge know the Lawes, to 
* make him Juſt, or fear him from being Evil : We have Inns of Court 
«* peculiar to that Study, Judges from thence onely choſen ; ſeldom any 
* but what have been Twenty Years there : Honours and Revenues are 
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* given to Judges, Encouragements to do well ; this Judge had theſe : 
<* Judges are ſworn according to Law to ſerve the King, and his People ; 

*. according to Law to Counſel the King ; and for not fo doing, to be 

* 2t his Will for Body, Lands and rs; 2 this Judge took that Oath : 

© The Lawes the Judges ſtudy, impoſe the greateſt puniſhments upon 

<« unjuſt Judges, ſhew that theſe puniſhments have been inflicted ; more 

* could not be done to perſwade or fear a Judge. 

« His Offences, ſhew in him great Ambition, yet he was moſt timo- 
© rous of diſpleaſing the Great in Power : He did not only forbear doing 
* what he was ſworn to do, but was moſt aQtive againſt our Laws, and 
<* in oppoſing and puniſhing any that did maintain them. 

* To have only received Bribes (though they blind the Eyes, and 
&« though the Deſire to get Money encreaſeth with Age) that hainous 
© Crime in a Judge had been, in compariſon with his Offences, a tole- 
© rable Vice ; for from ſuch a Judge Juſtice is alſo to be had for money. 
« Ambition is violent, and ruines, whilſt Covetouſneſs is making a Bar- 
© gain. - 

* 'The words of his Opinion and Judgment are for the King's Power. 
© Tt is pleaſing to the Nature of Man that others ſhould obey his Will ; 
« and well framed diſpoſitions of Princes may eaſily be perſwaded their 
« Power is unlimited, when they are alſo = in mind, that therefore 
* they have more cauſe to do well, and for doing well are more renown- 
* ed; for the moſt oppreſſive deſigns (which we have ſuffered under) 
© the pretences of his Majeſty have ever bin the good of his Subjects ; 
« His 15 the fin, that is to judge by the Laws, and knows the Laws are 
©* to the cuntrary, yet puts and confirms ſuch thoughts in his Prince. 

« He that incites another to Arbitrary Government, when his ſelf- 
© ends are thereby compaſled, hates him for taking that Power he per- 
* ſwaded him unto. 

* The Writs, thoſe Monſters of Neceſſity, to provide Ships to prevent 
* Imminent Danger, that could not ſtay 4o dayes for the Calling of a 
* Parliament, were therefore to go out in September to have Ships ready 
« in March. This hath bin adjudged by your Lordſhips to be deſtru- 
* ive to the Fundamental Laws of this Realm,and to the Subjects right 
<* of Property and Liberty,&c. that I ſhall fay but this concerning them, 
* That this Judge publiſhed them to be i»ſeparatle Flowers of the Crown. 
* And that we have lived to ſee for five years together imminent Dan-

* This Judge did adviſe to ſuch a Government as future Kings here 
* might exerciſe the higheſt Tyranny, and the Subjefts want the bene- 
«. fit of reſtraints known to the moſt Slaviſh Eaſtern Nations, where if 
- |< their Prince do unjuſtly, he hath hatred for it, and the Dangers that 
* follow that. This Judge will have that hatred to go to our good 
* Laws. No fuch Bondage as when Laws of Freedom are miſinter- 
< preted by Judges to make men Slaves. 

* What can be conſidered of in a Judge of Law to give his Opinion 
© and Advice to his Prince how the Laws, the mutual Covenants of 
* Kings and Subjedts,are to be broken, but that his intentions are to have 
* his Prince do ill, by making his evil Servants to ſtudy,and to be pleaſed 
© with their wicked deſigns ; becauſe they ſee means to put them in exe. 
* cution, by making them to perſwade their Prince, becauſe in immi. 
* nent Danger his Subjects Goods are at his Will, that there is ſuch 

danger when there is not, and they only have ſome by-end of their 

own. "A 
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Fuly, * A Judge to deliver his Opinion, That if the King ſhould intend to

| LFVR|* of the people in that imminent Danger once by the Law might take 
* away the King ; there could be no greater Offence. 

* This Judge will have our Law to be what to him feems reaſon ; 
* the reaſon limited to him to judge of, 1s what the Common Law faith 
* is ſo, what a Statute hath ſo Enacted. For him to judge this or that 
'* is Law, elſe a miſchief ſhall follow, is at beſt for him ; but this becauſe 
« the Law in fuch a thing is imperfed, therefore he will make a Law to 
* ſupply it ; or becauſe that the Law written in ſuch particulars is againſt 
* his reaſon, therefore his reaſons to be Laws ; then muſt follow, as of- 
yo a as 2 Judge's Reaſon changes, or Judges change, our Laws change |

* Our Liberties are in our Laws, where a Subje&t may read or hear 
* read, this is his, this he may do, and be fafe, and that thus the Judge 
* ought to give Judgment, he is free. The Exceſfive growth of Courts 
* of Reaſon, Conſcience, came from great and cunning perſons ; and 
* though not the moſt fudden, yet the moſt dangerous,and fure ways to 
* eat out our Laws, our Liberties. 

* Unlimited power muſt be in forme to make and repeal Laws to fit 
* the diſpoſitions of Times and Perſons, Nature placeth this in common 
* conſent onely ; and where all cannot conveniently meet, inſtructeth

« The beſt Lovers of their Laws and Liberties, the moſt Honeſt ſuffer 
* moſt by an unjuſt Judge, they moſt oppoſe his Vices ; diſhoneſt per- 
© ſons find ſuch a Judge to fit their purpoſes, the Judge finds them for 
« his, the bond of iniquity confederates them. 

« He that will do no wrong, will ſufter none which he can help : the 
& man that knows himſelf born free, will do his utmoſt to live ſo, and 
© to leave Freedom to his Poſterity, were he in Slavery, when by out- 
« ward geſture thought to be moſt delighted ; were his mind then 
© known, there would be found vexation, and his buſie thoughts em-

© have dyed with him, if not taken up by others, and then they walk in 
* darkneſs. No man will juſtifie what he doth, by ſaying Such a Favo- 
« rite did it, but the Unjuſt Judgments of this Judge were given in the 
* Noon-day, were done in the face of the whole Kingdom in the hearing 
«* of ſuch as might carry the News to all Parts of the Realm, and was 
* therefore done. His Unjuſt Judgments were our Records. We have 
« ſeen Wicked Great Men moſt Craftily Politique, they hated our Laws, 
« yet not meeting with Active Judges moulded to their purpoſes, they 
<« and their as have dyed, the Realm flouriſhed ; but of late others leſs 
« Politick meeting with moſt Unjuſt Judges, every way as ll as they 
* could wiſh them to be, then did the Kingdom faint, under the Load of 
«* its Miſery did long ſtruggle; now it's riſing I aſſure my felf,your Lord- 
«* ſhips will aſſiſt to take off the Burden. 

« Tf the Deſigns of ſome would not have fuch a man to be at liberty, 
* a Warrant from ſome Lords of the Council would ſoon have laid him 
«* in Priſon, and given no cauſe ; had he moved this Judge to be Diſ- 
* charged or Bailed, he could have obtained neither, if their wayes 
* would not have endured that man to live,a Judge reviling the Priſoner, 
« and his Councel that moved for his Diſcharge or Bail, joyned with the 
<* hate of ſome Great Man, might ſoon have moved a Gaoler for un- 
< wholſome Rooms and Lodging, and ill Dyet for his Priſoner, and they 
< thay ſoon take Life away. | | * Offenders

* Offenders in Priſons are looked atter to be faſe only,ſuch are brought 
* Had a great Man defired the Eſtates of others, the breach of a Pro- 
* clamation might readily have been charged againſt them'in the Star- 
* Chamber : but they, it may be could have anſwered and cleared thetm- 
* ſelves, and proved their Anſwers by Teitimonies, had they been refer- 
* red to this Judge, he would have expunged the one, ſuppreſſed rhe 
* other. Then followed Fines to the value of their Eſtates, or more, 
* then Impriſonments of courſe till they paid ſuch Fines ; your Lordſhips 
* have heard what this Judge did to the Sope-boylers. 
* The Country-man followed the Plough, and his thinking he was 
* aſſured of his Right of Property and Liberty, gave him ability to do it. 
* He believed his Neighbour, his Landlord, his King, could not take his

© ſhips Proceedings highly eſteemed.elſe there will be ſo many offenders, 
* as none without danger can be puniſhed. 

* This Judge, Subverting our Laws, took away the Hearts of many ; 
* he ſubſcribed for the Kings Power, but fo as he put him on taking his 
* Subjects Goods ; and of all other, ſuch ways be moſt dangerous : For 
* we know, his Majeſty is not the laſt rhat ſuffers, and is not the King 
* worth many Thouſands 2 
* The place of this Judge was to have given and preſerved to the 
* King the Hearts of his Subjects, the due execution of the Laws had 
* done this; and when ſuch notice is taken of a Prince, none will 
* conſpire againſt him who cannot fain to themſelves Safety before

other great Miſdemeanors. 


Nprimis, That the ſaid Sir Robert Berkley, then being One of the Juſtices of 
the ſaid Court of Kings-Bcneb,hath Trayterouſly, and Wickedly endeayoured 
to Subvert the Fundamental Laws and Eſtabliſhed Government of the Realm 

of England; and inſtead thereof to introduce an Arbitrary and T yrannical Go- 
vernment againſt Law, which he hath declared by Trayterous and Wicked 
Words, Opinions, Judgments, Practices and Actions appearing in the ſeveral 
Articles Enſuing. 


2, Whereas by the Statute made in the 25th Year of the Reign of King Henry 
the Sth, Prices of Victuals are appointed to be rated in ſuch manner as in the 
{aid Statute is declared : But it 1s manifeſt by the ſaid Statute, Corn is none of 
the ViRtuals thereby intended ; Nevertheleſs ſome ill-afteCted perſons endeavour- 
| ing to bring a Charge upon the Subjects contrary to Law, did ſurmiſe that the 
* Prices of Cora might be rated and ſet according to the Direction of that Statute, 
| and thereupon great Gain might be raiſed to his Majeſty by Licences and Diſpen- 
 facions for ſelling Corn at other Prices : And a Command from his Majeſty being 
| procured to the Judges, and ſent to them by William Noy Eſquire, his Majeſties 
' then Attorney-General, to deliver their Opinions touching the Queſtion, Whe- 
ther Corn was ſuch Viftuals as was intended to have the price rated within the ſaid Sta- 
rate? In Anſwer to which Demand, the faid Sir Robert Berkley then being one 

of his Majeſties Juſtices of the Court of Xings-Bench, in furtherance of the (aid 
unlawful Charge, endeavoured to be impoſed, as aforeſaid, the Thirtieth day of 

November,jn the Eighth Year of his now Majeſties Reign,did deliver his Opinion, 
That Corn was ſuch Vittual as was intended to have the Price rated within the ſaid 
Statute: Which ſaid Opinion was contrary to Law, and to the plain Senſe and 
Meaning of the ſaid Statute, and contrary to his own Knowledg, and was given 
and delivered by him, with a purpoſe and intention, that the ſaid unlawtul charge 
might be impoſed upon the Subject, 


3. That an Information being preferred in the Court of Star-Chamber by the 
faid William Noy, his Majeſties then Attorney-Gencral, againſt Fohn Overman, 
and Fifteen other Soap-makers Defendants,charging them with ſeveral pretended 
Offerices, contrary to divers Letters Patents, and Proclamations, touching the 
Making and Uttering Soap, and uſing the Trade of Soap-makers, and other Of- 
fences 1n the ſaid Information mentioned ; Whereunto the Defendants did plead, 
and Demur as to-part, and anſwer to other part of the ſaid Information: And 
the ſaid Plea and Demurrer being over-ruled, for that the Particulars therein in- 
ſiſted upon, would appezr more fully after anſwer and proof; therefore the 
Defendants were ordered toAnſwer without Prejudice,and were to be admitted to 
ſuch Exceptions to the faid information, and Advantages of the matter of the 
Plea and Demurrer upon the hearing, as ſhall be material z and accordingly the 
| Defendants did put in their Anſwers, and ſet forth ſeveral Acts of Parliament, 
| Letter-Patents, Charters, Cuſtoms, and Act of Common-Councel of the City 

of Londen, and other Matters materially conducing to their Defence ; and in 
Concluſion pleaded Not Guilty. The {aid Sir Robert Berkley then being one of 
the Juſtices of Court of Kings-Bench, upon the 3oth day of March, in the 
Eighth Year of his Majeſties now Reign, upen an Order of Reference to him and 
others, by the faid Court of Star-Chamber, to conſider of the Impertinency of 
the ſaid Anſwers, did: Certifie the ſaid Court of Star-Chamber, That the whole 
eAnſwers, excepting the four words and ten laſt Liner, ſhould be expunged; leaving 
thereby no more ſubſtance of the ſaid Anſwers, than the Plea of Noe Guilty, And 
after upon a Reference to him and others, by Order of the ſaid Court ; of the 
impertinency of the Interrogatories, and Depoſitions of Witneflts taken on the 
Defendants part ; in the ſame Caſe the ſaid Sir Robert Berkley, upon the ſecond

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day of Afay, in the - Year of his now Majeſties Reign, Certihed that Nine 
and thirty of the ſaid Interrogatories, and the Depoſitions upon them taken,ſhould 
be ſuppreſſed which Anſwers (except 3s aforeſaid) and Depoſitions, although the 
ſame did contain the ſaid Defendants moſt material Detence. Yer were expunged 
and ſuppreſſed according to the ſaid Certificates; both which ſaid Certificates 
were contrary to Law ard Juſtice, and contrary to his the ſaid Sir Robert Berk- 
leys own knowledg, and contrary to the ſaid former Order, wherchy the Ad- 
vantages were ſaved to the Defendants, as aforeſaid : And by reaſon thereof, 
the ſaid Fohn Overman, and the {aid other fifreen Defendants, were ſentenced 
in the ſaid Court of Star-Chamber, to be committed Priſoners to the Fleet, and 
diſabled from uſing their Trade of Soap-makers : And one of them fined in a 
Thouſand Five hundred Pounds; Two of them in a Thouſand Pound apicce ; 
Four of them in a Thouſand . Mark apiece ; which Fines were eſtreated into the 
Exchequer without any mitigation : And the ſaid Defendants according to the 
ſaid Sentence were impriſoned, and deprived of their Trade and Livelihood, 
tending to the utter ruine of the ſaid Defendants, and to the overthrow of free 
Trade, and contrary to the Liberty of Subjects, 


4. That he the ſaid Sir Robert Berkley, then being one of the Juſtices of the 
Kings-Bench, and having taken an Oath for the due adminiſtration of Juſtice, 
according to the Laws and Statutes of this Realm, to His Majeſties Liege Peo- 
ple z on or about the laſt of December ſubſcribed an Opinion in hec verba; | 1 
am of Opinion, that as where the Benefit doth more particularly redound to 
the good of the Ports or Maritime Parts, ( as in caſe of Piracy or Dep redati- 
ons upon the Seas ) there the charge hath been, and may be lawfully impoſed 
upon them, according to Preſidents of former Times; ſo where the good

Peace for the ſaid County were there holden : The ſaid Sir Robert Berkley,then 
and there ſitting on the Bench, did reyile and threaten the Grand-Jury returned 
to ſerve at the ſaid Seſſions, for preſenting the removal of the Communion Ta- 
ble in eAll-Saints Church in Hertford aforeſaid, out of the Place where it anci- 
ently and uſually ſtood, and ſetting it Alter-ways, againſt the Laws of this 
Realm, in that Caſe made and provided, as an Innovation in Matters concern- 
ing the Church; the ſaid Grand-Jury having delivered to them in Charge at 
the ſaid Seſſions, by Maſter Serjeant eMtrkins a Juſtice of the Peace of the ſaid 
County of Hertford, that by the Oath they had taken, they were bound to pre- 
ſent all Innovations, concerning Church Matters. And he the faid Sir Rgberr 
Berkley compelled the Fore-Man of the Jury, to tell him who gave him any ſuch 


Information, 'and ther2by knowing it to be one Henry Brown, one of the ſaid+ 


Grand-Jury, he asked the ſaid Brown how he durſt meddle with Church Mat- 
ters; who affirming, that in the ſaid Charge, from Maſter Serjeant Atkins, the 
faid Jury was charged to do ; he the ſaid Sir Robert Berkley told the ſaid Brown, 
he ſhould therefore find Syreties for his good Behaviour : and that he the ſaid 
Sir Robert Berkley would ſet a great Fine on his Head,to make him an Example to 
others; and thereupon the ſaid Brown offered ſufficient Bail ; bur he the Maid Sir 
Robert Berkley, being incenſed againſt him refuſed the faid Bail, and committed 
the ſaid Brown to Priſon, where he lay in Irons till the next Morning, and uſed 
to the ſaid Brown, and the reſt of the Jurors, many other teviling and terrify- 
ing Speeches ; And ſaid he knew no Law for the faid Preſentment ; and told 
the ſaid Brown, that he had ſinned in the ſaid Preſentment : And he compelled 
the ſaid Grand-Jurors to ſay, they -were ſorry for that they had done in that 


Preſentment; and did bid them to trample the ſaid Preſentment under their Feet; | 


and cauſed Brown to tear the ſaid Preſentment in his fight. And he the ſaid Sir 
Robert Berkley, when as John Houland, and Ralph Pemberton, late Mayor of Saint 


Albons, came to deſire his Opinion on ſeveral indictments againſt John Brown 
Parſon of Saint Albons, and Anthony Smith Vicar of Saint Peters in Saint Albons, 
at the Quarter Seſſions held at the ſaid Town of Saint Albons, on the fory and 
twentieth of June, 1639. for the removal of the Communion Table out of the 
uſual Place, and not Adminiſtring the Sacrament according to Law in thar 
Caſe provided : He the faid Sir Robert Berkley, then told them, that ſuch an In- 
diftment was before him at Herrford,and that he quaſhed the ſame,and impriſan- 
ed the Promoters ; by which threatning and reviling Specches,unjuſt Actions and 
Declarations, he ſo terrified the Jurors in thoſe Parts, that they durſt not pre- 
ſent any Innovations in the Church Matters, to their great Grief and Trouble of 
their Conſciences. 

And whereas ſeveral Inditments, were preferred againſt eHatthew Brook, 
Parſon of Yarmouth, by John Ingram and John Carter, for refuſing ſeveral ti 
to Adminiſter the Sacrament of the Lords-Supper to them, withont any 5 
Cauſe, at the Aſlizes held at Norwich in' 1633. He the ſaid Sir 
Rybert Berkley, then being one of the Judges of the Aſſize, proceeded then ro 
the Tryal, on the ſaid Indictments ; where the Matter in Iſſue being, that the 
faid Brook refuſed to Adminiſter the ſaid Sacrament, becauſe the ſaid In5ram 
and Carter would not receive Tickets with their Sur-Names before their Chri- 
ſten-Names; which was a Courſe neyer uſed amongſt them, but by the ſaid 
Brock. He the ſaid Sir Robert m"_ did then much diſcourage the ſaid Ingram?s 
Councel, and over-rule the Cauſe 
from the Bar, but there found for the ſaid Brook. And the ſaid Sir Robert Berk- 
ley bound the ſaid Ingram to the good Behaviour, for the proſecuting the ſaid 
Indictments,' and ordered-him to pay Coſts to the ſaid Brook, for wrongfully in- 
diting him, And whereas the faid' Carter, not expecting the Tryal at the 


Aame Aſſizes, he preferred his Indiftment, was then abſent z whereupon the 
faid Sir -Robere Berkley did cauſe to be entred upon the ſaid Indiftment, a

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10. That-the faid Sir Robert Berkley, being one of the Juſtices of the Court 
of Kings-Bench,. and duly ſworn as aforeſaid, in Trinity Term 1637, deferred 
' to diſcharge or bail Alexander Fenings Priſoner in the Fleet, brought by Habeas 
Corpus to the Bar of the ſaid Court; the return of his Commitment being that 
he was committed by two ſeveral Warrants from the Lords of the Councel, da- 
ted the fifth of November, 1636, The firſt being only read in Court expreſ- 
ſing no cauſe, the other for not paying Meſlengers Fees, and until he ſhould 
briog a Certificate that, he had paid his Aſſeſſment for Ship-Money in the Coyn- 
ty of Bucks; but remitted him : And in Afichaelmas Term after, the ſaid Fer- 
ings being brought by another Habeas Corps before him as aforeſaid, and the 
ſme returned; yet he the faid Sir Robert Berkley, refuſed to diſcharge or bail 
him, - but remitted him. And in Eaﬀer Term, fter ſeveral Rules were given 
for His Majeſties Councel,; to ſhew Cauſe why the ſaid Fernings ſhould not be 
Bailed, a fourth Rule was made for the ſaid Jenings, to let His Majeſties At- 
torney General have notice thereof, and notice was given accordingly ; and the

| And afterwards having granted the ſaid Writ of Habeas Corpus, the ſaid Pargs- 
ter and Danvers were on the eighth of June laſt, brought to the Bar of the ſaid 
Court, where the Returns of their Commitments were, ſeveral Warrants from 
the Lords of the Councel, not expreſling any Cauſe ; yct he the ſaid Sir Robert 
Berkley, then firting in the faid Court, deferred to Bail the ſaid Pargiter and 
Danvers, and the cighteenth of June laſt, made a Rule for a new return to be 
received, which were returned the 25th of Jane laſt, in hec verba.

Ctive Counties, there to be conducted and drawn together into a Body for this 
Service...

And he 
the ſaid Sir Robert Berkley being one of the Juſtices of the Court of the Kings Bench, 
denied to grant his Majeſties Writs of Habeas Corpus to very many others his Ma- 
jeſties Subjes 3 and when he had granted the ſaid Writs of Habeas Corpns to very

11. That whereas there was a Cauſe depending in the Court-Chriſtian at Nor- 
wich, between Samuel Booty Clerk, and Collard, for two Shillings in the Pound, 
for Tithes for Rents and Houſes in Norwich, and the faid Collard moved by his 
Council, in the Court of Kings Bench for a Prohibition to tay proceedings in the 
Court Chriſtian at Norwich, and delivered into the ſaid Court of Kings Bench his 
ſuggeſtions, that the ſaid Cauſe in the ſaid Court Chriſtian was only for Tithes for 
Rents of Houſes in Norwich, which was determinable by the Common Law only : 
yet he the ſaid Sir Robert Berkley, being one of the Juſtices of the ſaid Court of 
Kings Bench, and ſitting in the ſaid Court, deferred to grant a Prohibition to the 
ſaid Court Chriſtian in the ſaid Cauſe, although the Council did move in the faid 
Court many ſeveral times, and ſeveral Terms tor a Prohibition. And he the ſaid 
Sir Robert Berkley deferred to grant his Majeſties Writ of Prohibition to ſeveral other 
Courts, on the motions of divers others of His Majeſties Subjects, where the ſame 
by the Laws of this Realm ought to have been granted, contrary to the Laws of 
this Realm, and his own knowledge, 

All which Words , Opinions, and Adcions, were ſo ſpoken and done by him 
the ſaid Sir Robert Berkley Traiterouſly and Wickedly to Alienate the Hearts of His 
Majeſties Liege People from His Majeſty, and to ſet a diviſion betwixt them, and to 
ſubvert the Fundamental Laws and Eſtabliſhed Government of His Majeſtics Realm 
of England: for which they do Impeach him the ſaid Sir Robert Berkley one of the 
Juſtices of the Court of Kings Bench of High Treaſon againſt our Soveraign Lord 
the King His Crown and Dignity,and of the miſdemeanors above mentioned. 

And'the ſaid Commons by Proteſtation, ſaving to themſelves only the Liberty of 
Exhibitingat any time hereafter any other Accuſation or Im e againſt the 
ſaid Six Robert Berkley, and alſo of replying to 'the anſwer that he the ſaid Sir Robers 
Berkley ſhall make to the ſaid Articles, orany of them, or of offering Proof of the 
Premiſes, or any other Impeachments or Accuſations that ſhall be Exhibited by them, 
as the caſe ſhall according to the courſe of Parliaments require, do pray that the ſaid 
Sir Robert Berkley, one of the Juſtices of the Court of Kings Bench, may 'be put to 
anſwer to all and every the Premiſes ; and that ſuch Proceedings,” Examinations, 
Tryals, Judgments, , and Executions may be upon every of them had and uſed, as 
is agtceable to Law and Juſtice.

My Lords, 


Here cannot ke a greater inſtance of a ſick and languithing Com- 
 monwealth, than the buſineſs of this day. Good God ! how 
* have the guilty theſe late years been puniſhed, when the Judges them- | 
<* ſelves have been ſuch Delinquents ! 'Tis no marvel that an Irregular, 
* Extravagant, Arbitrary Power, like a Torrent, hath broke in upon us, 
* when our Banks and our Bulworks, the Laws, were in the cuſtody of 
* ſuch Perſons. Men who had loſt their Innocence could not preſerve 
© their Courage ; nor could we look that they who had fo vitibly un- 
« done ys themſelves, ſhould have the Vertue or Credit to Reſcue us 
* from the Oppreſlion of other Men. Twas faid by one, who always 
* ſpoke excellently, That the Twelve Judges were like the Twelve Lions 
* under the Throne of Solomon ; under the Throne in Obedience, but yet 
* Lions : Your Lordſhips ſhall this day hear of Six, who ( be they what 
* they will be elſe ) were no Lioms ; who upon vulgar fears delivered ; 
* up the precious Forts they were truſted with, almoſt without aflault, 
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* ( ſhamefully torfeited )) that Reputation, Awe and Reverence, which 
* the Wiſdom, Courage and Gravity of their Venerable Predeceſlors 


* had contracted and faſtned to the places they now hold ; and even 
* rendred that ſtudy and profeſſion, which in all Ages hath been, and 
| © Thope now ſhall be of an honourable Eſtimation, ſo Contemptible 
| © and Vile, that had not this bleſſed day come, all Men would have had 
'< that quarrel to the Law it ſelf, which Marius had to the Greek 
| © Tongue, who thought it a mockery to learn that Language, the Ma- 
; © ſters whereof lived 1n bondage under others. And I appeal to theſe 
* unhappy Gentlemen themſelves, with what a ſtrange negligence, ſcorn 
and indignation the faces of all men, even of the meaneſt, have been 
| © directed towards them, ſince ( to call it no worſe ) that fatal declen- 
* ſion-of their underſtandings in thoſe Judgments, of which they ſtand 
* here charged betore your Lordſhips. But, my Lords, the work of this 
* day 1s the greateſt. inſtance of a growing and thriving Common-wealth 
* too ; and 1s as the dawning of a fair and laſting day of happineſs to 
* this Kingdom : "Tis in your Lordſhips power ( and I am fure 'tis in 
* your Lordſhips will )) to reſtore the dejected broken people of this 
* Iſland to their former joy and ſecurity, the Succeſlors of theſe Men to 
* their old Priviledge and Veneration,& ſepultas prope leges revocare. 
* My Lords, the iniquity of Judges is infectious, Bo their craftieſt 
* Combination to leave us as few innocent as may be : Your Lordſhips 
* have heard of the juſtice of Two of the greateſt Courts of We/tmin/ter, 
*and that you may know how little advantage the other of his Ma- 
* jeſties Revenue, the Court of Exchequer, hath of its fellows in the Ad- 
* miniſtration of Right, I am commanded by the Houſe of Commons 
* to preſent to your Lordſhips Three ſeveral Charges againlt three Jud- 
* ges of that Court ; my Lord Chict Baron Davenport, Mr. Baron 7re- 
4 as, and Mr. Baren We/toz : Your Lordſhips will pleaſe to hear them 
"read. 
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Here the ſeveral Articles were read. 


« Your Lordſhips obſerve, that the great Reſolution in Ship-mony 
« was a Crime of ſo Prodigious a Nature, that it could not be eaſily 
* fyallowed and digeſted by the Conſciences even of theſe Men ; but 
«* as they who are to Wreſtle or run a Race by degrees prepare them- 


| © ſelves by Diet, and leſſer Eſſays for the main Exerciſe, ſo theſe Judges 


+ enter themſelves, and harden their hearts by more particular Treſpaſ- 
« ſes upon the Law : By Impoſitions and Taxes upon the Merchant in 
* Trade ; by Burdens and Preſſures upon - the Gentry in Knighthood, 
© before they could Arrive at that Univerſal deſtruction of the Kingdom 
« by Ship-mony, which promiſed Reward and Security for all their for- 
© mer Services, by doing the work of a Parliament to His Majeſty in Sup- 
« plies, and ſeemed to delude juſtice, in leaving none to judge them, by 
* making the whole Kingdom party to their oppreſſion. 

* My Lords, of this Crime theſe Three Judges ſeem to be at leaſt 
< equally guilty ; for however one of them, my Lord Chief Baron, is not 
* charged with that Judgment in the Exchequer-Chamber againſt Mr. 
* Hampden, and how he fail'd in making his Concluſion from his own 
© Premiſſes, he only can inform you. Your Lordfhips ſee how quickly 
< he repented that that miſchief was done without him there, by his 
* overtaking his Brethren in his Circuit, and as he faid of the vileſt kind 
« of flatterers, Crudeliſſimo ſervitutis genere, quod intra ſe abominabantur, 
© palam [audabant : He made all poſlible haſte to redeem himſelf from 
< that imputation of Juſtice, and declared publickly in the face of the 
* Country, that it was adjudged by all the Judges of Erg/and, that Ship- 
* mony was due to the King, though I believe he will be now glad to 


| © be thought none of thoſe Judges. And what others did he well knew, 


© and thereupon Imprifoned a poor man for doing that, which if Ship- 
* mony had been due to his Majeſty by Magna Charta, had been law- 
* ful for him to have done. Of the refolutions and judgment it felf I 
*am not to ſpeak, your Lordſhips have paſſed your noble judg- 
* ment. | 

* My Lords, the firſt Charge in order is, that prefumptuous Decree 
* againſt Mr. Rolls and others : And in truth, whatſoever gloſs they put 
<* upon it, is no other than a plain grant of the Subſidy of Zonnage and 
* Poundage to His Majeſty upon all Merchandiſe ; after their Goods ſeiſed 
< for non-payment of that pretended duty, the Proprietors brought Re- 
* plevins ( which is the natural and genuine remedy appointed by Law 
«in caſe of Property, and grounded upon Property ) the Court Awards 
* an Injunction to ſtay theſe Rep/evirs, the Goods were in the King's 
< poſleſſion, and no Replevin would lye againſt the King. Truly, my 
* Lords, the injuſtice here is not ſo ſcandalous as the fraud ; we all know 
* a Replevin ( as no other ſuit ) lyes againſt the King, if the Goods be in 
* his own hands, in his Bed-Chamber : But to call a ſeifure by the Far- 
* mers ( of whoſe intereſt this Court will not deny the notice : and if 
* his Majeſty had any right, they well knew he had transferred it to 
«* theſe men ) or the Ware-houſes of the Cuſtomers, the King's poſleſ- 
< ſion, to defeat the Subject of his proper remedy, was the boldeſt piece 
* of Sophiſtry we have met with in a Court of Law. Pardon me if I 
* am tranſported : The Civilians fay, Tutor Domini loco habetur cum rem 
* adminiſtrat, non cum pupillum ſpoliat : The Office of Judges is 7; pad 

* ſerve 
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* ſerve and give remedy for right ; here they found a right, 'a known 
« and unqueſtionable right, yet inſtead of aſſiſting took away the reme- 
« dy to preſerve that right : What ſhall we call theſe Judges 2 My Lords, 
« in this Argument I am not willing to fay much ; 'tis enough that 
« your Lordſhips know 7onnage and Poundage is not a duty to the 
* Crown, but a Subſidy, and ſo granted i» ſub/14ium, ſometimes pro una 
« vice tantum, ſometimes far years, and then ceaſed when the time did 


| © expire, that when it was firſt granted for Life, it was with this Clauſe, 


« Ita quod non trahatur in exemplum futuris Regibus : But 'tis abundant- 
«* Iy enough that his Sacred Majeſty cannot be tainted with the advices 
« and judgments of theſe Men, but looks on this duty ſingly, as the 
© meer Afﬀection and Bounty of his Subjects, the which, no doubt, he 
« ſhall never want. 

* My Lords, The next Charge 1s concerning Impoſitions ; Mr. Yaſ- 
* ſal's Goods are ſeiſed for not paying Impoſt, which he conceived to be 
<* againſt Law, he is Impriſoned, and Judgment given againſt him, with- 
< out ſuffering him to be heard upon the point of Right, becauſe that had 
* been heretofore judged in Bates's Caſe : And yet theſe very Judges 
* have not thought themſelves ſo bound up by former judgments, but 
* that ſince this time they have argued a Caſe upon the 1ame point, 
* which was adjudged in /7i/ary Term in the 15 Elizabeth, and con- 
* firmed after by all the Judges of England in a Writ of Error, in the 
* 21 year of that Queen's Reign, 'tis Wa/fingham's Caſe, however the 
* ſame modeſty ſeiſed them again in the Caſe of a Noble Lord, not now 
* preſent. Whether the King, without aſlent of Parliament, may ſet 
* Impoſitions upon the Wares, and Goods of Merchants, is no queſtion ; 
* it hath been more then once debated in Parliament, and indeed whilſt 
* it was a queſtion, was fitteſt for a Parliament : 1 will not trouble your 
* Lordhips long ; 'tis now reſolved, and nothing new can be faid in 
* this Argument, though I may have leave to ſay, it the King can by 
* his Letters Patents create ſuch a right to himſelf, and by a Legal 
* Courſe recover that right under ſuch a Title, ſuch Letters-Patents are 
* in no degree inferiour to an Ac of Parliament : To reconcile ſuch a 
* power in the Prince, and the property of a Subject, that the one muſt

* an inferiour Court, had it not been true that Forteſcxe ſays in his 36 
* Chapter of the Laws of England, Neque Rex per ſe aut Miniſtros ſuos, 
Mw tallagia, ſubſidia, aut quezvis onera alia impouit, Sc. ſine conceſſhone vel 
* aſſenſu totius Regni ſui in Parliamento ſuo expreſſo, Sc. It the Sta- 
* tute de 7allagio non concedendo. If the 3o Chap. of Magna Charta, 
* and;all the other Statutes to that purpoſe be not clear in the point, 
* they might eaſily have apprehended ſo much weight, ſo much difficul- 
*ty in the queſtion, ( eſpecially ſince in all our Law-Books, not ſo much 
* as the word Impoſition is found, untill the Caſe in my Lord Dyer of 
*x Eliz. ( fol, 163.) that they might very well have ſuſpeted them- 
* ſelves to be no competent Judges for that determination ; and I hope 
* by the experience of this Parliament the Judges will recover that An- 
* cient as a be to believe that ſome Caſes may fall out, that may not

© had rather venture upon your Lordſhips judgments, theh upon the 
* Rules and Proceedings of the Law ( God knows what miſchief and 
* confuſion may fall out upon that admiſſion ) there muſt be ſuch dif- 
< ficulty, ſuch delay, before that Statute meant, your Lordſhips Juſtice 
© ſhould be concerned in the reſolution - I wiſh theſe Gentlemen had 
* thought'this buſineſs a matter of that difficulty, as had been fit for fuch 
* a delay. | 
” My Lords, We come next to the Charge concerning Knighthood : 
«* Mr. Maleverer appears upon the Proceſs of that Court, pleads and 
<« ſubmits to his Fine, ponit ſe in gratiam Curie : The Barons refuſe to 
« impoſe any Fine, they had no power to do that, he muſt treat with 
© certain Commiſſioners appointed for that purpoſe, and compound 
« with them : Your Lordſhips have not met in the fame Men fuch con- 
* traditions of Crimes ; who would ſuſpect the ſame Men in one Charge, 
© to have the mettle to Uſurp the Power, and Exerciſe the Juriſdiction

*ners of x Edw. . to Ziptoffe and Berk, and ſince to others, were and 
«© have been to compound with thoſe, who deſired to compound, not 
<* otherwiſe ; they had no power to compel any, to fine any ; that truſt, 
* by the Law, was and is only in the Judges ; ſo that if this duty were 
< aright to his Majeſty, and the Perſons lyable refuſe to compound, 
<* for ought theſe Judges can do, the King muſt loſe this Duty, 
* they can impoſe no Fine, only they have found a Trick, which they 


{ © call the Courſe of the Court ( to make his Majeſty a faver ) appear 


* while you will, plead what you will, ſubmit to the mercy of the. 
* Court, Iſſues ſhall go on ſtill, as if you did neither, till you havedone 
* ſomewhat that Court will not order you to do, nor is bound to take 
* notice of when you have done ; your Lordſhips will help us out of 
© this Circle-2 And that you may Fs how incapable they are of any 
< excuſe in this point, the very Mittimus ont of Chancery gives them 
© expreſs Command amongſt other things, 2? fnes omnium illorum qui | 
* ;uxta proclamationem prediff ordinem ante preditf diem ſuſcepiſſe de- 
* Buerunt, capiatis, &c. "Tis only worth your Lordſhips obſervation, 
* this misfortune commonly attends ( and may it ever ) thoſe —_—_ 
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* viſers and Miniſters of it fo fail in the Execution, that as it uſually 
* proves as grievous to the Subject, ſo by ſome Circumſtances, it proves 
* as penal to the Inſtruments, as if it were in the very nature of the thing 
* againſt all the Laws of Government. 

* I have wearied your Lordſhips : You fee in what a dreſs of inju- 
* ſtice, ſubtilty and oppreſſion, I am very unwillingly compelled to pre- 
* ſent theſe Judges to you ; if they appear to your Lordſhips under any 
< other Character of known and confeſſed learning in the whole courſe 
* of their lives, how far that will aggravate their fault your Lordſhips 
* muſt only judge : If under the excuſe of Ignorance, or not much 
* Knowledge in the duty of their places, your Lordſhips will eaſily con- 
* clude, what infinite miſchief, of which your Lordſhips have no parti- 
< cular Information, the Subjects of this Kingdom have ſuffered in their 
© Lives, in their Fortunes, under ſuch Ignorance, and ſuch Prefumption : 
*If under the Reputation of Prudence and Integrity in all Caſes, ex- 
< cept theſe preſented to your Lordſhips ; your Lordſhips will be at leaſt 
* of the ſame opinion, that he of Lacedemon was of the Athenians, if they 
* carried themſelves well, when time was, and now ill, they deſerve a 
* double puniſhment ; becauſe they are not good, as they were ; and be- 
* cauſe they are evil, as they were not. 

* My Lords, If the excellent, envied Conſtitution of this Kingdom 
* hath been of late diſtempered, your Lordſhips ſee the Cauſes : if the 
* ſweet harmony between the King's Protection, and the Subjects Obe- 
« dience hath unluckily ſuffered interruption ; if the Royal Juſtice and 
* Honour of the beſt of Kings have been miſtaken by his People ; if the 
<« Duty and Aﬀection of the moſt Faithful and Loyal Nation have been 
« ſuf m_ by their gracious Sovereign : It by theſe miſrepreſentations, 
— - theſe miſunderſtandings the King and People have been Robbed 
« of the delight and comfort of each other, and the bleſſed Peace of this 
« Iſland been ſhaken and frighted into Tumults and Commotions ; into 
<« the Poverty, though not into the rage of War, as a People prepared 
« for Deſtruction and Deſolation : Theſe the are Men Actively or Paſ- 
« ſively, by doing or not doing, have brought this upon us : Miſera ſer- 
« vitus falsd pax vocatur : ubi Fudicia deficiunt incipit Bellum. 


« My Lords, Tam Commanded by the Houſe of Commons to deſire 
* Your Lordſhips, that theſe Three Judges may be ſpeedily required to 
&* make their Anſwers to theſe Impeachments : and that fuch further 
«* Proceedings may be had againſt them, as the Courſe and Juſtice of 
< Parliament will admit.

tended to be due upon, and demanded by the ſaid Farmers and Officers on his 


| Majeſties behalf, for the ſaid Currants, whereas no ſuch Impoſition was due or 


payable for the ſame; but the ſaid Impoſition was, and is againſt the Laws of 
this Realm. 

And whereas alſo in Xfchaelmas-Term, in the faid fourth Year of His Maje- 
ſties Reign, His Majeſties then Attorney General, exhibited an Information by 
Engliſh Bill in the Exchequer, againſt the faid Samuel Yaſſat, ſetting forth that 
King James by his Letters-Patents, dated Tertio Novembr. in the ſecond Year of 
His Reign, did command the faid Impoſition of five Shilings fix Pence upon 
every hundred weight of Currants, ſhould be demanded and received. 

And that His Majeſty that now is, by His Letters-Patents dated the fix and 
twentieth Day of Fuly, in the ſecond Year of His Reign, did by advice of his 
Privy-Councel, declare his Will and Pleaſure to be, That Subſidies, Cuſtoms 
and Impoſt, ſhould be leyyed in ſuch manner, as. they were in the Time of 
King James; and the fame, and the Farmers thereof, ro continue until it might 
receive a ſetling by Parliament, and commanded the levying and receiving the | 
ſame accordingly ; and that the ſaid Samuel Yaſſal before the firſt Day of Ofts- 
ber then laſt, before the ſaid Information exhibited, did bring into the Port of 
London in Ships, four Thouſand ſix Hundred thirty eight Hundred Weight of 
Currants, Richard Carmarthen, Surveyor in the ſaid Port of London, the ſaid 


| firſt Day of Oftober, demanded of the ſaid Samuel! Vaſſal the ſaid Impoſition of 


five Shillings ſux Pence for every hundred Weight of the {aid Currants ; and 
that tt e ſaid Samuel Vaſſal refuſed to pay the ſaid Impoſition, and unjuſtly de- 
tained it from the King: To which falormation the ſaid Samuel YVaſſal appear- 
ed, and-pleaded the Statute of Aſagna Charta, and the Statute of de Tallagio non 
concedendo, and that he was a SubjeCt born under the Kings Allegiance, and a 
Merchant of London uſing that Trade, and that the faid Summ of five Shillings 
ſix Pence upon every hundred Weight of Currants, was and is alam talentum, 
and not antiqua ſeu refta conſuetudo, and that it was impoſed without Aſſent of 
Parliament : to which Plea the ſaid Attorney General demurred in Law, and 
the ſaid Samuel Yaſſal joyned in Demurrer with him ;z and when the ſaid Cauſe 
came to be argued, viz. in Trinity Term, in the ſixth Year of His Majeſties 
Reign, the ſaid Sir Humphrey Davenport being then Lord Chief Baron of His 
Majeſties ſaid Court of fxc equer, did contrary to his Oath, and contrary to 
the Laws of this Realm, and to the great impoveriſhment of the ſaid Samue/ 
Vaſſal, publickly deny to hear the Councel of the ſaid Samuel Yaſſal to argue 
for him, and faid, that the Cafe of the ſaid Samuel Yaſſal would tall under the 
ſame Rule with the Caſe of one Bates, and therefore was already judged : and 
when the Councel of the ſaid Samuel YVaſſal anſwering that they had nothing ta

And the ſaid Sir Humphrey Davenport ſhortly after did ( together with the reſt of 
the then Barons of the ſaid Court of Exchequer) impriſon the faid Samuel Yaſſal, 
for not paying ſuch Summs of Money as were pretended by the ſaid Officers of 
the Tuſtom-Houſe, to be due to His Majeſty, and did delay the ſaid Samuel YVaſſal 
from time to time, from having reſtitution of his ſaid Goods, being often in 
Court moved thereto, with intention to force the ſaid Samuel YVaſſal to pay the 
ſaid unlawful Impoſition ; and did alſo give his Opinion and Judgment upon

next before, the ſaid one and thirtieth Day of January, was reſident and re- 
maining at his Pallace at White-Hall in the County of 24:ddleſex, and that the 
faid Fames Maleverer the faid one and thirtieth Day of January, and three 
Days next before the ſaid one and thirtieth Day of Fanuary, was reſident and 
remaining at Arxcliff in the ſaid County of York, which is diſtant from the ſaid 
Pallace of White- Hall, the ſpace of one Hundred and fourſcore Miles; and that 
the ſaid James Maleverer the ſaid one and thirtieth Day of Þ ry aforefaid, 
or at any time before, had no Lands nor Rents in his own Hands, or in the 
Hands of Feoffees, to bis uſe, out of the ſaid County of York, and that that 
part of the ſaid County of York which is nezreſt to the ſaid Pallace of Whire- 
Hall, is diſtant from the ſaid Pallace of White-Hall the ſpace of one hundred 
and thirty Miles ; and that no Proclamation, by vertue of any Writ of Pro- 
clamation, for the appearance of any Perſons whatſoever, to take the ſaid Or- 


the thirtieth Day of Fanuary, in the ſaid firſt Year of His Majeſties Reign, by 
reaſon whereof the {aid James eMaleverecr could not perſonally come to the 
Preſence of His ſaid Majgfty, to take the faid Order of Knighthood before the 
ſaid one and thirtieth Day of Janary, in the ſaid firſt Year of His Majeſties ſaid 


ſubmit himſelf to the ſaid Court, and demanded to be diſcharged of the ſaid 
Iſſues, returned and impoſed upon him by reaſon -of the Premiſſes ; yet not- 
withſtanding the faid Plea and Submiſſion of the ſaid 7ames eAaleverer, and 
after the ſame was made as aforeſaid, and entred upon Record in His Majeſties 
ſaid Court of Exchequer, and the ſaid Court moved for ſtay of the Proceſs,and 
diſcharge of the 1ſſues, the ſaid Sir Humphrey Davenport, being then Lord Chief 
Baron of the ſaid Court of Exchequer, contrary to his Oath, and contrary to 
the Laws of this Realm, and to the great impoveriſhing of the ſaid James Ma- 
leverer, did ( together with the reſt of the then Barons of the ſaid Court ) re- 
fuſe to impoſe any Fine whatſoever upon the ſaid James Maleverer, and told 
him that the-ſaid Courc had no Power to Fine him, and that he muſt com- 
pound with certain Commiſſioners for that purpoſe appointed. And did farcher 
order and- dire ſeveral other Writs of Diſtringas, to iſſue forth of His Me- | 
jeſties ſaid Court of Exchequer, under the Seal of the ſaid Courr, diretted to 

the ſeveral High Sheriffs of the ſaid County of York; whereby the ſaid Sheriffs 

were commanded further to diſtrain the ſaid James Maleverer to appear as a- 

fareſaid; upon which ſaid Writs of Diſtringas, ſeveral great and exceſlive If- 

ſues were returned upon the Lands of the ſaid Fames Maleverer, amounting ta 

the Summ of two Thouſand Pounds, or thereabouts; a great part whereof, the 

"ſaid Fames Maleverer was inforced to pay ; and in like manner the faid Sir 

Humphrey Davenport ( together with the reſt of the then Barons of the ſaid 

Court of Exchequer ) did order and. direct ſuch and the like unjuſt and undue 
Proceedings; and the faid Proceedings were had and made accordingly, againſt 
Thomas Moyſer Eſquire, and againſt ſeveral other Perſons, His Majeſties Sub- 
jets , in ſeveral Parts of this Realm, to the utter undoing of many of 
them. 

2. That a Sentence of Degradation, being given by the High Commiſſioners 
of the Province of York, againſt Peter Smart Clerk, one of the Prehends of the 
Church of Durham, for a Sermon by him formerly Preached, againſt ſome In- 
novations in the Church of Durham, a Tryal was afterwards had, viz. in Au- 
guſt in the ſeventh Year of his ſaid Majeſties Reign, before the ſaid Sir Hum- 
phrey Davenport, Knight, then one of the __ of Aſlizes and N3ſ# pris for 
the County Palatine of Durbam, concerning the Corps of the Prebend of the 
ſaid Maſter Smart, which was. then pretended to be void, by the ſaid Sentence of 
Degradation ; the ſaid Sir Humphrey Davenport contrary to his Oath, and con-

And when the faid Jury had 
found againſt the ſaid Maſter Smarr, the faid Sir Humphrey Davenport, in ſcandal 
of His Majeſties Government and Juſtice, and of the Proceedings of His Maje- 
ſties Judges, did publickly as aforeſaid, ſpeak Words to this effe&t, That the 
ſaid Fury had well done, and that the ſaid Smart had no, remedy ſave by appeal tothe 
King ;, and there he ſhould find but cold Comfort, for the King would wot go againſt 
his own Prerogative, upon which the Judges and High Commiſſioners did dhend, and 
therefore would not contraditt one anothers Atts. | 

That the ſaid Sir Humphrey Davenport about the Month of November, Anno 
Dom, 1635. then being Lord Chief Baron of his Majeſties Court of Exchequer, 
and having taken an Oath for the due Adminiſtration of Juſtice to His Maje- 
ſties Liege People, according to the Laws and Statutes of this Realm, ſubſcrib- 
ed his Name to an Opinion, #n hec verba : | 1 am of Opinion, That as where the be- 
nefit doth more particularly redound to the good of the Pong, or Maritime Parts ( as 
in Caſe of Piracy or Depredations upon the Seas ) there the charge hath been, and may 
be lawfully impoſed upon them, according to Preſidents of former Times ; ſo where the 
good and ſafety of© the Kingdom in general is concerned, and the whole Kingdom in 
danger ( of nhich His Majeſty is the only. Fudg ) there the Charge of the De- 
fence ought to be borne by all the Realm in general: this I hold agreeable bath to Law 
and Reaſon. 

Leng d about the Month of Febryary, Anno Dom. 1636, the ſaid Sir Eum- 
phrey Davenport, then being Lord Chief Baron of the ſaid Court of Exchequer, 
ſubſcribed an extrajudicial Opinion, in Anſwer to Queſtions in a Letter from 
His Majeſty, ut ſupra in the Articles againſt Judge Bramftor, and Judge Berk- 
ley. 

” That whereas an Action of Battery was brought by one Richard Legge againſt 
Robert Hoblins, to which the ſaid Hoblins pleaded Juſtification de ſon aſſault de 
meſme, and the ſaid Cauſe came to Tryal at the Afſizes: holden for the County 
of Glouceſter in Sunimer, Ar. 1636, before_the ſaid Sir Hamphrey Davenport, 
then one of the Juſtices of Aſſize, and Ni; prizs for that County : Art the ſaid 
Tryal the ſaid Rgbert Hoblins did begin to make proof of his ſaid Juſtification, 
and produced one Robere Tilly a Witneſs in the Cauſe, who proved upon Oath, 
that the ſaid Richard Legge did make the firſt Aſſault upon the ſaid Robert Hob- 
lins, and that the occaſion thereof was, tat the ſaid Richard Legge, and others, 
came upon the Lands then in Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Hoblins, and did take and 
drive away eighteen Cows of the {aid Hoblins, pretending they had a Warrant 
from the Sheriff to diſtrain the ſame for forty Shillings a(eſſed upon the ſaid 
Hoblins, for Ship-Money: And when the ſaid Hoblins ( being preſent ) endea- 
youred to hinder the ſaid Legge, and others, from taking away his ſaid Cattel, 
the ſaid Legge ſtrook the ſaid Hoblins with a Staff, who after defended himſelf : 
T0; on the opening of the Matter the ſaid Sir Humphrey Davenport, would 
not ſuffer the ſaid Hoblins to produce any more Witneſſes on his behalf ( though. 
the ſaid Hoblins deſired that other of his Witneſſes then preſent, and ſworn, 
might be heard ) nor his Councel to ſpeak for him; but being informed that the 
ſaid Hoblins ( when Ship-Money was demanded of him ) anſwered, that he 
would not pay the ſame, becauſe it was not granted by Parliament, the ſaid Sir 
Humphrey Davenport did then ( openly in the hearing of a great number of His 
Majelties Liege People then aſſembled, and attending the Court ) in great Paſ- 
ſion reprove the ſaid Hoblins, and told him that the King was not to call a Par- 
liament to give him ſatisfaction; and did then and there alſo falfly and of purpoſe, 
to prevent His Majeſties loving Subjects from the due and ordinary courſe of 


Law, and contrary to his Oath, and” the Laws of the Realm, Publiſh, Declare,

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and affirm, that it was adjudged by all cthe Judges of England, that Ship-money | 


was due to the King, and directed the Jury Sworn in that cauſe, to find a Ver- 
di& for the ſaid Richard Legge : And the aid Jury did accordingly, and gave him 
twenty Pound damages. And the ſaid Fxmpbrey Davenport did then alſo, with- 
out any cauſe, Irmpriſon the ſaid Aobere Hoblinr, and bound him to the good be- 
haviour. 

That whereas in the Month of April, Decimn ſexts Caroli, the Officers of the 
Cuſtom- Houſe having Scized a Ship of one Sammel Warner, Laden with Tobacco, 
being the Goods of the faid Warner, the Buik of the ſaid Ship not being broken, 
and no Information Exhibited for the King, according to the courſe of the Exche- 
quer fr any Duty, the Barons were moved, that the ſaid Ship might be reſtored 
to the Proprietors, giving ſecurity to pay ſuch duties as did belong to the King 3 
but upon the allegation of the Kings Attorney, that there needed no information, 
becauſe there was no pevalty, the {aid Sir Humphrey Davenport, being then Lord 
Chief Baron of His Majcſiies Court of Exchequer, together with the re(t of the then 
Barons of the ſaid Court, did ( contrary to his Oath, and contrary to the Laws of 
this Kealm ) deny the reſtitution of the ſaid Ship, unleſs all the duties demand:d by 
the Farmers of the Cuſtom-Houle were firſt paid. 

Hereupon the ſaid Warner brought an Aion of Trover in the Office of Pleas in 
the Exchequer againſt the ſaid Officers that Seized his Ship and Goods : Whereupon 
the Kings Attorney General exhibited an Information by Erglifs Bill in the Exche- 
quer Chamber againſt the ſaid Warner ; ſetting torch, that Cuſtoms and Subſidies 
upon Merchandiſc,were a great part of the Kings Revenue, and payable to him t And 
that the ſaid Ship was Seized for non-payment of the aforeſaid duties 3 notwithftand- 
ing the ſaid Warner, then Proprietor, Proſecuted the Officers upon a Suit ar Law, 
and prayes that he may anſwer the ſaid Information before any turther proceedings 
be had at Law. 

Thereupon the ſaid Six Humphrey Davenport together with the reſt of the then Ba- 
rons of the ſaid Court of Exchequer, ordered that the Proprietor moving for the deli- 
very of the faid Goods, ſhould tirſt anſwer to the Information : after which the ſaid 
IV arner demurred to the ſaid Information, in regard no Title for any certain duty 
was (ct forth by the Information, which demurrer yet remains not over-ruled ; but 
the ſaid Sir Humphrey Davenport, with the ſaid other Barons, . without over-ruling 
the demurrer, - Ordered, becauſe Warner had put in a demurrer ard not an'wered to 
the ſaid Information, that he ſhould not proceed upon the Action of Trover, The 
Proprietor being thus prevented of his remedy by Action at Law, ſued forth a Reple- 
vin, and upon pretence of viewing the faid Goods, cauſed them to be. brought 
forth of a Cellar, hired by a Deputy to the Farmers to that uſe ; and being brought 
forth, they were taken by the Sheriffs of London, by vertue of the ſaid Replevin z 
and upon Oath made of the manner of the taking, as aforeſaid, before the Barons, 
and upon view of the Preſident, Inrolls the Caſe 3 the ſaid Sir Humphrey Davenport, 
with the aid other Barony,adjudged, that the ſaid Gcods were not Repleviſable,and 
granted an Injunion to maintain Poſſeſſion of them as they were before. 

And the ſaid Houſe of Commons by Proteſtation, ſaving to themſelves only 
the Liberties of Exhibiting at any time hereafter, any other Accuſation or Impeach- 
ment againſt the ſaid Sir Hhmpbrey Davenport, and alſo of replying to the anſwer 
that he the ſaid Sir Hwmphrey Davenport, (hall make unto the ſaid Articles, or any of 
them, or of offering proofof the Premiſles, or any of their Impeachments, or Ac. 
cufations, that ſhall be Exhibited by them, as the Caſe ſhall ( according to the courſe 
of Parliaments ) require, do pray that the (aid Sir Humphrey Davenport, Lord Chief 
Baron of His Majcſiies Court of Exchequer, may be put to anſwer to all and every 
the Premiffcs 3 and that ſuch Proceedings, Examinations, Tryals, and Judgments 
may be upon every of them had and uſed, as is agreeable to Law and Juſtice. 


The AR TICLES againſt Mr. Juſtice 7revor were as followeth.

Car. divers Goods and Merchandiſes 
whereof ( John Rolls, George Moore, and other Merchants of London 
were Proprietors ) being Seized and conveyed into certain Store-Houſes at the 
Cuſtom-Houſe, by Sir John Worſtenham, Abraham Dawes, and other the Farmers 
and Officers of the Cuſtoms, aud by them there detained, becauſe the ſaid 
ay age refuſed to pay the Subſidy of Tonnage and Porndage, pretended to 
be due, and demanded by the ſaid Farmers and Officers on His Majeſties behalf 
for the ſaid Merchandiſes, whereas no ſuch Subſidy or Duty of Tomnage or Pown- 
adage was due or payable for the ſame, no Sublidy of Tomage and Poundage ha- 
ving been granted by Parliament to His Majeſty. The ſaid John Roland others 
the Proprietors of the ſaid Goods, having by reaſon of ſuch unlawful Seizure 
and Detainer, as aforeſaid, Sued forth one or more Writ or Writs of Reple- 
vin, directed to the Sheriffs of : London ( being the pager remedy provided by 
the Law to regain the Poſſeſſion of Goods taken and with-held from the Owners 
contrary to Law } the ſaid Sir Thomas Trevor Knight, then, and yet one of the 
Barons of His Majeſties faid Court of Exchequer, together with the reſt of 
the then Barons of the ſaid Court, upon Information to them given, That the 
faid Proprietors, or ſome of them, had Sued forth, and did Profecute ſuch 
Writor Writs of Replevin, for the delivery of the ſaid Goods, did order an 
InjunCtion under Seal of the faid Court to Iſſue forth, direCted to the Sheriffs 
of London, commanding them thereby not to Execute the ſaid Writ or Writs 
of Replevin, or any like Writ thereafter to be Sued forth by any Perſon or 
Perſons for the delivery of any Goods in the like nature detained: And it didde- 
clare and order publickly in the faid Court of Exchequer, that the ſaid Goods 
by Law were not Repleviſable ; alledging for cauſe, that the ſaid Goods were 
in the Kings own Poſſeſſion, whereas the fame did not judicially appear to 
them, and they did well know, that the ſaid Goods were at that time in the 
| Poſſeſſion of the Farmers and Leſſees of the ſaid Cuſtoms, and no Lawful cauſe 
| to them appearing or ſuggeſted of the taking and detaining of the ſaid Goods : 
which InjunCtions and Declaration ſo granted and made, were and are againſt 
the Laws of this Realm, and in ſubverſion of the common right and remedy of 
the Subject for regaining the Poſſeſſion of his Goods, being taken and with-hold- 
en from him without Lawful cauſe. 
| That the Sheriffs of London for the time being ſerved with the ſaid injunCtion, 
did forbear to execute the ſaid Writ or Writsof Replevin : by means whereof 
the ſaid * Goods continued fo detained as aforeſaid, contrary to Law, fromthe 
Month of November, till the Month of Juze following. | 

That the faid Sir Thomas Trevor , and other the Barons aforeſaid , 
knowing the faid Goods to be unlawfully Seized and Detained , for the 
pretended Duties and Subſidy of Tormage and Poxndage, whereas no ſuch 
were payable by Law, did from time to time delay the reſpective Proprietors 
from having reſtitution of their ſaid Goods, being often in Court moved there- 
in, with intention thereby to force the Proprietors ( by wanting their Goods 
and the uſe thereof ) to pay all ſuch Summs as the ſaid Officers of the Cuſtoms 
pretended to be due to" His Majeſty. 

That to the end aforeſaid,the ſaid Sir Thomas Trevor, and the ſaid other Barons 
refuſed to accept of any Security to be given-by the faid Proprietors upon re- 
ſtitution had of their Goods, for payment of all ſuch Duties as ſhould be made 
appear to be made payable to His Majeſty in ſuch manner as the ſaid Barons 
ſhould dire. That the ſaid Sir Thomas Trevor, and other the Barons aforeſaid, 
knowing that the ſaid Summs demanded on His Majeſties behalf, by the faid 
Officers of the Cuſtoms, not to bedue by Law, did refuſe to order reſtitution 
of any part of thoſe Goods ( ſo detained as aforeſaid ) to the Proprietors there- 
of, unleſs the ſaid Proprietors would depoſite all ſuch Summs of Money as the 
ſaid Officers reſpectively demanded of them for pretended Duties to His Ma- 
jeſty ; and the ſaid Proprietors refuſing to depoſite the ſaid Summs demanded 
| the ſaid Sir Thomas. Trevor, and other the Barons aforeſaid, did order =. faid

Officers todetain doublethe value of the Summs by them demanded for pretend- 
ed-Duties to His Majeſty, and to reſtore the reſidue : the ſaid Sir Thomas Tre- 
vor, and other the ſaid Barons , - then knowing that the pretended Summs 
demanded by the ſaid Officers, were not by Law due or payable to His Ma- 


jcity. 


2. That in or about Jammary 4. Car. The ſaid Officers having Seized ſeveral 
Merchandiſes of the Goods of Kichard Chambers Merchant, upon the pretences 
aforeſaid did detain the ſame; and the faid Chambers Proſecuting by plaint to 
have his ſaid Goods Replevied, the faid Sir Thomas Trevor, together with 
the ſaid other Barons, did in like manner, in the ſaid Court of Exchequer, 
declare the ſaid Chambers his Goods not to be Repleviſable, and enjoyned the 
Sheriffs of London to proceed no further therein , no cauſe to them appear- 
ing of ſach Seizure or Detainer. And the faid Sir Thomas Trevor, and other 
the Barons of the ſaid Court, refuſed to order the delivery of the faid Cham- 
bers his Goods, upon good ſecurity offered by him to pay all ſuch Summs as 
ſhould be made appear to be due, and for which the faid Goods were pretend- 
ed to be detained; and the ſaid Barons being often moved in Court, therein, 
did refuſe to order reſtitution of any part of the ſaid Chamber's Goods, until 
the 23. of November 5 Carol. and then ordered that the ſaid Officers ſhould 
detain in their hands double the value of the Summs by them demanded, and 
reſtitation of the reſidue to be made to the ſaid Chambers, no cauſe of detain- 
ing any part of the ſaid Goods to themin any wiſe appearing. 


3- That whereas in the Month of Ofober, in the fourth year of His ſaid Ma- 
jeſtie's Reign, the Farmers and Officers of the Cuſtom-Houſe having Seized great 
quantities of Currants, being the Goods of Samnel Yaſſall Merchant, and having 
conveyed them into certain Store-Houſes at the Cuſtom-Houſe, and detained 
them, becauſe the ſaid Samuel Yaſſall refuſed to pay an Impolition of five Shil- 
lings fix Pence upon every Hundred weight of the faid Currants pretended to 
be due, and demanded by the faid Farmers and Officers on His Majeſties behalf 
for the ſaid Currants ; whereas no ſuch Impoſition was due or payable for the 
ſame, but the ſaid Impolition was and 1s againſt the Laws of this Realm. 

And whereas alſo in Michaelmas Term, in the ſaid fourth year of His Ma- 
jeſties Reign, His Majelties then Attorney General exhibited an Information 
by Engliſh Bill in the Exchequer-Chamber againſt the ſaid Samuel Vaſſall, ſetting 
forth that King James by his Letters Patents Dated the third of November in 
the ſecond year of His Reign, did command that the ſaid Impoſition of five 
Shillings ſix Pence upon every Hundred Weight of Currants ſhould be demand- 
ed and received : And that His Majeſty that now is, by His Letters Patents 
Dated the ſix and twentieth Day of July in the ſecond year of His Reign, did, 
by Advice of his Privy Council, declare His Will and Pleaſure to be, that 
Subſidies, Cuſtoms, and Impoſts ſhould be Levied in ſuch manner, as they were 
Levied in the time of King James ; and the ſame, and the Farmers to continue 
until it might receive a ſetling by Parliament, and commanded the Levying 
and receiving the ſame accordingly : and that the ſaid Samuel Yaſſall before the 
firſt Day of Ofober then laſt paſt before the ſaid Information Exhibited, did

X:. Y Lords, Not only my Wants, but my Aﬀections render me 
” leſs fit for this Employment : for though it has not been my 
| * happineſs to have the Law a part of my Breeding, there is no man 
* Honours that Profeſſion more, or has a greater Reverence towards the 
* grave Judges, the Oracles thereof. Out of Parliament all our Courts 
* of Juſtice are governed or direted by them ; and when a Parliament 
* is calld, if your Lordfhips were not affifted by them, and the Houſe 
* of Commons by other Gentlemen of that Robe; Experience tells us 
* it might run a of being ſtyled, Par/iamentum indoftlorum. But | 
* as all Profeſſions are obnoxious to the Malice of the Profeſſours,and by 

* them moſt eaſily betrayed, fo (my Lords) theſe Articles have told you 
* how theſe Brothers of the Coyt are become fratres in malo ; how theſe 
Sons of the Law have torn out the Bowels of their Mother : But this

« fuperſtitious to take this as an Omen, ſure I am, we may look on it :

«* and diſcontent had this Judgment bred among us 2 And as when the 
&« Noiſe and Tumult in a private houſe grows ſo loud as to be heard in-

* the long deſired Senate, whereof the People were ſo glad, that ZZo/t-

<* tent ; nevertheleſs the War proceeds, Forces are raiſed, led by ſome 
* of the Decemwvirz, and with the Sabines they.meet in the field : I know 
« your Lordſhips expe&t the Event ; my Author's words of his Coun-

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And this did that Worthy Reverend Judge, the chief Judge of Eng- 
land at that time, Sir Randol Crew, becauſe he would not, by ſubſcribing, 
countenance the Loan in the firlt year of the King, contrary to his Oath and

* by the Gracious Invitation of his Royal Majeſty expreſſed in his moſt 
© Juſt Manifeſto read unto us, reſolved to take into Conſideration, the 
© moſt Sublime, and moſt Difficult Buſineſs of the Chriſtian World 
© abroad : which hath for the ſpace of above Twenty Years laſt paſt, 
* drawn all the Kingdoms and States of Europe, into an immediate or

* tels fought, a Million of Men, Women and Children deſtroyed by the 
* Sword, by the Flames, by Famine, and by Peſtilence ; and that fome- 
* times Populous and Fertile Empire of Germany reduced to a moſt Ex- 
* tream and Calamitous Deſolation. -I have in thoſe few ſpare-Hours I 
* could borrow yeſterday, from the publique Service of the Houſe, recol- 
* lected ſome particulars, which may conduce to the cpring of this 
* great Cauſe, being drawn out of the Autographs themſelves, or out of 
* our Records at Home, or out of the Writings of our very Adverfaries, 
* and others abroad. I ſhall therefore begin at the Original it ſelf,of the 
* never-enough to be lamented loſs of thePrince Palatine'sDominions,and 
* Eletoral Dignity : that ſo we may take along with us, in our intended 
* Diſputes, not only our Afﬀections, but our Conſciences. It is there- 
* fore very to all that are but meanly verſt in the Cabinet Afﬀairs 


manifeſt, 
* of Chriſtendom ; That the Jeſuits have Confulted for many years laſt

* means to ruin the Evangelical Princes, and Party there. Their Chief 
* Aim hath been, fo to divide the Proteſtant Princes amongſt themſelves, 
* as Ly might be made uſe of Each againſt other, for the Ruine Each of

© The firſt Occaſion, that offered it ſelf within our Memories, was the 
* Pretences of ſeveral Competitors to the Dukedomes of Cleve and Fu- 
* liers, and they failed but a very Little to have executed their intended 


* Deſign upon that Occaſion. But their hopes failing in it, they apply

|< in the year 1619 the greater part of the Eſtates of that Kingdom were 
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* themſelves integrally to Ferdimand of Auſtria, Duke of Gratz, a Prince 
* not long ſince fo poor,and of ſo mean a Conſideration to add the weight 
* of but one grain, to the down-Ballancing of the Aﬀairs of Chriſten- 
* dome, as his Name was ſcarce heard of. 

* They find him a fit ſubject for them to work upon, having from his 
* Cradle been bred up in an extreme hatred of the Proteſtant Party,who 
* profeſſed the Truth. They refound nothing into the Ears of the old Em- 
* peror Matthias, but his Couſin Ferdinand's high merits; ſo as he 
* paſſing by his own Natural Brothers, and the Head of his Houſe, the 
* Spaniſh King, Adopts Ferdinand of Gratz for his Son, ſo to prepare 
*a way to make him the Succeſſor of his Scepter, Crown and Pur- 
* ple. 

" Then were the Sacred Dyets of the Empire, the Ancient means to 

* reconcile Differences, and prevent Jealouſies, as often diſſolved abor- 
* tively as called infincerely. Rumours were ſpread of Practices and 
© Deſigns againſt the Proteſtant Princes and Cities. And that thoſe 
* Rumours might not vaniſh in Smoak, the Liberties of the Great and 
© Ancient City of Strasburg were oppreſt. The Proteſtant Princes ſee- 
* ing Materials and Engines on every fide prepar'd for their Ruine, were 
* neceſſitated to meet at ZZei/burr, and there to conclude an union 
* amongſt themſelves. 

* This gave the Jefuits an aſſured hope, of making Germany ſpeedily 
* miſerable by a Calamitous War ; for not only the Pontifician Princes, 
* took the opportunity to ſettle a Catholique League, as they calld it 
* amongſt themſelves : But alſo the EleCtor of Saxony, like a true Pſeudo- 
* Lutheran, neither Proteſtant nor Papiſt, ſhews as good an Aﬀection to 
* the Catholic League, as the Evangelick Union. 

* The old Emperor Matthias begins now to act his part, and the Je- 
* ſuits ſpur on their ready Scholar Ferdinand of Gratz, to aſcend the 
© bloody Theatre they had fo-long deſigned him. Through the old Em- 
* peror's interceſſion, abuſing the Bohemian Proteſtants Credulity, with 
* ſugared Flatteries, and large Promiſes, he is admitted to the Crown of 
* that rich Kingdom ; which ſoon after made way for him unto the 
* Crown of Hungary alſo. The Jeſuits, and the Spaniards did now on- 
* ly want a fayr occaſion to begin a War in Germany. The Emperour 


* which not taking effe&, the Biſhop of Spiers is encouraged underhand 
* to pick a Quarrel with the Prince Elector Palatine, and to build a 
*\{trong Fortreſs upon his neighbours Territories, pretending he had

* door ( to affront and provoke him ) for he by an incredible celerity, 
* did cauſe the faid Fortreſs to be demoliſhed, before the Enemy could 
* fit, and furniſh it for his intended uſe, which made him fit ſtill and | 
* ſtudy for a new occaſion, which that it might not be long wanting, 
© the Liberties and Priviledges of the Proteſtants in Bohemza, contrary to 
© their new King Ferdinand s Oath, were temerated ; and by that means 


© neceſſitated, after mature deliberation, to abdicate him, and to Elect 
* Frederick Prince EleCtor Palatine for their King. 

* And thus are we arrived at that fad period of time, upon which fo 
* many fatalities have enſued ; in which we may ſee evidently, That 
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* the Prince Eletor Palatine was not caufally guilty of any part of that 
* Ocean of Blood, that hath been fince ſpilt in ' Germany, as the Ponti- 
* fician ſxde pretend he was. 
* The Scene was long before prepared by the Enemies of the Truth ; 
* and the Kingdom of Bohemia was filled with Arms and Hoſtilities di- 
* vers Months, before his accepting of that Crown ; when himſelf la- 
© boured by an earneſt mediation, to have given a peaceable Iſſue to thoſe 
* bloody beginnings. 
* It was the Honour and Greatneſs of that Matchleſs Princeſs that he 
* gained here, and the conſiderable Succours they expected from hence, 
* that eſpecially drew the Bohemians to that Choice. It therefore con- 
* cerns us now at length to provide, that the Prince EleCtor himſelf, and 
* the other Princely Branches of that great Family ( being, the ſecond 
* without queſtion, if not the firſt, and moſt Ancient of the Empire ) 
* extracted by their laſt match, from the Royal Line of Great Britain, 
* ſhould not under colour of their Father's accepting that Crown, to 
* which they now pretend no Title, be for ever deſpoyled of their An- 
* cient Inheritance, and Electoral Dignity : To which Calamity they 
* had never been reduced, had not the French King at that time for- 
* gotten the old Maxime of his Predeceflors, which was, To keep even 
* the Ballance of Germany ; to which alſo did moſt - fatally concur the 
* Duke of Bavaria's Ambition, betraying his own Blood ; and the Duke 
* of Saxonys taking Arms againſt the Evangelical Party. By this means, 
* and the advancing of Spno/a with the Spaniſh Army out of the Nether- 
* lands, was not only the Kingdom of Bohemia loſt in a tew months, 
* but the Pa/atinate alſo, excepting ſome few Places of ſtrength, inveſt- 
*ed by the Enemy, and that poor people left to ſlaughter, calamity, 
* and defolation. The ger of ſome ill Miniſters of this 
* State abroad. with thoſe of Forreign States here, aſſiſted by ſome 
* fatal Inſtruments at home, furthered- all this miſchief, at the inſtant 
* putting. this State in hope of a match, when _—_— ſhould rather 
* have beenrſent from hence, to have preſerved at leaſt the Eletoral Ter- 
* ritories from an Invading Power. 
* It is true, that the Spaniſh Match had been generally treated of 

* ſome 5 or 6 years before this fatal Fire kindled in Germany, being firſt 
* ſet on foot by the Duke of Lerma under Philip of Auſtria, late King 
* of Spain : But now it was effeQtually advanced, and fortified with a 
* conjoyned [Treaty of accommodating the Palatine Cauſe, without effu- 
* ſion of Blood. This and much more appears in the Original Journal- 
* Books of the Two Houſes of Parliament in Ano 21 Facobi Regis, which 
* T have fo far peruſed, as fo ſhort a time would give leave ; and though 
* that matters are there ſet down at large, efpecally in the Records out 
* of the Houſe of Peers ; yet I have abſtracted it into ſo narrow a com- 
* paſs, as may well ſort with the little ſpare time of this Houſe to hear 
* it. The Relation was firſt made at White-hall during that Parliament, 
* in the preſence of the greater 'part of both the faid Houſes, on Tueſday | 
* February 24. And it was afterwards reported TD Friday the 27th | 
* day of the fame Month next enſuing, in the Lords Houſe by the then 
* Lord Keeper, and in'the Houſe of Commons by Sir Richard Weſton, 
* at that time Chancellor of theExchequer. It is there at large ſer forth, 
* That His Majeſty's Royal Father, having had ſeveral fair promiſes from 
* the Emperour Ferdinand the Second, and the King of ' Spain, of a 
* peaceable Reſtitution of the Palatinate, cauſed not only ſuc —_— 
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* rable Forces, as were then remaining in Germany under the Prince 
© Elector's Enſignes to disband; but procured alſo ſome Places of ſtrength 
© in the Palatinate it ſelf, to be Surrendred, and Conſigned over to the 
* late Infanta of Spain. But in the year 1622. our late Royal Sove- 
* reign King James, upon his Ambaſſadors return from Bruxels, having 
* diſcovered the Emperors intentions to be full of inſincerity and deceit ; 
* wrote his Princely Letters, bearing Date at ZZampton-Court Ottober 3. 
©1622, to the {ns and {till ) Earl of Bri/to/, His Majeſty's Extraor- 
* dinary Ambaſſadour in Spain ; to let him know, That he now percei- 
* ved little ſincerity in all the Spaniſh King's promiſes for the peaceable 
© Reſtitution of the Palatinate, by whoſe only means he had ſuffered the 
* fame to be loſt to the Emperor, and that therefore he ſhould preſently 
* preſs that King, either to give a full and direct Anſwer under his Hand 
* and Seal, for the Reſtitution thereof ; or elſe to joyn his Armes with 
* his Majeſty againſt the Emperor for the Recovery of the fame : But 
* this matter as it further appears by the Original Journal-Books of the 
*Lords Houſe, being either not throughly preſſed, or notably dif- 
* ſembled ; fo many delays enſued one upon the neck of another, as in 
* the Iſſue it drew his Royal Majeſty, then Prince of Wales, to under- 
* take that dangerous and remote Journey unto that Nation, which hath 
* been the long and hereditary Enemy of Enz/and. This Journey was 
* chiefly undertaken by ſo great a Prince to add an end, one way or 
* other, to that unfortunate Treaty ; and his ſtay in Spar did caulally 
© proceed from his carneſt deſire to have effected a peaceable Reſtitution 
© of the Palatinare ; and therefore I doubt not but he ſhall now live to 
© verifie that Excellent and Heroick Expreſſion, which he made to the 
© Conde de Oilvarez a little before his coming out of that Kingdom. 


* Look for neither Marriage nor Friendſhip, without the Reſtitution 
* of the Palatinate. 


* AndI aſſure my ſelf, That the Force, arid Power of Great Brita$i 
* which was lately by fubtil, and wicked Inſtruments. divided againſt it 
* ſelf, being now united in One again, will te able to Effect fuch Great, 
* and Conſiderable Actions, as ſhall render his Majeſties Name and Reign 


© time received the before-mentioned Declaration, with ſo much reſent- 
* ment,as having rendred Glory toGod that had fo ſeaſonably diſcovered 

* the Spaniſh Frauds, and next their humble acknowledgments to their 
* then Gracious Soveraign,for requiring their Counſels in a buſineſs of fo 
* great Importance, they did unanimouſly adviſe him to break off the 
* faid two Treatics touching the Marriage, and the Reſtitution of the 
* Palatinate ; ingaging no Leſs than their Perſons, and Purſes, for the 
* Recovery of the then Prince EleQtor's Ancient and Hereditary Domi- 
* NioNs. 

* It appears alſo in the Original Journal-Book of this Houſe, De 4:0 
I. Carol;, That this great Buſineſs was again taken into Conſideration, 
* but was finally intombed with other Matters of great Moment, by the 
* fatal and abortive Diſſolution of that Parliament. If therefore this Great 
# Council of the Kingdom, did in thoſe two former Parliaments, account 
* the Reſtitution of this Illuſtrious and Princely Family to be of ſuch 
* great neceſſity for the preſerving of True Religion abroad, and ſecuring 
* our ſelves at home, as to ingage themſelves for an Aſſiſtance therein : 
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© Certainly we may upon much better grounds,undertake the fame now, 
* when aſſure my ſelf we may go as far with a Thouſand pounds for 
* the preſent, as we could have done with Ten thouſand at that time : 
© for let us but take a ſhort View of the Eſtate of Chriſtendom, what ir 
* was then, and what it is now, and we ſhall eaſily perceive a great Al- 
© teration in the ballance thereof. | 

* In France where Monſieur de Laynes did then rule all, being himſelf 
* ated by the Pope's Legate, that King Contrary to the Examples of 
* Francis the Firſt, Ferry the Second, and of Zenry the Great his own 
© Father, and Contrary to the Maximes, and Intereſt of that State, and 
© his own Safety, advanced the Formidable Power and Spreading Great- 
* neſs of the Houſe of Auſtria : but now the fame French King's Eyes 
* have been ſo opened, that ſhaking oft that former unhappy Slumber he 
* was in, he hath by his Arms and Power to his immortal Honour, and 
* Glory, for divers years laſt paſt, endeavoured to reſtore” again that Li- 
© berty to the German Empire, in the Ruin of which himſelf had fo fatal- 
* ly before Concurred. 

© The Swedes were then involved in ſeveral Wars, or Jealouſies with 
* the Pole, and inforced to _ at home to defend their own, but now 
* havea ſtrong Army,and poſleſs divers Pieces of Important Conſequence 
* within the very Bowels of the Empire. 

* The Epiſcopal Electors with the other Pontifician Princes and Pre- 
* lates, the ſworn Enemies of the Proteſtant Religion, were then Rich, 
* and Potent, but ſince moſt of their Countries and Territories have 
* taſted of the ſame Calamities of War,which they had formerly brought 
* upon their Neighbours, fo as now they are moſt of them ſcarce able to 
* defend their own, much leſs to offend any other. 

* The Pſeudo-Lutheran Eleftor of Saxony , that is Caufally guilty 
* more than any other ſingle perſon Living, of all thoſe Calamities and 
* Slaughters, which have for ſo many Years waſted Germany, and was 
© then ſo Liberal of his Treaſure, and ſo forward with his Arms to an- 
**cillate to the Emperor's Deſigns, to the almoſt utter Subverſion of the 
* True Religion in Germany, 15 now after the reiterated temeration of 
* his Faith and Promiſes, the Fatal Survivor of the ſeveral Devaſtations 
* of his own Country, and Dominions : ſo as all thoſe vaſt difficulties 
* and great dangers, which might well have retarded the forwardneſs 
© of thoſe two former Parliaments, the firſt being held in the 22d. Year 
* of his Majeſty's Royal Father, and the Later in his Own firſt Year, 
* being now removed, we have greater Encouragements, than ever, to 
* Concur with our SacredSoveraign in the Aſſerting of this his moſt Juſt, 
* and Princely Manifeſto. | 

* For mine own part, I expe&t no good Iſſue of the preſent Treaty at 
* Ratisbonne : | know the Duke of Bavaria's Ambition too well, ever to 
© imagine that he will part with thoſe Large Revenues, and much leſs 
* with the Septem-Viral Dignity and Suffrage he hath obtained by the 
© Prince or's Calamity and Misfortune ; unleſs it be Extorted from 
* him by force of Arms. | 

* My humble Advice therefore is, That we ſend up to the Lords, to 
* defire a ſpeedy Conference with them, in which we may acquaint 
* their Lordſhips, how far we have proceeded in our Approbation of 
* his Majeſties moſt Royal Manifefo,and to move them to Concur with 
* us therein. 

After 


 Aftera long Debate, the Houſe came to this Reſolution : 


Reſolved &c. That this Houſe doth Approve of his Majeſties Pious 
Intention in the behalf of his Royal Sifter the Queen of Bohemia, and his 
Nephew the Prince Flettor Palatine, and the reſt of the Princes of that 
Family ; and of the Publiſhing the Manifeſto to that purpoſe, and this 
Houſe will be ready to give his Majeſty ſuch Advice and AſſisFance there- 
in by Parliament, as ſhall ſtand with the Honour of Fis Majeſty, and the 
Intereſt aud Afﬀedtion of this Kingdom, if the preſent Treaty ſhall not ſuc- 
ceed, 

But theſe were only Words, and they were ſo far from giving his Ma- 
jeſty or the Electoral Family any Aſſittances, that having Encouraged 
the King of Eng/and to put out this Manife/to, and then failing him of all 
Aſſiſtances to make it good, they rendred Themſelves, the E:g/i/h Na- 
tion, and the King himſelf Cheap in the Eſteem of Forreign Nations ; 
however, Mr. Pym was Ordered to go up to the Lords, to defire a Con- 
ference about it. 

The Houſe of Lords was turned into a Committee to debate the 42h 
Head brought from the Houſe of Commons concerning the Queens 
Majeſty, and the firſt Branch was agreed to. 

To the Second Article, It was agreed to Joyn with the Houſe of 
Commons to move the King, 7hat he will be pleaſed not to give his 
Conſent to the ſame hereafter, it being againſt the Laws of this King- 
dome. 

To the Third, concerning the Colledg of Capuchins at Denmark- 
Houſe, agreed. 

The 47h not now Reſolved. 

There was a Debate in the Commons Houſe, concerning the For- 
reign Ambaſladors entertaining and ſheltering Romzi/h Prieſts and Je- 
ſuits, Natives of his Majeſties Dominions ; upon Which it came to this 
Vote, 

Reſolved,&c. That this Houſe doth declare, That no Forreigu Ambaſ- 
ſador whatſoever ought to ſhelter or harbour any Popiſh Prieſt or Jeſuit, 
that are Natives of the Kings Dominions, under fretence of being their 
Servants or otherwiſe. And the Committee for rhe 10 Propolitions to his 
Majeſty about his Journey, are to preſent this Declaration to the Lords 
Committee appointed to meet them, and to defire their Lordjhips to Joyn 
with this Houſe to Petition his Majeſty that this may accordingly be ob- 

erved. 
" The Ceſſation was Voted to continue 14 dayes longer from Munday 
next. 

The Houſe then reaſſumed the Debate about Mr. 770/35 and others 
Impriſoned and Fined 3 Car. and came to theſe Votes,

Anſwer, © The Nature and Quality of this Offence will be greater

Axſwer,; © We humbly conceive, That an earneſt, though a diſorder- 
* Iy, and'confuſed proceeding in ſuch a Multitude, may be called Tu-

To hear then, that theſe Princes, ſo neatly allyed unto the King, ſhould ſuf- 
fer that which is ſo unworthy of them, inſtead of Honor, of Greatneſs, to find 
Oppreſſion, inſtead of a Fortune anſwerable to their Birth and Relation, to 
have their ancient Patrimony torn from them, and deteined by a Hand of Vio- 
lence, is a Thing, which makes our Ears to tingle, and our Hearts to riſe 
within us. 

e Hy Lords, The Loyal Snbjett of England, is ſo well tuned ina ſweet agree- 
ing Harmony, to the Perſon of his Prince, that he is affeted with the leaſt 
Touch upon any part of the Princely String, and Anſwers it inſtantly with a 
Sound' proportionable ; If it be Good, and Pleaſant, with Joy, and Exultation, 
if harſh and RI, with Sorrow and Lamentation ; but a Sorrow not 
Womaniſh and Effeminate, but accompanied with Indignation,and vigorous mag- 
nanimous Reſolution, to be avenged upon whoſoever dare give Offence to our 
Royal Sovereign. . 

This then is enough to make us zealous, for the Redrefs of the Prince Ele-

vance this greed by the higheſt pitch of Greatneſs and Reputation, to make 
us formidable a to the Enemies of our Church and State, and ſo injoy Peace 
and Safety, and Tranquillity at Home. 

For My Lords, The Proteſtant Religion and this Kingdom, are like Zip. 
pocrates*s Twins, that muſt both Live, and Die together. 

It is madneſs to think this State can ſubſiſt, if Religion be ſubyerted ; and 
as great a madneſs to think our Religion can continue here, if we ſuffer it to 
be deſtroyed, and eradicated out of our Neighbour Countries ; which can no 
mote be ( that is, our Religion and this Kingdom be preſerved, ) when our 
Neighbours of the ſame Religion and Belief with us be conſumed, then a Fort 
can hold ont, when all the Out-Works be taken, or the Heart preſerved, 
when a Gangrene hath ſeized on the outward Parts of the Body. 

My Lords, As the true Religion is in the Truth, the Heart of E»glerd, 
which gives it Life, and makes it flouriſh with Strength and Power; ſo is Eng- | 
land ( in Politick Reſpect) the Heart of the Proteſtaut Religion ia all mY 
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ther Parts of Chriſtendom ;, and upon Occaſion, muſt ſend out Supply into all 
the Neighbouring Countries, profeſſing the ſame Religion with itz which ( to 
be themſelves in fafety ) muſt be under the ProteCtion of this Fort, under Con- 
tribution to this Garriſon, 

And on the other fide, if theſe Countries be one after another, Invaded and 
Poſleſſed by the Enemies of Religion, that great Tye of Religion between us, 
and thoſe Bonds be Diſſolved, which only can Unite and Strengthen our mu- 
tual Aﬀections, and Relations ; as if they get one Part, their Appetite will in- 
creaſe ſoon to ſwallow up another. 

Firſt, The Palatinate; then the other Parts of Germany; afterwards the 
| Low-Conntries, and then, Let us think in what Condition England will ſtand ? 
It will be left as a Cotrage in a Vineyard; as a Lodg in a Garden of Cucum- 
bers; as a beſieged City, when all the Defences are gone, it will ſoon fall to be 
a Prey to the Enemy. 

My Lords, This Conſideration likewiſe works with the Commons of England, 
and as the Wiſe-Man is to have his Eyes in his Head, and look before him ; ſo 
they do look before them, and had rather ſee this Evil met half-way, then ſtay 
till it come to them, rather ſee the eating Gangrene of the Auſtrian Ambition 
ſtop'd in Germany, then tarry till it ſeize upon the Vital Parts of this Ifland, and 
the death of Religion inevitably follow. 


Sir Benjamin Rudyard alſo at a Committee of the whole Houſe, Mr. 
Whitlock being in the Chair, ſpoke to this buſineſs as follows. 


Maſter Whitlock, 


F we may do the Prince Eleftor good by our good word, I hope we ſhall not 
I ſtick to afford it him. A word ſpoken in due Seaſon is worth more then Gold 
and Silver at another time. 

His Majeſtie's Ambaſlador is now at the Dyet at Rarisbon, where the Emperor 
and other Princes are by Friendly Treaties endeayouring to make up the Breaches 
of Germany. If this opportunity be omitted, His Highneſfs's Aﬀairs will be ex- 
ceedingly caſt behind-hand. 

It is true, that our Treaties heretofore have not been proſperous; the reaſon 
hath been, becauſe of the unhappy diſtance between the King and His People 
which brought a Diſvalue upon this Kingdom abroad. But now,when the World 
ſhall take notice ofthe good underſtanding between His Majeſty and His Subjects, 
by an earneſt and ſolemn joyning of the whole Parliament with His Majeſtie's 
Declaration, the Propoſitions coming from hence, will carry with them more 
Weight, more Authority ; which is the way to redeem our engagement at an eaſie 
rate, to ſave thoſe great charges which ſomedo ſo much fear. 
| 1fwe ſhould he backward in this great work, weſhall cancel the obligations of 

Nature, of Honour, of Reaſon, of State, of Religion which bind us to it. 

Wherefore, Maſter Whirlock, my humble Motion is, That we may draw up 
a ſhort and round Manifeſto to wait upon and affirm the Kings Declaration, tobe 
ſtill managed by Advice of Parliament, which will be ſafe tor our ſelves, more 
powerful and effeCtual for the Prince EleCtor. 


I cannot tell what the preſent Age thought of it, and account it one 
of the greateſt bleſſings of Heaven that I was not then capable of think- 
ing ; but certainly Poſterity will ſee by this Speech a moſt notorious 
and manifeſt Colluſion in theſe People, who, notwithſtanding all the 
glorious pretences and zeal for this deplorable Family, in which the 
Honour and Intereſt of the King and Nation were, by their own Coiw- 
feſſion, ſo deeply concerned, yet never intended any more aſſiſtance to 
this diſtreſſed Proteſtant Prince, then a few good and great words, 
which was a cheap way, and ſtill reſerving to themſelves a ſtarting 
hole, to aſſiſt the King in this Afﬀair only fo long as he would follow

Ordered 
that all the Pews in the Churches ſhould be ſoaltered, that the People might 
kneel with their Faces Eaſtward, towards the Communion-Table fo ſet Altar-

He in the ſame year 1636. enjoyned that every Miniſter after he had finiſhed 
tht reading of ſome part of Morning Prayer, at the Desk, ſhould go out from 
the ſame to the Holy Table ſer Altar-wiſe, as to a more Holy place, and there, 
when no Contminion'was to be Adminiſtred, Read at the faid Table a part of 
the Communioti Service, now commonly called the ſecond Service, whereby 
the conſciences both of the Miniſter, and People, have been not only very much 
offended, and grieved , but alſo the Service it ſelf was made very unprofitable 
tothe People, who could not hear what was faid, or prayed in that place. 


VI. 

That both he in his own Perſon, his Chaplains, and others of the Clergy, 
as namely, Mr. John Novell, Mr. William Gueſt, Mr. John Dunckon, and others 
following his example,did ever ?fter the Table was ſo ſer Altar-wiſe,uſe and per. 
form ſuch, ſo many, and ſo frequent bowings, and adorations before, and to- 
wards the faid Table as have been dangerons examples to draw others to the 
like Superſtitious yr and have given great Scandal , and offence to the 
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found, ſincere, and well affefted Chriſtians. 


VII. 

He in the ſaid year 1636. enjoyned all the People to come up to the Rail to 
receive the Holy Communion, and there kneel, and do Reverence before the 
Holy-Table placed Altarwiſe ; And gave directions to the Miniſters, not to ad- 
miniſter the Communion to ſuch People as ſhould not ſo come up, and do ſuch 
Reverences as aforeſaid, and that the Miniſter ſhould within the Rail deliver the 
Bread to ſuch People only as ſhonld ſo come up and kneel before the ſaid Table 
as aforeſaid. This was to the offence of the Conſciences of many good People, 
who for fear of Idolatry and Superſtition, durſt not come to kneel at the ſaid 
Rail before the Table ſo placed Altar-wiſe ; and many People not coming up 

hither, though preſenting themſelves upon their Knees in Chancel, have not 
had the Communion delivercd unto them, and afterward for not receiving have 
been Excommnnicated, as namely, John Shyming, Samuel Dunckyon, Peter Fiſh- 
er, Thomas Newton, Edward Bcawell, Edmmd Day, John Frowar , and many 
others. | 

VIII. 

He did in the faid year 1636. enjoyn and command that there ſhould be no 
Sermons on the Lodrs Dayes in the afternoon, or on the Week Dayes at all, 
without his Licenſe. And alſo enjoyned that there ſhould be no Catechiling, 
' but only ſuch Queſtions;and Anſwers, as are contained in the Book of the Com- 
rhon-Prayer. Not allowing the Miniſters to expound or open the points of the 
ſame tothe People. Heand his under-Officers affirming in publick places, ar 
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ſuch an Expoſition might be as ill as a Sermon. And the more to hearten, and 
confirm the People in prophaning the Lords Day. He enjoyned the Miniſters 
to read publickly in their Churches, a Book publiſhed tonching ſports on the 
Lords Day, For not reading whereof, ſome Miniſters were by the command 
and direCtions of the faid Biſhop Suſpended, viz. Mr. William Leigh, Mr. Ri- 
chard Proud, Mr. Jonathan Burr, Mr. Matthew Brownrigg, Mr. Mott and divers 
others; ſome deprived, Mr. Powell, Mr. Richard Raymond, Mr. Jeremy Borrowes, 
and ſome otherwiſe troubled. By all which, Knowledge was ſuppreſled, and 
Ignorance andProphaneneſs introduced in that Dioceſs. 


I X. 

| There having been formerly two kinds of Ringing of Bells,and calling People 
to the Church in that Dioceſs ( viz. ) one kind, when there were only Pray- 
ersto be Read,and another kind, when there were both Prayers to be read, and 
a Sermon Preached, whereby the People did apply themſelves to the Serviceof 
God in thoſe places, where both Prayers and Preaching was to be ; He, to hin- 
der the People in their good deſires in ſerving of God, and edifying their Souls, 
did in the ſame year 1636. command, and enjoyn,that there ſhould be no diffe- 
rence in Ringing of Bells to Church when there was a Sermon and when! there 
was none. 

XN. 
Whereas many Godly Miniſters, for the preventing of the great Sin in the 
People of unworthy receiving the Holy Communion of the Lords Supper, did 
uſe to Preach two or three Days before every Communion, a Preparation Ser- 
mon to prepare, and InſtruCt the People in the Right and Worthy receiving 
of the Communion ; He the faid Biſhop did in the faid year 1636, forbid Mi- 
niſters to Preach any ſuch Preparation Sermon in that Dioceſs, as namely, Mr. 
Devereox, Mr. Swayn, and other Miniſters. 


XI. 

Whereas all Gods Ordinances are SanCtified, and made Fruitful by the bleſ- 
ſing of God upon them by Prayer ; He, endeavouring to ſuppreſs the benefit 
and power of Prayer, in the year 1636, enjoyned, That no Miniſter ſhould 
uſe any Prayer before his Sermon, but move the People to Pray only in the 
words of the fiftie th Canon,made Anno 1603; which Canon was not warrant- 
ed by the Law : And that no Prayer ſhould be uſed before or after the Sermon. 
And he in his own Perſon having been at the Sermon in the Town of 7Tpſwich, 
when the Preacher did uſe or make any other Prayer, did fit upon his Seat, 
without uſing, or giving any reverence of kneeling, or otherwiſe, thereby 
to diſcountenance ſuch Prayer. And he in the faid year 1636,cnjoyned that no 
Prayer ſhould be made in the Palpir- for the Sick,and «that ſuch as were prayed 
for in the Reading Desk, ſhould be prayed for only in the two Collects pre- 
ſcribed for the vilitation of the Sick in private Houſes. 


X 11. 

He the more to Alienate the Peoples Hearts from hearing of Sermons in the 
ſaid year 1636. Commanded and enjoyned all Miniſters to Preach conſtantly in 
their Hood and Surplice, a thing not uſed before in that Dioceſs, and much 
offenſive to the People as a Scandalous Innovation. And the Pariſhioners of 
Knatſball wanting a Surplice, he did by his Officers in the year 1637. enjoyn 
the Church-Wardens there, that no Prayers ſhould be read in that Church,till 
they had got a Surplice,which they not getting for the ſpace of twoLords Days 
after, had no prayers during that time there. | 


XIII. 

That during the time of his being Biſhop of Norwich, which was about 
two years, and four Months; There were for not reading the ſecond Service, 
at the Communion- Table ſet Altar-wiſe, for not reading the Book of Sports, 
for uſing conceived Prayers, before and after Sermons, And for not obſervin 
ſome other Illegal Innovations by him , and his under-Officers, by and 
upon his directions, and injunctions, ſundry Godly painful ' Preaching Mi- 


niſters, that is to ſay, Mr. Wiliam Powell, Mr. John Carter, Mr. Robert _.

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Mr. Wilkam Bridze, Mr. William Green, Mr. Mott, Mr. Richard Raymond, Mr. | 
Thomas Scot, Mr. Greenhil, Mr. Nichola: Beard, Mr. Hudſon, Robert Kent, Tere- 
my Burrows, Mr. Thomas Allen, and others, to the number of fifty, were Ex- 
communicated, Suſpended, or- deprived and otherwiſe cenſured, and ſilenced, 
to the undoing of many of them, their Wives, and Children, and they 
could not be abſolved without giving promiſe to conform to his directions 
cditis & edendis,by means whereof ſome Miniiters were enforced to depart this 
Realm into Holland, and other parts beyond-Sea, viz. The ſaid Mr. Thomas 
Bridge, Mr. Jeremy Borrows, Mr. Thomas Allen, Mr. John Ward, and others of 
Norwich, to remove into other more peaceable Dioceſles, as namely Mr. Ed- 
miund Calamy, Mr. Broom, Mr. Beard, and others, and ſome of them ſo Pro- 
ſecuted as hath been ſuſpected to be the Cauſe of their Deaths, as namely Mr. 
Thomas Scot and others ; the-terror of which proceedings hath cauſed other 
Miniſters to gleave their Cures, and go away, viz. Mr. Wilkam Kirington, 
Mr. Thomas Warren, Mr. John Allen and others ; and if a Stranger Preached 
at the Cure of ſuch Perſon Suſpended, the Church-Wardens permitting ſuch 
Perſon ſo to Preach, were enjoyned penance,and otherwiſe troubled, as namely 


the Church-Wardens of $S7ailwell, and the Stranger for Preaching, was alſo 
therefore moleſted, viz. Mr. Aſh, Mr. Eades, Mr. Maming, and other Miniſters. | 


XIV. 

That during the time he was Biſhop of the faid See of Norwich, he did 
unlawfully compel the Inhabitants of the ſeveral Pariſhes, within that 
Dioceſs, to raiſe the Flowers of the Chancels, of their reſpeCtive Churches, 
to Rail in tlieir Communion- Tables, ta remove the Pews and Seats, and to 
make other alterations in the reſpective Churches ; in the doing whereof the 
faid Inhabitants were put to great, exceſlive, and unneceſſary charges and ex- 
pcnces, amounting in the whole, to the Summ of five thouſand Pounds, and 
upwards, which ſaid charges and expences, he did by unlawful means and 
courſes, enforce the ſaid Inhabitants, to undergo ; and ſuch of the faid In- 
habitants, as did not obey. the ſame, he did vex, trouble and moleſt by Pre- 
ſentments, Citations, Excommunications, Tedious, and frequent Journeys, 
and by Attendances at the Courts of his Chancellor, aud other his Officials, 
viz. the Church-Wardens of Linne, Ipſwich, $S. Edmundsbury, and others.

XV. 

That for not coming up to the Rail, to receive the Holy Communion, 
kneeling there before the "Table Altar-wiſe, for not ſtanding up at the Goſ- 
pel, and for not obſerving and performing of his unlawful Innovations, and 
Injunctions, many other of His Majeſties Subjects, viz. Perer Fiſher, Samuct 
Duncon, James Percivall, John Armiger, Thomas King, and others, have been 
by him, his Chancellors, Viſitors, Commiſlaries, and Officials, by Command 
and InjunCtions, much Moleſted, Diſquieted and Vexed in their Eſtates and 
Conſciences, by Citations to the Courts, long attendance there, Diſmiſlion, 
Fees, Excommunications, Penances, and other Cenſures. 


XVI. 
That by reaſon of the rigorous Proſecutions and dealings in the laſt prece- 
dent Articles mentioned,and by reaſon of the continualSuperſtitious bowing to, 
and afore the Table ſet Altar-wiſe, the ſuſpending, ſilencing and driving a- 


Sermons and Prayer, the putting down of LeCtures, the ſuppreſſing means of 
knowledge and Salvation, and introducing Ignorance, Superſtition, and Pro- 
phaneneſs, many of His Majeſties Subjects, to the number of three thouſand, 
many of which uſed Trades, Spinning, Weaving, Knitting, and making of 
Cloth, and Stuff, Stockings, and other Manufaftures of Wools ; that is to 
ſay, Daniel Sunning, Michael Metcalfe , John Berant, Busby, Widdow Mapes, 
Richard Cock, John Dicks, Francis Laws, John Senty, and many others, ſome 
of them ſetting an hundred poor People on work, have removed themſelves, 
] their Families, and Eſtates into Holland, and other parts beyond the Seas, 

and there ſet up and taught the Natives there, the ſaid manufattures, to the

way of the painful Preaching Miniſters, the ſuppreſſing and forbidding of 
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great hindrance of Trade in this Kingdom, and to the impoveriſhing, and 
bringing to extream want, very many who were by thoſe Parties formerly ſet 
on work, to the great prejudice of His Majeſty and His People.

Thar he the ſaid Biſhop, finding the People to diſtaſt þis Innovations, hath 
often in publick and private Speeches declared in the ſaid year 1636. that 
what he did in the ſame, was by His Majeſties command : whereby he contra- 
ry to the duty of this place, which he held under His Majeſty, being Dean of 
His Majeſties Royal Chappel ; and contrary to the duty of a good and Loyal 
Subject, endeavoured to free himſelf of blame, and to raiſe an ill Opinion of 
His Royal Majeſty in the Hearts of His Loving Subjects. 


X VIII. 

That he the ſaid Marrhew Wren , being Biſhop of- Norwich in the ſaid year 
1636. in the Tower Church in Jpſwich, and other places, did in his own Per- 
ſon uſe Superſtitious and Idolatrous Aftions and Geſtures in the Adminiſtration 
of the Lords Supper, Conſecrating the Bread, and Wine, ſtanding at the 
Weſt-ſide of the "Table with his Face to the Eaſt, and his Back towards the \ 
People, Elevating the Bread and Wine ſo high as to be ſeen over his ſhoulders, 
bowing low, either to or before them, when he after the Elevation and Con- 
ſecration had ſet them down on the Table. 


XIX. 
That he the more to manifeſt his Popiſh affeCtion, in the ſaid year 1636. 
cauſed a Crucifix, that is to ſay, the figure of Chriſt upon the Croſs, to be 
Engraven upon his Epiſcopal Seal, beſides the Arms of the See. | 


XX. 
That he hath choſen and employed ſuch Men to be his Commiſſioners, Rural 
Deans, and to be his houſhold Chaplains, whom he knew to be, and ſtand af- 
fected to his innovated Courſes, and to Popiſh Superſtition , and to be erro- 
neous and unſound in Judgment and Practice : as namely Mr. John: Nowell, Mr. 
Edmund Mapletoft, Mr. Jobn Dunkin, Mr. Boucke, Mr. Dun, and others, 


XX1I. 

That he hath very much oppreſſed divers Patrons of Churches, by admit- 
ting, without any colour or Litle, his own Chaplains, and others whom he 
affected, into Livings which become void within his Dioceſs, unjuſtly enfor- 
cing the true and right Patrons to long and chargeable Suits to eviCt ſuch In- 
cumbents, and to recover their own right : ſome of which he did againſt his 
Prieſtly word given to the ſaid Patrons, or their Friends, in verbo Sacerdoris, 
not to do the ſame. This he did in the Caſe of one M. Rzver. 

X XII, 

That he and others, in the year 1635, ſol, or granted away the profits of 
his Primary Viſitation, for five hundred Pounds, over and above charges of the 
Viſitation, and for the better benefit of the Farmer, ſet forth a Book in the 
year 1636, Intituled, Articles to be enquired of within the Dioceſs of Nor- 
wich, in the firſt Viſitation of Adarthew, Lord Biſhop of Norwich, conſiſting 
of 139 Articles, - and wherein are contained the number of 897 queſtions, ac- 
cording to all which, the Church-Wardens were enforced to preſent upon 
pain of Perjury. And ſome Church-Wardens, that is to ſay, Robert Langley, 
Charles Newton, Richard Hart, William Bull, and Rephany Ford, and others, 
not making preſentments accordingly, were cited, moleſted, and troubled, and 
enjoyned pennance ; notwithſtanding .many of the ſaid Articles were ridicu- 
lous, and impollible.

That the Church-Wardens, and other men Sworn at the Viſitation, were 
enforced to have their preſentments written by Clerks ſpecially appointed 
by ſuch as bought the. ſame Viſitation, to whom they paid exceflive Summs

Whereas by *the Laws of this Realm no Tithes ought to be paid out 
of the Rents of Houſes, nor is there any Cuſtom or Uſage in the City 
of Norwich for ſuch payment ; yet the ſaid Biſhop endeayonred to draw the 
Citizens, and other Inhabitants within the ſaid City againſt their wills and 
conſents to Pay two Shillings in the Pound, in licu of the Tithes of Houſes 
within the ſeveral Pariſhes of the ſaid City, utito the Miniſters there, of the 
ſaid reſpective Pariſhes. And the better to effeCt this his unjuſt reſolution, he 
did by falſe and undue ſuggeſtions, in the fourteenth year of His Majeſties 
Reign that now is, procure His Majeſty. to declare under his Highneſs's great 
Seal of England his Royal pleaſure, "That if any perſon within the faid City 
ſhall refuſe to Pay according to the ſaid rate of twoShillings in the Pound unto 
the Miniſter of any Pariſh within the ſaid City, that the {ame be heard in the 
Court of Chancery, or in the Conliſtory of the Biſhop of Norwich. And that 
in ſuch caſe no prohibition _ the ſaid Biſhop of Norwich, their Chancel- 
lors or Commiſlaries in the ſaid Courts of Conſiſtory be granted. And if any 
ſach Writ be any time obtained, the Judges granting the ſame, upon ſight of 
his Highneſs's ſaid Order, ſhall forthwith grant a Conſultation to the Mi- 
niſter deſiring the ſame, with his reaſonable coſt and charges of the ſame : 
Which faid Order and Decree under the great Seal of England tended to the 
violation of the Oaths of the Judges, and was deviſed, contrived, and made 
by the ſaid Biſhop. And afterwards by his evil Counſels and falſe Surmiſes 
he did obtain His Majeſties Royal conſent thereunto, and by colour of the 
Order aforeſaid, and other the doings of the ſaid Biſhop, the Citizens and In- 


have been forced to pay the two Shillings in the Pound in lien of Tithes, or 
elſe by Suits, and other undue means been much moleſted, and put to great 
charges and expences, contrary to the Law and Juſtice.

My Lord Privy Seal then ſpoke concerning the Spani/h Ambaſſador, 
and faid,7hat the 12000 Mengwhich the Spanith Ambaſſador did defire was 
an Army, and that the King was now content he ſhould accept of three or 
four thouſand, if the Parliament did adviſe him, to which the Lords have 
| aſſented, and defired the advice of this Houſe. 

My Lord of Brj/tol faid further, That when the Spaniſh Ambaſſadour 
 disburſed this Money, it was an acceptable work to this Kingdom, and 
therefore it was a great conſideration to move their Houſe unto it, aud con- 
fidering how many thouſand Pounds he hath disburſed about the ſame. 
'The Houſe after the reading of them afſented to the Articles propo- 
{ed by the Scots at the Lord Lowden's return. 

| I could heartily with there had been fuch a writing drawn as my 
Lord of Briſto/ deſired, and thought fit for the fatisfaCtion of Poſterity, 
and that I could have obliged them with a view of it. But I fear our 
Grand-Children will bluſh to ſee the blood of their Anceſtors fo palled | 
in their Veins, as without a blow ſtruck in a manner, or any : generous | 
reliſtance made, at the expence of x 100000 /. beſides Damages, to pur- 
chaſe an inglorious Peace from an invading Enemy. 

Ye: poſlibly ſomething may be pleaded in mitigation, when it ſhall 
appear that it ought not wholly to be attributed to the Body of the

Now, that it may appear that there was a Foundation for this Invi- 
tation of the Scottiſh Army to invade Eng/and, beſides what I have ſeen 
in ſeveral Prints, that Mr. ZZambden and others, principal Men of the 
Fattion, made frequent Journeys into Scotland, and had many Meet- 
ings and Conſultations, how to carry on their Combination and joynt 
Concern. I will give the Reader a ſhort Account, out of the Memoirs 
of the late Earl of Mancheſter, then Lord Maydeville an Attor in this 
Afﬀair, which take in his own Words, and as I have good Aſſurance writ- 
ten with his own Hand, as follows.

* and altogether ignorant of any ſuch Deſigns, Articles or Ingage- 
©* ment, and he was very confident, that he might affirm the like in the 
* behalf of the reſt of thoſe Lords, whom they thus charged with 
© breach of Promiſe; but this Denial was no way Satisfa&tory unto 


* urged it as an Act of great Ingratitude towards them, that had haz- 
* zarded all that was dear unto them, upon the preſſing Perſwaſions,

After which his Majeſty ſpoke ſome few words, acquainting 
them, 7hat he had received an Account by a Nobleman lately come from 
Scotland, of the abſolute Neceſſity of his Fourney, and that it was impoſſible 
for him, without great Inconvenience to his Afﬀairs in that Kingdom, to de- 
fer his Journey ; and fo he took his Leave of their Lordſhips, and bade 
the Parliament Farewell, and ſo departed.

The Old Proverb is, Make a Retreating Enemy a Bridge of Gold ; they 
had made the Scots a Bridge of Silver, which Coſt England above a 
Million of Money , and now they were very willing to ſee them 
gone ; To which purpoſe at a Conference this Day the Commons «- 
quainted the Lords. 

That whereas formerly it was intimated at a Conference, That the Scot- 
tiſh Commiſſioners declared that their Army would draw themſelves into a 
Camp, and begin to March away out of this Kingdom within 48 Hours, af- 
ter they had received the Monies of Arrears at New-Caſtle, and the 
80000 |, in part of the Brotherly. Aſiſtance, and had Security for the Pay- 
ment of the reſt ; the Houſe of Commons having now paid them all their 
Arrears at New-Caſtle, and 80000 I. in London, and have performed all 
that was agreed to be performed by them, they defire that the Lords Com- 
miſſioners, may move the Scots: Commiſſioners in the Name of both Houſes 
of Parliament, that their Army may march away according to their Pro- 
miſe. Aud further that the Flowſe of Commons defires this Houſe would 
Jjoyn with them, to write Letters to the Lord General of the Kings Army, 
to dishand the Horſe and Foot preſently, that ſo Peace may be ſetled, and 


all Fealoufres removed. 

Whereupon it was Ordered by the Lords, that this Houſe will joyn | 
with the Commons, in the Deſires of this whole Conference. 

It was alſo this day Ordered, That the zwo Aﬀts of Parliament, the one 
for the Brotherly Aſſiſtance, the other for the Confirmation of the Treaty,

That ſome Commiſſioners 
ſhall be ſent into Scotland, for theſe Purpoſes authorized by both Fouſes, 
to ſee and take Care, that the Atts that concern this Kingdom, be perfe- 
fed in the Parliament of Scotland ; and from time to time to give bis Ma- 
jeſty a true underſtanding of the Proceedings of the Parliament here, the 
Lords to be moved to joyn in Petition, to move the King for it. 

The Bill for Tonnage and Poundage paſſed, and Mr. Solicitor was 
ſent up with it to the Lords to defire, That this Bill may paſs by ſpecial 
Commiſſion, and that it may be ſo contrived, that the Bill may paſs tefore 
the King is gone out of the Kingdom. 

And it was immediately read three times ſucceſſively in the Lords 
Houſe, and paſſed as a Law, Nemine contradicente.

Mr. Glyn reports the Conference with the Lords about the Biſhops, 
That the Lord Privy Seal told them, That ſome Daies fince, they had re.

It is Ordered by the Lords in the upper Houſe of Parliament now Aſſembled, 
That the Speaker ofthis. Houſe in the Name and by the Authority of the ſame, 
ſhall direct his Letters unto the Judges of Aſſizes and Juſtices of the Peace of the 
ſaid County of Cardigan, requiring them, that they do in all Lawful things en- 
deavour to advance and encourage the ſaidService in His Majeſties Royal Mines, 
aud afliſt the ſaid Thomas Buſhell, and other Undertakers in all things o far as

The Lord Chamberlain told us, his Majeſty before his going, had de- 
clared, That he would appoint a General for the South Side of Trent, and 
that his Majeſty was pleaſed to nominate him ; and that fince his Maje- 
ſties going, a Commiſion had been delivered unto him under the Great Seal. 
He appreheuded this too great a Burden, and knew not what Exception 
had been taken, to the Proceedings of the Lord Lieutenants and Deputy 
Lieutenants , That by this Commiſſ,0n in caſe of Tumults and Commotions, 
he is to raiſe Forces and Men for the ſecuring the Perſon of the Queen, the 
Prince, and the ref of the Royal Family. 

He offered theſe Difficulties, That when theſe Forces were raiſed, he knew 
not how to levy Money for the Payment of them, and beſides he is to take 
a Care if there were an Invaſion from Abroad, for which he was ill prepa- 
red, having no Intelligence or Correſpondency from Ambaſſadors Abroad, or 
from the Fleet, and ſo concluded with a deſire of Advice from this Houſe. 

In order to their Preparation, for giving in their Anſwer, It was 
this day Ordered by the Houſe of Lords, 7hat the Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
with one other of the Biſhops, may have free Acceſs, twice unto the Lord 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, to ſpeak with him concerning their Anſwer to 
the Impeachment brought up againſt them from the Houſe of Commons, 
for making a Book of Canons, &c. and they are to ſpeak with the: ſaid 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, about no other Buſineſs. It was alſo Orde- 
red, That the Lords, the Biſhops may Acceſs unto, and have Copies of all 
ſuch Aﬀts and Records, as are in any of his MajeFties Courts of Juſtice and 
Publick Offices, which may make for their Defence or Anſwers to the Im- 
peachments, brought againſt them from the Houſe of Commons.

Upon what Ground, Information or Suſpicton it does-not appear, but 
it was this day Ordered, 7hat Mr. Juſtice Hey ward, ſhall have Power by 
virtue cf this Order, to ſearch befere the next Meeting of Parliament, at 
Roleby's Houſe, the Tavern, and ſuch other Houſesand Vaults or Cellars 
as are under the Vpper Houſe of Parliament, that there be no Powder, 
Arms, or any other Ammunition, as may endanger the Safety if the Flou- 
ſes of Parliament, and hereof Acccunt is to be given to this Houſe. 

1he Lord Viſcount Say and Seal, reported the Conferences Yeſter- 
oy with the Houſe of Commons touching difarming Popiſh Recu- 
ants. 


Hat becauſe divers former direCtions have been fruſtrated, the Houſe of 
Commons holds it neceſſary to add ſome extraordinary courſes at this 
time for the diſarming of Papiſts, there being more then extraordinary cauſe 
of danger, for effeCting whereof, It is propounded and deſired; That Com- 
miſſioners or Committees may he forthwith ſent into the Counties of moſt dan- 
ger, as Yorkſhire, Lancaſhire, Cheſhire, Staffordſhire, Hampſhire and Suſſex, Au- 
thorized by Ordinances of Parliament, to ſee the Papiſts difarmed in thoſe 
places. 

That theſe Committees may examin where the defeCt hath been, that for- 
mer Orders have not been obſerved ; eſpecially in Caſe of ſuch Papiſts as are 
in Power, and that they may have direCtion to give the Oath of Allegiance to 
ſach as are juſtly ſuſpeCted of Popery. 

'That the Commons have informed, that divers Recuſants have been kept 
from Conviction by Priviledg of Parliament,allowed in the Upper Houſe,where- 
upon it was delivered as the clear Opinion of the Houſe oft Commons, That 
no Priviledg of Parliament is to be allowed in this Caſe of Conviction or 
Difarming of Recuſants, for which theſe Reaſons are given. 


(1) That no Priviledy is allowable in Caſe of the Peace betwixt Private 
Men, nmch more in Caſe of the Peace of the Kingdom. 

(2) That Priviledg cannot be Plcaded againſt an Indiftment for any thing 
done out of Parliament, becauſe all Indictments are contra pacem Domini Regis. 

(3) Priviledg of Parliament is granted in regard of the Service of the Com- 
mon-wealth, and is not to be uſed to the danger of the Common-wealth. 

(4) That all Priviledg of pero 6 inthe power of Parliament, and 1s a 


| reſtraint to the proceedings of other inferior Courts, but is no reſtraint to the 


proceedings of Parliament, and therefore ſeeing it may without in juſtice be 
denied, this being the Caſe of the Common-wealth, they conceive it ought not 
to be granted. 


Whereupon it is deſired that their Lordſhips will declare that all Priviledges 
ſhall be void in caſe of the Conviction or Difarming of Recuſants, and that all 
their Certioraris out of the King's Bench to hinder the Conviction of Recuſants 
may be Superſeeded. 

That this direftion may extend to Lords as well as to other Common Per- 
ſons, there being more cauſe of fear from them in regard of their Power and 
Greatneſs then from others. 

Thar if any Popiſh Recuſant of Quality ſhall be found not to be ConviCted, 
that ſach Peſons be commanded forthwith to attend the Parliament. 

The Opinion of the Houſe of Commons is, That Popiſh Recuſants as this 
Caſe is, may be Diſarmed by the Common-Law, being Perſons juſtly to be ſuſ- 
pected for ſome dangerous deſign, and that where there is cauſe of fear this 
may be extended to ſuch Perſons as have Wives Recuſants, or Children, or 
any but conſiderable number of Servants, as may give good Cauſe of Sul- 

itions. 

b That in ordinary Caſes, if there be a Combination to do any miſchief, to 
commit a Riot, Rob a Houſe, or hurt any private Perſon ; the Juſtices of the 
Peace may take ſecurity to prevent ſuch damages much more in the Caſe where 
the danger of the Common-wealth is to be prevented.

The Requeſt of the Spaniſh and French Amballadors to have Liberty 
to entertain ſuch of the disbandcd Troops, both in England and Ireland, 
as they can agree with, was this day Debated in the Houſe of Com- 
mons, upon which Occaſion Sir Benjamin Rudyard made this following 
Speech. 


Mr. Speaker, 


His is a buſineſs of great Conſequence, and therefore requires a well advi- 

ſed Reſolution. I will put France and Spain together, take them both 

before me, hecauſe the Reaſons will ſerve the one and the other, as they 
ſtand in Relation to us. 

We are, Mr. Speaker, ſo bounded by the nature of our Situation, as we are 
not ſo proper to extend our ſelves upon the firm Land of our Neighbours ; Our 
Aptitude is rather to Ballance ; which being rightly uſed, may make the King 
the great Arbiter of all the Aﬀairs of Chriſtendom, by aſliſting, withholding, 
or oppoling. 

Henry the Eighth is an example of this ; He was ſometimes of the ſide of the 
Emperor, other times of the French Party, according as he ſaw either ſides of 
the Scales to weigh heavier or higher ; ſome might think this to be inconſtancy 
in him, but it was certainly out of a true and peculiar underſtanding his 

WEr. 

"The preſent State of Chriſtendom is apparent, That the Houſe of A«ſr:4 
begins to diminiſh, as in Spain, ſo conſequently in Germany. That the French 
do ſwell and enlarge themſelves : if they grow and hold, they will be to us but 
Spain nearer hand. 

Alliances do ſerve well to make up a preſent Breach, or mutually to ſtrength- 
en thoſe States, who have the ſame ends ; but politick Bodies have no Natural 
affeCtions, they are guided by particular intereſt, and beyond that are not to be 
truſted. 

Although it may be good Policy to breed a Militia at the charge of other 
States abroad for our own uſe and occaſionsat home, yet that ought rather to be 
done amongſt Friends of the 'fame way ; and fo the Low-Countrics have been 
| an Academy to us. | | 

His Majeſty hath now an Ambaſlador Treating with the Emperor about thePa- 
latinate. If we ſend away our Men, it will ſo damp and diſcountenance the af- 
' fairs of the Prince Elector, as the World will believe, we never had, nor ever 
ſhall have any intentions to aſſiſt him at all. 

I have obſerved for divers years, That England is not ſo well Peopled, bnt 
we do want Work-folks to bring in Harveſt ; our Disbanded Soldiers will 
leaſt diſlike that kind of Work, and if they be ſpeedily Diffolved, that cm- 
ployment will entertain them for the preſent, and inure them to labour for 
hereafter. 

Upon theſe conſiderations, Mr. Speaker, I cannot give my advice to add more 
ſtrength to France, by weakning both our ſelves and our Friends. 

As for ſending the of ow Spain, truly Sir, I have been long of Opinion, 
that it was never fit to ſuffer the 7riſþ tobe promiſcuouſly made Soldiers abroad, 
becauſe it may make them abler to trouble the State when they come Home. 
FT heir intelligence and practice with the Princes whom they ſhall ſerve, may 
prove dangerous to that Kingdom ; They may more profitably be employed 
upon Husbandry, whereof that Kingdom hath ggeat need. 
| Beſides, it will be exceeding prejudicial to us, and to our Religion, if the 
Spariard ſhould prevail againſt the Portuguez. 

* Itwerebetter for us he ſhould be broken into leſſer Pieces, his Power ſhi- 
vered. 

| If the King of Portugal had deſired theſe 7riſh, I ſhould rather have given my | 
Yote for him, then for the King of Spar, becauſe it will keep the Ballance 
nore even z Spain hath had too muchof our Aſſiſtance and Connivence hereto- 
ore ; Iam ſure it loſt us the Palatinare.

ers in Ireland, for the Service 4 the King of Spain ; his Majeſty was plea- 
ſed to declare that he would de 
both Houſes FM Parliament ; and fince they underſtand bis Mach) hath 
been informed that the Parliament did AſSent to the Levying and Tran- 
ſporting of the ſaid Soldiers; to the end that it may appear that the Houſe 
of Commons are far from giving their Aſſent therein, they have reſolved 


Levies of Men in Ireland for the Service of the King of Spain, and hold it 
fit that there be a ſuddain ſtop made of the Ships, contratted for, by the 
Spaniſh Ambaſſador, for the Tranſporting of the Soldiers out of Ireland ;

WW Hereas, for the preventing and avoiding of dangers that might grow by 
Popiſh Recuſants, Provitzon hath been heretofore made by ACt of Par- 
liament, for the difarming of all Popiſh Recuſants convicted, within this Realm; 
which ſaid Law hath not taken ſo good effect as was intended, by Reafon ſuch 
Recuſants, and Perſons Popiſhly affected, haye by ſubtle praCtices and indirect 
means kept themſelves from being convicted, or being outwardly conformable, 
have cauſed or ſuffered their Children, Grand-children and Servants to be bred 
ap and maintained up inthe Popiſh Religion, and have otherways hindred the 
due Execution of the ſaid Law, to the great danger and grievance of the Com- 
mon-wealth : And for that it is too manifeſt, that the ſaid Popiſh Recuſants have 
always had, and ſtill have and do practiſe moſt dangerous and pernicious de- 
ſigns againſt the Church and State ; and by the Laws of this Realm, in times of 
imminent danger, or of any forcible- Attempts, Deſigns or Practiſes againſt 
the Peace and Safety thereof, all Armor, Weapons, and other Proviſions, that 
may tend or be imployed to the effeCting of ſuch miſchievous Deſigns, ought 
timely to be removed and taken away, andall fit means uſed for the tecuring of 
the Peace and ſafety of the Realm.

poſe, hinder or diſobey the faid Perſons Authorized, or any of them in the 
execution of the ſaid Ordinance,that then every ſuch Popiſh Recuſant,and other 
Perſon ſo offending ſhall be held a contemptuous Perſon,and be liable to ſuch fur- 
ther puniſhment as by the Parliament upon certificate thereof made ſhall be 
thought fit, and the Perſons Authorized are to certify their names accordingly : 
They are alſo to makeCertificates to theParliament of all ſuch Arms,Gunpowder 
and Ammunition, as they ſhall take or ſeize by force and vertue of the ſaid Or- 
dinance, asalfo the Perſon and Perſons whoſe the ſame were, and from whom 
they were ſo taken, and in what places the ſame are found or taken, and where,

far from being an Innovation, that whoever has travelled into the 
Early Regions of Antiquity, will both find the Name and Thing of 
Alter, very frequent among the Eccleſiaſtical Writers, and the Holy 
Fathers.'of thoſe Ages, | and that ever fince Chriſtianity ame 
from under the Rod of Perſecution, and that Temples were erected for 
the Pablick Worſhip of Almighty God, they were built after the fame 
Manner and Form with our Churches; and the Holy Table was placed 


at the Faſt end of them, and the indeavor of the. Archbiſhop and'Re- 


gular Clergy to bring in this Piece of Uniformity into the Church of 
England, was fo far trom being a Novelty or Innovation, that the 
D-fign of it was to reduce them to this.

This was always one great Artifice of. the Party, That when there 
was a thin Houſe and any thing was moved which they perceived they

Party being tired with long Sitting, were gone out of the Houſe, or 
that they found their own Party ſtrong enough to carry the Vote. 
And this the Reader ſhall find verified in a few days, and that they not 
only proceeded to Vote, but Authoritatively to Enact this their pre- 
tendedAbolition of Innovations, without the conſent of either the King or 
Houſe of Lords. 

The Houſe being very thin, many of the Members being gone into

Thankſgiving ; at this the Commons took great diſtaſt, and upon Mor- 
day at their firſt meeting they fell upon this Debate, the Reſvlt of which 
was, That this Hovſe doth declare, That the Biſhop of Lincoln had os 
Power to ſet forth any Prayer to be read at the Publick Thankſgiving, and 
that no Miniſter ought to he ingaged to read the ſaid Prayer ; and there- 
fore the Houſe is of Opinion, and doth ſo Order, That the ſaid Prayer be 
ot read in the Liberties of Weſtminſter or elſewhere; and that the 
Prayer be taken into Conſideration upon Wedneſday next, and that a Con- 
ference be defired with the Lords thereupon. 

At a Conference with the Lords feveral Letters were read, one from 
the King about four thouſand 7rifþ for the King of Spain, a complaint 
being made to His Majeſty by the Spaniſh Ambaſſador of the ſtopping 
of Ships, which he had contracted with for their Tranſportation.

Whereupon it was Ordered, That there ſhall be a ſtop at all the Ports 
in England, to prohibit all Tranſportation of Horſe or Foot out of the 
King's Dominions ; and that Sir John Culpeper and Mr. Waller ſhall 
forthwith repair to the Spaniſh and French Ambaſſadors, to know by what 


Authority they Treat with Officers concerning the Levies of any Men, Horſe 
or Foot. 


| To this, upon their return, they gave the Houſe an account, 7 hat the 
Spaniſh Ambaſſador anſwered Negarively, that he did not Treat with any 

whatſoever, but that a Colonel had offered his Service, but till he had His 
Majeſties conſent he refuſed to Treat with him : That by Hu Majeſties 
promiſes he thought himſelf in Poſſeſſion of the Iriſh Soldiers, and if they 


were taken from him, he thought they took from him that which was his 
own.

Thus did they ſet up a Spiritual Militia of theſe LeQturers, who were 
to Muſter their Troops ; and however it only appeared a Religious and 
Pious Deſign, yet it muſt go for one of their pie fra»desPolitick Arts, to 

ain an Eſtimate of their Numbers, and the ſtrength of their Party. 
Theſe Lecturers were neither Parſons, Vicars nor Curates, but like the 
Order of the Friers Predicants among the Papiſts, who run about tickle- 
ing the Peoples Ears with ſtories of Legends and Miracles, in the mean | 
time picking their Pockets,which were the very Faculties of theſe Men ; 
for they were all the Parliaments, or rather the Presbyterian Factions 
Creatures, and were therefore ready in all yen to Preach up their 
Votes and Orders, to Extol their Actions, and applaud their Intentions ; 
theſe were the Men that debauched the People with Principles of dif- 
loyalty, and taught them to Worſhip Feroboam's Golden Calves, the pre- 
tended Liberty of the Subject, and the Glorious Reformation that was 
coming ; which the Common People adored, even the Imaginary Idea 
of, like the wild Ephefrans, as if it were a Government falling down from 
Heaven, and as they uſed to Cant it, the Pattern in the Mount, the 
New Jeruſalem, and Mount Zion. ' And in ſhort, the ſucceeding Tra- 


neſs of reſiſting the King's Authority in aſſiſtance of the Parliament ; 
their long Prayers and diſloyal Sermons, their Curſe ye Meroz's, and 
exhorting to help the Lord againſt the Mighty, which with fuch dili- 
gence they ſowed, and with fuch unwearied pains by preaching, as they 
ſaid, in Seaſon, and moſt certainly out of Seaſon, they took care to Cul- 
tivate and Improve ; and whoever will take the pains to obſerve ſhall 
find in the thred of this Hiſtory, that theſe Hirelings were fo far from 
laying down their Lives, for the Sheep, that they preached many delu- 
ded Souls out of their Lives, by a flagrant Rebellion ; and were fo far 
from advancing the Goſpel of Peace, that they founded the Trum- 
pet for War ; and always their Pulpit Harangues to the People, were 
the Repeated Ecchoes of the Votes, Orders, Remonſtrances and Decla- 
rations of Weſtminſter:

The Houſe vifited with the Plague to be ſbut up, whether any per- 
ſons therein do die or not, and the perſons fo ſhut up to bear their own char- 
ges, if they be of ability. | 


( 4.) No perſon to be removed out of any infefted Flouſe, but by leave 
of the Magiſtrate, F 


( 5.) If any perſon ſhall fly out of any Houſe infeled with the Plague, 


at 
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at or before the death of any in the Houſe, ſuch perſons ſo flying to be pur- 
ſued by Hue and Cry, and the Houſe where they ſhall be found to be, (hut 
up, and they returned back to the place from whence they fled. 


( 6.) That the Decree 4o Eliz. Imprinted, inter alia, for the relief of 
the Poor, who are driven to live by Begging, or to be relieved by Alms, 
and have Leen taken into new erefted Tenements, and divided Fouſes, bz 
taken into conſideration during the time of Tnfetion, and the Landlords of 
ſuch Tenements to be rated according to the ſaid Decree, with the Pariſhio- 
ers where ſuch Buildings and Diviſions are, as if they were dwelling in 
the ſaid Pariſh ; for that otherwiſe the ſaid Buildings will be an inſup- 
portable charge to the Pariſh, and the poor people turned out into the 
ſtreets in this time of Infettion. 


( 7.) That the pavements in theſtreets be made ſufficient, and ſo con- 
tinued, the Kennels kept ſweet and clean, the Soil of the ſaid Streets to 
te carried away, and all annoyances to be removed ; and ſuch Inhabitants 
as ſhall refuſe to pay the jey* nay 78 Rates Aſſeſſed on them for 2.97 of 
the Scavengers, which ſhall cleanſe and carry away the Soile, be diltrai- 
ned by their Good's for the payment thereof.

( 8.) That if any perſon ſhall turn out of their Houſes any Servant or 
Lodgers,being jick, power to be given to the Magiſtrate or Officer to put them 
in their ſaid Houſe again, or otherwiſe the ſaid perſons to provide ſuffici- 
ent maintenance for them, and upon refuſmg ſo to do, being able perſons, to 
diſtrain the Govds of ſuch perſons, for the diſcharge, that ſhall ſo turn them 
out of doors. 


( 9.) If by order of the Magiſtrate, any perſons viſited, and removed 
out of their Houſe or Lodging to the Peſt-Houſe, or other place, when they 
be recovered and in perfedt health, the ſaid Magiſtrate to have Power 
and full Authority to return and fettle the ſaid perſons in their Houſes or 
Lodgings, from whence they were ſo taken out, without contradittion of 
their Landlords or any others. : 


( 10. ) That all ſuch Magiſtrates or other perſons that ſhall be truſted 
with this Service, may be enabled to do all other things neceſſary, and pur- 
ſuing the Execution of theſe Orders, as occaſion ſhall require, and be out 
of the danger of miſconſtruttion, ſeeing they hazzard their particular ſafe- 
ties to provide for the Publick,

This Specimen one would have thought might have opened the byes!

D T HE firſt thing we had in Charge was concerning the Declara- 
tion of the Houſe about Innovations, the Commuttee have ſent 
divers of them into the Country, and have found that in ſome places 
where there were good Miniſters, they were Entertained, and in ſome 
other places they were neglected, but for the moſt part, it is by thoſe 
that have bcen queſtioned here for other Matters. 
* The Committee took into Conſideration the Intetition of the Houſe 
* concerning the publiſhing of the Declaration, therefore they gave 
* Directions to require the publiſhing thereof in Churches, and that the 
* Churchwardens might ſee the Execution' thereof. . Some Particulars 
*. concerning this will come in a.Special Report, which I ſhall now 
* only touch upon in General, in regard of the Great Importance of. the 


* Buſineſs firſt to be conſidered of this day, touching the Troubles of 
* Scotland, of which I ſhall give you an account. 

* The next thing the Committee did take into Conſideration,was the 
** Correſpondency with the Committee in Sco:/and in receiving Letters | 
* from them, and ſending Anſwers to them ; I ſhall not necd to produce * 
* their ſeveral Letters now, it will take up too much time, but the chief 
* Point was touching the Disbanding of the Army and two Garrifons of 
* Berwick and Carliſle : for Carliſle, it is totally Disbanded,and the Sol- 
®* diers ſent into 7reland to be placed there as they were before in the 
* King's Army ; for we did'conceive it Fitter thoſe new men now in 
* the King's Army there ſhould be diſmiſſed, and theſe that were for- 
* merly taken from thence ſhould be entertained again, 'for we hear a 
** £00d report of their Carriage at Carliſle. 

** For the Garriſon at Berwick, that required longer time of Confide- 
” ration at the Committee; for beſides the demoliſhing of the Works, 
* which was much preſſed by the Scots, and ſeconded by a Letter from 
* his Majeſty out 'of Scotland, 'there was a want of Money, yet the 
'* Committee got ſufficient to Disband all, and ſent it down , and be- 
* caule the Scozs Commitlſioners deſired to know a certain day of our 
** Disbanding, and then they would upon knowledg of that disband 
** their Forces ; whereupon the Committee ſet down the 1 5th of Oftober 
' to be the laſt day of Disbanding ; and the Letter yeſterday received 
* from Sir Michael F raley ſhows'that he hath Money enough to disband 
© all, and that: tlie Horſe are: Jisbanded, and Five'Companies of Foot , 
* and that on Friday laſt the other Companies of Foot had been dif- 
* banded, but that a Letter:came from Sir Henry Vane in his Majeſties 
ky Name, requiring to-ſtay.the disbanding of the reſt till further Order ;

Secondly, That care may be taken for the future, for the defence of the 
Kingdom. 

The next great ſtep theſe Men had before them was the Power of 
the Sword, the Command of the Militia of the Kingdom ; which under 
the notion of putting the Kingdom into a Poſture of Defence, they 
thought by Artifice to have gained from the King, and to put out of 
all Places of Power and Truſt thoſe whom they knew to be their Enc- 
mies, or ſuſpeted might oppoſe their Anti-Monarchical Deſigns, and 
to fill the Vacancies with thoſe of their own Party : for if they could 
gain this point, they aſſured themſelves of Impunity for the future, and 
the eaſie accompliſhment of their great Afﬀairs ; and therefore they not 
only laid hold of all occaſions, which might Countenance this Attempt, 
but found out many Dangers and Imaginary Fears and Jealouſies which 
had no other Foundation but their own Politick Fancies. 

Before we proceed any further, in regard Mr. Pyw's report of what 
was done during the Receſs is very conciſe, I will give the Reader an 
account of ſome paſſages which I meet with in the Prints which then 
went abroad, by which he may ſee what effect this Declaration of the 
Houſe of Commons had upon the Affairs of the Church, and how quiet- 
ly and without Tumultuous diſturbances, the Godly Party did, accor- 
ding to the laſt Clauſe of the Declaration, attend the intended Reforma- 
tion.

This day the whole Trained Bands of Weſtminſter attended all the 
day long in Arms, in the Palace Yard, till both the Houſes roſe ; when 
they received Directions from the Earl of Efex to divide their whole 
number, being about 500 Men into four parts, for that it would be too 
hard duty for the whole Band daily to attend, and alſo to watch by 
Night, therefore one hundred might attend for the Day, and be relieved 
at Night for a Corps du Guard, and by this means they might alterna- 
tively be eaſed. 

The Commons reaſſumed the Debate concerning the Danger of -the 
Times, and Ordered that another Head of the Conference with the 
Lords ſhould be to move, 7hat an Expreſs be ſent to the Committee of both 
Houſes in Scotland, to let them know, That the Parliament takes well 
the Advertiſement, and that they conceive the Peace of that Kingdom 
concerns the Good of this Kingdom ; and that if there be any Tumult to 
oppoſe the Aﬀts Confirmed by both Kingdoms, and that his Majefty will 
Command any Aſſiſtance to Suppreſs them, that both Houſes will be ready 
to maintain his Majeſty in his Greatneſs, and to ſuppreſs thoſe that are 
diſturbers of the Peace. 

It was alſo further deſired at the Conference, That Sir John Berkley | 
and Daniel Oneal, who had rendred themſelves to the Committee during 
the Receſs, might be Examined by the Lords in the ſame manner, as the 
others who were ſuſpected of the Confederacy, had been ; and it was 
particularly Ordered by the Lords, 7hat Sir John Berkley be Examined 
concerning what ke reported of the Lord Admiral's Advice to him to come 
over into England, he being fled upon a ſuſpition of having a hand in the 
late Treaſen of bringing up the Northern Army agaiz,' he Parliament.

They know they did not fend us hither to Rule and Govern 
them by Arbitrary, Revocable, and Diſputable Orders : eſpecially in Religion : 
No time is fit forthar, and this time as unfit as any. I deſire to be inſtructed 
herein. 

Mr. Speaker, in the ſecond place, there is a Queſtion whether this Order

Sir Gilbert Gerrard carries up the Bill for diſabling all Perſons in 
Holy Orders, to exerciſe any temporal Juriſdiction or Authority, and 
acquainted the Lords, That the Fouſe of Commons deſired there might be 
- ax in the paſſing of it, for it much concerns the good of the Common- 

ealth. : 

The Lora General, the Earl of Z7oland, being now returned and ha- 
ving at a Conference given an Account of the disbanding of the Army.It

him he was acquitted.

This day Sir Robert Berkley Knight, one of the Judges of the King's 
Bench, was brought as a Delinquent to the Bar of the Lords Houſe, and 
the Lord Keeper told him, that he was now to hear the Impeachment 
of High-Treaſon brought up againſt him, from the Houſe of Commons 
read, which —_ 


He gave their Lordſhips HumbleThanks for theirJuſtice,in calling him 
tomakehis Anſwer, and acknowledged the Juſtice of the Houſe of Com- 
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mons, that they have deſired he might make his Anſwer to his Charge, 
and be Proceeded in according to Juſtice. And withal, he made it his 
earneſt Requeſt to their Lordſhips, that they would permit him a lit- 
tle time now to ſpeak ſomewhat to the Particulars of his Charge, and 
having obtained Leave of the Houſe fo to do, he made a long Relati- 
on upon the particular Articles of his Impeachment, and concluded with 
this his Plea and Anſwer, That he is not Guilty in Manner nor Form, as us 
laid azainſt him in his Impeachment, 

After which he humbly preſented to the Houſe a Petition, deſiring 
their Lordſhips to take their Particulars into Conſideration. 

Hereupon he withdrew, and his Pctition was read in hzc verba.

Occaſion to produce at his Tryal, as alſo, there to Confer and Adviſe with 
ſuch Councel as your Lordſhips ſhall pleaſe to admit , or Aſſign unto 
him, 

And your Petitioner according to his bounden Duty ſhall all. 
ways pray, for the continuance of your Lordſhips Honor 
and Happineſs, &c.

Before the Houſe reſolved of any Anſwer herein, the Houſe was 
Adjourned into a Committee, to conſider whether the Biſhops ſhould 
not withdraw, during the Apitation of this Buſineſs, it being a mixt 
Charge of Treaſon, as well as Miſdemeanor, after a long Debate the 


H ouſe 
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Houſe was reſumed, and it was agreed, That the Matter of Trea':;:; 
ſhould be firft Ordered, at which the Biſhops are to withdraw, ad whey 
the Matter of Misdemanor come into Agitation, they are to come into tlijs 
Houſe again to their Places, 

Hereupon the Biſhops withdrew themſelves, ard after a long De- 
bate it was Ordered, That Mr. Juftice Berkley fha!l have a Wearraxt 
for to bring ſuch Witneſſes, as he ſhall have Occaſion fer, to teſjt;jie fo, 
him at his Trial in Matters of Miſdemeancrs, but wot in Matiers of 
Treaſon. | 

Then the Lords the Biſhops were called in, and the Lord Keeper de- 
claring unto them the Senſe of this Order, they gave their Con{enis 
thereunto. 

And further it was Ordered, That the Princes Attorney, Mr. Record:1 
of London, Mr. Herne, Mr. Bierly, Mr. Thorp, ſhall be aſſizned of Con cil, 
for Mr.Juſtice Berkley in Point of Law, which may happen upon the Matter 
of Treaſon, and in Point of Law and Fatt upon the Matters of Miſdemcaror 
at his Trial the ſecond of November next. 

And that the ſaid Juſtice Berkley ſhall {ill remain in the Cuſtody «| 
George Clerk Eſquire, one of the Sheriffs of the City of London, whe: 
he is now, and that he have Liberty to go to Serjeants Inn in Fleet- 
Street one Day when he ſhall think good, with his Keeper, to look out 
fome Papers which he hath there, 2 ſhall have Occaſion to uſe at his 
Tryal. 

Then Mr. Juſtice Berkley was called in, and the Lord Keeper pro- 
nounced the aforeſaid Order to him, for which he gave tlicir Lord- 
ſhips moſt humble Thanks. 

Mr. Warwick Reports, That there were Diretions given from bis 0:- 
jefty, for the drawing up of Five Conge d Eflires for the making of 
Five New Biſhops, viz. Dr. Prideaux, Dr. Brownrick, Dr. Holdsworth, 
Dr. Winniff and Dottor King, Upon which Mr. Szrode moves th: 
Houſe to ſend up a Meſſage to the Lords to defire them to joyn in 
Pcrtitioning, his Majeſty tor the ſtaying the making of theſe new 
Biſhops, till the Charge againſt the other Biſhops was diſpatch. 
ed. 

This day Information was given into.the Houſe of Lords, that ſince 
the AC for bounding the Forreſt, many Riots were committed upon 
the occaſion. of killing of Deer, pretending they were not within rhe 
Bounds of the Forreſt, and that in Oxfordſhire 1n one of thoſe Fraies a 
Keeper was killed. 

It was alſo moved that the Bill for diſabling Perſons in Holy Or- 
ders from exerciſing Temporal Juriſdiftion, might not be read at pre- 
ſent, it having been voted againſt, as to the Subitance in a former Bill 
this Seſſions ; but it was Ordered to be read a ſecond time to morrow 
Morning peremptorily. 

Mr. Pym Reports the Reaſons for Excluding the' Thirteen Biſhops, 
in Order to the delivering them at a Conference with the Lords, and 
deſires that Mr Solicitor may have the mannaging of the Buſincſs. 
On the other Side Mr. Solicitor excuſed himſelf, and defired that Mr. 
Pym might manage it, whereupon it was, to end the Conteſt Orde- 
red, That Mr, Pym and Mr. Solicitor ſhould have the mannaging of the 
whole Buſineſs concerning the Biſhops ; and accordingly they did ſo, at a 
Conference with the Lords upon this Subjett. 
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The Lord Privy Seal Reported the Conference yeſterday with the 
Houſe of Commons concerning Biſhops, v/z. | 
* Mr. Pym declared from the Houſe of Commons, "That there is no- | 
* thing of greater importance to the ſafety and good of the Kingdom, | 
* then that this High Court of Parliament, which is the Fountain of ' 
& Juſtice and Government, ſhould be kept pure and uncorrupted, from | 
* Corruption, free from Partiality and by-reſpeQts ; this will not only | 
© add Luſtre and Reputation, but Strength and Authority to all our | 
* Actions : Herein, he ſaid, your Lordſhips are ſpecially intereſſed, as | 
* you are a Third Eſtate by Inheritance and Birth-right ; fo the Com- 
* mons are publickly intereſſed by Repreſentation of the whole Bo- 
* dy of the Commons of this Kingdom, whoſe Lives, Fortunes and 
* Liberties are depoſited under the Cuſtody and Truſt of the Parlia- 
* ment. 
He faid, © The Commons have commanded him, and his Colleague 
* Mr. Solicitor General, to preſent to your Lordſhips two Propoſitions, 
* which they thought very neceſſary to be obſerved and put in Execu- 
* tion at this time. 
I. * That the 13 Biſhops which ſtand accuſed before your Lordſhips 
* for making the late pretended Canons and Conſtitutions, may be Ex- ' 
* cluded from their Votes in Parliament. 
2. © That all the Biſhops may be ſuſpended from their Votes upon 
* that Bill intituled, 4A» A&# to diſable all Perſons in Holy Orders to

* The firſt of theſe is committed to his Charge, and he faid he was

* And this Truſt they have broken, not by one Tranſient A, but 
<* by ſetting up Canons in Nature of Laws, to bind the Kingdom for 
* Ver. | 

* 'That the Canons are of this Nature appears by the Votes of both 
* Houſes, and that they were all Parties to the making thereof, appears 
* by the Adts of that Synod. The Book it ſelf the Commons cannot 
* tender to your Lordſhips, becauſe they ſent for it, but he that hath 
* the Book in Cuſtody was out of Town, but a Member of their own 
* Houſe upon View of it, is ready to Depoſe, that their Names were 
* Entred among thoſe that did ſubſcribe to it.

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Here the Votes of both Houſes were read, by Mr. Goodwin. 


For the ſecond Propoſition, he ſaid, ** That ſhould be handled by one 
«* that will do it with more advantage of Reaſon and Learning then he 
* could do, therefore he would leave it to him. 

Then Mr. Solicitor General informed their Lordſhips, © That the Ex- 
* cluding of the Biſhops from Votes in Parliament was not of ſo general 
© Conſequence, as that by it the whole Clergy of England was Exclu- 
< ded. 


1. His firſt Reaſon offered was this, © That the Biſhops did not Vote 
* for the whole Clergy ; for that if it ſhould be fo, then the Clergy of 
* England ſhould be twice repreſented, and twice Voted for in Parlia- 
* ment. 

* This appears by all the Ancient Writs of Summons, which till of 
© late were to this effect ; A Writ of Summons went to the Biſhop com- 
* manding him, Summonire all the L_ of his Dioceſs to appear by 
* Proxies of their own chuſing : What todo 2 Ad conſent iendum iis que 
'* de Communi Concilio Regni ordinari Contigerit. So that if the Biſhops 
* do repreſent the Clergy, then the Clergy are twice repreſented, both 
* by the Prodtors, and again by the Biſhops. Now although the 
* Form of the Writs be altered, yet the Reaſon holds, and ſtill Re- 
* mains. 


2. © If they Vote for the Clergy, then they are to be Elected by the 
&* Clergy, as the Members of the Commons Houſe now are ; but your 
& Lordſhips voting only for your ſelves, need no Eletion. 


3. © If they Voted for the Clergy as a third Eſtate, then would fol- 
<* low that no Act of Parliament could be good, where they did Dyſſent : 
© but many Acts of Parliament are paſſed, where all the Clergy Diſſen- 
* ted : And the laſt, he faid, that came to his memory is the Statute of 
* x Eliz, Eſtabliſhing the Book of Common-Prayer, to which all the 
< Biſhops did Difaſſent. * The Entry in the Roll is, Diſſentientibus 
* Epiſcopis, and yet the Statute holden for a good Law to this Day. 
«* This. was offered to ſhew, That it might not be conceived, that the 
* denying the Biſhops to have Votes in this Bill now before your Lord- 
* ſhips, was of ſuch general Influence as to take from the Clergy any In- 
* tereſt or Priviledges that formerly belonged to them. 


(2.) In the ſecond place, he faid, © He was to preſent the ſence of the 
* whole Houſe of Commons to your. Lordſhips, That the Prelates have 
* not ſo abſolute a Right of Peerage for voting in Parliament, as the 
* Temporal Lords have out of Parliament : This appears by that of 
* higheſt Conſequence, that they are not tryable by their Peers for

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After a long debate herein, the Houſe was reſumed, and it is Or- 
dered, That the further Conſideration of the Propoſitions which came from 
the Houſe of Commons, and the Bill entituled, an Att for diſabling Per- 
ſons in Holy Orders to Exerciſe any Temporal Juriſdittion ſhall be both 
deferred until the Tenth day of November »ext. 

A Meſſage was brought from the Houſe of Commons by Arthur 
Goodwin Eſquire, to let their Lordſhips know, That whereas at a Confe- 
rence Teſterday touching the Biſhops, which were Impeached for making of 
Canons, the Houſe of Commons did tell their Lordſhips, That they had a 
Witneſs a Member of their Flouſe, Mr. Wheeler, to prove that the ſaid 
Biſhops did Subſcribe to thoſe Canens, he having ſe?n the Regifter 
Book, with their Names written with their own Hands , all which he 
is now ready upon Oath to proxze, if their Lordſhips ſhall reft herein 
ſatisfied, the Regifter Book being in a Houſe, which is viſited with the 
Plague. 

The Reader will ſee by theſe Arguments of Mr. Solicitor St. John, 
the utmoſt Strength of the Reaſon, which they had to exclude the 
Biſhops from their Votes and Peerage. 

Now in regard the ſame thing has been again moved, and the Ar- 
guments revived by the Succetiors of the ſame Fattion, who {lll re- 
tain the old Principles and Kindnels to the Lords the Biſhops, looking 
upon them, as a kind of Supernumeraries in the Houſe of Lords, who 
may well be ſpared, and nor, as in reality they are, a third Eltate ; to 
ſtop the Progreſs ſo far as I am able of ſuch an Error, dangerous to the 
very being, and Fundamental Conſtitution of our Parliaments, I here 
preſent the Reader with a ſhort Abſtratt out of the Learned Piece 
writ upon this Subje&t, Entituled, The Grand (Zue/tion conc;nning the 
Senys Right to Vote in Parliament in Caſes Capital, Stated and Ar- 
gued, Qtc. 

I confeſs I have not followed the Author's Method, nor was it poſli- 
ble to do it, without great Inconvenience, his Book being an Anſwer | 
to ſome Papers writ againſt the Peerage and Juriſdiction of Biſhops, &c. 
But I hope I have not done him, or the Subject any Injuſtice, by mak. 
ing uſe of the Matter, and accommodating it more to my purpoſe, 
which is among ſuch Infinite Plenty and Variety of Matter, to ſtudy 
all the concifeneſs and brevity I can. 

I have therefore reduced the SubjeCt to theſe four Heads. 

Firſt, That the Biſhops are Pares Regni, Peers of the Realm, and Peers 
in Parliament. 

Secondly, That they have a Right to Sit and Vote in Parliament 
in all Cauſes whatſoever, even in Cauſa Sanguinis in Capital Caſes.

he Author Learnedly proves, That as ſoon as ever Chriſtianity was ſettled 
in theſe Northern Nations,Biſhops were admitted into all publick Councils and 
Courts of Judicature. ; 
\ So he inſtances in France, from the Teſtimony of Afarculphrs, That the King 
Sate in Judgment, 4 cum Dominis, & Parribus noſtris Epiſcopis, together with 


Thirdly, That the Lords Spiritual, the Biſhops, are a third Eſtate in | 
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the King himſelf, or the Comes Palatii Epiſcopis & proceribus Aſſidentibus, the 
Biſhops and Nobility being Aſleſlors with him. 
In Spain, during the Gorhick Race of Kings, the greateſt Aﬀairs of State were 
managed by the greateſt of the Clergy and Nobility, as appears by the ſeveral 
Councils of Toledo ; and particularly in the 13Council,Cap. 2.A cafe of Impeach- 
ment of Treaſon,was brought before them. And yet from one 6f theſe Councils 
of Toledo, it 1s, that all the Duſt hath been raiſed, and the Canon Law objeCt- 
cd, urged againſt Biſhops, That they ought not to be preſent or concerned\in 
Caſes of Blood. a 
In Germany, the firlt Laws that were publiſhed by Lotharius, were compoſed; 
33 Biſhops, 34 Dukes, 72 Counts, beſides the People being preſent aud alliſt- 
ing ; and Arumers a Proteſtant Lawyer informs us, that the Biſhops of Germa- 
ny Sate in the Diet in a double Capacity, as Biſhops and Princes of the Empire, 
which Conſtitution he applauds as prudent for the Adminiſtration of Jultice, 
Honourable and fafe for Religion. 
In Bohemia, the ſame Goldaſtws, a Proteſtant too acquaints us, that there were 
three Eſtates, Prelates, Nobles and Commons, till the time of Sigiſmund. . 
In Hungary, ſo ſoon as ever the Chriſtian Religion prevailed. and was ſettled, 
the Laws were framed by the King, with the Advice and Conſent of Biſhops, 
Nobles, and the whole Clergy and People. | 
In Poland, the Conſtitution of the Government is compoſed of the Biſhops, 
Barons, and Delegates, who are called Nuncii terreſtres, whoare Summoned to 
the Dyet by the King ; and that with the entrance of Chriſtianity as the pub- 
o_ Religion, the Biſhops entred into the Senate and had the firſt Seat in thar 
ourt. 
In Norway, Denmark and Sweden, the ſame Conſtitution entred with the pre- 
valency of Chriſtian Religion. viz. Biſhops, Nobles, Knights and Depu- 
ties. 
In England, after the Converſion of the Saxons, during the whole time of 
that Monarchy,there 1s not in all our Records one Council wherein the Biſhops 
had not a part. : 
From whence the Author ſtrongly Argues, that it would be a very unaccoun- 
table thing, that we of all the Nations of the Chriſtian World, who profeſs to 
have the beſt Government and the beſt Reformed Religion, ſhould Exclude thoſe 
from any ſhare in that Government, who were by all others admitted into it as 


therr Conntry. | 

That the Biſhops ſince the coming in of the Norman Race were always E- 
ſteemed Peers of the Realm, and Peers of Parliaments ; He brings ſeveral 
nudeniable Preſidents and Inſtances. | 

In the 21 of R. 2. a Repeal of a former Sentence againſt the Spercers being 
Petitioned for in Parliament, theſe Errors were afligned. Becauſe the Prelats, 
Mhotare Peers of the Realm, did not Afſent to the Judgment; and becauſe it 
was made only by the Earls and Barons, Peers of the Realm, &c. And becauſe 
it was made againſt the Great Charter of England, in which it is contained that 
no man ſhall be exiled or deſtroyed, but by the Lawful Judgment of his Peers, 
or by the Law of the Land. By which it appears that the nada of that 
Parliament was, That it was a Breach of the Magna Charta for the Temporal 
Lords to condemn a Peer, without the Aſſent of the Biſhops, who are expreſly 
declared to be Peers of the Realm. Ror. 55. To be Peers in Parliament, Roz. 
56. and to be Peers of the Realm in Parliament, Ror. 61, And all this too in 
the Caſe of Treaſon; which is as a full Declaration of their Peerage as it is 
poſſible to make. 

To the Second Poſition, That they have a Right to Sit and Vote in Parha-

That though the Conſtitution of Clarenden be urged as deſigned for a Limi- 
tation of the Biſhops exerciſing JurisdiCtion in the Caſe of Life or Mutilation 
of Members, yet it is evident both from the Words and the occaſion of that 
Law that they ought to be pan, for that this Conſtitution of Clarendon was 
made perfeCtly to oblige the Biſhops to ſerve the King in the Capacity of their 
Temporal Baronies, ſicut ceteri Barones, the Tenure being the ſame, Er ſicur 
Barones c«teri debent intereſſe Judiciis Curie Regis, cum Barombus uſque pervenia- 
tur in TJudicio ad diminutionem Membrorum vel ad mortem, the plain Senſe of 
| which words is,that they onght to be preſent,not only till ſuch Cauſes of Life or 
Limb, came before the reft of the Lords, but at all preliminary Debates ; «/- 
que perveniatur, not ad Judicium, but in FJudicio, which ſuppoſes a Trial 
preceding, till the Sentence came to be pronounced. 

Now the occaſionof this was, the Papacy was then erecting their fifth Mo- 
narchy, and indeayouring to ſet up an Independent JurisdiCtion of the Church 
in all Kingdoms, which the Kings very well perceiving were reſolved to oppoſe, 
and therefore to oblige them to this Service by vertue of the Tenures of their 
Temporal Baronies; And this giving them a Conceſſion to withdraw when } 
the Sentence was pronounced, was a particular fayour of the King. 


Thomas Beckgt, a great Saint and Martyr inthe Roman Calendar, ſtoutly op- 
poſed this as an 1nchroachment upon,the Liberties of the Church, and indeed 
the Biſhops who had all along the Saxoz Government fate in the great Coun- 
cils, by virtue of their Spiritual Capacity there being then no Temporal Ba- 
romes,they thought the Conquerors impoſing this Tenure upon their Eſtates, a 
very hard Servitude and Badge of Slavery to the Secular Power ; but that not- 
withſtanding their ReluCtancy, this Salvo, ſeemed a little to qualify the matter,

Which 
is proved both by undeniable Reaſon and undoubted Preſidents and Records. 
hat there are three Eſtates in the Parliament of England, is a matter on all 
hands allowed ; But ſome Perſons who would bring down the Soveraignty to a 
Coordinacy, do affirm that the King is the third Eſtate, the Lords making one, 
and the Commons the other ; which dangerons Poſition, as it doth ſubmit the 
Monarchy to great hazzards, {0 it gave occaſion and colour to the taking away 
of the Peerage of the Biſhops, the third Eſtate notwithſtanding their Excluſion, 
being according to this principle left as Intire in the Lords Houſe, as it was 
upon the Excluſion of the Abbots in the time of King Henry the Eighth. 

Now that the King is not one of the three Eſtates, and conſequently that the 

Lords the Biſhops muſt be ſo, and were ever accounted fo, evidently appears 
by the Records of -our Parliaments, which are cited to this purpoſe as fol- 
lows. 
In the Parliament of 1. H. 4. By the Roll it appears, that King Richard 
the Second, appointed two Procurators to declare his Reſignation of the Crown

of Canterbury, coram Rege, & omnibus Statibus Regni, before the King, and all 
the Eſtates of the Realm. And who all theſe Eftates of the Realm were, it moſt 
fally appears in that the Commiſſioners for the Sentence of this unfortunate 
Kings depoſition are faid to be appointed, Per Pares & Proceres Regni Anglie 
Spirituales & Temporales, & ejuſdem Regnt Communitates, omnes ſtatus ejuſdem 
Regni repreſentantes. By the Peers and Nobility of the Kingdom of England, 
Spiritual and ' Temporal, and the Commons of the ſame,. repreſenting all the 
Eſtates of the faid Realm. So that Firſt the Biſhops are declared Peers of the 
Realm in Parliament. Secondly, 'The Eſtates of the Parliament are to repre- 
ſent all the Eſtates of the Kingdom, Clergy, Nobility and Commons. Third- 
ly, The three Eſtates in Parliament are the Lords Spiritual,the Lords Temporal, 
and the Commons of the Realm. 

In the Roll of Parliament, 1. R. 3. it is Recorded, That whereas before his 
Coronation, certain Articles were delivered unto him in the name of the three 
Eſtates of the Realm, that is to ſay, of the Lords Spiritual, Lords Temporal, 
and of the Commons by name, &c. Now foraſinuch as neither the ſaid three 
Eſtates, neither the ſaid Perſons, which in their name preſented and delivered 
(as it. is aforeſaid) the ſaid Roll unto our Soyeraign Lord the King, were Aſ- 
fembled in Form of Parliameat, divers doubts have been moved, &c.

To this it is anſwered, That the Proteſtation faith, as Peers they had Right, 
as, per Baroniam de Domino Rege tenentes, in Parliamentis Regis quibuſcunque per- 
ſonaliter intereſſe, cum ceteris Paribus, & aliis, de Regni negotiis conſmere, Trac- 
tare, Ordinare, Statuere, & definire ac catera facere que Parliamenti tempore 4bi- 
dem imminent facienda, holding of our Lord the King by Baronage, to be perſo- 
nally preſent inall Parliaments of the King, together with the reſt of the Ba- 
rons and others, to Conſult, Treat, Order, Appoint and Determin of the Af- 

fairs of the Kingdom, and to doall other things which in the time of Parlia- 

And it is plain the King, Temporal Barons and 

Commons allowed they had this Right. Burt it being a troubleſome time, the 

Kings Miniſters being to be Impeached in that Parliament, which was called 

Parhamentum ſme Miſericordia, becauſe the King gave up all his Court Mini- 

ſters to be Sacrificed to the Animoſities of the Potent Faction of the Lords, 

binding himſelf not to pardon any without their conſent, the Biſhops were 

willing to get out of harms way, aud therefore pleaded the Canons in excuſe. 

And poſſibly both ſides _ have their ſeveral ends in conſenting to this pro- 

teftation, the King, that ſo he might call in Queſtion the As done without 

them,as it happened 21. R.2. when all done in this Parliament,was Repealed and 

made void for this Reaſon : the Lords, might conſent tothe Biſhops withdraw- 
ing, that fo their Afﬀairs might proceed withont oppoſition againſt the Kings 

Miniſters. But however as before theſe Canons being not the Law of the Land, 
neither then nor now could be no real Barr to their Right. Nor did they up- 
on other occaſions think them ſo, as appears by ſeveral Inſtances beforemention- 

ed upon the ſecond Poſition. 


It is ObjeCted in the third place, That there was a Parliament held 25 E. 
1. at St. Edmonds-Bury, Excluſo clero. And notwithſtanding many good Laws 
were there made; and that upon this Caſe in Kelway's Reports, it is faid to be | 
the Opinion of the Judges, that the King may hold his Parliament without the 
Biſhops. 
| 

To this it is anſwered, Firſt, That it is but one ſingle Inſtance, and an Ex- 
traordinary Caſe, and that it is not only ill, but dangerous arguing-and conclu- 
ding univerſally from one ſingle preſident, for if a Parliament may be good 
without one Eſtate, why not without another ? and according to rheir Polition 
who make the King, Lords and Commons the three Eſtates,” any one of the 
three may be Excluded upon the fame reaſon. Secondly, The Biſhops in this 
Parliament were not Excluded by the King and the other two Eſtates, but by 
their own voluntary aftion. And the occaſion of it was a Bull of Pope Boniface 
the 8. prohibiting the Clergy to give any more Subſidies, which whatever In- 
fluence it had then, can have none upon the Biſhops ſince the Reformation. 

And whereas it is ſaid many good Laws were made in that Parliament never 
ſince queſtioned, it is evident by the Rolls thatall that was done in that Parlia- 
ment was the granting of a 12:h. by the Laity to the King, 


As for Kelway's reaſon in his Reports that they might be excluded, becauſe 
they have no places in Parliament by reaſon of their Spiritualry, but only by 
reaſon of their Temporal Baronies, it will hold as well againſt the other Barons. 
And that this is but one Preſident of - a Parliament without Biſhops, aga nſt a 
Mulritude of others, wherein they were preſent. Et conſuerudo Parlamenti eſt 
Lex Parlamenti, and that Law is the Law of the Land. 


It is ObjeCted, That if they were a diſtin Eſtate, they would have a diſ- 
tinct Negative. I think the beſt anſwer to this is the former, that Conſuerudo | 
Parlaments eſt lex Parlamenti, and though former Parliaments have ever owned 
thema diſtint Eſtate, yet as the Author obſerves, they ſit there now notin their 
Spiritual Capacity, as formerly in the Saxon times before Baronies, but in 
their Temporal Capacities as Barons by Tenures, and they have ever Voted in 


In the laſt place it is ObjeCted, if they were Peers of the Realm, they would

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according to Magna Charts be tried by their Peers, but they are in Capital 
Caſes tried by Juries of the Commons. 
To this it is anſwered, Firſt, That they have challenged and had this Privi- 


| ledg in Parliament. - So John Strarford Arch-Biſhop of Camerbury, tangquam 


major par Reg poſt Regem, & vocem primam in Parliamentd habere debens, put 
himſelf wes T rial be his Peers, js after great debate it was at length retol- 
ved, that the Peers ſhould be tried only by Peers in Parliament, and he had ap- 
pointed to examin the Articles againſt him, 4 Biſhops viz. London, Hereford, 
Bath and Excerer, 4 Earls, Arundel, Salsbury, Huntington and Suffolk, 4 Barons, 
Percy, Wake, Baſſet and Nevil. After which he was admitted to anſwer for 
himſelf in Parliament devart les Piers, before his Peers. 

21, R. 2. Tho. Arundel Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury was Impeached of High- 


that foraſmuch as this Impeachment did concern ſo High a Perſon, & Pjer de Son 
Koialm, a Peer of the Realm, he would be adviſed. But ſoon after he was con- 
demned for Treaſon by the Houſe, the Proxy of the Biſhops, Sir Thomas Percy 
giving his Vote for them. | 
Secondly, Temporal Barons have not always been tried by their Peers, for 
28. H.6. William de la Poole Duke of Suffolk waved being tried by his Peers, 
and ſubmirred to the Kings mercy, upon which the Lords Temporal and Spi- 
Titual entred a Proteſtation that this thould not be, or turn to the prejudice of 
them, their Heirs, nor Succeſfors in time coming, but that they might enjoy 
their freedom in caſe of their Peerages as largely as their Anceſtors and Prede- 
ceſlors had done. 

Thomas Lord Berkley being Arraigned for the Death of King E. 2 before the 
Parliament, put himſelf upon his Countrey, and the Jury brought him in not 
Guilty. 

Thus far the Learned Author, from whom for the Readers eaſe and fatisfaCti- 
on in this important particular, I have made theſe ſhort Colleftions , and refer 
the more Curious to the Book ut ſelf.

That-all the Members of this Houſe ſhould be pleaſed during the 
pleaſure of this Houſe, to wave all Proteftions for their Menial Servants 
or others. 

(2.) That during the Pleaſure of this Fouſe, all the Lanils, Eſtates and 
Goods of every Member of this Houſe ſhould be Lyable to the Payment of 
juſt Debts. 


But for all the Complaints of the City, and the greatneſs of the Grie- 
vance, which Exceeded all the Monopolies of Salt, Soap, Leather, and 
Ship-Money put together, this was a point ſo neceſſarily tender, that 
they made very ſlow ſteps toward the Redreſling of it, or joyning with 
Mr.Reynolds and his Committee in theirVotes.And nothing further was at 
preſent done in it more than barely to give the Complaint a hearing. 
Had the King, Queen and Prince only been concerned in ProteCtions, it 
had immediately been Voted Illegal, Unjuſt, againſt the Liberty of the 


| Subject,&c. but it too nearly concerned ſome of them to comply with 


' the Votes of the Committee ; for if they had, particularly I inſtance in 
the late infamous Uſurper 0/zver Cromwell, inſtead of Sitting in the 
Commons Houſe, they were in danger to take up their Lodgings in a 
Common Priſon : For had he and many others in the Houſe made all 
their Lands, Eſtates and Goods lyable to the payment of their juſt debts, 
they would have been quickly found Bankrupts in Eſtate then, as much

* ſible for us, upon fo few hours warning, tu prevent thoſe: other great

* ſo great diſtance as in all the other parts of the Kingdom ; yet fuch 
* was our induſtry therein, having cauſed the Caſtle that Night to be 
* ſtrengthned with Armed Men, and the City Guarded , as the 
* wicked Councels of thoſe Evil Perſons, by the great Mercy of God to 
* us, became defeated, fo as they were not able to aCt that parr of their 
* Treachery, which indeed was principally intended, and which, if they 
* could have effected, would have rendred the reſt of their Purpoſes the 
* more eaſe. | 

* Having ſo ſecured the Caſtle, we forthwith laid about for the Ap- 
* prehenſion of as many of the Offenders as we could, many of them 
* having come to this City but that night, intending, it ſeems, the next 
* morning to act their Parts in thoſe Treacherous and Bloody Crimes. 


* The firſt man apprehended was one Z/ugh Mac-Mahon Eſq;Grand-ſon 
* to the Traytor 7yrone, a Gentleman of a good fortune 1n the County of 
was taken in Dublin, having 
* at rhe time of their apprehenſion offered a little refiſtance with their 
* Swords drawn ; but finding thoſe we imployed againſt them more in 
* Number, and better Armed, yielded ; He upon Examination before 
* us, at firſt denied all, but in the end, when he faw we laid it home to 
* him, he confeſſed enough to deſtroy himſelf, and impeach ſome others, 
* as by a Copy of his Examination herewith ſent may appear to youg 
* Lordſhip. We have committed him, until we might have further time 

to 
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* to Examine him again, our time being become more needfal to be im- 
* ployed in Action for ſecuring the Place, then in Examining. | 
* This Mr. Mac-Makon had been abroad, and ſerved urider the Kirig 
* of Spain as a Lieutenant Colonel, upon Conference with him and 
* others. and calling to mind a Letter which we received before from 
* Sir William Cole, a Copy whereof we ſend your Lordſhip here inclo- 
* ſed, we gathered that the Lord Mac-gaire was to be an Actor in fur- 
* prizing the Caſtle of D«4/iz ; wherefore we held it neceſlary to ſecure 
* him immediately, thereby alſo to ſtartle and deterr the reſt, when 
* they found him laid faſt. His Lordſhip, obſerving what we had done, 
a the City in Arms, fled from his Lodging early before Day, it 

* ſeems diſguiſed, for we had laid a Watch about his Lodging, ſo as we 
* think he could not paſs without diſguiſing himſelf, yet he could not 
* get forth of the City, fo ſurely Guarded were all the Gates. 
* There was found at his Lodging hidden ſome Hatchets, with the 
* Helves newly cut oft cloſe to the Hatchets, and many Skenes, and 
* ſome Hammers. | 
* In the end, the Sheriffs of the City, who were imployed in a ſtri&t 
* ſearch of his Lordſhip, found him hidden in a Cock-loft, in an ob- 
* ſcure Houſe, far from his Lodging, where they apprehended him, and 
* brought him kefore us. 
* He denied all, yet fo as he could not deriy but he had hcard of it 
*1n the Country, though he would riot tell us when, or from whom ; 
* and confeſſed that he had not advertiſed us thereof, as in duty he ought 
*to have done : But we were fo well ſatisfied of his Guilt by all Cir- 
* cumſtances, as we doubted not, upon farther Examination, when we 
* could be able to ſpare time for it, to find it apparent; 

* Wherefore we held it of abſolute necefliry to commit him cloſe 
* Priſoner, as we had formerly done Mac-Mahon and others, where we 
* left them on the 23 of this Month in the morning, about the fame 
, _ they intended to have been Maſters of that Place, and the 

ity. 

* That morning we laid wait for all thoſe ſtrangers that came the 
* night before to Town, and ſo many were apprehended, whom we find 
* reaſon to believe to have hands in this Conſpiracy, that we were forced 
* to diſperſe them into ſeveral Goals ; and ſince we found, that there 
* came many Horſemen into the Suburbs that night, who, finding the 
* Plot diſcovered, diſperſed themſelves immediately. 

* When the hour approached, which was deſigned for the ſurpriſing 
* the Caſtle, great numbers of Strangers were obſerved to come to the 
* Town in great Parties ſeveral Ways, who not finding admittance at 
* the Gates, ſtayed in the Suburbs, and there grew ſo numerous, to the 
* Terror of the Inhabitants. | 
| *© We therefore to help that, drew up, and inſtantly Signed a Pro- 
* clamation, Commanding all Men, not dwellers in the City or Suburbs, 
* to depart Within an hour upon pain of Death ; and made it Pznal to 
© thoſe that ſhould harbour them, which Proclamation the Sheriffs im- 
* mediately Proclaimed in all the Suburbs, by our Commandment, which 
* being accompanied with the Committal of thoſe two Eminent Men, 
| © and others, occaſioned the departure of theſe multitudes ; and in this 
* caſe, all our Lives and Fortunes, and above all, His Majeſties Regal 
Power and Authority being ſtill at ſtake, we muſt ' vary trom ordina- 
I© ry Proceedings not only in Executing Martial Law, as we ſee Cauſe, 
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© Treaſon, -and the contrivers thereof, which, we foreſee, will not other- 
* wiſe be done. 

: * On that 23 of this Month, we, conceiving, that as ſoon as it ſhould 
* be known, that the Plot for ſeizing the Caſtle of Du41;x was difap- 
* pointed, all the Confpirators in remote Parts might be fomewhat diſ- 
* heartned, as on the other ſide the good Subjes would be comforted, 
* and would then with the more Confidence ſtand on their Guard, did 
* prepare to ſend abroad to all Parts.of the Kingdom this Proclamation, 
* which we ſend you here incloſed ; and fo- having provided that the 
* City and Caſtle thould be fo well- Guarded, as upon the ſudden we 
* could, we concluded that long Council. 

* On Saturday Twelve of the Clock at night the Lord Blaxey came 
* to Town, and brought us the ill news of the: Rebels ſeizing, with two 
* hundred Men, his Houſe at Ca/tle-Blaney in the County of Monoghan, 
*as alſo a Houſe of the Earl of Eſex's, called Carrick-Macrofs, with 
*200 Men, and a Houſe of Sir Ferry Spotwood's, in the ſame County 
* with 202 Men ; where there being a little Plantation of Briti/h, they 
* plundered the Town, and burnt divers Houſes ; arid ſince it appears, 
* that they burnt divers other Villages, and robbed and ſpoiled many 
* Engliſh, and none but Proteſtants, leaving the Eng/i/b Papiſts uns» 
* touched, as well as the 7ri/h. 

* On Sunday morning, at three of the Clock, we had intelligence from 
* Sir Arthar Terringham, that the 7riſh in the Town had that day al- 
© ſo broken up the King's Store of Arms and Munition at Newry, where 
© the Store for Arms hath been ever ſince the Peace ; where they found 
© 70 Barrels of Powder, and Armed themſelves, and put them under 
* the Command of Sir Con Magenis Knight, and one Creedly a Monk, 
* and plundered the Eng/i/h there, and difarmed the Garriſon. 

* And this, though too much, is all that we yet hear is done by 
* them : However, we ſhall ſtand upon our Guard the beſt we may to 
* detend the Caſtle, and City principally, thoſe being the places of moſt 
* importance. 

* But, if the Conſpiracy be ſo univerſal as Mr. Mahon faith, in his Exa- 
* mination, it is, namely That all the Counties of rhe Kingdom have 
* Conſpired in it, which we admire ſhould fo fall out in this time of 
* univerſal Peace, and carried with that ſecreſie, that none of the Engli/h 
* could have any Friend among them to diſcloſe it, then indeed we ſhall 
* be in high Extremity, and the Kingdom in the greateſt danger that 
* ever it underwent ; conſidering our want of Men, Mony and Arms, 
* to enable us to encounter ſo great multitudes as they 'can make, if all 
[* ſhould fo joyn againſt us, the rather becauſe we have pregnant cauſe 
* to doubt, that the Combination hath taken force by the incitement of 
* the Jeſuits, Prieſts and Friars. 

* All the hope we have here, is, That the Zxg/j/h of the Pale, and ſome 
© other Parts, will continue conſtant to the King in their Fidelity, as 
* they did in former Rebellions. 

* And now in theſe ſtraits, we muſt, under God, depend on Aid forth 
© of England for our preſent fupply with-all fpeed, eſpecially Mony, we 
* having none, and Arms, which we ſhall exceedingly want ; without 
* which we are very doubtful-what account we ſhall give to the King | 
* of this Kingdom. | 
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* But it the Conſpiracy be only of Mazuire, and ſome other [rih } Novem. 
* of the Kindred and Friends of the Rebel 7 yroxe, and other 7riſh of the | 16 4 x. 
* Counties of Down, Monozham, Cavan, Fermanagh and Armagh, and no | WJ

* againſt them in a reaſonable Meaſure, it we be inabled with Money 
* from thence; without which, we can raiſe no Forces; fo great is our 
* want of Mony, as we formerly have Written, and our Debt ſo great to 
* the Army; nor is Money to be borrowed here, and if it were, we 
* would Engage all our Eitates for it ; neither have we any hope to 
* get in his Majeſties Rents and Subſidies in theſe DiſturLances, which 
* adds extremely to our Neceſſities. 

* On Sunday Morning the 24th, we met again in Council, and ſent 
* to all parts of the Kingdom the incloſed Proclamation, and Iſſued Pa- 
* tents to draw hither ſeven Horſe Troops, as a further ſtrength to this 
© Place ; and to be with us, in caſe the Rebels ſhall make Head and 
* march hitherward, fo as we may be neceſſitated to give them Bat- 
* tel. | 

* We alſo then ſent away our Letters to the Preſidents of both the 
* Provinces of Munſter and Comnaght, as allo to the Sheriffs of five 
* Counties of the Pale, to conſult the beſt way and means of their own 
* preſervation. 

* That day.the Lord Viſcount German/toun, the Lord Viſcount Netter- 
* ville, the LordViſcount Firz-Wiliams, and the Lord of Lowth, and 
* ſince the Earls of Xildare and Fingal, and the Lords of Dunſazy and 
* Slane, all Noblemen of the Ez/i/b Pale, came unto us, declaring, That 
* they then, and not before heard of the matter, and okehed all 
* Loyalty to His Majeſty, and Concurrence with the State ; but faid, 
* they wanted Arms, whereof they defired to be ſupplied by us, which 
* we told them we would willingly do, as relying much on their faith- 
* fulneſs to the Crown ; but we were not yet certain whether, or no, we } 
* had enough to Arni our ſtrengths for the guarding of our City and 
* Caſtle : yet we ſupplied ſuch of them as lay in moſt danger, with a 
* ſmall proportion of Arms and Ammunition for their Houſes, leſt they 
| * ſhquld .conceive we apprehended any Jealouſie of them ; and we com+ 
* manded them to be very diligent in ſending out Watches, and making 
* all the Diſcoveries they conld, and thereof to advertiſe us, which they 
* readily promiſed to do. 

* And if it fall out that the 1r;/þ generally riſe, which we have cauſe 
© to ſuſpect, then we muſt of neceſſity put Arms into the hands of the 
Engliſh Pale in preſent, and others as faſt as we can, to fight for the de- 
* fence of the State and themſelves. 

* Your Lordſhip now ſees the Condition wherein we ſtand, and how 
* neceſſary it is, firſt, That we enjoy your Preſence ſpeedily, for the bet- 
* ter guiding of theſe and other Publick Afairs of the King and King- 
* dom: Anf ſecondly, That the Parliament of Eng/and be moved im- | 
* mediately to advance to us a good Sum of Mony, which being now 
* ſpeedily ſent hither, may prevent the expence of very much Treaſure 
© and Blood, in a long continued War. And if FI Lordſhip ſhall hap- 
* pen to ſtay on that ſide any long time, we muſt then deſire your Lord- 
* ſhip to appoint' a Lieutenant General to diſcharge the great and 
* weighty burthen of commanding the Forces here. | 

* Amidſt theſe confuſions, and diſorders fallen upon us, we bethought 


6 us of the Parliament, which was formerly Adjourned to November 
; next 
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| © tiext, and the Term now alſo at hand, which will draw ſuch a con- 
* courſe of People hither, and give opportunity under that pretence of 
* Aſſembling and taking new Councils, ſeeing the former ſeems to be 
* in ſome diſappointed, and of contriving further danger to: this 
* State and People ; We therefore found it of unavoidable neceſlity to 
* Prorogue the Parliament to the 24th day of February next, and there- 
* fore we did by Proclamation ro" it accordingly, and do direct 
* the Term to be Adjourned to the of Hillary Term, excepting 
* only the Court of Exchequer, for the haſtening in the King's Mo- 
© ney. 
* We deſire that upon this occaſion your Lordſhip will be pleaſed 
* to view our Letters concerning the Plahtation of Comaght, dated the 
* 24th of April laſt, direted to Mr. Secretary Yane in that part there- 
* of which concerns the County of Monoghan, where now theſe fires do 
* firſt break our. 

* In the laſt place, we muſt make known to your Lordſhip, That the

* Art-Oge's Tenants, Armed with Swords,Pitchforks, and ſome Muskets, 
* came to Dronibote aforeſaid, to the Houſe of William Grave, Brother

* they could find there, and of ſundry other Goods, which they were 
* able to carry away ; and when they had ſodone, they came to the

* He faith alſo, That the fame Night they broke into, and robbed the 
**. Houſe of Sir Henry Spotswood, in the fame Town, and took from 
* thence all the Money and Plate which they found there ; as alſo divers 
* Houſhold-Goods, and a fair Stone-Horſe. 
* He faith alſo, That about Twelve a Clock the next Day, the 
* fame perſons came again to the faid Town, accompanied with Two or 
* 'Three hundred more, and then Robbed, and ſpoiled. it of all the reſt 
* of the Goods and Chattels which they found, and preſently after,they 
* ſet fire upon all the Houſes there, and burnt them to the Ground ; he 
* faith alſo, That the Goods which his Father, and himſelf, and his Bro- 
* ther did loſe thereby, were worth 500 Ll. and that he verily believes, 
* that the Goods which Sir Henry Spotswood loſt thereby, were worth 
* x000 |. at leaſt. 

* He faith further, That on Friday aforeſaid, while the faid Arr- 
* Oge's Son was in this Examinat's Father's Houſe, he heard him the faid 
* Art-Oge's Son, and one Patrick Mac-Cadron of Drombee, who was 
* one of. them, who were then in the Company fay, That it was but 
* the Beginning ; but before they had done, they would not leave one 
* alive, Rich nor Poor, who went to Church : and faith alſo, That the 
* faid Art-Oge's Son, and Patrick Mac-Cadron faid there, That by the

Two private Letters were read, ſent to the Lord Lieutenant, the 
one from Sir Fohn Borlaſe, one of the Lords Juſtices of 7re/and, the 
other from Sir Fohn Temple, declaring the State and Danger, which 
that Kingdom is in, if there be not preſent Supply both of Arms, Men 
and Money from England. 

Likewiſe the Lord Keeper acquainted the Houſe, That the Lords of 
the Council being informed of the Pacquets of Letters that came this 
Week from Ireland, have ſent out their Orders, and ſtayed them, and 
committed them into the Hands of the Gentleman Uſher, until their Lord. 
ſhips further Direflions be known herein. Whereupon the Lord Privy 
Seal, Lord Admiral, Lord Chamberlain, Farl of Bath, Earl of South- 
ampton, Earl of Leiceſter aud Earl of Warwick were appointed to be a 
Committee, to open and read ſuch Letters, as conduce any thing to the diſ- 
covery of the Affairs of Ireland, and to report the ſame to thu Fouſe, and 
to return thoſe which concern Merchants Afﬀairs to the-Poft Maſter, to 
be delivered to the Owners; their Lordſhips or any Seven or more of them 
to" "meet. when they pleaſe, and have Power by virtue hereof, to divide 
themſelves into ſeveral by any four or more, as they ſhall ſee Occaſion. 

--In the Commons Houſe, after the reading 'of the above related Papers 
concerning this Horrid Conſpiracy in Ireland, the Houſe was reſolved 
into a Committee of the whole Houſe, to conſider what was to be done

A Meſfage was then carried up from the Houſe of Commons by Sir 
John Clotworthy Knight, to deſire a preſent Conference, by a Committee 
of both Houſes, if it may ſtand with their Lordſhips Convenience, touch- 
ing the Troubles in Treland, and the Security of this Kingdom.

(5.) The Fifth Propofition concerning the Iſle of Wight, /aid afide for 
the preſent. 

6.) Concerning the 6th on, It is agreed, That ſuch as are Con- 
vitted Recuſants ſhall be ſecured, according as the Law hath appointed ; 
for ſuch as are not convitted Recuſants, it is referred to the Seleft Com- 
mittee of both Houſes to conſider what Courſe is fit to be taken to ſecure 
their perſons in thoſe Caſes where the Law is defeitive. Concerning the 
Proclamation, the Lords think fit, That the Minutes or Draught of a 
Proclamation be ſent to the King in Scotland, that ſo he may from thence 
ſend his Warrants, and Diretions for iſſuing out a Proclamation to that 
Parpoſe in Ireland. 


After which the Lord Keeper by Command gave Thanks in the Name 
of the Houſe to the Earl of Leice/ter Lord Lieutenant of 7reland, as be- 
fore Mr. Pym had done in the Name of the Commons. And he was fur- 
ther deſired, ſpeedily to write to the King, and acquaint him with the Afﬀe 
fairs of Ireland, and the Danger that Kingdom is now in, and to let His 
Majeſty know, What Courſe the Parliament here hath taken for to give 
Supply and Aid for the Reducing of the Rebels. : 

And alfo the Lord Lieutenant was commanded to write to the Lords-

f Before we proceed any further in this Parliamentary Account of theſe 
Tranſactions concerning this diſmal Tragedy, and Infamous Conſpiracy, 
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acted by-theſe 7ri/þ Papiſts, I think it will be no leſs than both the Rea- 
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| ders Curioſity, and the Nature of the Matter obliges me, to give a Suc-

Ear witneſſes of the Management of the Afﬀairs of 7reland during this 
Calamitous Storm , or rather Hurricane of that Rebellion ; wherein 
whole Rivers of humane Blood were moſt inhamanely ſhed, and the 
Fields of that Iſland, formerly, for its Renowned Piety called the 7ard 
of Saints, bluſhed with ſo many Carnages, as were capable of changing 
the name, into the [land of Devils; were it not that the better part 
ought to give Denomination to the Whole, and that in that great De- 
fection, the Proteſtant Nobility, Gentry and Commonalty, (and even 
ſome of the Ancient Native 7ri/b Nobility ) to their Immortal Glory per- 
ſevered in their conſtant Loyalty and Fidelity to their Lawful Soveraign; 
and did not amidſt fo many Hazards and Hardſhips, Difficulties and the 
moſt preſſing Dangers, relinquiſh the gaſping Intereſts of their Royal 


| | but Unfortunate Maſter, till after they faw both Him and All their 


Hopes, notwithſtanding their moſt Vigorous and Generous Attempts 
and Endeavours, Breathleſs and Deplorate ; and that nothing leſs than a 
Miracle of Providence was capable of giving them a Refurreftion ; and 
even then,when they ſubmitted their Necks to the Iron Yoke of the pre- 
vailing Uſurpers, who had Murthered and Dethroned the Father, and 
Baniſhed his Son and Succeſſor our now Gracious Soveraign, it was not 
without a Wiſe Proſpect, which, the Illuftrious Prince Fames, then Lord 
Marquiſs, now Duke of Ormond, and by-that Noble Title, as a mark of 
his Majeſties Favour, and tor his Extraordinary Merits, Conduct and 
Sufferings, created a Peer of the Realm of Eng/and, even then had, that 
it might be to his Majefties Advantage, and that. reſerving themſelves 
to a better Fortune, they might upon any Turn of Afﬀairs be in a Capa- 
city to Exert that Loyalty which under all their Preſſures lay ſtill warm 
in their Dutiful Hearts, and Willing Inclinations : And this I find juſti- 
fied-by the Lord Broha/, late Earl of Orrery, in a ſmall Treatiſe written 
in aniwer to a Printed Letter of P. W's, where his Lordſhip to ſhew 
how much the Proteſtants Exceeded the Papiſts in Loyalty and Duty to 
the King, hath this Remarkable Paſlage : 


* TN the Tear 1650, faith he, ſpeaking of his Grace the Duke of Or- 
* 4 0d, then Lord Lieutenant of Tre/and, he permitted all thoſe wor-

* fight, has been happily Juſtified in the Reſult ; For all the Proteſtants 
ii which then came off, were Eminently Inſtrumental and Concurring in the

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ments of ſuch Authorities as having been Actors in, or at leaſt Eye and | 
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* Duty of accompliſhing that happy Event, ſpeaking of his Majeſties Re-

* ſtants of Ireland, only ferved under the 2ſurpers, But to bring the Iriſh 
* Papiſts to thoſe Terms, which without the force of Engliſh Swords, they 
* would never have been brought to ; it being tco Evident, that nothing 
* could bind them but Steel and Iron: 


So far his Lordſhip. But ſtill I am to inform the Reader, That the 
name Proteſtant, whether his Lordſhip intended that limitation or no, 
I know not, and this fair Character ought to be under the reſtriction, of 
being only applied to thoſe Loyal Proteſtants who firmly adhered with 
his Grace the Duke of Ormond to their Duty and Allegiance to his Late 
Majeſty ; for there were another ſort of People who glory much in the 
Title of Proteſtants, the Covenanting Presbyterians and Schiſmaticks, 
who were all along as bitter Enemies to his Majeſty and his Intereſts, 
and who by their refuſing to ſubmit to his Majeſties Authority, veſted 
in the Lord Lieutenant, did as conſiderable Miſchiefs to the King's Af- 
fairs, and were 1n reality no leſs Rebels than the Papiſts againſt whom 
they fought. | 

Nor is it only to gratifie the Curioſity of the Inquifitive, that I think 
it neceſſary to give this Preliminary account of the ſtate of the 7ri/h At- 
fairs ſome time preceding, and to ſhew the probable Reaſons that occa- 
ſioned this Great Revolt and Infurre&ion, but alſo to wipe off the ſtains, 
which ſome mens Tongues and Ink have maliciouſly fixed upon the moſt 
Innocent Reputations in the World. And indeed ſuch is the Nature of 


thoſe Corroding Vices of Envy and DetraQion, that the moſt poliſhed 


and brighteſt Integrity is not Armor of Proof ſufficient againſt the Ruſt 
of Time and Popular Calumnies ; however, it is a Duty we ow to Po- 


Nterity, to tranſmit to them the cleareſt Accounts we can of Truth, 


and not to ſuffer the Illuſtrious Fame of Great and Worthy Men, to lie 
Buried under the Rubbiſh, which prevailing Fa&tion, and the accumula- 
ted Malice of thoſe, who wrought their Ruin , hath heaped up- 
on them ; though to Ingenuous and unprejudiced Perſons, the great- 
eſt Vindication that they are Capable of, is the Conſideration that 
they were Enemies, who raifed thoſe Calumnies, and therefore not wor- 
thy to be Credited or Regarded. 

- It was one of the Common Topiques of thoſe wicked Miſcreants, 
the late Uſurpers and Regicides, who made a Trade of Slandering the 
Foot-Steps of the Lord's Anointed, conſtantly to infinuate into the 
Minds of the People, that his late Majeſty was the Occaſion of the 
Iriſh Rebellion, and that it was not ſuppreſſed, was perpetually charged 
to his Score, as the Reader will hereafter have frequent Opportunity to 
obſerve ; but that the dire& contrary, was the moſt evident Truth 1 
doubt not, but from many clear and undeniable Teſtimonies, I ſhall be 
able in the following ColleCtions to Evince, even beyond all poſſibility 
of Doubting, 


The 1ri/h Rebels indeed at firſt made his Majeſties Authority a pres | 


tence for their Treaſonable Rebellion, as in due time we ſhall ſee, and 
the Engliſh Rebels as greedily laid hold upon that wicked and ground- 


. {leſs Pretenſion, as if it had been the greateſt Reality ; but to manifeſt 


how falſe both the one and the other Calumny was, I will give a ſhort 
hint, out of the abovementioned Book of the-Earl of Orrery, where 1 
find theſe Words. | 
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* In the Tear 1641, ſpeaking of the beginning of the Rebellion, the 
* Iriſh Papifts, faith he, pretended Hs Majeſties Authority, the preten- 
* ding whereof, having been ſo horrid a Sin, for it was mo leſs than to

* to: have made kim the Author of them; I think it a Duty to the memo-

* Ground or Colour, raiſed againſt Us, Our Crown and Dignity. Words, 
* adds he, which deſerve to be written with A Beam of the Sun, as an 
* Eternal Monument of His Majeſties Juſtice, and their Guilt z Nor 
* were they ſpoken in a Corner, but ſpoken under the Great Seal of Eng- 
* land, and even in that Commiſſion which thoſe falſe Accuſers were to 
* ſee, and hear Read ; and by thoſe Expreſſions they were ſufficiently 
* provoked, to have pleaded that Authority, which they ſo falſly preten- 
* ded, -v they had the leaſt ſhadow for ſo black a Calumny. So far the

”; that among{#t other Wimneſſs then brought in againſt him, there was 
one Joleph Travers Clerk, and one Mr. Michael Harriſon, if 7 miſtake not 
his Chriſtian name ; and that I heard ſeveral Robberies and Murthers 
proved againſt him, the ſaid Sir Phelim, he having nothing material to 
plead in his own defence : And that the ſaid Fudge, whoſe name 1 remem- 
ber not as aboveſaid, Examined the ſaid Sir Phelim, about a Commiſſion, 
that the ſaid Sir Phelim ſhould have had from Charles Stuart, as the 
ſaid Judge then called the late King, for levying the ſaid War : That the 
faid Sir Phelim made Anſwer, That he never had any ſuch Commiſſion ; 
and that it was proved then in Court, by the Teſtimony of the ſaid Joſeph 
Travers aud others, that the ſaid Sir Phelim had ſuch a Commiſſion, and 
did then in the beginning of the ſaid Iriſh Rebellion ſhew the ſame unto 
the ſaid Joſeph, and ſeveral others then in Court. Upon which the ſaid 
Sir Phelim confeſſed, that when he ſurpriſed the Caſtle of Charle-mount, 
and the Lord Caulfield, that he Ordered the ſaid Mr. Harriſon and ano- 
ther Gentleman, whoſe name I now do not remember, to cut off the King's 
broad Seal from a Patent of the ſaid Lord's, they then found in Charle- 
mount, and to affix it to a Commiſſion, which he the ſaid Sir Phelim had 
ordered to be drawn up. And that the ſaid Mr.. Harriſon did in the face 
of the whole Court confeſs, that by the ſaid Sir Phelim's order he did 
ſtitch the Silk Cord or Latel of that Seal, with Silk of the Colours of the 
ſaid Latel, and ſo fixed the Label and Seal to the ſaid Commiſſion ; and 
that the ſaid Sir Edward Bolton, and Judge Donelan, urging the ſaid Sir 
Pheilm, to declare why he did ſo decerve the People 2 He did Anſwer, 
That no Man could blame him, to uſe all means whatſoever to promote 
that Cauſe he had ſo far ingaged in. And that upon the ſecond day of 
his Tryal ſome of the ſaid 7 4 6 told him, that if he could produce any 
anggen 4+. that he had ſuch a Commiſſion from the ſaid Charles Stu- 
art, to declare and prove it before Sentence ſhould paſs againſt him, and 
that he the ſaid Sir Phelim ſhould be reſtored to his Eſtate and Liberty : 
But he anſwered, That he could prove no ſuch thing ; nevertheleſs they. 
gave him time to confider of it till the next day, which was the third 
and laſt day of his Tryal. Upon which day the ſaid Sir Phelim being 
brought into the Court, and urged again ; he declared again, that he ne- 
ver could prove any ſuch thing as a Commiſſion from the King : And added, 
that there were ſeveral Outrages committed by Officers and others his ai- 
ders and abettors in the management of that War, contrary to his Inten- 
tion, and which now preſſed his Conſcience very much ; and that he could 
not in Conſcience add to them the unjuſt Calumniating the King, though he 
had been frequently ſolicited thereunto by fair Promiſes and great Rewards 
while he was in Priſon. And proceeding further in this diſcourſe, that 
immediately he was ſtopt, before he bat 
ſay, the Sentence of Death was pronounced againſt him. 
And I do further declare, That Twas preſent, and very near to the ſaid 
Sir Phelim when he was upon the Ladder at his Execution ; and that one 
Marſhal Peake, and another Marſhal, before the ſaid Sir Phelim 
was caft,came riding towards the place in great haſte, and called aloud, ſtop 


ended what he had further of 
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a little, .and having paſſed through the throng of the Spefators and 
Guards, one of them whiſpered a prety while with the ſaid Sir Phe, 
and that the ſaid Sir Phelim rd in the hearing of ſeveral hundreds 
of People, of whom my ſelf was one, | thank the Lieutenant General for 
his intended mercy, but I declare, good People, before God and his 
Holy Angels, and all of you that hear me, that I never had any Com- 
miſſion from the King for what I have done, in Levying or Proſecution 
of this War, and do heartily beg your Prayers all good Catholicks and 
Chriſtians, that God may be merciful unto me, and forgive me my ſins. 
More of his Speech I could not hear, which continued not long, the Guards 
Heating off thoſe that ſtood near the place of Execution. 

All that I have written as above, I declare to be true, and am ready 
if thereunto required, upon my Corporal Oath to atteſt the truth of every 
particular of it. And in Teſtimony thereof do hereunto Subſcribe my 
Hand, and affix my Seal, this 28th day of February 1681.

Nor will it appear at all ſtrange to Poſterity, that thoſe Infamous

Condition to Anſwer for Himſelt, common Humanity inclines me to 
be ſparing in that particular, and where I have Occaſion to contradict 
his Hiſtory, only to ſhew how he hath deviated from the Integrity of 
a jult Hiſtorian. | | 

Having thus cleared my own Way, and I hope diſpelled ſome of thoſe 
Miſts, which otherwiſe might make me not only apt to miſtake my 
ſelf, but alſo unable to Guide others in theſe 7r:/þ Aﬀairs, I am in the 
Next place to give the beſt account I am able, of the Reaſons, Grounds 
and Occaſions of this deteſtable Infurreftion ; wherein I do aſſure the. 
Reader I will endeavour to hold the Beam of Truth with all the Integri- 
ty I poſſibly can ; and will folemnly avow, That I know no Tempta- 
tions in the World that are capable of removing me one ſingle Hairs 
breadth, out of the Honorable Paths of Truth and Honeſty. 

It is therefore agreed on all hands, That for ſome time before the 
Eruption of this Flaming Rebellion, the Afairs of /reland were in all hu-

« But then ask and have : Tet all this Honey was turned into Gall, for at 
* that very time wherein the King was Exerciſing ſuch high As of Grace 
« to them, the Iriſh Papiſts plotted and ſoon after perperrated the Worſt 
* of Rebellion ; the Worſt Extenſive, Exulcerating generally ; and In- 
* tenſive, breaking forth with more Perfidie, Barbariſm, and Cruelty, 
* than can be parallel d in any Hiſtory. 

The great motive at leaſt in pretence was Religion ; For whereas Dr, 
Borlaſe 1n his Preface, faith, 7? is Evident they never had ſo free Exer- 
ciſe of their Religion, as when the Rebellion began : It is Evident that he is 
miſtaken, even by the Teſtimony of the Perſon of whoſe Book he faith, 
þ. 7th of his Hiſt. in the Margin, 7t was a Pece of that Integrity few 
can Equal, none Exceed ; who could have informed him, that this free 
Exerciſe of Religion, was only clancular and in private. 

But they evidently faw, that the Calumnies caſt upon the late King 
as a Favourer of Popery, was one of the principal Engines by which the 
FaCtious part of the Parliament of Eng/and alienated the affeCtions of all 
his Majeſties Eng/iſh and Scotch Proteſtant Subjects from him ; beſides 
the Severitics which the grayed) per the King upon his peril 
tro inflict upon the Papiſts in Exg/and and Scotland, was made Uſe of by 
the Popiſh Clergy to drive them into a Rebellion, by inſinuating, That 
if the Parliament could bring the King under ther Government, there 
was nothing to be Expected, but the total ſuppreſſion of their Religion, 
and the Eradication of their Nation : In. confirmation whereof, it was 
confidently averr'd to them, That a * Member of Parliament concern'd 
in /reland, did in the Houſe of Commons declare in a Speech, 7 hat the 
Converſion of the Papiſts in Ireland was only to be Effefted, by the Bible 
in one hand, and the Sword in the other : And I have been told by a 
Perſon of Honour and Worth, that Mr. Pym gave-out, That they would 
not leave a Prieſt in /re/and: Nor could their Committees who were 
here be ignorant of theſe Paſſages, or being many of them Papiſts, not 
communicate it to the 7ri/h Papiſts. | 

Another Encouragement to this Rebellion, was the Example of Scot- 
land, as appears plainly by Connely's Depoſition, who was told by Mac- 
Mahon, that, they did this to imitate Scotland, who got a Priviledg by 
that Courſe, And the Confeſſion of the Lord Mac-gurre, which the Rea- 
der ſhall preſently ſee, does not obſcurely hint, That the Earl of 4rgyle 
the Head of the Covenanting Rebellious. Scotch Presbyterians, was un- 
der-hand working the 7ri/h into ſome Conſpiracy againſt the King, pro- 
bably that his hands being full, they might procure better Terms for 
themſelves, and divert the Storm of the Engliſh Arms, which then were 
impending upon them. | 

Nor was the taking off the Earl of Strafford, that Great, Wiſe, and 
Valiant Man, a little contributing to this ri/b Tragedy ; for beſides, 
that it is viſible that the 7ri/þ Committees who were many of them Pa- 
piſts, were highly inſtrumental in furniſhing the Eg/i/þ Parliament with 
matters of Complaint and Accufation againſt that Noble Lord,tor which ' 
they were mightily at that time, thd6 known Papiſts, careſſed by the 
Earl's Enemies in the Commons Houſe, fo it is no lefs Viſible, that this

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Deſign of theirs, though it had beer lohg contriving, advanced more in 
half a Year after his Vigilant Eye was taken off their Actions, and his 
Hand from the Reins of the Government, then it had in all the time be- 
fore, as will plainly appear by Mac-guire's Confeſſion. 

And in Confirmation of this, I think it a Debt due to the TIlluſtrious 
Memory of that Great Man the Earl of ge AF 3 whom I cannot name 
without and Pity Wonder, to inſert _ of a Letter of his, to his Dear 
and Intimate Friend Mr. andesford.;then Maſter of the Rolls, and one of 
the Lords Juſtices in 1636, wherein he acquaints him with the account 
which he had given in to the King and Council, of the ſtate of Afﬀairs in 


Ireland, which he doth in theſe Words ; 
I Informed them, That the Army was well Clad, reaſonably wel Armed, 
(but ſhould be better,) well Exerciſed, and well Paid, which they had 
never been before ; That I had vifited the whole Army, ſeen every fingle 
man my ſelf, as well in his own perſon, as in his Exerciſing, where other 
Generals that had continued that Charge longer then my ſelf, had not taken 
a view ſo much as of one Company ; that in the Removes and Marches of 
the Army, they pay d juſtly for what they took, and paſſed along with Civi- 
 lity and Modeſty, as other Subjefts, without Burden to the Country through 
which they went ; whereas formerly they took the Vittuals ad paid no- 
thing for it, as if it had been in an Enemies Country ; whence it was, that 
the Soldier was now welcom in every place, where before they were in abo- 
mination to the Inhabitants ; That by this means, the Army in true account 


apprehended by the ill-diſpoſed, as there is neither Courage nor Hope left 
| rc oppoſition ; the good Subjetts ſecured, the bad kept in humility and fear

ſhalb be ſeen, will appear with a Company of gallant Gentlemen their Offi- 
cers, fit to ſerve a Great and Wiſe King : whereas not much of this before, 
But rather quite the Contrary. That for my ſelf, I had a dead Stock in 
Horſes, Furniture and Arms, for my Troop, that ſtood me in 6000 1, that 
fo I was in readineſs upon an hours warning to march ; nor did 1 this out 
of Vanity, but really in regard I did concerve it became me not to repre- 
ſent ſo great a Monarch as his Majeſty, meanly in the fight of that People ; 
and that it was of mighty Reputation to the Service of the Crown, when 
they ſaw me in ſuch a Poſture, that 7 was upon an hours Warging able to 
put my ſelf on Horſeback, and that the Soldiers ſhould ſee I would not 
Ex 
ſelf being their General. | 

Laſtly, it was my-humble Advice, That the Army, as of abſolute Neceſ- 
fity to the Government, was rather to be reinforced, then at all diminiſhed, 
as being an Excellent Miniſter and Aſſiſtant in the Execution of the Kings 
Writs ; the great Peace-maker betwixt the Brittiſh and Natives, betwixt 
the Proteſtant and the Papiſt, and the chief Securer, under God and his 
Majeſty, of the Future and Paſt Plantations.

But to , What ever Fucus of Religiot, theſe, as well as the 


| Engliſh Rebels afterwards, might make Uſe of, to paint the Jezabel of 


Treaſon, thete was a Defire of ſhaking off the Government and n- 
dency upon the Crown of England, at leaſt in ſome of the /+i/h, as will 
plainly appear in their Enfuing Aions ; and what ever the other Mo- 
tives and Occaſions of this Detetion were, undoubtedly the Z»gli/h Re- 
bellion which followed this ſo cloſely at the heels, diſabled che Kin 
from having the Power, as he had the Will to have hazarded his Roy 


| Perſon, to ſuppreſs it, in its Infancy ; by reaſon whereof it came to be 


of ſo long Continuance, and -7reland to drink fo deeply of the Calamiries 
which attended this Dreadful Rebellion. 

There were ſeveral other Concomitant Actions even of the. Govern- 
ing part of the Nation, who were many of them Parliamentarians in 
Heart, and afterwards violently fo in their Actions, which did increaſe 
and heighten the deſpair of the /ri/>; and T have feen ſome Minutes of 
the Council-Board, which aver, That Sir Chartes Coot ſaid, That when 
Sir Luke Fitz-Gerald miſdemean'd himſelf before the Board, by incivil 
Words toward a Member of the Board, he tet him have the line,and would 
not reprehend him, in hope he would go into Rebellion, for he ſaw he would 
ao ſo, and that the more that were in Rebellion, it was the Better :* And 
certainly there were ſome unjuſtifiable Severities Uſed, by the Lords Ju- 
ſtices and Council, as JR the 7ri/b to come to Dabliz upon pain 
of Death, by Three ſucceſſive Proclamations, and afterwards burning 
their Houſes,&c. for giving Entertainment to the Army of the Rebels, 
one of the two being unavoidable ; their making Priſoners and Inditing 
ſuch of them as came in and fubmitted to the Marqueſs of Ormend, in 
hopes of kind Uſage, notwithſtanding his Interceſſion for them, and the 
advantage they might reaſonably Expect, ſuch Clemency would- be to 
them, in order to reclaiming the more Moderate, and ſuch as had com- 
plied with the Rebels but of pure Neceſſity ; of which ill Treatment I 
ſhall. produce one of their Letters to the Marqueſs of Ormord, with an 
Exprefts Command from the Lords Juſtices and Council for his ſo doing. 
Which Letter was as followeth, ' \&1 


Arm Our very hearty,&c. We the Lords Juſtices have received your 
 Lordjhips Lecters of this dayes date, which we communicated with 
the Council; and having taken'the ſame into Serious Confiderat ion, 
after deliberate Adviſement thereof at this Board, We have thought fit to 
return your Lordſhip this Anſwer : 
That calling to mind the Reaſons, moving this Board to take the Reſola- 
tion Expreſſed in our Order dated the 3d. of this Mouth concerning the 
preſent Expedition, and confidering divers other Weighty Reaſons now ap-| 
img to us in Council, and for that alſo we have by onr aft Letters into 
gland, a your Lordſhip knowes, made known thither, That your Lord- 
hip with 3000 Fort anal. 500 Horſe wis immediately to March into the 
Pate, td burn, ſpoyl an deftroy tht Rebels of the Paley uithout excepting of 
axy ; And for that the Jiredfn we Expetted forth of Enghnd concerning 


the Lords of the Pale aid not comern this Matter, We therefore think 
Kt, | Ss ;  Fr#8, 


—— 
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Firſt, That according to that Order of this Board you paſs not beyond 
the River of Boyne, but March in ſuch places between the Boyne and the 
Sea as your Lordſhip ſhall think fit. 

Secondly, That thoſe that offer to come in, be in no other manner taken 
in, then as Priſoners, taken by the Power and Strength of his Majeſties 
Army, as in truth it is; and if any of them come to the Army, that if it 
may be the Soldiers do ſeize on them, before they have acceſs to your Lords 
/hip, and that afterwards they be denyed acceſs to your Perſon. 

Thirdly, That no difference be made between the Noblemen that are 
Rebels, and other Rebels, but that their Houſes and Goods be dealt with 
as other Rebels are in manner, as in our ſaid Order dated the 3d of this 
Month is Expreſſed, which we now again recommend to your Lordſhips 
obſervation. 

In the laſt place, We render Thanks to your Lordſhip for your Letters, 
praying your Lordjhip to be as Frequent as you may in Advertiſements to 
us during your Abſence : And in caſe you find the neceſſity of the Service 
to require your abſence from hence for a longer time, then the 8. days men- 
tioned in our Order of the 3d of this Month, We are pleaſed, That your 


therein to the advantage of the Publique Service, in caſe in the interins 
you receive no direction from us to the contrary. And obſerving no men- 
tion in your Letters of having conſulted with Sir Richard Greenfield, as 
with other Commanders, We pray your Lordſhip, That as there may be 
occaſion you call him to ſuch Conſultations. And ſo we bid,&c, from his 
Majeſties Caſtle of Dublin the 9th of March, 1641.

* been Cruelly and Barbarouſly ſhed, is enough to drown any man in 
* Eternal, both Infamy and Miſery, whom God ſhall find the malicious 
« Author or Inſtigator of its Effuſion. 
* Tt fell out, as a moſt unhappy advantage, to ſome Mens Malice, 
* againſt me, that when they had impudence enough to lay any thin 
* to my Charge, this bloody opportunity ſhould be offered them, wit 
* which I mult be aſperſed ; although there was nothing which could 
* be more abhorring to me, being ſo full of Sin againſt God, Diſloyalty 
* to my Self, and deſtructive to my Subjects. 
* Some Men took it very ill not to be believed, when they affirmed, 
* That what the 7ri/h Rebels did, was done with my Privity, at leaſt; 
* if not by my Commiſſion : But theſe knew too well, that it is no 
* news for ſome of my Subjects to fight, not only without my Com- 
* miſſion, but againſt my Command and Perſon too, yet all the while 
* to pretend. they fight by my Authority, and for my Safety. 

* I would to God, the 7r:/þ had nothing to alledge for their imita- 
* tion againſt thoſe whoſe blame muſt needs be the greater, by how 
* much Proteſtant Principles are more againſt all Rebellion againſt Prin- 
* ces then thoſe of Papiſts ; Nor will the Goodneſs of Mens Intentions 
k, excuſe the Scandal and Contagion of their Examples : But whoever 
* fail of their Duty toward me, I muſt bear the blame ; this Honour 
* my Enemies have always done me, to think moderate injuries not 
* proportionate to me, nor competent Trials, either of my Patience un- 
* der them, or my Pardon of them. 

* Therefore with Exquiſite Malice, they have mixed the Gall and 
* Vinegar of Falſity and Contempt, with the Cup of my Affliction ; 
* charging me not only with untruths, but fuch, as wherein I have the 
* greateſt ſhare of Loſs and Diſhonour by what is committed ; where- 
* as, in all Policy, Reaſon and Religion, having leaſt Cauſe to give the 
* leaſt Conſent, and moſt grounds of utter Deteſtation, I might be re- 
* preſented by them to the World, the more Inhumane and Barbarous, 
* like ſome Cyclopick Monſter, whom nothing will ſerve to Eat and

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* open Rebellion a People prone enough to break out to all Exorbitant'

* ſtraints, and to prevent thoſe after Rigours wherewith they ſaw 
* themſelves apparently threatned, by the Covetous Zeal, and Unchari- 
* table Fury of ſome Men, who think it a great argument of the Truth 
* of their Religion, to endure no other but their own. = 

* God knows, as I can with Truth waſh my hands in Innocency, as 
* to any Guilt in that Rebellion ; fo I might waſh them in my Tears, 
;* as to the ſad apprehenſions I had, to ſce it ſpread fo far, and make 
* ſuch waſt : And this in a time, when Diſtractions and Jealouſies here 
* in Emg/and made moſt Men rather intent to their own Safety, or 
* Deſigns they were driving, then to the reliet of thoſe who were every 
* day Inhumanely Butchered in 7re/and ; whoſe Tears and Blood might 
* if nothing elſe, have quenched, or at leaſt, for a time repreſled and 
«* ſmothered thoſe Sparks of Civil Diſſentions and Jealouſies, which in 
* England ſome men moſt induſtriouſly ſcattered. 

'#'T would to God no man had been leſs affteted with reland's fad 
«* Eſtate then my Self ; I offered to go my Self in Perſon upon that Ex- 
« pedition : But ſome Men were either afraid I ſhould have any one 
« Kingdom quieted, or loath they were, to ſhoot at any mark here, leſs 
* then my Self; or that any ſhould have the Glory of my Deſtruction, 
© but themſelves : Had my many offers been accepted, I am confident 
« neither the Ruin had been fo great, nor-the Calamity ſo long, nor 
© the Remedy ſo deſperate : So that, next to the fin of thoſe who be- 
«* gan that Rebellion, theirs muſt needs be, who either hindred the ſpee- 
* dy ſuppreſling of it, by Domeſtick Diſſentions, or diverted the Aides, 
* or exaſperated the Rebels to the moſt deſperate Refokutions and Acti- 
© ons, by threatning all Extremities, not only to the known Heads and 
* chief Incendiaries, but even to the whole Community of that Nation, 
* reſolving to deſtroy Root and Branch, Men, Women and Children, 
* without any regard to thoſe uſual Pleas for Mercy, which Conque- 
* rors, not wholly Barbarous, are wont to hear from their own Breaſts, 
* in behalf of thoſe, whoſe oppreſſive Fears, rather then their Malice, 
* engaged them ; or whoſe imbecility for Sex and Age was ſuch, as they 
* could neither lift up a hand againſt them, nor diſtinguiſh between 
<'their right hand and their left : which prepoſterous, and, I think, un-' 
<* 'Evangelical Zeal, is too like that of the rebuked Diſciples, who would 
* gono lower in their Revenge, then to call for fire from Heaven, up- 
* on whole Cities for the Repulſe or Neglect of a few ; or like that of 
* Facob's Sons, which the Father both Blamed and Curſed ; chuſing 
< rather to uſe all Extremities which might drive Men to deſperate ob- 
* ſtinacy, then to apply moderate Remedies, fuch as might puniſh ſome 
< with Exemplary Juſtice, yet difarm others, with tenders of Mercy 
< upon their Submiſſion, and Our protection of them from the fury of 
* thoſe who would ſoon drown them, if they refuſed to -fwim down the 
* Popular Stream with them. 

<«. But ſome kind of Zeal counts all merciful Moderation Lukewarm- 
* neſs, and had rather be Cruel then counted Cold ; and is not ſeldom 
* more greedy to kill the Bear for his skin, then for any harm he hath 
* cone ; the Confiſcation of Mens Eſtates being more beneficial then 


* the Charity of faving their Lives, or reforming their Errors. |

* Extirpation to their wonted oppreſſions, it was eafie to provoke to an Novemter, 
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* When all proportionable Succours of the poor Proteſtants in 7re- 
* land, who were daily Maſlacred, and over-born with Numters of 
«© now deſperate Enemies, was diverted and obſtructed here, I was ear- 
* neſtly entreated, and generally adviſed by the chick of the Proteſtant 
<« Party there, to get them ſome reſpite and breathing by a Ceſlation, 
* without which they ſaw no probability, unleſs by Miracle, to pre- 
« ſerve the Remnant that had yet eſcaped : God knows, with how 
* much Commiſeration, and ſerious Caution I carried on that buſineſs, 
* by perſons of Honor and Integrity, that ſo T might neither encourage 
* the Inſolence of the Rebels, nor diſcourage the Proteſtants Loyalty and 
* Patience. 

* Yet when this was effected in the beſt ſort, that the neceſſity and 
* difficulty of my Afﬀairs would then permit, I was then to ſuffer again 
* in my Reputation and Honor, becauſe I ſuffered not the Rebels utter- 
* ly to devour the remaining handfuls of the Proteſtants there : 1 
* thought, that in all reaſon, the gaining of that reſpit, could not be fo 
© much to the Rebels advantages, which ſome have highly Calumnia- 
* ted againſt me, as it might have been: for the Proteſtants future, as 
< well as preſent fafety, if during the time of that Ceſſation, ſome Men 
* had had the Grace, to have laid 7re/and's fad condition more to heart, 
* and laid aſide thoſe violent Motions which were here carried on by 
* thoſe that had better skill to let Blood than to ſtanch it. 

* But in all the miſconſtrudtions of my Actions, which are prone to 
© find more credulity in Men to what is Falſe and Evil, then Love or 
* Charity to what is True and Good ; as I have no Judge but God, 
* above me, ſo I can have comfort to appeal to his Omniſcience, 
* who doth not therefore deny my Innocence, becauſe he is pleaſed fo 
< far to try my Patience, as he did his Servant FJo#'s. 

* I have enough to do, to look to my own Conſcience, and the faith- 
* ful diſcharge of my Truſt as a King ; I have ſcarce leiſure to conſider 
* thoſe ſwarms of reproaches, which iſſue out of ſome Mens mouths, 
* and hearts, as eaſily as ſmoak or ſparks do out of a Furnace ; much 
* leſs to make ſuch Prolix Apologies, as might give thoſe Men fatisfa- 
* Mtion, who conſcious to their own depth of wickedneſs, are loath to 
* bclieve any Man, not to be as bad as themſelves. 

* *'Tis Kingly to do well and hear ill ; if I can but act the one, I ſhall 
* not much regard to hear the other. 

* I thank God, I can hear with Patience, as bad as my worſt Ene- 
* mies can falſly fay ; and I hope I ſhall ſtill do better, then they deſire, 
* or deſerve I ſhould. 

* I believe it will at laſt appear, that they who firſt began to Embroil 
* my other Kingdoms, are in great part guilty, if not of the firſt letting 
© out, yet of the not timely {topping thoſe horrid Effuſions of Blood in 
* treland; which, whatever my Enemies pleafe to fay or think, I look 
* upon, as that of my other Kingdoms, exhauſted out of my own Veins ; 
* no man being ſo much weakned by it as my Self : And I hope, though 
* Mens unfatiable Cruelties never will, yet the Mercy of God will at 
** length fay to his Juſtice, /t 7s exough ; and command the Sword of 
* Civil War to ſheath it ſelf ; his merciful Juſtice intending, I truſt, 
* not our utter Confuſion, but our Cure, the abatement of our ſins, 
* not the Deſolation of theſe Nations.

* thou ſeeſt I have Enemies enough of Men ; as I need not, ſo I ſhould }

* ſcience did not Witneſs my Integrity, which thou, O Lord, knoweſt 
* right well. But I truſt not to my own Merit, but thy Mercies. Spare

And now becauſe it will give the cleareſt proſpect of this Infurreftion 
that I have ſeen, though not altogether in its proper place, I will give 
_ Reader a view of Mac-gaires voluntary Contcflion, which was as 
ollows.

' the Parliament then Sitting, Mr. Roger Moore did write to me, | The L. Mar- 
© defiring me, That if I could in that ſpare time, I would come to his pager 
* Houſe (for then the Parfiament did nothing but Sit, and Adjourn, ex- | Rebellion, 0. 
* peting a Commiſſion for the continuance thereof, their former Coms- | *3 1647- 

© miſſion being expired) and that ſome things he had to fay unto me, 
* that did nearly concern me, and on receipt, of his Letter, the new 
* Commiſſion for continuing the Parliament landed, and I did return 
* him an Anſwer, That I could not fulfil his Requeſt for that preſent ; 
* and thereupon he himſelf came to Town preſently after, and ſending 
* to me, I went to ſee him at his Lodging : And after ſome little time 
* ſpent in Salutations, he began to-diſcourſe of the many Afﬀlictions and 
* Sufferings of the Natives of that Kingdom, and particularly in thoſe 
* late times of my Lord Strafford's Government, which gave diſtaſt to 
* the whole Kingdom. And then he began to particularize the Suffer- 
* ing of them that were the more antierit Natives,as were the /ri/h; how 
* that on ſeveral Plantations they were all put out of their Anceſtors 
* Eſtates. All which Sufferings he faid, did beget a general diſcontent 
« over all the whole Kingdom in both the Natives ; to wit, the Old and 
* New ? 
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* New /riſh. And that if the Gentry of the Kingdom were diſpoſed to 
* free themſelves furtherly from the like inconvenience, and get good. 
* Conditions for themſelves, for regaining their Anceſtors (or at leaſt a 
* good part thereof ) Eſtates, they could never. deſire a more convenient : 
* tire than that time, (the diſtempers of Scotland being then. on foot) 
* and did ask me what I thought of it ; I made him anſwer, that I could 
* not tell what to think of it ; ſuch Matters being pogeter out of my 
* Element. Then he would needs have an Oath of me of Secrecy; which 
* I gave him,and thereupon, he told me that ke ſpoke to the beſt Gentry 
* of Quality in Lemſer, and a/great part of Conmaght touching that mar- 
*-ter, and he found all of them willing thereunto, if ſo be they could 
* draw to them the Gentry of Z{/er, for which cauſe (faid he). I came 
* to ſpeak to you ; then he began to lay down to me the caie that I was 
* in there, overwhelmed in Debt, the ſmalnefs of my Eſtate, and the | 
* greatneſs of the Eſtate my Anceſtors had, and how I ſhould be fure to 
* get it again, or at leaſt a good part thereof 3 and moreover how. the 
* welfare, and maintaining of the Catholick Religion, which he faid, un- 
* doubtedly the Parliament now in England will _—_— doth depend 
* on it : For, ſaid he, it is to be feared, and ſo much I hear from every 
* underſtanding man, the Parliament intends the utter Subverſion of our 
* Religion ; by which perfwaſions he obtained my conſent. And fo he 
* demanded whether any more of Z7/Fer. Gentry were in Town, I told 
*. him that Phillip Reyly, Mr. Torlagh O Neal, Brother to Sir Phelim 
*0 4 ag Mr. Colle Mac Mahoxe were in Town, ſo for that time we 
* parted. | 
* The next day he invited Mr. Reyly, and I, to dine with him, and af-. 
* ter Dinner he ſent for thoſe other Gentlemen, Mr. Neale, and Mr. Mac 
* Makone ; and when they were come, he began the diſcourſe formerly 
\- uſed to me, to them, and with the fame perſwaſion formerly uſed 
* to me, he obtained their conſent. And then he began to diſcourſe 
* of the manner, how it ought to be done, of the feſibility, and eaſineſs 
* of the Attempt, conſidering Matters, as they then ſtood in Erg/and,the 
* Troubles of Scotland, the great Numbers of. able Men in the Kingdom, 
* meaning Zre/and, what Succours they were (more then) to hope for 
* from abroad, and the Army then raiſed all 7-:/þ-men, and well armed, 
* meaning the Army raiſed by my Lord Strafford againſt Scotlayd. Firſt, 
* that every one ſhould endeavour to draw his own Friends into that 
* AQ, and at leaſt thoſe that did live in one County with them ; and 
* when they had fo done, they ſend to the 7r:/þ in the Low-Countreys, 
* and Spain, to let them know of the Day, and Reſolution, fo that they 
* be over with them by that day, or ſoon after with ſupply. of Arms and 
* Ammunition, as they could ; that there ſhould be a ſet day appointed, | 
* and every one in his own Quarters ſhould riſe out that day,and ſeize on 
* all Arms he could get in his County, and this day to be near Winter, ſo 
* that Eng/and could not be able to ſend Forces into Ireland before May, 
- and by that time there was no doubt to be made, but that they them- 
* ſelves ſhould be ſupplied by the /riſþ beyond Seas, who, he ſaid, could 
*. not muſs of help from either Spazy, or the Pope, but that his reſolutions 
* were not inrall things owed, For, firſt it was reſolved nothing ſhould 
* be done, until firſt they had ſertt to the 7riſh over-Seas to know. their 
* advice, and what hope of ſucceſs they could give ; for in them, as the 
* faid, all their hupe of Relief was, and they would have both their Ad- 


* vice and Reſolution, before any further proceedings, more than to ſpeak 
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* to, and try Gentlemen of the Kingdom, every one, as they could con- 
* veniently, to ſee (in caſe they would at any time grow to a reſolution) 
© what to be, and Strength they muſt truſt to ; Then Mr. Moore told 
* them, That it was to no purpoſe to ſpend much time in ſpeaking to the 
* Gentry. For there was no doubt to be made of- the 7ri/h, that they 
* would be ready at any time. And that all the doubt was in the Gen- 
* try of the Pale, but he ſaid, That for his own part, he was really afſu- 
* red, when they had riſen out, the Pale Gentry would not ſtay long 
© after, at leaſt that they would not oppoſe them in any thing, but be 
* Neuters, and, if in Cale they did, That they had Men enough in the 
* Kingdom without them. Moreover he faid, he had ſpoke to a great 
* Man ( who then ſhould be nameleſs ) that would not fail at the ap- 
© pointed day of riſing out to appear, and to be ſeen in the Act, Burt 
© that until then, he was ſworn not to reveal him ; and that was all that 
© was done at that Meeting, only that Mr. Moore ſhould the next Lent 
* following, make a Journey down into the North to know what was 
* done there, and, that he alſo might inform them, what he had done, 
* and ſo on parting, Mr. Philip Reyly, and I, did importune Mr. 
© Moore for the knowledge of that great Man, that he ſpake of, and 
* on long Entreaty, after binding us to new Secrecy, not to diſcover 
© him till the Day ſhould be appointed, he told, that it was the Lord of 
* Mayo, who was very powerful in Command of Men in thoſe Parts of 
* Connaght wherein he lived, and that there was no doubt to be made 
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* of him, no more than was of himſelf, and fo we parted. 

© The next Let tollowing, Mr. Moore according to his promiſe came 
* into V/Fer, by reaſon it was the time of Aſſizes in ſeveral Counties ; 
* there he met only with Mr. Reyly, and nothing was then done, Lut all 
* Matters put off till May following, where we or moſt of us ſhould 
© meet at Dublin, it being both Parliament and Term-time : In the mean 
* time there Landed one Neale O Neale, ſent by the Earl of Zyrone out 
* of Spain, toſpeak with the Gentry, of his Name and Kindred, to let 
* them know, that he had treated with Cardinal Rzichelien, tor ob- 
© taining Succor to come for Jre/and, and that he prevailed with the 
* Cardinal, ſo that he was to have Arms, Ammunition and Mony from 
* him on Demand, to come for /re/and, and that he only expected a 
* convenient Time to come away, and to deſire them, to be 'in a rea- 
* dineſs, and to procure all others, whom they could, to be fo like- 
* wiſe, which Meſſage, did ſet on the Proceedings very much, fo that 
* Mr. Moore, Mr. Reyly, my Brother, and I, meeting the next May 
© at Dublin, and the £4 Meſlenger there too ; It was Reſolved, That 
* he ſhould return to the Earl into Spain, with their Reſolution, which 
* was, That they. would riſe out twelve or fourteen Days before, or 
* after A/hallontide, as they ſhould ſee Cauſe, and that he ſhould not fail 
* to be with them by that time : There was a Report at that time, and 
* before that the Earl of 7yrone was killed, which was not believed; 
* by reaſon of many ſuch Reports formerly, which we found to be falſe, 
* and fo the Meſſenger departed with DireCtions, that if the Earls death 
© were true, he ſhould repair into the Low-Coxntries bo Colonel Owen O 
* Neale, and acquaint him with his Commiſſion from the Earl ; where- 
© of, it was thought, he was not Ignorant, and to return an Anſwer 


-|* ſent by him, and to ſee what he would Adviſe, or would do him- 


* ſelf therein. But preſently after his Departure, the certainty of the 
* Earls Death was known, and on further Reſolution, it was Agreed, 
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©* That an Expreſs Meſſenger ſhould be ſent to the Colonel, to make 
* all the Reſolutions known to him, and to return ſpeedily with his 
* Anſwer. And ſo one Toole O Comely a Prieſt ( as I think Pariſh 
* Prieſt to Mr. Moore ) was ſent away to Colonel O Neale: In the in- 
* terim there came ſeveral Letters and News out of England to Dub- 
* lin, of Proclamations againſt the Catholicks in Zxg/and, and alſo that 
* the Army raiſed in /re/and, ſhould be Disbanded, and Conveyed in- 
*to Scotland: And preſently after, ſeveral Colonels and Captains 
|* Landed, with Dire&tons to carry away thoſe Men ; amongſt whom 
* Colonel Plunkett, Colonel Burne and Captain Bryan O Neale came, 
* but did not all come together : for Plunkett Landed before my com- 
* ing out of Town, and the other two after, wherein a great fear of 
* Suppreſling of Religion was conceived, and eſpecially by the Gentry 
* of the Pale, and it was yr common amonglt them, that it would 
* be very inconvenient, to ſuffer ſo many Men to be Conveyed out of 
* the Kingdom ;it being as was ſaid, very confidently reported, that the 
* Scottiſh Army did threaten never to lay down Arms, until an Unifor- 
* mity of Religion, were in the three Kingdoms, and the .Catholick 
* Religion ſuppreſſed, And thereupon both Houſes of Parliament began 
* ro oppoſe their going, and the Houſes were divided in their Opinions ; 
* ſome would have them go, others not ; but what the definitive con- 
* clufion of the Houſes was touching the Point, I cannot tell ; for by 
* leave from the Houſe of Lords, I departed into the Country before 
* the Prorogation. But before my Departure, I was informed by Joh 
* Barnewall a Fryer, that thoſe Gentlemen” of the Pale ( and ſome 
* other Members of the Houſe of Commons) had ſeveral Meetings and 
* Conſultations, how they might make Stay of the Souldiers in the 
* Kingdom, and likewiſe to Arm them in Defence of the King, being 
* much injured both of Erg/and and Scotland then ( as they were in- 
* formed) and to prevent any Attempt againſt Religion ; and preſently 
* after I departed into the Country, and Mr Reyly being a Member of the 
* Houſe of Commons, ſtayed the Prorogation ; and on his coming into 
* the Country, ſent to me to meet him, and I came to his Houſe, where 
* he told me, that he heard for certain, that the former Narration of 
* Barnewall to me (for I did acquaint him with it ) was true arid that he 
* heard it from ſeveral there ; alſo was Emar Mac Mahone ( made firmly 
* privy toall our Proceedings at Mr. Rey/ys) lately come out of the Pale, 
© where he met with the aforenamed John Barnewall, who told him 


|*© as much ;and he formerly told me, and moreover, that thoſe Colonels 


* that lately came over, did proffer their Service, and Induſtry in that 
* AR, and ſo would raiſe their Men, under Color to Convey them into 
* Spain, and then ſeize on the Caſtle of Dubliy,and with their Arms there 
*to Arm their Soldiers, and have them ready for any Occaſion, that 
* ſhould be Commanded them, but that they had not concluded any

*( and that was the laſt Auguſt was Twelve-Month.). Coming to 
* Town, I met Sir Fames Dillon accidentally, betore I came to my Lodg- 
" ing, who was one of thoſe Colonels: and after Salutitions, he dc- 
* mand:d of me, where my. Lodging was, which when I told him, 
* and parted ; the:next Day being abroad about ſome other Occaſions 
in. Town, I met him ( as he faid) coming to wait on me in my Cham- 
{© ber; but being a good Way from it, he defired me to go into his 
* own Chamber, being near at hand; And then began to diſcourſe 
* of the preſent Suffterings and Afflitions of that Kingdom, and par- 
|* ticularly of Religion, and how they were to expe& no Redrels ( the 
* Parliament in England intending, and the Scots reſolving never to lay 
* down Arms, until the Catholick Religion were ſuppreſſed. ) Then he 
* likewiſe began to lay down what Danger it would be to ſufter ſo many 
* Able Men, as was to go with them to depart the Kingdom in ſuch a 
* time: Neither (faid he) do their other Geatlemen,that are Colonels, and 
* my ſelf, affe& our own private Profit, ſoas to prefer it,before the general 
* Good of the Kingdom ;, And knowing you are well AﬀecRed thereun- 
* to; and I hope( ſaid he )readyto put your helping-handto it upon Oc- 
* caſion, I will let you know the Reſolution of thole other Gentlemen, 
* and Mine, which is, if weare ready to raiſe our Mecn,acd after toSeize on 
| © the Caſtle ; where there is great ſtore bf Arms,and Arm our Selves. This | 
* was the firſt Motion that ever Iheard of. taking the Caſtle ; for it 
* never came into our Thoughts formerly, nor am I perſwaded ever 
* would, if it had not proceeded from thoſe ,Colonels, who were the 
* firſt Motioners and Contrivers thereof, for ought known to me; and | 
* then to be ready to prevent, and reſiſt any Danger, that the Gentle- 
* men. of the Kingdom like thereof, and help us : tor we of our ſelves 
* neither are able, nor will do any-thing therein, without their Aſſi- 
* ſtance. I began according to the Directions that were ſent with me 
* to approve of their Reſolution, and alſo.to let him know, how ſure 
* he might be of the Aſſiſtance of thoſe of Z/fFer. Then he told us, 
* that for my more Satisfaction, I ſhould Conter with the reſt of the 
* Colonels themſelves, as many, as are Privy to the Action, and accord- 
* ingly a Place, of Meeting was appointed that Atter-Noon ; and on the 
* Time and Place appointed, there met Sir James himſelf, Colonel 
* Bourne, and Colonel Plunket. And that former Diſcourſe being re- 
* newed, they began to lay down the Obſtacles to that Enterpriſe, 
© and. how they ſhould be Redreſſed. Firſt, If there ſhould War en- 
* ſue, how there ſhould be Money had to Pay the Soldzers. Secondly, 
* How and where, they ſhould procure Succors from Forreign Parts. 
* Thirdly, How to draw in the Pale Gentlemen. Fourthly, Who ſhould 
| © undertake to Surpriſe the Caſtle, and how it ſhould be done. 

To the Firſt, it was Anſwered ; That the Rents in the Kingdom eve- 
* ry where, not having Reſpe&t whoſe they ſhould be, due to the Lords 
* and Gentlemen thereof, ſhould be Colle&ed to pay the Soldiers. And 
* moreover, they might be ſure ( nay that there was no Doubt there- 
* of) to procure Money from the Pope, who gave ſeveral Promiſes 
* formerly to my Lord of 7yrone (in Caſe he could make Way to 
* come into /relaxd ) to maintain Six thouſand Men yearly at his own 
* Charge; and that notwithſtanding, that my Lord of Tyrone was 
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© To the Second, it was Anſwered by Colonel Bowrxe, that help from 

© Abroad could not fail them. For ( faid he ) Colonel 0. Neale told me 
© that he had, or would procure in readineſs ( I do not remember which 
* of thoſe, the Colonel frake, or whether he ſpoke Poſitive , that 
* Colonel O Neale had Arms, or would procure them ) Arms for Ten 
* thouſand Men. And moreover ( ſaid he) I make no great Queſti- 
* on, that if we fend into Spair, we ſhall not miſs of Aid ; forl being 
* in Loxdox the laſt year in the Scots Troubles, I was in Conterence with 
* one of the Spaniſh Ambaſſadors there then, and talking of their trou. 
* bles then a-Foot ; he ſaid, That if the 7ri/þ did then riſe too, and 
* ſend to Spar, their Meſſengers would be received under Canopies of 
* Gold. ſe laſt Words he told me, and ſome one Man of thoſe 
* that were Preſenit,Privately,whoſe Name cannot call to Mind ;(neither 
* well remember I, whether he ſpoke to them all, or no) then it was 
* thought,that when they were both in Arms;for Defence of theCatholick 
* Canle, they would be ſuccored by the Catholick Princes of Chriſtendom. 
* To the Third, it was anſwered by Colonel Plumket, That he was as 

* Motally certain ( for thoſe were his Words ) as he could be of any thing, 

* that the Pale Gentlemen would joyn'with them, and aſſiſt them. For, 
* he faid, I have ſpoke to ſeveral of them ſince my Landing in the King- 
* dom, and I find them very ready, and willing ; and withal I have at 

© Lowdon ſpoke to fome of the Committees, and particularly to my 
* Lord of GormonFfFowne, to let ' them know his Reſolution, and they 
* approved it very well. ' All this was not done at the firſt Meeting. 
* but at three or four Meetings; And fo on the laſt Meeting, it was 


|* reſolved to the laſt Doubt, touching Seizing the Caſtle, that Colo. 


* nel Plunket, and Colonel Boxrne ſhould undertake that Task, becauſe 
* they were nearer to it, than any other, and alſo ſeize on the Forts, 
* Garriſons, and other Places, where they think any Artns ſhould be ; 
* and in particular, Londonderry, which ſhould be undertaken by thoſe 
* of Viſter, and then there was a Set-Day appointed for the Execution 
* thereof ; that was the Fifth of the enſuing Ofober, (this being the 
* latter end of Auguſt, or the beginning of September, Anno 1641. 1 
* do tiot know whether.) And every one ſhould make Provifion to 
* riſe out that Day; and they were Named, that ſhould firſt ſuccor 
* them, that would take the Caſtle with Men preſently, namcly, Sir 
* Fames Dillon, who did undertake to be with them within three ( or 
* at the moſt) fonur Days, with a Thouſand Men, and ſo much more 
* ſhould come to them out of the North. For theſe two Colonels did 
* not-intend to uſe above a Hundred Men in the Surprizal, whereof 
© they were to have twenty good Able Gentlemen : For they made ac- 
* count, that having the Caſtle, they with the Artillery would Ma- 
* ſter all the Town, until they were relieved by Men from the Coun- 
*try: And becauſe there was a Doubt made, how all this ſhould be 
| © done-in fo ſhort a time, they did appoint, that all chat were there 
* preſent, ſhould not fail to meet again there the twentieth of Seprem- 
* ber, to give an Account of all things, as well Hopes as Impedi- 
* mefttss And if on that interview all Things ſhould happen to be 
* well, that they go forward, or if otherwiſe, to prolong the Execu- 
* tion of it to a more convenient Time, and ſo we parted every man 
* into the Country about his own Task. AndI in my way home came 
* to Mr. Reylies Houſe, and there I received a Letter from Sir Phelim 
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" O Neale, that his Lady was dead, and to be burictl on the Sunday (ol- 
y lowing, this being ori the Saturday, and deſiring me in all kindneſs to 
* come to the Burial; and Mr. Reyly having received another Letter to 
* the fame effect, would needs have me go thither ( whereunto I was 
* very unwilling, being weary, withal not provided to go to ſuch a 
* meeting ) as well (faid he) to prevent any jealouſie from the Ladies 
* Friends ; as alſo to confer with Sir Phelim touching all thoſe procced- 
* ings ( for neither he nor I ſpoke to Sir Phelim concerning the mat- 
* ters before ) but to his Brother Jorz/agh O Neale, and coming thither 
* we found Captain Briar O Neale, lately come out of the Low-Coun- 
* tries, ſent over by Colonel O Neale to ſpeak to, and provoke thoſe of 
* 2//er to riſe out in Arms, and that he would be with them, on no- 
* tice of their day, the ſame day, or ſoon after it. And it was asked 
* of the ſaid Captain what Aid he could ſend or procure, being but a 
* private Colonel, or where he could get any. He replyed, That the 
* faid Colonel told him, that he had ſent to ſeveral places that Sum- 
* mer to demand Aid, and in particular to Cardinal Riche/reu into 
* France, (to whom he had ſent twice that Year) and had comfortable, 
* and very hopeful Promiſes from them, and eſpecially trom that Cardi- 
* nal; on whom he thought the Colonel did moſt depend, ſo that there 
* was no doubt to be made of Sucqour from him, and eſpecially when | 
* they had riſen out, that would be a means to the Cardinal to give Aid; 
* wedid the more credit him in regard of the former Treaty between 
* the faid Cardinal and the Earl of 7yrone, as formerly is ſaid. 

* For my own part, I did and do believe, that the Colonel doth de- 
* pend on France for Aid, more than on any other place, as well for 
* thoſe Reaſons, as allo that Ever mac Mahone, formerly mentioned,told 
* me, That preſently after the Ifle of Rees Enterprize ( he being then in 
* the Low-Countreys ) did hear for certain, That the Earl of 7yrone, toge- 
© ther with the Colonel, did ſend into Frarxce, to the Marthal of France 
* (that was General of the French Forces at the Ifle of Ree) to deal with 
* him for procuring of Aid to come then for /re/and, and that he recei- 
* ved an Anſwer from the faid Marſhal, that he was moſt willing and 
* ready to contribute his Endeavours for his furtherance therein, but that | 
* he could not for the preſent anfwer my Lords Expectations, by reaſon 
| © that the King had Wars in /taly, which he thought would be at an end 
* within half a year, or little more, and then my Lord ſhould not doubt 
* of any thing, that he could do for his Aſſiſtance ; but theſe continued 
* 2 great deal longer, ſo for that time that Enterpriſe failed. So after 
* the Burial was done, I gave thoſe Gentlemen knowledg of what I had 
* done at Dublin, and how I was to retire thither ; and then they began

* know of that day before-hand; and that he would not fail to be with 
* us within Fourteen dayes of that Day with good Aid ;' alfo defiring us 
© by any means to ſeize the Caſtle-of D«/iz, if we could ; for he heard 
* that there was great Proviſion in it for War : And Mr. Moor more- ' 
* over faid, That time was not to be over-ſlipped, and defired me to be 
* very preſſing with the Colonels to go on in their Reſolution 5 But on 
* meeting the Colonels with them, they were fallen ftrom-their Refolu- 
* tion, becauſe thoſe of the Pale would do nothing therein firſt ; but | 
* when it was done, they would not fail to affiſt us. Colonel Plunke? 
* did affirm, and ſo by ſeveral meetings it was reſolved on by them to 
* deſiſt from that Enterpriſe for that time, and to expect a more conve- 
nient time : But before that their Reſolution, - Sir Philim O Neal, and 
the aforeſaid Captain Bryan O Neal followed me to Dublin (as they | 
faid) to aſſiſt, and adviſe me how to proceed with that Colonel, but 
neither they nor Mr. Mcor would be feen therein themſelves to thoſe 
Gentlemen, but would meet me privately and know what was done at 
every Meeting ; alledging for Excuſe, That I being firſt employed in 
that matter, it would not be expedient that they ſhould be feen in it. 
And moreover, they would not be known to-be in the Town but by a 
few of their Friends, until they were in a manner ready to depart the 
Town, at leaſt as long as1 was in Town, for I left them there ; But 
when I made them acquainted with their determination of defiſting 
from that Enterpriſe, they thought it convenient, that we ſhould meet 
with Mr. Moor and Colonel Boxrn, to ſee what was further to be done, 
concerning the further intention of their own, and according we did | 
ſend to them that they ſhould meet us; and on that Meeting, it was, 
Where was only Sir Phelim, Mr. Mecor, Colonel Bourne, Captain Neal, 
and my ſelf. After long debate, it was reſolved, That we with all 
thoſe that were of our Faction ſhould go on with that determination 
that was formerly made, concluded to rife cut. Moreover, to ſeize on 
the Caſtle as the Colonels were purpoſed, for if it were not for their 
project, and the advice ſent by Colonel Neale, we would never venture 
to ſurpriſe it, neither was it ever thought on in all the Meetings and 
Reſolutions tetween us, before thoſe Colonels did reſolve cn it, but by 
reaſon, that the.other Gentlemen that were privy to theſe proceedings 
were not preſent, the certainty of the time, and the manner how to 
execute it,was put off to a further meeting in theCountry; and this was 
reſolved in Dblin up on the Sunday at Night, being the Twenty ſixth 
or Twenty ſeventh of September, and the meeting was appointed on 
the Saturday following at Mac-Callce, Mac-Mahones Houſe in Farney 
in the County of Moraghan. And thereupon we all left the Town,only 
Sir Phelim ſtayed about ſome other his private occaſions,þut did aſſure 
his being there at that day ; and by reaſon, that at that Meeting the 
Gentry of Lemſter could not ke, conſidering the remoteneſs ot the 
place from them; it was thought fit that Mr. Moore ſhould there meet 
to receive the final Reſolution, and ſhould acquaint them therewith : 
And in the mean time Colonel Bourne, who had undertaken for Colo- 
nel Plunkett ſhould inform them all the intention conceived,and diſpoſe

* tained my conſent, and then the Captain offered himſelf: they began 
© to think what number ſhould be imployed in that Act ; and they con- 
© cluded on Two Hundred Men, one Hundred from each Province, for 
* thoſe Gates which they ſeize on, of which number Sir Phe/im O Neale 
* ſhould ſend forty with an able ſufficient Gentleman to conduct them : 
* And likewiſe Captain Neale twenty, Mr. Mac Mohone, Mr. Reyly ten 
* more, and I ſhould bring twenty two; then began a doubt how they 
* ſhould raiſe thoſe Men, and convey them to D«4/;z without ſuſpicion ; 
* and it was anſwered that under pretence of carrying them to thoſe Co-

* be done ; and to that purpoſe Sir Phelim 0 Neale , Mr. Moore, 
* and the Captain had ſeveral blank Patents with Deputations to make

\* ſhould be ſent to them ; and the Newry which ſhould be undertaken 
* by Sir Core Magennis, and his Brothers; for whom Sir Phelim, 
* in regard they were his Brothers-in-law, his deceaſed Lady being their 
* Siſter, did undertake. Moreover, it was agreed, that Sir Phelim, Mr.

* to Dublin ; but to Arm the Men, and Succour, and Attend, and Garri-

* very fair promiſes. to. aſſure -the Colonel's expectations, with which 


* Cardinal's Aid, and that he was likewiſe commanded by the Colonel 
* that he would be within 14 days over with them with Aid ; but he 


* who made him acquainted with what was Reſolved ; he did write all 
* the matter to Colonel O Neal, fo as he was ſure of his ſpeedy coming : 


© there were met Mr. Moore, Colonel Borne, Colonel Plunkett, Captain 
* Fox, and other Lemſter Gentlemen, a Captain ( I think of the Bournes,

Aﬀections of his SubjeQs z yet it is More then probable, the Rebellion 
would not have broke out then;-if ever, had not the Comttiittee of the 
Parliament of /r8land, forne of which were the Continuers of, and Actors 
in it, had too near 4 profpedt of a Rupture berweert the King and the 
Two Houſes, and that it would inevitably act quickly come to #2 War ; 
for all other Circumſtances ifn'that Jundture threatned their  unavoid- 
able Raine in rhe Attempt, unteſs Pug/and and Scotland were Embroil- 
ed, ſo as not to be able to ſappreſs thetn, as if it had not beer! for the 
 fucceeding Rebellion in Bug/and, they could tiot but know, would be 
very eafily done ; and none but people nad ard fenfelefs would without 
fach, almoſt a certain, proſpect of the Eng/i/þ Rebellion; have been 
tempted, to forfeit not only tht Extraordinary Graces they had newly 
received from the King ; and the Indulgence afforded them in the Exer- 
cife of their Religion, but their Lives and Fortunes alſo. And for any 
hopes of Foreign Aſſiſtance, the Frexch and the Spaniard were at War, 
and under all the Conſequences of it, neceſfity of Men and Mo- 
ney to fupply their own Aﬀalrs ;-and as the Reader may” remember 
both the Ambaſſadors of thoſe Princes were preſſing both the King and 
Partament for Men out of 7re/aud, fo far were they from ſupplying |. 
the 7ri/h with any : And for. the Pope, befides that he is never over h- 
berat of the Temporal Treafure of the Church, he was at a Diſtance too 
Remote, and too impotent ini Shipping, to give them any Aſſiſtance ; 
indeed he might probably be very Prod, al of thoſe cheap and afeleſs 
Spiritual Treafures of the Church, Indulgences, Bleſſmgs, Reliques, and 
promiſes of Miracles in their Favour, but had he imployed both the 
Swords, and unlocked all the Treafures with St. Peter's Keys, yet conld 
he not without a real Miracle, nay many, have ſaved them from moſt 
unavoidable Ruine and Deſtruction, had England and Seotland conti- 
rmed in Peace ; fo that it will plainly appear, that if not the Deſign, yet 
the: Execution of it at that time, depended wholly upon the certain ex- 
pectations of a Civil War, and the Confaſions that attend it, which it 
was not difficale for the 7-j/þ Committees, who were upon the Earl of 
Strafford's-account, very intimate with the FaQtion of the Parkament, 
to diſcover and foreſee. .

So that if theſe Rebellions did not beget one 
another, as 'tis very probable they did, 'tis certain they fed and fuppor- 
ted each others Flames, and betwixt them burnt down both Church 
and State in theſe three miſerable Kingdoms:

Tet having ſome Liberty of Religion from his Majeſty, out of the Eifla- 
ence of his Princely Love unto Vs, We weighing no Corporal Loſs, in re- 
ſpett of that great Immunity of the Soul, are inviolally reſolved, to infix 
our Selves, in an immutable and pure Alleziance for ever, to his ſaid Royal 
Majefty and his Succeſſors. | 
' New ſo it is, That the Parliament of England, Maligning and: Envying 
any Graces, received from his Majeſty by our Nation, and knowing none ſo 
d:fired by us, as that of yy ork And likewiſe perceiving his Majeſty to 
be inclining to give us the Liberty of the ſame, drew his Majeſties Preroga- 
tive out of his Hands ; thereby largely pretending the General Good of his 
Majeſties Kingdoms : But We the ſaid Catholicks and Loyal Subjetts to his | 
Majeſty, do probably find, as well by ſome Atts to paſs by them the ſaid | 
Parliament,. touching our Religion, in which the Catholicks of England and 
Scotland did ſuffer ; as alſo by Threat, to ſend over the Scottifli Army, 
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with the Sword and Bible in Hand againſt us, that this whole and ſtu- 

died Plot was, and is not only to extinguiſh Religion, by which we alto. 

gether live Happy, but likewiſe to ſupplant us, and raze the Name of Ca- 

tholick Iriſh, out of the whole Kingdom. And feeing this Surprize ſo dan- 
gerous, tending abſolutely to the overthrow of the Liberty of our Conſcien- 

ces and Country, and alſo our Gracious King's Power. forced from him, in 

which, and in whoſe prudent Care over us, eur ſole (Quiet and Comfort con- 

fiſted; and without the which, the Fear of our preſent Ruines, did preſcribe 
the Opinion, and premoniſh us to ſave our Selves. We therefore, as well 
to regain his Excellent Majeſties ſaid Prerogative, being only due to him 

and his Succeſſors, and being the Eſſence and Life of Honarchy, hoping 

thereby to Confirme a Strong aud Invincible Unity, between his Royal and 
ever happy Love unto us, and our Jr Duty and Loyalty to his incom- 

parable Majeſty, have taken Arms, and poſſeſſed our Setves, cf the beſt and 
ſtrongeſt Forts of this Kingdom, to enable us to ſerve his Majeſty, and de- 

pus from the Tyrannous Reſolutions of our Enemies : Thus our Conſcien- 

ces, as we wiſh the Peace of the ſame, to our ſelves and our PoFterity, is the 

Pretence and true Cauſe of our preſent Riſing in Arms, by which we are 

reſolved to perfett the Advancement of the Truth, and the Safety of our 

King and Country. Thus much we thought in General, fitting 10 publiſh 

unto the World, to ſet forth our Innecent and juſt Cauſe, the particular 

whereof ſhall be ſpeedily declared, Dated 2.3 Oober 1641. 

We do declare unto God and the World, That what we do or have done, 
is for the Maintenance of the Kings and our Religion, and ſor fear theſe 
our Doings ſhould be miſconſtrued, We th ought good to make known unto the | 
World, by this oar Declaration and Remonſtrance. 

(1) The ſeveral private Meetings of Fattious and 1 diſpoſed People, 

unto our Government and Common-Wealth, at ſeveral Places Plotting and 
| Deviſing our utter Ruine, and the Extirpation of our Religion. 
(2) Several Men imployed by them, with Inſtruments ready drawn, for | 
to get Hands thereunto, to be preferred to the Parliament of England ; 
whereby they would have the Papiſts, as they call them, and the Proteſtant, 
Biſhops of the Kingdom, whom they joyn with the Papiſts, and hate as they 
hate the Papiſts, the Biſhops to be depoſed, and the Papiſts baniſhed, or 
otherwiſe rooted out of this Kingdom. | 

(3) The Government of this Kingdom ſucceſſively, put into the hands 
4 ſo many Needy and Poor Miniſters, who for raiſing of themſelves have 
y ſcrning Iuventions PolPd the Gentry and Commons of this Kingdom, that 
no Man was ſecured of any thing he had. 

(4) We ſaw his Majeſty, to whom we thought to Addreſs our ſelves was 
ſo oppreſſed by the Arrogancy of ſuch Faithleſs and Diſloyal Subjetts, and as 
it were cut off from all Prerogatize, that we could not expett any Redlreſs, 
as long, as they ruled in his Kingdom as now they de. 

All which we taking into our ſerious Conſideration, did fear we ſhould te 
circumvented on the ſuddain, and for our Secarity did think fit to arm our 

lves for our own Defence and Safety of his Majeſty, from ſuch wicked Per- 
turbers of all Common-Wealths, where they get any Superiority, that they 
will 'not admit either of the Kings or Bi(hops ; as well Witneſs Germany: 
and for the Places we have taken, we will yield them up, when bis Maje- 
ſty pleaſeth to Command us, and takes a Courſe for Securing of us, and the 
Proteſtants of this. Kingdom, who are only his true and obedient Subjets, 
againſt ſuch Faftious and Seditious Puritanes, the Diſturbers of all States, 
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they not been by them and their wiſe Councels prevented ; which we thaught | Novemb,

plied the Depaty s place, at a publique Entertainment Lefore wany Wit- 
neſſes, did poſitively declare, That within a Twelvemonth, no Catholic 
ſhould be ſeen in /relard. Many hands were ſought, and Thouſands were 
found to ſubſcribe a Petition, tending to the introducing a ſeucre Perſoc:.- 
tion againſt Catholiques, who were the far greater number of the Inhabi- 
tants of Ireland ; and the menace of an Irvaſ1on of a Scottiſh Army,of which 
men did at that time frequently diſcourſe, bred frightful apprehenſions. 
So as theſe and other Grounds of ſuſpition, being improved Ly ſuch amon; 
them, whoſe particular Intereſts could be moſt favoured, and better ad- 
vanced in Vnquiet Times, laid the Foundation of that Rebellion. But 
even thoſe Men, and at that time, when the Lords Juſtices did not appear 
to be prepared for Reſiſtance, by their Remonſtrance hambly begg'd their 
Grievances might be redreſjed by the Advice of the Two Houſes of Par- 
| /Zament then met at Dublin. * But the Lords juſtices, who by their Words, | 
and Attions, not only Expreſſed their unwillingneſs to ſtop the farther | 
growth of theſe Diſtempers, but meant to increaſe them, and were often 
heard to wiſh, That the Number were greater of ſuch as became Criminal, 
by Proroguing the Parliament, made them Deſperate. However, the 
Nation by their Repreſentatives, in the two days which were only allowed 
them to Sit, husbanded their time ſo, as to leave to Poſterity a Monument 
of their averſion to ſuch attempts, by declaring, That thoſe men had Tray- 
terouſly and Rebelliouſly taken Arms, and offering to employ their Lives 
and Fortunes in reducing them to their Obedience, if they might be per- 
mitted then to Sit. But this was denyed them ; and by a ſtrange change 
from the Ancient Form of Government, a Parliament then Sitting was 
Prorogued ; whereas our Anceſtors, upon a far leſs occaſion, then quieting of 
ſo high diſtempers, were uſually called upon, to AſSiſt the King with their 
Advice, To-this may be added, That the Earl of Ormond propoſed at 
the Council-Board, the raiſing of 5000 Men in the ſpace of Three Weeks, 
if he might be authoriſed ſo to do, with which Strength le undertcok to 
diſſipate thoſe then weak beginnings of the Enſuing Miſchiefs, and to pre-| 
went their farther growth, but was refuſed it ; ſo as thus far we may 0b- 
-| ſerve who they were. that widened the Wound, inſtead of ſtanching' the

This Foundation being thus laid, that which at firſt was but a ſpark, ne 
might 
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Novem. might be eaſily quenched, began to Flame : And freedom of Rapine having 
' 164r. 'ſuddenly drawn Numbers together, the unrepreſst Conſpirators became a 
LAVWSRY Formidable Army, and befteged Tredah, paſSing the River of Boyne, 


which was the Rubicon of the Pale, and had in all former Rebellions been 
' maintained with their blood, by thoſe antient Englith Colonies planted 
' there : Now it was that the Times began to favour the Deſign if the Lords 
' Juſtices, and their Party in the Council, which was as forward as they to 
' foment the Diſtrattions : for the Ulſter Army lying in the Bowels of the 
Country, the Forces Leing not yet come out of England, and the Natives 
themſelves both unarm'd and diſtrufted by the State, they were forced at 
firſt, by their Regular Contribution, to prevent the deſolation which would 

have followed their refuſal to ſupply them. FHereupon ſuch Contributors 
| began to Le looked upon, and Charatler d as Men fallen from the Govern- 
ment : Aud a Party that was ſent from Dublin, having killed at Santry, 
| but three Miles diſtant from thence, ſome innocent Fusband-men, among 


\ whom. there was two Proteſtants, and carried their heads as in Triumph 


' to the City, the neighbour Inhabitants alarm'd thereat, had recourſe to 
ſuch I as firſt came to hand, and gathered in a: Body ; _— 
; the Lords Juſtices ſet forth a Proclamation, in Nature of a ſafe Condutt, 
by which, theſe ſo in Arms, and Mr. King of Clantarfle by ſpecial name, 
| had five days reſpite to come in and preſent their Grievances : But be- 
' fore three Nights of the time prefixed were Expired, Mr. King's Houſe 
was Pillaged, and Burnt by direftion of the Lords Juſtices. 

| Not long after, ſupplies being arrived out of England, and the Siege 
of Tredagh Raiſed, and conſequently the force removed, which neceſſita- 
ted the Inhabitants to comply with the Ulſter Army, the Nobility and 
Gentry of the Pale prevailed with Sir John Read, is Majeſties Sworn 
| Servant, a ſtranger to the Country, un-engaged, and an Eye-witneſs of 
| thetr proceedings, then upon his Fourney to England, to take the pains to 
preſent their Remonſtrance to His Majeſty, and to beg Pardon for what | 
| they were thus compelled to Att. But he poor Gentleman coming to Dub- 
lin, was apprehended, and not concealing the Meſſage intruſted with him, 
| was put to the Rack ; the meſt part of the (Queſtions which were then as-| 
| ked him in Torment, being no other, then ſuch as might lead him to ac- 
' cuſe the King and Queen to be Authors and Fomenters of that Rebel- 
lion. 

Moreover, the Two Houſes of Parliament in England, for the better | 
inducing the Rebels to repent of their wicked attempts, commended to the | 
Lords Juſtices, according to the Power granted them,.in that behalf, to 
\Lejtow Hu Majeſties Gracious Pardon to all ſuch as within a Convenient 
Hime, QC. ſhould return to their Obedience, The Lords Fultices, notwith- 
Standing ſuch Order, and His Majeſties Gracious Pleaſure ſignified to that 
effect, by their Proclamation dated in November, 1641, limited ſuch His 
Majeſly s, and the Parliament's of England, their favourable and general 
intentions, to the Inhaljtants of a few Counties, provided always, they 
were not Free-holders ; and afforded them no longer time then Ten days 
after the Proclamaticn 'to receive benefit thereby. But notwithſtanding 
theſe Reſtrictions, the Lord of Dunſany, Sir John Netervill, Patrick Bar- 
newal of Kilbrue, and many others who had notice of His Majeſties Gra» 
cious Inclination towards the Nation, and the Parliament of England's Or- 
der in favour of them, ſubmitted\to the Lord Marqueſs of Ormond, then| 
Lieutenant General of His Majeſties Army, who recommended them to the. 
Lords Juſtices, intimating, that the good Uſage to be Extended to mow, | 

| wou 
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miſhons, Impriſoned, and Indifted by a Fury, which did not confift of Free- 
holders, thoſe ſo Submitting ; and put the ſaid Mr. Barnewal, of the :ige 
i 66 years, to the Torture of the Rack. This notwithſtanding, the No- 
lemen and Gentry inhabiting the Country next to Dublin, applied them- 
fetves humbly by their Letter, to the Lords Juſtices ; which when the 
Earl of Caſtlehaven a Nobleman of Englith Birth, who freely, before that 
time, had acceſs to Dublin, came to preſent, fe was made a Priſoner. 
Wherefore when the Nation obſerved, That their advice in Parliament 
was not only thought unneceſſary, but themſelves involved in a general 
diſtruſt : 
That neither the Parliaments, nor the Marqueſs of Ormond's offer to 
ſuppreſs the Rebellion, would be accepted : 
That the inforced complying of the Nobility and Gentry of the Pale with 
a powerful Army, which was Maſter of their Lives and Fortunes, was im- 
uted to them as a malicious averſion from the Engliſh Government - 
That the bleod of Innocent Husband-men was drawn, and the heads of 
Men were grown an acceptable Spefacle in Dublin : 


abted to claim benefit by it, pillaged and burnt : 

That all ways were obſtrutted h, which they might implore His Maje- 
fties Mercy, and repreſent their Conditions : 

That the Favourable Intentions of the Parliament of England, and His 
Majeſties Gracious Pardon, which was meant ſhould extend to all, ſave 
ſuch as were guilty of blood, was fo limited by them, as no eſtated man 
could receive benefit by it : 

That thoſe who notwithſtanding theſe Reſtriftions, caſt themſelves free- 
ly upon His Majeſties mercy, were Impriſoned, Indifted, and ſome of them 
Rack't : 

That the Earl of Caſtlehaven might have found it a Capital Crime to 
mediate in their behalf, if he had not made his Eſcape after Twenty Weeks 
Impriſonment : 

That the King s Sworn Servant was Rack't, and his Miniſters, whoſe 
Duty it was to have been Zealous for the honour of their Maſter, endea- 
voured to aſperſe it ; and render him and his Royal Conſort odious to his 
People, by ſtriving to Extort from a tortur d man, ſome Teſtimony, by 
which they might be accuſed of raifing and Fomenting that Rebellion j 
When theſe and many other Arguments, of this kind, which for fear of 
prolixity are omitted, had convinced the Catholiques of Ireland, that the 
Lords Juſtices, and that part of the Council which adhered to them, be- 
came unfaithful to His Majeſty, and had deſigned the Ruine of that Na- 
tion, and the Extirpation of their Religion, that Law which moves the 
hand by interpofing it ſelf to bear off a ſtroak aimed at the Head, Conve- 


That the Publick Faith was broken, and Mens Houſes, particularly in-| 


ned an Aſſembly of theſe, who were expoſed to thoſe ſo eminent dangers, 
in which they modelled a Government mm order to rheir Natural defence ; 
obliging themfelves by ſuch an Oath to Fs Majefty, his Heirs and Suc- 
cefors, as well ſhewed their affettion to the Crown, and their unalterable 
{reſolutions t0 maintain His Majeſties Rights, and to follow his Fortune. 
Between theſe divided Governments there have been Battels fought, 
Cities and Forts befieged, and much Chriſtian Blood ſpilt, which will one 
day lye at ſome Mens doors : And who thoſe are, the Eternal Wiſdom 
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would have an Influence on many others, and be a great Motive to quiet | Novem, 
the Diſtempers which then began to ſpread : But the Lords Juſtices, whoſe; 1 6 4 x.

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beſt knows, and the Reader is left free to determine. Thus far the faid 
Narrative, Printed and Publiſhed at London in the Year 1660, And 
which I find in P. 1's Reply to the * Perſon of Quality's Anſwer, &c.

By which it appears, That the Lords Juſtices, uſed ſome indiſcreer, 
as well as unjuſt Severities, which did not a little contribute to the 
inflaming of the Rebellion ; but ſtill it was a Rebellion, which is a Crime 
ſo black and horrid in the ſight of God and all good Men, that no 
excuſes can Palliate or Extenuate, nor any Circumſtances of Hardſhips 
or Oppreſſions, Injuſtice or Wrongs can juſtifie ; ſince it is utterly in- 
conſiſtent with not only all the Rules of Civil Polity, but the Divine 
Rules of Chriſtianity, which teaches us not to reſiſt the Powers which 
are ordained of God, under a penalty of Damnation, which is a danger 
and a loſs of fo vaſt Extent, as that the loſs of Liberty, Goods, and even 
Life it ſelf, which are the utmoſt we can ſuffer from unjuſt Men, are 
but trifles if compared with it, and the Method is Extravagant to the 
very laſt Degrees of Folly and Madneſs, which applies a Medicine Ten 
Thouſand times worſe then the Diſeaſe, and 1s fuch a piece of diſcreti- 
on, as for a Man to leap into the Sea, to avoid a ſhower which would 
wet him to the skin. 

Without all Controverſie the Progreſs and Growth of this Horrid Re- 
Lellion, as before was obſerved, muſt be attributed in a great Meaſure to 
the Mistortune & Untimely Death of that Great Man and Wiſe Governor 
the Earl of Strafford. For upon his quitting of reland, the Nation which 
before ſeemed to do, and really injoyed a moſt Serene and Quiet Calm 
of Peace, began to be over-caſt and clouded with Diſcontents, Grievan- 
ces, Fears and Jealouſies, which, notwithſtanding all the Power of the 
Beams of his Majeſties Grace and Favour which were ſo warmly be- 
{towed upon them,were ſo far from being thereby diſſipated that they ſtill 
Encreaſed, until at length thoſe black and fullen clouds diſcharged them- 
ſelves in the moſt diſmal Tempeſt of Fire and Blood, that any Age, or 
almoſt any Nation under Heaven hath beheld. 

And this will moſt Evidently appear by the Conſequences which im- 
medaately followed upon the Earl of Strafford's png with the Rains 
of that Government : for upon his coming for England, Chriſtopher 
Wendesford Eſq; Maſter of the Rolls, was, the 34. of April, 1640. ſworn 
Lord Deputy. He was a Perſon of great Abilities, and one with whom 
the Earl of Strafford had even from their Early Years contrafted an 
Intimacy and-Friendſhip, which Ended not but with their Lives ; and fo 
great was his Fidehty to this Noble Earl, that perceiving the Parliament 
of 1reland, who not long before had ſung ſuch Hoſamma's to the Earl of 
Strafford in the Preamble to the Bill of Subſidies, now running as faſt 
down the Hill in joyning with his Enemies in Exg/and, to procure his 
Ruin and Deſtruction, he Adjourned the Parliament in November fol- 
lowing to the 26:4 of Fanuary, hoping by that means, to prevent the 
Blow, which he faw they were levelling at that Wiſe and Illuſtrious 
Head ; but notwithſtanding all that he could do, the Earl's Enemies 
made a ſhift before they broke up to frame a Remonſtrance againſt the 
Earl ; and, though he uſed his utmoſt Endeavours to ſtop the Committee 
of rhe Parliament from carrying into Englund, yet was he not able 
to prevent it, nor their paſſage, but that all the Ports being open, tour} 


Lords and 12 Commoners, the greateſt part of which were Papitts, per 
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ſed over into England, and Exhibited their Remon//rance, and did the 
Earl all the Ill Offices they were able, for which they were then Highly 
Countenanced and Careſſed by the Faction in the Fg/z/h Parliament, 
who, together with the Scozti/h Rebels, then at Zondon to finiſh the 
Treaty between the 'Two Kingdoms, purſued. the Liſe of that Great Man 
with the Utmoſt Vigor and Animoſity that Malice and Power would 
ſuggeſt unto them ; The Names of the 7r//b Committees were, The 
Lord Viſcount Gormanſton, Lord Xilma/loc, Lord Caitiloe, L. Baltinglaſs.

Not long after the Lord Deputy Wendesford died, viz. the Third of 
December tollowing ; whereupon Robert Lord Dion of Xilkenny-weſt, 
and Sir William Parſons Knight and Baronet, Maſter of the Court of 
Wards, were Conſtituted Lords Juſtices of /re/and, and were according- 
ly Sworn the 3oth of December 1640. Bur the Lord Diez, whoſe Son 
had married the Earl of S:rafford's Siſter, and who being a Perſon of 
great Parts and Abilities, and paſſionately devoted to the Earl's Intereſts, 
both by Alliance and Inclination, was no way grateful to the Faction ; 
it was not long therefore before the King, who in all things endeavour- 
ed to ſweeten them, by gratifying them in whatever they deſired, 
was prevailed with, at the Importunities of the 7ri/þ Committees then 
at the Court, to diſplace the Lord Di/loz, and appoint the aforeſaid Sir 
William Parſons, he | Sir John Borlaſe, to be Lords Juſtices of the King- 
dom of 1reland. 

Theſe Gentlemen by His Majeſties Command applied themſelves to 
give ſuch fatisfa&tion to His Majeſties Subje&s of Ireland, as in reaſon 
they could deſire, ard among other things His Majeſty was pleaſed to 
reduce the Subſidies from 40000 /. a Subfidy to 12000 a piece, and all

The preſervation of this Letter appears very uncommon, and looks 
as if Providence intereſled in the Vindication of Oppreſled Innocence, 
had reſerved it to clear the Illuſtrious Memory of the Royal Martyr, 
from the Barbarous Calumny, which the wickedeſt of Mankind indea- 
voured to fix upon him, as being conſcious of, and favouring this Exe- 
crable Rebellion in 7re/axd. Whereas this makes it evident beyond the 
poſſibility of contradiftion, that His Majeſty took all the care imagina- 
ble to ſuppreſs the very firſt beginnings, and motions towards an Infur- 
rection. 

And from hence one may alſo very probably conjeQure at the reaſon 
why his Majeſty was fo willing to comply with the Deſire of the Spani/þ | 
| Ambaſſador, to Tranſport fuch a Number of the 7r;/þ for the Service of 
| the King his Maſter ; and poſſibly this very information might be the

ry Government ( High "Treaſon? ) What is it (ſince his Majeſty the moſt ami- 
able and delightful Portraiture of Flouriſhing and Indulgent Juſtice to his Sub- 
jets ) to preſent him Perſonated in their Extrajudicial Cenſures and Judg- 
ments; but to poſleſs ( if poſſible) the Hearts of his Loyal Subjects of this 
Kingdom: That he is a Bloody and Devouring.

What 1s it to Inſert a Surreptitious Clauſe, forged by ſome Servile Brain in

their puniſhment. Witneſs Sir Thomas Weyland his baniſhment, confiſcation 
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of his Goods and Lands only for his mercenary Juſtice contrary to his Oath, 
who was Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas in the time of Edward the firſt. 
Witneſs Sir Wilkam Thorp, Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench, in the time of 
Edward the Third, who was adjudged to be hanged, becauſe he had broken 
the Kings Oath made unto the People wherewith he was intruſted in the 
Roll: | 

Now, my Lords, though Magna Chartz be facred for antiquity, though its 
confirmation be ſtrengthned by Oath, though it be the proper DiCftionary that 
expounds meum & tum, and aſſignes a SubjeCt his Birth-right ; yer it only ſur- 
vives in the Rolls, but now miſerable r2nt and torn in the practice. 

Theſe words Salvo contenemento, live in the Rolls, but they are dead in the 
Caſtle Chamber. 

Theſe words, MNullus liber homo ejicitur e libero ſuo tenemento, in prejudicium 
paFium, live in the Rolls, but they are dead where property and free-hold are 
determined by paper-Petitions. 

Theſe words, Null; vendemus, nulli differemus Juſtitiam, live in the Rolls, but 
they are dead when the Suites, Judgments, and Execution of the Subjetts are 
wittingly and illegally ſuſpended, retarded and avoided. 

Shall we deſire to ſearch the mortal wounds inflicted upon the Statute Laws, 
who ſees them not lying upon their death Bed ſtab'd with Proclamations,their 
primitive and genuine tenures eſcheated by Acts of State, and ſtrangled by 
Monopolies. 

Will you ſurvey the Liberties of the SubjeCts, every Priſon ſpues out illegal 
Attachments and Commitments, every Pillory is dyed with the forced Blood of 
the Subjects, and hath ears, though not to hear, yet to Witneſs this complaint. 

Do you doubt of the defacement 6f the amiable Offices of his Majeſties moſt 
tranſplendent and renowned Juſtice, and Grace ? let then that Aficr9coſme of

laſs hath this unhappy divided Kingdom from his Majeſties preſence and au- 
jence, to contemplate the fair and raviſhing form of his Royal intentions in, 
bur in the clear and diaphanous adminiſtration of his Juſtice? and whatdo theſe 
Trayterous and Illegal practiſes aim at but in affront to his Majeſty (which we 
moſt tenderly reſent ) and diſcontent to his Subjects, to multiply as by a Ma- 
gick Glaſs, the Royal diſpenſation of his Favors, into the ugly and deformed 
Viſage of their Suppreſſion of the Liberties, Devaſtation of the Eſtates, and 
the Deprivation of the Lives of his Loyal Subjects ? ſo that it may be ſaid;

throws not Job's Magna Charta, he diſleizes him not of his Inheritance, nor 
diſpoſles him of his Leaſes; but only diſrobes him of ſome part of his Perſo- 
nal Eſtate : when he proceeds to infringe Job's Liberty, he doth not Pillory 
him, nor cut off his Ears, nor bore him through the Tongue ; he only Spots him 
with ſome Ulcers ; here Sathan ſtaies, when theſe Perſons by their T raiterous 
Combinations, Envy the very Blood that runs unſpilt in our Veins ; and by 
obtruding bloody AQts, damn'd in the laſt Parliament, will give Sathan ſize ace, 
and the Dice at riſh, in inthralling the Lives of the Subjects, by their Arbi- 
trary Judicature. 

I would not, My Lords, be underſtood to impute to the Judges, an infal- 
libility of Error : or in [mpeaching theſe, to traduce thoſe, whoſe Candor and 
kueerity, ſhine with more admiredLuſtreghen their white Furrs,who like Trophies 
of Virgin-Juſtice, ſtood fixed and unmoy'd in the rapid Torrert of the Times, 
while theſe like Straws and Chips plai'd in the Streams, until they are devol- 
1 ved in the Ocean of their deſerved Ruine. 
| No, My Lords, humanum eſt errare, and the Law allows Writs of Error, and 

Arreſf of Judgment: but where there is craſſa ignorantia againſt their Oath, a- 
\gainſt the Fundamental, Elementary, and known Laws of the Kingdom : Nay 
-|CMy Lords where it is rather Premeditata Malitia, where there is an emulating 
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Policy, who ſhould raze and embeſel the Records in the Pratick, that are for 
the Tender preſervation of our Liberties, Eſtates and Lives, ſeeking only to be 
glorious in a National Deſtruction, as if their Safety were only involyed 
in our Ruine, there I have command to Pitty, but not excuſe them.

{owed in the Night time ? but here is the difference z they were ſown by the 
Enemy in the abſence of the Maſter : But theſe are Sown by the Grand-Maſters 
themſelves, purpoſely to over-top and choak, the expected Harveſt. 

Innovations in Law, and conſequently in Government, creep in like Hereſies 
in Religion, lyly and ſlowly, pleading in the end a Sawcy and Uſurp't Legiti- 
macy, by uncontroul'd Preſcription. 

My Lords, this is the firſt fitting, and I have only chalked out this de- 
formed Body of High Treaſon : I have not drawn it at length, leſt it might 
fright you from the further view thereof: in Concluſion, it is the humble de- 
fire of the Commons, That the Parties Impeached, may be ſecured in their 
Perſons, Sequeſtred from this Houſe, from the Counſel-Table, and all Places 
of Judicature,as being Civilizer Mort ; that they may put in their Anſwers to 
the Articles, ready now to be exhibited againſt them : and that all ſuch further 
Proceedings may be ſecretly expedited, as may be Suitable to Juſtice, and the 
Precedents of Parliaments, ſo his Majeſty may appear in his Triumphant 
Goodneſs and Indulgency to his People : and his People may.be Ravitht in 
their dutiful and Cheerful Obedience and Loyalty to his Majeſty : your Lord- 
ſhips may live in Records to Poſterity, as the inſtramental Reformers of thoſe 
corrupted -Times, and that the Kingdom and Common-Wealth may pay an 
amiable Sacrifice in Rerribution, and acknowledgment of his Majeſties multipli- 
ed Providence for our Preſervation herein.

* 2. To the Second they fay, That the Judges of this Kingdom do 
* take the Oath of Judges; which Oath is ſpecitied amongſt thw'Statutes | 
*1n 18 E. 3, And is afterwards explained by the Szar. ot 20 E. 3. And 
* that they may not ſtay, hinder or delay the Suit of any Subject or his 
* Judgment, or Execution thereupon (otherwiſe than according to the 
* Law and Courſe of the Court, when they Sit, under pretence of any 
* At of State, Proclamation, Writ, Letter or Dire&ion, under the 


* ment, Lord Lieutenant, Lord Deputy, Juſtice, Juſtices, or other 
* Chief Governors of this Kingdom ; moſt of which doth appear 
* by their Oath expreſſed in the Statutes, and the Statute of 20 E.z. c. 8. 
* And the Statute of 2o F. 3. c. 2. as to the Barons of the Exchequer ; 
* And that as they know no Puniſhments due to Judges for their Devia- 
* tions and Tranſgreſſions without other Aggravation, ſo they know no 
* puniſhment laid down by any Law againſt them for their Deviations 
* and Tranſgreſſions in hindering,ſtaying,or delaying of Juſtice contrary 
* to their ſaid Oath, and the Statute of 20 E. 3. 


© 3. To the Third they fay, That it is part of their ſaid Oath as 
* Judges, that they ſhall not Counſel or aſſent to any thing that may 
* turn to the damage or diſheriſon of our Soveraign Lord the Kings moſt 
© Excellent Majeſty, by any manner of way, or colour ; And that they 
* give no Advice or Counſel to any man great or ſmall,in no Caſe, where- 
* in the King is a Party ; And that they ſhall do, and procure the Profit 
© of the King, and his Crown in all Things, where they may reaſonably 
* do the fame; And that in the Explanation of their faid Oaths by the 
* Statute of 2o E. 3. c. 1. It is declared, That they ſhall give no Counſel to 
© great Men, nor ſmall, in caſe where the King is Party, or which doth, or 
* may touch the King in any point. And as your Lordſhips have been ho- 
© nourably pleaſed by an Order of this Honourable Houſe bearing date 
© the firſt of March, Auno Domini, 16409. Annoque Regni Regis Carols 
© 16. to give way, That they ſhould not be Compelled to Anſwer any 


* Great or Privy Seal, or Privy Signet, or Letter or other Command- 


* part of the ſaid Queſtions, which did concera his Majeſties wp —-4 
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© tive, or were againſt their Oaths ; ſo they humbly repreſent unto 
* your Lordſhips, That they conceive, that the Anſwering of the Par- 
© ticulars of this Queſtion doth concern both ; for that the King's Pri- 
© yy Council, as the Queſtions terms it, or Council Board, is a Court 
* of his Majeſties high COS where all Proceedings are before 
* himand his Council, or before his Governor { who immediately to 
©* many Purpoſes, repreſent his Majeſties Perſon, ) and the Council ; 
* And where the great Afairs of State concerning his Majeſties Ho- 
* nor, Government, Profit, and of great Perſons and Cauſes, concern- 
* ing the Common-Wealth, which may not be conveniently remedied, 
* by the ordinary Rules of the Common-Law, and many other Caſes 
© have been Treated of, and managed; And as his Majeſty is the Foun- 
* tain of all Juſtice within this Kingdom, and may grant Cognizances 
* of Pleas unto his SubjeAs, and Corporations, and may by his Com- 
* miflions, Authorize whom he ſhall think fit, to Execute many Bran- 
* ches of his Authority ; ſo We humbly conceive, That it doth not 
* ſtand, with our Oathes or Duties of our Places ({ who are but Judges 
* of the ordinary Courts of Juſtice ) before his Majeſties Pleafare figniti-

* State or Commonwealth : And they fay, That the Matter, Manner, Re-

* ſuch Grants or Licenſes, and the Commiſſions, or Proclamations there- 


{ © upon, and undue Execution thereof, and ſeveral Circumſtances, may 


* make the ſame Lawful or Unlawful, whereof they are not able to give 
* any Certain Reſolution (before ſome Particular comes in Judgment be- 
* fore them), neither are they otherwiſe able to anſwer the Generals in 
* the Particulars of the faid Queſtion, Of what, in what Caſes, how, where, 
* and by whom, or which of them; wherein whoſoever deſires further ſa- 
* tisfaction,he may pleaſe to have Recourlſe tothe known Caſes of Mono- 
* polies in printed Authorities, and written Records, and unto the Sta- 
* tute of 21 Fac. in Engl. concerning Monopolies,and their ſeveral Excep- 
* tions and Limitations therein. 


* 6. To the Sixth they ſay, They can no otherwiſe anſwer then they 
© have already in their Anſwer to the Third Queſtion, for the Redſons

* 7. To the Seventh they ſay, That a Proclamation, or A& of State 
* cannot alter the Common Law, and that Proclamations are Acts of 
* his Majeſties Prerogative, and are, and always have been of great uſe, 
* and that the Contemners of ſuch of them, as are not againſt the Lay, 
* are, and by the conſtant PraCtiſe of the Star-Chamber in Zg/and, have 
© been puniſhed according to the Nature of the Contempt, and Courſe 
* of the ſaid Court; And although Adts of State, are not of Force to 
* bind the Goods, Poſſeſſions and Inheritance of the Subje&t, yet they 
* have been of great uſe, for ſetling of the Eſtates of very many Sub-

* within the third Commandment ; ſo the perſcribing, or demanding 
* of a ſet Oath, by any that cannot derive Power fo to do,. from the 
* Crown (where the Fountain-of Juſtice under God doth reſide ) Is an 

* Offence againſt the Law of the Land; and as for Voluntary and 

* Extrajudicial Oaths, altho freely taken, before Arbitrators or. others, 
* they fay (as this Kingdom is Compoſed in many Particulars, as the 
* Nature and Conſequence of the Courſe, or the Quality of the Per- 

* ſon who taketh, or before whom the ſame is taken, may concern the

* they know no Law, that none ſhall be admitted to Reducement of *

* beit,we conceive that the Court of Exchequer here, do well to regulate

13. To the 137h they ſay, That they know no Rule of Law,or Statute

ix. To theEleventh they fay, © That neither the Judges of tlie King's Novemb,

* Caſe ſhall upon the Proceedings be brought to Judgment, then, and

I-cannot omit one remarkable paſſage, which I find mentioned in Dr. 
Borlaſe's Hiſtory, which ſeems plainly to evince that during this time, 
when they appeared fo Zealous for the Redreſſing of Publick Grievan- 
ces, and removing the obſtructions of Juſtice, therein following the 
very fame ſteps with the Faction of the Parliament of England and 
Scotland, they were at the ſame time complotting to ſhake off the So- 
veraignty of His Majeſty by an open Rebellion, as the Scots had done 
in Effet, and the Eng/i/h Parliamentary Faction preſently after did. 
Which may teach Poſterity hereafter, to be very Cautious of ſuch pre- 
tences and pretenders, who through the ſides of the prime Miniſters of 
State, endeavour to wound Majeſty it ſelf, and to cover the Deſigns of 
Teaſon and Rebellion with the Popular Cloak of Reformation, which 
were the very ſteps by which theſe Three Rebellions, one upon the 
neck of another, advanced themſelves within the compaſs of little leſs 
then three Years. The paſſage was this, During the Summer Seſſions 
which began the 11th of May, 1641. Some of the chief Conſpirators, and 
among whom the Lord Macgyuire was one the moſt bufte, pretending a ſuſ- 
pition, That ſome of the Servants of the late Earl of Straftord, to revenge 
his death ( to which it ſeems by this, their own guilt acknowledged the 
Triſh yery inſtrumental ) intended ſome miſchief to the Parliament, mo- 
ved the Houſe, and accordingly had Orders, that the Lords Juſtices would 
let His Majeſties Stores for Powder and Arms be. ſearched, leſt 
any ſhould be placed near the Parliament Houſes ; which being granted, 
ard a diligent ſearch being made, but nothing found, yet were they not 
ſatisfied, but procured a new Order to the Lords Juſtices, to be admit- 


| ted to' ſee the Stores of Powder and Arms placed in other Rooms in, and 
| about the Caſtle. To whom the Lord Juſtice Borlaſe anſwered, That thoſe 


were the Kings frogioes Jewels, and not to be ſhewed without eſpecial 
Cauſe, but withal aſſuring them upon his Honor, that there was no Powder 
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utderneath either v4 the Houſes of Parliament : with which anſwer they 


- 1 fick, Improvement of Land, Erection of Buildings, and whatever elſe 


were not more diſcontented, then his Lordſhip ſeemed ſurpriſed with this 
repeated Order, which raiſed ſuch a ſudden Emotion in his blood, that 
he could not but often after reflett upon the reiterated importunity of 
the enquiry, as aiming at ſomething further then was at preſent diſcern- 
able. Which plainly appears to be, to get a perfe&t knowledge both 
of the quantity of the martial Stores, and the certain place where they 
were depoſited, rat thereby their intended furprifal of them might be 
with more caſe þ 

To Sum up what hath before been faid concerning the beginning of 
this- Execrable and Unparallel'd Rebellion, take the Words of an * Ex- 
cellent and Noble Author upon that Subject. 


; He 7riſh Nation, ſaith he, was poſſeſſed of the moit bleſſed and 
” happy Condition, before their own ( to fay no worſe ) unskil- 
* fut Rage and Fury brought this War upon them ; and they have 
* ſince had leifure enough thoroughly to conſider and value the 
* wonderful Plenty, Peace, and ſecurity which they enjoyed till the 
* year 1641, when they wantonly and diſdainfully flung thoſe Blef- 
* ſings from them : They were arrived to a mighty increaſe of Traf- 
Fo Fo a be profitable or pleaſant to any People ; and theſe deſirable 
* Advantages and Ornaments the Policy and Induſtry of that Nation 
* was utterly unacquainted with, till they were brought to them by 
* the skill and labour of the Eng/iſh, planting and living Charitably, 
* Friendly, and Hoſpitably among them ; Taxes and Tillages and other 
* Contributions were things hardly known to them ſo much as by 
* their Names : whatever their Lands, Labour or Induſtry produced 
* was their own ; and they were not only free from the tear of ha- 
* ving it taken from them by the King, upon any pretence whatſoever 
* Without their own conſents, but alſo fo ſecured againſt Thieves, and 
* Robbers, by the Execution of good Laws, that Men might and did 
* Travel over all Parts of the Kingdom, with conſiderable Sums of Mo- 
* ney unguarded and unconcealed. 

* If this happy poſture of Aﬀairs, was undervalued, under the No- 
* tion of being but Temporal Bleſſings ; and the want of Freedom be 
*© alledged, as to the Exerciſe of the Romi/hReligion, to which that Na- 
* tion was generally addicted, it cannot be denied, but that though by 
* the Laws and Conſtitutions of that Kingdom, the Power and Autho- 
* rity of the Biſhop of Rome is not int any degree allowed or ſubmitted 
** to by the Government ; yet, by connivance, the whole Catholique 
* Body of that Nation, enjoyed an undiſturbed Exerciſe of that Religi- 
* on; and even at Dublin, where the Seat of the King's chief Gover- 
* nour was, ſuch was the indulgence of Authority then towards them, 
* that they went as uninterrupted 
* nor did to his ; Biſhops, Priets, and all Degrees and Orders of the 
* Secular and Regular Clergy, lived and exerciſed their Functions among 
* them: And though there were ſome Laws againſt them till in force, 
* which the Necetility and Wiſdom of former Ages had cauſed to be 
* Enacted, to ſuppreſs thoſe ats of Treaſon and Rebellion, which that 
* People frequently fell into, and the Policy of the preſent Times kept 


* unrepealed, to prevent the like Diſtempers and Deſigns, yet the Edge 


ly to their Devotions, as the Gover- 


* of thoſe Laws was fo totally rebated, by the Clemency and Compat- 
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«* ſion of the King, that no Man could fay he had ſuffered prejudiceor di- 
* ſturbanice in, or for his Religion : which is another kind of indulgence, 
* then the Subjects profeſſing a faith contrary to that which is Eſtabliſhed 
* by ry Laws of the Land, can boaſt of in any other Kingdom in the 
* World. 

* When in the Year 1640, they diſcerned ſome Diſtempers ariſing in 
* England, upon the Scots Invaſion, and perceived the Support and 
* Countenance. that People then found in both Houſes of Parliament 
* in England, they would likewiſe bear a part, and bring in their Con- 
* tribution to the work in hand ; then they began to Tranſplant thoſe 
* dangerous humors of Jealouſies and Diſcontents, which they found 
* ſpringing up Seditiouſly in the Parliament at Weſtminſter, into Jre- 
* land; and with the fame Paſſion and Diſtemper, cheriſhed them in 
* the Parliament at Dublix : They fell to Accuſing upon general and 
* unreaſonable Imputations, the principal Councellors and Miniſters of 
* State, who were intruſted by the Crown in that Kingdom, impeach- 
* ing them of High Treaſon, and thereby according to the Rule un- 
* juſtly then preſcribed at Weſtminſter , they removed thoſe Perſons 
* from any Power in Publick Afﬀairs there, whoſe wiſdom might pro- 
7 ny otherwiſe have prevented the miſchiets which have 1ince en- 
* tued. -. 

* Then did they moſt weakly and childiſhly concur-with the grea- 
* teſt Enemies their Nation or Religion had, in' the Conſpiracy againſt 
* the life of the Earl of Szrafford Lord Lieutenant of that Kingdom, by 
* Whoſe Wiſdom, and moſt prudent Government that Nation had 
* reaped great advantages, and was daily recciving greater, and ſent 
* a Committee from Dublin to Weſtminſter to join in the Proſecutton 
* of him, and having in the end procured the miſerable, and never 
* enough lamented Ruin of that great Perſon, they powerfully oppoſed 
* and hindred the conferring of that charge, upon any of thoſe His 
* Majeſty had deſigned to undertake it, and at the laſt, by their repea- 
* ted importunities, they got it devolved into fuch hands as were moſt 
<* unlike to grapple with the difficulties which they were fure to meet 
© with ; and having thus to their uttermoſt power fomented the di- 
* viſions in England, and diſcountenanced/ and weakened the Regal 
* Power in rel/and, by raiſing the fame Factions againſt it there, on 
<* the ſudden upon the 234. day of Oftober 1641, without the leaſt pre- 
* tence of Quarrel, or Hoſtility, ſo much as apprehended by the Prote- 
* ſhants, great multitudes of 7riſh Roman Catholicks in the Province 
« of Zl/ter, and ſhortly after in other Provinces, and parts of the King- 
© dom Tumultuouſly aſſembled together, put themſelves in Arms, ſei- 
<* {ed upon the Forts, Caſtles, Towns and Houſes belonging to the Pro- 
© teſtants, which by their force they could poſſeſs themſelves of, and 
« ith moſt Barbarous Circumſtances of Cruelty, within the ſpace of 
«© 2 few days, murthered an incredible number of Proteſtants, Men, 
* Women :and Children promiſcuouſly, and without diftin&tion' of Age 
<«.or Sex; and of all thoſe who were within the reach of their Power, 
* they. who eſcaped' beſt were robbed of all that they had, to their 
«* very skins, and fo turned naked to indurc the ſharpneſs of that Sea- 
« ſon, and by that means, and for want-of Relief many thouſands of 
©* them periſhed by hunger and cold ; the Deſign which was at the 
« ame time laid for the ſurpriſe of the Caſtle'of.Du41in, the Reſidence 
| * of the King's chief Governors, and His Majeſties principal Magazine 
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« of Arms and Ammunition, wherewith it was then plentifully ſtored, 
* being diſcovered by a perſon truſted, and thereby diſappointed, that 
« place was left ſingly to conſult of the beſt means to oppoſe ' the Tor- 
« rent, which mers to overwhelm the whole Kingdom, and for a 
<* Refuge to the poor Proteſtants, who from all parts of the Kingdom 
« flocked thither, Deſpoiled, Robbed, and Stripped, with the fad Rela- 
< tions of the moſt inhumane Cruelties, and Murthers exerciſed upon 
* their Friends, Kindred and Neighbours which have been ever heard 
* of amongſt Chriſtians. 

* It is not, adds he, the purpoſe of this Diſcourſe to lay any impu- 
* tations of this Rebellion and Savage Cruelty upon the whole /r3/b Na- 
* tion, and all the Catholicks of that Kingdom, many Perſons of Ho- 
* nour, were never in the leaſt degree tainted with that Contagion, 
* but on the contrary haye always given as ſignal Teſtimonies of their 
* Afﬀection and Duty to the King, and of their deteſtation of that Odi- 


* ous and Bloody defection, as any of his Subjects of either of his other 
pe Kingdoms have done, whoſe memories muſt with equal juſtice and 
* care be tranſmitted to Poſterity, as pretious Examples of Honour and 
© Integrity ; others there were who by the Paſſion and Rigour of thoſe 
* who were then in Authority, and had power enough to deſtroy whom 
** they had inclination to ſuſpe& or accuſe, were driven to put them- 
** ſelves into the Protection of thoſe, whoſe ways and courſes, they to- 
* tally difapproved and hated ; and many who were by miſinformation 
* and miſ-belief ingaged in the carrying an, and, poſlibly, contriving 
* the War and Intica yet were mortally averſe to thoſe barba- 
* rous aCtions of Blood, Rapine and Inhumanity, which diſhonour even 
* the moſt juſt and lawful War. . 

* One Circumſtance of unhappy and .impious Policy muſt not be 
** forgotten, by which the Bold Authors of that unnatural War, in the 
* firſt entrance into it, promiſed to themſelves notable advantages ; 
* and which in truth, as moſt of the policies of that kind, brought un- 
I prakable miſery and devaſtation upon that Nation : for the better 
* ſeducing the People, who, having lived fo long in Peace and Ami- 
* ty with the Eng/i/b, were not without ſome Reverence to that Go- 
* vernment, and ſo could not in plain and dire& terms be eaſily led 
* into an avowed Rebellion againft their King, they not oply declared, 
* and with great skill and induſtry publiſhed throughout the Kingdom, 
* that they took Arms for the Kipg, and the Defence of his Lawtful 
* Prerogative, againſt the Puritanical Parliament of Eng/and, which 
* they faid invaded it in many Parts, and that what they did was by 
* His Majeſties Approbation and Apborny : And to gain Credit to 
© that Fiftion, they produced and ſhewed a Commit Ba, to which 
* they had faſtened an impreſſion of the Great Seal of Exg/avd, 
” which they had taken off from ſome Grant or Patent which had 
* Regularly and Legally paſſed the Seal ; and fo it was not difficulr 
** to perſwade weak and unexperienced” Perſons.to believe that it was 
* a true Seal, and real Commiſſion from the King : And by this 
" Fatal Stratagem, they caſt ſo Qdious an Inputation upog the 
* King, and upon thoſe Perſons, whq were worthily neareſt him in 
* his Aﬀection and Councils, that the Seditious Party in; Eng/and, who 
©® were then contriving all the Miſchief, they afterwards brought to | 
* paſs, uſed all their Arts to propagate thoſe horrible Covnay 9 | 


ang to 
* 1nfuſe into the Hearts of the People, an Irreverence and = 
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* his Majeſty was even compelled for his own Vindication, and leſt 
* he might te-thought too faint a Proſecutor of an Enemy, whoſe In- 
« fwirettion, it was ſaid, he himſelf had fomented, to commit the whole 
* Management of that War, to the two Houſes of Parliament, and they 
* having obtained this Power, Interecſled and truſted fuch Members of 
* their own Body, with the Ordering and Directing of the fame, as 


« were reſolved with moſt Paſſion, Uncharitableneſs and Violence, to| 


* Profecute that whole Nation, and the Religion that was moſt general- 
« ty Exercifed there ; and by this means all Perſons, who were to con- 
« duR, both the Civil and Military Afﬀairs in Jre/and, were drawn to 
* a Dependence upon the Two Houſes of Parliament at Weſtminſter ; all 
« Officers and Commanders for that War, were Nominated and approv- 
« ed by them; all Monies raiſed for that Service, was Iſſued and Diſ- 
* poſed only by their Orders: from whence it came to paſs, that they 
*« who craftily intended, to derive a Support and Countenance to them- 
« ſelves, by uſing the King's Name to Purpoſes which he abhorred, fool- 
« itſhly thereby defrauded and deprived themſelves of that ProteQtion 
% and Mercy, which his Majeſty might have vouchſafed to them for 
* their Reduction and Preſervation: for from this time, when any thing 
* was propoſed of Extravagancy, or overmuch Rigor, which the Pro- 
** poſers faid was neceſſary for the Carrying on of that War, or if the 
*« King made any Scruple or Pauſe in giving his Conſent to the fame, 
* they ſtraight declared, That they were obſtructed in ſending Relief to 
« the Poor Proteſtants in Ireland, and then they publiſhed ſome parti- 
« cular Relations of the lamentable and inhumane Maſſacre made there 
« by the 7ri/h, which were confirmed by Multitudes of miſerable un- 
«* done People, who landed from thence, in the ſeveral Parts of Eng- 
« land; Who likewiſe reported the Rebels Diſcourſe, of executing all 
* their Villainies by the King's DireCtion ; fo that indeed, it was not in 
« his Power to deny any thing, which they thought fit to ſay, was ne- 
* ceſfary to the good Work in Hand : Thus. he was compelled to put 
* all the Strong-Holds, Towns and Caſtles in the Province of Z/#ter, 
« into the Poſletiion of the Scozs, ( who were at that time, by the great- 
* eſt Managers, believed to be more worthy to be truſted then the 
* Engliſh) with unuſual Circumſtances of Power, and even an inde- 
« pendency upon the Lord Licutenant of 7reland; and when his Ma- 
© jeſty did but deſire them, to re-conſider their own Propoſition, and re- 
*« flet how much it might Trench upon the Erg/i/þ Intereſt, they fu- 
* riouſly Voted, That whoſoever Adviſed his Majeſty to that delay, 
* was an Enemy to the Kingdom, and a Promoter of the Rebellion in 
* Treland : thus his Majeſty was neceſſitated to Conſent to that Bill, by 
* which fo great, a Latitude was given to the diſpoſal of Lands, in the 
© ſeveral Provinces of that Kingdom, to thoſe who adventured Mony 
« in the War, as that without the Interpoſition, Shelter and Mercy of 
* tho Soveraign Power, almoſt that whole People, and their Fortunes 
« were given up to the Diſpoſal cf their moſt Cruel and Mortal Ene- 
* mics ; And laſtly, by this groundleſs and accurſed Calumny, thus raiſ- 
* cd upon the King, tull Power was devolved into their Hands, who too 
& much imitated the Fury and Inhumanity of the 7ri/h, in carrying 


© on the War and procceded with that Rigor and Cruelty in the thed- 


« ding of Blood, as was moſt deteſted by his Majeſties Gracious and Mer-

Thus far this Excellent Author, whoſe Words, th6 not ExaQtly ac- 
commodated to the Period of Time, I have thought fit to inſert here, 
becauſe they give the Reader a Landſcape or ſhort Map, of all the Tra- 
gical Actions, which filled the Scene of 7re/and with Blood and Deſo- 
lation, and will te of excellent Uſe, to the underſtanding of many fu- 
ture Paflages in the Hiſtorical Account, bcth of that and our own Miſe- 
rable and Bleeding Nation. 

' Having given this Account of the beginning of the horrid Rebellion 
in /re/and, the Reader muſt expe the continuation of it, to be inter- 
woven with the other great Afﬀairs, which were the misfortune of the 
preſent, and will be the Wonder of all ſucceeding Apes ; Let us there- 


| fore return to take a view of the Parliamentary Aflairs. 


This Day Robert Philips a Prieſt, at the deſire of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, was brought to be ſworn at the Bar, being to be examined by 
the Lords Committees, touching Matters concerning the State ; and 
hearing the Oath repeated to him, deſired the Directions of the Houſe, 
how far it was required of him to anſwer, alledging that the Oath was 
too General, and thereby he might be forced to confeſs againſt him- 
ſelf ; But the Houſe reſolved him this Doubt, that he was but to an- 
{wer as a Witneſs, to reveal what he knew, touching ſome Intended 


-| Treaſon. Upon this he offered to take the Oath, but preſently faid, 


That he w#.3 not to be bound by the faid Oath, becauſe the Bible upon 
which he was ſworn, was not a true Bible ; which Words, he repeated 
a ſecond time, and then took the Oath : Hereupon the Lords com- 
manded him to withdraw, and the Houſe taking this as an Afront and 
Scorn done to this Houſe, and a great Scandal to our Religion, and 
conſidering that the Words, which he ſpake were Voluntary, upon no 
Occaſion given him, the Houſe reſolved he ſhould for this time be 
brought to the Bar as a Delinquent, to hear, what Anſwer he would 
make to his Charge ; who being brought to the Bar, as a Delinquent 
upon his Knees, the Lord Keeper told him, That the Houſe had a great 
Apprchenſion of the Affront ſhewed to this Houſe of Peers, and of the 
great Scorn and Scandal ſhewed to our Religion, in ſaying the Bible 
which is allowed by the Law, is not a true Bible ; upon this, he made 
2 Profeſſion, that he was a Catholick, and that all Catholicks held this 
Opinion, That our Bible, is not a true Bible ; and if he ſhould have ta- 
ken an Oath, without this Declaration, he ſhould have confirmed this 
to be a true Bible. This being ſuch an infolent Carriage, in the Face of 
a Parliament, the ſaid Robert Philips was commanded to withdraw, and 
the Houſe taking it into ſerious Conſideration, thought it fit, that he 
ſhould have a Mark of the Diſpleafure of the Houfe, for his Derogation 
of our Religion, and for the great Diſhonor done to the Peers ; Here- 
upon it was Ordered, 7hat the ſaid Robert Philips be Committed to the 
Tower of London, there to remain until the Pleaſure of this Houſe be 
known, | 

And kccauſe the aforefaid Robert Philips, is a Servant to the Queen, 
the Houſe thought it fit, that ſhe ſhould be acquainted with the Rea- 
ſons, why he was Committed ; to this purpoſe, the Lord Seymour was 
appointed to attend her Majeſty, his Lordſhip obeyed the command 
of the Houſe herein, but deſired to have what he ſhould fay from the 
Houſe in Writing. . 1 | 

Ordered, 7hat the Lord Lieaten: . of Ireland, take care that ſuch Per- 
ſons as are now in this Kingdom, and, ve Places of Truſt and Command in

A Sele& Committee of 26 Lords, and 52 Commoners was this day 
nominated by each Houſe, to conſider of the Affairs of 7re/ind, as al- 
ſo another Committee of 12 Lords, and 2.4 Commoners to go to the 
City , to borrow Fifty Thouſand Pound tor the Aſſiſtance 'of Z7re- 
land. 

The Lord Chamberlain Reported the Marquiſs of ertford's Anifwer 
concerning the Prince, and he returns this Anſwer, 7hat he is ready t0 
perform the Order of both Flouſes, and he ſaies the Reaſon, why he waited 
not on the Prince at Oatlands, was, becauſe there was xo room for him to 
lye there. 

A Meſſage was ſent to the Commons by Sir Robert Rich and Sir Ed- 
ward Leech, to deſire a Conference concerning what had keen done, a- 
bout the Prince and the Queen ; as alfo concerning ſome Courſe to be 
taken for the providing of a Guard, to attend the Two Houſes of Par- 
liament, which was accordingly had immediately in the Painted Cham- 
ber.

Afterwards Mr. Benſon granted a 
Proteficn to one Sylveſter, under his Hand and Seal, who gave 4os. for 
it, and that Proteciioa was produced at the Committee, and Sylveſter ex- 
amined there, and Confeiſed he paid qo s. for it. There were produced 
Copies of divers other Protettions which were eatred at the two Compters, 
that all People might take Notice thereof. M-. Benſon being defired by the 
Committee, to make Anſwer to thoſe Matters, ſaid he could not charge his 
Memory with the certain number, but confeſſed, he had granted many Pro- 
teclions, and that be conceived, it was his Priviledg, as a Member of the 
Fleuſe of Commons, to do ſo.

The Deſign of which Queſtions, as plainly appears by the very Words 
of them, were purpoſely, to draw out ſomething from him, which might 
g1ve Color to the pretended Calumnies againſt the King or Queen, or 
both of them, as being ſome way , or other concerned in promo- 
ting Popery, and the Rebellion in /re/and, as they had upon all Occaſi- 
ons inſinuated the King to have been privy and Conſenting to the Deſign 
of bringing up the Army, and the Conſpiracy in Scotland, pretended 
againſt Hamilton, Argyle and others. And indeed the Faction laid hold 
upon all Occaſions, which were in the leaſt capable of an Improvement | 
to the Defamation of his Majeſty, and to rob him of the Aﬀections of

Mr. Whitlock further Reported, That the Lord Chamberlain ſail at

A Meſlage was brought from the Houſe of Commons by Arthur Good - 
win Eſquire, to let their Lordſhips know, That he was Commanded to give 
their Lordſhips Thanks from the Houſe of Commons, for their Care and 
Honour of Religion in committing Robert Phillips the Prieſt aunto the 
Tower, deſiring that he may'not be releaſed from his Impriſoument, with- 
out they be made acquainted with it ; and that their Lordſhips would give 
Direftions that none may ſpeak with him at the Tower, but in the pre- 
one of Long of the Keepers, Whereupon the Lords made an Order ac- 
cordingly. | 
The {8 Privy Seal Reported, That Teſterday the Committees of both 
Flouſes in the Name of the Parliament, went to the City to propound the 
Borrowing of 50000 l. for the Iriſh Afﬀairs. 

He faid, 7hey gave the City a full relation of the State and Condition 
of Ireland now 1s in, it being the Caſe of Religion ; That they were much 
moved at the Relation ; and the Committees then told the Three Wants 
| which the Council of Ireland defires to be ſpeedily furniſhed with, or elſe 
that Kingdom will be in danger to be loſt, which are Men, Arms and Mos 
xey. His Lordſhip faid the Committee told them the Parliament required 
nothing of them, but the Loan of Money, which ſhould be Secured to them 
by Att of Parliament with advantage to themſelves with Intereſt. Upon 
this the Major and Aldermen with the Common Council preſently retired 
fo conſult among themſelves till it was very late, and ſo the Committees 
left them. | 

The next Morning the Recorder came to the Lords of the Councel at 
Whitehall, and declared, That he had Command from the Major ow Al- 

ermen 
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dermen and Common Council of the City to inform their Lordſhips, firſt by 
way of Proteſtation, That ſo great Sums f Money were drawn from them 
lately,that they were hardly able to Tupp ly this Occaſion ; Tet ſuch is their 
Zeal to this Cauſe, that they will do their beft Endeauours therein, 

(2.) He delivered by way of Plea from the City, 7hat Prote&jons 
were ſo frequent, that unleſs the Parligment did take ſome Courſe therein, 
they ſhall not be able to do the Parliament that Service they defire in this 
kind, becauſe it decayes their Trading. | | 

Mr. Recorder further declared,7hat the City had formerly lent 500001. 
upon the Requeſt of the Great Council at York, which was due the 224. of 
October laſt, which yet i not paid, nor any Security given ; therefore they 
defired their pay to take the ſame into Confideration, for they relied 
more upon their Lordſhips Honor, than their Security. | 

He faid, There was now ſuch a ſlighting of the Government of the City, 
that there is an Equality between the Mayor and #he Commons, the Power 
of the Mayor no more then that of the Commoners of the City; they defired 
But Countenance from their Lordſhips, and their Lordſhips ſhall have Ser- 
vice from them. 

The Recorder delivered this as their Anſwer, 7hat they had hearty 
and good Aﬀettion to the Cauſe, it being for Religion's ſake. the ſaving 
the Lives and Eſtates of Proteſtants, the ſaving of a Kingdom, and pre- 
ſerving it to the dependency of this Crown, they would do their utmoſt En- 
deavours, but would.nct promiſe any thing before every man-had conſulted 
with himſelf what he was able to do, which they promiſed to do ſpeedily, 
and he hoped to give a further account thereof this Night. 


Mr. Pierrepoint alſo in the Commons Houſe made the Report about 
the fame Propoſition, which becauſe it varies from the other in ſome 
particulars, I will inſert here as follows. | . 


He faid, 7hat according to the Commands of the Houſe, ſeveral of the

Next the Common Council did find themſelves aggrieved by a diſreſpedt 
ſhewn to the Lord Mayor, and the Magiſtrates of London, by divers people 
who refuſe to give any Obediente to any Warrant to appear before the Lord 
Mayor, declaring they would not come ; and particularly in the Caſe of pro- 
viding, of Money ; and for their Loans of Money, they will take into confidde- 
ration, and give an Anſwer this Day, but the Security for the ſame is Ex- 
pefted to be by Aft of Parliament. - | 


The Commons then entred upon the conſideration of the 7ri/þ affairs;

Mr. Owfield, his Elefion to ferve for that Place is ſettled ; the diffe- 
rence reſteth between Mr. Sandys and Mr. Sanders, who ate returned by 
two Indentures : Mr. Sanders hath for him 14 Voices ; Mr. Sandys hath 
8 Voices: but of the 14 Voices for Mr. Sanders, 8 of them are dwellers 
out of the Town,and one of them a Miniſter ; yet all of them have Freehold 
in the Town ; and of Mr. Sandys 8 Voices, one of them was a Recuſant Con- 
vitt ; another, the Clerk of the Pariſh, who receiveth Tearly Wages from 
the Pariſh; and then if theſe two ſhould be declared to have no Voices, 
their Voices are Equal; ſo the Queſtion in Debate was, Whether the Ele- 
tion belonged to the Burgeſſes by Common Right ; or that rhe Free-hol- 
ders dwelling out of the Town who had Freeholds in the Town,ought to have 
Voices by virtue of a Particular Preſcription ? | 

The Committee were of Opinion, That there was a Preſcription in this 
Caſe, which was good againſt a Common Right.

The Declaration. 


Fe Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament being advertized 

of the dangerous Conſpiracy and Rebellion in Ireland, by the treache- 

rous and wicked Tnſtigation of Romiſh Prieits and Jeſuits, for the 
bloody Maſſacre and Deſtruftion of all the Proteſtants living there, and 
other his Majeſties Loyal Subjefts of Engliſh Blood, though of the Romiſh 
Religion, being antient Inhabitants within ſeveral Counties and Parts of 
that Realm, who have alwayes in former Rebellions given Teſtimony of 
their Fidelity to this Crown ; and for the utter depriving of his Royal Ma- 
jeſty and the Crown of England from the Government of that ingdom, 
(new pretence of ſetting up the Popiſh Religion, have thereupon taken 
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into their Serious Confideration, how theſe Miſchievous Attempts might 
be moſt Speedily and Effeftually prevented, wherein the Honour, Safety 
and Intereſt of this Kingdom are moft nearly and fully concerned ; Where- 
fore, they do hereby Declare, That they do intend to ſerve his Majeſty 
with their Lives and Fortunes for the SuppreſSing of this Wicked Rebel- 
lion in ſuch a way, as ſball be thought ec. | Effettual by the Wiſdom and 
Authority of Parliament. And thereupon have ordered and provided for 
a preſent Supply of Moneys,and raifing the number of 6000 Foot and 2000 
Horſe, to be ſent from England, being the full proportion defired by the 
Lords Juſtices and his Majeſties Councel Reſident in that Kingdom, with 
a Reſolution toadd ſuch farther Succours as the Neceſſity of thoſe Afﬀairs 
ſhall require ; They have alſo reſolved of providing Arms and Munition, 
not only for thoſe Men, but likewiſe for his Majeſties Faithful Subjefis in 


| that Kingdom, with Stores of Viftuals and other Neceſſaries, as there ſhall 


be occafion'; and that theſe Proviſions may more conveniently te Tranſparted 
thither, they have —_— Three ſeveral Ports g this Kingdom, that is 
to ſay, Briſtol, Weſt-Cheſter, and one other in Cumbertand, where the 
Magazines, and Store-Houſes ſhall be kept for the Supply of the ſeveral 
Parts of Ireland : They have likewiſe Reſolved to be humble Mediators 
to his Majeſty, for the Encouragement of thoſe Engliſh or Iriſh, who ſhall 
upon their own Charges raiſe any number of Horſe or Foot, for his Service 
againſt the Rebels, that they ſhall be honourably rewarded with Lands of 
Inheritance in Ireland according to their Merits:; and for the inducing 
the Rebels to repent of their wicked Attempts, they do hereby commend 
it to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, or in his abſence to the Lord Deputy 
or Lords Juſtices there, according to the Power of the Commiſſon granted 
them in that behalf, to beſtow hes Majeſties Gracious Pardon, to all fuch 
as within a Convenient time to be declared by the Lord Lieutenant, Lord 
Deputy, or Lords Juſtices and Councel of that Kingdom, ſhall return to

fore with all Readineſs, Bounty and Chearfulneſs, to confer their Aſſiſtance 


in their Perſons or Eſtates, to this ſo important and neceſſary a Service, 
for the Common Good of all.

- This day it ſeems was fixed for the Debating the Validity of that Or- 
der ; but by the intervening of other buſinefs, it was put off, and fo lay 
fine die: howeverl think it 1s not fit to let the Speech ſleep fo too,which, 
it may be, was the beſt that Unfortunate Gentleman ever made, or in- 
tended to ſpeak in that place, where ſwimming down the rapid Torrent 
of General Accuſations, of Fears and Jealouſies, he fo far loſt himſelf, 
that when he would have done ſomething to the ſtopping the Breaches 
in the Banks of the Government, which he had helped to cut, he found 
it, as many others did, out of his power to Effet, and was himſelf in 
danger of being preſently drowned in the Deluge, which he had helped 
to raiſe with the Wind of Popular breath.

Maſter Speaker, 


M<* thinks, 1 am now going, to Walk upon the Ridge of a Houſe, a dan- 
gerous Przcipice on either Hand. On the one fide, I muſt take heed, 
that I ſpeak neither more nor leſs, than the inward DiCtate of my own Conſci- 
ence: on the other Hand, I ſhall be afraid to preſume above your better Judg- 
ments. My Path is narrow: I muſt look to my Footing : Dixs cuſtodiam vias 
meas, &c, I ſaid I will look. to my Waies, that I Offend not in my Tongue. Thus 
I preface, becaule I foreknow, that I ſhall ſpeak to the diſlike of ſome Worthy 
Members of this Honorable Houſe. 

Sir, Two Queſtions are before us: Firſt in General, how far an Order of 
this Houſe, is binding de for ; not upon our own Members here, but upon 
the People, the King's Subjefts abroad.

An Information was this day given in to the Commons againſt one 
Mr. Carter, a School-Maſter at 7igh-gate, for words ſpoken by him, 
Viz, 'That Mr. Carter ſaid, That they were mad that would read the 
Order of the Houſe of Commons of the 8th of September, concerning In- 
novations : And for theProteſtation, there were none but fools had taken 
it, Whereupon Mr. Green, who was alſo preſent, faid he had taken it ; 
Carter replied, /t was ſor want of information, and he would maintain, 
that it was againſt Reaſon, Fuſtice and Law ; and whereas, faid he, 2zt is 
to maintain the Priviledge of Parliament, no Juſt ice of Peace, nor Con- 
ſtable, but had as much priviledge as they had : And faid further, 7hat 
it was againſt the King and State : Taniwered him, Are you wiſer than 
two Kingdoms, for the Scots have taken it likewiſe 2 Vat do you talk, 
faid he, of a Company of Rebels and Raſcals ? the Parliament hath diſho- 
neured the King and Kingdom, by making a Peace with them, Upon 
which complaint it was Ordered, 7hat Carter ſhould immediately be 
taken into Cuſtody by the Sergeant at Arms. 


By which paſſage the Reader may plainly ſee the Genius of thoſe 
times, and of thoſe Men, who verified the ſaying of the Poet, Nec Hs/- 
pes ab Hoſpite tutus, No perſon could in common diſcourſe have the 
freedom of converſation, but was in danger of theſe Zealous Informers, 
who made it their buſineſs, to run with informations to the Houſe of 
Commons, againſt ſuch as durſt oppoſe their Votes, and Arbitrary Or- 
ders.

The Lord Keeper Reported the Conference with the Commons Ye- 
ſterday, That Mr. Pym delivered by Command divers Heads agreed upon 
by the Commons, which are Inſtruftions to be ſent to the Commiſſioners of 
hoth Houſes now attending his Majeſty in Scotland, which they defire 
their Lordſhips to joyn with them in. 


The Inſtructions were read i» hc verba : 


(1.) WOu ſhall humlly inferm his Majeſty, That the Propoſitions made 
to the Parliament of Scotland, concerning their Aſſiſtance, for 


by both Houſes of Parliament here ; and their Wiſe and Brotherly Ex- 
preſſions and Proceedings are apprehended and Entertained here by us,not 
only with Approbation but with Thankfulneſs ; Wherefore we defire that 
his Majeſty will te pleaſed, That Tou in the Name of the Lords and Com- 
mons of England, grve putlick Thanks to the States of the Parliament of 
Scotland for their Care and Readineſs to imploy the Forces cf that King- 
dom for the reducing the Rebellious Subjetts of Ireland to their due Obe- 
dience to his Majeſty and the Crown of England. 


(2.) Tou ſhall further make known to his Majeſty, That in the great 
and almoft ©niverfal Revolt of the Natives of Ireland, cheriſhed and fo- 
mented, (as we have Cauſe to doubt ) by the Secret Prattices and Encou- 
ragements of ſome Forreign States, ill-affefted to the Croun, and that the 
Northern Parts of that Kingdom may with much more Eaſe and Speed be 
ſupplied from Scotland, than from England, We humbly defire and beſeech 
his Majeſty ts make ſe of the Aſſiſtance of his Parliament, and Subjefts 
of Scotland, for the preſent Relief of thoſe Parts of Ireland, which lie nea- 
reſt to them, according to the Treaty agreed upon, and confirmed in both 
Parliaments ; and this Afﬀettionate und Friendly Diſpoſition now lately 
Expreſied, as is more particularly. ſpecified in the 5th Article, 


, (3.) Tou ſhall preſent to His Majeſty, the Copy Encloſed of the Decla- 
ration which We have ſent into Ireland, for the- Encouragement of his good 
Subjetts there, and for the more ſpeedy and Effettual oppoſing of the Re- 
bels ; and in Execution and performance of our Expreſſions therein made 
of Zeal and Faithfulneſs to has Majeſties Service, We have already taken 
Care for 50000 I. to be preſently Borrowed and Secured by Parliament ; 
We have likewiſe reſolved, to haſten the Farl of Leiceſter, Lord Lieute- 
nant of Ireland, very ſpeedily to repair thither, and forthwith to raiſe a 
Convenient number of Horſe and Foot, for ſecuring Dublin, and the Engliſh 
Pale, with ſuch other Parts as remain in his Majeſties ſubjettion, intend- 
ing to ſecond them with a far greater Supply. 


(4.) We have further Ordered and Direfted, That his Majeſties Arms 
and Munition lying in the City of Carliſle, ſhall be Tranſported into the 
North Parts of Ireland, for the ſupply of Carrick-tergus, and other his 
Majeſties Forts and Garriſons there ; and that a convenient Number of 
Men, ſhall be ſent from the North Parts of England, for the better Guard 
and Defence of thoſe Forts and Countries adjoyning, and that a large pro- 
portion of Arms and other Munition ſhall be ſpeedily ge out of his 


Majeſties Stores'to Welt-Cheſter, to be diſpoſed of according to the Di-

(5.) And becauſe we underſtand, That the Rebels are like with great

VUiſter, we humbly Adviſe his Majeſty, by the Council and Authority of his 
Parliament in Scotland, to provide, that one Regiment conſiſting if 1000 
men, furniſh't and accompliſh't with all neceſſary Arms and Munition as 
ſhall ſeem beſt to their Great Wiſdoms and Experience, may with all poſ- 
ible ſpeed Le Tranſported into Ireland, under the Command of ſome Worthy 
Perſon, well affefted to the Reformed Religion, and the Peace of both King- 
doms, and well Enabled with Skill, Fudgment and Reputation for ſuch an 
Employment ; which Forces we defire may be Quartered in thoſe 
Northern Parts for the Oppoſing the Rebels, and Comfort and Aſſiſtance of 
his Majeſties good Subjetts there, with Inſtrutlions from his Majeſty and 
the Parliament of Scotland, that they ſhall upon all Occafions, purſue and 
obſerve the Direttions of the Lord Lieutenant, his Lieutenant General, or 
the Governor of Ireland, according to their Authority derived from his 
Majeſty and the Crown of England.

tet them know, For Our parts We do wholly rely upon their Honorable and 
| Friendly dealing with us, and will take Care that Satisfattion be made 
accordingly. . 


(7.) Tou ſhall repreſent to his moſt Excellent Majeſty this our Humble 
and Faithful Declaration, that we cannot without much grief remember the 
great Miſeries, Burthens and Diſtempers, which have for divers Tears 


'| afflifted all his Kingdoms and Dominions, and brought them to the laſt 


point of Ruine and Deſtrution ; all which have iſſued from the Cunning, 
Falſe and, Malicious Prattices, 0 f fone of thoſe who have been admitted 

Authority atout him ; who have been 
Favourers of Popery, Superſtition and Innovation, Subverters of Religion, 
Honor and Juſtice, Fattors for promoting the Deſigns of Forreign Princes, 
and States ; to the great and apparent danger of Hu Royal Perſon, Crown 
and Dignity, and of all his People ; Authors of Falſe Scandals and Jeas- 
loufies Ferwixe his Majeſty and his Loyal Subjetts, Enemies to the Peace, 
Union, and Confidence betwixt Him and his Parliament, which is the 
fſureſt Foundation of Proſperity and Greatneſs, to his Majeſty, and of Com-

ſelves from ſuch .Miſchievous Councils and Deſigns, as have lately been,and 
ftill are in pradlice, and agitation againſt us, as we have juſt cauſe - to-be- 
Lieve, and to commend thoſe Aid, and Contributions which this great 
Neceſſity ſhall require, to the Cuſtody and Diſpofing of ſuch Perſons of Heo+ 
nor and Fidelity as we have Cailſe to- confide in. 


The FaCGtion, as the Reader may before have obſerved, had upon all: 
Occaſions, indeavoured to-lay hold upon the Soveraign Power of the 
Sword, and indeed, nothing leſs could -Prote& them trom their own 
Fears of a future Reckoning, which they were 8ffraid they muft make, 
if ever the King's Afﬀairs came into a proſperous Condition, and ſetled 
Poſture. But certainly, next to the Execrable Retellion in 7relazd, 
it was one of the - moſt barbarous Outrages, to a moſt Excellent 
Prince, whoſe Indulgence was his greateſt Crime, not only to charge 
him with the Fomentingy and in a manner, Contriving this moſt wick- 
ed Kebellion, as is evident, by theſe Venemous Reflections they intend- 
edto do; but to take this advantage of the Misfortune of his Aﬀairs, 
to wreſt from him, that little remainder of Power, and Regal Authori- 
ty, which he had not hitherto diveſted himſelf of. But this was the 
Reſolution, of theſe Tograteful and Ungenerous Subjes , whoſe uns | 
bounded Ambition, all the Streams of Royal Bounty, were not able to 
fatisfie, ſo long as the King was the Fountain of them ; and they were 
determined, to make uſe of his Majeſttes extreme Neccſlity, as they 
had ever hitherto done, to advance their own wicked Intendments, and 
rather thea fail of them, tofraiſe a more deſperate Rebellion in Eng- 
land, inſtead of applying themſelves vigorouſly, as they were in Duty, 
Honor and Conſcience Found, to aflift his Majeſty to ſuppreſs _ 
(53'%..8 ther 
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ther-in- /re/and + and let their Pretences be never fo glorious, tor the 
Preſervation of the Reformed Religion and Intereſt, yet ir is evident; 
that even from the very firſt Eruption of this Rebellion, they had a 
Deſign, to make their own Terms with the King, and to oblige him, 


| under the Pretence of abandoning Evil Counſellors, to devolve the in- 


tire Truſt of the whole Nation, and conſequently his Crown and Dig- 
nity- into their Hands, and to leave him only the vain ſhaddow 
of - Sovereignty and Majeſty, and unleſs he would Conſent to this, 
they muſt, as they ſay, be obliged to take other Meaſures, for the ſecu- 
ring themſelyes from ſuch miChieyous Councils and Deſigns, as haye 
lately been in PraCtice and Agitation againſt them ; and a little time 
diſcovered what ways thoſe were, for in Reality , this was no new 
Deſign, the crucifying Remonſtrance of the State of the Kingdom; had 
been long hewing, and theſe were but ſome Chips of that Block, only 
they: were wanting a fit Occaſion, and this offering it ſelf, they were 
reſolved to lay faſt hold upon ir. But in regard, though they had 
ſorely ſhaken and diſabled the third Eſtate of the Lords Spiritual in Par- 
liament, by the repeated: Batteries of Impeachments, and Bills to take 
away their Voices, yet there was a great Number of the Lords Tem- 
poral, whoſe unſtained Loyalty and Fidelity to the Crown, and Royal 
Intereſt, might prove dangerouſly ObſtruQtive to their wicked Inten- 
tions, they were reſolved, to attempt, to deceive as many of them as 
they could, by their popular Rhetorick, upon this Topique of the dan- 
ger of evil Counſcls and Counſellors, and if any proved re'raQtory, or 
had Conſtitutions too ſtrongly amuletted with Loyalty againſt this 
inſinuating Poiſon, they had other more ſevere Methods of purging 
the Body Politick and Repreſentative, to be made ule of upon Occaſion, 
as we ſhall ſee hereafter. | 

Upon this Subject of evil Councils and Counſellors, Mr. Pym the 
at Oracle of the Fa&tion, took Occaſion at this laſt Conference, to 
diſplay his Talent in theſe Terms. 


E faid, he was to ſpeak touching the ill Councils, which. he laid down in 
. & theſe ſeveral Steps. 


. (1) Firſt, That the Dangers which come to the State by ill Councils, are 
the moſt pernitious of all others; and ſince it is uſual to compare Politick Bo- 
dies, with the Natural, the Natural Body is in danger divers Wayes ; either 
by outward Violence, and that may be foreſeen and prevented, or elſe, by leſs 
appearing Maladies, which grow upon the Body, by Diſtempers of the Air, 
immoderate Exerciſe, Diet, &c. and when the Cauſes of the Diſeaſe are clear, 
the Remedy is eaſily applied, but Diſeaſes , which proceed from the inward 
Parts, as the Liver, the Heart, or the Brains, the more noble Parts, it is a hard 
thing to apply Cure to ſuch Diſeaſes. | 

W Councels they are of that Nature, for the Miſchiefs that come by evil 
Councel, corrupt the Vital Parts, and overthrow the Publick Govern- 
ment. | | 

(2) * The ſecond Step is, That there have been lately, and ſtill are, ill 
Councils in this Kingdom, and about the King. (1 ) That there hath been 
lately, you will not doubt, when the main Courſe of the Government, hath 
been fo imployed, as Popery thereby hath been maintained, the Laws ſub- 


Deſigns, but that.his Majeſties Wiſdom and Goodneſs kept them from the 
Heart, though-they were not kept out of the Court; ſo moſt Principal and 


miſchievous Deſigns, have been practiſed by ſuch, as had near Acceſs unto his 
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Majeſty, though not to his Heart; and the Ayolagiſts and Promaters of ill Coun

3) The third Step is, That the ill Copoſels of this Time, are in their own 
Nature, more miſchievous, and more dangerous, then the ill Counſels of for-

| which our King is free, and ſometimes for racking of the Prerogative, if it 
had gone no Pinttnr, it had brought many Miſeries, but not Ruine -and De- 
ſtruCtion z but the ill Counſels of this Time, are deſtruftive to Religion and 
Laws, by altering them both, therefore, moxe Miſchjeyous ip their own Nature, 
then thoſe of former Times. | | vat, 
| .. (4) The fourth Step is, That theſe il] Connſels, have proceeded from a 
| Spirit and Inclination to Popery, and have had a Dependance on Popery, and 
of them tend to it ; the Religion of the Papiſts, is a Religion incomparti- 
ble'with any other Religion, deſtruCtive to all others, and doth not indure any 
thing that oppoſeth it: whoſoever doth withſtand their Religion, if they have 
Power they bring them to Ruin, | "Beit * 

. There are ather Religions that are not right, but not ſo deſtruCtive as Pope- 
ry.is; for the Principles of Popery, are deſtruCtive to all States and Perſons 
thas oppoſe it ; with the Progreſs of this miſchieyous Councel, they provide 
Coonfs ors, fit Inſtruments and Organs, that may execute their own Deſigns, 
and to turn all Councils to their own Ends; and you find that now in Jreland;that 
thoſe Deſigns, that have been upon all the Three Kingdoms, do end in a War, 

forthe maintenance of Popery in Jreland, and would do the like here; if 
they were able, they are ſo intentive, to turn all to their own Advan- 


tage. * 
7G) The fifth Step, That unleſs theſe ill Councils be changed, as long as 
they continue, it is impoſſible, that any Aſſiſtance, Aid or Advice that the Par- 
liament can take to reform, will be effeCtual ; for the Publick Orders and Laws 
are but dead, if not put in Execution ; thoſe that are the Inſtraments of State 
they put things into Aftion ; but if acted by Evil Men, and white theſe Coon- 
ſels, are on foot, we can expeCt no good, it is like a Diſeaſe that turns Nutri- 
tives into Poyſon. 

(6) The fixth Step is, That this is the moſt wg time, to deſire of his 
Majeſty the Alteration and Change of the evil Counſellors, becauſe the Com- 
| mon-Wealth is brought into Diſtemper by them, and ſo exhauſted, that we can 
indure no longer. 
| Another Reaſon, why we cannot admit of them, is to ſhew our Love and 

Fidelity to the King, in great and Contributions and Aids; when 
| God doth imploy his Servants, he doth give ſome Promiſe, to rouſe up.their 
. Spirits, and we have reaſon now to expect the King's Grace in great abun- 
dance ; this is the time, wherein the Subject is to fave the Kingdom of 7reland, 
with the hazard of their Lives and Fortunes. And therefore expe from his 
Majeſty, in a more larger and bountiful Manner, then at other times; A 
time of great Agitation and Ation, their State is ready by preparation to an- 
noy us, and ill and falſe Councils at home, may quickly bring us to Ruin; as 
we have weakneſs at home, ſo we ought to decern the Aftions abroad, where 
great Proviſions are made; and a careleſnefs and improvidence herein, when 
9ur Neighbours are {o provided, and have ſuch great Fleets at Sea, as will open 
a Way to ſuddain Ruin and DeſtruCtion, before we can be prepared, and there- 
fore now the fitteſt time to move the King. _ 

(7) The ſeventh and: laſt-Step ts, That this Alteration of Councils, will 
bring great, Adyantages to the King in his own _ In all our Adtions, 
our Prayers to God ſhould be, that his Name ſhould be Glorified, id our Peti- 
tions to his Majeſty; ſhould bring Honor and Profit and Advantage to him, by 
a diſcouragement to the Rebels, a great part. of their Confidence reſtiug in 
the Evil nſels at home, as by the Examinations appeaxeth: it will be a 
great Encouragement to the King's good Snhjects at home, who hazzard their 
Lives, and give Aid and Contribution, to have things governed for the Pub- 
lick Good ; it will make Men afraid; to prefer Servants to the King thatare ilt | 
Counſellors, when they ſhall come to the Eoaidacion ofthe Parliament, for ma- 
ay-times Servants are Preferred to Princes, foradvantage of Forreign —_— wg 
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This will put an Anſwer into the King's Mouth, againſt all Importunicies, 
that he is to prefer none, but ſuch as will be approved on by Parliament, thoſe 
that are Honorable and molt Ingenious, are apteſt to be troubled in this kind, 
and not to deny, therefore the King-may Anſwer, he hath promiſed his Parlia- 
ment, not to admit of any, but by Advice in Parliament, this will Anſwer 
them all. 

Theſe are Domeſtick Advantages, but it will alſo make us fitter to enter 
into Union and Treaty with Foreign Nations and States, and to be made par- 
takers of the Strength aud Aſliſtance of others; It will fortifie us againſt the 
Deſigns of Foreign Princes ; there hath been common Council at Rowe and 
in Spain, to reduce us to Popery ; if good Counſel at Hoine, we ſhall be the 
better Prepared, to preſerve Peace and Union, and better Reſpe&t from A- 


broad. 
Laſtly, it will make us fit for any Noble Deſign Abroad. 


Let us but turn the Tables, and imagine this Speech ſpoken by ſome 
Loyal Gentleman againſt Mr. Pym and his Confederates, and we ſhall 
find all thoſe miſchiets and dangers from ill Counſels and Evil Counſel- 
lors, the Alteration of Religion, and Subverſion of Laws, the Encourage- 
ment of the 7ri/þ Rebellion, the Impoveriſhment of the Nation, the Loſs 
of Liberty and Property, the Ruin of the King and Kingdom, to be the 
Natural Eflets of their Conſultations and Actions. Bur in Order to ac- 
compliſh their Wicked Deſigns, the People muſt be aftrighted with the 
danger of approaching Popery, the preſent Government traduced with 
intentions of re-introducing it, and the King muſt be Wounded through 
the Sides of the moſt Faithful of his Friends ; Theſe were the Popular 
Arts, by which, after they had by repeated Flatteries, Importunities and 
Promiſes, obtained from the King thoſe Fatal Conceſlions before men- 
tioned, they purſued their Deſign, and by Arming thoſe People, whom 
they had deluded with the pretence of Religion, and hurrying them on 
into Actual Rebellion, they ſought by Violence to obtain that, which 
they could not do by Fraud and Flattery.

Next an Ordinance of Parliament was read, concerning the 7ri/h Af- 
fairs in, he@c verba, Viz. 


HEREAS there is juſt Cauſe to conceive, that diverſe ill Af- 

felted Perſons here being Natives or Inhabitants of Ireland, do 
intend to paſs over thither, to joyn with the Rebels: It is Ordained þ 
the Lords and Commons in Parliament, that no Iriſh Man ſhall paſs out 
of any the Parts of this Kingdom, to return into Ireland, without ſpecial 
Licenſe of the Committees of both Houſes for Iriſh Afﬀairs, of the Lords 
of his Majeſties moſt Honorable Privy Council, or of the Lord Lieute- 
ant of Ireland ; It is further Ordered, That no Arms, Munitjon or Pow- 
der ſhall be tranſported, without ſuch Licenſe as is aforeſaid. It is like- 
wiſe Ordeined by the ſaid Lords and Commons, That whereas upon the 
peruſal of diverſe Letters, and other Intelligence here, there is juſt 
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Carſe to ſuſpeft, that diverſe of his Majeſties -Subjetts in Ireland, had | 
ſome Hand in the Conſpiracy, and Rebellions of the Iriſh. That the Lord | 
Lieutenant ſhall certih from time to time, during his Aboad in England, ! 
into Ireland the Names of ſuch ſuſpefted Perſons, and the the Grounds | 
and Reaſons of the Suſpition, and that thereupon the: Lords Juſtices of | 
Ireland,and the reſt of his Majeſties Coancil there, ſhall enter into Exami- 

nation of the ſaid Parties, and ſhall have Power to commit them to Pri- 

ſon, till the Truth may be fully diſcovered, that ſo they may either be 

cleared, if they be Innocent, or if they be found Guilty, they may be pro- 

ceeded againſt according to the Laws ; And that this Ordinance of Par- 

liament, ſhall be a ſufficient Warrant to the Lord Lieutenant, Lords Ju- 

tices, and Council aforementioned.

And they offer it to their Lordſhips confideration, whether it be not fit 
and convenient, that Mac-guire, and Mac-Mahon be ſent into England, 
for their better ſecurity. Upon the reading of which Letters, it was 
agreed to have a Conference with the Houſe of Commons, and to com- 
municate the Letters to them.

being Queſtioned for the ſuppoſed Crime, whether it be Civil or Criminal 2 
This he doth not plead as a Pardon, which would imply a Crime, which he 
is . not guilty of, but as his own Senſe upon that Att. 

Hereupon the A of Oblivion was read, and afterwards the Lords 
Commiſſioners, that were preſent, did averr, That i» their Treaty with 
the Scots Commiſſioners they never did intend the ſaid Att ſhould Ex- 
tend further than to things paſt between the Two - Kingdoms of England 
and Scotland in matters of Hoſtility, and things thereunto belonging ; and 
not to things to come.

The only thing which was of conſiderable advantage, was, That the 
Magazines were well ſtored with Arms and Ammunition ; For beſides 
| ſeveral Pieces of Artillery, moſt of them fit for preſent Service,there was 
Arms for 10000 Men, 1500 Barrels of Powder, with Match and Ball 
proportionable in the Caſtle of D«41iz ; but this Store was owing to the 
Care and Prudence-of the Wiſe tho Unfortunate Governor the Jate Earl 
of Strafford, whoſe Providence even after his Death became thus Ser- 
viceable towards the preſervation of that Kingdom. 

However in this Extremity of Afairs, the Lords Juſtices and Council, 
ſet themſelves with all poſſible application,to provide againſt this threat- 
ning Tempeſt.

them ; or at leaſt Stript and Deſpoiled them of all they had ; or elſe 
having them and their Goods and Money in their Power, baſely did it 
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themſelves, and it is almoſt a ſhame to Humanity, to repeat the Cruel- 


a greater and eternal Reproach and Infamy to the Prieſts, and thoſe, 
who call themſelves the Religious, of the Romi/ſh Perſuaſion, that they 
were the Actors and Inſtigators of the deluded People, to commit thoſe 
Execrable and Savage Cruelties, as if they were Meritorious and Ac-

But amongſt all theſe Unchriſtian, and even Inhumane Cruelties, 
which were committed generally by the Northern, or as they are ufual- 
ly called, to diſtinguiſh them from the 7-;/þ of the Eng/iſh Extraction, 
meer 7ri/ſh, Truth and Juſtice exacts it from me, to Record the Mercy 
and Compaſſion of ſome, as well as the Cruelty and Barbariſm of others. 
It is very poſſible, T may for this, fall under the Difpleaſure of fome Per- 
ſons, who though their own Hands ſtill retain the Purple Dye of the 
Blood of their fellow Subjets Murdered by them, in the Eng/i/h Rebel- 
lion, yet think every thing an Excuſe of their Brethren in Iniquity the 
Irifh Rebels, which does not involve the whole Nation in a Common 
Guilt.

The Rebels grown now numerous by meeting with little or no -op- 
poſition, and infolent by their Succeſſes, began to think of carrying all 
before them ; and Sir Phelim O Neal had got together a great Army, 
though but in: very ill Equipage, inſomuch that he divided his Body, 
and-with one part marched bn towards Liſnagarny, near the chicf 
Plantation of the Scots, whom hitherto they had profeſſed they would 
permit quietly to live among them, and keep what they were poſleſ- 
ſed of ; and the other part advanced towards the Enz/;/h Pale, and took 
in Dondalk, which they did with little difficulty, there being only one 
Company in the Town of the Army, commanded by a Lieutenant, who 
having neither Arms nor Ammunition quickly yielded the place, which 


tain the Rebels into the Town, as they had before into their Hearts, and 
good Aﬀections. After the taking of this Town, which was about the 
beginning of November, they marched further into the County of Lowzh, 
and took in Ardee, a little Town within Seven Miles of 7Zredah. 


The State had preſent advertiſement from the Lord Moor, of their 
Motions, and the Deſign they had upon 7redah,and the ill poſture it was 
in ; and therefore diſpatched away Sir Henry Tichburn with a Regiment, 
wherein ſeveral, who had been Field-Officers in former Employments, 
voluntarily ſerved as private Captains, who going from D«#/ix the 
third of November: happily arrived:there the next day ; and after them 
ſeveral Troops under the Command of Captain John Slaughter, Lieu- 
tenant to Sir Zhomas Lucas Commiſlary General, 7 homas Graham Lieute- 
nant to Sir Adam Loftus, and others ; by which means that important 
place was preſerved from falling into the hands of the Rebels. 


The Lords Juſtices and Council did alſo with -all diligence apply 
themſelves now to fortifie the City. and Suburbs. of Du4/in, which the

Then was read 
a Paper ( being a Tranſlation out of 7raliar, delivered by the faid Am- 
baſſador)the Contents whereof was as follows. 


Moſt Noble Lords, 


" He Correſpondency betwixt Princes, hath always been the moſt im- 
mediate Ways of a true Intereſt, of maintaining of Eſtates, and of 
continuing of Commerce to the Benefit and Increaſe of the Common- | 
Wealth. 

To'Cultivate this, the moſt great Kings, hath always uſed the utmoſt 
Induſtry, and to facilitate it, they have introduced the Expedient of Am- 
baſſadors to confirm it, betwixt the one and the other Kingdom, In this 
there hath been all Reſpett rendred to all Princes, at all times, not only 
having made the large Prerogatives and Liberties, the very ſame, as I 
may. ſay, with the Poſſeſfion of their Dominions ; and amongſt the moſt re- 
markable and equally neceſſary, that Privilege, by which we may receive 
Letters, and ſend from each Prince, or any Perſon whatſoever without Tn- 
terruption, which is the moſt principal Office of an Ambaſſador. Which 
Prattice, Moſt Noble Lords, is not the Laws of our Nation alone, but ©/nji- 


lick of all Chriſtian Governments, no leſs than amongft the moſt Bar- 
barous. t 

I nevertheleſs cannot ſay, but I have injoyed in this great Court, that 
juſt Reſpef, until the laſt Letters were opened, which came from France 
to me Direfed ; which although they were reſtored by my Lord Fielding 
and Sir Henry Vane, who upon their Etonor, aſſured me, that it was a: 
pure Error, and not willingly committed ;, which though T do Believe, yet 1 
could not perſwade my ſelf, that the Government of England, ſo Nobie and 
Generous, ſhould have Jo inferior. a Mind, as to open the Letters of an 
Ambaſſador, and by this means, to Violate the Laws, and to grove an ill 
Example to the World, of, fo little Rgpen rowaras the Miniſters of the 
moſt Serene Republick of Venice, which for Jo many Ages , hath vi- 
ven a Sincere Teſtimony of Afﬀettion, and Eſteem to this Crown. _ 

But now freſh Experience to my great Afliftioh; hath given Teſtimony 
of the contrary, being yeſterday all the Letters were opened, coming from 
Venice, Antwerp, 4nd. other Countries, and the very Letters writ unto 
me, from the moſt Serene Republick, and the Regal Seal Being broken, and 
the Commiſſion ſeit from my Lords being Public. amd many of my own 
Letters being taken"; the Conſequences of which, oxy be approved of by 
any. «| : k kn 
I have judged it convenient, to give Notice u#tq your Excellencies, 
by which according to the greatneſs of your Wiſdoms, you may take it into 


Conſideration, and take ſuch Reſolutions therein, as you ſhall judge neceſſa-

After this the x 3 Biſhops which ſtand Impeached in this Houſe, from 
the Houſe of Commons, for Crimes in making the late Canons and Con- 
ſtitutions, and granting a Benevolence unto the King, being by Order 
of the Houſe, to put in their Anſwers to the ſaid Impeachment, were re- 
quired by the Speaker, in the Name of this Houſe, to put in their An- 
ſwers.

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(7-) That Offcers be ſent into Munſter for 1000 Foot, and 1 Trey of 
Forſe, and this was the eafter yielded unto,becauſe the Lord Dungaruan in- 
formed, that the Soldiers ſhould receive no Pay, till they were ready to 
March againft the Enemy. 

(8.) That preſent Oyder be taken for ſecaring the Port Towns of Mun- 
ſter; as Cork, Waterford, Limrick, Kynfale, Y oughal, Baltimore, Slego, 
and Gatway in Connaght ; becauſe theſe Towns lie on the South-Weſt of 
Ireland »ear Spain. 

(9.) That the Officers may be ſpeedily ſent for Dublin. 

(10.) It is thought fit by the Committees, that Sir Simon Harcourt 
ſhould have the Sallary of 2.0 s. per diem above the reſt for his Command of 
Dublin. 

(L1.) That the Entertainments of every Regiment of Foot and the Pay 
of the Officers of the Army ſhall be from the Date of their Commiſſions, and 
xy Simon Harcourt to go away preſently, to all which the Lords aſſent- 
ed, 


The Lord Newham reported, That himſelf and the reſt of the Lords 
apprinted by this Houſe, repaired to the Venetian Ambaſſador, and deli. 
vered unto him the Paper Tranſlated into Italian, touching the excuſe for 
opening his Letters, and after he had read it, he preſented unto the Houſe 
great thanks for ſending perſons of ſuch great place in this State unto him, 
and promiſed he would repreſent the ſame to the State of Venice, with as 
much reſpett as he could; But defired that the Kings Ambaſſador may be 
ſent away as ſpeedily as may be to Venice, in the nature of a ſpecial Ambaſ- 
ſador, to make excuſe for this particular Buſineſs, before he Treat of any 
Pablick Afﬀairs ; and for prevention f any Accident for the future,he defires 
to have an Order to the Poſt-Maſter,that his Letters may be ſpeedily ſent him. 
Whereupon the Houſe thought fit That the firſt defire concerning the Ambaſ- 
ſador, k left to the Pleaſure of His Majeſty, and for the other, it was Or- 
dered, That ſuch Pacquets and Letters as are or ſhall be diretted to the 
Venetian Ambaſſador, ſhall be forthwith delivered up to the ſaid Ambaſſa- 
dor's own hands. 

It was this day Ordered, That the Earl of Newport, Maſter of the 
Orduance, ſhall have power by Virtue of this Order to ſend his Commands, 
and Iſſue forth Warrants for the bringing up the Mazazine of Arms and 
Ammunition, remaining now in Kingſton «pon Hull, unto the Tower of 
London for the ſecuring cf the Kingdom. 

It was alſo Ordered, That becauſe the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland hath 
not been inveſted in the Formality of his Place by the receiving of the Sword 
in Ireland, That his Lordſhip ſhall have power by Virtue of this Order to 
give Command to the Lords Juſtices of Ireland to ſeize upon the perſons of 
any that are ſuſpefted , until ty ſhall clear themſelves unto the ſaid 
Lords Fuſtices there, 

At a Conference this day, the Commons defired, That the firſt fix 
Articles of Inftruttions to the Commiſſioners in Scotland; to which the Lords 
had already agreed with ſome little Alterations, as that zo000 Men might 
be raiſed in Scotland for the ſervice of Ireland, might be ſpeedily ſent a- 
way by Mr. Pickering ; and for the remaining Articles touching ill Counſel 
and Connſellors, they defire their Lordſhips would joyn therein, and they will 
tarry four or five days for their Lordſbips Reſolutions. : 

Whereupon the 6 Articles were di&tintly read over again, and the 
Houſe agreed to them all, and Reſolved to take the reſt into Conſidera- 
tion hereafter.

The Humble Petition of the Lords and Commons in Parliament. 


Moſt Gracious Soveraign, 


WW Hereas this Meſſenger Mr. Pickering is imployed with Inſtruftions to 
our Committees in Scotland, to Petition your Majefty to propourd to 
your Parliament of Scotland our defire of ſome Aids from that Kingdom fer 
the ſuppreſſing of the Rebels in Ireland; if it fall out, that your Majeſty 
all be come out of Scotland , or our Committees before the Arrival 
of this Meſſenger there, We humbly beſeech your Majeſty to give Authori- 
ty to the ſaid Mr. Pickering to preſent the ſaid Inſtruttions to the Parlia- 
ment of Scotland and to bring back their Anſwer to the Parliament of Eng- 
land. Which teing read was Approved by the Houſe. 


In the Commons Houſe Sir Thomas Barrington Reports the Anſwer 
of rhe City, That the Committee who were Ordered to carry the Letters 
which came laſt from Ireland to the City,to ſtir them up to lend Money, found 
a great deal of willingneſs and readineſs in the City to doit; the Lord 
Mayor defired to know the particulars we had in Charge for their ſecurity, 


which being made known unto them together with the miſerable condition of 


Ireland, Mr. Recorder did very much promote the Buſineſs, and preſſed 
them to give their Votes : but before they did that,they defired by way of Pro. 
poſitions to offer ſomething, not by way of Contratt, to this Honourable Houſe, 
(1.) That the Money ſhould be paid as the Att was paſſed. (2.) That by 
reaſon of the Privilege of the Members of both Houſes, and by reaſon of 
the Proteftions granted eſpecially by the Lords, a vaſt Sum of Money is de- 
tained from them, ſo that Trade cannot be driven, nor are they ſo ena- 
Bled to lend Money, as they deſire, for the ſervice of the Commor.-wealth. 
(3.) They ſaid they were ſenſible of the miſeries of the Proteſtants in Ire- 
land, and of the Power of the Papiſts there ; and therefore did preſs with 
much earneſtnefs, That the Perſons of the Popi(h Lrrds, ard other Perſons 
of Quality here in England might be ſecured, leſt the ſame Deſign might be 
intended by them here, which they have cauſe to fear. Next, That there 
were divers Laws and good Motions ſent up 10 the Lords for the good of 
this Church and Common-wealth, and that the great Impediment which did 
ariſe there that they paſſed not, was from the Biſhops, and they did conceive 
that ſo long as their Votes was in the Parliament, it would be a hindrance 
to the Progreſs of all good Laws and Motions; and therefore they deſired a 
farther endeaveur to take away their Votes; This being thus ſaid by them, 
they put it to the Vote for lending Money,and not one Hand or Vote againſt 
it ; And they did further declare, That if the Lord Mayor would ſend to 
?very Ward they would preſently pay the Money, or ſubſcribe to do it in a 
ſhort time. 


The Reader may now obſerve, That the City began to Dance after 
the Pipe of the Faction at Weſtminſter ; and to load the poor Biſhops 
with being the Cauſe of the ſtoppage of the intended Reformation : 
They had wreſted the Lord Mayor's Prerogative from him in the Ele- 


ion of one of the Sheriffs, as before was ſhewn ; and did with great 
| induſtry 
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endeavour to get the Government of the City out of the -hands 
of thoſe who were of known Loyalty to the Crown, and Aﬀection to 
the Church, 

The Faction in the Commons Houſe needed not this- Spur, t6 quic- 
ken the Career of their Animoſity againſt the Lords the Biſhops g howa 
ever it was extream welcome to them, and an uſual Artifice by their 
Agents to. put both the City and Country upon Directing and Petition- 
ing, what they had a mind to bring to paſs ; this gave a great colour 
to their proceedings, as being agreeable to the deſire of the Nation, the 
mind of the People of England, and the wiſhes of the City ; tor thoſe 
of their Tribe, though not the qoth part of the City, Nation, or People, 
yet they took upon them theſe great Names : And this Arrogant Uſur- 
pation of making themſelves the Repreſentatives of the good People of 
England, was a vanity which was inſeparable to the Party, and which 
we ſhall find them making Uſe of upon all occaſions.

This Vote ſeems to be given at all adventure, for after the Vote, a 
Committee was appointed to conſider of the Plea and Demurrer, and 
to pteſent their Opinion, what they think fit to.be done upon it ; and 
after ſome time, Serjeant W7/d Reported, That after a long Debate in 
the Committee, and variety of Opinions, they came at laſt to this Conclu- 
fron, That this Plea and Demurrer is Dilatory and inſufficient : juſt as 
the Houſe had Voted before, and without ſhewing any Reaſons why ; 
but that theſe x2 Biſhops have made no' Anſwer, and therefore to de- 
fire the Lords, That they may put in a peremptory Anſwer, ſuch as they 
will ſtand unto. 

There is not the meaneſt Freeholder in Eng/anud, but by the Com- 
mon Law of England, ought to have had the Liberty to have a Demur- 
rer argued ; and unleſs it could be over-ruled by ſound Reaſon and 
Law, it muſt have been allowed a good Plea : and yet theſe venerable 
Men, who had all the ſecurity that the A/agna Charta, the Common 
and Statute Law could afford them, for their Right of Peerage, and 
Voting in Parliament ; could not be allowed that Common Right, but 
without the leaſt ſhadow or Error in the Plea and Demurrer aſſigned, 
| muſt be obliged to give another Anſwer : This was the Juſtice of thoſe 
Men and Times.

Country, and Reformers of Religion, yet wanted there not ſome Brave 
Spirits who to their Eternal Reputation, dareſt even in the face of the 
Breach indeavour to ſtop the Deluge of Schiſm and the Inundations of 
Errors, which they apparently faw muſt overwhelm the Church upon 
throwing down the Banks of Epiſcopal Order and Government. How 
Unwelcom theſe bold Truths were to the Faction, appears by an Order 
of the Houſe of Commons of this Day made purpoſely to diſcountenance 
Petitions of this Nature, for maintaining the Church Government as by 
Law it was Eſtabliſhed ; and to deterr others from attempting to give 
them any Interruption in their pretended Reformation.

the making of a Book Intituled, The Grievances and Errors of the Service- 
Book, and that the Company of the Stationers, do take Care to fird out the 
Printer of the ſame. 

Ordered, That Thomas Wall hal be reſtored to his former Imployment, 
about the pper Houſe if Parliawent,* which, altbough it is in the Gentle- 
man ſhers diſpoſure, yet the Lords do preſome, that he will give way unto 
it, 'by\reafon that his Diſmiſſon from the Imployment, was by Order of this 
Houſe, for the regleft of his Duty to their Lerdſhips only and the Buſineſs 
that. concerned the Houſe, | .

The Lord Brooks acquainted the Lord, That he had informed the Ve- 
netian' Ambaſſador with the Order of this Houſe, concerning Prieſts yy Je- 
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ſuits, and the Ambaſſador ſaith, he hath none that are the King's Native 
Subjefts, if he had any ſuch, he would diſcharge them ; as for Father Jones 
and Father Andrews, he ſaith, he knows none ſuch. 

The Petition of Robert Philips the Pricſt was read, Craving Pardon 
for having preſented formerly to their Lordſhips, ſuch Petitions as have not 
afforded expetted Satisfattion, which he humbly beſeecheth may not be im- 
puted to his backwardneſs, but rather unto want of Experience, in forming 
Petitions of that Nature, And farther he beſeecbeth their Lordſhips to be- 
lieve, that from his Heart, he is ſorry for having adminiſtred unto their 
Lordſhips, any Occaſion of ſo high an Offence, by letting fall Words touch- 
ing the Bible of the Church of England, and proteſteth, that his Deſign 
was not to affront their Lordſhips, .or the profeſſed Religion of this King- 
dom ; and he did aſſure their Lordſhips, That as all Catholick Subjefts have 
ever done, ſo he did neither refuſe to ſwear upon the Engliſh Bible, nor 
held himſelf diſobliged to Anſwer truely whatſoever was Demanded. 

He therefore humbly beſeecheth their Lordſhips to Pardon his great Of- 
fonce, upon this his humble Submiſſion and Acknowledgment, and to grant 
his Inlargement ,aſſuring their Lordſhips he is moſt willing and ready, not 
only to depoſe the Truth ( as by his Oath he is bound F in whatſoever 
ſhall be Interrogated in this particular Cauſe, but alſo ſhall ever Pray, 
GLC. 

Upon which their Lordſhips ſent a Meſſage to the Commons, giving 
them ag account of this Petition, and to let them know, that having 
given this SatisfaCtion, they were inclined to Pardon him, but will not 
releaſe him out of his Impriſonment, betore they had acquainted them 
therewith, according to their Lordſhips former Ingagement. 

Sir Zenry Yane brought up a Liſt of the Names of ſuch Papiſts, as the 
Houſe of Commons defired ſhould be ſecured ; as alſo an Order for 
the Lord Admiral to ſet forth 4 Ships for the Service of 7reland, in 
which they deſired the Lords to joyn with them. 

Then were read two Letters, trom the Lords Juſtices in 7relaxd, dat- 
ed Nov. 13th 1641. the one to the Lord Keeper, the other to the Lord 
Lieutenant, the Purport of which was, 

That ſome Ships may be appointed to Guard the Coaſts of Ireland, That 
the Rebels have taken divers Houſes and Caſtles, That they have ſpoiled 
the County of Cavan, and have made a Remonſtrance of the Ground of their 
Revolt. 

They defire that 10000 Foot, and 1000 Horſe with Arms and Munition 
and 100901. be preſently ſent them, with a Supply of Vifuals and Oats for 
Horſes. 

And laſtly, they preſented an Examination of one William Shales, taken 
the 15th of November «pou Oath, miniſtred by the Clerk of the Council of 
Ireland &y Diretion of the Board, which Examination was read in the 
Houſe, as followeth, 


Illiam Shales, Sergeant of the Foot Company under the Command 

of Sir Arthur Loftus Xnight, ſaith, That about the latter End of 
April Ja/t, he being then in Norfolk at Oxborough Z7all in the Houſe of 
Sir Henry Beddingfield, the ſaid Sir Henry hearing that this Examinant 
was lately come out of Ireland, ſent for him in to his Garden, whither when 
he came, he found the ſaid Sir Henry walking with one Poole, (whom this 
Examinant ſuppoſeth was a Prieſt ) and ſaith, That as ſoon as he came into 
the ſaid Garden, the ſaid Sir Henry asked him whether he knew how the 
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ſtate of Ireland then ſtood > To which the Examinant ſaid, That he thought 
that all things were quiet and at Peace there. Why (quoth S;r Henry) 
doth the Army there do nothing! To which the Examinant Replied,That 
they carried themſelves quietly, and that any man might walk in Ireland 
with a Thouſand pounds and a Wand only in his hand. He ſaith alſo, That 
the ſaid Sir Henry told him, That he was about to take a Houſe in Kil- 
kenny of one of the Butlers, for that there was no ſafety in England for 
any of his Religion ; and asked of the Examinant, Whether there were 
any good Hawking thereabouts 2 To which: the Examinant ſaid That there 
was. Then the ſaid Sir Henry ſaid, That now his Mind was altered, and 
that he meant to ſtay in England ; and added, That he did believe, that 
before Chriſtmaſs Day next, there ſhould be ſeen ſuch CombuFtions in 
England a»d Ireland, as the like were never ſeen before ; and thereupon 
Curſed the Scots as Authors of theſe Troubles.

till the further Pleaſure of the Houſe be known.

Mr. Speaker, In the Form of this Remonſtrance, if it were preſented to 
you from a full Committee, yet I am bold to make this Quezce, Whether that Com- 
mittee have preſented to us any heads in this Remonſtrance which were not firſt 
agitated here, and recommended to them from this Houſe: if they have, there 
wanteth then (for ſo much) the Formal Power that ſhould aQtuate and enlive 
the work ſo brought unto us: as may be well obſerved by peruſing the Or- 
der (now above a Twelve Month old) for conſtituting that Committee. 

In the matter of this Remonſtrance 1 except againſt ſeveral Particulars, but 
upon the tranſient reading of it, (not having any view thereof )-I will gather up 
wo inſtances only, very obvious, very eaſfie to be obſerved. 

Firſt, (as was alſo obſerved by a Learned Noble Lord who ſpake laſt) here is a 
Charge of a High Crime againſt all the Biſhops in the Land, and that above all 
proof that yet I have heard. 

Your words are, Idolatry introduced by command of the B B. 

What ? Plain, Flat, Formal Idolatry? name the Species of this Idolatry, that 
is introduced by the Biſhops, that is (for indefinite propoſitions are zquipollent 
to univerſal) by all the Biſhops, and by a command of theirs. 

Certainly Sir, Idolatry (in the practice of it) is a very viſible ſin; and the 
Command of the Biſhops was either legible or audible. Who hath read this 
Command ? who hath heard this Command? who hath ſeen this all Command- 
ed Idolatry ? and can aſflign wherein it is ? 

Some ſuperſtition in DoErines, and in Praftices, by ſome Biſhops, this is not 
the queſtion : but the odious Apoſtacy of Idolatry. Give me leave to ſay. 

No Man in this Houſe can Charge 8nd Prove all the Biſhops, no nor half of 
them, I dare ſay, not any three among them : perhaps (and trulyl think ſo) not 
one among them all, to haye iſſued forth any one Command for Idolatry. If 
any man can, let him ſpeak and convince me, I loye to be reformed. In the 
mean timel deſire to offer you ſome particulars in Barr, and by way of Oppoſal 
co this Charge. * | 
The Learned, Pious, and Painful Biſhop of Durham hath fought in Front a- 
gainſt Roman Superſtition and Idolatry. . 

The Biſhop of Lincoln was the firlt of Note, that gave check to our Papal 
Mis-leaders and Altarian Innovators. He ſtood in gap of that Inundation, and 
was a ſufferer for us. 

The Biſhop of Exeter (however miſtaken in the Divinity of Epiſcopacy) hath 
ever had the repute both of a good Man, and a good Biſhop. He hath nor only 
held and maintained his ſtation, but advanced alſo, and made good Impreſſion 
upon the Idolaters of Rome. ; 

Mr. Speaker, This bath been a very Accuſative Age : yet have I not heard any 
Superſtition (much leſs Idolatry) charged (much leſs proved) upon the ſeveral 
Biſhops of London, Wincheſter, Cheſter, Carliſle, Chicheſter. 


Parcite paucorum crimen diff undere in omnes. 


Not for love unto the perſons ef the Biſhops, but for Honour to our Religi- 
on, although the times of late have been ſomewhat darkened ; yet, let not us 
make the day blacker in report then it is in truth. 

In the laſt place I obſerve a promiſe in general words, That Learning (hall be 
rather advanced then diſcouraged : Sed quid verba audio, cum fatta videam. 
] Great rewards do beget great endeavours : and certainly (Sir) when the great 
| Baſon and Ewer are taken out of the Lottery, you ſhall have few adventures for 
1 ſmall Plate and Spoons only. ERS 

If any Man could cut the Moon out all into little Stars : although we might 
ſtill have the fame Moon, or as much in ſmall pieces; yet we ſhall want both 
light and influence. : 

To hold out the Golden Ball of Honour and of Profit, is both policy and ho-. 
 neſty ; and will be Operative upon the beſt natures, and the moſt Pious Minds. 

But (Mr. Speaker) if I obſerve aright ; Learning (I mean Religious Learn- 
ing) in this Remonſtrance is for one half thereof utterly unthought on. And 


|vecaule I hear often Speech of one half, but ſeldome mention of the other, 
give 
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give me leave (1 beſeech you) in this Theam a little to enlarge my ſelf: if 
your Remonſtrance once paſs, it will be too late (I fear) to enter this Plea, 

It is I dare fay, the unanimous wiſh, the concurrent ſence of this whole 
Houſe to go ſuch a way, as may beſt ſettle and ſecure an able , learned, and 
fully ſufficient Miniſtery among us. This ability , this ſufficiency muſt be of 
two ſeveral ſorts, 

It is one thing to be able to Preach and to fill the Pulpit well; it is another 
ability to confute the perverſe Adverſaries of truth, and to ſtand in that breach. 
The firſt of theſe, gives you the wholſome food of ſound Doctrine ; the other 
maintains it for you, and defends it from ſuch Harpies -as would deyour or elſe 
polute it. Both of theſe are ſupremely neceſſary tor us, and for our Religion: 

Both are of Divine Inſtitution. The Holy Apoſtle requireth both, th 
Tagzrdniiy & inkbyxew. Firſt to Preach, That be be able with ſound Doltrine to ex- 
hore : and they Kat Tovs avrinippVlass by xo and ro convince the gainſayers. For 
(ſaich he) there are many deceivers whoſe Mouths muſt be ſtope. 

Now Sir, to my purpoſe : theſe double Abilities, theſe ſeveral ſufficiencies, 
may perhaps ſometime meet together in one and the ſame man: but ſeldorhe, 
very {eldome, ſo ſeldome that you ſcarce can find a very few among thouſands 
rightly qualified in both. 

Nor 1s this ſo much infelicity of our, or any times, as it is generally the 
incapacity of Man, who cannot eaſily . raiſe himſclf up to double Excellen- 
cies, 

Knowledge in Religion doth extend it ſelf into ſo large, ſo vaſt a Sphear, 
that many (for haſt) do cut croſs the Diameter, and find weight enough 1in half 
their work : very few do or can travel the whole Circle round. 

Some one in an Age(perhaps)may be found;who as Sir Francis Drake about the 
Terreſtrial Globe, may have travelled the Celeſtial Orbe of Theological Learn- 
ing, both for controverſal, and for inſtructive Divinity. 

The incomparable Primate of Ireland deſerves firſt to be named. Biſhop Morton 
(whom I mentioned before) is another Reverend Worthy, and hath Highly de- 
ſerved of our Church in both capacities, Fewel (of Pious Memory) another Biſhop 
never to be forgotten. Some few others 1 could name, able and aCtive both for 
Pulpit and the Pen. But Sir, theſe be Rare aves, there are very few of them. 

The Reaſon is evident. For whilſt one Man doth chiefly intend the Pul- 
pit Exerciſes, he is thereby diſabled for Polemick Diſcourſes: and whil'ſt ano- 
ther indulgeth to himſelf the faculty of his Pen, he thereby renders himſelf 
the weaker for the Pulpit. Some Men aiming at Eminency in both, have 
proved but mean proficients in either. For it is a Rule, and a ſure one.

Now Sir, ſuch a way, ſuch a temper of Church-Government and of Church- 
Revenue, I muſt wiſh, as may beſt ſecure unto us both: both for preaching to 
us at home, and for convincing ſuch as are abroad. 

Let me be always ſure of ſome Champions in our 1/rael, ſuch as may be 
ready and able to Fight the Lord's Bartel againſt the Philiſtims of Rome, the 
Socinians of the North, the Arminians and Semi-Pelagians of the Weſt : and ge- 
nerally againſt Hereticks and Atheiſts evey where. God increaſe the number 
of his Laborers within his Vineyard : {ſuch as may Plentifully and Powerfully 
preach Faith and good Life among us. But never let us want ſome of theſe 
Watchmen alſo about our Iſrael, ſuch as may from the Everlaſting Hills ( fo 
the Scriptures are called ) watch for us, and deſcry the common Enemy, which 
way ſoever he ſhall approach. Let us maintain both Pen and Pulpit. Let no 
Ammonite perſwade the Gileadite, to fool out his right Eye, unleſs we be wil- 
ling to make a League with DeſtruCftion, and to wink at Ruine, whilſt it 
comes upon us. 

Learning (Sir) it is invaluable: the loſs of Learning, it is not in one Age 
recoverable. You may have obſerved;that there hath been a continual Spring,a 

erpetual growth of Learning ever fince it pleaſed God, firſt to light Luther's * 
Candle: I might have faid Wickiif"s,and juſtly fo I do; for even from that time 


anto this day, and night and hour, this light hath encreaſed ; and all this 
while 
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while our better cauſe hath gained by this light ; which doth convince our | Nowem, 
Miſo-muſiſts, and doth evict that Learning and Religion, by their mutual ſup-| | - 41 
port, are like Hypocrites Twyns, they laugh and Mourn together. LARRY 

But Sir, . notwithſtanding all this ſo long encreaſe of learning, there is Terra 

incognita,a great Land of Learning not yet diſcovered; our Adverſaries are day- 
ly Tradmg, and we muſt: not ſit down and give over, hut muſt encourage and 
maintain, and encreaſe the number. of-our painful Adventurers for. the Golden 
Fleece z and except the Fleece be of Gold, you ſhall have no Adventurers. 
_ Sir, weall do look that our Cauſe ſhould be defended : if the Fee be poor, | 
the Plea will be bur, faigt., Our Cauſe is good, our Defence is juſt : let us 
take care'that it be ſtrong; which for my part, I do clearly and ingeniouſly 
profeſs, I cannot,expect ſhould be performed by the Pariſh Miniſter, no not ſo 
well as hitherto it hath been.

How ſhall we with -one hnndred Pound, (perhaps two hundred Pound) per 
annum, with a Family, and with conſtant Preaching, be able, either in Purſe 
for Charge, or in leifure for time, or in Art for $kill, to this ſo chargeable, 
ſo different, ſo- difficult, a- work? I ſpeak it (Mr. Speaker) and Pardon my 
want of Modeſty if I fay, I ſpeak it not unknowingly : Six hundred Pound is 
but a mean expence in Books, and will advance but a moderate Library. Pains 
and Learning miſt have a teward of Honour and Profit proportional : and ſo 
long as our Adverſaries will contend, we muſt maintain the Charge, or elſe 
lay-down the Cauſe. _ | FDI

The Bill for ſecuring Papiſts, teing preſented by the King's Council 
was read a firſt and ſecond time this Day, and committed to a Commit- 
tee, who with ſome few amendment of Names, and little Alterations

in the fame Order : The Trumpets and Pendants of each Company, 
ſtanding in the Front, and then the Companies themſelves ; the youn- 
geſt being next to the Pendant, and fo upwards by Seniority, to the 
Maſter of the Company, who took his place laſt. Then began the 
Pendant and Youngeſt of the next Company to make their Stand, and 
ſo in Order, till they care to St. Lawrence Lane's End ; there being five 
Foot diſtance from one Horle to another, in which ſpace ſtood each 
Horſe-man's Foot-man with a Truncheon in his hand, ſo making a 
Guard for their Majeſties, and the reſt of the Train to paſs through : 
And it fell out that moſt of the Companies of Horſe were placed right 
againſt their own Companies in the Standings. The People that were 
Spectators in the Streets, were beſtowed part behind the Horſe, and 
part behind the Liveries ; and by this good Order, their Majeſties and 
the whole Train paſſed quietly, and without the leaſt interruption. 
Their Majeſties coming along Corn-hi/, ſeven Trumpets that were 
in the Clock-houſe of the Royal Exchange, gave their ſecond welcom 
into the City ; and as they paſſed along, the Conduit in Corn-hi/, and 
the great Conduit in Cheapfhide ran with. Claret Wine, to expreſs 
the Liberality of the City for that Joyful Day : And all the Way as their 
Majeſties paſſed along the Streets refounded again with the Loud and 
Joyful Acclamations of the People, crying, God bleſs and long live KING 
CHARLES and QYVEEN MART, and their Majeſties reciprocally and

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of was a Table ſet from the upper to the lower end of it ; at theſe two 
Tables, the Lords and Ladies that attended their Majeſties were to Dine, 
between which was a ſpacious Way left covered with Green Bayes, 
whereon their Majeſties were to paſs where they ſhould dine. 

In the Weſt part of the Hall below the Gate, on the South fide, was a 
long Table placed for the Gentlemen Penſioners; and in all other Rooms, 
that were not for their Majeſties Retirement, Tables were likewiſe pre- 
pared for ſeveral ſorts of their Majeſties attendants. 

Dinner was ſerved up in this manner ; From their Majeſties Table to 
the Dreſſer, which was at the Weſt End of the Hall, ſtood the 8 Livery 
Men before mentioned, in two Ranks about 2 yards diſtance from each 
other, Face to Face ; one Rank of them receiving from the Dreſſer the 
King's Meat, and the other the Prince's; at one and the ſame time; they 
never ſtirred from their places, but delivered the ſeveral Diſhes from one 
to another, till it came to the Sewers, who placed them upon the Table. 
Their Majeſties Table was furniſhed with four Courſes, the firſt conſiſt- 
ing in 50 Diſhes of Cold Meats, as Brawn, Fiſh, and Cold baked Meats, 
planted upon the Garniſh or ſide Table ; the other three were of all forts 
of Fiſh; Fowl and Fleſh, to the Number of 120 Diſhes of the Choiceſt 
Kinds that could be procured :' After which was ſerved up a moſt Excel- 
lent and well ordered Banquet of all forts of Sweet-meats and Confe&ti- 
ons wet and dry. | 

At the High Table Dined His Majeſty, his Royal Conſort the Queen, 
the Prince, the Duke of 7ork, the Princeſs Mary, and the Prince Elector 
Palatine, in this Order ; The King fate under the Cloth of Eſtate, and 
Her Majeſty cloſe to him on his left hand ; On his right hand, about a 
yard diſtance, fate the Prince ; and about the fame diftance from his 
Highneſs fate the Prince EkQtor : At Her Majeſties left hand, about a 
yard diſtance, was placed the Princeſs Mary, and not far trom her the 
Duke of 7ork. 

The Service for the Tables of the Lords and Ladies was thus ordered : 
The Laveries before mentioned,. after the Meat was placed on the high 
Table, ſerved up Dinner to thoſe Tables, but in a diftcrent-poſture ; tor 
whereas before, they ſtood in two Ranks Face to Face, they now turned 
Back to Back, becauſe the Diſhes being ſerved to both Tables together, 
the one Rank of them might face to one Table, and the other to the 
other's To theſe two Tables were appointed 10 Meſles;confiſting of 500 
Diſhes. | 

Theſe two Tables being furniſhed, care was taken*for the reſt of the 
Train, that were thought fit to be entertained within the Hall, who were 
all ſerved fo plentifully,that not one perſon was heard to go diſcontented 
away : A large Proviſion was-made abroad for the Guard, Footmen, 
Coachmen and the like. 

Their Majeſties were extreamly pleaſed as well with the Excellent 
Management, as the Plenty and Splendor of the Entertainment ; and 
Dinner being Ended, the King ſent for Mr. Fohn Pettus, a Gentleman 
of an Ancient Family in the County of Suffolk, and beſtowed the Honor 
of Knighthood upon him, as a mark of his Favour to the Lord Mayor, 
whoſe Davghrter he had married. 

{heir Me)-ftizs having repoſed themſelves ſome little time after Din- 
ner, the Day-s being ſhort, ccmmand: was given lor their Departure, 
and about tour of the Cleck they drew: up, and 1n the ſame Order, 
with which they were Condudtted into the City, they were allo attend- 


ed 


. - 
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ed to White-Hall, with this only difference, that whereas jn the Morn- 
ing the Footmen carried Truncheons in their Hands, they now went 
with lighted Torches or Flambeaux, which gave ſo great a Light, as 
that the Night ſeemed to be turned into Day. As they paſſed along, 
the Trumpets and City Muſick were placed in ſeveral Parts, Sounding 
and Playing, which together with the continued joyful Acclamations ot 
the People, made the Streets ring again; the Conduits in Cheapfide and 
Fleet-ftreet all the while running with Wine. In their Paſſage by the 
South door of St. Paz/'s Cathedral, the Quire, with Sackburs and Cor- 
nets; ſung an Anthem of praiſe to God, with Prayers for their Majeſties 
long Lives, that his Majeſty was extreamly pleaſed with it, and gave 
them very particular Thanks, as all: the way of his Paſſage, He uſed 
ſuch Expreſſions of his high Contentment, and Senfe of the AﬀeCtions 
of his People, that there ſeemed to be a kind of Emulation between him 
and the City, which ſhould moſt expreſs their kindneſs to each other. 
The Citizens bleſſing and praying for their Majeſties and their Roy- 
al 1ſſue, and: their Majeſties returning the ſame Bleſſings upon the 
Heads of the Citizens. 

The King was in this manner, amidſt a thouſand Prayers and Accla- 
mations, Condudted to his Palace at White-Hall, where the Lord Ma- 
jor roman, humbly to take his leave of , his Majeſty, the King out of 
the abundance of his excellent good Diſpoſition, was graciouſly pleaſed 


him in Charge, that in his Name, he ſhould return his Thanks to the 
whole City. 

One would be apt to think by this Days Solemnity, that there was 
not a more Loyal City, or a more happy Prince in the whole Univerſe ; 
and to ſay the Truth, it may be, the better part of the City, was never 
| more ſincere in their AfﬀeCtions to this moſt Excellent Prince, and could 
they have kept the Governing Power in their Hands, they would have 


tho poſlibly one of the moſt Splendid, Magnificent and well Managed, 
that ever was given to.a King of Eng/and. 
But the prevailing Fatticn at Weſtminſter, who knew it would be im- 


Aſſiitance of London, the Magazine of Men and Money, never ceaſed to 
attuate the Rabble, and inferior Ranks of People, and to Incenſe them 
againſt the Loyal and Governing Part, till by Tumults, Outrages and 
Violences, they . had wreſted the Power wholly out of the Loyal 
Hands, and veſted it in ſuch Perſons, as they were aſſured would be fer- 
viceable to their Intereſt and Deſigns, as hereafcer in the ſubſequent Re- 
lation we ſhall ſee. 

And now poſlibly it will be expeCted, that I ſhould gratify the Rea- 
der with an Account of the TranſaQtions of that Parliament in Scor- 
land, during his Majeſtie's Preſence among them; and if I cannot here.

For during the late aboad of his Royal Highneſs, the 1Iluſtri- 
ous Prince Fames Duke of Tork in that Country, to whoſe prudent 
ConduQ, not only Scot/and owes fo much, for its preſent Peace, Eſta- 
bliſhment and Tranquility, but even Exgland, is as ſenſible of the good 
Efte&s of his Preſence there, as a. it has been, of the ill Influ- 
ence the Counſels and Aftions of that Nation, haye had upon the At-

to imbrace the Lord Major, heartily thanking him, and with all giving 


given other Teſtimonies of their Loyalty, then this Entertainment,

in Divinity one of his Royal Highneſles Chaplains, to procure me an

London, and when upon his moſt Gracious Majeſties happy Reſtaurati- 
on, the King was pleaſed to comitiand the reſtoring of them to that his 
Ancient Kingdotn, as a mark of his Favor, and thezr regained Liberty, 
the Ship which was imployed for their Tranſportation, was unfortunate- 
ly loſt, and Periſhed in her Voyage thithet : and though I did not 
the leaſt doubt of 'the Truth of this Account, from a Perſon of my Au- 
thors Integrity and Honor, yet ſo Induſtrious was I, to preſent the 
World with ſomething, that might look like an Indeavor, to fatisfie in 
this particular, ' that hoping; at leaſt, that the Titles of the Afts and 
Graces which then paſſed, were not alſo Shipwrack't, I had recourſe to 
the Collection of the Scottiſh Laws and Statutes, made by Sir Thomas 
Murray of Glendovk, and now lately Printed by his Majeſties ſpecial 
Warrant ; but tomy great difappointment, from the Parliament hol- 
den in. the Year 1633 in the Reign of the Royal Martyr, till the year 
1661 in the firſt Parliament holden in Scotland, after his Majeſties hap- 
py Reſtauration, I find a Breach and Interruption, and not fo much as 
the Titles of any of thoſe A&s, which paſſed during the time of thoſe 
diſmal Revolutions; Providence it ſelf ſeeming concerned to Eraſe and 
obliterate the Records, and Remembrance of the Diſloyalty of that 


| Generation of Men, that ſo their Actions might not remain upon Re- 


cord, as ill Prefidents to Peſterity : and indeed the Loyalty of the pre- 
ſent Nobility and Gentry of that Kingdom, has in a great meaſure ex- 
piated the Crimes and Errors of their Predeceſfors, as will evidently ap- 
pear, both by their late firme adherence to the Intereſts of the Crown, 
during the Commotions raiſed by the Presbyterian Fa&tion in that 
Kingdom in the Year 1678. and by their annulling all the Praceed- 
ings of the Conventions, Afſemblies and Parliaments from the Year 1640 
till the Year 1661, | 

I have met with ore Particular however in a little Book; written as 
was ſuppoſed by Mr. James Zowel, concerning the Trahfattions of thoſe 
Times, where he mentions a Law which then paſſed, which was very 
remarkable, which he ſaith, was the'reviving of an old Statute to the 
fame Effet, which they cauſed to be Pubttſhed throughout the whole 
Realm of Scotland, by which it way Statute and Ordained, That 7t 
ſhould be dereftable and damnable Treaſon in the higheſt Degree, for any of 
the Scots Nation conjunttly, or fingly, to levy Arms, or any Military For- 
ces, upon any Pretext whatſoever, without the King's Royal Commiſfon ;

Leſhly was ſo tranſported at this extraordinary Bounty and unexpected, 
as well as unmerited Honof, that he often proteſted, and once particu- 
larly at Perth upon his Knees, in the Houſe of the Earl of Xeou!, that

And for Duke Hamilton, there having been a ptetended Conſpiracy 
againſt him and Argyle, which though the Proof amounted to nothing 
at all, yet the Information had ſome oblique RefleXions upon his Ma- 
jeſty, the King who could not conceal his reſentment of this Carriage 
in ZZamilton, which he had fo little merited from him, when he delive- 
red him his Patent of Duke, in Parliament, according to the Cuſtom of 
that Nation, he told him, that he had ngt deſerved to be diſtruſted by 
him, who could not but remember, thaFwhen he was accuſed to him of 
High Treafon, yet he permitted him even then to lye in his Bed-Cham- 
ber ; this made ZZamzi/ton outwardly appear much troubled, for having 
given the King ſo juſt occaſion of Diſpleaſure ; but his great Intereſt in 
the Faftion, tormerly mentioned out of the Earl of Mancheſter's Me- 
moires, notwithſtanding all that hath been ſaid by an able Pen, in vin- 
dication of him, ſeems not able to guard his Innocence, from the com- 
mon Fame which went of him, that he betrayed the greateſt Secrets of 
the King to the Junto, which managed the two Houſes of Parliament, 
and that by the opportunity of being of the Bed-Chamber, he took the

for now his Majeſty hopes, that his Preſence. will be a Prote(tion to the 
Parliament. But if there be Occaſion, and his Majeſty ſees Reaſens for it, 
ke will be very forward to take Care there be ſufficient Guards to ſecure 
the Parliament. Which was alſo ordered to be added to the Conference 
which was to be with the Commons. | 
In the Commons Journal there is the ſame Meſlage with this addi- 
tion, That if need be to have a Guard hereafter his Majeſty will be as glad 
to have a Guard as any other. 
A Meſlage was alſo ſent by George Goring Eſq; 7o let their Lordſhips

1 Holland, whzleft their Troops were all ſingle, yet for the time 
they were to render Service in the Field, they formed Regiments of them, 
which had their Colonels and Majors appointed for that time ; which 
though they had no certain Pay by theſe F laces, Tet they had other A4d- 
vantages, by Governments, Commanderies,Companies of Foot, Quarters and 
ſuch like things,to better their Condition ; and at laſt the Prince of Orange 
found it more convenient to ſettle the ſaid Commands to Colonels and Mas 
jors, although it were to the greater Charge of the State. 

(7.) Finally, The General Pratlice of all Nations, as the Germans, 
Swedes, French,&c. which have tryed all manner of wayes, have for greas 
ter conveniency certainly formed their Cavalry into Regiments, aud mot 
of them alſo allow a Lieutenant Colonel to every Regiment.

A Fourth, to diaffeft the King to Parliaments by ſlanders, and falſe imputations, 
| and by putting bim upon other ways of ſupply, which in ſhew and appearance were | 
fuller of advantage, then the ordinary cour ſe of Subſidies, though in truth they brought 
more loſs then gain, both to the King and People, and have cauſed the diſtrattions, | 
under which we both ſuffer. | 


As in all-compounded bodies, the Operations arc qualified accofding to the 
predominant Element ; So in this mixt party, the Jeſuited Councils being moſt

ed a Purpoſe and Reſolution ro weaken the Proteſtant Parties in all Parts, and 
even in France, whereby to make way for the Change of Religion, which they 
intended at Home. | 

The firſt Effet and Evidence of their Recovery and Strength, was the diſſolu- 
tion of the Parliament at Oxford, after there had been given two Subſidies to | 
his Majeſty ; and before they received Relief in any one Grievance, many other | 
more miſerable Effects followed. 

The loſs of the Roche# Fleet, by the help of our Shipping, ſet forth and deli- | 
vered over to the French, in oppoſition to the Advice of Parliament, which left | 
that Town without Defence by Sea, and made way not only to the loſs of that | 
important Place, but likewiſe to the loſs of all the Strength and Security of the 
Proteſtant Religion in France. 

The diverting of his Majeſties courſe of Wars from the Weſt-Indies, which 
was the moſt facile and hopeful way for this Kingdom to. prevail againſt the 
Spaniard, to an expenceful and unſucceſsful Attempt upon Cales, which was ſo 
nu "-4, oy if irhad rather bin intended to make us weary of War, then to pro- 
per in it. 

* Theprecipitate breach with France, by taking their Ships to a great value, 
without making recompence to the Engliſh, whoſe Goods were thereupon im- 
bar'd and confiſcate in that Kingdom. 

The Peace with Sp4iz, without Conſent of Parliament, contrary to the pro- 
miſe of King James to both Houſes; whereby the Palatine Cauſe was deſerted, 
and left to cable and _—_— Treaties, which, for the moſt part, were 
Managed by thoſe, who might juſtly be ſuſpeCted to be no Friends to that Cauſe.

The diſſolving of the Paxliament in the ſecond Year of his Majeſties Reign, 
after a Declaration of their Intent to-grant five Sublidies. | 
The exaCting of the like proportion-of five Subſidies after the Parliament 1 
diſſolved, by Commiſſion of Loan; and divers Gentlemen and others impriſoned 
for not pens as pay that Loan, whereby many of them contradtcd ſuch ſick- 
neſles, as coſt their Lives. Great Summs of Money required, and raiſed by 
Privy Seals. An unjuſt and Jr attempt to extort great Payments from 
the Subje&t, by way of Exciſe; and a Commillion iſlned. under Seal to that pur- 
poſe. The Petition of Right, which was granted in full Parliament, blaſted 
with an illegal Declaration, to make it deſtruCtive to it ſelf, to the Power of 
Parliament, to the Li of the Subject, and to that purpoſe printed with it; 
and the Petition made of no uſe, but to ſhew the bold and preſumptuous inju- 
ſtice of ſuch- Miniſters as durſt break the Laws, and ſuppreſs the Liberties of

Another Parliament diſlolved, 4 Car. the Privilege-of Parliament broken, by

[many Months together, without the Liberty of uſing Books, Pen, Ink, or Pa- 
per, denying them all the Comforts of Life, all Means of preſervation of Health, 
-not permitting their Wives to come unto them, even in time of their Sickneſs. 
And for the.compleating of that Cruelty, after Years ſpent in ſuch miſerable du- 
rance, depriving them of the neceſſary means of Spiritual Conſolation, not ſuf- 
fering them to go abroad to enjoy God's Ordinances in God's Houſe, or God's 
Miniſters 46 come to them, to adminiſter Comfort unto them in their private 
Chambers : and to keep them till; in this oppreſſed Condition, not admitting 
them tobe bailed according to Law, yet yexing them with Informations in in- 
ferior Courts, Sentencing and Fining ſome of them for Matters done in Parlia- 
ment, and Extorting the Payments of thoſe Fines from them, inforcing others 
to put in Security of good Behaviour, before they could be releaſed.

After the Breach of Parliament, in the fourth year of his Majeſty, lojuſtice, 
Oppzcſlion, and Violence, broke in-upon vs, without-any reſtraint or made 
ration ; 2nd yet the firſt project, was the great Sums exaCted thorough the 
whole Kingdom, fox-idefavlt of Knighthood, which ſeemed to have ſome co- 
lour and ſhadow of a Law x yet if it be rightly examined by that obſolcte Law 
which was preteuded4er it, it would be found to. be agaioſt all the Rules of Ju- 
ſicehath jn reſpe& of the perſons chergedthe proportion of the Fines demand- 
ed, and the abſurd and unreaſonable manner of their Proceedings. Tonnage 
and Poungage hath heeg: received without, colour or pretence of Law : many 
other. heayy impakitions continued. againſt Law : and ſome ſo unreaſonable, 
that the ſum of the Charge, exceeds the value. of the Goods. The Book of 
Rates lately inbanſed tog high proportion ; and ſuch Merchants as would not 
ſubwit. to their IYegal and unreaſonable Payments, were vexed. and oppreſſed 
above meaſur2; and the ordinary courſe of Juſtice, rhe common Birth-right of 
the Subject of Englayd, wholly obſtryted unto them. ' And although kj this 
was taken upon pretence of Guarding the Seq, yet a new and unheard of Tax of 
$hjip-money was deviſed, upon the ſame Poerenes: By both which, there was

The enlargement of Forreſts, contrary to Charta de Forefta, and the compoſi- 
tion thereupon. The exaCtions of Coat and'Conduct Money, and divers other 
Military Charges. The taking away the Arms of the Trained-Bands of divers 
Counties. The deſperate Deſign of engroſſing: all the Gun-Powder into one 
hand, keeping it in the Tower of Londen, and ſetting ſo high a Rate upon it, 
chat the Poorer ſort were not able to buy it, nor could any have it without Li- 
cence z thereby to leave the ſeveral parts of the Kingdom deſtitute of their ne- 
ceſſary defence z and by felling ſo dear that which was ſold, to make an unlawful 
adyantage of it, to the great Charge and detriment of the SubjzCt; the general 
deſtrution of the Kings Timber, eſpecially that in the Forreſt of Dear, ſold to 
Papiſts, which was the beſt Store- houſe of this Kingdom, for the maintcnance 
of our Shipping; the taking away of mens right, under colour of the Kings 
Title to Land between high and low Water-Marks. The Monopolics of Soap, 
Salt, Wine, Leather, Sea-Cole, and in a manner, of all things of moſt-com- 
mon and neceſſary uſe. The reſtraint of the Liberties of the Subjects in their ha- 
bitation, Trades, and other Intereſt. Their vexation and oppreſſion by Purvey- 
ors, Clerks of the Market, and Salr-Peter-men, The fale of preteaded Nuſan- 
ces, as Buildings in and about London, converſion of Arable into Paſture, con- 
tinuance of Paſture, under the name of- depopulation, have drawa many Mil- 
lions out of the SubjeCts Purſes, without any conſiderable profit to his Majeſty. 
Large quantities of Common, and ſeveral Grounds, have been taken from the 
Subject, by colour of the Statute of Improvement, and by abuſe of the Com- 
miſſion of Sewers, without their conſent, and againſt ic. And nor only private 
Intereſt, but alſo publick faith hath been broken,in ſeizing of the Money and Bul- 
lion in the Mint z and the whole Kingdom like to be robb'd at once, in that a- 
bominable project of Braſs-Money. Great numbers: of his Majeſtics Subjects, 
for refuſing thoſe unlawful charges, have been vext with long and expenſive 
Suits ; ſome fined and cenſured, orhers commirted ro long and hard impriſon- 
ments and confinements, to the loſs of health of many, of lite in ſome ; and .o- 
thers have had their houſes broken up, their goods Seized, ſome have been re- 
ſtrained from their lawful Callings : Ships have been interrepted in their Voy- 
ages, ſurprized at Sea in an Hoſtile manner by Projectors, as by a common 
Enemy : Merchants prohibited to unlade their Goods in ſuch Ports, as were for 
| their own advantage, and forced to bring them to thoſe places, which were moſt 
for the advantages of the Monopolizers and Projeftors, The Court of Star- 
Chamber hath «bounded in extravagant cenſures,not only for the maintenance 
and improvement of Monopolies, and other unlawful Taxes; but for divers 0- 
ther Cauſes, where there hath been no offence, or very ſmall z whereby his 
Majeſties Subjects have been oppreſſed by grievous Fines, Impriſonments, Stig: 
Matizings, Mutilations, Whippings, Pillories, Gags, Confinements, Baniſh- 
ments ; after ſo rigid a manner, as hath not only deprived Men of the Society of 
their friends, exerciſe of their profeſſions, comfort of Books, uſe of Paper or 
lnk, but even violated that near Union, which God hath Eſtabliſht betwixt Men 
and their Wives, by forced and conſtrained ſeparation z whereby they have been 
bercaved of the comfort and converſation one of another for many years together 
without hope of relief; if God had not by his over-ruling Providence, given 
fome interruption to the prevailing Power, and Council of thoſe who weze 
the Authors and Promoters of ſuch peremptory and heady courſes. 

Judges have been put out of their places,for refuſing to do againſt their Oaths, 
and Conſciences : others have been ſo awed, that they durſt not do their. duties, 
and the better to hold a Rod over them, the Clauſe quam di ſe bene geſſerit was 
left out of their Patents, and a new Clauſe Durante bene placito inferred, Law- 
yers have been checkt, forbeing faithful ro their Clients ; Solicitors and Attor- 
| neys have been threatned, and ſome puniſhed for following lawful Suits : And 
'by this means all the approaches to Juſtice were interrupted and forecluded. 
New Oaths have been forced upon the Subjett againſt Law ; new Judicatories 
Ere&ted without Law : The Council-Table have by their Orders, offered to 
bind the Subjets in their Free-bolds, Eſtates, Suits, and Aftions. The pretend- 
ed Court of the Eatl-Marſhal was Arbitrary, and lllegal in its being, and 
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Proceedings. The Chancery, Exchequer-Chamber, Court of Wards, and other | 
Ewgliſh Courts have been grievous exceeding in their Juriſdiction. The Eſtate 
of many Families weekned ; and ſome- ruined-by exceſſive Fines, exafted from 
them for compoſitions of Wardſhips. All - Leaſes of above a hundred years, 
made to draw on Wardſhip contrary to Law. Undue proceedings uſed in the 
finding of Offices, to make the Jury find for the King, the Common-Law 
Courts,ſeeing all men more enclined to ſeek Juſtice there, where it may be fit- 
ted to their own deſire, are known frequently to forſake the Rules of the Com- 
mon: Law,. and ſtraining beyond their bounds, under pretence of equity ro do 
Injuſtice. Titles of Honour, Judicial places, Serjeantihips at Law, and other 
Offices have _ been ſold for great Sums of Money ; whereby the common Ju- 
ſtice of the Kingdom hath been much endangered, nor only by opening a way of 
employment in places of great truſt, and adyantage to Mea of weak parts ; bur | 
alſo by giving occaſion to Bribery, Extortion, Partiality ; It ſeldom bapning 
that places ill-gotten are well uſed. Commiſſions have been granted for Exami- 
ning the exceſs of Fees : and when great exaCtions have been diſcovered, Com- 
poſitions have been made with Delinquents, not only for the time paſt,burt like- 
wiſe fot immunity and ſecurity in offending for the time to come; which under 
colour of remedy, hath but confirmed, and encreaſed the Grievance tothe Sub- 
ject. The vſuzl courſe of pricking Sheriffs, not obſerved, but many times She- 
riffs made in an extraordinary way z ſome times as a puniſhment and charge un- | 
to them ; ſometimes ſuch were pricked out, as would be Inſtruments to execute 
whatſoever they would haveto be done, 

The Biſhops and the reſt of the Clergy, did w—_ in the ſuſpenſions, Ex- 
communications, Depriyations, and Degradations divers Painful, Learned 
and Pious Miniſters, in the vexation and grievous oppreſſion of great numbers 
of his Majeſties good Subjets, The High Commiſion grew to luch exceſs of 
ſharpneſs and ſeverity, as was not much leſs then the Romſh Inquiſition z and 

t 10 many Caſes by the Archbiſhops power, was made much more heavy, be- 
ing aſſiſted, and ſtrengthned by Authority of the Council-Table. 

The Biſhops and their Courts, were as eager in the Country, and although 
their Juriſdiction could nct reach ſo bigh, in rigour, and extremity of puniſh- 
ment, yet were they no leſs grievous, in reſpect of the generalicy, and multi- 
plicity of vexations, which lightning upon the meancr ſort of Trades-men, and 
Artificers, did impoveriſh many thouſands, and fo affiict and: trouble. others, 
that great numbers, to avoid their miſeries, departed oat of the Kingdom, 
ſome into New England, and other parts of America, others into Holland where 
they have tranſported their ManufaQtures of Cloth, which is not only a loſs by 
diminiſhing the preſent ſtock of the Kingdom, but a you miſchief by impair- 
ing and endangering the loſs of that peculiar Trade of Cloathing, which hath 
te.n a plentiful Fountain of Wealth: and Honour-to this Nation. 


Thoſe were 
eferment, and ſooneſt obtained it who were moſt 


officious in promoting ſuperſtition, moſt virulent in railing againſt Godlinels, | 
and Honeſty. 

The moſt Publick and Solemn Sermons before his Majeſty were, either to ad- 
vance Prerogative above Law, and decry the Property of the Subject, or full | 
of ſuch kind of InveCtives ; whereby they might make thoſe odious who ſought 
to maintain the Religion, Laws and Liberties of the Kingdom ; and ſuch Men 
were ſure to be w out of the Commiſſion of the Peace, and out of all o- 
ther Imployments of Power in the Government of the Country. Many noble 
Perſonages were Counſellors in Name ; but the Power and Authority remained 
in a few of ſuch, as were moſt -addifted to this Party ; whoſe Reſolutions, and 
Determinations were brought to the Table, for Countenance and Execution and | 
not for Debate and Deliberation; and no Man could offer to oppoſe them, 
without Diſgrace and Hazard to himſelf; Nay, all thoſe that did not wholly 
Concar, and Actively Contribute/to'the furtherance of their Defigns, though 
otherwife Perſons of never fo great Honor and Ahilities, were fo far from ber 
ing lmployed in any Place of Truſt and: Power, that they were Negletted, 
Diſcountenanced, and npon all Occaſions, Injured-and- Opprefſed; This Fa- | 


tion 'was pow to that Hight and Intireneſs. of /Power, that now they | 
oy to think of Finiſhing their Work, which conſiſted of theſe eve |

For the efſefting of this, ic was thought neceſſary tq reduce Scotland to ſuch Popiſh 
Superſtitions and Innovations, - as might makg them apt to joyn with England, in 
that great Change which was intended. Whereupon new Canons, and a new Liturgy 
were preſt upon them; and when they refuſed to admit of them, an Army was raiſed 
to force them to it, towards which the Clergy and the Papiſts were very forward 
in their Contribution. The Scots likgwiſe raiſtd an Army for their Defence ; And 
when both Armies were come together, and ready for a bloody Encounter, His Ma- 
jeſties own gracious Diſpoſition, and the Councel of the Engliſh Nobility, and duriful 
Submiſſion of the Scots, did ſo far preveil againſt the Evil Counſel of others, that a 
Pacification was made, and His Majeſty returned with Feace, and much Honor to 
London. 

The unexpected reconciliation was moſt acceptable to all the Kingdom, ex- 
cept to the Malignant Party, whereof the Archbithop and the Earl of Srrafford 
| being Heads, they and their Faction begun 10 inveigh againſt the Peace, and to 
aggravate the Proceeding of the States, which fo incenſed his Majeſty that he 
forthwith pr again for War. And ſuch was their Confidence, that having 
corrupted and diſtempered the whole Frame and Goyernment of the Kingdom, 
they did now hope to corrupt. that which , was the only Means to reſtore all 
to a right frame and temper again : to which end they perſwaded His Majeſty 
to call a Parliament, not to ſeek Counſel aud Advice of them, but to draw 
{ Conntenance and Supply from them, and <NEAge the whole Kingdom in their 

Quarrel : and in the mean time, continued all their unjuſt Levies of Money, 
refotring either to.make the: Parliament pliant to their Will, and to eſtabliſh 

Mifchief by a Law, or elſe to break it ; and with more Color to go on by Vio- 
lence, to take what they could not obtain by Conſent. The Ground alledged 
for the Juſtification of this War was this. | 

That the undutiful Demand of. the Parliament of Scorlazvd, was a ſufficient 
Reaſon for His Majeſty to take Arms. againſt, them without hearing the Rea- 
fon of thoſe Demands ; And thereupon a new Army was prepared againſt 
them, their Ships were ſeized tm:all Ports, bath of England and Ireland, and 
at'Sea, their Petitions rejetted, their Commiſſioners refuſed Audience. This 
whole Kingdom moſt miſerably diſtempered with Levies of Men and Money, 
and Impriſonments of thoſe, wha, denied to fabmirt to thoſe Levies. The Earl 
of Srrafford paſt into Feland, cauſed the Parkament there to declare againſt 
the Scors, ta give four Subſidies towards. that War; and to ingage themſelves, 
their Lives and Fortunes for the: Proſecution of it, and gave DireCtions for an 
Army of eight thouſand Foot, and: one. thouſand Horſeto be levied there, which 
were for themoſt part Papifts. "The Parliament met upon the thirteenth of 4- 
pril, one Thouſand fix Hundred and Forty. The Earl of S:rafford, and Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, with their Party ſo prevailed with His Majeſty, that the 
Hooſe of Commons; was preſt to: yield to a Supply for maintenance of the War 
with Scotland, before they had. provided any Relief for; the great and preſſin 
Grievances of the People, which being againſt the Fundamental Privilege an 
Proceeding. of: Parhament, was yet in humble Reſpect-to. his Majeſty, fo far 
admitted, as that they agreat to take the Matter of Supply into Conſideration, 
and two. feveral Days it was'debated. Twelve Subſidies were demanded for 
the'releafe of Ship-Money alone;. A third Day was appointed. for Concluſion, 
' when the Heads of that Party;begun to fear the People might. clofe with the 
| King in ſatisfying his deſire, of Money : But that withal they were like to blaſt 
their maliciaus:Neſigns againſt: Sco:lavd, finding them very mach indiſpoſed to 
give any Countenatice to thab War.

After the Parliament ended the Fifth of Xay, one thouſand fix hundred: and 
forty, this Party grew ſo bold, as to counſel the Ring. Supply Himſelf ot 
of His Subjects 'States by his own Power, at his own Will, without their con- 
ſent. The very next day, ſome Members of both Houſes had their Stndies and 
Gabinets, yea, their Pockets ſearched : Another of them not long after was com- 
mitted cloſe Priſoner, for not delivering ſome Petitions which he received 
by Authority of that Houſe, and if harſher Courſes were intended ( as was re- 
pages ) it is very probable that the ſickneſs of the Earl of Srrafford and the 
umultuous riſing in Southwark; and about Lambeth, were the Cauſes that 
ſuch violent Intentions were not brought to Execution. A falſe and ſcandalous 
Declaration againſt the Houſe of Commons, was publiſhed in' His Majeſties 
Name, which yet wrought little Effeft with the People, but only to manifeſt the 
Impudence of thoſe who were Authors of it. | , 
A forced Loan of Money was attempted in the City of Zordon. 
The Lord Mayor and Aldermen in their ſeveral Wards Iinjoyned to bring 
in a Liſt of the Names of ſuch Perſons, as they judged fit to lend, and of the 
Sum they ſhould lend. And ſuch Aldermen, as refuſed ſo to do, were commit- 
ted to Priſon. 
The Archbiſhop and the other Biſhops and Clergy continued the Convocation, 
and by a new Commiſſion turned it to a Provincial Synod, in which by an un- 
heard-of preſumption, they made - Canons that contain in them many Matters 
contrary to the King's Prerogative, to the Fundamental Laws and Statutes of 
the Realm, to the Right of Parliaments, to the Property and Liberty of the Sub- 
ject, and Matters tending to Sedition, and of dangerous Conſequence, thereby 
eſtabliſhing their own Uſurpations, juſtifying their Alter-Worſhip, and thoſe 
other Superlſtitious Innovations, which they formerly introduced without War- 
rant of Law. 
They Impoſed a new Oath upon divers of his Majeſties Subjects, both Eccle- 
fiaſtical and Lay, for maintenance of their own Tyranny ; and laid a great Tax 
upon the Clergy, for Supply 6f his Majeſty ; and generally they ſhewed them- 
ſelves very Aﬀectionate to the War with Scorland, which was by ſome of

Blood, and make them irreconcileable. All thoſe pretended Canons and Conſti- 
tutions were armed with the ſeveral Cenſures of Suſpenſion, Excommunication, 


moſt of the Well-Aﬀetted People of the Kingdom, and left an ealie Paſlage to 

their own Deſign of Reconciliation with Rome. The Popiſh Party injoyned 

ſuch Exemptions from the Penal Laws, as amounted to a Foleration, beſides 
many other Encouragements, and Court - Favours ; They had a Secretary of 
State, Sir Francis Windibank.a powerful Agent for the ſpeeding of all their de. 
ſires, a Popes Nuntio reſiding here to ACt and Govern them according to ſuch 
Influences as he received-from Rome, and to intercede for them with the moſt 

powerful Concurrence of the Forfeign Princes of that Religion: By his Autho- 
rity the Papiſts of all ſorts, Nobtlity, Gentry and Clergy were convocated, af- 
ter the manner of a Parhament, new Juriſdictions were erefted of Romziſh 
| Archbiſhops, Taxes levied, another State moulded within this State indepen- 


ignorant or negligent Profeſſors of our Religion, and cloſely uniting and com- 
bining themſelves againſt ſach as were Sound, in this Poſture waiting for an 
Opportunity by force to deſtroy - thoſe, whom they could not hope to ſeduce. 
For the effefting whereof, they were ſtrengthened with Arms and Munition, en- 
couraged by ſuperſtitions Prayers, enjoyned by the Nwncio to be weekly made 
fot the proſperity-of ſome great Deſign. ſach Power had they at Court, 
that ſecretly a Commiſſion was iſſiied out, intended to be iſſued to ſome great 
Men of that Profeſſion for the levying of Soldiers, and to-Coammand and Im- 
ploy them according to private'Inſtruttions, which we doubt were framed for 
the advantage of thoſe who were the Contrivers of them: His Majeſties Trea- 
ſure was conſumed, his Revenue anticipated, His Servants and Officers com- 
pelled to lend great Sums of Money; Multitades were called tothe Councel Ta- 
ble,who were retired with long attendances there, for refuſing illegal Payments.

levying the Ship-Money, the People languiſhed nnder Grief and tear, no vilible 
hope being left, but in deſperation. The Nobility began to be weary of their 
Silence and Patience,and ſenſible of the duty, and truſt which belongs to them : 
and thereupon ſome of the moſt eminent of them did Petition his Majeſty at 
ſach a time when evil Councels were {o ſtrong, that they had reaſon to expect 
more hazard to themſelves, then redreſs of thoſe publick Evils for which they 
interceded : whileſt the Kingdom was in this agitation and diſtemper, the Scors 
reſtrained in their Trades, Impoveriſhed by the loſs of many of their Ships, be- 
reaved of all poſſibility of ſatisfying his Majeſty, by any naked Supplicarion, 
entred with a powerful Army into the Kingdom, and without any Hoſtile Act 
or Spoil in the Country as they paſſed,” more than forcing a Pallage over the 
Tyne at Newborne, near®New-C aſtle, poſleſſed themſelves of New-Caftle, and had 
a fair opportunity to preſs on further upon the King's Army : but Duty and 
Reverence to his Majeſty, and brotherly love to the Engh;ſh Nation, made them 
ſtay there, whereby the King had leiſure to entertain better Counſels ; wherein 
God ſo bleſſed and direfted him, that he ſummoned the great Council of Peers 
to meet at York, upon the twenty fourth of Seprember, and there declared a Par- 
liament to begin the Third of November then following. The Scors the firſt 
day of the great Council, preſented an humble Petition ro His Majeſty, where- 
upon the Treaty was appointed at Ripor. A preſent Ceſſation of Arms agreed 
upon : ard the full Concluſion of all Differences referred to the Wiſdom and 
Care of the Parliament. At our firſt Meeting, all Oppoſitions ſeemed to vaniſh, 
the Miſchiefs were ſo evident, which thoſe Evil Counſellors produced that no 
Man durſt ſtand up to defend them. Yet the Work it ſelf afforded difficulty 
| enough. The multiplied Evils and Corruption of ſixteen years ſtrengthened by 
Cuftom and Authority; and the concurrent Intereſt of many powerful Delin- 
quents were now to be brought to Judgment and Reformation. The King's 
Houſhokd was to be provided for, they had brought him to that Want, that he 
could not ſupply his ordinary and nzceflary Expences, without the Aſſiſtance of 
his People. Two Armies were to be payed, which amounted very near to 
eighty thouſand Pounds a Month ; the People were to be tenderly charged, hav- 
ing bin formerly exhauſted with many burthenſome Projcas. 

The difficulties ſcemed to be inſuperable, which by the Divine Providence 
we have overcome. , The Contrarieties incompatible , which yct in a great 
meaſure we have reconciled. Six Subſidies have been granted, and a Bill 
of Poll-Money, which if it be duly levyed may equzl fix Subſidies more, in 
all ſix hundred thouſand poands. Btfides we have contractcd a Debt to the 
Scots of 220 thouſand pounds; and yer God hath fo bled the endeavours of 
this Parliament, that the Kingdom 1s a great gainer by all theſe charges. The 
Ship-Money 1s aboliſhed which coſt the Kingdom above two hundred thouſand 
pounds a year. The Coat and Condnet Money, and other Military charges, are 
taken away, which in many Countries amounted to little Iefs then the Ship- 
Money. The Monopolies are all ſuppreſt, whereof ſome few did prejudice the 
Subject, above a Million yearly. e Soap an hundred thouſand pounds ; the 

i Wine three hundred thouſand pounds; the Leather muſt needs exceed both : 
and Salt could be no leſs then that ; beſides the infericr Monopolics, which 
if they could be exatly computed, would make up a great Sum. That which 
is more beneficial then all this is, that the root of theſe evils is taken away 
which was the Arbitrary Power pretended to be in his Majeſty,of Taxing the Sub- 
jeR,or charging their Eſtates withour conſent in Parliament, which is now decla- 
red tobe againſt Law, by the judgment of both Houſes, and likewiſe by an A of 
Parkamenr. Another ſtep of great advantage is this : the living Grievances, 
the evil Counſellors and Actors of theſe Miſchiefs have been ſo quelled, by the 
Juſtice done upon the Earl of Srrafford, the flight of the Lord Finch, and Se- 
cretary Windibank, The Accuſation and Impriſonment of the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, of Judge Bartler, and the Impeachment of divers other Biſhops 
and Judges, that it is like not only to bean caſe to the preſent times bur a pre-

Which two Laws well con may more advantageous then 
all the former, becauſe they ſecure a fall ion of the preſent Remedy, 
and afford a perpetual Spring of Remedies for the future : Star-Cham- 
ber, the High Commiſſion, the Courts. of the Preſident, and Council in the 
North, where ſo many Forges of miſery, opp » and violence, and are all ta- 
ken away,whereby men are more ſecurcd in their Perſons, Libertics, and Eſtates, 
then they could be by any Law or Example for the regulation of thoſe Courts, 
or terrour of the Judgesz the immoderate Power of the Council-Table and 
the exceſſive abuſe of that Power is ſo ordered and reſtrained, that we may well 
hope that no ſuch things as were frequently done by them, to the prejudice ot 
the publick Liberty, will appear in future times but only in ſtories, ro give us 
|and our Poſterity more occalion to praiſe God for his Majeſties goodnels, and 
the faithful endeavours of this Parliament. The Canons and the power of Ca- 
non making.are blaſted by the Vote of both Houſes. The exorbitant power of

Many excellent Laws and Proviſions 
are in preparation for _— the inordinate r, vexation, and uſurpation 
of Biſhops, for reforming the Pride and Idlenefs of many of the Clergy, for ca- 


| ſing the People of unneceſſary Ceremonies in Religion, for ceaſuring and re- 


moving unworthy and unprofitable Miniſters z and for maintaining Godly and 
diligent Preachers through the Kingdom : Other things of main importance 
for the good of this Kingdom are in propoſition, though little could hitherto be 
done, in regard of the many other more preſſing buſinc ſſes, which yer before the 
end of this Seſſion, we hope may receive ſome progreſs and perfection. The 
Eſtabliſhing and ordering the Kings Revenue, that ſo the abuſe of Officers, and 
ſup' rfluiry of expences may be cut off, and the neceſſary disburſments for his . 
Majeſties Honour, the Defence ard Government of the Kingdom, may be more 
certainly provided for, The regulating of Courts of Juſtice, and abridging 
both the delays and charges of Law Suics; the ſerling of ſome good courſes 
for preventing the exportation of Gold and Silver, and the inequality of ex- 
changes berwixt us and other Nations, for the advancing of Native Commodi- 
tis, increafe of our Manufactures, and well ROE Trade, whereby the 
Siock of the Kingdom may be increaſed, or ar leaſt _r_ impairing z as 
through neglect hereof it hath done for many years laſt paſt ; For improving 
che Herring fiſhing, upon our own Coaſts, which will be of mighty uſe in the 
imploymert of the Poor, and a plentiful . Nurſery of Marriners for enabling 
che Kingdom in any great Action. The oppoſitions, obſtructions, and other 
| Diffculties wherewith we have been encountred, and which ſtill lye ia our way 
wich ſome ſtrength and much obſtinacy are theſe : the malignant Party whom

| When we undertook the Charge of the Army, which coſt above 50609 L. a 
Month, was not this given to the King ? was ic nor Hs Maj:ſty's Army ? were 
not all the Commanders under Contratt with his Majeſty at higher rates and 
greater wages then ordinary ? and haye we not taken upon us to Ciſcharge all 
the Brotherly aſſiſtance of three hundred thouſand pounds which we gave the 
Scots? was'it not toward repair of thoſe damages and loſflcs which they recei- 
ved from the Kings Ships, and from his Miniſters ? Theſe three particulars a: } 
mount to aboye 1100 thouſand pounds, beſides his Majeſty hath received by 
impoſitions upon Merchandiſe at leaſt 400 thouſand pounds ; ſo that his Ma- 
jeſty hath had out of the SubjeCts Purſe ſince the Parlizment began, one Million 
and an half, and yet theſe Men can be ſo impudenr, as to tell his Majeſty, that 
we have done nothing for him. As to the Second Branch of this ſlander, we 
acknowledge with much thankfulneſs that his Majeſty bath paile4 more good 
Bills to the advantage of the Subjects then have beea in many ages ; but withal 
we cannot forget, that theſe venemous Councils did manifelt themſelyes in ſome 
endeavours to hinder theſe good Acts: and for both Houſes of Parliament we 
may with truthand modeſty fay thus much, That we have ever been careful not 
to deſire any thing that ſhould weaken the Crown eicher in juſt profit of uſe- 
ful power.

ent Parliament, there ſeems to be ſome reſtraint of the Royal Power in diſ- 
ſolving of Parliaments, not to take it out of the Crown, but to ſuſpend the exe-! 
cution of it for this time and occaſion only, which was ſo neceſlary for the 


Kings own ſecurity, and the publick Peace, that without it we could not have 
undertaken any cf theſe great charges, but muſt have left both the Armies to 
| diforder and confuſion, and the whole Kingdom ro Blood and Rapine, The 
Star-Chamber was much more fruitful in Oppreſſion then in profit, the great 
Fines being for the moſt part given away, and the reſt ſtalled at long times. 
The Fines of the High Commillion were in themſelves unjuſt and ſeldome or 
neyer came into the Kings Purſe. Theſe four Bills are parcicularly and more 
ſpccially iaſtanced,- in the reſt there will not be found ſo much as a ſhadow of 
prejudice to the Crown. They have ſought to diminiſh our reputation with the 
people, and to bring them out of love with Parliaments; the aſperſions which 
they have attempted this way, have been ſuch as theſe, that we have ſpent 
much time and done little, eſpecially in thoſe Grievances which concern Re- 
| ligion, That the Parliament is a burthen to the Kingdom by the abundance of 
ProteCftions which hinder Juſtice and Trade, and by many Subſidies granted, 
| much more heavy then any they formerly endured to which there is a ready 
Anſwer: if the time ſpent in this Parliament be conſidered in relation back- 
ward to the long growth and deep root of thoſe Grievances, which we have re- 
moved, ro the powerful ſupports of thoſe Delinquents, which we have per- 
ſued, to the great neceſlities and other charges of the Commonwealth for which 
we have provided : or if it be conſidered 1n relation forward to many adyan- 
tages, which not only the preſenc, but fyture Ages are like to reap by the good 
Laws and other Proceedings in this Parliament, we doubt not bur it will be 
thought by all indifferent judgments, that our time hath been much bercer im- 
ployed then in a far greater proportion of time in many former Parliaments 
put together ; and the charges which have been laid upoh the Subject, and the 0- 
ther inconveniencies which they have born, will ſeem very light in reſpect of the 
benefit they have had and may receive. And for the matter of ProteCtions,the Par- 
liament is fo ſenſible of ir that therein they intend to give them whatſoever caſe

And we do here declare, that it is far from our purpoſe or delire to let looſe 
the golden Reins of Diſcipline and Government 1n. the Church, to leave pri- 
vate Perſons or particular Congregations to take up what form of divine Ser- 
vice they pleaſe; for we hold it requiſite that there ſhoald be throughout the 
whole Realm a Conformity to that Order which the Laws enjoyn, according 
to the Word of God: and we deſire to unburthen the Conſciences of Men of 
needleſs and ſuperſtitious Ceremonies, ſuppreſs Innovations, and take away the 
Monuments of ldolatry. And the better to effect the intended Reformation : 
we delire there may be a general Synod of the moſt Grave, Pious, Learned and | 
Judicious Divines of this liland, aſſiſted with ſome from foreign Parts Profeſſing 
the ſame Religion with us, who may conſider of all things neceſſary for the 
Peace and good Government of the Church, and repreſent the reſults of their 
Conſultations unto the Parliament to be there allowed of and confirmed, and 
receive the Stamp of Authority, thereby to find Paſſage and Obedience through- 
out the Kingdom. They have maliciouſly charged ns that we intend to deſtroy 
and diſcourage Learning, whereas it is our chictelt Care and Deſire to advance 
it, and to provide a competent Maintenance for conſcionable and preaching 
Miniſters throughout the Kingdom, which will be a great Encouragement to 
Scholars, and a certain means whereby the want, meanneſs and ignorance to 
which a great part of the Clergy is now ſubject, will be prevented.

They tell the People that our medling with the power 
of Epiſcopacy, hath cauſed SeCtaries and Conventicles, when Idolatry and Po- 
piſh Ceremonies introduced into the Church by the command of the Biſhops, 
have not only debarred the, people from thence, but expelled them from the 
Kingdom. Thus with Eliah we are called by this Malignant party the Troublers 
of the State, and ſtill while we endeavor to reform their Abuſes, they make 
us the Authors of thoſe Miſchiefs we ſtndy to prevent : for the perfecting of the 
work begun-.and removing all future Impediments, we conceive theſe Courſes 
will be very effeCtual;ſeeing the Religion of the Papiſts hath ſuch Principles as 
do certainly tend to the DeſtruCtion and Extirpation of all Proteſtants when 
| they ſhall have opportunity to effect it. 

It is neceſlary in the firſt Place to keep them in ſuch Condition, as that they | 
may not. be able to do us any hurt, and for ayoiding of ſuch connivence and 
favor as hath heretofore bin ſhewed unto.them. That his Majeity be pleaſed to 
grant a ſtanding Commiſſion to ſome choice Men named in Parliament, who 
may take notice of their increaſe;their Counſels and Proceedings,and uſe all due 
means by execution of the-Laws to prevent any miſchievous deſigns againſt 
the Peace and Safety of this Kingdom. That ſome good Courſe be taken to diſ- 
cover the counterfeit and falſe Conformity of Papiſts to the Church, by color 
| whereof Perſons very much diſaffected to the true Religion have been admitted 

into Place of greateſt Authority and Truſt in the Kingdom. 
* For the better preſervation of the Laws afd Liberties of the Kingdom, that 
all illegal Grievances and ExaCtions be preſented and puniſhed at the Seſſions, 
and Aſlizes : and that Judges and Juſtices be careful to give this in charge to 
the Grand-Jury, and both the Sheriff and Juſtices to be ſworn to the due exe- 
cution-of the Petition of Right and other Laws: That +his Majeſty be humbly 
petitioned/by -both Houſes to imploy ſach Counſellors, Ambaſſadors, and other 
Miniſters in managing his Buſineſs at Home'and Abroad, as the Parliament may 
have Cauſe to confide in, without which we cannot give his Majeſty ſuch Sup- 
plyes for ſupport of his own Eſtate, for ſuch Aſſiſtance to the Proteſtant party 
beyond the Sea as is deſired. ' It may often fall out that the Commons may have 
juſt Cauſe to take Exceptions at ſome Men for being Counſellors, and yet not 
charge thoſe Men with Crimes, for there be grounds of Diftdence which lye not 
Yol.

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[in Proof; there are others which 


they may be proved, yet are not legal- 
ly Criminal; to be a known favorer of Papiſts, or to have been yery forward 
in defending or countenancing ſome great Offenders queſtioned in Parliament, 
or to {ſpzak contemptuouſly of either Houſes of Parliament, or Parliamentary 
Proceedings, or ſuch as are FaCtors or Agents for any Foreign Prince of ano- 
ther Religion, ſuch as are juſtly ſuſpeted to get Counſellors Places,” or any 
other of Truſt, concerning publick Imployment for Money + For all theſe and 
| diverſe others, we may have great reaſon to be earneſt with his Majeſty, not 
to put his great Aﬀairs into ſuch Hands, though we may be unwilling to 
proceed ayainſt them in any Legal way of Charge or Impeachment : that all 
Counſellors of State, may be ſworn to obſerve the Laws which concern the 
Subjett in his Liberty ; that they may likewiſe take an Oath not to receive, 
or give Reward or Penſion from any Foreign Prince, but ſach as they within 
ſome reaſonable Time, diſcover to the Lords of his Majeſties Conncil. And 
although they ſhould wickedly forſwear themſelves, yet it may herein do good, 
to make them known to be Falſe and Perjured to thoſe who imploy them, and 
thereby bring them into as little Credit with them as with us ;that his Majeſty 
may have cauſe to be in love with good Council and good Men, by ſhewing 
him in an humble and dutifal Manner, how full of Advantage it, wonld be to 
himſelf to ſee his own Eſtate ſetled in a plentiful Condition to ſup his 
Honor ; to- ſee his People united in Wayes of Duty to him, and indeayours 
for the Publick Good; to ſee Happineſs, Wealth, Peace and Safety derived to 
his own Kingdom, and procured to his Allies by the Influence of his own Po- 
wer and Government. That all good Courſes may be taken to unite the two 
Kingdoms of England and Scotland, to be mutually Aiding and Aſſiſting one 
another, for the common Good of the Iſlknd, and the Honor of both; to rake 
away all Differences among our Selves, for Matters indifferent in their own 
Nature concerning Religion, and to unite our ſelves'againſt the Common Ene- 
mies, which are. the better enabled by' our Diviſions tb deſtroy us, as they 
hope, and have often indeavoured to labor, by all Offices of Friendſhip to unive 
the Foreign Churches with us, in the fame Cauſe; and'to ſeek their Liberty, 
Safety and Proſperity, as' bound thereunto, both by Charity to them, and b 
Wiſdom for our own Good. For by this means, our Strength ſhall be increaſ- 
ed, and by a mutual concurrence to the ſame common end, we ſhall be enabled 
to procure the good of the whole Body of the Proteſtant Profeſſion. If theſe 
things 'may be obſerved, we doubt not, but God will Crown this Parliament, 
with ſuch Succeſs, as ſhall be the Beginning and Foundation of more Honour 
ond ineſs to his Majeſty, then ever yet was enjoyed by any bf his Royal 
Predeceltors.

The King having Ended his Speech, he departed, and the Commons 
returned to their Houſe. | 
Upon the Petition of the Biſhop of Zereford, It was Ordered, 7hat 
he having paid 60 . for Poll-money, fhait be freed from any further Pay- 
ments for the ſame,and ſhall not pay after the Rate of Tenths becauſe be is 


good aud valuable Confiderations, divers Mannors baving been taken from 
the Biſhoprick of Hereford,zv the beginning of the Reign of QueenElizabeth. 
The Lord Chief Juſtice of the Kings-Bench Reported, That the Judges 
have confidered the Laws and Statutes of this Kingdom, for preventing of 
Riots, Routs, and unlawful Aſſemblies, and they are of Opinion, That the 
beſt way is to iſſue forth Writs according to the Statute of 2 H. 5. cap. 8. 
Which Statute was preſently read, and it was Ordered, 7hat the Lord 
Keeper fhould forthwith iffue forth Writs to the Sheriffs and Juſtices of 
the Peace of the City of London, and the Connties of Middleſex and Sur- 
rey, and to the Juſtices of the Peace of the City of Weſtminſter, accordin 
to the aforeſaid Statute, concerning Riots, Ronts,Gc. and the Judges to fp | 
adviſed withall for the Form of the ſaid Writs. 


But the Tumults found too much Countenance among the Faction in 
the Commons Houſe, where they were indeed promoted and incou- 
raged, as 1s Evident by the adjournment of the conſideration of them 
this day in their Houſe, that having been yeſterday ordered to be de- 
bated ; and fo they were adjourned de die in diem ; which plainly ma- 
nifeſts the tenderneſs they had for the Rioters, and the Uſe they intend- 
ed to make of theſe Tummltuons and Unlawful Aſſemblies, which was 
to Terrifie the Lords to a compliance with their deſires in cutting off a 
Limb from the Body of their.

ou do not now Expect an Anſwer unto fo long a Petition:; And this 
ſet me tell you, I have left Scot/and well and in Peace, they: are all fatif- 
fied with me, and'T with them ;;-and th6 I ſtaid longer there than I 
Expected, vet I think if T had not gone, you: had not been. rid fo ſoon. 
of the Armies : I ſhall give you an Anſwer to this buſineſs with as much 
ſpeed as the weightineſs of the buſineſs will permit. And ſo He gave ws 
all his Hand to kiſs, and afterwards ſent Mr. Comptrolier to us with this 
Meſſage to be delivered to the Houſe, That there might be no publiſh- | 
ing of the Declaration till the Houſe had received his Majeſties Anſwer.

They were conducted to His 
Majeſty by the Earl of Dorſet Lord Chamberlain to the Queen, and Sir 
Peter Wiche Comptroller to his Majeſty ; where, after they had return- 
cd the Humble Thanks of the City to his Majeſty for his former Fa- 

vours, they offered theſe two humble Petitions, 
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Firſt, That their Majeſties would wouchſafe this Honor to the City, if 
it might ſtand with their good Pleaſures, to make their Refidence at this 
Seaſon of the Tear at the Palace of Whitehall. | 


The Second was, Zhat whereas fince his Majeſties happy Return, there 
had been ſome late diſorders at Weltminſter, among ſome People met there; 
That their Majeſties would not impute this to the Body of the City, or to 
the better ſort of Citizens, That they held it a Misfortune aad a Scandal 
unto them, that when thoſe Diſorders were mentioned, the City was named 
with it; and that their defire was to indicate themſelves, and in ſome 
fort redeem their Credit by publiquely diſavowing it. 


To which the King was pleaſed graciouſly to Anſwer, 


Tx he was very well pleaſed with the Hearty and Loyal Afﬀettions 
of the Citizens, for which he gave them great Thanks ; and though 
He and the Queen had before purpoſed to Winter at Hampton-Court, yet 
being now folly erſuaded, that the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, and the 
woſt conſiderable Citizens of London, had not any hand in the Diſorders 
and Tumults at Weſtminſter, he intended, and ſo he knew Her Majeſty 
would, to alter his Reſolution, and with all convenient ſpeed repair to 
White-hall, there to keep their Chriſtmas, and be ready to do any thing 
elſe, that might promote the Trade of the City, hoping they would jo 
with him in taking ſome Courſe for prevention of the like Diſorders f 32 
the future. 


After which the Recorder and Sir George Whitmore having kiſſed his 
Royal Hand, the next Alderman in Seniority kneeled down, to receive 
the fame Favour, when his Majeſty, inſtead thereof, drawing a Sword, 
conferred the Honor of Knighthood upon Five of them and the two She- 
riffs, the Recorder and Sir George Whitmore having received that Favor 
before : After which they were nobly Entertained by his Majeſties Com- 
mand, by the Earl of Dorſez and Mr. Comptroller at Dinner ; and His 
Majeſty and the Queen ſent two Gentlemen to let them know, 7hat 
they had remembred the Health of the Lord Mayor and the whole City; 
And fo to the Mutual SatisfaQion both of his Majeſty and the City, to 
whom they were to carry this account, they returned to Loydorn. But 
all theſe fair hopes were quickly blafted in the bud, and that Loyal Party 
of the City were deprived by the Envy of that Domineering FaQion, 
who diſpotieſſed them not long after by Force and Tumults, not only 
of all Power of Aſſiſting his Majeſty, but of proteQting themſelves from 
moſt Barbarous Outrages and Violences.

Mr. Pym and others were this day appointed to be a Committee to 
prepare Heads for a Conference with the Lords, and to acquaint them 
what Bills this Houſe hath paſſed and ſent up to their Lordſhips which 
much concern the Safety of the Kingdom, but have had no Conſent of their 
Lordſhips unto them ; and that this.

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In the Commons Houſe Mr. Glyn Reported from the Committee the 
Reaſons to be offered to the Lords, for admitting this Houſe to bring 
their proof againſt the x3 Biſhops formerly Impeached. 


That the Committee conceive this Courſe to be moſt fit to be held in 
the management of this Conference, to make a Narration of the Proceed- 
ings fince the firſt Impeachment, and of the Votes of both Houſes concern- 
ing the Canons. 

Firſt, That it is Voted by both Houſes, That the Canons, Sc. made 
by the late Convocation, do contain in them matters contrary to the King's 
Prerogative, to the Fundamental Laws of the Land, againſt the Liberty 
of the Subjett, the Property of their Eſtate, and tending to Sedition, and 
of dangerous Conſequence. 

That theſe Canons being thus Voted by beth Houſes of Parliament, and 
to bring the Principal of the Perſons in the making of thoſe Canons to 
FTudgement, according to their demerit.. The Houſe of Commons did the 
4th of Auguſt Jaſt, &y word of Mouth, Impeach at the Bar of the Houſe of 
Lords theſe 13 Biſhops by name, and then dejired, That they might be 
pat to Anſwer in the preſence of the Commons : That becauſe ſome Obje- 
clions were made, That that Impeachment was too general, the Houſe of 
Cou,mons did the 13th of the ſame Month Impeach the ſaid Biſhops at the 
Bar of the Lords Houſe, and this Impeachment to be read at the Confe- 
rence ; which did declare, That All and every the faid Canons, &c. were 
and are contrary to the King's Prerogative, and the Fundamental Laws 
of the Land,&c. And were ſo contrived, made, and promu/ged by them, &c. 
And that therefore they might be put to Anſwer in the preſence of the 
Commons. | 

That in both theſe Charges, the Cemmons did defire that the 13 Bi- 
ſhops might be put te Arfwer in the preſence of the Commons, That af- 
terwards the Biſhops had ſeveral days given them to Anſwer, and at laſt, 
the 10th of November laſt was appointed peremptorily unto them to An- 
ſwer : That when the 10th of November came, theſe Biſhops put in a Wri- 
ting which they call, A Plea and Demurrer, which Writing the Lords ſent 
doun to the Houſe of Commons ; upon notice of which Writing, which they 
term, A Plea and Demurrer, wherein they neither confeſs nor deny the 
Fatt ; this Houſe did defire the Lords to appoint a Day when they might 
| come and make good their Charge againſt them. 

That the Lords ſent a Meſſage to this Houſe, that they had Ordered 
to Morrow to hear the Council of the Biſhops upon their Plea and Demar- 
rer ; and that ſuch Members of this Houſe, as the Houſe ſhall think fit- 
| ting, may ve there preſent. This for the matter of the Narration. 


That upon this the Committee have drawn theſe Concluftons, That it ap- 
| peareth by the Meſſage from the Lords, they were Impeached 4to Auguſt: ; 
and that divers days were given them to Anſwer, and peremptorily the 
xoth of November, 1641. That they made no Anſwer, but put in a Plea 
and Demurrer, as they call it : And that therefore their Demurrer ought 
not to be admitted, becauſe their Defence ought not to be made to the 
Impeachment of the Houſe of Commons, but in their preſence, and that 
the Commons ought to be thereunto called : And that in all Courts of Ju- 
ftice it is ſo, that the Party concerned,onght to be called to all Anſwers, 
Pleas and Demurrers ; for otherwiſe miſtakes might ariſe, which by be- 
ing preſent might be rettified ; as in this Caſe, for if the Commons had 
been preſent when the Biſhops made their Anſwer, there would aa; ws 
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been that miſtake, for that upon ſearch it appears, in the Lords Book, 
that the ſecond pig Paragon, whereby all Arguments of incertainty were 
taken away, and which ſupplied any £ ets in the firſt, as in this particu- 
lar | All and Every the 48 Canons ] were ſo Expreſſed in the ſecond 
Charge, and yet not ſo entred in the Lords Book of Journals, which would 
have been redtified, if the Commons had been preſent at their Anſwer. 
So in regard of this inconveniency, the Commons ought to have been ad- | 
mitted to be there preſent. 
Next, that the Charge conſiſting of meer matter of Fat, not done 
above a year before, they ought to % called to Anſwer to the matter of 
Fatt, and not to tender a thing called a Plea and Demurrer. 
As alſo that the Commons concetrve they ought to have been called, in 
this Caſe ; for that they have defired it in both their Charges, to be pre- 
ſent at their Anſwer, and that it was their Right to have been called. 
Further, They obſerve the long delay to the Commons, for that the 
having charged theſe 13 Biſhops long fince for meer matter of Fatt, to k 
brought ſo late to Anſwer, may introduce great inconveniencies in this 
ef hong and in the Conſequences, and is not Exampled by former Pre- 
cCedaents. 
That therefore upon theſe Grounds the Commons defire the Lords, they 
may be admitted to make good their proof againſt theſe 13 Biſhops, and 
that they may be brought to Judgment. 


It was this day Ordered by the Lords, That, Foraſmuch as the Cauſe 
between Smith and Busby ina Writ of Error, decidlable in no other Court 
but in Parliament, in regard the Suit was Commenced by Original Writ, 
and '* yay long before the Lords here, it having been ſundry days at- 
tended for Argument with Counſel. And being it is a matter in Law, 
the preſence of the Judges is thought needful, and ſo cannot be heard iy 
the Term without prejudice to the ſeveral Courts of Weſtminſter-Hull : 
It is therefore Ordered by this Houſe, That the ſaid Caſe ſhall be argued 
at this Bar on Thurſday Sevennight next, being the 16th of this Inſtant 
December, and the Judges are defired to be preſent at the ſaid Argu- 
ment. And further, That the Parties of either fide, or their Council 
are to attend and come prepared for arguing anll debating the Points 'in 
the ſaid Caſe at their fri.

Though nothing in the World was a plainer Demonſtration of the 
tender Inclinations of this Excellent Prince, which was ſo averſe to what- 
ever was Sanguinary ; and that there was a very ſubſtantial Reaſon in 
common Policy, at this time, to comply with the requelt of the Ambal- 
fador, in regard it might be expected the 7rz/þ Rebels would: Reralliate 
this Severity, which,though according to the Laws in force, they would 
call Cruelty ; and the innocent Proteſtants who fell into their Power, 
might feel the Effects of it ; yet was it mighty unpopular ; and his Ene- 
mies of the Faction, who were moſt. inexorable upon ſuch occa- 
ſions, made very ill Uſe of it, to infinuate the venomous Calumny 
into the minds of the People, that he was a favourer of Popery, and 
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wholly managed by Popiſh Councils, and that he had Eſpouſed their 
Intereſts, and from thence: to augment the Dangers with which the 
Kingdom was threatned ; and therefore by Conſequence how abſolutely 
neceſſary it was that His Majeſty ſhould comply with the defires of 
the Faction, and change his Evil Councellors, and take ſuch Perſons 
into all places of Power or 'Truſt, as the Nation might confide in ; as 
may be obſerved from the Declaration and Petition lately preſented to 
His Majeſty at Zampton-Conrt.

, Tou ſhall receive the Anſwer of the Parliament, and State of Scotland 
concerning the 5000 Men, which we formerly defired might be ſent from 
thence into Ireland ; and upon what Conditions of Impreſt Mony for raiſing 
'o them, and Wages for their Entertainment ; or otherwiſe, kow they ſhall 
e ſent Furniſh'd and Tranſported for His Majeſties Service, and the aſ- 
fiftance of this Kingdom, againſt the Rebellious Iriſh. And' you ſhall Ly 
the beſt Ways and Means you can, Expedite the Raiſing and Sending over 
of theſe Men. 


Theſe Inſtructions the Houſe agreed to,. but becauſe it was conceived 
they were ſhort in one particular, the Lords thought fit, this Addition 
following ſhould be made unto them, v3z. 


Tou ſhall from time to time, before you- grow to any perfett agreement, 
give an account of what is propounded in this Treaty unto His Majeſty,

and the preſent Government of the Church, as the ſame have been continued 
ever ſince the firſt Reformation, and ſtand fo eſtabliſhed by the Laws and Sta-

For when We conſider, That the Form of Divine Service expreſſed and con- | 
tained in the Book of Common Prayer, was with great Care, Piety and Sinceri- 
ty-reviſed and reduced from all former Corruptions and Romiſh Superſtitions, 
by thoſe holy and-ſeleCfted Inſtruments of the Reformation of Religion within 
this Church, and was by them. reſtored to its firſt purity, according as it was 
inſtituted and praftiſed in the Primitive Times, ſtandeth Confirmed, Eſtabli-! 
ſhed and Injoyned by ACt of Parliament, and Royal Injunction, and hath ever! 
ſince had the general Approbation of the Godly, and a publick Uſe and continu- 
ance within this Church. And that Biſhops were inſtituted, and have had their 
beingjand continuance ever fince the firſt Planting of Chriſtian Religion among 
us, and the reſt of the Chriſtian World, that they were the Lights and glori- 
ous Lamps of God's Church, that ſo manyiof them ſowed the Seeds of Chrillian 
Religion in their Bloods, which they willingly pouecred out ; therefore that 
by them, Chriſtianity was reſcued and preſerved from utter extirpation, in the 
fierce and moſt cruel Perſecutions of Pagan Emperors ; that tothem we owe the 
Redemption of the purity of the Goſpel, and the Reformation of the Religion 
we now profeſs, from Romiſh Corruption ; that. many ofrthem for the propaga- 
tion. of that "Truth became glorious Martyrs, leavirg unto us, an holy Exam- 
ple, and an honorable Remembrance of their Faith and Chriſtian Fortitude ; 
that divers of them lately, and yet living with us, have been fo great Aſſer- 
tors and Champions bf our Religion, againſt the common Enemy ot Rome, and 
that their Government hath been ſo Ancient, ſo long Approved, and fo often 
Eſtabliſhed by the Laws and Statutes of this Kingdom, and as yet nothing in 
their Doctrine generally taught diſſonant from the Word of God, or the Ar- 
ticles Eſtabliſhed by Law, and that moſt of them are of ſingular Learning and 
Piety. In this Caſe to call the Form of Divine Service and Common Pray- 
ers, Erronious, Popiſh, Superſtitions, Idolatrons, and eall the Government by 
Biſhops, a perpetual Vaſlalage, and intolerable Bondage and at the firſt Step, 
and before the Parties concerned be heard, to pray the preſent removal of 


Officers, as Antichriſtian and Diabolical, we cannot conceive to favor or reliſh 
of Piety, Juſtice and Charity, nor can we joyn with them herein, but rather 
humbly pray a Reformation of the Abuſes and Puniſhment of the Offenders, but 
not the Ruin or Abolition of the Innocent. 


Now on the contrary, when We conſider the Tenor of ſuch Writings, as| 
in the Name of Petition are ſpread among the Common People, the Contents 
of many printed Pamphlets ſwarming at. London, and over all Countries; the 
SOrROns Pronehng publickly in Pulpits, and other private Places, and the bit- 
ter Invectives divulged, and commonly ſpoken by many difaffefted Perſons, 
all of them ſhewing an extreme averſeneſs and diſlike of the preſent Govern- 
ment of the Church and Divine Service or Common Prayers ; dangerouſly ex- 
citing a Diſobedience to the eſtabliſhed Form of Government and Church Ser- 


vice, their ſeveral Intimations of the deſire of the Power of the Keys, and 
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that their Congregations may be independent, and may execute Eccleſiaſtical 
Cenſures within themſelves, whereby many SeCts and ſeveral and contrary O- 
pinions, will ſoon grow and ariſe ; whereby great Diviſions and horrible Fa- 
Ctions will ſoon inſue thereupon, to the Breach of that Union, which is the 
ſacred Bond and Preſervation of the Common Peace of Church and State : 
their peremptory deſires, and bold aſſuming to themſelves the Liberty of Con- 
ſcience, to introduce into the Church whatſoever they AﬀeCt, and to refuſe 
and oppoſe all things which themſelves ſhall diſlike, and what they diſlike muſt 
not only to themſelves, but alſo to all others be Scandalous and Burdenſom, 
and mult be cried ont upon, as great and inſupportable Grievances, yea though 
the things in themſelves be never ſo indifferent, of never ſo long continuance 
in Uſe and PraCtice, and never ſo much deſired and affected by others, ſo that 
where three or four of them be in a Pariſh, though 500 others deſire the uſe 
and continuance of things long uſed, all muſt be altered, or taken away ag 
Scandals and Grievances for theſe three or four, though to the Offence of many 
others, and what ever they will have introduced mult be impoſed upon all g. 
thers, and muſt by all be admitted, without Scandal or Offence, whereby my1- 
titudes of Godly People and well affetted, are in ſome things deprived, or 
abridged of what they deſire and take comfort in, and have had fo long and 
lawful Uſe and-Praftiſe of, and other things impoſed upon them againſt their 


Wills and Liking, as if no account were to be made of them, or no Liberty of | 


Conſcience left unto them. Which bold Attempts of ſome few to'arrOgate 


to themſelves,and to exerciſe oyer all others, what high Prefumption is it > and | 


how great a Tyranny may it prove over'the Minds and Conſciences of Men ? 
The great increaſe of late of Schiſmaticks and SeCtaries, and of Perſons not 
only Coarating and ſequeſtring themſelves from the Publick Afſembly at Com- 
mon Prayers and Divine Service, but alſo oppoſing, and tumultuouſly inter- 
rupting others in the performance thereof, in the Publick Congregation ; the 
frequent and many Conventicles held amongſt them, and their often Meet- 


ings at all publick Conventions of Aſſizes, Seflions, Fairs, Markets, and other | 


publick Aſſemblies, their earneſt labouring to follicit and draw the People to 
them, and the general Correſpondence held among them, to advance their 
Ends herein. Of theſe things we cannot but take Notice, and muſt needs -ex- 
preſs our juſt Fears, that their Deſires and Endeavors are to work ſome great 
Change and Mutation in the preſent State of the Church Government, and in 
the Form of the Publick Worſhip of God, and Divine Service and Gommon 
Prayers.

A Committee was appointed to prepare an Order,. to be preſented 
to the Houſe of Lords, whereby the Commiſſioners for the Treaſury 
may be enjoyned not to diſpoſe of the Money received, or to be recei- 
ved upon the Bill of Tonnage and Poundage, till proviſion be made 
out of the ſame for the defence of the Narrow Sea. Thus did they by 
the late Bill of Tonnage and Poundage, make ſuch. a Preſent to His 
Majeſty, as the Biſcamers do to the King of Spair, when he comes into 
that Province, who preſent him with a Bag of Money upon the Top 
of a Lance, but withal inform him, that he muſt not meddle with 
it 


The Committee which was appointed to draw up the Inſtructions 
for the Commiſſioners to Treat with the Scortz/h-Lords, were alſo Or- 
dered, 7o prepare Heads for a Conference, with Reaſons to be delivered 
to the Lords, to induce them to joyn with this Flouſe to move His Ma- 
jeſty to declare, that a Toleration of Religion may not be granted to the 
Rebels in Ireland, nor in any of Hs Majeftres Dominions. This was ano- 
ther of thoſe invidious Infinuations, by which under a pretence of great

For the preſent Government of the Church we are moſt Thankful to God, 
bel. eving it in our hearts to be the moſt Pious, and the Wiſejt, that any 
People or Kingdom upon Earth hath been bleſt withal fince the Apoſtles 
dayes : Though we may not deny, tut through the frailty of Men, and Cor- 
ruption of Times, ſome things of ill Conſequence, and others needleſs, are 
ſtollen or thruſt into it, which we heartily wiſh may be reformed, and the 
Church reſtored to its former Purity: And to the End it may be the bet- 
ter preſerved from preſent and future Innovations, -we wiſh the wittingly 
and maliciouſly guilty of what Condition ſoever they be, whether Biſhops 
or other inferior Clergy, may receive condign pumſhment. But, for the 
miſcarriage of Governors, to deſtroy the Government, we truſt it ſhall ne- 
ver enter into the hearts of this Wiſe and Honorable AſSembly. 

We will not preſume to diſpute the Right of Epiſcopacy, whether it be 
Divine or not ; it ſufficeth us to know, That the Church Government by 
Biſhops is ancient, even near to the Apoitles Days : and that it hath plea- 
fed God from time to time, to make them moſt Glorious Inſtruments for 


| the Propagation and Preſervation of Chriſtian Religion, which with their 
| Blood 
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Blood they have frequently ſealed to Poſterity. And how much this King- 
| doms in particular is indelted to them, for their Piety, their Wiſrloms,and 
| Suffer ings we truſt ſhall never be forgotten. Our Fearts defire therefore 
| is, That the Precious may be ſeparated ſrim the Vile, that the Bad may 
be rejefted, and the Good retained. 

Furthermore, havinz heard, that our Common Prayer hath been inter- 
Fupted, and deſpiſed of ſome miſ-underſtanding or miſ-led People, to the 
Great Scandal of the Religion profeſſed in our Church ; We humbly beſeech 
y34.to take into your Care the Redreſs thereof, as of an Impiety not to Le 
endured ; as alſo to take Order for the ſevere puniſhment of thoſe Men, if 
they may be diſcovered, who frequently puLliſh Pamphlets, under a Veil of 
Religion; yet conducing, te Confuſion and Rebellion. 

All which, we humbly offer to your Wiſdoms, as the thoughts and defires 
| of this County, and as we are perſuaded of multitudes of ſound Members of 
the Church of England, and his Sacred Majeſties moſt Leyal Subjefs. 

Beſeeching God, to dired and proſper your Counſels, and ye ro pardon

2 'HE Pariſh Church of St. Gregories, adjoyning to the Cathedral 
« Church of St. Paul's in London aforeſaid, 1s, and, from the time 
* whereof the Memory of Man is not to the contrary, hath been the 
* Pariſh Church for the Inhabitants of that Pariſh, lately computed to be 
* 3000 perſons,for the adminiſtration of Divine Service and Sacraments. 
* The faid 7rigo Fones, being Surveyor of His Majeſties Works, and 
* particularly thoſe to be deſigned for the re-edifying of the ſaid Church 
* of St. Pauls, would not undertake the Work, unleſs he might be, as 
*-he termed it, the So/e Monarch, or might have the Principality there- 
* of, conceiving that the Work would not well be done,without pulling 
* down the faid Church of St. Gregorzes, preſented a Plott to his Ma- 
© jeſty accordingly. The faid Irigo Jones, having preſented the faid 
* Plott, his Majeſty hereupon ſignified his Pleaſure, and in purſuance 
« thereof, ſeveral Orders alſo were made at the Council-Board, That the 
* faid Church ſhould be taken down by the Pariſhioners, for the more 
* convenient Repairing of the Cathedral Church of St. Pauls ; which 
* the Pariſhioners refuſing to _ as was lawful for them to do, the 
* ſaid Tnigo Fones,in Execution of the Plot,and Deſign by him preſented 
* as aforeſaid, and of his Majeſties ſignification, and the Orders at the 
* Council-Board thereupon had ; in or about March, 1639, did pull 
* down, and cauſed to be pulled down part of the ſaid Church, and did 
* alſo threaten, That if the Pariſhicners would not take down the reſt of 
* it, then the Galleries ſhould be ſawed down, and with Skrews the Mate- 
* rials of the ſaid Church ſhould be thrown down into the Street. And 
* the faid /rigo Jones did further threaten the Pariſhioners, 7 hat if the 
* did not take doun the ſaid Church, they ſhould be laid by the Zeb, 
* Whereby the Pariſhioners being thus alrihted, and to fave the Mate- 
* rials, which not long before had coſt them 15001. were inforced to 
* take down ſome part of the faid Church, inſomuch, as it thereby was 
* made altogether uſeleſs : and the faid Pariſhoners to that great number 
* have been wholly deſtitute of any Place within their own Pariſh, for

«* The Damages the Pariſhioners have hereby ſuſtained, is very great, 
* and the Charge of Re-edifying the faid Church, and reſtoring it, to as 
* good plight as it was in, before it was ſo wrongfully taken down, will 
* amount at the leaſt to 3000 /. all which the faid Pariſhioners are rea- 
* dy to prove and Maintain. | | 

* For Remedy therefore, and Redreſs herein, and chiefly to the end, 
* that the faid Church of St. Gregories may be fully repaired, and re-

That this Fouſe doth Approve and Conſent, that his 
Majeſties Commiſſioners named by the Houſe, and appointed to treat with 
the Scotch Commiſſioners, ſhall treat with them for the raiſing of 1090.

Sir Walter Earl, then gave Information to the Houſe of ſome dan- 
gerous Words ſpoken by ſeveral Perſons, but did not Name them, where- 
upon it was Ordered, That Mr. Speaker ſhould iſſue out a Warrant,to ap- 
prehend ſuch Perſoas, as Sir Walter Earl ſha// nominate to him, for ſpeak- 
ing Words of a dangeroxs Conſequence.

ment of the Church, and whatever was either Orthodox or Loyal ; but 
for others, if they once dared to Intrench upon the Privilege of the 
Pretended Secs, or to correct thoſe Liberties they took to detame the 
King and his- Miniſters, the Church and her Governors, or to arraigri 
any of the violent Proceedings of the Faction, theſe Religious Spies and 
Setters, immediately gave Informations againſt them to ſome of the 
Members of the Commons; and theſe Men had a certain deviſe to 
puniſh Men, who had tranſgreſled no known Law, for Crimes which 
would not bear an Inditment, or the Teſt of a Jury of their Peers, by

And where our Law knows 
not how to lay an Indidtment ; it muſt certainly be ſomething Arbitra- 
ry, that inflits a Puniſhment. But this was the Caſe of Loyalty, Men 
were not only made Offenders for a Word, but for ſuch Words, as were 
Jultifiable by the Laws of God and Man. 

His Majeſty whoſe Zeal for the Church was as Eminent, as his Piety 
and Devotion were ſingular and moſt extraordinary, obſerving what an 
Inundation of Schiſme and Errors, were flowing in upon the Church, 
the Pretence of Reformation letting looſe all the Schiſmaticks, who pre- 
tended to be the great Reformers ; iſſued out a moſt Excellent Procla- 
mation to prevent that Diſorder, Diviſion and Separation, which he too 
Prophetically forefaw,would indanger the Subverſion of the very Eſſence 
and Subſtance of Religion. The Proclamation was as follows.

But the Root of the Schiſm lay too deep to be Cured by a Procla-

that they took exceptions to the laſt Conference, becauſe there was deli- 
wvered to the Reporter of the Lords Houſe, the Arch-biſhop of York, a 
Paper intituled, A Report made by Serjeant W1/d, trom the Commitrtce 
for the x3 Biſhops : Ze ſaid, he concerved for his part, that it was the 
Vote of the Houſe, but to ſatisfie that Objection, defired to know the An+ 
ſwer of the Houſe, T told his Lordſhip, it paſſed the Vote of the Houſe, 
and that Paper was but as a Memorandum to the manager of that Cenfe- 
rence, and delivered by him at that time to the Reporter of the Lords

Majeſty, as if ſhe had or would favour and incourage the Rebels in lre-

The Fifth Paper was a, Certificate from the Council of Ireland, ſhew- 
ing, That foraſmuch as the City of Dublin is not able to entertain and 
nouriſh ſuch Multitudes of diſtreſſed poor People, who are ſtripped of all 
they have by the Retels ; they thought fit to take up the Men, to imploy 
them in His Majeſty's Service, in the Wars there ; and to cauſe the Wo- 
men and Children to be Tranſported by Ship into England ; and do re- 
commend them to the Charity of all good Chriſtians, deſiring them, that 
they will take ſome Commiſeration of their Diſtreſs and great Neceſſity, 
and extend ſome Relief towards them by making Contributions, which Con- 
tributions they defire may be CAE and ſuch a Courſe taken, as that 
it may be ſure to be imployed only to the Relief of the poor diſtreſſed 
People.

The Sixth Paper was, That the Houſe of Commons out of a deep ſenſe 
of the Calamity of our Country-men, and Brethren of Ireland, and confide- 
ring how all Succeſs and Freperity depends upon the Bleſſing and Favour 
of God, do ave their Lordſhips to joyn with them in Petitioning his 
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Majeſty, That there may be a publick Faſt throughout the Kingdom, and 
that - His Majeſty will be pleaſed to appoint a near day for the ſame, to be 
kept by Both Houſes of Parliament, and the City of London, and the ad- 
jacent Parts ; and one other Day for other remote Parts of the Kingdom ; 
and becauſe they have received a Certificate from the Lords Juſtices, and 
others of His Majeſties Council in Ireland, concerning the miſerable Want, 
and Diſtreſs of the poor Engliſh, being divers 7, bond; of all Qualities 
and Sexes : That the Houſe 7 Commons for the Relief of the Perſons 
aforeſaid have appointed a Colleftion in their own Flouſe, to be made on 


| Thurſday next ; and they defire their Lordſhips to Order the like for 


their Houſe ; that by the Example of Parliament, the like Collefion may 
be made in all the Parts of the Kingdom upon the Day of the Faſt, and 
the Money gathered, to be diſpoſed in ſuch manner, by ſuch Commiſſioners 
as ſhall be appointed by both Houſes, for the Succour and Relief of theſe 
poor diſtreſsed People of Ireland.

He laſt time I was in this place, and the laſt thing that I recom- 

mended unto you was the buſineſs of Ireland ; whereby I was in 
good hope that I ſhould not have needed again to have put you in mind 
of that bufineſSs. But ſtill ſeeing the ſlow proceedings therein, and the 
daily diſpatches that I have out of Ireland, of the Lamentable Eſtate 
of My Proteſtant Subjefts there, I cannot but again earneſtly commend 
the Diſpatch of that Expedition unto you ; for it is the chief buſineſs that 
at this time I take to heart, and there cannot almoſt be any buſmeſs that 
T can have more care of. | 

I might now take up ſome of your time in expreſſing My deteſtation of 
Rebellions in general, and of this in particular. But knowing that Deeds 
and not Declarations muſt ſuppreſs this great Inſolency, I do here in a 
word offer you whatſoever My Power, Pains or Induſtry can contribute to 
this good and neceſſary Work of reducing the Iriſh Nation to their true 
and wonted Obedience. 

And that nothing may be omitted on My part, 1 muſt here take notice 
of the Bill for Preſſing of Soldiers, now depending, among you, My Lords : 
Concerning which, 1 here Declare, that in caſe it come ſo to Me, as it 
may not-infringe or diminiſh My Prerogative, I will paſS it. And fur- 
ther ſeeing there is a diſpute raiſed ( 1 being little beholding to him, 
whoſoever at this time began it ) concerning, the bounds of this Ancient 
and Undoubred Prerogative ; to avoid further debate at this time, 1 
offer that the Bill may paſs with a Salvo Jure both for King and People, 
leaving ſuch debates toa time that may better bear them, If thu be 
not accepted, the fault is not Mine that this Bill paſs not, but theirs that 
refuſe ſo fair an offer. 

To conclude, I conjure you by all that is or can be dear to you or Me, 
that laying away all diſputes, you go on cheerfully, and ſpeedil y for the 
reducing of Ireland. | |

His Majeſty having ended his Speech, departed, and the Commons 
went to their Houſe, The Lords conceived, that the Fundamental 
Privileges of Parliament have been broken by the King's taking Notice 
in his Speech this Day of the Debate in this Houſe, of the Bull tor Pref- 


ſing of Soldiers. 


Nor were the Commons leſs moved then the Lords for as nothing 
was more welcom to the Faction then any matter, with which they 
might charge the King, as intrenching upon their Priviledges ; fo they 
greedily laid hold upon this occaſion ; and after they had Voted it a 
breach of Priviledge, for the King to take notice of a Bill that is paſſing, 
before it be preſented to His Majeſty by the Conſent of Lords and Com- 
mons, as likewiſe to preſcribe Savings and Limitations to any Bills be- 
fore they be preſented ; a Meſlage was ſent up to the Lords by Mr. 
Hollis, to deſire a Conference by a Committee of both Houſes, ſo ſoon 
as may ſtand with their Lordſhips conveniency, touching a thing moſt 
precious to their Lordſhips and the Commons, the Priviledge of Par- 
liament. To which the Lords aſlſented, and the Conference being ended, 
the Lord Keeper Reported the Effect of it in theſc words. 


That the Priviledges of Parliament have ever been placed in a high 
Eſtimation with both Houſes, and have been enjoyed with great Afﬀe- 
tion, not only as an Ornament, but as a Right, to have free Debate in 
matters of Parliament. 

The Houſe of Commons ſay, That the occaſion of this Conference grows 
from ſomewhat that fell from the King this Day in his Speech, in full 
Parliament : they ſay his Preſence is an Occaſion of Joy, and would be 
fo, if it were not for miſ-repreſentations of things Atted and Debated 
in Parliament ; which is againſt the Indemnity of the Lords and Com- 
mons, as 9H. 4. 

His Majeſty took notice of a Bill for the Preſſing of Soldiers, being in 
Agitation in the Houſes, and not agreed upon, and did offer a Salvo Jure, 
or Proviſional Clauſe, to be added to the ſaid Bill ly way of Limitation 
or Reſtriftion ; and did alſo at the ſame time expreſs his diſpleaſure againſt 
ſome Perſon or Perſons, which had moved ſome Deult or (Queſtion concern- 
ing the Bound of Prerogative, which the Houſe of Commons declare to 
be a breach of the Fundamental Priviledges of Parliament. 

The Houſe of Commons do therefore defire their Lordſhips would joyn 
with them in an humble Petition to his Majeſty, to take notice, that the 
Priviledge of Parliament is broken herein, and to defire him, that it may 
not be done ſo any more hereafter. 


After this matter had been debated by the Lords, it was Ordered, 
That their Houſe will joyn with the Houſe of Commons in a Petition to 
His Majeſty herein : And the Lord Arch-Biſhop of 7ork, Earl of Pem- 
broke, Earl of Briſtol, Earl of Holand, Viſcount Say and Seal, Epiſcopus 
Durham, Epiſcopus Winton. Epiſcopus Roffer. were appointed a Select 
Committee, to meet with a proportionable number of the Houſe of 
Commons, to conſider of the Breach of Priviledge of Parliament, and 
and to prepare ſome things incident hereunto, and preſent the ſame 
to the Houſe. This Committee to meet with the Commons on Wed- 
neſday the 15th of this Inſtant December, at Nine of the Clock in the 
Morning in the Painted-Chamber.

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The Committee appointed by the Commons to meet with the Lords,

all the ſeven Prieſts, and that both Houſes would become Suitors to the 
King to take off the Reprieve. 

Next a Letter was read, ſent from one Parthington 7» Ireland, written 
to Sir John Clotworthy XAnight, ſhewing the great and barbarous Cruel- 
ties afted upon the Proteſtants in Ireland by the Rebels, as hanging of 
them, and pulling their Fleſh from their Bones ; cutting off their Feads, 
Hands and Feet, ripping up of Women great with Child, and killing of 
Children, with. divers other inhumane Acts. : 


The ſecond Conference was touching the Declaratory part of the 
Bill for Preſſing of Soldiers, That the Houſe of Commons conſents now

conceived theſe words to be a great Offence to ſo Great and High a 
Court as this is ; and being charged with the Words, he was Comman- 
ded by the Houſe to withdraw ; but before he withdrew he defired to 
explain himſelf, which he was permitted to do ; and he profeſſed, he 
did not ſpeak the Words to give any Offence to the Houſe : His Lord- 
ſhip being withdrawn, the Houſe took the Offence done into Conſide- 
ration, and Ordered, That the Lord Pierpoint ſhall be committed to the 
Cuſtody of the Gentleman-Uſher attending the Houſe for the preſenr. 


After which the Houſe took into conſideration the Propoſition of the 
Commons, concerning the ſeven Prieſts, and it was upon the Queſtion, 
after much Debate, Reſolved by the major part, to joyn with the Com- 
mons in an humble Petition to his Majeſty, 7hat Execution of the Laws 
may be done upon all the 7 Prieſts that are Condemned, and that he will 
be pleaſed to take off his Reprieve.

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Memorandum, 7he Lords the Biſhops withdrew themſelves, before the 

voting of this Queſtion, it being in Agnatione cauſz ſanguinis. 

The Lord Steward, and the Lords Chamberlain were Ordered to at- 

tend the King from both Houſes, concerning the 7 Prieſts to be Execu- 

ted as aforeſaid, and that his Majeſty will take off his Reprieve. 

Moſt part of this day was ſpent by the Commons, about the Debates 

of the King's Specch, the Refult of which the Reader hath already in 

the Conferences with the Lords : but {till the FaCtion could ſpare little 

time to remember their Petitioning Friends of Black-Heath, who had 

run their Heads into the Nooſe of the Law, and a Commiſſion was gone 

out againſt them for an Inquiſition ; upon which Occaſion as before they 

had warned the Under-Sherift of S#rrey, ſo this day produced an Order 
of the Commons to the Juſtices of the Peace of Surrey, not to proceed ' 
in any Inquiſition concerning any Perſons,that met to ſubſcribe a Petiti- 
on to be preferred to this Houſe, till they ſhould recive further Orders 
therein from the Houſe. | 

This day the Lord Arch-Biſhop of 7ork, reported from the ſelect 
Committee of both Houſes concerning the Privileges of Parliament, 
three Particulars, which the Committees think fit to be voted in both 
Houſes, as a Breach of the Privileges of Parliament ; And alfo that a De- 


thoſe Liberties, and this to be drawn up by the Committees. 

Likewiſe the Committees think fit, that a Petitionary Remonſtrance, 
be preſented to His Majeſty from both Houſes declaring the Right of 
Parliament, to thoſe Privileges, and the Particulars wherein they have 
been broken, with an humble Deſire, that the like may not be done 
hereafter, and that his Majeſty will be pleaſed to diſcover the Parties by 
whoſe Miſinformation, and evil Council his Majeſty was induced to

inz Our ſelf in Point of the Declaration, which We think unparliamentary, 
and ſhall take a Courſe to do that which We ſhall think fit in Prudence and 
Honor.

Loving Subjeits, We have thonght it wery ſuitable to the duty of Our 
place ( with which God hath truſted Us ) to do Our part to ſo good a 
Work, in which We ſhall not think it below our Kingly Dignity to de- 
ſeend to any particular, which may compoſe and ſettle the 4ffettions of Our 
meaneſt Subjefts, fince we are ſo conſcious to Onur Sel of ſach Upright 
Intentions and Endeavours, and only of ſach ( for which We give God 
thanks ) for the Peace and Happineſs of Onr Kingdom, in which the prof- 
perity of Our Subjetls muſt be included, that We wiſh from Our heart, 
that- even Our moſt Secret thoughts were publiſhed to their View and Ex-

Concerning Religion, as there may be any ſuſpicion of favour of inclina» 
tion to the Papiſts, We are willing to Declare to all the World, That as 
We have been from Our C hild-hood brought up in, and prattiſed the Re- 
ligion now Eſtabliſhed in this Kingdom ; ſo it is well known, We have 

| (not contented ſimply with the Principles of Our Education ) given a good 

proportion of Our time and pains, to the Examination of the Grounds of this 

Religion, as it is different from that of Rome, and are from: our Soul ſo 

fully ſatisfied and aſſured, that it is the moſt pure and agreeable to the 

Sacred Word of God, of any Religion now prattiſed in the Chriſtian World : 

That as We believe We can maintain the ſame by unanſwerable Reaſons, 

fo We hope We ſhould readily Seal to it by the Effuſion of Our Blood, 
if it pleaſed God to call Vs to that Sacrifice. And therefore nothing can 
e ſo acceptable unto Us, as any propofition which may contribute to the 
advancement of it here, or the propagation of it abroad, being the only 
means to draw down a Bleſſing from God upon Our Selves, and this Nati- 
on.

For We cannot without grief of heart, and without ſome Tax 
upon Our Self, and Our Miniſters for the not Execution of Our Laws, 
look upon the bold Licence of ſome Men, in Printing of Pamphlets, in 
Preaching and Printing of Sermons, ſo full of bitterneſs and malice againſt 
the prefent Government, againſt the Laws Eſtabliſhed, ſo full of Sedition 
againſt Our Self, and the peace of the Kingdom, that we are many times 
| amazed to confider by what Eyes theſe things are ſeen, and by what Ears 
they are heard ; And therefore We have good cauſe to Command, as We 
have done, and hereby do, all Our Judges and Miniſters of Juſtice, Our 


yy and Sollicitor General, aud the reſt of Our Learned Councel, to 
proceed with all ſpeed againſt ſuch, and their Abettors, who either Ly 
writing.or words, have ſo boldly and maliciouſly violated the Laws, di- 
flurbgd'the Peace of 'the-Common-wealth ; and, as much as in them lies, 
ſhaken the very Foundation upon which that peace and happineſs is Foun- 
ded and Conſtituted. And we daubt not but all Our Loving Subjects 
will be very: ſenſible that this buſie, virulent demeanour is a fit Prologue 
to. nothing but Confuſion ; and if not very Seaſonably puniſhed and preven- 
ted, will not. enly be-a blemiſh to that wholſome accommodation We intend, 
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But an unſpeakable Scandal and Imputation, even upon the Profeſſion and 
Religion of this Our Kingdom of England. | 
Concerning the Civil Liberties and Intereſt of Our Subjeits, We ſhall 
need to ſay the leſs, having eretted ſo many laſting Monuments of Our 
Princely and Fatherly Care of Our People, in whoſe many excellent Laws, 
paſſed by Vs this Parliament, which in truth ( with very much Content to 
Our Self ) We conceive to be ſo large and ample, that very many ſober Men 
have wery little left to wiſh for. 

We underſtood well the Right, and Pretences of Right, We departed 
from in the conſenting to the Bills of the Trienial Parltament,for the con- 
tinuance of this preſent Parliament, and in the preamble to the Bill of Tun- 
nage and Poundage ; the Matter of which having begot ſo many Diſturbances 


might hereafter break that Correſpondence, abundantly contenting Our Self, 
with an Aſſurance ( which We ſtill have ) that We ſhould be repaired and 
ſupplied by a juſt proportion of Confidence, Bounty and Obedience of Our 
People. In the Bills for the taking away the High Commiſſion, aud Star- 
Chamber Courts, We believed We had given that real Satisfattion, that 
all Fealouſies and Apprehenſions of Abitrary Preſſures under the Civil or 
\ Ecclefraſtical State, would eafily have been abandoned, eſpecially when 
they ſaw all poſſible Doubts ſecured by the Viſitation of a Trienial Par- 
liament. | 

Theſe, and others of no mean Conſideration, We had rather ſhould be va- 
lued in the Hearts and Afﬀetions of Our People ; then in any mention of Our 
own, not doubting, but as We have taken all theſe Occaſions to render their 


Condition moſt comfortable and happy, ſo they will always in a grateful and 
dutiful relation, be ready with equal tenderneſs and alacrity, to advance 
Our Rights, and preſerve Our Honor, upon which their own Security and 
Subſiſtence ſo much depends. And We will be ſo careful, that no particular

If theſe Reſolutions be the Effefts of Our preſent Councels, ( and We 


may confidently expett the benefit of them from Us ) Certainly no ill Deſign 
upon the Publick, can accompany ſuch Reſolution, neither will there be grea- 
ter Cauſe of ſuſpition of any Perſons preferred by Vs to degrees of Honor, 
and Places of Truſt and Imployment fince this Parliament. And We muſt 
confeſs, That amongſt Our Misfortunes, We reckon it- not the leaſt, That 
having not retained in Our Service, nor grotetted any one Perſun, againſt 
whom Our Parliament, hath excepted, during the whole fitting of it, and 
having in all that time ſcarce vouchſafed to any Man an inſtance of Our 
Grace and Favor, but to ſuch who were under ſome eminent Charafter of E- 
Stimation among Our x, Kh there ſhould ſo ſoon be any miſ-underſtanding 
or jealouſy of their Fidelity and Uprightneſs, eſpecially in a time when We 
take all Occafions to declare, That We conceive Our Self only capable of be» 
ing ſerved by Honeſt Men, and in honeſt Ways. However, if in Truth, 
We have bin miſtaken in ſuch Our Election, the Particular ſhall be ngſooner 
diſcovered to Us, either by Our own Obſervation, or other certain Infor-

The Lords of the Faction being aware of the Conſequence, and being as 
much reſolved to deſtroy the Religion by Law Eſtabliſhed, as the Pa- 
piſts could be for the hearts of them, therefore ſtoutly oppoſed it, and 
after a long Debate, It was Ordered, 7hat this Houſe approves of, and 
confirms the Report with the Amendments and Alterations ; and that the 
Clauſe againſt Tolleration of Popiſh Religion ſhall go fingly as it is, and that 
the Amendments and Alterations be communicated to the Houſe of Com- 
mons : And it was ſurther Ordered, 7hat the Earl of Briſtol do draw a De- 
claration 10 this Effet, That no Religion ſhall be Tolerated in his Majeſties 
"Dominions of England and Ireland, but what i or ſhall be Eſtabliſhed by 
the Laws of this Kingdom, and preſent the ſame to the Committee for Re- 
ligion, who are to meet on Tueſday next, at ſuch time and Place as the 
Houſe (hall appoint on Monday. | 

A Meſlage was brought from the Houſe of Commons by Sir 4rthur 
FHazlerigg, to let their Lordſhip know, 7hat the Commons do fully agree 
to the three Days appointed for the Faſt. The Days were Wedneſday 
next for both Houſes of Parliament, and London ; Thurſday next for | 
the City of Weſtminſter ; and Thurſday come Month for the whole King- 
dom. Then the Houſe appointed the Lord Arch-Biſhop of Tork to 
Preach the Faſt Sermon in the Abby before the Lords in the Morning, 
and the Lord Primate of Armagh ta Preach in the Afternoon ; and 7ue/-

Anſwer to our Propoſitions gi:ea, that we may give in the reft and be at 
a poiut this Day, or to worrow ; and in Caſe of further Delay, we demand 
that ſince the Sth of this Alouth ( at which time we ſhiuld have ſent An- 
ſwer into Scotland ) to the evd of the Trea'y, we may have Entertainment 
for the 2500 Men, we have kept up ſor this Service, otherwiſe we muſt 
ſend into Scotland, that they may be disbanded. 

A Meſlage was brought from the Houſe of Commons by Mr. Ho/s, 
to deſire a Conference by a Committee of both Houſes touching the 
Declaration, the Propoſitions from the Scots, the Bill for preſſing of 
Soldiers for /rel/and, without which they ſay Men cannot be raiſed for 
that Service. 

And further he ſaid, That the Houſe of Commons do make this De- 
claration, that they have done what they can, to further the Relieving 
of the miſerable and diſtreſſed Eſtate of the Proteſtants in /rel/and, and 
they do clear themſelves of the Blood and Miſeries which will follow, if 
Expedition be not done ſpeedily, to thoſe means that may relieve them. 
To which their Lordſhips anſwered, That they would give a preſent 
Meeting, touching the 2 firſt Propoſitions, and will conſider of the reſt 
and expedite them with all ſpeed. 

Next a Letter was read from Sir John Temple at Dullin, to the Lord 
Lieutenant of 7reland, the principal Matters of which were, 7hat Suc+ 
cors come ſo ſlowly out of England, That the whole State of Ireland ſuffers, 
and the Kingdom is likely to be loſt, by the flow Proceedings of ſending over 
) Men, Arms and Money, That the Lords of the Pale refuſe to come to the 
Council, That the Rebels are in a Body within 6 Miles of Dublin, and that 
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the Lords Gormanſton, Slane and Lowth have Correſpondency with the 
Rebels, That Proviſions will be cut off from them at Dublin, therefore 
they deſire ſpeedy Succors from England. 

After which the King's Anſwer to the Petition and Remonſtrance, was 
read as followeth. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 


N anſwer to your Petition, concerning Our Speech to the two Houſes of 
Parliament the 1 4th of December : 

Firſt, We do declare, That We had no Thought or Intention of breaking 
the Privileges of Parliament, neither are We ſatisfied, That Our being 
informed of any Bill tranſmitted by the Houſe of Commons, to the Houſe 
of Peers, eſpecially where Our Learned Council are admitted by the Peers 
to ſpeak on Our behalf, as they were in this Caſe, and therefere Our Dire- 
Aions neceſſary therein, can be judged any Breach of the Privilege of Par- 
liament. | 

And as for Our taking notice thereof, and defiring the inſerting of a 
Clauſe, of ſaving all Rights, We neither did willingly or knowingly do any 
thing to the Breach of the Priaygys of Parliament, but what We did 
therein, was the great Zeal We had, and ever ſhall have to the ſuppreſſing 
the Rebels in lreland, the quick diſpatch of which Bill, nt ae 4 ſo much 


to the feting thereof; And it could not but have received great Delay, 
had it paſſed both Houſes, in a Way whereunto We could not have given Our 
Royal Aſſent. 


Neither had We any Intention to expreſs any Diſpleaſure againſt any 
particular Man, for any Opinions or Propoſitions delivered by way of De- 
bate, in either Houſe, for Our Intention was to expreſs only Our general 
Diſlike of any (Queſtions that ſhould be raiſed, eſpecially at this time, con- 
cerning Our Prerogative, and the Liberty of the Subjef, ſuch as this is, 
being , 2s a Preamble, which might be left out, without prejudice. to the 
Claim, and could not be approved by Vs, without concluding Our Right. 

As for the laſt Demand, That We ſhould declare the Perſons that gave 
ws Information, It is no great wonder, That We ſhould get Information of 
the Contents of the Bill, fince they were publiſhed in Print before We ſpoke 
of them; yet though We ſhould have gotten Notice otherwayes, It is a 
thing much beneath Us, to name any that ſhould give Vs Information or 
Council, it being that which We would not impoſe upon any Ferſon of Fo- 
nor. 

Our Concluſion is, That We had not the leaſt Thought of breaking the 
Privileges of Parliament, but ſhall by Our Reyal Authority, ever protef 
and uphold them; And We expect that you will be as careful not to trench 
upon Our juſt Prerogative, as We will be not to infringe your juſt Privile- 
ges and Liberties, and then there will be little diſagreement betwixt Us 
hereafter in this Point. | 

After the reading of which Paper, it was Ordered, 7hat a Tranſcript | 
of this Anſwer te ſent down to the Houſe of Commons.

Then Mr. Peard Reported from the Committee appointed t- conſider |

The ſecond Propoſition is, They are informed, that by the Law of Ire- 
land, if the Deputy ſhould dye, the Lords may chuſe their own Governor, 
Therefore-the Houſe of Commons defire that ſome ſettled Commiſſion ma 
be, in caſe the Deputy miſcarry by Death, that may appoint who ſhall be 
Governor.

be pleaſed to take ſpeedy Reſolutions therein.

To Which they returned Anſwer, That it is Vſual 
at Aſſes for the Sheriff of the County to attend all the while with a Com- 
petent Nimber of Men: Hereupor. it was Ordered, That the Vnder-She- 
riff of Middleſex, and two of the Justices of the Peace for Weſtminſter, 
ſhall hereafter attend this Fouſe de die in diem, and receive the Diredti-

Then the Lord Chamberlain delivered this Meſſage to the Houſe by 
Command from the King, 7hat his Majeſty Leirg very ſenſible of the

Fears and Fealoufies in the Parliament ; and told him it was not allowable 
by the Laws of God or of the Land; and asked him what Warrant they: 
had for thu diſorderly att > He anſwered, That they were ſent for by ſome 


He told me his Maſter was a Conſtable, who gave him a Sword, and bad 
him go ; and he believed that the Maſters of the other Apprentices that 
were with bim, gave them the like Direflions, and that they would not 
have done ſo, unleſs ſome Warrant or Direftion had come from ſome Parlia-' 
ment-men. 1 asked him to what End they went 2 He anſwered, That they

the Wiſdom of your Lordſhips and the Houſe of Commons, 

The Houſe of Commons are likewiſe informed by a Member of their 

Houſe, That he going from the Houle to his Lodging, through the 

Church-Yard, found there a Guard of Soldiers, and inquiring ot them, 

by whoſe command they were there, they anſwered by the Lord Arch- 

Biſhop of Tork's : If this be to be ſuffered, to have Guards ſet about the 

Parliament in this manner, to the 'Terror and aftray of the People, the 

Houſe of Commons ſubmit it to your Lordſhips judgment, and there- 

fore to prevent all inconveniencics, the Houſe of Commons deſire to 

have a Guard, otherwiſe there will follow certain Miſchief in the end, 

which the Houſe of Commons foreſecing do give your Lordſhips time- | 
ly warning, that if it happen they may clear themſelves to all the 
World.

by both Houſes, and to be Commanded by the Farl of Eſſex. And it was 
Reſolved Negatively. | 
Beſides what hath before been taken notice of in the Conferences 
with the Lords, there paſſed a Vote, That the Matters this day debated, 
concerning the removal of the Earl of Briſtol from the King and Council, 
be referred toa Committee, to prepare and preſent it to the Fouſe. 

The Kings Meſſage concerning the 10000 Frg/i/h Volunteers, was 
alſo Communicated to the Commons at a Conference, but they took no 
notice of it. 

The Houſe debated the ObſtruQtions, which hindred the ſpeedy re- 
lief of Jre/and, and Mr. Hollis, Mr. Pym, Mr. Strode, Sir Edm. Mont- 
fort, Mr. Glyn, Sir Philip Stapleton, Mr. Martin, Sir John Hotham and 
Sir John Culpeper were appointed a Committee, to prepare a Declarati- 
on, upon the heads this day propounded here , concerning the Ob- 
ſtructions in the Afﬀairs of /relard, and the Cauſes thereof, and preſent 
{it tothe Houſe. Though truly who ever reads the Kings laſt Meſſage 
concerning the Volunteers, may find without the help of this Declarati- 
'on, that the Committee themſelves and their Faction in the Houſe, 
were the only Obſtruction in this Aﬀair. And for all their ſeeming 
Zeal, yet this Rebellion in 7reland, was ſuch a neceſſary handle to their 
preſent Afﬀairs, and future Deſigns, that they were reſolved not to part 
with it, till they had ſerved their own turn with it ; and happen the 
worlt, they were reſolved the miſcarriages ſhould not ly at their doors, 
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ſo long as they could have 15000 Porters, to take the Burden from their 
Backs and Petition it to the Biſhops, the Houſe of Lords, or the Kings 
Back, if occaſion required. They had indeed gained fuch an intire 
Aſcengant upon the faith of the Populace, that whoever they accuſed of 
it, they were aſſured would be believed Guilty. 

And that they might not be wanting to inflame the People into far- 
ther Tumults , and leſt they ſhould cool in the ſervice of crying No 
Biſhops, and affronting the King and the Laws, even at the Gate of his 
Majeſties Royal Palace. 

It was Ordered, That the Bailiff, and other Oficers of Weſtminſter, be 
required from this Houſe to take Care, that a double Watch and Guard 
may be kept about this City and Suburbs this Night. And to improve and 
ſecond this Invention, ſome of their Infamous and Malicious Agents, 
made Out-Cries in the City, That all People ſhould riſe for their De- 
tence, for that the King with his Papiſts were coming to Fire the City, 
and Cut their Throats, Which helliſh Calumny backed with the ſuſpi- 
tions Order of the Commons, inflamed the People for want of Sleep 
and Reaſon to cool their Brains, and ſee into the wicked Artifice, to 
thoſe Degrees, that theſe imaginary Dangers wrought them up to the 
ſame height of Frenzy and Madneſs, that the moſt real Miſchiefs could 
have done; and Ignorance being both the Mother of Credulity and 
Fear, thoſe wicked Incendiaries, who had kindled theſe Flames, ceaſed 
not to feed theſe two Paſſions with conſtant Fewel, and to blow them 
up into Diſcontent and Hatred of his Majeſty and the Government, as 
deſigning their Ruin and Deſtruction,and not their Safety, Happineſs and 
Protection. 

This Day the Lord Keeper acquainted the Houſe of Lords, That the 
King had commanded him to deliver a Petition to their Lordſhips which 
was preſented to him ; whereupon the Houſe commanded the ſaid Petiti- 
on to be read, which was in theſe Words,

ſoever, debateable in Parliament, by the ancient Cuſtoms, Laws and Sta- 

tutes of this Realm, and ought to be protetted by your Majeſty, quietly to 
attend and proſecute. that great Service, 

They humbly Remonſtrate and Proteſt before' God, your Majeſty, and the 


| Noble, Lords and Peers, now Aſſembled in Parliament, that as they have 
| an indubitate Right, to fit and Vote in the Houſe of the Lords, ſo are they 


( if they may be protefted from Force and Violence ) moſt ready and willing 
to perform their Duties accordingly. And that they do abominate all Atti- 
ons ar:Opinions tending to Popery, and the maintenance thereof; as alſo, all 
ruby 5 and Inclination to any malignant Party, or any other Side or 
Party whatſoever, to the which their own Reaſons and Conſciences ſhall not

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But whereas they have been at ſeveral times violently Menaced, Afﬀront-

In the afternoon the Lord Keeper Reported, 7hat he had according to

What the Debate was I cannot tell, tut there is an Order, which is 
Cancelled, in theſe words, That two of the Citizens that ſerve for the 
City, ſhall go into the City, and acquaint them that this Houſe is beſet 
and in danger.

they defired that their Lordſhips would joyn with them, to defire His 
Majeſty that the Parliament may have ſuch a Guard, as both Houſes 
might confide in, that they might be commanded by the Earl of Eſlex ; 
to which defire the Houſe of Commons have yet recetved no Anſwer : 7 hey 
defire therefore their Lordſhips would take theſe following Reaſons into 
Conſideration by way of addition to their former. 

(1.) The Inſolent and Traiterous Petition and Proteſtation of the Bi- 
ſhops, preferred this day to rheir Lordſhips, which the Houſe of Com- | 
mons conceive they durſt not dare to have done, without ſome Back in their 
Deſign.

The faid Arch-Biſhop, deſired leave of the Houſe to Speak a few 
words, which the Houſe granting, he ſaid, Ze would not at this time 
make any Demurrer to the Charge, as having never heard it before , but 
he defired their Lordſhips would give him leave to do as he ſhould be ad- 
viſed when he came to Anſwer ; and then he withdrew. 

The Biſhop of Durham was in the fame manner brought to the Bar ; 
and the Lord Keeper repeated unto him the fame Charge , and he ha- 
ving leave to Speak, faid, That this was the greateſt Miſery that ever be- 


tent ; but he going by chance ro the Arch-Biſhop of York's Houſe about 
two days ago, he found ſome Biſhops there, and the Petition Signed by ma- 
ny of the Biſhops ; and being defired to Subſcribe the ſaid Petition, he read 
it over, and took ſome Exception at it, but he was drawn to it, by their 
Inducements ; and he did Subſcribe it only to preſerve his Right in Yo- 
ting in Parliament ; and defiring their Lordſhips to have pitty upon him, 
being a Man of great Tears, he withdrew. 

And then in the fame manner the Biſhop of Norwich was brought to 
the Bar, and after he had heard his Accufation, he faid, 7hat this was

The Biſhop of Hereford was next, who faid, That when time was fit- 
ting, he would make his humble Anſwer to his Charge, but defired to ſay no- 
thing for the preſent. 

The Biſhop of Ely was the next, who made this ſhort and diſcreet An- 
ſwer, He deſired their Lordſhips would excuſe him for Speaking now , leſt 
he ſhould do himſelf more hurt by Speaking then by Silence. 

The Biſhop of 9xox, who confeſſed, Ze ſet his hand to the Petition, 
Lut his Offence is through Ignorance, and therein Craves their Lordſhips 
Compaſſion. 

Then the Biſhop of Gloceſter, who confeſſed, He ſet his hand to the 
Petition, but that he was one of the laſt that Subſcribed it , which he pro- 
feſſed was not done with any Traiterous intent, but through Ignorance, and 
Submitted himſelf humlly to the Wiſdom of the Houſe. 

The Biſhop of Perertorough, anſwered, Zhat he did ſet his hand to the 
Petition, but he never had any ſuch ill intent as is Expreſſed in the Charge,

The Biſhop of Winton ſitting this day in the Lords Houſe, it was

Guard, into ſerious Conſideration, and truly with great grief of | 
heart, that after a whole Tears fitting of this Parliament, wherein you | 
have obtained thoſe things, for the happineſs and ſecurity of your ſelves, 
and the reſt of Our Subjetts, as no Age can equal, inſtead of reaping in 
Peace and Tranquility the fruits of your Labours, and of Our Grace and 
Aﬀedtion to Our People, We Bould find Jealoufies, Diſtruſts and Fears, 
ftill ſo prevalent amongFt you, as to induce you to declare them unto Vs 
in ſo high a meaſure, as you bave done at this time, 

We are wholly ignorant of the grounds of your Apprehenſtons, but this 
We do proteſt, before Almighty God, to whom We muſt be accountable for 
thoſe whom he hath intruſted to our Care and Proteition, that had We 
any knowledge or belief of the leaſt Deſign in any, of violence, either for- 
merly, or at this time, againſt you, We would purſue them to condign pu- 
niſhment, with the ſame Severity and Deteſtation, rhat We would do the 
greateſt attempt upon Our Crown. 

We know the Duty of that place where God hath ſet Vs, the Protei- 
on We ow to all Our Loyal Subjetts, and moſt particularly to you called to 
Our Service by Our Writs ; and We do engage unto you Solemnly the Word 
of a King, that the Secarity of all and every one of you from violence, is, 
and ſhall ever be, as much Our Care as the preſervation of Vs and Our 
Children. 

And if this general Aſſurance ſhall not ſuffice to remove yonr apprehen- 
frons, We will Command ſuch a Guard to wait upon you, as We will be 
reſponſible for, to him who hath incharged Vs with the Safety and Prote- 
ion of Our Subjets. 


White-Hall, Fa. 3d. 


The Infolency of the Tumults was inexpreſſible, infomuch that ſeve- 
ral young brisk Gentlemen of the Inns of Court, came and voluntarily 
offered themſelves to his Majeſty at White-Ha7, to Guard his Perſon 
from the Rabble, whoſe deportment was fo unſufferable, that *tis a 
Miracle no more miſchief came of it ; but fuch was his Majeſties ten- 
derneſs and caution, that he would not permit theſe young Gentlemen 
ſo much as to Exaſperate that Rude Crew, but having given them 
thanks for the offer of their Service, and ordered them to be handſom- 
ly entertained at Tables provided for them, they were diſmiſſed : 
Though afterwards a great noiſe, and a Plot was made of drawing theſe 
young Gentlemen into a Deſign to do ſome ſtrange things. 

But though his Majeſty thought not fit to make Uſe of their Aſſiſt- 
ance ; yet he ſent to the Lord Mayor to call a Court of Aldermen and 
Common-Council, and to propoſe to the City the care of Suppreſſing 
theſe Tumultuary Aſſemblies ; an account of which Court and procee- 
dings was as follows.

At this Common-Council Mr. Recorder declared, That by the direfion of the 
Right Honourable the Lord Major, he was to ſugnifie to them the cauſe of their now 
Aſſembly, how that bis Lordſhip had yeſterday received a Letter from Sir Edward 
Nicholas Knight, one of his Majeſties principal Secretaries of State, intimating, 
that it was his Majeſties pleaſure, his Lordſhip ſhould call a Common-Countil againſt 
this time, and then his Lordſhip ſhould be advertiſed of his Majeſties further pleaſure, 
and that there was now at this preſent in the Council Chamber an Honourable Perſon, 
being the Lord Newburgh, Chancellor of his  Majeſties Curt of the Dutchy, and 
one of his Majeſties moſt Honourable Privy-Council, come” bither to deliver his Mef- 
ſage to this Court: And thereupon the Right Honourable the Lord Newburgh 
was deſired to come into this Court, who being here declared and ſaid in this 
manner :; Gentlemen,his Majeſty out of his good affeftion towards the City, and 
acknowledging of your great Loyes lately ſhewed unto his Highneſs, hath 
{ent me with a Meſlage to you, aſſuring it to be the ſame ain in a Paper, 
which he preſented, and deſired to be read to this Common-Council, which was | 
accordingly done, the Tenor whereof followeth in theſe words.

T Here having been of late many Tumultuary and Riotous Aſſemblies of people about 
our Palaces of White-hall and Weſtminſter, zo the great diſturbance of us 
and our Parliament : and we having received Information, that ſome ill-affefted per- 
ſons do ſtill endeavour to incite the like Tumults again, we have thought fit to recom- 
mend to your eſpecial care the prevent ing them as far as in you lies, eſpecially the enſu- 
ins Holy-days, at which the idleneſs of many may make them apter to ſuch diſorders. 
We have thought fit likewiſe to let you know, that we are ſo well aſſured of the good af- 
feftions of our City of London, by the great expreſſions which it hath made unto #s of 
late, that we can in no wiſe underſtand it to have any ſhare in the fanlt of theſe Tu- 
mults and Diſtempers, but that they proceed meerly from the mean and unruly people of 
the Suburbs, And as we are mot confident of the hearts and good affeftions of our City 
of London towards us and our Government, and will not entertain any other opinion 
ſo we do deſire them not to be diſturbed by any, jealouſies that ill-affefted per ſons may en- 
deavour to ſow, but to reſt moſt confident and aſſured, that the Safety, the Protett ion, 
and the Proſperity of the City ſhall ever be with us a principal care. | 


After the reading of which moſt Gracious Meſſage, whereby is fully manife- 
ſted and expreſled his Majeſties Gracious Goodneſs,and great care for the ſafety 
and proſperity of this City ( the Lord Newbargb having withdrawn himſelf ) 
this Common-Council took the ſame into their ſerious conſideration, and how 
for the preſent to return by this Honourable Perſon unto his Majeſty an Anſwer 
with all humility and thankfulneſs ; andafter mach debate, it was fully agreed 
and reſolved of by this Common-Council, That in the firſt place ſhould be re- 
| turned and rendred uato his Majeſty from this Common-Council, as the Re- 
, preſcntative Body of the whole City, their humble duty in all thankful manner, 

for his goodneſs and gracious love andcare manifeſted to this City. 

Secondly, That it ſhould be ſignified unto his Majeſty, this Court, nor any 
particular Member thereof, hath had any hand in theſe Tumultuous and Rio- 
| ran proceedings, and that they, and every of them do diſayow and diſclaim 
ne 1210C, 

Thirdly, That it may be likewiſe ſignified, That this Court (as the Repre- 
ſentitive Body of the whole City) doth promiſe from hence-forth their beſt en- 
deavours to prevent and ſuppreſs in time to come'( as far as in them lyeth ) 
a 
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all ſuch, or the like Tumultuous Aſſemblies, and all Mutinous and Kebclijous 
erſons. 
- And laſtly, That the humble deſire of this Court may be preſented unto his 
Majeſty, to be graciouſly pleaſed, that all the Delinquents and Caulſers of theſe 
Tumults, whatſoever they be, bzing apprehended, may be brought into Exami- 
nation, and reccive condign puniſhment according to the Law. 
And theſe four things thus agreed upon were by direction of this Common- 
Council here openly declared and delivered by the Mouth of Maſter Recorder, 
unto that Honourable Perſon the Lord Newbareh here preſent, with deſire that 
the ſame ſhould be by his Lordſhip accordingly preſented unto his Mij.ſty, the 
which he promiſed to perform with truſt. 
And afterwards this Court entred into further conſultation and debate touch- 
ing the Tumulcuous and Riotous Aſſemblies lately ſpread night 2nd day in ſeve- 
ral parts. of this City, to the great trouble and affrightment of his Majelſties 
good Subjects, and alſo touching the great neglect of that due reſpet which 
ought to be given by the Inbabirants of this City, to the ſeveral Precepts lat<ly 
iſſued out by my Lord Major for a continual Watch and Ward, day and night 
for prevention and ſuppreſſion of ſuch Tumults and Diſtempers. 
And likewiſe touching the great neglect in app2arance of the Trained Bands 
of this City to their Colours at the beat of the Drutn, eſpecially in theſe times 
of danger, in contempt of Authority, being a matter of exceeding great conſe- 
quence, and not fit to be ſuffered. And thereupon this Common- Council Ta- 
king much to heart, that ſuch diſobedience ſhould grow and be found in the 
Inhabicants of this City, to the great diſreſpect of Magiitracy and Contempt of 
Government ; And that ſuch Diſorders and Tumulcuary Aſſemblies ſhould be 
permitted in ſuch a City as this, formerly famous for the good and quiet Go- 
verament thereof, hath thought it very expedient and behovetul, for redreſs 
and remedy to be had in theſe abuſes, being nor fit to be any longer endured, 
That every Member of the Common-Council now Aſſembled, ſhall in theic 
ſeveral Precindts ſpread it abroad, and make it known, That if any perſon, or | 
perſons, ſhall from hence-forth neglect his duty and ſervice to be performed, as 
aforeſaid, and ſhall not do his beſt endeavour to ſuppreſs, or prevent any 
Tumults, or Riotous Aſſemblies, that ſhall hercafrer be attempted within this 
Ciry,or Liberties thereof, that chen he or they offending, ſhall receive condign 
puniſhment according to his or their demerits. 
And it is further thought fir, and ſo agreed by this Common-Council, that 
my Lord Major may ſend out his Precepts in ſuch manner, and ro ſuch purpoſe, 
as his Lordſhip, and his Brethren the Aldermen, ſhall think fir, for Watch and 
Ward, raiſing of Arms, or otherwiſe, for the ſafety and preſervation of this 
City z to which this Court, and all the Members thereof, promiſe all due and 
cheerful obedience. 


And that Poſterity may ſee his Majeſty had great reaſon for what he 
did, I will preſent the Reader with one of thoſe Sheets then Printed 
giving an account of the Rudeneſs and Infolence of the Rabble, from 
whence tho written as partially as may be, and in favour of them, yer 
it will be eafie to obſerve both theirs and the Calumniating temper of 
the Parliamentarian Scriblers of that Age, who made all men Atheiſts 
and Papiſts that were not Seditious Rebels. The Paper is in theſe 
words. 


HE Apprentices waiting there days at the Parliament Houſe, without 
giving affront or ill Language to any ; they did only with a full conſeart, 
ry down Biſhops and Popiſh Lords. 


But coming ſcattering home by ſlender Companies, were ſet upon by divers 
Caviliers, who did cut many and miſuſed moſt with baſe Language, not only 
Apprentices but Men of good Rank and Quality ( calling them Ram-headed 
Rogues ) to the great diſparaging and digheartning of them in their Trades and 


over their Trades, becauſe they are fo abuſed : And the adverſe Party, "Rn | 
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ſo bold and infolent, that they carenot what outrages they commit againſt ho- 
neſt men of good report,and theKings loyal and good SubjeCfts,and without ſome 
ſpeedy redreſs, and ſuppreſſing of them by the good Laws of the Land, againſt 
ſuch as do ſo infolently fall upon the Kings Majeſties Subjects withont cauſe,there 
is like to be many thouſand lives ſpilt and taken away. | 

The Apprentices being many of them committed, and the other diſcounte- 
nanced, made the Apprentices to ſwell in Blood, to the adventure of the loſs of 
their lives, met on Wedneſday night laſt, vo the number of two thouſand with 
Clubs, Swords, Halberts, and were reſolved to go to the White- Lyon ; and others 
cryed out, To my Lord Major*s; but by the providence of God, and the grave 


wiſdom of Captain Yer, they were prevented by the grave Speech that followeth. 


Gentlemen, Let me intreat you to be at peace and quietneſs, and return eve- 
ry one to his own habitation, and you ſhall find we will be as ready to co 
any favour for you, and relieve you in any of your juſt Grievances, as you 
can or ſhall your ſ-Ilves, and as you ſhew 'your willingneſs to us, fo 
ſhall we with our lives be willing and ready to help you: therefore pray de- 
part every man to his own home in Peace, that it may not be ſaid of you, they 
are rude and tumultuous, but that you may ſhew your ſelves to be diſcreet in all 
your affairs,to the advancing of the Cauſe you have in hand ; and refer the Cauſe 
to us which will be ready to ſupport you to our powers in all that ſhall be juſt. 
Then ſome cryed out, But what ſhall they do for the Brethren that were Com- 
mitted by my Lord Major, and at Weſtminſter, before they ſhall ſuffer we will 
ſpend all our lives, The Captain made anſwer, That for thoſe that were-Com- 
mitted at Weſtminfter, he and another was appointed by the Houſe to releaſe 
them all, and we did ſo the ſame night before we came from Weſtminſter. And 
if my Lord Major hath commitred any, 1 will warrant you, if you will be quiet, 
and take my word, they ſhall be releaſed every one. And &s ſoon as | have re- 
freſhed my ſelf, I will go to my Lord Major, and have them diſcharged ; bur 
do you by no means go, but return home : So they cryed, Home, Home, Home, 
witha mighty noiſe. Then the Major part went away, but ſome of them re- 
mained there which would not be ſatisfied, but went down to the Counter in 
WoodFtreet, where they were withſtood by the Officers thereto belonging, with 
Swords and half Pikes, but ſome ruſht in upon them, and got away one of the 
half Pikes from one of them, and then went np into Cheap-fide again, but could 
not reſt ſatisfied, but down they went again, and the door being ſhut againſt 
them, they brake it, and brake the Windows, Afrer this, the Keeper of the 
Counter let ſome of them come in, and ſearch for them in every Ward, and 
queſtioned the Priſoners whether there was any or no, but they found none 
there, And therefore went away. 

There are many Voluntiers agoing out, but it is to, be feared, that there are 
many of them Papiſts, who will be more ready to help the Papiſts againſt the 
King, then the King againſt the Papiſts. - But I hope the Lord will defeat their | 
deſigns, and bring their evil ways upon their own heads, if there be any that 
ſeeks the diſtruction of the Land. 

Ireland is in a very bad eſtate, and in much fear and trouble of the loſs of 
Dublin, but there is yet hopes if there be but preſent help and aid agaiaſt the 
Ro which is the deſire of all true Subjects, the going forward" of the hap- 
py deſign. 

Thus Courteous Reader, you have had the full occurrant of the paſſages, and 
in what a miſerable eſtate we are brought unto by Papiſts and Atheiſts, who ſwarm 
like the Frogs of Egypt over the whole Land, and not likely to be ſwept away, 
till the Lord in Mercy to his People, ſweep them into the Red-Sea of their own 
Blood, into the depth of which the Lord bring all the Enemies of his Goſpel.

" That both Houſes have lately taken a Proteſtation for the Maintainance 
of their Priviledges, Perſons and Goods, a High Breach whereof is at this 
Inſtant ; for divers Members of the Houſe of Commons have their Per- 
ſons Aſſaulted, and laid in ar ob their Chambers, Studies and Trunks 
have been Ranſacked ani Sealed up; as Mr. Hollis, Mr. Pym, and Mr. 
Hampden : Beſides, the Houſe of Commons underſtands, that there are 
GMarals of Souldiers ſet near the Parliament Houſes, as at White-Hall ; 
which being done without conſent of the Parliament , they hold it to be a 
Breach of the Priviledges of Parliament : The Houſe of Commons there- 
fore defires their Lordſhips would joyn with them, in. an Humble Defire 
to his Majeſty, that the Gnards at White-Hall may be removed; and that 
the Parliament may have ſuch a Guard as ſhall be approved of by the King 
and both Fonſes of Parliament. And alſo the Houſe of Commons defires

Whereupon, Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, Lord Falkland, Sir 

Philip Stapelton, and Sir John Hotham, were appointed to attend his 
Majeſty, and to acquaint his Majeſty, 7hat this Meſſage from his Ma- 
jeſty is a matter of great Conſequence , it concerns the Priviledge of Par- 
liament, and therein the F riviledge of all the Commons of England ; That 
this Fouſe will take it into Confideration , and will attend -his Majeſty 
with Anſwer in all Humility and Duty, with as much Speed, as the great- 
neſs of the Buſineſs will permit : And in the mean time, this Houſe wil 
take Care that thoſe Gentlemen mentioned in the Meſſage, ſhall be read 
to Anſwer to any Legal Charge laid againſt them, And Mr. Speaker did 
by Command of the Houſe enjoyn theſe five Members, particularly one 
by one, to give their attendance on this Houſe, de die in diem, till the 
Houſe take turther Order. 
But notwithſtanding all their fair words, how much they intended to 
abide a fair and legal Tryal, a little patience will inform the Reader, for 
immediately Sir William Flemming, and another Gentleman , who had 
in obedience to the Kings Warrant, Sealed up the Stndies and Trunks of 
thoſe five Members, were apprehended by Mr. Speakers Warrant , as 
Delinquents, and ordered to remain in the Serjeants Cuſtody till further 
Order. 

A Meſſage was alſo this day ſent up to the Lords by Mr. Strode, Yo 
defire their Lordſhips , That whereas apon the Requeſt of the Houſe of 
Commons their Lordſhips have agreed with the Houſe of Commons, that 
the Servants belonging to the King, Queen, Prince, or to any of the Kings 
Children, ſhall according to the Law, take the Oaths of Supremacy and 
Allegiance ; the Houſe of Commons defire that the Lord Keeper may be 
Ordered to Iſſue forth Writs for that purpoſe, to Perſons of Honour , to 
ſee it done accordingly. 

Next, that their Lordſhips would jayn with them, to take a Courſe that 
the Colledge of Cappuchin-Friers at Sommerſet-Houſe may be Diſſolved;

Treaſon the Twelve Biſhops, for their [legal and Trayterous attempt in their 
Petition and Proteſtation againſt the King and Parliament. Theſe Gentlemen 
with my ſelf and others, having the proſecution of that buſineſs, and other 
Charges of great Crimes againſt them commitred to our Truſt, did unanimouſly 
with one conſent follow the fame,bringing to a period our Debates and Diſputes 
concerning their Crimes, what we conceived they were guilty of upon their 
ſeveral Charges, and what guilty of for framing and preferring tieir Perition 
and Proteftation to His Majelty, that they were guilty of Miſprikon of Treaſon 
upon their former Accuſations ; and guilty of High Treaſon upon this their 
laſt deſign: And theſe our Votes and Concluſions (grounded and warranted,

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(1.) Concerning Religion, the beſt means to diſcern between the True and 
Falſe Religio?, is, by ſearching the Sacred WV ritings of the Old and New Teſta- 
ment ; which is of it ſelf pure, indited by the Spirit of God, and written by 
Holy Men, unſpotted in their Lives and Converſations; and by this Sacred 
Word may we prove, whether our Religion be of God or no: and by looking 
in this Glaſs, we may diſcern whether we are in the Right Way or no. 

And looking into the ſame, I find that by this Truth of God, that there is 
but one God, one Chriſt,one Faith, one Religion, which is the Goſpel of Chriſt, 
and the Doctrine of the Prophets and Apoſtles. 

In theſe two Teſtaments is contained all things neceſſary to Salvation ; if 
that our Religion doth hang upon this Doctrine and no other ſecondary Means, 
then it is true; to which comes neareſt the Proteſtant Religion which we pro- 
feſs, as I really and verily believe, and conſequently that Religion which joyn- 
eth with this DoCtrine of Chriſt and his Apoſtles ; the I raditions and Inven- 
tions of Men, Prayers to the Virgin Mary, Angels,Saints, that are Uſed in the 
Exerciſe of their Religion, ſtrange and Superſtitious Worſhipping, cringing, 
bowing, creeping to the Altar, uling Pictures, Dirges and ſuch like cannot be 
true, but Erroneous, nay devilliſh; and all this is uſed and maintained in the 
Church of Rone, as neceſflary as the Scripture to Salvation ; therefore is a falſe 
and Erroneous Church, both in DoCtrine and Diſcipline, and all other SeCts 
and Schiſms, that leans not only on the Scripture, though never ſo contrary 
to the Church of Rome, is a falſe worſhipping of God, and not the true Reli- 
giON. Fes thus mich concerning Religion, to diſcern the truth and falſhood 
thereot. 

(2) I come now, A. Speaker,to the ſecond thing intimated unto you,which 
was how to diſcern in a ſtate between good Subjects and bad, by their Loyalty 
and due SubjeCtion to their Lawful Sovereign ; in which I ſhall, under favour, 
obſerve two things. 

(1.) Lawful SubjeCtion to a King in his own Perſon, and the Commands, 
Edicts, and Proclamations of the Prince and his Privy Council. 

(2.) Lawful Obedience to the Laws, Statutes and Ordinances made, EnaCted 
by the King and the Lords,with the Free Conſent of his Great Council of State 
aſlembled in Parliament. 

For the Firſt; To deny a willing and dutiful Obedience to a Lawful Soye- 
raign and his Privy Council, ( for as Cambder truly faith, The Commanas of the 
Lords, Privy Councellors, and the Edifts of the Prince #5 all one, for they are inſepa- 
rable, the one never without the other, either to defend his Royal Perſon and 
Kingdoms againſt the Enemies of the ſame, either publique or private ; or to 
defend the Antient Priviledges and Prerogatives of the King, pertaining and 
belonging of Right to his Royal Crown,and the maintenance of his Honor and 
Dignity ; or to defend and maintain true Religion Eſtabliſhed in the Land, 
according to the truth of God, is one ſign of an Evil and Bad Subject. 

Secondly, To yield Obedience to the Commands of a King, if againſt the 
true Religion, againſt the Ancient and Fundamental Laws of the Land, is an- 
other ſign of an ill Subject. 

Thirdly, To reſiſt the Lawful Power of the King, to raiſe Inſurre&tion 
againſt the King, admit him adverſe in his Religion, to Conſpire againſt his 
Sacred Perſon, or any wayes to Rebel, tho Commanding things againſt our 
Conſciences in Exerciſing Religion, or Ls the Rights and Priviledges of 
the Subject, is an abſolute ſign of a Difaftefted and Trayterous Subject. 

And now having given the Signs of diſcerning Evil and Diſloyal Subjects, 1 
ſhall only give you in a word or two, the Signs of diſcerning which are Loyal 
and Good SubjeCts, only by turning theſe Three Signs already ſhewed, on the 
contrary ide. 

(1.) He that willingly and chearfully endeavoureth himſelf to obey his So- 
veraign's Commands for the Defence of his own Perſon and Kingdoms, for 
the Defence of True Religion, for the Defence of the Laws of his Country, 
is a Loyal and good Subject. | 

(2.) To deny Obedience to a King commanding any thing againſt Gods 
true Worſhip and Religion, guns the Ancient and Fundamental Laws of the| 

Land, in endeayouring to perform the ſame, is a good Subject. 


F | (3) Not 
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(3.) Not to reſiſt the Lawful and Royal Power of the King, to raiſe Sedition | January, 
or InſurreCtion againſt his Perſon, or to ſet Diviſion between the King and his 
good Subjects by Rebellion, although commanding things againſt Conſcience | ___—-! 
in the Exerciſe of Religion, or againlt the Rights and Priviledges of the Sub- 
ject, but patiently for the ſame to undergo his Prince's Diſpleaſure, whether 
it be to his Impriſoniment, Conhiſcation of Goods, Baniſhment or any other Pu- 
niſhment whatſoever without Murmuring, -Grudging or Reviling againſt his 
Soveraign or his Proceedings, but ſubmitting willingly and chearfully himſelf 
and his Cauſe to Almighty God, is the only ſign of an Obedient and Loyal Sub- 
ject. on 
I come now to the Second Means to know the difference between a good 
Subject and a bad, by their Obedience to the Laws, Statutes and Ordinances 
made by the King with the whole conſent of his Parliament. And in this I 
obſerve a twofold SubjeCtion in the particular Members thercof,diſlenting from 
the General Votes of the whole Parliament. And 21y, the whole ſtate of the 
Kingdom to a full Parliament. 


Firſt I confeſs, If any particular Memher of a Parliament, although his Judg- 
ment and Vote be contrary, do not willingly ſubmit to the reſt, he is an 1!l 
Subject to the King and Country. 


Secondly, To reſiſt the Ordinance of the whole State of the Kingdom, either 
by ſtirring up a diſlike in the Hearts of his Majeſties Subjects of the Procced- 
| ings of the Parliament, to endeavour by levying of Arms to compel the King 
and Parliament to make ſuch Laws as ſeem beſt to them ; to deny the Power, 
Authority, and Priviledges' of Parliament ; to caſt Aſperſions upon the ſame, 
and Proceedings, thereby inducing the King to think ill of the ſame, and to be 
incenſed againſt the ſame ; to procure the untimely Diſſolution and Breaking | 
off of the Parliament before all things be ſettled by the ſame, for the Safety and 
Tranquillity both of King and State, is an apparent ſign of a Trayterous and 
Diſtoyal Subject againſt his King and Country. 


And thus having troubled your Patience, in ſhewing the difference between 
true Proteſtants and falſe, Loyal Subjects and Traytors, in a State or Kingdom, 
and the means how to diſcern them, I humbly defire my Attions may be com- 
pared with either, both as I am a Subiect, Proteſtant,and Native in this Cuun 
try, and as I am a Member of this preſent and happy Parliament; and as I ſhall 
be tound guilty upon theſe Articles Exhibited againſt my ſelf and the other | | 
Gentlemen, either a bad or a good SubjeCt, to my Gracious Soveraign and Na- 
tive Country, to receive {ſuch Sentence upon the ſame, as by this Honourable 
Houſe fhall be conceived to agree with Law and Juſtice. 


It is prodigious to ſee with what Confidence ſome Perſons durſt ap- 
]peal to God and Man, and certainly ex ore to, may moſt truly be ppl - 

ed to this unhappy Gentleman, who by his future Actions. upon his own | 
declared Principles, proved himſelf to be that ill and diſloyal Subject, 
whom he doth here take ſuch Pains to delineate; nor is it leſs remark- 
able, that as he was one of the firſt, who was in Attual Hoſtility againſt | 
the King; fo contrary to his own avowed Declaration here, ſo was he 
one of the firſt, who fell in that unnatural Rebellion, reeciving his 
mortal Wound, in a Skirmiſh near Chinxer in Bucks, upon the fame

For I muſt tell you, Gentlemen, That ſo long as thoſe Perſons that T have 
Accuſed ( for no ſlight Crime, but for Treaſon ) are here, I cannot ex- 
pedt that this Houſe can be in the right way that I do heartily wifþ it :

Well, fince I ſee all the Birds are flown, I do expe from you, that

There was not any one Action of which the FaQtion made greater 
advantage, then this of his Majeſties coming to the Houſe in Perſon to 
demand the five Members ; the FaQtion blew the whole Nation into a 
blaze, with their Out-cries upon it, and it did not eſcape odd Interpre- 
tations, even from thoſe who profeſſed themſelves his Friends. It is but 
juſt therefore that we ſhould hear his Juſtification, which I cannot | 


ive the Reader better then from his own Incomparable Pen. Which 
therefore take as follows. | 
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Y going to the Houſe of Commons to demand Juſtice mT 
the five Members, was an Act which my Enemies loaded with 
<« all the Obloquies and Exaſperations they could ; it filled indifferent 
« Men with Jealouſies and Fears ; yea, and many of my Friends reſen- 
* ted it, as a Motion riſing rather from Paſſion then Reaſon, and not

* have produced Writings under ſome Mens own hands, who were 
* the chief Contrivers of the following Innovations : Providence would 
* not have it ſo; yet I wanted not ſuch Probabilities as were ſuffici- 
* ent to raiſe Jealouſies in any King's heart, who is not wholly ſtupid, 
* and neglective of the Publick Peace, which to preſerve by calling half 
* a Dozen Men in a fair and Legal way, which God knows was all My 
* deſign, could have amounted to no worſe Effect, had it ſucceeded, 
* then either to do Me and My Kingdom Right, in caſe they had been 
* found Guilty,or elſe to have cleared their Innocency, and removed My 
* Suſpicions, which as they were not raiſed out of any Malice, fo nei- 
* ther were they in reaſon to be ſmothered. 

* What flames of Diſcontent this ſpark, though I ſought by all ſpeedy 
* and poſſible means to quench it, ſoon kindled, all the World is Wit- 
* nels ; the Aſperſious which ſome Men caſt upon that Action, as if I 
* had deſigned by force to aſſault the Houſe of Commons, and invade 
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* intent ; ſo none that attended Me, could jui iy gather from any 
* thing I then faid or did, the leaſt intimation of any ſuch thoughts. 

** That I went attended with ſome Gentlemen, as it was no unwon- 
* ted thing for the Majeſty and Safety of a King, fo to be attended, 
* eſpecially in diſcontented times ; ſo were my followers at that time 
* ſhort of My ordinary Guard, and no way proportionable to hazard a 
* Tumultuary conflict : Nor were they more ſcared at my coming, 
* then I was unaſſured of not having ſome affronts caſt upon Me, if 
* I had none with Me to preſerve a Reverence to Me : For many Peo- 
* ple had ( at that time ) learn'd to think thoſe hard thoughts, which 
n they have ſince abundantly vented againſt Me, both by Words and 


* The Sum of that buſineſs was this ; Thoſe Men and their adhe- 
© rents, were then looked upon by the affrighted Vulgar, as greater 
* ProteQtors of their Laws and Liberties then My Self, and ſo worthier 
* of their Protection : I leave them to God and their own Conſciences, 
* who if guilty of evil Machinations, no preſent Impunity, or Popular 
* Vindication of them, will be Subterfuge ſufficient to reſcue them 
* from thoſe Exact Tribunals ; to which, in the obſtructions of Juſtice

This day in the Forenoon, as I have it in one of the printed Diurnals, 
which I give in the Writers own Words, his Majeſty went to the Gzild- 
Hall attended with divers of the Nobility, and there demanded like- 
wiſe his Priſoners, giving order for their Apprehenfions ; and then 
went to Dinner at one of the Sheriffs, where he was Royally Feaſted, 
and towards the Evening he was attended by the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen, as far as Temple-Bar homewards ; who returning, were 
ſet upon by ſome rude Perſons, my Lord Mayor being pluckt oft his 
Horſe, and ſome of the Aldermen ; and forced to go home on foot, 
having other abuſes offered them.

the drooping ſpirits of men groaning under the Burden of Tyrannical Oppreſ- 
ſion inflidted on them unjuſtly and malicioufly, by Unmerciful and Wicked 
Men, that have Uſurped unto. themſelves Places and Offices of Power and Au- 
thority both in Church and State. 
Adv. Speaker, This Great and high court, is not only the Powerfulleſt of all 
other Conrts whatſoever, but the Prudenteſt and Wiſeſt,made and compatted,

Fourthly, To defend and Maintain the Free Vote, Judgments and Sentences 
of the whole Houſe, by Proteſtation, Remonſtrance or other Declaration, if 
not conſented unto, or oppoſed by the Houſe of Lords, is a Fourth Privi- 
ledge. 

Fifthly, For any Member of the Houſe, not to be accuſed of any Crime, or

of the Parliament, for things done in the ſame, without Legal Accufation, and 
Proſecution of any ſuch Member by the whole Houſe, is another Priviledge of

Firſt, to conſult, and conſider of what Laws are fit to be madeand EnaQted 
in this Kingdom for the ' good Government thereof, is one Priviledge belonging

Secondly, to Juſtifie, or abrogate, repeal, make Void, to ratifie and Confirm, 
Eſtabliſh and Maintain Laws, Statutes, and Ordinances, made and Enafted by

Thirdly. To give Subſidies, to raiſe Taxes, to impoſe Loans and other char- 
es upon the Subject, is another Priviledge belonging to the Power & Juriſ- 
Etion of the Parliament. 

Fourthly to Accuſe or Impeach any Incendiaries or Delinquents in this King- 
dom of any Crime notorious, tending to the prejudice of his Majeſtie, or any 
of his Loyal Subjects, whether it be for Treaſon or other wayes, be they Mem- 
bers of the Parliament or no, is another Priviledge belonging to the Power 
and Juriſdiftion of the Parliament, 

Fifthly and laſtly. To proſecute and bring to Judgment ſuch Perſons ſo Ac- 
cuſed or Impeached for any Crime whatſoever,is another Priviledge belonging to 
the Power and Juriſdiftion of this Court. And thus much ofthe Rightsand 
Priviledges belonging to the Power and Juriſdiftion'of a Parliament. 


And now, A4r. Speaker, I come to the laſt thing I Mentioned to you, concer- 
ning the Priviledges belonging to the Continuance and Free ſitting till all 
things be concluded of for the Good Government of Church and State, in 
which I ſhall alfo obſerve theſe particulars. 

Firſt, that for a Parliament when Freely called and Aſſembled, by Royal Au- 
thority, not to be to debate, or argue any one particular buſineſs appointed 
by any perſon whatſoever, is one Priviledge belonging to the Continuance of 
a Parhament. «-. | ; 

Secondly, Not to break off, or diſſolve a free Parliament, until all the Grie- 
vances and oppreſlion of all his Majeſties Loyal SubjeCts be fully redreſled and 
Remedied, is a Second Priviledge belonging to the continuance of Parliament. 

"Thirdly, Not to break off, or diſſolve a Parliament, till all Incendiaries and 


 Delinquents in the State be —_ to condigne puniſhment for their Crimes.

Fourthly and laſtly, To Accuſe or Impeach any Member of the Parliament 
thereby to hinder and interrupt the Legal —_ thereof, in the Wei- 
ghty Afairs'of the Common-Wealth, is another Priviledge belonging to the 
Continuance af a Parliament. 
And thus having briefly declared to you, the Power and Juriſdiction of a 


Parliament, above all other Courts of Judicature in this Land ; the wana 
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and Policy of a Parliament above all other Councils ; the Rights and Pri- 


viledges of a Parliament in reſpeCt of the free Votes and Judicature thereof; 


the Power and Juriſdiftion thereof ; and the free continuance jthereof, I hum- 
bly leave to the Conſideration of this Houſe, whether the accuſation of theſe 
Gentlemen accuſed by hisMajeſty,and the illegall breaking open upon this their 
Accuſation, of thir Chambers, Truncks and ſtudies, be not a breach of ſome of 
the Priviledges of Parliamentwhich I have Mentioned unto you. 


I have nothing to ſay againſt the Real Priviledges of the High Court 
of Parliament, but certainly that of a Parliaments fitting, till all pretend- 
ed Grievances are Redreſſed, which is tantamount to ſitting perpetually 
ſince there will be alwayes ſuch Pretences, is ſo far from being a Real 
Privilege of Parliament, that among all the Rolls and Records of our 
Parliaments, there cannot be found one ſingle Inſtance of any Parlia- 
ment, that pretended or laid Claim to ſuch a Privilege. And there 
cannot be a more demonſtrative Agreement againſt this, then the very 
A& which this Parliament obtained from the King, that they ſhould 
not be diſſolved, or prorogued by the King, without their own Con- 
ſent : which was a plain Confeſſion, that till his Majeſty had in this 
Particular, by giving the Royal Aſſent to that fatal Bill, limited the 
undoubted Power of his Prerogative, it was an inherent Right annex- 
ed to the Imperial Crown of this Realm, that the King was the ſole 
Judg of the Calling, Continuance and Diflolution of Parliaments. And 
though ſome Seditious Pens, and particularly the Apoſtate Author of 
the Life of Julian the Apoſtate, have taken great Pains, to revive 
and furbiſh up this Opinion, and to refle&t upon his preſent Majeſty, 
as the Rebels of this Parliament did upon his Royal Father, for break- 
ing up of ſome Mutinous and Troubleſome Parliaments in the begin- 
ning of his Reign ; which plainly ſhews them to be of the Temper of 
the ill Men of thoſe ill times, yet I think they ought to ſtay, before 
they Preach this Do&rine to the People, for a true Privilege of Par- 
liament, till they have got ſuch another A& of Perpetuation in one 
Hand, and a Sword to maintain it in the other, which is the only Ar- 
gument, that at long run ſuch Seditious People muſt have Recourſe 
to; and I hope it may be ſome time before ſuch another A& will be 
obtained, and longer before they can get the Power of the Sword to 
maintain it. 

And certainly were there no other Inconyeniences, yet the diſmal 
EffteRts, which the continuance of this Parliament brought upon the | 
King and Kingdom, to the intire Ruin of the Government, Laws, Li- | 
berty and Property of the Engliſh Nation, are ſufficient, to give all 
Loyal and Honeſt Subjefts very terrible Apprehenſions, not only of the 
thing it ſelf, but that the Perſons who revive and propagate ſuch Opi- 
nions, muſt have Deſigns, to compaſs and effet the ſame Miſchiefs over 
again, which like an Inundation, drowned the. Kingdom in Blood, by 
the Breach of this Bank of Royal Prerogative, of the Kings being the 
ſole Judg of the continuance and diſſolving of Parliaments,

ſions, and ſpreading abroad evil reports ; not only of the M:mbers, but of the 
| Proceedings of the Houſe of Commons, agaioſt them and others of their Adhe- 
rents, and Favourits in their wicked and deſperate Actions, and Dcligns, againſt 
their lawful Soveraign, and his Liege People. 
| I conceive, Mr. Speaker, did theſe perſons but remember the many Preſidents, 
yet, extant, of the juſt and deferyed puniſhments, inflicted by former Parliaments,

Laſtly, to procure to be ſet forth, vr to ſet forth, under his Majeſties name, 
any Proclamation or Declaration, prohibiting the repair of ſuch perſons accuſed | 
to the Parliament as Members thereof, and to apprehend them in what place foe- 
ver they ſhall be found; without the advice and conſent of the whole State aſ- 
ſembled, and ſitting in free Parliament, is a manifeſt Breach of the Pciviledges 
thereof. And this, Mr. Speaker, is all that I have to ſay, concerning this days 
buſineſſes, humbly leaving the ſame, to the conſideration of this Honourable 
Aſſembly: | 


Nothing now was to be ſeen but Noiſe and Tumult in the City of 
Londen, nor to be heard but Breaches of Priviledge, and the Plots and 
Defigns againſt the Parliament : Infomuch, that the King ſeeing it was 
abſohately impoſſible to have any Juſtice done him againſt theſe Accu- 
ſed Perſons, who were ſo ſurely intrenched in the Popular favour, that 
they were out of the reach of the Law ; and finding alſo, that he was

Gentlemen, but alſo every one of them would lay down their Lives and For-

But for the Safety of the Kingdom ahd City, which they conceived to he in - 
Imminent danger z the Commirzee for Triſh Aﬀairs of the Houſe of Contmons pro- 
pounded the conſideration thereof t6 the Commirree of the Lords Houſe for 1riſh 
Afﬀairs, who fate likewiſe tn London, who in regard the King had denyed both 
Houſes a Guard to protect them; and in regard ſuch an Hoſtile Plot was intend- 
ed,as was apparently proved,declared their Opinion, Thar whereas the King and 
Parliament was in ſo great danger ; that in that Caſe the Sheriffs of L5ndon and Mid- 
dleſex ought to come with the Poſſe Comitatus ro the Parliament, to defend the Kin 
and Parkament. To which Opinion the Committee of the Houſe of Commons af 

ented, which was commuinicated to the Lord Mayor, Aldermen and Cottimbn 
Councel of London, and they delivered their Opinions herein, and expreſſed 
their forwardneſs hereunto. 

This Breach of Priviledg of Parliament begot much diſcontent in the Parlia- 
ment and People z and the more, in regard by ſpecial Command, the Articles 
againſt Maſter Pym, and the reſt were Printed, and the ſame publiſhed by Sir 
Wiliam Killegrew and Sir William Flemyn, and delivered in his Majeſties Name 
(as they falſely pretended) to the Four Inns of Court, to the end to make theſe 
perſons the more odious to them and the Kingdom: And in regard the conſe- 
quence of admitting this Acculation in this manner againſt theſe five perſons, 
is a preſident to take away the whole Houſe of Commons at a breath, under 
pretence of High Treaſon, it (as God forbid) an Accuſation of this Nature 
ſhould be hercafter ; and conſidering that to this very day, (11 Januar. 1641.) 
no Articles of Impeachment is come into the Houſe of Commons by the King's 
Attorney or otherwiſe, or from the Lords Houſe, (if any be there againſt them) 
till which time that it come from thence by Meſſengers of their own ( if there 
firſt depending) the Houſe cannot legally take notice thereof: This, and ma- 
ny other Reaſons, made the Houſe of Commons to inſiſt upon it, beſides the 
great merit of theſe perſons, whom (as the Houſe hath declared) though as dear ; 
as their Lives unto them, they will deliver over unto a Tryal, ſo as his Majeſty 
will proceed againſt them in a Legal way, either at the Kings-Berch, or in Par- 
liament, and produce any Subject in England that will ſtand to make good the 
Accufation; and in caſe they fail to make it good, that his Majeſty will let them |} 
be forth-coming, and alſo to diſcover thoſe wicked Counſels that have adviſed 
him to this courſe, that they may be brought to condigne puniſhment. 

The City and People 1n the adjacent Parts are ſo much moved in this buſineſs, 
and fearing {ome ſuddain Execution may be done upon the Parliament (hoth the 
Houſe of Peers, and Houſe of Commons, and the Lords of the Privy Councel, 
having declared that this ACt of his AZaje/ties without their Advice, and againſt 
the Priviledges of Parliament) That they yeſterday declared, That Eight Com- 
ies of the Trayned Bands, with 8. Pieces of Ordnance,and divers Horſemen 
mounted, ſhall Guard the Commirrees of the Houſe of Peers, and Commons, from | 
Grocers-Hall in Londen to Weſtminſter ; And the Sea Captains,Maſters of Ships 
and Marriners,with ſmall Barges,and Long-Boats ſufficiently Mann'd and Arm 
with Murderers, Rablets, Faulchion and Minion, with Muſquet and Half-Pikes, 
to the number of 2000 perſons have engaged themſelves to Guard the: Parlia- 
ment by Water. The Trayned Bands in Southwark have offered: themſelves to 
ſecure all the other ſide of the Water, and the Appnnens tendred their Ser- | 
vices to attend the Parliament to the number of Ten Thouſand with Warlike 
Weapons, but thoſe the Parliament enjoyned to ſtay at home. And laſtly, the 
| Watermen tendred their Barges for more Safety to carry the Parliament-men 
by Water : All which, to the great admiration of all the Beholders, put in 
Execution this day. And that which is moſt conſiderable, 4000 Horſemen are 
come to the Houſe of Commons this day, except ſome of them which lay at Ux- 
bridge and places thereabouts, with a Petition in the Name of the whole 
County of Buckingham, That Mr. Hampden their Knight of the Shire may 
receive his 'Tryal, and not lie under the name of High Treaſon, and cannot 
obtain'a Legal way of Tryal; and that if he acquit himſelf, (as no good men 
make doubt of) Juſtice-in a high meaſure may be done upon the falſe informers | 
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of his Majeſty, how near or how great ſoever ; They being confident that it is 
| but deſign of the Popiſh Party, to put an interruption in the Proceedings of 
| Parliament, that no Relief may be ſent to reland, but that more Proteſtant 
| Blood may be ſned there, and that all A#s made this Parliament, may be 

avoided under pretence of no Free Parliament : And laſtly, to force a Breach 


of this Parliament, by an untimely Adjournment, or fayl of meeting through 
fear of danger. 


By this 1t will be eaſy to obſerve, how the People were deluded and in- 
flamed into thoſe Heats and Commotions, which caſt this Nation fo dear, 
| and by what wayes the popular Poiſon and and Contagion ſpread it ſelf 
far and wyde, ſo as to become almoſt an Epidemical Diſeaſe throughout 
the Kingdom ; and will plainly demonſtrate how dangerous a Tool the 
Preſs is, when the Hand of Faction. 

And now let us take a view of their Actions, and how they demeaned 
themſelves, having got the Biſhops cooped into the Tower, and the King 
out of the Town, and themſelves triumphantly replaced at Weſtminſter. 
The Lord Lieutenant of 7re/and Reported, That the Lords Commit- 
tees for the Iriſh Affairs, have met in London, with the Committee of the 
Houſe of Commons, and have agreed upon ſome Reſolutions, concerning the 
Afairs of Ireland. 

(1.) That 2500 |. out of the Loan Money , be forthwith delivered to 
Sir Job Harvey, asd Sir John Nulls,vho have undertaken to return it to 
Cheſter, for the Paying and Tranſporting the 300. Men,now there,toDublin. 

(2.) That 30001. more be paid to them, they having undertaken to give 
Credit to Mr. Walter Froſt, Commiſſary for the Vitluas. 

The Committee of the Houſe of Commons told the Lords Commit- 
tees, likewiſe, 7 hat they were now at the bottom of their Purſes, and for- 
as-much as the neceſſity of providing Money, and of the Supply for the pre- 
ſent relief of Ireland, requireth the Conſideration of both Houſes of Par- 
liament ; and for-as-much as they cannot fit in ſafety without ſtrong and 
ſufficient Guards, from the City of London, and adjacent Parts; they de- 
fire the Lords Committees to jon with them, to conſider of a Way for Se- 
curing of both Houſes by Gnards as aforeſaid, that they may come, and re- 
turn, and remain in ſafety. 

Hereupon the Lords Committees have Voted, That it is fit and 
neceſſary that there ſhould be ſtrong and ſufficient Guards from the City of 
London, and adjacent Parts, for the ſecuring of both Houſes, that they 
may fit jn ſafety. 

Secondly, Their Lordſhips have Voted, That it is a legal way for the 
Houſes to require the Sheriffs of Middleſex and London, to attend for) 
that purpoſe , with the Polle Comitatus ; and that they will Report theſe 
Votes to the Houſe of Commons accordingly. 

And the LordsCommittees meeting with the Committee of the Houſe 
of Commons, the 107. of this inſtant Famuary, were of Opinion, That 
Guards are necefſary to be placed, before the Committee for Iriſh Afairs 
do fit at Weſtminſter ; and for the manner of ordering of the Guards, they 
referred it to the Common-Council of the City of London : And their 
Lordſhips, will Report to the Houſe of Lords, That the placing of thoſe 
Guard's for the ſafety of the Iriſh Committee i in their Opinion, an accepr= 
able ſervice to the Common-wealth. | 

Which Report being made, it was confirmed by the Houſe, and the 
ſeveral Votes approved, and Ordered accordingly. 

Then the Lord Steward Reported the Kings Anſwer touching the de-

Steps towards Rebellion ; they had pretty well Exhauſted his Majeſties 
Stores for the Service of 7rel/and, and now they were reſolved to Secure 
the Reſt ; The Zower of Loxdon hung ſtill mightily in their Light ; and 
though the King had Diſplaced Lunsford , yet Sir John Byron the pre- 
ſent Lieutenant, who was a Perſon of great Loyalty, Courage and Gal- 
lantry, was by no means agreeable to their Liking or Deſigns, and there- 
fore the next attempt was to get-quit of him, and a Confiding man, a 
Creature of the Faction, placed in that Important Command, as we ſhall 
preſently ſee.

The Lord Xymbolton moved, Z7hat if the Houſe thought the Proceed- 
ings againſt him Legal, that Mr. Attorney might be Commanded to Proſe- 
cute the Accuſation againſt him, for that if Mr. Attorney be ready to make 
good the Charge againſt him, he is ready to anſwer it, and that he deſired 
no further time. His own Innocency making him thus Confident, as he 
faid , though it is ſhrewdly to be ſuſpeted he had other Motives and 
Reaſons, drawn from the Power and Prevalency of the Fattion, which 
gave him this aſſurance.

A Meſlage was brought from the Houſe of Commons, by Sir ZZexry 
| Vane, Junior, to let their Lordſhips know, That in regard of the great

The Lord Chamberlain then acquainted the Houſe, 7hat the Xing hath 
ſent Command to his Lordſhip and the Earl of Holland, to attend his Ma- 
jeſty at Hampton-Court ; but before they went, they defired to know the 
pleaſure of this Houſe, being bound by their Writs to attend the Buſineſs 
of the Kingdom. 

Whereupon the Houſe Commanded the Lord Chamberlain , and the 
Earl of Z7oll/and to attend this Houſe, and would not diſpenſe with their 
Abſence, in regard of the many great and urgent Buſineſſes depending 
in this Houſe.

ment can extend to Treaſon, Felony, or breach of the Peace } the Petitioners 
would believe his Majeſties going thither was an Aft of grace and favour to

his Majeſty ever- intended the ſame ſhould be with all juſtice and favour accor- 


ding to the Laws and Statutes of the Realm; to the which all innocent men would 
cheerfully ſubmir. 


And this extraordinary way of ſatisfying a Petition of ſo unuſual a nature; 
his Majeſty is confidently perſwaded, will be thought the greateſt inſtance can 
be given of his Majeſties clear intention to his Subjects, and of the ſingular eſti- 
mation he hath of the good affections of the City, which he believes in grati- 
tude will never be wanting to his juſt Commands and Service. 


The People were kept perpetually allarm'd, with one little Plot or 
another, either againſt the Parliament in General, or ſome particular 
Perſons, the Favorites of the FaQtion, ſo it is no Miracle that they were 
in ſuch heats, but rather that they did not fall into perfe&t Frenzy and 
Madneſs, for want of Sleep to cool their Brains; every day produced a 
new Diſcovery, to keep them waking. And this Day one Francis Moor an 
[talian, gave in an Information to the Houſe of Lords, Tha! yeſterday he 
coming towards White-Hall, he ſtood talking with an Iriſh-Mar, who lives 
with the Lord Viſcount Loftus, in the Street,and overheard one Brian Kelly 
an Iriſh-Man, Servant to the Erl of Arundel, ſpeak in Italian, to one Signi- 
or Franciſco an Italian, and ſay, That there was a Plot laid to kill ſome Lords 
of the Parliament ,and in particular named the Earl of Northumberland,zhe 
Earl f Eſlex, the Earl of Holland, the Earl of Pembroke and the Earl of 
Leiceſter. 

Hereupon, It is Ordered, 7hat the ſaid Brian Kelly and Signior Fran- 
ciſco, ſhall be forthwith apprehended and attached by the Gentleman Uſher 
attending this Houſe, and brought as Delinquents to the Bar ; which was doe 
accordingly, and Brian Kelly being Erought to the Bar. and charged with the 
Words, he dented, that he ever ſpake any ſuch Words. Thereupon Moore was 
called in to confront him, and upon Oath averred what he had formerly 
informed. 

Whereupon Xe/y was by Order of the Lords committed to Newgate ;& 
that Mr.Fuſtice Reeves and Juſtice Foſter,do preſently examine the ſaid KeZy 
and Signior Franciſco,and all others whom they think fit to give further In- 
formations in this Buſineſs,and report the ſaid Examinations to the Houſe. 

Mr. Juſtice Reeves informed the Houſe, That the Iriſh Man's Name, 
that was with Moore when be heard Kelly ſpeak the Words, is Philip 
Dnell, Servant to the Lord Sheffield. Hereupon the faid Duc/! was 
ſent for to attend the Houſe preſently, and to be Examined. 

The Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench,was alſo Ordered forthwith 
to examine Tho.

cular Proceedings, which would be too long to read now, and the

The Commons were reſtleſs to have the Loyal Lieutenant Sir Joh 
Byron out of the Tower, and therefore a Meſſage was ſent by them to 
let their Lordſhips know, That they are informed that there are extra- 
ordinary quantities of Ammunition carried out of the Tower, and extra- 
ordinary Stores of Proviſions carried in, and therefore defire the Lieutenant 
may be ſent for, to [7we an Account of theſe things. Which the Lords a- 
greed to, and immed;ately ſent for the Lieutenant and Captain Connisby, 
to atttend both Houfes of Parliament preſently. 
But this was not fatisfa@tory enough, for Mr, Pym came with a ſe- 


| cond Meſſage to the ſame Effe&t, And that therefore the Houſe of Com. 


mons defire, that Direftions may be given to the Lieutenant of the Tower, 
and the Maſter of the Ordnance, That no Proviſions or Ammunition whatſoever 
ſhall be ſent out of the Tower, without the King's Authority, ſignified by Both 
Houſes of Parliament : and that no extraordinary quantity of Proviſions be 
brought into the Tower, without his Majeſties Pleaſure, (ignified by the 
Fouſes of Parliament. 

For the putting this in Execution, the Fiouſe of Commons defire that a 
convenient Guard may be put about the Tower by Land and by Water, and 
this Guard 10 be appointed by the Sheriffs of London, and to be under the 
Cemmand of Sergeaut Major General Skippon, and that the Care of the 
Parliament herein may te intimated to the Common Council of London. 

Whereunto the Houſe of Lords immediately agreed. Thus did they 
exatly follow the Example of their Brethren of Scor/and, who in the be- 
ginning of the Rebellion there, laid a Blockade tothe Caſtle-of Zdinburgh, 
till they got it into their Power, and a Creature of their own placed in | 
it, which was the Defign now upon the Tower of London. 

And theſe Meſſages produced the following Order. - | 

Ordered by the. Lords and Commons in Parliament, That the Farl of 
Newport, Maſter of the Ordnance, and the Lieatenant of the Tower for the

Guard about the Tower, both by Land and 
Water, under the Command of Sergeant Major General Skippon, Commander 
of the Guards of the Parliament ; and that theſe Guards be careful to ſee the 
former Order obſerved: And the ſaid Sheriffs are required to intimate to 
the Common Counti] of London,' in what manner the Lords and Commons 
have provided for the Safety of the Tower.

A Meſlage was then brought from the Houſe of Commons by the

Likewiſe his Lordſhip Reported, 7hat his Majeſty had commanded him 
to deliver this anſwer to both Houſes, touching the Lord Kymbolton and 
the five Members of the Houſe of Commons: 

That his Majeſty taking notice, that ſome conceive it diſputable, whether 
the Proceedings againſt the Lord Kymbolton, Mr. Hollis, Sir Arthur 
Haſlerig,.

deavor to work a perfett and a true Underſtanding, between the King and 
his People: Let us freely unboſome our ſelves 10 his Mijeſly ; and defire 
that his Majeſty will be pleaſed to do fo to us; and to this exd, ( My Lords) 


ſhips, I do humbly move, that by way of Conference, or any other way, we 
may defire the Houſe of Commons to joyn with us ; firſt in an humble Peti.- 
tion to his Majeſty, that he would be graciouſly pleaſed to return to his good

The Lieutenant of the Tower being come, was brought to the Bar 
as a Delinquent, and the Lord Keeper, by direRtion of the Houſe, asked 
him, Why he committed the high Contempt Teſterday, in refuſing to attend 
both Flouſes of Parliament, according to the Order ſerved upon him. 
Hereupon he Anſwered, 7hat he was between His Majeſties Command 
and their Lordſhips Order, but he underſtanding fince, that the King's 
Command is included in their Lordſhips Order, and one in Effef, he 7 
fired their Lordſhips Pardon for his not coming Teſterday, proteſ/t- 
ing he did it not out of any Diſobedience or Contempt of the Parlia- 
ment. |

This being done he withdrew, and the Lords ſent to the Commons 
to acquaint them, 7hat the Lieutenant of the Tower had been at the Bar, 
and the Anſwer he gave : And after ſome Attendance it was Ordered, 
That the Lieutenant of the Tower ſhall be diſmiſſed of his Atten- 
dance for the preſent , until he have further Order to attend this 
Houſe. 

The Biſhops were alſo this day Ordered to put in their Anſwers 
upon Monday next ; and this Order was ſent to the Houſe of Commons 
by Sir Robert Rich, and Mr. Page, to give them Notice to be preſent, it 


| they think fit. 


The Attorney General was then heard what he could fay to juſtifie 
himſelf, for charging the Lord Xymbolton and the five Members, that it 
was a Parliamentary proceeding, and no breach of Priviledges. 

And firſt, he ſaid, That for the matter of the Charge, and the framing 
of the Articles, he had nothing to do with them, neither did His Maje- 
ſty adviſe with him therein, but the bringing of the Charge into this Houſe, 
which he did by His Majeſties Command, and only in Obedience there- 
unto : And for the Legality of this proceeding, he inſiſted upon, and 
opened at large the whole proceeding of the King's Attorney in the Earl 
of Briſtol's Caſe, 1 & 2 Car. which being done, The Houſe appointed 
to take this buſineſs into further conſideration 10 morrow. 

The Lord Xymbolton, upon His Majeſties late Meſſage concerning 
himſelf and the five Members, moved, 7hat fince Hu Majeſty waved 
the former proceeding, the Houſe would become Suitors to His Majeſty, 
that he may be brought to as ſpeedy a Tryal as may be, that ſo he might 
not lye under this Accuſation, but be cleared or judged. And truly he 
could in no ſenſe be blamed for that, eſpecially conſidering, that to 
be well aſſured of the favour of his Judges, muſt needs give any Perſon 
a deſire to come to a 'Tryal, where he hopes to be acquitted, and is in 
very little apprehenſion of a Sentence. 

The Commons having deſired liberty to Examine the Attorny General, 


upon certain Interrogatories,he made it his humble Requeſt to the Houſe, | 


That he may be excuſed from anſwering to any Queſtions to diſcover what 
the King hath Committed to him as ſecret Council, where by his Oath he 
1s Fhercs not to reveal; but what concerns ay” + he would willingly and 
ingeniouſly Anſiver unto. And it was the ſenſe of the Houſe, That if 
Mr. Attorney at the Conference ſhall defire not to Anſwer to ſome (Que- 
ſtions as may be asked him, the Houſe will take it into Conſideration, 
whether it be fit for him to Anſwer or not. 

A Meſhage was brought from the Houſe of Commons by Mr. Whzt- 
lock, That he was Commanded to preſent to their Lordſhips a Declarati- 
on, for putting the X, ingdom into a Poſture of Defence ; which having 
paſſed the Houſe of Commons, they defired their Lordjhips to joyn with 


them therein, that it may be diſperſed through the Kingdom. Which was 
read as followeth. 


Flereas the Papiſts and other ill affeted Perſons within this 

Kingdom, both before and fince the Parliament, by many Wicked 
and Traiterous Deſigns mentioned in a Remonſtrance of the State of this 
Kingdom, have Plotted and Laboured the Confuſion of this State and Go- 
vernment, the Subverfion of the Ancient and Fundamental Laws of this 
Fingdom, and a diviſion of the Body of this Common-wealth from the 
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Bloody purpoſes, for the utter deftruition of the True Reformed Religion, 
and the Profeſſors of the ſame ;' and in further purſuance of their wicked 
indeavours, have and daily do contrive all poſſible means to bring this 
Kingdom into the like miſerable condition of that of Ireland, as do clearly 
appear to the Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament, by ſundry 
Informations and Examinations produced before them ; and the better to 
bring the ſame to paſs here, as they have already don? in Ireland; they 
ſecretly and cunniggly work, to raiſe diſturbance in this Kingdom, by 
high breaches of tM Priviledges of Parliament, plotting to have ſome of 
1the Members thereof to be Accuſed of High Treaſon, and ſome of them 
to be taken by Force out of the Houſe of Commons, and to that End, re- 
ſorting in great numbers in a Warlike manner to the very Doors of the 
ſaid Houſe, Armed with Swords, Piſtols and other Weapons ready, and 
intending to fall upon the ſaid Houſe, and to have cut the Throats of 
the Members there, as by divers Examinations clearly appears ; where- 
by this Parliament might have been Diſſolved in Blood and Confuſion, 
the relief of the Proteſtants in Ireland preven ed, and an evident and 
ſpeedy way opened to the Ruin of us and our Religion here in this Kingdom, 
ut failing of their hopes therein through the great Mercy of God towards 
| us : nevertheleſs they ſtill perſiſt in their Wicked and Traiterous Courſes, 
Confedercting themſelves with Strangers, and Inſtigating Foreign Prin- 
ces to joyn their Councells and Forces, and by Invaſion from abroad, and 
Iateſtine Wars here amongFt our ſelves, to waſt the Wealth and Subſtance, 
and Tota'ly to Annihilate the True Proteſtant Religion, and the whole 
Frame of Government in all his Majeſties Dominions ; and building upon 
that Foundation great Numbers of Soldiers, Papiſts and other diſ-affetted 
Perſons to our Exiſtence and Well-being, have Tnrolled themſelves in a 
Liſt under the Command of Perſons fit for the Execution of rheir wicked 
Deſigns, and have made great preparations of Arms, Ammunition and 
Viftuals in ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom ; where they have likewiſe had 
frequent Aſſemblies to conſult, how they might compaſs their deteſtable 
Machinations, and through Malignant Counſels, have prevailed ſo far, as 
to have the Tower of London, and other places of Eminent Strength 
and Truſt, to be put in the hands of ſuch Perſons as we have juſt cauſe 
to ſuſpett will adhere to them, and turn the Strength of the Kingdom againſt 
it ſelf. 

"+ which the Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament Afſem- 
| bled, as Watch-men truſted for the good and well-fare of the Kingdom, 
Church and State, having taken into their ſerious Conſideration, and La- 
bouring by all fit means to prevent this great and threat 'ning danger to 
his Majeſties Royal Perſon, and to our keligion, Lives, Liberties and 
Fortunes, have thought good to give a timely Advertiſement thereof, to 
all his Majeſties Subjects of the Reformed Proteſtant Religion, declaring 
hereby, That they hold it neceſſary and adviſeable, that with all Expediti- 
they put x fate "ae into a good poſture of Defence, go 26a" fit Arms 
and Ammanition, and be ready upon all occaſions to defend the ſeveral 
Counties from Domeſtick Inſurrettions, and Foreign Invaſions ; and that 
the Sheriffs, Juſtices of Peace, Majors, and Head-Officers within their 
ſeveral Limits do take Care that their Magazines of Powder, Arms, 
and other Ammunition be compleatly furniſhed, and that they cauſe ſtrong

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January, | appear,” to give notice thereof unto the Parliament, and that all Officers 
164 x. | take ſpecial care, that no Soldiers, Arms, or Ammunition be raiſed or le- 
vyed, nor. any Caſtles, Forts or Magazines delivered up without his Maje- 
ties Authority frgnified by both Flouſes of Parliament. 


This hopeful Declaration had the misfortune to Eecome only an 
Abortive ; for when it came up to the Houſe of Lords, how prevalent 
| ſoever the Faction was there, yet they were aſhameg to own that for a 
Child of Parliamentary Authority, which carried Jo many notorious 
Falſhoods and Calumnies, moſt eafie to be detected, in the Front of it ; 
| and yet this thing which was to be impoſed upon the Nation for fo 
| great a Truth, was compiled out of 3 or 4 Parcels of the fame kind of 
| Stuff, but much Coarſer, which were drawn up by the Committees 
1at Guild-Hall, and Grocers-Hal/ ; and out of which the Committee for 
this Declaration were, by the appointment of the Houſe, Ordered to 
frame it ; and they accordingly licked thoſe Monſtrous and Deformed 
Cubbs into this Bear, which begins with the Papiſts, but flies direQly at 
the Throat of his Sacred Majeſty, the beſt Proteſtant in all his Domini- 
ons : And this was one of the greateſt Artifices of the FaQtion to Sail 
with this Side-wind, as if they intended to fall furiouſly upon the Pa- 
| piſts ; but then to make a_ ſudden Tack, and pour in all their Broad- 
: ſides of Calumnies, Plots, and Confſpiracies upon the King himſelf, and, 
the-Loyal and Orthodox Proteſt#nts, whom under the Notion of Ma- 
lignants, Popiſhly-affteQted, and Adherents to the Papiſts, they ſtill drew 
igto the Deſigns which they faid were laid againſt the Parliament, 
Kingdom, and the King himſelf, againſt whom the Bolt of their Thun- 
der was always dire&ly levell'd, though the Noiſe and Crack ſounded 
| nothing but Papiſt. 

' There are two or three Paſſages very remarkable, that I-cannot but 
turn them upon themſelves : For when they charge theſe Plotters and 
Papiſts, that they had a Deſign, 7o make a Diviſion of the Body of this 
Common=-wealth from the Head ade i they themſelves it ſeems were 
in that Deſign, afterwards putting that horrid Plot in Execution, by 
cutting off, not only in a Political but Literal Senſe, that Illuſtrious 
Head of their Sovereign, both from his own, and the Body of the Com- 
; mon-wealth. And whereas afterwards they Fre this Malignant 
b Party with a Deſign, by inteſtine Wars here amongf? our ſelves, to waſt 
, the Wealth and Subſtance, and Totally to Aunihilat? the True Proteſtant 
: Religion, and the whole frame of Government in all his Majeſties Domi- 
ions : There certainly never was in fo few words fo true a Character 
of their own ſubequent Actions ; and had they ſitten for their Picture 
in Miniature, to the fam'd Appe/es, who uſed to boaſt of his Art, that 
he painted for Eternity, it had been impoſſible for him to draw them 
more exactly to the life with his Pencil, then in theſe words they have 
drawn themſelves with their own Ink ; the blackneſs of which, though 
intended for the King and the Loyal Party, will, with, a» Ex ore tuo, 
ſtick- to their Memories fo long as there remain any Records of time ; 
and Poſterity will eaſily diſcern who were the Plotters to Subvert the

| of the Committee at Guild-Z7a/, and Grocers-Hall, got immediately into 
| the Preſs, and from that Mint of miſchief, flew like Lightning through 
| the Nation, to the intolerable Scandal of his Majeſty. And yet the 
| very chief Aggravation of this Action of his Majeſties, of the Infolence 
of the Soldiers, is by one of the News-writers of the Party and Times 
' Lefore- mentioned, taken oft from the King and his Retinue ; Who, he 
faith, demeaned rhemſelves Civilly ; though this Declaration takes no 
' notice of that : And in truth, who conſiders how ill the Parliament had 
treated the Soldiers, both during their being in Arms, and after the 
-Disbanding, will not think it ſtrange, for ſuch a ſort of Men who have 
Mars predominant, ſhould be apt to vent their private Reſentments, 
againſt thoſe Perſons whom the King had Impeached of Treaſon, and 
to whom they owed all their Sufferings : But to ar this to the King's 
Score was a Barbarous injuſtice, which none but ſuch Men as had ſha- 
ken hands with all Reſpect as well as Loyalty to the King, could be guil- 
ty of, But ſee the Paper it (clf. 


A Declaration of the Houſe of Commons, Touching a late Breach of their 
Priviledges; And for the Vindication thereef, and of drvers Mem- 
bers of the ſaid Houſe. 


Hereas the Chambers, Studies, and Trunks of Mr. Denzill Hollis, Sir Ar- 
| thur Haſlerig,Mr, John Pym, Maſter John Hampden, and Mr, William Strode, 
candy Members of the Houſe of Commons, upon Munday the third of this 
inſtant January, by colour of His Majeſties Warrant have been ſealed up by 
| Sir William Killigrew, and Sir William Flemen, and others, which is not only a- 
gainſt the Priviledge of Parliament, but the common liberty of every Subject : 
W hich ſaid Members afterwards the ſame day were under the like colour, by 
Serjeant Fraxcis, one of His Majeſties Serjeants at Arms, contrary to all former 
Preſidents demanded of the Speaker litting in the Houſe of Commons, to be 
delivered unto him, that he might Arreſt them of High Treaſon. And where- 
as, afterwards the next day His Majeſty in His Royal Perſon, came tothe ſaid 
Houſe attended with a great multitude of men armed in warlike manner, with 
| Halberts, Swords and Piſtols, who came to the very door of the Houſe,and pla- 
ced themſelves there, and in other places, and paſlages neer to the ſaid Houſe, 
tothe great terrour and diſturbance of the members, then ſitting;and according 
to their duty in a peaceable, and orderly manner, treating of the great affairs 
of Englend and Ireland. | 
| And his Majeſty having placed himſelf in the Speakers Chair, demanded of 
them the Perſons of the {aid members to bedelivered unto him, which is a high 
Breach of the Rights, and Priviledges of Parliament, and inconſiſtent with the 
Liberties,and Freedome thereof. Ard whereas afterwards His Majeſty did iſſne 
forth ſeveral warrants to divers Officers under His own hand, for the appre- 
henfion of the Perſons of the ſaid members, which by Law he cannot do; There 
being nor all this time, any Legal charge or accuſation, or due Proceſs of Law 
iflued againſt them, nor any pretence of charge made known to that Houſle.; 
All which are againſt the Fundamental Liherties of the Subject,and the Rights 
of Parliament. Whereupon we are neceſſitated, according to our duty, to de- 
clare ; And we doe hereby declare, that if any perſon ſhall arreſt Mr. ge” 
Ir 
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Our Members, that ſhall be in due manner proſecuted according to the Laws 
of the Kingdom, and the Rights and Priviledges of Parliament for Treaſon, or 
any other Miidemeanours, "That none ſhall be more ready and willing then we 
our ſelves to bring them to a ſpeedy,and due tryal, being ſenſible that 1K equal- 
ly imports us, as well to ſee juſtice done againſt them that are criminous, as to 
defend the juſt Rights and Liberties of the Subjects,and Parliament of England. 

And whereas upon ſeveral examinations taken the feventh day ofthis inſtant 
January, before the Committee appointed by the Houſe of Commons, to fit in 
London, it did fully appear, that many Souldiers , Papiſt and others, to the 
number of about 500. came with his Majeſty on Tze/day laſt to the ſaid Houſe 
of Commons, armed with Swords, Piſtols, and other weapons ; and diverſe 
of them prelled to the door of the faid Houſe, thruſt away the door-Keepers, 
and placed themſelves between the faid door ; and the ordinary attendants of 
His Majeſty, holding up their Swords, and ſome holding UP their Piſtols ready 
Cock'd near the faid door ; and ſaying, I am a good Markſman, I can hit right 
I warrant you, and they. not ſuffering the ſaid door, according to the cuſtom of 
Parliament to be ſhut, bur faid they would have the door open, and ifany op- | 
poſition were, againſt them, they made no queſtion, but they ſhould make their 
party good, and that they would maintain their party ; and when ſeveral mem- 
bers of the Houſe of Commons were coming into the Houſe, their attendants de- 
firing that room might be made for them,ſome of the faid Souldiers anſwered, 
A Pox of God confound them, and others ſaid, A Pox take the Houſe of Com- 
mons, let them come and be hang'd, what a doe is here with the Houſe of Com- 
mons ? and ſome of the ſaid Souldiers did-likewiſe violently aſlault, and by 
force diſarm ſome of the Attendants, and ſeryants of the Members of the Houſe 
of Commons, waiting in the Room next the faid Houſe; and upon the 
Kings return out of the ſaid Houſe, many-of them by wicked oaths, and other- 
wiſe, expreſled much diſcontent, that ſome Members of the faid Houſe for 
whom they came, were not there, and others of them ſaid, when comes the 
word ? and no word being given at His Majeſties coming out, they cryed a 
lane, a lane ; afterwards ſome of them being demanded, what they thought 
the ſaid company intended to have done anſwered, That queſtionleſs in the 
poſture they were ſer, if the word had bin given,they ſhould have fallen upon the 
Houſe of Commons.and have cut all their throats. Upon all which we are of 
opinion, that it is ſufficiently proved, that the coming of the ſaid Souldiers, Pa- 
piſts, and others with his Majeſty to the Houſe of Commons on Tueſday laſt, 
being the fourth of this inſtant Jamary, in the manner aforeſaid, was to take 
away ſome of the Members of the ſaid Houſe ; and if they ſhould have found 
oppoſition, or denyal, then to have fallen upon the ſaid Houſe in an hoſtile 
manner. And we do hereby declare that the ſame was a TIraiterous deſign 
againſt the King and Parliament. And whereas rhe ſaid Maſter Holhis,Sir Arthur 
Haſierigg, Mr. Pym,Mr. Hampden, ' Mr. Strode, upon report of the comiug 
of the ſaid Souldiers , Papiſts , and others in the warlike and hoſtile 
manner aforeſaid, did with the approbation of the Houſe, abſent themſelves 
from the ſervice of the Houſe, for avoiding the great, and many inconvenien- 
cies, which otherwiſe apparently might have hapned : Since which time a 
printed paper in the form of a Proclamation, bearing date the fixth day of this 
inſtant January, hath. iſlued out for the apprehending,and impriſoning of them, 
therein ſuggeſting that through the Conſcience of their own guilt, they were 
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abſent and fled, not willing to ſubmit themſelves to juſtice ; We do further 
declare, That the ſaid printed paper is falſe, ſcandalous and illegal, and that 
notwithſtanding the faid print over or any Warrant iſſued our, or any o- 
ther matter yet appearing againſt them or any of them, they may and ought to 
attend the ſervice of the ſaid Houſe of Cormmons, and the ſeveral Commirrtees 
now on foot. And that it is lawful for all perſons whatſoever to lodge, har- 
bour, or converſe with them, or any of them ; And whoſoever ſhall be queſtio- 
ned for the ſame, ſhall be under the prateCtion and priviledge of Parliament. 
AndWe do further declare,That the publiſhing of feveralArticles purporting 
a form of a charge of high Treaſon againſt the Lord Kimbolron, one of the Mem- 
bers of the Lords Houſe,and againſt the ſaid Mr. Hollis, Sir Arthur Haſlerig, Mr. 
Pym, Mr. Hampden, and Mr. Strode, by Sir William Killigrew, Sir William Flemen, ' 
and others in the Innes of Court, and elſewhere in the Kings Name, was a high 
Breach of the priviledge of Parliament, a great ſcandal to his Majelty and His 
Government : A ſeditious At manifeſtly trending to the ſubverſion of the peace 
of the Kingdom, and an injury, and diſhonour to the ſaid Members, there being 
no legal charge or accuſation againſt them. 

The priviledges of Parliament, and the liberties of the Subjeft ſo violated 
and broken, cannot be fully and ſufficiently vindicated, unleſs His Majeſty 
will be pacouly pleaſed, to diſcover the names of thoſe perſons, who advited 
his Mare to iſſue out Warrants, for the Sealing of the Chambers and Studies 
of the ſaid Members, to ſend a Serjeant at Arms to the Honſe of Commons, to 
demand their ſaid Members, to iſſue-out ſeveral Warrants under His Majeſties 
own hand, to apprehend the ſaid Members. His Majefties coming thither, in his 
own Royal perſon. The publiſhing of the ſaid Articles, and printed paper in 
the form of a Proclamation againſt the ſaid Members, in ſuch manner as is be- 
fore declared ; To the end that ſuch perſons may receive condign puniſhment. 


And this Houſe doth further declare; That all ſuch perſons as have given any 
Counſel, or endeavoured, to ſet or maintain diviſion or diſlike, between the 
King and Parliament, or have liſted their names, or otherwiſe entred in- 
to any combination or agreement to be aiding or aſliſting, to any ſuch coun- 
cel or endeavour, or have perſwaded any other ſo to do, or that ſhall do 2- 


ny thethin 
either Houſe of Parliament : Or the Speaker of either of the ſaid Houſes re- 
ſpectively, and diſclaim it, are declared publick enemies of the State, and peace 
of this Kingdom and ſhall be inquired of,and proceeded againſt accordingly. 


But to proceed. 'This Morning Sir Henry Vane, Sir Walter Erle, Sir 
Sam. Rolls and Sir SimonD' Ewes,were appointed to examinethe Pacquet 
from France, directed to Mr. Crofts, which they did, and Reported, 7hat 
they found nothing in thoſe Letters = | any Conſequence. 

Mr. Whittacre alſo Reported, That he had ſearched the Lodgings of 
Sir James Hamilton, according to the Order yeſterday, but found no Arms 
there, as was informed. 

Whereupon, Mr. Long, Mr. Whittaker, Mr. Strode, Sir Arthur Haſle- 
rig, Mr. Cary, Mr. Arthur Goodwin, Sir John Franklyn, Mr. Whitehead, 
Sir Jobn Evelyn, Mr. Wheeler, Sir John Holland, Sir Robert Pye, Mr. 
Glyn, Mr. Brown, Mr. Reynolds, and the Citizens for London, were ap- 
pointed to be a Committee, and they or any three of them, to have 
Power when Informations come to be given to the Houſe, to examine 
them, and if they find them worth the knowledg of the Houſe, to ac- 
quaint the Houſe therewith, and if they find them not of any conſe- 
quence, to diſmiſs the Buſineſs and the Parties ; and they have power 
to ſend for Parties, Witneſſes and Writings, and to make ſearches as they | 
ſee Cauſe, and to open Doors, Cheſts or Trunks. 
|| There is nothing can make it more evident, then the appointing this 

Committee, that theſe —_ were abundantly ſatisfied and ſenſible, that 

they were horribly impoſed upon, by frivolous Informations ; 'and yet 
they were ſo void cither of Honor, Honeſty or Conſcience, without te 
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above mentioned ; And ſhall not forthwith diſcover the ſame to | 
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porngonas to impoſe thoſe falſe Informations upon the Nation, as 
great Truths, as particularly, the Lord Digbie's being at Xing/on with 
500 armed Men, which made ſuch a noiſe, that the Trained Bands, and 
Poſſe Comitatus were raiſed to diſperſe a Rebellious Aſſembly, of a Coach 
| and ſix Horſes, and the ordinary Retinue of a Nobleman : but this was' 
their Way, and they were not concerned to ſearch for the truth of 
their Informations, but the Conſequences of them, and whether they 
would turn to Account, to blacken the King, and inflame the Peo- 
le. 

: His Majeſty had ſent down Captain Legg, to take Charge of the 
Town of 77«//, and the Ammunition there, whereupon the Commons, 
who had before Ordered Sir Fohn Hotham to be Governor, a Commit- 
tee was appointed to conſider of the Bail given to the Serjeant, for any 
Perſon committed by the Houſe to the Cuſtody of a Serjeant, and to- 
report their Opinion to the Houſe, both concerning the Bail, and Perſons 
bailed, and upon their Report, It was Ordered, That rhoſe Lords that 
are Bail for Captain Legg, ſhall be moved to bring in Captain Legg 
forthwith, and the Serjeant is to move thoſe Lords accordingly. 

The Officers and Gunners of the Tower having been Summoned to 
attend the Houſe, and accordingly:appearing, it was Ordered, Zhat Sir 
Gilbert Gerrard, Mr. Hampden, S:r Robert Pye and Sir Henry Mild- 
may, do Examine the Officers of the Tower now at the Door, what Per- 
ſons ſaſpetted, have been lately put into the Tower, and to ask them if they 
will all take the Proteſtation ; and to acquaint them, That this Flouſe ſent 
for them in _ that they have a good Opinion of them, thinking they 
might have had occaſion to uſe them, but at this time they have not, and 
fo to diſmiſs them. 

The Houſe was then informed, That the Lieutenant of the Tower Sir 
John Byron was at the Door, who was called in to the Bar, and kneeled 
there a while, and then rifing again, delivered an humble Petition to the 
Flouſe, which was read, and it was Ordered, That the Serjeant ſhould 
acquaint him, that the Fouſe hath read his Petition, and in due time will 
take it into Confideration. 

The Commons. having deſired the Lords to joyn with them, in an 
) Order for feveral Counties, to raiſe Force to Suppreſs the pretended Ar- 
my of the Lord Digby aſſembled at Xingfon, the Lords this Day made 
a general Order, for ſuppreſſing all Tumults, and unlawful Aſſemblies 


throughout this whole Kingdom ; as follows. 

\ Hereas Information hath been given to the Parliament, That the 
| Lord Digby, Son to the Earl of Briſtol, and Colonel Lunsford ,wvith 
others,have gatheredTroops of Horſe,and have appeared in warlike Manner 
at Kingſton «pox Thames, ix the County of Surrey, where the Magazine of 
Arms for that part of the County lies, to the Terror and Afﬀright of his 
Majeſties good Subjetts, and diſturbance of the Publick Weal of the King- 
| dom, It is this Day ordered by the Lords and Commons in Parliament, 
That the Sheriffs of the ſeveral Counties of England aud Wales, calling to 
their Aſſiſtance the Fuſtices of the Peace, and the Trained Bands of the 
ſeveral Counties, or ſo many of them, as ſhall be neceſſary for the Service, 
ſhall ſuppreſs all unlawful Aſſemblies gathered tagether, to the Diftur- 
bance of the Publick Peace of the Kingdom, in their ſeveral Counties re- 
ſpeftively, and that they take Care to ſecure the ſaid Counties, and all the 
Magazins in them. goa 
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in the Kingdom. 

A Meſlage was then brought up from the Commons, by Sir Gber? 
Gerrard to deſire their Lordſhips, 7o joyn with the Houſe of Commons, to 
injoyn the Marquiſs of Hertford, appointed by his Majeſty to be Governor 
to the Prince, as he will anſwer the Breach of that Trujt, that doth fo im- 
mediately concern the preſent aud future Peace and Safely of the three 
Kingdoms, forthwith to repair to the Prince, and according 10 the Duty 
of his Place, to take care of him, and to give his Perſonal Attendance on 
his tTighneſs, and to be very watchful to prevent, that he be not carried 
out of the Kingdom. And the Houſe of Commons do further declare, and 
deſires the Lords will do the like, 7hat whatſoever Perſon ſhall be ad- 
viſing, or aſſiſtant to the conveying of the Prince out of the Kingdom, or at- 
tend his Highneſs in his Journey, ſhall be declared and reputed a Pub- 
' lick Enemy to the Preteſtant Religion, and the Peace and Safety of the 
three Kingdoms. And that the Lords be likewiſe moved to joyn with the 
Houſe of Commons, in an humble Defire to his Majeſty, That he will tot 
for any Cauſe whatſoever, permit the Prince to be carried out of the 
Kingdy8h, without the humble Advice and Conſent of Parliament. 

Thereupon, It was Ordered, 7hat this Houſe agrees with the Houſe 
of Commons, in all the aforeſaid Particulars, and will joys with them in the 
whole, as is defired, 

And this Vote was drawn into an Order, and the Marquiſs of Fert- 
ford ordered to acquaint the King with it. 

The Lord Marquilſs of ZZer:ford being in the Houſe, gave their Lord- 
ſhips this Account, That when the King went to Hampton-Court, he de- 
manded the Prince of him, and took him away with him in his Coach in 
the Afternoon, and his Majeſty commanded his Lordſhip to ſtay here ; his 
Lordſhip therefore defired this Houſe would require no more of him, then 
he is alle to perform, and as far as in him lay, he would oley their Lord- 
ſhips Command to attend the Prince, and if there be cauſe of Fear, as 
the Parliament Apprehends, he will give Advice thereef to the Parlia- 
ment. 

Then the Earl of Bath Reported, That he had been with the States

and bound for the Relief and Aſſiſtance of the Rebels of Ireland. The 
Ambaſſador ſaith he had alrerdy received Intimation from the Committee 
of the Flouſe of Commons to this purpoſe, and accordingly hath ſent Order 
to their General Van Trompe, but he defires he may have the defires of 
the Parliament in Writing, that upon all Occaſions he may know the better 
| what to do therein. 

A Meſlage was brought up from the Houſe of Commons, to deſire

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much Debate, the Houſe was reſumed, and the Queſtion was put, Whe- 
ther that the Narrative in this Declaration ſhall be referred to a Commit- 
tee, to be ſo penned, as that it may appear to be the Narrative onely of the 
Houſe of Commons, and thereupon to be ſo publiſhed ; But it was Reſolved 
by the Major part Negatively. Whereupon their Lordſhips reſolved to 
have a Conference to.morrow with the Houſe of Commons to hear the 
Reaſons that induced them to make this Narrative in this Decla- 
ration. 

Then the Lord Keeper ſignified to the Houſe, 7hat he had now receiv- 
ed a Letter from the King, with a Meſſage, which his Majeſty hath tom- 
manded him to deliver preſently to both Flouſes of Parliament. The 
King's Letter was then read, in theſe Words.

Is Majeſty being no leſs tender of the Privileges of Parliament, and 
thinking himſelf no leſs concerned, that they be not broken, and 

that they be aſſerted and vindicated wheyſcever they are ſo, then the Par- 
liament it ſelf, hath thought fit to add to his lafF Meſſage, this Profeſſion ; 
That in all his Proceedings againſt the Lord Kymbolton, Mr. Hollis, Sir 
Arthur Haſlerigg, Mr. Pym, Mr. Hampden and Mr. Strode, he had ne- 
ver the leaſt Intention, of Violating the leaſt Privilege of Parliament, and 
in caſe any doubt of Privileges remain, will be willing to clear that, and 
aſſert thoſe, by any reaſonable Way, that His Parliament ſhall adviſe him 
to; Upon Confidence of which, He no way doubts, His Parliament will 
forthwith lay by all Fealoufies, and apply themſelves to the Publick and 
Preſſing Afﬀairs, and eſpecially to thoſe of Ireland, wherein the Good of 
this Kingdom, and the true Religion, which ſhall ever be his Majefties 
firſt Care, are ſo highly, and ſo nearly concerned: And his Majeſty aſ- 
ſures himſelf, that his Care of their Privileges, will increaſe their tender- 
neſs of his lawful Prerogative, which are ſo neceſſary to the mutual De- 


' fence of each cther, and both which will be the Foundation of a perpetual 


perfelt Intelligence between his Majefly and Parliament,and of the FHappyneſs 
and Proſperity of His People. 


Hereupon he ſent Juſtice Foſter and Juſtice Mallet to deſire a'Conte- 
rence with them concerning this Meſſage from the King, 


Thus did this Admirable Prince by continual and repeated endeavors 
ſeek to bring the difterences between-him and the Parliament to a happy 
compoſure, but without any Effe& ; for the Heads of the Faction whom 
he had accuſed, and many others who were of the Confederacy, were 
too well acquainted with their own Guilt, to truſt to a Fair and Legal

It will be worth the Readers while to caſt his Eye a little back, upon 
the Information of Bag/haw 'of Windſor ; upon which Foundation all 
this Conference was built ; and as there is little doubt but Bag/haw faw 
double, fo the Commons looked through their uſual Multiplying Glaſs, 
and faw his ſingle Waggon of Ammunition, turned into Waggons ; and 
thoſe few Soldiers, which he only by Report heard to be at Windſor; 
were Multiplied into an. Army : But they had a Deſign' now behind 
the - Curtain, of ſeizing the Militia into their Hands, either with; or 
againſt the King's Conſent ; to which this noiſe of raiſing Forces by the 
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Lord Digby, was-to contribute, by heightning and ſwelling the _ 
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their Way to this great Deſign, upon which theſe Criminals of the Fa- 
ion built their own Security, though they prerended the Safety of the 
Nation. 

But that I may give all the light I can poſſibly into this Afair, which 
filled the City and Nation with Terror and Amazement, I will preſent 
the Reader with the Lord Dighy's Apology ; which beſides the clear 
account it gives of this Xingfor Army, will alſo let in ſome light into 
other dark and obſcure paſſages both before and after this time ; and 
will ſet the Arts and Intrigues of the prevailing FaCtion in ſuch a light 


as will plainly diſcover their Ambition, Cruelty and Revenge : The

T may be wondred at, that, after well nigh a Years groaning under the moſt 
inſupportable Burthen of Publick Diſpleaſure, and Cenſure, I ſhould now 
conilider my ſelf ſo much, as, in a general Calamity, to make an Apology 

tothe World; or ſhould hope, that at a time when ſo great clouds of Jealoutic 
and diſeſteem hang over perſons of the moſt clear, and unblemiſhed Reputa- 
tions, any thing I can ſay may reconcile me to thoſe affeftions, which have been 
tranſported with ſo much violence to my prejudice. But whoſoever knoweth 
me well, and the great trouble of mind I indured when I found my ſelf ( by 
what demerit, God is my judge, I cannot gueſs )fallen from that proportion of 
eſteem with my Country ( of which I was prauder then I can be of any worldly 
preferment) into ſo eminent a degree of disfayour with the repreſentative 
body thereof ( upon whoſe wiſdom and Authority no man hath looked with 
more reverence, and veneration ) that I was marked out as an Enemy to the 
Common-Wealth, I am ſure cannot but expett from me ſome diſcovery of 
that ſence, and that I ſhould, at leaſt endeavour to diſtinguiſh my misfortunes 
from my faults, whereby ſuch, who are not engaged in a peremptory- un- 
CI, may find cauſe to change the Opinion they have taken upon truſt 
of me. 

Nor am Iout of hope, that the experience men have ſince had of the times 
inclination to calumny, by the declining of ſo many perſons of Honour, and 
integrity in the popular eſtimation, may at the laſt, open a way to ſo much ju- 
ſtice and ingenuity on my behalf, that all men may diſcern in their own right, 
that if they ihall ſo credulouſly conſent, upon generaldiſcourſes, ro ſacrifice a 
third mans Honour, and Reputation , they ſhall open a door to let in ruine 
to themſelves, and may quickly loſe the advantage of their own inno- 
Cence. 

I ſhall begin my unfortunate ſtory from the beginning of this Parliament ; 
reflecting no further back upon the precedent, then in a remembrance of the 
great comfort I then receiv'd in my Countries acceptation of my firſt attempts 
in its ſervice, at a time,as ſome were pleaſed to expreſs it, when the Court was 
at the higheſt, whether to work upon mens ambitions,or fears. Before that 
timeI am ſure I was as unacquainted with Action, as with Envy, having kept 
more company with books, then with men ; and being ſo well content with 
that ſociety, that I had as little ambition, as merit to improve my condition. 
To this Parliament I was ſent on the behalf of the Countrey wherein I lived, 
and truly, if I bronghtany paſſion or affe&tion thither with me, it was my for- 
mer warmth improved againſt thoſe preſſures, and the perſons who begot thoſe 
preſſares, which were grievous to the people , and againſt theſe I will with- 
out vanity fay, that I brought as great a reſolution to diſcharge my conſcience 
and my duty, as any man in that Aſſembly, and had the happineſs for ſome 
Months, to receive that teſtimony. My converſation was, and 1 made or indea- 
voured to make my friendſhips, with thoſe, whoſe experience, and abilities, 
were molt eminent for the publick ſervice, and to the reputation and authori- 


| ty of theſe men, I confeſs, for a while, I gave my ſelf up with as much ſubmiſ- 


ſion, asa man could without reſigning the uſe of his own underſtanding. In 
any thing that was necellary, or but probably pretended to be neceſlary, for 
the Common-Wealth, we never differed in the leaſt degree ; but in improve- 
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Faunary \ ments, in real alterations, which were to be govern'd by prudential -motives, 

T6 4 1, | We were not always of one mind. And whoſoever remembreth the paſlages 
Wy of that time, muſt call to mind, that the firſt declination I ſuffer'd from the 
intereſt I ſeem'd to have, was in the buſineſs of the Church: In which having 
had frequent. conſultations with the chiefeſt Agents for a Reformation, and fin- 
ding no three men to agree upon what they.would have in the place of that 
they all reſolv'd to remove, 1 agreed not with the prevailing ſenſe, having not 
hardineſs enough to incline to a mantation, which would evidently have fo 
great an influence upon the Pace, proſperity; and interelt of the whole King- 
dom. - And thus, from the firſt debate of, Epiſcopacy, upon the London Periti- 
on, all men obſerv'd the date of my unmerited favour began to expire. Then 
came on the Tryal of the Earl of Srrafford, in the which 1 muſt ſay, I failed not 
of my duty in proving the charge and evidence, before thoſe who were to 
judge of both. In the diſcharging of that duty,'it was my fortune, by the 
- | unlucky acception of ſome expreſlions of mine, to draw npon me a ſharp ma- 
lignity from {ome perſons of much intereſt in the Houſe, which never failed 
to manifeſt it ſelf, after that accident, upon every the leaſt occaſion. 

About this time, I was told by a Friend, that I loſt much of my credit by be- 
ing obſerv'd to be ſo much at Court ; I replyed, that I had not then the ſame 
| -oſlice with other men, who were there more then I, though they avowed it 

leſs ; that it was a principal joy to me, to ſee thoſe perſons, who had been 
the prime ACtors in the happy Reformation of this Parliament, ſo acceptable 
at Court, and likely to have ſo great a ſhare in the chief -_ there, and the 
condudt of affairs for the future. "That fince it had pleaſed His Majeſty to 
give ſo Plenary a Redreſs to all the grievances of His SubjeCts, arid to ſecure 
them for ever from the like invaſions, by ſuch a Wall of braſs as the Trienni- 
| al Bill, I conceived that thence forward, there was no more to be thought on,but 
| how in a grateful return to His Majeſty to advance his Honour, and Plenty,accor- 
ding as before ſuch happy ſettlements, I had often heard thoſe principal inten- 
dentsof the publick good molt ſolemnly profeſs,and conſequently,that theCourt, 
| and Countrey were, in truth,now to be all of a piece, and there would hereafter 
be no more cauſ? of jealouſie between, them : Laſtly, that, howſoever, 1 
thought my ſelf as likely to do good there, as to receive hurt. | 
| T he firſt Evidence I had of the disfavour of the Houſe of Commons, ( where 
-þ I had ſerved with all faithfulneſs, diligence, and humility, ) was upon the prin- 
ting of my Speechto the Bill of Attainder of the Earl of Srrafford. As for the 
Good-Fridays Exerciſe which the delivery of it in the Houſe procur'd me, 1 
£ reputed that a moſt comfortable and eminent teſtimony of the continuance 
's ſtill of much juſtice and favour towards me in that Honourable Houſe ; ſince, 
after a dozen diſtinCt charges upon the ſeveral paſſages of that Speech, urged 
| againſt me with great ſtrictneſs and acrimony, by that number of the moſt e- 
þ minent perſons there, both in abilities and intereſts; and at a time when cer- 
E tainly moſt men of my opinion were at their Devotions, they were not able af- 
| ter four hours debate to expoſe me, either upon the main matter, or. upon the 
q by unto the leaſt reprehenſion. 
! For the thing it ſelf, I will ſay no more of it, but that it hapned to be upon 
| | a very unpopular argument ; but the cauſe and circumſtance of the printing it,

was this. 
| | did not find only that it was unfaithfully reported, and uncharitably in- 
: terpreted, but was inform'd, that Copies went abroad-of it ſo fallly, and mali- 
|. cioully colleCted, as made the whole Speech a juſtification of my Lord of 
Strafjords innocence ; and Sir Lew Dives having heard of ſuch a Copy in the 
Bop Houſe of a Citizen of good quality, where he heard me mentioned as a perſon 
| fit to have his name fixt upon poſts, thatI might be torn in pieces by the peo- 
ple ; upon that Reaſon earneſtly delired me to give him a true Copy of what 
| | had faid in that Argument, which I did, and he forthwith gave direCtion for 
|

the printing it, without any privity of mine. Yet, if Thad conſented toit, and 

directed it, I profeſs, I ſhould little have imagin'd, that ( at a time when there 

was ſuch an univerſal licence taken to Print every thing, of how great irreve- 

rence ſoever, ) either to Church or State, with Impunity, a Speech made in 

the. Houſe of Commons, a Speech ſo narrowly, and ſeverely ſifted, and _—_ 
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ned there, and yet let paſs. withont the leaſt cenſure, either on the Speech it (elf, 

or the Author; that the Printing of ſach a Speech ſhould riſe to fo high a na- 

ture; as to make me for ever _— of any Honour or Employment in the 

| Common-Wealth, {profeſs could hardly have faln within my Reaſon -or fears 

to ſufpet. And yer 3 months after the fat committed, after the Printing of 
an1ooSpeeches more by other men,afrer my having ſeveral times ſued,and preſ- 
ſed for a+ hearing,whilſt I was of the Houſe of Commons ; after by his Majeſties 
favour I had fate fix or ſeven weeks a'Member of the Houſe of Peers, after all 

this, no leſs a Judgment ( as far as the Vote of the Honſe of Commons could 

contribute to it ) paſſed upon me unheard, over and above the ſhame of having 
the Speech it ſelf burned by the hand of theHangman. How I bore this aflition, 

with-what anxiety of mind to my ſelf, with what temper and ſubmiſſion to that 

Honourable Aſſembly, from whence the blow came,as many of my near friends 

can teſtifie the firſt; ſo-the envy, or malice of no man, canreaſonably and juſt- 

ly tax'me, as'unto the other. How other young men , upon no greater a 
ſtock of innocence then mine, might have ſuffered themſelves to be tranſpor- 
ted upon ſuch misfortunes ( not to give them any other term ) I leave to 
thoſe to judge, who have not been ſo long brought up in the School of affli- 
ion. 

As this cenſure fell npon me for many Moneths after the fault objected, fo it 
reſted within thoſe Walls where it begun without ever deſiring a concurrence 
from that Court, where | was only to be judged, and where I could only anſwer 
for myſelf, and'hope fora vindication; which increaſed my ſufferings toan 
unſpeakable height, that I could by no means clear my ſelf in the place where 
I received the wound, nor could take notice of it where I might be cleared 
by my Peers, for fear of breach of Priviledge of Parliament ; Though my cen- 
ſarewere known to all the Kingdome, yea, 1 may fay to my infamy in print 
with forreign Nations. | | 

Under this weight ( enough to have broken a Body, and a Mind better pre- 

red for theſe Exerciſes then mine ) I ſuffered till the Rudeneſs and Vio- 
ence of that Rabble, drave both their Majeſties, for the Safety of themſelves 
and their Children, to Hampton-Court, whither by Command I attended them. 
In this ſhort Journey many Soldiers and: Commanders ('who had Aſſembled 
themſelves, joyatly to ſolicite the Payment of their Arrears for the late Nor- 
thern Expedition, from the two Houſes of Parliament ) waited on their Maje- 
ſties, and leaving them at Hampton-Court, provided their own Accommodations 
at Kingſton, the next Piace of Receipt, and {till fo uſed for the over-plus of com- 
pany, which the Court it ſelf could not entertain. To theſe Gentlemen, of 
whom few or none were of my Acquaintance; and to this Place was I ſent by 
his Majeſty, with ſome Expreſſions of his Majeſties good Acceptance of their 
Service, and returning the ſame Night to Hampton-Courr, continued my atten- 
dance to Windſor, whither their Majeſties then repaired. I had not been there 
one Day, when I heard that both Houſes of Parliament were informed, that 
| and Colonel Lunsford, a Perſon with whom I never exchanged twenty Words 
in my Life, had appeared in a Warlike manner at Kinoſton, ro the Terror of 
the King's Liege People; and thereupon had Ordered, That the Sheriff of 
Surrey, and as | conceive, that all other Sheriffs throughout England, ſhould raiſe 
the _ of their ſeveral Counties, to ſuppreſs the Forces, that he and I had 
Levyed. 

When firſt this news was brought me, I conld not but flight it, as a ridi- 
culous Rumour ; for being moſt certain that | had never been at Kingſton, but 
only upon that Meſſage of the Kings, to forty or fifty Gentlemen, totally 
Strangers to me, with whom | ſtayed nor the ſpace of half an Hour at moſt, 
and in no other Equipage, then a Coach and ſix hired Horſes, with one ſingle 
Man in the Coach with me, and one Servant riding by : I thought it utterly 
impoſſible for the moſt Romancy ir ſelf, at ſo neer a diſtance, to raiſe out of 
that, any ſerious matter of Scandal, or perjudice upon me. But when ſoon 
after, I received from ſome of my Friends, not only a Confirmation of that | 
ſeeming Impoſlibility, but a particular Accompt of the manner of it : How 
ſome Information concerning me at K*rgſton,;had been referred to the Examina- 
tion of a Committee of my ſharpeſt Enemies ; how the fix Coach Horſes I ap-| 
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| Famuary, poome with there, were turned by them into ſix ſcore Horſesz and that Mi- - 
IGan ke, I know not by what prevalence of my Unhappinefs, or of my Enemies 

ke nds og Credit, not ſuffered to be reftifed by other Witneſſes there, who 2ffir- 
med the Truth : Finding my ſelf in this fad Condition, but twenty Miles off, 
and not knowing how the "—_— in other Places might be terrified, if reports 
concerning me ſhould ſpread, but in a proportionable Rate, to remoter Diftan- 
ces, they being now dcrivable from ſuch conſiderable Authors, I muſt confeſs, 
| | then began to look upon my ſelf, as a Perſon of that rare Misfortune, that my 
| Reputation would not weigh down the moſt improbable, or impoſſible Accufa- 
| tion, hut fig to receive any Imputation of Guilt, the moſt miſchievous or ma- 
litious Inſtrument of Calumny could invent. ' And: in this Condition, with no 
other Diſcontent, then not believing my Self much indebted to the World 
for good Uſage, I procured his Majelties Licen ſe, to Tranſport a Perſon of fo 
great Inconvenience and Danger, out of his Domirſions into another Countrey ; 
and with all poſſible Speed removed my felf into Holland, never ſuſpeCting that 
my Guilt would in increaſe with my Abſence, in the retired private Life, which 
| [ had reſolved of, and did according to that Reſolution, lead beyond Sea ; 
| having the Vanity of ſome Hope, that a little time diſcovering the falſhood of 
ſome things believed on me, would take away the Inconvenience of other things 
that were but unworthily ſuſpefted. Some Weeks | reſted there without any 
new hurt, till the falſhood of a Perſon, to whoſe traſt 1 committed a Packet, 
brought it to a Hand well contented with any Occafion to fatisfyhis own par- 
ticular private Malice, and Revenge upon me ; and ſo my Letters, one'to the 
Queens Majeſty, and the other to my Brother, Sir Lewis Dives, were pub- 
lickly brought to be read in both H of Parliament z from thence new Ar- 
guments of Guilt are fo far inforced againſt me, and the former Diſpleaſure 
; revived and heightned to ſuch a pitch, that at the ſame time 1 heard of the 
: Interception of my Letters, I found my ſelf accuſed of High Treaſon too, and 
s that for Levying War againſt the King, a Crime certainly that of all other, 1 
| could leaſt ſuſpect my ſelf guilty of. And to ſay the Truth, it came into my 
Charge but by Accident; for being in general charged of High Treaſon, 
and the Impeachment in particular, bearing only, That 1 had appeared in War- 
| like manner, to the Terror of the King's Subjects ; a Queſtion was raiſed by a 
| - Lord or two, karned in the Law, Whether that Accuſation would amount to 
Treaſon, or no, and fo I leave was defired to amend the Charge, which being 
red, to make ſure Work, by the Statute of 25 E4. 3. it was put in, that I 

| Levied Wa” ”gainſt the: King, If I were Guilty, or ſuſpefted of ſo lewd 
a Crime, how ic came to ſleep ſo long, or if not, how theſe Letters (wherein 
upon an unpartial Survey, there will not be found ſo much as an Opinion, as

ainſt the King, | leave to equal Conſideration. I am far from Cenſuring or 

drſpnting the Reſolution, or Opinion of both, or either Houſe of Parliament ; 
no Man receives a Stroke from thence, with more Submiſſion and Humility, and 
the great Revcrence I bear to it, hath made ſuch an Impreſſion in me, that the 
weight of their Diſpleaſure, hath added many years to me; but in ſo neer a 
a concernment of my Life and my Honor, that grave Aſſembly may give me 
lieve, without preſuming to think their Judgments unjuſt, ro ſay, their Evi- 
dence may be untrue, and the-Perſons truſted by them not fo full of. Honor, 
Ingenuity or Integrity, ſo free from Paſſion, Malice, Intereſt or Aﬀection, as 
they are thought. It will be no Preſumption or DiſreſpeCt to that great Coun- 
cel to fay, that I have many Enemies, who have uſed all the ill Arts, their Wir 
or Malice could ſuggeſt, to bring this AMiftion upon me, and have not in whif- 
rs, Or in the dark publiſhed their Reſolution to deſtroy me: witneſs the 
known tampering with very many Perſons, ' both by Threats and Promiſes, to 
accuſe me ;: their creating and cheriſhing ſuch monſtrous Untruths of my treat- 
ing with the Danes, and other Foreign Power, of a great Treaſon of mine 
| plotted, and diſcovered at Sherburne, with mighty Warlike Preparations there : 
k of my being 'at the Head of the Rebels in Jrelard, and the like; to make me 
| odious to the People, to whoſe rage and violence they have often indeavoured 

to give me up a Sacrifice z the deep ſenſe I have of my Afflictien and Injuries, 
ſhall never tranſport me to; heighten the repreſentation of them, to the leaſt de- 
gree 
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gree beyond truth z but whoever ſhall conſider the Penalty of Treaſon, the 
vine and Deſolation it brings to Families, the Brand and Infamy it fixes on 
our Memories, and ſhall remember that this Portion was deſigned ro me, for go- 
ing on my Maſter's Errand, in a Coach and fix Horſes, will believe that a mix- 
ture of Sorrow and Innocence, with ſo much Paſſion, as may keep them tompa- 
ny, may well be allowed to breath it ſelf with fo much Freedome, as to pre-

Since that time, other Letters of mine, or Copies  Lortery © porn never 
ſeat ) have had the ſame Fortune, and been publiſhed to the World, to ſhiw 


Gloſſes and Comments to inform the People, how much of the dangerous and 
pernicious Counſels, pretended to be then, and ſtill on Foot, had paſſed through 
my Hands, and how great an Enemy I am to Parliaments ; to this later moſt 

ievous and yenemous «q 7 one by hope God will hare preſerved me ſome 
ind of Antidote in Mens Memories, of what part I kad the happineſs to bear 
in the paſſing of the Triennial Bill, and to it I ſhall only fay thus much, that 1 
have had the Honor to be a Member of the one Houſe, and muſt preſume to 
think my ſelf ſtjll a Member of the other; that I value the, Honor, the Dignity 
and the Privileges of both, infinitely above the Pleaſures and Benefits of Life, 
and if 1 ever wilfully contributed, or ſhall ever conſent to the prejudice of ei- 
ther, | wiſh the Deſires of all my Enemies may fall upon me. 

To that of my having pobed ay a Hand in ill Counſels, which are on 
ſed to be, of his Maicſties from London to a place of Safety, and the 
like, I ſhall be bold to ſay, that the Letter to the Queens Majeſty, from whence 
my Enemies would make the inference, hath not wich any confiderer the leaſt 
propending of Advice any way, but is meerly an account of mine own Inten. 
gions to apply my ſelf to his Majeſties Service, either by abſence, or at Atrend- 
ance, according to courſe, that his Majeſty in his Wiſdom ſhould think fit to 
take. Every Body knows I never had the Honor to be a Counſellor, neither 
have I preſumed, without being queſtioned by his Majeſty, to int e in his 

on, | have anſwered with the 
Freedom of a Subjet, and a Gentleman. But had I bin a Counſellor, havi 
ſeen what I have ſeen, and heard what I have heard, I, who have known f| 
Members of both Houſes, marked out phe Mulritude for Bleſſings, and ſuch 
for Sacrifice : I who can fay with truth, that ſuch of chat Rabble, cryed out, The 
Kings the Traitor ; ſuch, That the young Prince would govern better; 1 who 
can prove, that a Leader of thoſe People in the Heat and Violence of the Tu- 
mule, cryed out, That the King was not fit to live ; had I been a Counſellor, what 
had I heen (as the Learning of Treaſon was then underſtood ) ſhould I not have 
adviſed his Majeſty to withdraw to a Place of Safety, not from his Parliament, 
but from that Inſolent and unruly Multitude, who had already brought into fo 
much hazard, the Perſons and the Liberty of this till then moſt happy Parlia- 
ment, and not ſtaying there, did ſo lowdly threaten Ruine, even to the ſacred 
Perſon of the King? Advertiſe his Majeſty I did of the Danger; adviſe him 1 
could not, I had neither the Ability, nor the Authority. 

In my Letter to the Queen, at her firſt coming into Holland, it was obſcry- 
ed, that in that Expreſſion, ( of welcoming her from a Country not worthy of 
her ) I ſhewed much Venome and Rancour to my own Nation, I meant it nor, 
and muſt appeal to thoſe who are beſt acquainted with the Civility of Language, 
whether the Addreſs might not be comely ro any Lady of Quality, who ſhould 
upon any not pleaſing Occaſion, leave one Country for a while, to reſide in ano- 
ther. And I hope ere long, to welcome her Majeſty back, from a Place not ſo 
unworthy of her, unto this Nation moſt worthy of her, without either diſpa- 
ragement to Holland, or complement to thoſe ro whom the unworthy of that Ler- 


| ter was intended. 


For the charge and boldneſs, and preſumption in ſome Expreſſions of thoſe 
Letters ( though I might be glad to age ng Treafon, for Incivility) ſince 
Suſpition of that depends upon the right erſtanding of Language, and 
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the Follies and Indiſcretions of a Man, enough in her Disfavor before, with | 
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{from men, as may ſcem due to one, whoſe good intentions to his Country have 
| been-in ſome ſort publickly manifeſted, whoſe ill are yer obſcurely and impro- 


connexion of Words; it will be no diſreſpect to any, through whoſe woe they 
have paſſed, to believe, that as they, were otherwiſe intended by: tne, ſo that 
they are capable of other Interpretation. However, if in truth, miſunderſtand. 
ing, or ill breeding hath produced the other, I hope the Conclifion will only | 
be, that I am an il] Courtier, or an ill Secretary, both which I do hambly con- 
feſs , not that I am no good Engliſh Man, no good Subject. If in any of thoſe | 
Letters/there were any Expreſſions of Diſcontent or Bicrerneſs, 1 ſhall foy little 
more, 'then that they. paſſed an Examination they were 'not 'ptepared for, 'and 
fell into Hands, that they were nor direfted to : andT am confident many honeſt 
Gentlemen, who have had the happineſs to preſerve their Papers from fach ar 
inquiſition, and ſhall conſider the Caſe they might be in, if all their ſecret con- 
ferences, and private Letters were expoſed and produced to the 'publick: view, 
will caſt up theſe Letters of mine, in the number of my Misfortanes; without 
king, any Addition to my Faults - and cre, whoever ſhall obſerve the 
meaſure of my Sufferings, with any kind of indifference, will eaſily forgive ſuch 
Eruptions of Paſſion, as were only yerited by me to a Brother, thongh they came 
within the reach of any other Ear., OT 
To draw. riow to a Period of my unfortunate ſtory; which 1 cannot promiſe 
my ſelf, from the generality, ſo much Charity as'to'youchſafe the reading, fur- 
ther then' mere curioſity ſhall lead them; I returned into Enzſand net with fo 
much joy to ſee my Country, as hope to be admitted npon my hnmble Petition 
to his Majeſty, to a fair, regular, impartial vindication of my innocency, and | 
proteſt to God, I look vpon the time I may naturally hope ro live with no other: 
comfort, then as it may. make me ſtill capable of that _—_—— I have follies. 
and infirmities enough about. nie to make me avk the pardon of every wiſe and 
good man, but for Treaſon ( or for any voluntary Crime' either againſt my So- 
vereign, .or. my Country) 1 fay it with all humility, 1 will not accept a pardon. 
from the King and Parliament. By the Grace of God it ſhall never be ſaid, 
that either the Parliament bath brought me, or his: Majeſty expoſed me to a 
Tryal, my own vprightneſs ſhall conſtantly ſolicite it, and without recourſe in 
this to either of their favours, I will either ſtand a juſtified man to the World,or 
fall an innocent. But in the mean time, till it pleaſe God to bleſs this Nation 
with ſuch a compoſure of the preſent giſtraQtions, as that Goyernment and Law 
may have their rightful and comfortable courſe, I implore only fo much charity 


bably ſuggeſted. 

. - To conclude, let the few years I have lived be examined, and if there be found 
any. rancour or venom in my nature, even toward particular perfons which 
{ might in time contraCt it ſelf to an enmity againſt the State; if I haye been a 
fomenter of Jcalouſics and debate, or' a ſecret conſpirer againſt the honour and 
fame of any man; If I have worn Religion as a Mask and Vizard for my hypo- 
criſie, and. underhand cheriſhed any opinions that I have not ayowed ; If I have 
been lead by any hopes of prefermenr to flattery, or by the miſs of 'it, to re- 
venge, If I have been tranſported with private Ambition 'and-been inclined to 
ſacrifice the leaſt Branch of the publick Peace and happineſs to my own ends and 
advantage, let the complication of all rheſe ills prepare a judgment of Treaſon 
it ſelf upon me, and.let me looked upon as a Man who hath madea Progreſs in

That the Engliſh Commiſſioners, having received ſeveral Propoſitions 
from the Scots Commiſſioners, dated the 27th of December laſt, touch- 
| ing the ſending of Men out of Scotland ito Ireland ; the Foufe of Com- 
mons having conſidered of them have given this Anſwer following to. them, 
which they offer to their Lordſhips Wiſdom and Conſideration, being cer- 
tain Votes of the Houſe of Commons. 


Die Fovis 3o December, 164t. 


Reſolved upon the Queſtion, 7hat the Houſe is of an Opinion, that 
the Towns and Caſtles of Carrick-tergus and Colerain ſhall be put into 
the hands of the Scots, to be places for their Retreat, Magazines and 
Garriſons : And that theſe Towns and Caſtles ſhall remain in the Scots 
hands, untill the Wars ſhall end, or till they ſhall be diſcharged of that 
Service ; this Houſe holds it fit likewiſe to accept of the Publick Faith 
of the Kingdom of Scotland, for the redelivery of the ſaid Caſtle and 
Towns, and that the Kingdom of England ſhall give Pullick Faith 'for 
the Payment of all Dues that ſhall ariſe upon this preſent Service. 


Reſolved, &c. That for the Proviſion of Vitluals for the Scots Army, 
Money ſhall be advanced out of their Pay to enable them to make Proviſion, 
which they may make out of any Parts of England and Wales, to their 
beſt advantages, and that to Tranſport it, they ſhall have the Jame aſſiſt- 
ance for providing of Shipping from the State, that the Engliſh Army 
' hath : And that his Majeſty ſhall be moved to grant his Licenſe for the 
Tranſporting thereof Cuſtom-free, Caution being, given, that under colour 
of ſuch Proviſions, viftuals be not carried to the Rebels: And if this 
Propoſition be not accepted, then the like Proviſions ſhall be made for 
them, as ſhall be made for the Engliſh Army : Aud the reſt of the Article 
is aſſented to. 


Reſolved, &c. That this Houſe holds it fit to Aſſent to the Scots third 
Propoſition; and that Power ſhall be given to the General there to raiſe 
Horſes for the Service expreſt in the Article at the publick charges of 
that Kingdom, as they ſhall have occaſion to uſe them. 


Reſolved, &c. That this Houſe holds it fit to Aſſent unto the Scots 4th 
| Propoſttion. 

Reſolved, &c. That the Scots ſhall go in the Way and Order of an Ar- 
my , under their own General, and Subaltern Officers, which General 
| ſhall have the ſame Pay.that the Scots allowed, when they imployed one 

themſelves, and that they ſhall have the Province of Ulſter appointed, 
| wherein they ſhall firſt proſecute the War : And to that part of the Ar- 
| ticle concerning Power to give Conditions to Towns, Caſtles, &c. as ſhall 
i be moſt expedient for the Service, it is aſſented to, but not to give any 
| Toleration for the Popiſh Religion. 

To be treated on further, That their whole Army ſhould be Comman- 
ded out of the Circle by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, if he ſhall think 
.[ fit, before the Rebellion Le totally Suppreſſed in Ulſter ; as alſo, that a 
third part of their Army may be drawn away upon occaſion. 


Reſolved, &c. That the Scotch ſhall be entertained and paid for three 
Months, and that they ſhall have a Months Pay advanced before hand, 
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| willing, that this Houſe ſhould remove them to London, or elſewhere, and 


and ſhall be afterwards Pay'd as the Engliſh Army is. This to be the An- 
_ to ""__ firſt part of the fixth Article, the Houſe doth aſſent unto 
the Re | 
Reſolved, &c. That the ſeventh Article ſhall be recommitted. All which 
Votes of the Commons were read before the Lords, but nothing further 
done in it at this time. 

Then a Conference was had between the two Houſes touching the 
Kings Meſſage, concerning the Lord Xymboiron and the Five Members 
of the Commons Houſe ; where this following Vote of the Commons 
was communicated to their Lordſhips for their Concurrence, and the 
Lords did ix terminis concur with them in it, and it was Reſolved, &c. 
That the Impeachment made by Mr. Attorney in the Fouſe of Lords a- 
gainſt the Lord Kymbolton and the five Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, and the proceedings thereupon, is a high breach of the Priviledge 
of Parliament. 

Whereupon a Committee of 21 Lords, and a proportionable Number 
of Commons were appointed to draw an humble Petition to his Maje- 
ſty, that thoſe that did inform his Majeſty againſt the Members menti- 
oned in the Meſſages from his Majeſty, may come in betwixt this and 
next Thurſday to charge them, or elſe, that they may be freed in fuch a 
way, as the Parliament ſhall think fit. 

In the Houſe of Commons a Debate happened this morning concern- 
ing the Return of a Burgeſs for the Town of Arunde/!, which came to 
this Vote ; Reſolved, &c. and Ordered, 7hat Mr. Downes who js re- 
turned a Burgeſs for the Town of Arundell in the County of Suſſex, under 
the Common Seal of the Town, by the Mayor of that Town , ſhall be pre- 
ently Sworn and admitted as a Member into the Houſe, until ſuch time as 
the Eleftion be Determined. 

And to make it fure that he ſhould continue ſo, the Queſtion being

And it was further Ordered , 7hat the High Sheriff of the County 6

Then Sir Henry Mildmay acquainted the Houſe, That the Marqueſs of 
Hamilton was Teſterday informed, That this Houſe had made an Order 
for the removal of a 1000. Muſquets, and ſeveral Pieces of Ordnance 
from Fox-Hall to the City of London , for more ſafety in theſe times of 
trouble ; He faith, That he had ſome Pieces of Ordnance there belonging 
unto him, which were given him by the King of Sweden ; but however was

Upon the Debate of the Conference to be deſired with the Lords con- 


cerning the Lord Dighy and the Xi»gfon Buſineſs , Sir Philip Stapleton 
made this following Speech : 


Mr. Speaker, 
” T is the continual praCtice of the Devil. after any of his Works of 
* Darkneſs, and Maliciouſneſs intended againſt God and his 
* Chriſt, is diſcovered and Annihilated by the ſpecial Power of 
* Divine Providence, to practice new, being always ftriving to 


» encreaſe his own Kingdom , always winning to himſelf freſh Inſtru- 
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* ments, to yield to his Suggeſtions and Temptations, and Execute the 
* fame. | 
* I am now to ſpeak concerning this new Treachery and Conſpiracy, 
* endeavoured to be practiſed by two Eminent Perſons, that have eſpe- 
** cially the one of them, obtained the Favour, not only of their Prince, 
* but applauded for their better Parts, by moſt of his Majeſties Subjects, 
* the Lord Dighy and Coll. Lunsford ; The firſt had the Honour to ſit 
* in this Houſe as a Member thereof, ſo well approved was he both of 
* his King and Country, none more Fervent againſt evil doers at the 
* firſt then himſelf ſeemed to be both by his Speeches and Diſputes, but 
« in heart always as it ſeems Favouring the Biſhops, and their Caſe , 
* although it Fainad but a little, yet increaſihg daily more and more, 
* grew to ſuch ſtrength in his opinion concerning his own worth, that 
* he adventured to take part with the Earl of Szrafford, truſting too 
* much on the fame, ſo High is Pride, that at length he preſumed to 
* oppoſe and ſet himſelf againſt the proceedings of the whole Houſe} a- 
«* gainſt the faid Ear], Obſtinately refuſing to be admoniſhed concerning 
* the fame ; and yet keeping his Friends, many of the Lords, was by 
* his Majeſty as a Baron, called to their Houſe, and aſpiring yet higher, 
<* obtained his Princes favour, not being yet acquainted with his ſecret 
< Intentions, by which means, too confident of his fafety, and ſecurity 
* in his Deſigns, adventured openly to comply with the publick Ene- 
* mies both of King and Country ; As eſpecially now with this other 
* Perſon of whom I am to ſpeak, this Collonel, being by his Majeſty ad- 
* yvanced to that dignity and truſt, could not ſo content himſelf, but 
« imitating the water Toad, ſeeing the Shadow of a Horſe ſeem bigger 
« then it ſelf, Swell to compare with the fame, and fo Burſt ; even fo 
<* this Gentleman having obtained firſt this Place of Command, and after- 
* wards Lieutenant of the 7ower, and being found of ſuch a Malignant 
<* Spir*, that he was unfit and uncapable for that great Place of Truſt, 
« and therefore removed, taking the fame a great diſhonour to his 
* worth; now endeavours by 'Traiterous and Deſperate Actions, to de- 
<* fend himſelf, and be revenged of his pretended Adverfaries ; and to 
* that purpoſe they have between them joyntly raiſed Arms againſt the 
« State, met together in peaceable Conſultations for the good of Church 
«* and Common-wealth. 
* Mr. Speaker, Theſe attempts made by theſe Perſons are of dange- 

«* rous conſequence, and this their Infurreftion by taking up of Arms, 
« without Warrant both from his Royal Majeity and this High Court 
<« of Parliament, only to do Miſchief in raiſing Sedition and Contention 
«* thereby to preſerve themſelves from being 'celled to an account for 
|< their deſperate Actions, and Diſloyal taking up Arms, will prove 
* harder to Appeaſe and Suppreſs, then any Troubles we have yet ſuf- 
© fered. 

© Mr. Speaker , I conceive quick diſpatch in our Intentions, for the 
« Apprehending and Suppreſling theſe Perſons, is the only means to pre- 
« vent future danger : And to that purpoſe I defire to preſent to your 
* conſiderations theſe particulars. 


I. That Warrants may 1ſue forth for the 
hending of them in what places ſoever they ſhall 
to bring them before the Houſe. | 
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F 2. If this cannot be effefted, to Iſſue forth Proclamations for their cal 
ling in, within a certain time prefixed, under penalty of being Proſecuted 
and Proceeded againſt as Traytors to their King and Country. 


3. That Warrants be forthwith ſent for the Guarding and Securing of 
all the Ports of this Kingdom ; and for the Tntercepting of all Paquets or 
Letters, intended to be conveyed into Forraign Kingdoms, or any brouzht 
from thence hither. 


4. That Order be ſent down into the ſeveral Counties of this Kingdom, 
where it is ſuſpefted either of theſe Perſons have any Friends, or Favo- 
rites well-wiſhers to their Cauſe; with Command to the Sherifls, and ſeve- 
ral Officers of ſuch Counties to ſtand upon their Guard, and to raiſe Force 
for their own an poo and Safety ; and to endeavour by all means Poſſitle 
to apprehend and ſuppreſs them, and ſuch of their Conſpiracy, as ſhall be 
taken, preſently to be ſent up to this Houſe, to be Examined and Proſecu- 
ted according as they ſhall be found. 


5. That Order may be made by the Parliament, that no Officer that 
ſhall be found to have a hand in this Plot, may be imployed in any Service 
of publick Command, either for Ireland, or any other of his Majeſties Do- 
minions, or any private Affairs of this Kingdom. 


6. That we may without further delay proceed to Sentence againſt all 
Delinquents by this Honourable Honſe, accuſed for any Crime whatſoever, 
in whoſe Defence, or for whoſe cauſe theſe Perſons now accuſed pretend to 
take up Arms. 


7. T hat his Majeſty may be moved Graciouſly to be pleaſed, to declare 
himſelf againſt theſe Perſons, and all others that do any ways pre*end to 
his Authority or Warrant for what they do. : 


8. And Laſtly, His Majeſty may be moved to avert his intended Jour- 
ney for Portſmouth, for the ſafety and ſecurity of his Royal Perſon, till ſuch 
time as their dangers be removed, and the Peace and Unity of all bis Ma- 
jeſties Loyal Subjetts, be procured and ſettled. 


* And thus Mr. Speaker, having preſented ſuch things to this Houſe, 
* which I humbly conceive to be neceſfary to fuppreſs and prevent this 
«* new danger threatned by thoſe two Difaffected and Male-contented 
« Perſons, the Lord Digby and Collonel Lansford ;1 leave the fame to 
< the further conſideration of this Honourable Houſe, deſiring from my 
< heart, that it would pleaſe God to end all the 'Troubles and Diſtempers 
* of this Common-wealth ; and that this High: Court. of- Partament 
* may prove the firm Settlement of all things amiſs, both in Church

Sir Richard Cave then acquainted the Houſe , 7hat according to the

That he thinks himſelf much honoured by the acknowledgements of ' his ſer- 
vice from this Houſe, and knows, that the defires of this Houſe will be 
upon all occaſions very acceptable to his Maſters the States. 

It was alſo Ordered, 7 hat Alderman Pennington and Mr. John Good- 
win, do ſpeak with the Executors of Sir James Cambell, and to defire 
them from this Houſe, that in the diſpoſing of the Eſtate which Sir James 
Cambell hath given for Charitable Uſes, they will ſpecially take into con- 
fideration the War in Ireland, which will be an acceptable ſervice to the 
Common-wealth.

To this he Anſwered, Ze did know nothing of his own knowledge, of the 
truth of theſe Artitles, or any part of them , nor hath heard it by Infor- 


mation. All that ever he hath heard concerning this was from his Ma- 
{ter. 


Thirdly, Being asked, whether he will make good theſe Articles when 
he ſhall be thereunto called in due courſe of Law 2 To this he Anſwer- 
ſed, Ze cannot do it, nor will not do it, otherwiſe then as his Maſter ſhall 
| Command him, and ſhall Enable him, no more then he that never heard of 
them can do it. 


Fourthly, Being asked from whom he received theſe Articles, and by 
whoſe dire&tion and advice he did Exhibit them 2 He anſwered, Ze did 
Exhibit them by his Maſters Command, and from his hands . he did re- 
ceive them. 


Fifthly, Being asked, whether he had any Teſtimony or Proof of the 
Articles before the Exhibiting of them 2 He gave this Anſwer, 7hat he 
received the Command of his Majeſty ; but whether he had any proof 
then offered, or intimation of Teſtimony , to make good thoſe Articles, he

to be done in purſuance thereof ; and that none of the ſaid Committee 
of the ſaid Common-Council, preſume to depart out of the ſaid City to 
any place upon any Intimation whatſoever, without leave firſt obtained 
from the ſaid Committee of the Common-Council, or the greater part of 
them.. 

And laſtly, it is Declared and Ordered by the ſaid Lords and Com- 
mons, That all Attions of the ſaid Citizens of London, or of any other 
Perſon whatſoever for the Defence of the Parliament, or the Privileges 
thereof ; or for the preſervation of the Members thereof, are i 
to their Duty, and their Proteſtation, and the Laws of this Kinzdom ond 
if any Perſon ſhall Arreſt or Trouble any for ſo doing, he is aeclared to 
be a violater of the Liberty of the Subjett, and of the Rights and 
Priviledges of Parliament, and a Publick Enemy of the Common» 
wealth, 


To this Meſſage and Declaration this Anſwer was given, 7hat their 
Lordſhips will take it into Conſideration. And truely they had ſome 
reaſon to do fo, for certainly this was a dire& Levying of War, being 
abſolutely without the King's knowledge, privity, or conſent ; and 
trom this Period & ads be Dated the actual Rebellion, which mani- 
feſtly proves the Faction to be the Aggreſlors.

towards the Suppreſling of the Rebellion in good Earneſt. And not- 

withſtanding the preſſing inſtances and repeated Meſlages of his. Maje- | 
ſty to forward that Afﬀair ; they were two much taken up with-the 
Management of their own Deſigns to aſſiſt that diſtreſſed Kingdom to 

any purpoſe. They gave a great many good words, and ſent over Let- 

ters full of Promiſes of Men , Money and Proviſions, but all the courſe 

they took was to borrow Money of the City of Londen, and the Mer- 

chants , which was not conſiderable for fuch a Work, and for Men ; 

though the King offered preſently to raiſe 10000. Volunteers, ifthetwo 

Houſes would undertake to pay them ; they would by no means hear of 
it ; but did all they could to diſcourage thoſe Levies, by queſtioning 

ſach as beat up Drums for Volunteers for that Service.

Before the Parliament broke up, the Popiſh Lords deputed the Lord; 
Dillon to go into England, to carry over their Deſires to the King, and 
to repreſent the Means, which they thought fitteſt for the ſuppreſſin 
of the Rebellion, and he with the Lord 7aaf imbarqued for Exgland : 
but by ſtreſs of Weather the Veſſel was driven into Scotland, ant 
they took their way by Land for London. But the Patliament having! 
notice of their coming, they were by Order 'of the Commons ſeized 
upon, and brought up in ſafe Cuſtody, and all their Papers ſearched ; 
and Examined. So unwilling it ſeems was the FaCtion, that any Addrefs 
ſhould be made to the King, or that any Steps ſhould be made towards 
the reducing that Kingdom to his Majeſties Obedience, by any ſort of 
Treaty or Accommodation. 

By this procedure though they gained _ the good Opinion of the 
People, whoſe favor they moſt induſtriouſly courted, and-to whom no- 
thing ſounded more pleaſant, then what ſeemed to expreſs a Hatred and 
Deteſtation of the 7ri/þ Rebellion and Religion ; yet certainly was it a 
means of running the Rebels into ſuch Extremities, as diſpair of Mercy 
are wont to produce in thoſe, who have tranſgreſſed the Bounds of 
Law and Duty, and know their Lives and Eſtates without it, to be for-- 
feited to. Juſtice. 

But tor the better underſtanding of this and ſome other Particulars, 
the Reader may peruſe the following ExtraQts of ſome Letters from the 
Board in /reland, which I found among the old Papers of the Clerk of the

Extract of a Letter of the Lords Juſtices and Council of 7reland, 
to the Lord Lieutenant, dated the 25th of November, 1641. 


"TT" He Rebels in the County of Wexford increafing daily, have taken 

the Caſtles of Arickloe, Limbrick, the Lor ond's Houſe, and 
Fort-Chicheſter, places of good Strength and Importance, The Rebels 
alſo in the County of Wickloe have laid Siege to his Majeſties Caſtle of 
Wickloe ; thoſe in that Caſtle were in fight with them Tefterday, what 
the iſſue is we yet hear not ; and ſome of thoſe Rebels in the County of 
Wickloe have dared to come within four Miles of this City, and ſwept 
away great droves of Cattle : And in both Counties, as we Wickloe as 
Wexford, all the Caſtles and Houſes of the Engliſh, with all their ſub- 
ſtance are come into the hands of the Rebels, and the Engliſh with their 
Wives and Children ſtrip'd naked, and baniſhed thence by their fury and 
rage. The Rebels in the County of Longford do ſtill increaſe alſo, as wel/ 
in their Numbers as in their Violence. | | 

The Ulſter Rebels are grown ſo firong, as they bave ſufficient Men 10 

leave behind them, in the places they have gotten Northward, and to 
lay Siege to ſome not yet taken, as Emiskillin 7» the County of Ferma- 
nagh, aud Agher in Tirone, and yet to come many thouſands to befiege 
Drogheda, in view whereof within 3 or 4 Miles they have ſtood with 
their Colours flying ſince Sunday the 21/t of November, expetting more 
Forces from Cavan and that way, to gird the Town round about : They 


have already taken Mellifont, the Lord Moor's Houſe, though with the 
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are joyned with the Rebels, and that the Sheriff and John Bellew Eq; 
is likewiſe with them ; this County being one of the five of the Englith 
Pale, having formerly ſtill been true to the Crown. 
In the County of Meath alſo ( being the moſt confiderable of the five ) 
all the Common People and many of the younger.

WWe ſent to Drogheda 1100 Foot, and 7 Troops of Horſe, and cauſed 
Four other Foot Companies to be raiſed there ; and this day we ſend thi- 
ther 600 Foot more, raw Men, and unexperienced, and another 7 roop of 
Horſe : And we provide the beſt we may for the defence of this City, 
yet moſt of the Men we have are not Trained nor Exerciſed, and many 
of them are Triſh, for others we have not ; and we fear that when we 
come to blows, many of thoſe will forſake their Commanders, and fide with 
the Rebels, as they have done in the Counties of Cavan and Wickloe, 
where of Companies of 40 Men of our Soldiers, not above fix or ſeven 
ſtayed on our fide, but took part with the Enemy. Onr main indeavour is 
to preſerve this City and Caſtle for his Majeſty. 
The Rebels have now framed an Oath, which they Adminiſter to all 
that joyn with them, the Copy whereof you have here incloſed, as it was 
taken out of ſome Copies ſcattered abroad for al/ Mens view. | 
To conclude, we renew our Suit for our Supplies of 100000 |. in Mo- 
ney, 10000 Foot and 1000 Horſe in preſent, and Arms and Munition 
for them, and for the Stores and Places of Defence not yet loſt ; and that 
fo much Money, Men and Arms as are already gotten may be ſent onward, 
and the reſt to be ſent after, and that the third part of the Shot be Cal- 
livers, and the other two parts baſtard Muskets, as more ſuiting with the 
Service of this Kingdom ; and if thoſe Supplies be not immediately ſent 
away, the Kingdom will be in danger to be loſt. 


Extract of a Letter of the faid Lords Juſtices, and Council of the 
26th of November, to the faid Lord Lieutenant. 


E have received information, That the Lord Viſcount Dillon, 

who Two Months fince was admitted to be a Member of this 

Board, and is now imployed by the Lords Houſe of Parliament here to 
attend his Majeſty, carries along with him, or is to have ſent after him 
ſome Writing Signed by many Papiſts of the Nobility and Gentry of this 
Kingdom ; which Writing, as we are Informed, contains a profeſſion of 
Loyalty to his Majeſty, and an offer of themſelves by their Power to re-

Extract of a Letter of the Lords Juſtices and Council, to the Lord 
Lieutenant Dated the 27th of November, 1641. 


W- hear that ſome have given out, that our Dangers here are not ſo 
great as we declare, which mifinformations, if they ſhould gain 
credit there, might cauſe the leſſening or retarding our Supplies, which 
perhaps may be the aim of thoſe that have ſo miſinformed, if any can be 
ſo wicked ; and though we hope that ſuch reports cannot be of equal value 
or eſtimation with the joynt repreſentations of this State, yet we crave 
leave to declare, that the Rebellions, are ſuch and jo great, as we have for- 
merly repreſented, and far more dangerous then Words can expreſs, and we 
affirm, That if thoſe Supplyes come not ſpeedily, the Darger will be found 
far more lamentable to both Kingdoms, and we beſeech, that no Credit be 
given to the contrary. 

The Diſturbances are now grown ſo general, that in moſt Places, and even

ately with 200 thouſand Pounds in Money and Arms, to arm more Men 
here, we conceive ſome hope to overcome, even this next Summer, this Re- 
bellion, with Honor to his Majeſty, - and future ſafety to the Kingdom, Lut 
if thoſe Succors be not totally ſent but leſſened, then the War will be drawn 
out into a length of time, which will be more troubleſom and chargeable to 
England, and leſs comfortable to the good Subjetts here. 

We beſeech your Lordſhip to ſend ſome Ingineer, hither, as ſoon as con- 


| veniently may be, we being bere in great want of ſuch. 


We alſo pray, That the Shipping intended for guarding theſe Coaſts, may 
be haſtned away, we finding great Cauſe of Doubt, by ſeveral Examinati- 
ons taken, that the Rebels expett Aids from Forraign Parts, both of Men, 
and Arms, 

And laſtly, We beſeech your Lerdſhip, that all Noblemen and Gentlemen, 
who have Eſtates in this Kingdom, and are now in England, may be com- 
manded away hither, to partake in the labor of Keeping, as they have hither- 
to injoyed the Fruit of having thoſe Eſtates. 

Aſter the Prorogation ot the Parliament, ſeveral Members of both 
Houſes were deputed by Commiſſion under the great Seal, and accord- 
ingly had Inſtrutions trom the Lords Juſtices to treat with the Rebels, 
bur their little Succeſſes, and the ill Deſtiny, which hung over their 
Heads, rendred them ſo Infolent, that thoſe Indeavors proved fruitleſs 
and ineffeCtual to that Degree, that in Contempt and Disdain of the Of- 
fers of Peace, they tore the Order of. Parliament, and cie Letter that was 
ſent unto them. 

Matters growing every day more deſperate, the Lords Juſtices and 
Council addreſſed themſelves to the Speaker of the Commons Houſe in 
England, to preſs the performance of the neceſſary Reliet, which had 
been ſo often promiſed from thence. The Letter was in theſe Terms.

brought unto us great Comfort and inward Contentment : And therefore we 

crave leave to acknowledg with all Thankfulneſs, the great Wiſdom and Pie- 

ty therein manifeſted by that Flonorable Houſe, to the preſervation of God's 

true Religion, the Glory of his Sacred Majeſty, the Honor of that Nati- 
on, and the prepetual Comfort of all his Majeſties faithful Subjetts. 

It yet remains that all poſſible Speed be uſed, in haſtning unto us the 
Succors defigned for us, leſt otherwiſe they come too late, to derive to this 
Kingdom, the benefit intended them by that Honorable Houſe ; and ſo We 
remain, From his Majeſties Caſtle of Dublin 27 November 164.

Whileſt the Rebels thus daily increaſed in Succeſs,and conſequently in 
{ſtrength and Numbers, and that Supplies were very ſlowly advanced in 
England, and the Earl of Leiceſter JeGgned by his Majeſty for that Go- 
vernment made no great haſt, the ſlowneſs of the Parliaments Prepara- 
tions, indeed not permitting him, to repair to that important, and now 
dangerous and now troubletome Charge, he by the King's Approbation 
made the Earl of Ormond Lieutenant General of the Army, and accord- 
ingly ſent him a Commiſſion to that purpoſe. And doubtleſs both his 
Quality, and great Intereſt in that Nation, and a Fidelity to the Crown 
of England, drawn down from fo long a diſcent of Illuſtrious Anceſtors 
of moſt approved Loyalty, as 'well as the particular eſteem which the 
Wiſe and Noble Earl of Szrafford, had entertained of his promiſing Me- 
rits, gave his Majeſty a full Aſſurance and SatisfaQtion in that Choice, 
which, as afterwards thoſe greater Truſts, which his Majeſty was pleaſ- 
ed to confer upon him, he diſcharged, with that extraordinary Pru- 
dence, Courage and matchleſs Loyalty, as will for. ever ſet his Reputa- 
tion and Honor among the Chiet of thoſe great Names, who have been 
tranſmitted to Poſterity, both for their brave and Generous Actions, 
and admirable Conſtancy in ſuffering all the Miſeries of an adverſe For- 
tune, rather than comply with fuch terms as might blemiſh and fully 
their Memories with the leaſt ſtain of difloyalty or infidelity to their 
Religion, Prince and Country ; as the Part which his Lordſhip had both 
in the better and more finiſter Fortune of his King and Country, will 
in the Enſuing Hiſtory make moſt evident. | 
His Lordihip being veſted in this Command; made all the applicati- 
on he was capable of, and the narrow Circumſtances of Afairs would 
then admit, to put things into a Poſture to oppoſe the Rebels; and 
| accordingly Levies of Men were made at Dublin, and divers of the poor 
people who from all Parts came flocking thither for Sanctuary, being 
diſpoiled by the Rebels, were formed into Companies and Regiments; 
but they. were a ſort of raw, unexperienced and diſpirited Men, and not 
likely to prove good Souldiers in ſo ſhort a time, as the Event juſti- 


For the Rebels under the Command of Sir Phelim O Neal drawing 
down towards 7redagh, upon which Place they had fixed their chiet 
Deſign, the Lords Juſtices upon Information from Sir Henry Tichburn 
the —_— —— there, reſolved. to ſend a re-inforcement to that Garri- 
ſon, which was a Place of ſuch Importance, as that upon the preſer- 
vation. or. loſs thereof depended 'in a. great meaſure the Fate of the 
whole Kingdom. Accordingly 600 Foot under the Command of Ma- 
jor Roper, and a Troop of Horſe under the command of Sir Patrick 
WWeames, were immediately ordered to March for Tredagh ; the very | 
day that they parted from Dublzn, there was an Advertiſement brought 
to the Board; that . ſome of the Rebels Army was paſſed over the River 
Boine, with an Intention to intercept them in their Paſſage ; where:apon 
the Earl of Ormond by Dire&tion from the Council, diſpatched an Expreſs 
to adyertiſe them thereof; and from thence to paſs on to 7redagh, and 
to give Sir Henry Tichbourn notice of the approach of this intended Re- 
lief, and the Defign-of the Rebels, and to arder him to take all poſſi- 
ble Care of fecuring their Paſſage: Which Sir Zexry by the ſame Meſ- 
ſenger gave his Lordſhip afſarance, he would not fail to do, and accord- 
{ingly, thar very Day he marched out with a conſiderable Party to meet 
{them; but theſe-looſe and ill diſciplined Men, not ufed to Military Af- 
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fairs, took up their Quarters at Batruby, eight Miles ſhort of Tredagh, 
by which means, he miſſed of joyning them that Night. The next 
Day they continued their March, but in a diſorderly way, till they came 
to Fulian's Town, where, the Rebels having notice from the Lord Ger- 
manſton, as Sir Fohn Temple from Mr. Creightſton's Examination affirms, 
were drawn up to intercept them, and by reaſon of a Miſt which then 
fell, and through the negligence of the Scouts, who were ſent out to 
give Intelligence they were got within Musket Shot of the Enemy, be- 
tore they diſcovered them. The Major however drew them up preſently 
into what Order he could, and they were in a Place of great advantage ; 
| but a Lieutenant unfortunately giving out the Word Counter-march; 
and thereupon the Mzn facing about in ſome Diſorder, the Rebels gave 
2 hideous Shout and immediately charged them. Which with their own 
fear unaccuſtomed to the dreadful Face of War, put them into ſuch 
Confuſion, that they could not be perſuaded to make one Charge, but 
throwing down their Arms they every Man fled, and gave the Rebels 
an Eaſy, though conſidering the Number a bloody ViEtory, for of the 
whole Party only Sir Patrick Weames with the Horſe, the Major and 2 


Captains with all the reſt of the Soldiers, except fuch as were 7ri/h, be- 
ing there cut off, andall the Arms, Ammunition and Carriages, being al- 
{o taken by the Rebels. | 
This unfortunate Blow, as it gave great incouragement to the Rebels, 
ſo it did extremely deje&t the Spirits of the Z»g/;/b'and Proteſtants ; but 
to inliven them a little, Sir Charles Coot, who with a commanded Par- 
ty was ſent out into the County of Wicklow, to repreſs the Infolencies 
of the Brins and 7ooles, who ravaged that Country, committing many 
epredations and Murthers upon the Proteſtants, meeting with Luke 
Toole with a thouſand Triſh under his Command, he fet upon him, and 
quickly routed them, obliging him and his Men, to take the Sanftuary 
of an 1riſh Bogg for his Security. At Wicklow he cauted ſome of thoſe 
who were acculed of the Spoiles and Robberies there, to be Executed, 
which the Rebels,took for a Pretence to Revenge, by the Murder of many 
Proteſtants, which fell into their Hands. 
About this time there arrived 20000 |. in pieces of Eight, which went 
currant for-4d. more in a piece then in England, which was a very ſeaſo- 
nable Supply, and gave ſome Life and Spirit to the drooping Aﬀairs 
of the Proteſtants, and enabled the Government to carry on the Levies, 
with which they were now in Hand: his Majeſty alſo, aſſiſted by the 
Duke of Richmond, had cauſed ſuch Proportions of Arms and Ammuni- 
tion, with all the Money he could ſpare, to be conveyed out of Scotland, 
with Commilſſions to Sir Robert Steward, and other Perſons of Quality 
in the North of reland, to give the Rebels a diverſion on that ſide; 
But the Rebels had ſet their Reſt upon the taking of Tredagh, and 
therefore quitting the North, with the greateſt of their Forces, they 
drew down towards that Place. But in their March thither, Sir Phelim a 
Neil and Sir Con Mac-gennis made an Attempt upon Liſnegaruy, where 
Sir Arthur Terringham, who commanded a ſmall Party of 400 Foot, 
and was aſſiſted by the Lord Comwayes, and part of Captain St. Fohn's 
Troop to the number of 380 Horſe, gave them ſuch warm Entertain- 
ment, that they were repulſed with conſidetable loſs, both of Men and 
Reputation, leaving fix of their Colours, and many of their Rebelliqus 
Adherents ſlain: upon the Place, without any confiderable loſs on the 
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[loweth : 


Proteſtants Side, more then of Captain Boid and Captain St. John, who 
fell in the Field of Honor, with ſome private Soldiers, and ſome few 
others, who were wounded in the Incounter; And before they fate 
down before Tredagh,”a Party of 1300 Foot beſieged MHellifont the Lord 
Moore's Houſe, where were only 24 Musketeers and 15 Horſe, who 
bravely defended the Place, till their Ammunition was ſpent, and then 
the Horſe ſetting open the Gate, made their way through the Enemy 
in deſpight of their Oppoſition, and came ſafe to Tredagh, and the Foot | 
yielded upon Promiſe of fair Quarter, which was but ill kept by the 

Rebels, who killed ſome of them in cold Blood, ſtripped the reſt and 

Plundered the Houſe, carrying away whatſcever was of any Uſe or 

Value. . 

And now the Lords and Gentlemen of the Pale ſeeing the Succeſs of 
the Northern Rebels, and the little Force that was raiſed in Zre/and, or 

brought over from Eng/and to oppoſe them , began to falter in their 

Loyalty alſo ; and under the pretence of Fears and Jealouſies,' the Com- 

mon Ingredients of Rebellious Deſigns, to ſtand upon their Guard , and 

to give too juſt Suſpitions to the Government, that they would rather 

joyn with the Rebels then aſſiſt to the Suppreſſing them. The Lords 

Juſtices and Council therefore reſolving to try them , ſent this Letter to 


them : 
Fter our very hearty Commendations to your Lordſhip , for as thuch 
as we have preſent occafion to confer with you , concerning the pre- 
ſent State of the Kingdom, and the ſafety thereof in theſe timts of danger 
We Pray and require your Lordſhip to be with us here on the 8th. day of 
this Month, at which time, others of the Peers are alſo to be here. And 
this being to no other end , we bid your Lordſhip wery heartily farewell.

The like Letters were the fame day diſpatched to the Earl of Antrim, 
Earl of Fingale , Viſcount Gormanſton , Viſcount Netervile , Viſcount 
Fitz-William, Lord Trimbleſtone, Lord Dunſany, Lord Slane , Lord of 
Ehath, Lord Lowth, Lord Lambert. 

But-the Lords of the Pale who had been already Treating with the 
Northern Rebels, and therefore looked upon this as an artifice to enſnare 
them , durſt not adventure themſelves to D«#4/in, but Summoning an 
Aſſembly at the Hill of Zarah, the Lord Gormanſton brought thither an 
Anſwer ready drawn , which being read, and approved of, was Signed 
by the Lords preſent, and ſent away ; the Copy whereof was as fol- 
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of danger, and requiring us tobe with you there on the eighth day of this In- 


ſtant ; we give your: Lordſhips to wyderſtand, that we have _—" pres 
ſented our ſelves before your Lordſhips , and freely offered our advice and 
furtherance towards the particulars aforeſaid , which was by you negletted, 


which gave us canſe to conceive that our Loyalty was ſuſpected by you. We 
give your Lordſhips further to underſtand, that we have received certain 
Advertiſement , that Sir Charles Coot Knight , at the Council. Board, 
hath uttered ſome Speeches tending to a purpoſe.and reſolution, to Execute 
upon thoſe of our Religion a general Maſſacre, by which we are all deter- 
red to wait on your Lordſhips, not having any ſecurity for our. ſafety from 
theſe threatned Evils, or the ſafety of our Lives ; but do rather think it 
fit to ſtaud upon our beſt guard until we hear from your Lordſhips how we 
ſhall be ſecured from theſe Perils. Nevertheleſs, we all proteſt that we 
are and will continue both Faithful Adviſers, and reſolute furtherers of his

Whereupon the ſaid Lord of Gormonſton, defired to mnnderſtand from thew | 
truly and faithfully, whether thoſe were not pretences , and not the' true 
ground indeed of their ſo doing, and likewiſe whether they had not ſome 9- 


ther private ends of their own ; which being by all denyed, upon profeſſion 

of their ſincerity , his Lordſhip the Lord Gormanſton then told them : 

Seeing theſe be your true ends, we will likewiſe joyn with you therein : un- 
to which courſe all agreed. And thereupon it was publickly and generally 
declared, that whoſoever ſhould deny to joyn with them, or refuſe to aſſiſt 

them therein, they would account him as an Enemy, and to the utmoſt of 
their Power labour his Deſtruttion. And this Examinate ſaith, That af- 
ter the agreement ſo made as aforeſaid, There iſſued another Warrant to 
the Sheriff of the County of Meath, to Summon all the Lords and Gentry of 
the County of Meath, to be at the Hill of Taragh about a week after ; and 
accordingly there met at the ſame place the Earl of Fingale, the Lord

But inſtead of Obedience to the Commands of their Lawful Superiors 
they returned this Anſwer ; That they were conſtrained to meet there 
| rogether for the ſafety of their Lives ; That they were put into ſo great 
a Terror by the riſing out of ſome Horſe Troops and Foot Companies at 
Dublin, who X;Zed four Catholicks, for no other reaſon than that they bore 
the name of that Religion, as they durſt not ſtay in their Houſes ; and there- 
fore they reſolved to continue together , till they were aſſured by their 
Lordſpips of the ſafety of their Lives, before they ran the hazard there- 
of, by manifeſting their due obedience to their Lordſhips. And there they 
began to form a kind of an Army , Conſtituting Richard Golding, Tho- 
mas Ruſſell, Francis Ruſſell, Robert Travers, Chriſtopher Hollywood and 
others, to be Captains over fuch Men as they had, and intended to 


7 the Lords Juſtices and Council Publiſhed a Proclamation 
the x 3th. of December, Declaring their Innocency, and that thoſe four 
they alledged were Killed as Papi/ts, one of which was a Proteſtant, were 
ſuch as were found actually Guilty of Rebellious Courſes; commanding 
them upon their Allegiance to his Majeſty, to ſeparate upon ſigat of their 
Warrant, and that the faid Luke Netterville and his Accomplices ſhould 
appear before the Board on the 18h. of the faid Month, to the end they 
may be fully heard by the Lords Juſtices and Council, to which end 
their Lordſhips thereby gave them and every of them, the Word of the 
State, that they might then ſecurely and fafely repair thither, without

But they took little notice of theſe Commands, or Promiſes, but con- 
tinued ſill at Swoords, and their Numbers increaſing, they threatned to 
come and Incamp at Cl/antarfe, a little Village Situate upon the very 
Harbor of Dub/iz, where ſome of their Party had already at low Water 
Seized and Plundred a Barque lying there, carrying a great part of the 
Goods they took from Aboard her, to the dwelling Houſe of Mr. Xing, 
who was owner of that Village. This inſolent and daring Villany , put 
the Board upon a very quick and ſevere Reſolution, fearing that if they 
ſhould in good earneſt Seize upon that Village, and make any Fortifica- 
tions there, by the Aſſiſtance of the Rebels Ships at Wexford, they 
might ſtop up the Haven of Dub/iz, and prevent all Relief from coming 
to them from England, which was the only Remainder of hopes which | 
they had left.

Multitudes, to the Terror an1 Danger of his Majeſties good Subjefts as well 
at Land as at Sea, which their boldneſs is afted in ſuch a manner , as to 
put ſcorns and Aﬀronts upon this State and Government , they ating ſuch 
Depredations even before our Faces , and in our own View, as it were in 
deſpight of us; It is therefore Ordered, that our very good Lord the Earl

Number or Strength of the Rebels , 
whereby we might take a courſe to Vindicate his Majeſties Honour-in this 
State and Government, from the Scorn and Afﬀront of the Rebels, and ren- 
der deliverance and ſafety to his Majeſties good Subjefts. It is 57. tab 
Ordered, That our very good Lord , the Earl of Ormond and Oflery, 
Lieutenant General of his Majeſties Army, do forthwith ſend out a Party 


of his Majeſties Forces Horſe and Foot ,' to fall upon thoſe Rebels, and

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Spoyl , and Deſtroy the Houſes , Corn, and all other Goods of the ſaid

And accordingly the next day Sir Charles Coot with a Commarided 
Party , went to Clantarfe and ſet the Village on Fire , Burning their 
Boats and Houſes, fo that they were diſabled from making that Place a 
Neſt of Pyrats, and from giving Diſturbance to the Haven of Dublin as 
was feared. 

Of theſe Occurrances and the Deplorable condition to which they 
were then reduced, being on all hands Surrounded with Arms aud Dan- 
gers, and ill-aſlured of the Fidelity of the Inhabitants of the City of Du4- 


in ; the Board gave a large account to the Earl of Leiceſter, Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Zre/and, in this enſuing Letter. 


May it pleaſe your Lordſhip; 


B* your Letters of the third of December,wve made known to your Lordſhip, 

that Mr. Hawtrige was then newly arrived with the Treaſure ſent us from 
thence, which came but to ſixteen thouſand five hundred fourſcore and 
ten pounds, a ſupply of Treaſure far ſhort of that which is now become neceſ- 
ſary to perform any conſiderable ſervice here againſt the Rebels, whoſe num- 
bers are increaſed wonderfully, inſomuch as the Forces they have about Drog- 
heda onall ſides it, and between Drogheda and this place, reaching even within 
four miles of this City, are upon very credible report, conceived to be above 
twenty thouſand men, and beſides thoſe numbers who are ſo united between 
this and Drogheda and thereabouts, there are many thonſands of them diſper- 
ſed the whole Kingdom over ; for the meaner ſort of people firſt riſe general- 
ly ; and then thoſe of better quality follow after : and the fire which was firſt 
kindled in V/fer, and lay a while ſmothered in other parts, begins now to break 
out ſo generally, as the defeftion now appears to be univerſal throughout the 
whole four Provinces ; ſo ſtrangely rooted was the combination, and that 
ſtrengthned under the ſpecious ſhew of a War for Religion ; for although be- 
fore and ſince the Caution we had from your Lordſhip, We have on our part en- 
deavoured not to give any apprehenſion to the 1riſh, that England doth intend 
to make it a Warof Religion, yet as we formerly made known to your Lord- 
ſhip the Rebels labour mainly to have it ſo underſtood. Nay, they now go ſo 
far as they call themſelves generally the Catholick Army, a Title which hath 
drawn many thouſands to their party, and yet many joyned with them for no 
other reaſon than becauſe they ſaw. our Succours expected forth of England and 
Scotland deferred ; they rightly judging, that without thoſe Succours, we are 
not able to defend them our ſelves; and indeed until thoſe Succours come,they 
muſt and will {till encreaſe ; but if our men and arms were once arrived, the 
very countenance of their coming would draw many from them to us, and give 
ſtop to the fury, with which they yet carry all before them whither ſcever they 
come. 

They continue their rage and malignity againſt the Engliſh and Proteſtants, 
who if they leave their goods or cattel for more ſafety wich any Papiſts, thoſe 
are called out by the Rebels, and the Papiſts goods and cattel left behind ; and 
now upon ſome new Councils taken by them, they have added to their former, 
a farther degree of cruelty, even of the higheſt nature, which is to proclaim 
That if any riſþ ſhall harbour or relieve any Engliſh, that be ſuffered to eſ- 
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=_ them ' with his life, that it ſhall be penal even to death to ſuch 7rjþþ ; 
and fo they will be ſure though they put not thoſe EnglzhaCtually to the Sword, 
yet they do as certainly and with more cruelty cut them off that way, than if 
_ done it by the Sword ; and they profeſs they will never give over un- 
til they leave not any ſeed of an Engliſh-man in Ireland. 

Nor is their malice toward the Exgliſh expreſſed only ſo, but further even to 


' the Beaſts of their fields, and improvements of their hands, for they deſtroy all 


Cattel of Engliſh breed, and declare openly, that their reaſon is, becauſe they 
are Engliſh; ſo great is their hatred, not only to the perſons of the Engliſh, but 


] alſo to every ſpecies of that Nation ; and they deſtroy all improvements made 


by the Engliſh, and lay waſte the Habitations. 

We formerly ſignified to your Lordſhip, that to take away all jealouſie from 
the Papiſts of the Engliſh Pale, we would furniſh them with ſome Arms, and 
the rather becauſe we well know that. in the laſt great Rebellion in /reland, the 
Engliſh Pale ſtood firm to the Crown of England ; and that the Rebel Tyrone in 
the height of his * whe and greatneſs, was never able to get into the Pale with 
his Forces, whileſt he was in Rebellion ; and upon this occaſion, the Noblemen 
and Gentlemen of the Pale, rhaking deep profeſſions of their Loyalty to His 
Majeſty, in imitation of their Anceſtors, with expreſſions ſeeming to abhor 
the Contrivers of this Rebellion here, againſt whom they offered their power 
and ſtrength, ſo as they might have Arms; and we being well aſſured, that if 
we could gain their concurrence with us, it would much facilitate our wotk ; 
we did at their earneſt ſuit iſſne for them Arms for one thouſand ſeven hundred 


| men, wherewith divers Companies were armed by them, and ſome of themſelves 


were appointed Governors of the Forces of the Counties, and Captains of their 
Companies but ſo many of thoſe Companies revolted to the Rebels, and carryed 
away their Arms with them, as we have recovered back but nine hundred and 
fifty Arms ; ſo as thoſe whoſe Loyalty we had reaſon to expett would help us, 
are now thorough their diſloyalty turned againſt us, and are ſtrengthned wich 
our own Arms ; and without all queſtion, if thoſe of the Engliſh Pale had done 
their parts as became good Subjects with their Arms they had from us, and thoſe 
—_ __ gather amongſt themſelves, they might with our help not only have 
defended the P-/e, againſt the Rebels, but might alſo have prevented the ruin 
and deſtruCtion, wrought by their Tenants and Neighbours on the poor Erg- 
liſb and Proteſtants among them z for the Noblemen and Gentry fate ſtill and 
looked on, whileſt the Exgliſh and Proteſtants were ruined before their faces ; 
the Papiſts in the mean time remaining ſecure, without the loſs of goods, or 
any thing elſe. 

When we ſaw the power and ſtrength of the Rebels ſtill growing upon us more 
and more, and approaching by degrees more near to us,and the Engliſh and Pro- 
teſtants robbed and ſpoiled even within two miles of this City, in diſdain and 
affront of this State, which are ſcorns of ſo high a nature as we could not | 
endure, if we had ſtrength ſufficient to repreſs their inſolencies ; and when we 
obſerved the retarding of our Succours of, Men and Arms from England or 
Scotland, neither of both Succours being yet come, nor as we heard ſo much as 
in view there or in Scotland; and when we found apparently that for want of 
thoſe ſupplies, we became in a manner ſo contemptible, as we were in danger 
to be ſet upon for taking from us this City and Caſtle before our aids ſhould 
come, we bethonght us of all the means we could of gaining time, being confi- 
dent that we cannot be ſo deſerted by the State of England, but that ſome =o 
plies may yet come unto us : And therefore on the third of December,we direct- 
ed our Letters to divers of the Nobility of the Kingdom who were neareſt to 
us, and moſt of them being of the Engliſh Pale, to be with us here on the eighth 
day of this Month, that we might confer with them concerning the preſent ſtate 
of the Kingdom ; and we hoped by their help, to handle the matter fo as we 
might gain a few days time before our ſurpriſal here, by which time in all like- 
lihood our Succours might arrive,although it be boldly given out by the Rebels, 
that we ſhall have noSuccours from thence, which they divalge to embolden 
their party, and to ſtrike terror and diſconragement into the well-affeCted, 
amongſt whom there are many ſo weak, as to apprehend from thence too much 


(ors whereby many are fled the Kingdom. 6 
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On the eighth day of the Month, the Earl of Xildare, the Lord Viſcount 
Fitz, Williams, and the Lord Baron of Houth came unto us, but the relt of the 
Noblemen not coming deferred our conference, and on the eleventh day of this 
Month we received Letters from ſeven of them, namely, the Earl of Fing-le, 
the Lord Viſcount Gormanſton, the Lord Viſcount Nerrervile, and the Lords 
of Slaine, Trimbleſtone, Dunſany and Lowth, dated the ſeventh day of this 
| Month, and ſigned by them, pretending a fear of a Maſlacre on thoſe of their 
Religion, and that therefore they are deterred to wait on us, but do rather 
think it fitto ſtand upon their guard ; and how that reſolution of theirs may 
ſtand with the Loyalty they profeſs, we humbly ſubmit to your Majeſties Ex- 
cellent Judgment, for whoſe Royal View we ſend you here incloſed, a Copy of 
their faid Letters. 

When we received thoſe Letters, we did admire whence their fears of com- 
ing to us ſhould ariſe; but afterwards we heard that they had been in conſul- 
tation with the Rebels, which alſoas to moſt of them is confirmed by the en- 
cloſed Examination of Chriſtopher Hampton, and indeed we know no c auſe of 
fear they have of us, unleſs their own guilts begot in them the fear they pre- 
tend ; and they ſpare not thongh unjuſtly to chargeus with a neglett of 
their advices ; whereas not one of them to this Houſe offered tous any advice 
or real aſſiſtance towards Pacification of theſe troubles. 

It became then publick ( nor could we keep ſecret that which they had pub- 
liſhed to others ) that thoſe Noblemen ſo far 11ded with the Rebels as they now 
ſtood on their guard ; we therefore adjudged it fit for vindicaning the State 


us, to publiſh the encloſed Proclamation, as well to ſatisfie the world as thoſe 
Noblemen, who certainly are abundantly fatisfied in their own ſecret thoughts 
that we never intended to Maſlacre them or any other ; thar being athing 
which we and all good Proteſtants do much abhor, whatever the praCtice of 
their Religion is, and hath been found to be by woful experience in other 
parts ,whereof we confeſs we are now in great danger, if our long expected 
Succours come not the ſooner to us ; and it may be gathered from that unex- 
ampled Tyranny which the Rebels havealready exerciſed towards thoſe of our 
Nation and Religion, who fell into their hands, what we for our parts may 
expect from them ; but the diſhonour and ſhame which may refle(t upon the 
Engliſh Nation by expoſing this State and Kingdom to ſo apparent ruin, and 
with it the extirpation of Gods truce Religion, afflicts us more than the loſs of 
our own lives and fortunes,when all might be ſaved by ſending ſeaſonably thoſe 
SUCCAUTS. | 

We lately received Letters from the Lady Ofaly, and a Letter containing 
moſt inſolent Menaces incloſed therein, ſent her from the Rebels, to which ſhe 
ſent them a Noble Anſwer, Copies whereof we ſend here incloſed. 

One of the Rebels ſtiling himſelf Chaplain Major and Overſeer of the Coaſts 
and Harbours, lately ſent a Summons in a proud and vaunting manner, to one 
Edward Leech, that was entruſted to keep the Iſland of Lambay, requiring the 
delivery up of that Iſland to the Rebels, which being done, he gave Leech a Paſs, 
wherein he ſtiles the Rebels Forces the Catholick Army : A Copy of which 
Summons and Paſs we ſend your Lordſhip here incloſed ; and Leech told us 
that that mighty Chaplain declared openly to him, That he was Plotter of this 
Rebellion, That he had ſpent in Travel and Proſecution of that deſign beyond 
Seas four thouſand pound; and that all the Kings in Chriſtendom, 'ex- 
co__ the King of England, and the King of Denmark, have hands in this 
bufmmeſs. 

A Caſtle in the Town of Longford, held by the Engliſh, who ſtood out a while 
againſt the Rebels, being in theend through want of viCtuals neceſſitated to be 
rendered upto them upon promiſe of quarter, a Popiſh Prieſt ſtanding with his 
Shean in his hand, watching for the coming forth ofa Miniſter then amongſt the 
End by thruſting that Skean into the Miniſters guts, and ripping up his 
belly, give thatas a ſignal to the Rebels, for falling upoathe reſt of the Engliſh, 
which they did accor ingly,2s ſoon as the Miniſter was murdered killing tome, 
and hanging the reſt moſt perfidiouſly. 


On the ninth of this Month we received advertiſement, that great numbers of 
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men were gathered together in Warlike manner at Swoords in the County of 
Dublin within ſix Miles of us, they having the Army of the Rebels behind them 
on this ſide Drogheda, whereupon we then immediately ſent out our Warrant, | - 
commanding them to diſperſe: A Copy whereof we ſend your Lordſhip here 
incloſed, which was not obeyed ; bur a Letter ſent ns from Luke Verrerville 
Son to the Lord Viſcount Nerrerwille and others of them ; A Copy whereof we 
likewiſe ſend here incloſed ; whereupon we publiſhed the incloſed Manifeſt, for 
vindicating this State from their aſperſions alſo: And it is obſervable, that thoſe 
Gentlemen at Swoorads, could even on that very Tueſday Night, wherein they 
alledge they were ſo affrighted at their Houſes, aſſemble twelve hundred Men 
together in that Mament of time, to have in readineſs againſt any Attempt from 
the State ; whereas for many Days before, they cou!d fit {till and look on, whilſt 
an Army of the Enemy lay behind them, betwixt them and Drogheda, and whilſt 
ſome of them openly declared Rebels, and many of their Neighbours, who 
doubtleſs hold underhand Intelligence with the Rebels, robbed and ſpoiled the 
Engliſh on all Parts round about them ; and yet thoſe Gentlemen could not in 
all that time be either £6 affrighted by the Rebels, or ſo compaſſionate of their 
poor Engliſh Neighbours, as to aſſemble any men for the defence of themſelves, 
or thoſe their poor Engliſh Neighbours ; and certainly thoſe Gentlemen might 
have been as believing in this State, who have always uſed lenity and mildneſs 
towards them, as in the Forces of the Rebels which lie ſo near behind them, 
and who they know have murdered many of His Majeſties good and innocent 
Subjefts, and for ought they know ( if there were not ſecret intelligence be- 
tween them ) might haveuſed them allo in like manner. 

Bur the truth is, we conceive thoſe Gentlemen had a mind to joyn with the 
Rebels, and do now take up pretences to cover their diſloyalty, and caſt Scandal 
on this Government, 

The Rebels in the Pale, as in other Parts,have cauſed Maſſes to be ſaid openly 
in the Churches, expelled the Miniſters from Officiating in their Churches, and 
forced divers perſons for ſaving their Lives and Goods to become Papiſts, open- 
ly profeſling that no Proteſtant ſhall be ſuffered to live in Ireland; and whillt they 
inſult thus over all the Engl;þ and Proteſtants, deſtroying them for no other | 
reaſon, but for that they are Proteſtants and Engliſh, we let fall nothing againſt 
them touching Religion, and yet they feign things againſt us, tending that way, 
to give ſome colour to their cruel proceedings. 

'The. Rebels of the County of Kildare'have taken the Naas and Kildare in the 
County of Kildare. The Rebels of Meath bave taken Trim, and Aſhboy in the 
County of Meath, and divers other places : - The Rebels of the County of Dublin, 
have poſſeſſed Swoords and Rathcoole, and ſpoyled all. the Engliſh and Proteſtants 
even to the Gates of Dublin; and now about Fifreen hundred of the Rebels of |. 
Wiclow are in and about Powerſcait, and about Ten miles from this City : There 
are alſo between this and the Naas within fix or {even miles of us, a Thouſand 
of the: Rebels of Kildare, and the Borders of Wiclw 'and Dublin, 10 as we are in 
this City invironed by them on all ſides by Land, and they begin to ſtop acceſſes 
to-us by Sea ; for the Fiſher-men on the Sea-Coaſts being all ri and Papiſts 
lnhabitants in the Pale, break out alſo into Rebellion with the Mulritude, and 
have robbed, ſpoiled and pillaged even within the Bay of Dublin ſeveral Barks 
coming| hither forth of England. And if to revenge this Villany on the Fiſher- 
men at Clarntarfe and thereabouts, ſo near us, we ſend forth a Party of Souldiers 
to burn and ſpoil thoſe Rebels Houſes and Coro, the Gentlemen of the Pale will 
immediately take.new offence; . but that we will adyenture upon : ,for now there 
is no dalliance with them, who ſo far declare themſelves 2gainſt the State, nor | 
caring what Scorns are put upon the Government z wherein is obſervable, That | 
the Landlord of Clamarfe is one of thoſe Gentlemen riſen in Arms at Swoords. 

Your Lordſhip now ſees not only the necellity of haſtening with all poſlible | 
ſpeed our Succours of Men and Arms both out of England and, Searland,in greater 
Numbers than thoſe at firſt deſigned, ſeeing the breach appears/to be far grea- 
ter, and the defection more general than ar firſt-was conceived; and yet ſo 2s 
ſach of them as are ready be not forced to ſtay for the reſt, but that thoſe may 
be ſo ordered as to core after; for no fleſh can imagine, unleſs they ſaw it as 


we do, the greatneſs of our dahger, who are but a handful in compariſon of the 
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multitudes riſen againſt us: And we deſire that the Ten thouſand deſigned to 
come from Scorland, may be wholly ſent away,as well the Five thouſand intended 
to bz lefr there in readineſs as the reſt, with direCtion to land as near Dublin 
as they may , and whereſoever they Land to March to Dublin , if pollibly 
they can ; And to ſend away with all ſpeed the Ships appointed for guarding 


theſe Coaſts, is alſo very neceſſary to be haſtned, and thar two or three Ships ot |. 


good Strengrh follow after : doubtleſs theſe Rebels expett a very greatSupply of 
Arms and Munition from Foreign Parts, either Spain or Fraxce: 

And although out of the fore-ſight we had of this extremity ſince theſe. Tron- 
bles began, we have endeavoured to get in ſome Proviſions of Victual and Corn, 
yet we have not been able co provide our ſelves ſifficiently to ſtand cut any long 
Siege; nor can we now get in any more, our Markets being almoſt taken away, 
and the Strength of the Rebets ſurrounding us ſo as we tan fetch in no more Pro- 
viſions; wherefore we. beſeech your Lordſhip, that the Magazines of Victuals 
deſigned to be ſettled on that fide, may be ſettled with all ſpeed, if it be nor 
done already, whereby we and the Succours we expect; imay not be in diſtreſs of 
Victuals for our ſelves or them, or Oats for our Horſes. Our want of Vidttuals 
is the more, in reſpect of the daily zcceſs of the Enliſhſpoyled in the Country. 

The neceſlity of the defence of the Province of eAfunſter, required the imme- 
diate raiſing of a Regiment of Foot conſiſting of One thouſand Men, and two 
Troops of Horſe of-T hreeſcore each Troop, which Threeſcore we appointed the 
Lord Preſident to raiſe, and for the payment and arming of them, we humbly 
adviſe, ſeeing we cannot do it, That Money and Arms be ſent from thence to 
Youghall, with a further Supply of Arms and Munition for the Stores in that Pro- 
vince now much wanting there. | 

And as the Rebels which haye beſet us and this City on all ſides by Land, do 
threaten to cut off our Market at Dublin,which we begin to feel already: ſorthe 
boldly declare, That they will within a day .or two cut off the Warter-Courſe 
which brings water to this City and Caſtle z and that done, That their Multitudes 
will immediately burn our Suburbs, and beſiege our Walls z which we confeſs 
we yet want Strength to defend, and muſt want till our Supplies come forth of 
England or Scotland, or both : for here we have but about Three thouſand men; 
the reſt of the Old Companies being diſperſed in ſeveral needful Garriſons in 
che Countrey, (excepting Seven Companies of them ſurprized, and cut off by the 
Rebels at their firſt Riſing In Ulſter and other parts) and about Two hundred 
Horſe, by pole of the Old Army, whereof many are Iriſh : fo as conſidering the 
fraciouſnel of this City and'Suburbs to be defended, the ſmalneſs of our num- 
ber to defend thcm,and the great numbers of Papiſts Inhabitants 1n this City and 
Suburbs ; and laſtly, the very great Numbers of the Rebels, who are ſo ſtrong as 
to approzch this City with many Thouſancs, and yet leave many Thouſands alfo 
at the Siege of Drogheda, we cannot expect to be able to defend this City for any 
long time againſt rhem, without the arrival of our expeCted Succours. 

- The Earl of Caſtle- Haven on the-Tenth of this Month, preſented at this Board 
the incloſed Oath tendered unto him by the Rebels to bz ſworn by him, which 
he faith he refuſed to ſwear, and we hear they ſend it to all Parts to be tendered | 
to the people, preſſing them to take the Sacrament thereupon. Ta 
_  Wedid lately, in hope to gain ſome time until our Supplies might come, liſten 
to an Offer made by ſome Popiſh Prieſts to go to the Rebels and T reat with thern, 
as you may perceive by the incloſed : But fince we find there is little hope of it; | 
for ſome of the Prieſts ate returned, nothing being wrought thereby.

By what we have heretofore and now humbly repreſented to your Lord(hip, 
you may in part ſee the greatneſs of the publick danger wherein this Kingdom now | 
ſtands, and particularly this City and Caſtle, the principal piece thereof, thar if 
thoſe be loſt, (which we now again aſſure your Lordſhip, were never in to great 
peril to be loſt ſince the firſt Conqueſt of this Kingdom by the Crown of England) 
the whole Kingdom muſt _y ollow ; that the danger which muſt thereupon 
ariſe to the Kingdom of England, is very great in many Reſpects. There js no 
ility to prevent thoſe Evils with Honor and Safety to England, but by Suc- 
cors from thence or Scotland, or both z and that if thoſe Saccors come not ſpee- 
dily, it cannot be avoided but the Kingdom mult be loſt. 

And if notwithſtanding all this ſo often and truly made known by us to your 
Lordſhip, we ſhall periſh for want of Rs we ſhall carry this Comfort with 
ns to our Graves or any other Burial we ſhall have, That your Lordſhip can wit- 
neſs for us to the Royal Majeſty, and to all the World, that we have diſcharged 
our Duties to God, to his Majeſty, to that Nation, and to this, in humbly repre- 
fenting to his Majeſty by your Lordſhip, the chief Governour of the Kingdom, 
the Extremities and Dangers wherein his Kingdom and People ſtand, and the 
neceſlity of haſtaing Supplies hither, by all poſſible means for preſervation of 
both z fo as whatever become of our perſons,qur memory cannot be juſtly ſtain- | 
ed with ſo wretched a breach of Faith and Loyalty to the King onr Maſter,as to 
forbear repreſenting thither the Extremities wherein we are, whether we have | 
the Credit to be believed or no ; and that we'write Truth, and moſt needful 
Truth, : will be found true, when perhaps we ſhall periſh; and which is more 
conſiderable, the Kingdom alſo for want of being Relieved! and: Succoured in 
time.

But Sir Phelim O Neil would not be perſwaded to condeſctnd.to any 
manner of Treaty, unleſs the Lord Mac-guire, Mac-Mahon, arid the other 
Priſoners in the Caſtle were firſt ſet at Liberty ; which the Board re- 
jeQting with Contempt and Indignation, that Overture died almoſt as 
ſoon as it was born. 

Though it now began to be notorious that the Lords of the Pale 
were deeply in the Conſpiracy, yet to take away their pretences, the 


| Board publiſhed a Proclamation, and ſent it to thoſe Noblemen ; where- 


in it was poſitively Affirmed, That the Lords Juſtices and Council did 
never hear Sir Charles Coot, or any other, utter at the Council Board, 
or elſewhere, any Speeches tending to a Purpoſe or Reſolution to Exe- 
cute on thoſe of their Profeſſion, or any other, a general Maſlacre ; nor 
was it ever in their thoughts to diſhonour His Majeſty, or the State, 
by ſuch an Odious, Deteſtable, and Impious Action, giving them aſſu- 
rance - their ſafety, if they would repair to D«b/in the 17th of that 
Month. 

In Anſwer to which, the Lords of the Pale return a Letter to the 
Lords Juſtices, wherein they complain, That they were fo juſtly af- 
frighted with Sir Char/es Coot's ſeverity and deportment, that they durſt 
not adventure their perſons within the Confines of his Government ; 
they heavily charge upon him the inhumane acts perpetrated in the 
County of Wickbee, the Maſlacre of Santry, and the burning of Mr. 
King's houſe at Clantorfe, contrary to the Publick Faith given but the 
day before ; for which ſeverity they faid they did not blame their 
Lordſhips, but Sir Charles Coot, for his Rigor in the Execution ; and 
therefore deſire that no ſiniſter Conſtruftion may be made of their 
ſtay, but that they may have ſome Commiſſioners appointed to confer 
with them ; concluding with profeſſions of their Loyalty, and readineſs 
to give their advice for the advancement of His Majeſty's Service, and 
the Common Peace of the Ringdom.

The landing of Sir*S;mou Harcourt, a brave Experienced Captain, 
with his Regiment, who arrived at D«b/in the laſt of December, raiſed 
ſome hopes that Aſſiſtance and Relief would come from. Eng/and, but 
thoſe very hopes were ſtrangely over-ballanced by the Fears, leſt they 
ſhould come too late : And theſe delays had like to have proved Fatal, 
for many of the Soldiers who came out of Erng/and, ſeeing the weak 
and low condition of the City, and the great Strength and Numbers 
of the Rebels, began not only to ſhrink from the Service which appear- 
ed fo defperate, but mutinuouſly to perſwade their fellows to return 
for England ; which occaſioned the Publiſhing of this Proclamati-
